“ That  we  are  of  opinion  that  such  a History  would  be  con  ducive  to  the  best  in 
terests  of  the  Order,  and  would  recommend  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Body  do  appoint 
a Committee  of  two  to  co-operate  with  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  James  L.  Ridgely 
for  the  consideration  of  the  same.” 

“ We  further  recommend  that  Jas.  Woodyatt,  P.  G.  M.,  and  J B.  King,  R W.  Grand 
Secretary,  constitute  said  Committee.”

“ We,  your  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  back  clause  18  of  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Master’s  Report,  beg  to  submit  the  following  : 

“ Your  Coinmitte  fully  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  as  to  the  necessity  of  record- 
ing the  past  history  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  Canada,  and  in  order  that  the  same  may  be 
in  some  way  effected,  we  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  §300  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Committee  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  towards  de- 
fraying expenses  while  in  search  of  sucli  historical  matter.”

•‘We  can,  therefore,  only  recommend  that  should  a guarrantee  be  given  during  the 
next  six  months,  that  not  less  thau  three  hundred  copies  of  the  work  will  be  taken 
by  subordinate  Lodges  and  members,  then  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  invite 
tenders  for  an  edition  of  one  thousand  copies,  and  should  he  be  enabled  to  get  the 
work  done  for  a sum  not  exceeding  §2,501*,  then  he  be  instructed  to  proceed  with  the 
work  ; and  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as  possible,  the 
Secrtary  shall  be  empowered  to  employ  such  help  as  he  may  require  in  compiling 
the  work,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  §75;  the  price  of  the  work  to  subordinate 
Lodges  and  members  to  be  fixed  at  §3.50  per  copy.”

PREFACE. 


HE  transactions  of  the  Odd-Fellows  of  Canada  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  in 
1:855,  have  tor  many  years  been  shrouded  in  darkness. 
Only  the  life-time  of  a single  generation  has  passed 
since  the  days  when  the  Order  was  flourishing  in  British  North 
America — the  most  popular  ot  all  secular  organizations;  and  yet, 
so  complete  was  its  decline  and  fall,  that  when  in  1874  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario  first  appointed  a Committee  on  History, 
scarcely  a trace  of  the  old  regime  was  visible.  With  two  ex- 
ceptions, all  the  old  Lodges  were  dead,  and  their  very  names  for- 
gotten. No  records  of  the  first  Grand  Lodges  were  to  be  found. 
The  original  pioneers  were  either  dead,  or,  if  living,  unknown 
to  the  Odd-Fellows  of  the  present  generation. 

The  researches  of  the  Committee  have  not,  however,  been 
fruitless  ; and,  though  laboring  under  many  disadvantages,  we 
have  at  last  been  able  to  present  the  Fraternity  with  a compara- 
tively full  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  early  Odd-Fellows  of 
Canada.  In  this  work  valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by 
the  following  gentlemen,  through  whose  help  many  old  books 
and  documents  have  been  secured,  viz.:  Thos.  Hardie,  Esq.,  H. 

E.  Montgomerie,  Esq.,  Hon.  C.  Dunkin,  J.  C.  Beckett,  Esq., 
Wm.

The  responsibility  for  the  comments  upon  the  work  of  the 
Order  in  the  early  days,  and  upon  the  character  and  labors  of 
the  Pioneer  Odd-Fellows,  rests  on  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee whose  estimate  of  men  and  things  under  the  old  regime  is 
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t lie  result  of  a somewhat  careful  examination  of  the  historic 
material  accumulated  during  the  last  few  years.  The  record  of 
early  Odd-Fellowship  in  Canada  is  not  without  valuable  lessons 
for  those  who  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Order  to-day ; and  it 
has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  Committee  not  only  to  give  a faith- 
ful account  of  the  transactions  of  our  predecessors,  but  to  point 
whatever  moral  their  work  may  be  calculated  to  .convey. 

The  space  at  our  disposal  has  confined  us  within  somewhat 
narrow  bounds,  and  compelled  us  at  times  to  limit  ourselves  to 
bare  outlines.  Should  another  edition  of  this  history  ever  be 
required,  it  may  be  that  ampler  sources  of  information,  a more 
extended  acquaintance  with  the  work  and  workers  of  past  days, 
and  enlarged  powers  granted  those  who  may  constitute  the 
Historical  Committee  of  the  future,  will  secure  a fuller  and  more 
perfect  record  of  Canadian  Odd-Fellowship. 

Meantime  this  first  brief  resume  of  twelve  years  work  in  Odd- 
b ello  .vship  is  given  to  the  Fraternity  of  Ontario  in  the  hope  that 
they  may  find  something  of  interest  and  of  profit  in  reading  the 
proceedings  of  the  pioneers  of  our  Order  in  British  North 
America.

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UNDER  THE  OLD  REGIME. 


THE  PRE -HISTORIC  YEARS. 


The  introduction  of  Odd-Fellowship  into  the  British  Provinces  of 
America,  dates  back  to  an  early  period  in  the  present  century.  The 
destruction  of  many  of  the  records  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  of  Eng- 
land, in  1847,  as  we  learn  from  Grand  Secretary  Spray  of  that  Order, 
involves  the  early  history  of  the  Society  in  considerable  confusion.  The 
only  information  that  can  be  gained  from  that  source  is  that  a lodge 
of  the  M.  U.  of  O.  F.  was  organized  in  Montreal  in  1843. 

But,  previous  to  the  disruption  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  1842,  by  the 
separation  of  the  American  branch  from  the  parent  stem,  there  is  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  an  Odd-Fellow’s  lodge  in  Halifax  in  1832,  and 
of  another  still  earlier  in  1815.  The  subject  is  referred  to  in  a Halifax 
paper  of  March  5,  1847,  and  the  following  statement  made  : — 

“At  two  different  periods  such  a lodge  has  been  in  existence  here. 
First,  about  the  year  1815,  at  which  time  a large  number  of  our  towns- 
men were  enrolled  among  its  members,  many  of  whom  are  still  living 
and  occupying  responsible  positions  among  us.  There  was  also  a mili- 
tary lodge  of  the  same  fraternity  established  here,  about  fifteen  years 
ago.  * * * The  original  warrant  by  which  these  lodges  were 

brought  into  existence,  is  even  now  in  the  possession  of  one  of  our  citi- 
zens, one  of  the  many  survivors  of  the  lodge  formed  more  than  thirty 
years  since.” 

Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  the  parent  lodge  of  the  American  Order, 
was  not  instituted  until  1819,  so  that  the  first  Canadian  lodge  antedates 
that  of  Father  Wildey  several  years.  In  what  manner  it  was  organ- 
ized, and  what  relation  it  bore  to  the  Manchester  Unity,  (then  only 
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three  years  old)  or  to  any  of  the  other  orders  of  Odd-Fellows  then 
existing  in  England,  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  ; no  actual  records 
of  its  operation  have  been  found  ; and  for  the  present  we  must  leave 
its  existence  and  its  work  in  the  darkness  of  prehistoric  time. 

The  causes  which  led  to  the  separation  between  the  American 
Order  and  the  Manchester  Unity  are  to  be  found  detailed  in  the  records 
of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.*  Unfortunate  as  that  separation  may  have  been,  it 
was  not  without  its  advantages.  One  result,  at  least,  was  a most 
marked  revival  of  Odd  Fellowship  all  over  the  Western  Continent.  Nor 
was  this  revival  confined  to  the  United  States.  A year  or  two  previous 
the  Order  had  obtained  a foothold  in  the  Republic  of  Texas ; now  it 
pushed  northward  into  Canada,  and  even  essayed  a more  venturous 
flight  across  the  ocean  to  Britain  and  Germany  : but  the  Atlantic  was 
too  wide,  and  the  arms  of  American  Odd-Fellowship  at  that  date  too 
short  to  stretch  so  far.  The  proposed  Lodge  in  Germany  was  never 
organized,  and  the  one  or  two  that  saw  the  light  on  British  soil  struggled 
for  a brief  day  and  then  went  out  forever.  The  work  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship in  the  Mother  Land  belonged  to  the  M.  U.,  and  later  experience 
has  only  shown  more  clearly  the  unwisdom  of  any  interference  on  the 
part  of  the  American  Order. 

Tu  Canada,  however,  the  situation  was  different,  and  the  results 
more  creditable.  The  banner  of  the  Order  once  Hung  to  the  breeze  of 
our  free  Northern  air  has  never  since  been  furled.

THE  FIRST  YEAR— 1843. 

The  year  1843  saw  the  first  lodge  of  Odd-Fellows  in  the  old  Pro- 
vince of  Canada,  at  that  time  embracing  the  territory  now  known  as 
the  provinces  of  Quebec  and  Ontario.  Both  the  Manchester  Unity  and 
the  American  Order  were  at  this  time  introduced  into  the  city  of  Mon- 
treal. 

In  the  previous  year,  John  H.  Hardie,  a painter  and  decorater  by 
occupation,  and  a member  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  moved  from  New  York  to 
Montreal,  and  commenced  business  as  a dealer  in  paints  and  oils.  He 
had  only  been  an  Odd-Fellow  for  a short  time,  but  was  deeply  impress- 
ed with  the  beauties  and  benefits  of  the  society,  and,  in  his  new  home, 
commenced  at  once,  an  anxious  search  for  brethren  with  whom  he 
could  exchange  the  familiar  grip.  He  was  so  far  successful  that  he 
found  a Past  Grand  of  a Brooklin,  (N.  Y.,)  lodge,  Geo.  Mathews,  an  en-

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graver  and  lithographer,  one  of  the  first  to  introduce  that  art  into  Mon- 
treal. 

These  two  brethren  deserve  all  the  honor  that  can  be  accorded 
them  as  the  fathers  of  Canadian  Odd-Fellowsliip.  As  far  as  can  he 
learned,  they  were  the  only  Odd-Fellows  in  Montreal,  and  it  required 
a vast  amount  of  zeal  and  patience  to  accomplish  the  work  they  un- 
dertook, that  of  introducing  the  Order  into  Canada.  Unable  to  find 
other  members  of  the  Order  whose  aid  they  could  secure  in  petitioning 
the  G.  L.  U.  S.  for  a charter,  they  were  not  discouraged.  Pursuing 
their  researches  in  another  direction,  they  were  able  to  interest  in 
their  enterprise  three  citizens  of  Montreal,  Wether  ill  Taylor,  Joseph 
Kirkup  and  Wm.  Eodden  who  agreed  to  join  a lodge  in  New  York  State 
for  the  purpose  of  becoming  qualified  as  applicants  for  the  Canadian 
charter. 

This,  of  course,  was  not  the  only  preparatory  work  in  which  Bros. 
Hardie  and  Mathews  had  to  engage.  It  was  not  enough  to  secure 
charter  members  ; they  had  to  find  a suitable  room  ; procure  the  neces- 
sary regalia  and  paraphanalia ; and,  above  all,  to  assure  themselves 
that  when  organized  there  should  be  no  lack  of  proper  candidates  for 
admission*  Aware  of  the  responsibility  that  rested  on  them  to  intro- 
duce the  Order  under  the  most  favorable  auspices  possible,  and  thus 
insure  its  permanent  success,  they  were  exceedingly  cautious  in 
soliciting  candidates,  and  sought  only  those  whose  personal  character 
and  social  rank  would  reflect  credit  on  the  society. 

From  these  causes  the  preliminary  arrangements  necessarily  occu- 
pied some  time.  But  every  preparation  was  finally  made,  so  far  as 
could  possibly  be  done  by  a few  young,  inexperienced  and  isolated 
brothers  ; and  on  the  26th  of  May,  1843,  the  following  application  was 
sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary  in  Baltimore  : 

7 o the  R.  TF.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  l.  O.  0.  F.  : 

M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  Brethren  : — The  subscribers,  members  of  the  Order 
in  Rood  standing,  as  may  be  seen  by  our  cards  from  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  your  it.  W.  Body,  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  New  York,  being  now  resi- 
dent in  Montreal,  in  the  Province  of  Canada,  are  anxious  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Order  here,  on  the  beneficial  principles  which  characterize  it  in  the  United 
States.  All  tilings  being  now  in  readiness,  we  respectfully  ask  for  a charter  for 
a Lodge  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  Canada,  to  be  hailed  and  entitled 
“Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  the  Province  of  Canada.”  If  compatible  we 
would  desire  that  the  lodge  be  designated  “No.l,  of  British  North  America,”  and 
that  it  have  Grand  Lodge  powers. 

The  sum  of  thirty  dollars  is  herewith  remitted.

Montreal;  May  20th,  1843. 
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And  now  it  seemed  certain  to  the  Montreal  Brethren  that  all  delay 
was  at  an  end,  and  that  they  would  soon  be  at  work  in  the  Lodge 
room.  In  this,  however,  they  were  doomed  to  disappointment.  The 
authorities  were,  for  a time,  in  doubt  as  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pur- 
sued. Bro.  John  A.  Kennedy,  of  New  York,  who  at  that  time  worthily 
filled  the  office  of  Grand  Sire,  felt  perfectly  satisfied  that  it  was  within 
his  province  to  grant  the  dispensation.  The  Constitution  of  the  G.  L. 
U.  S.  provided  for  the  institution  of  Lodges  in  foreign  countries,  and 
gave  power  to  the  Grand  Officers  to  issue  dispensations  for  that  pur- 
pose during  recess.  In  ordinary  cases  this  would  have  been  done  without 
delay ; but  an  application  from  Canada — considering  the  relations  then 
existing  between  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  and  the  Manchester  Unity — being  a 
matter  of  some  importance,  the  Grand  Sire  thought  a consultation  with 
his  colleagues  advisable.  The  first  result  of  this  consultation  was  un- 
favorable to  the  applicants.  All  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  associates  advised 
against  an  immediate  issue  of  the  dispensation.  A resolution  had  passed 
the  G.  L.  U.  S.  at  its  previous  sessiou,  expressive  of  the  inexpediency 
of  instituting  new  Lodges  in  Britain  and  other  European  countries,  so 
long  as  the  Manchester  Unity  should  keep  out  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  it  was  thought  that  Canada,  as  a part  of  the  British  Empire, might 
come  within  the  scope  of  this  resolution.  But  the  Grand  Sire  remained 
firm  in  the  opinion  that  the  resolution  should  be  taken  literally  ; and 
that  even  if  it  were  possible  by  a simple  resolution  to  prohibit  that 
which  the  Constitution  allowred,  at  all  events  there,  was  nothing  to 
hinder  action  being  taken  on  applications  from  foreign  countries  out- 
side of  Europe, (Journal  G.  L U.  S.,  vol.  1,  p.  .030) . This  mew  he  finally 
succeeded  in  impressing  on  some  of  Lis  colleagues,  and,  a majority  of 
the  Grand  Officers  being  favorable,  the  following  dispensation  w7as  finally 
issued  on  the  29th  of  July  : 

INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS. 

To  all  whom  it  may  concern  : 

We,  John  A.  Kennedy,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  O. 

0.  F.,  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  jurisdiction  thereto  belonging  : 

FRIENDSHIP  love  and  truth. 

Know  Ye,  that  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  us  vested,  we  do  hereby  authorize, 
and  empower  our  trusty  and  well-beloved  brethren,  Weatherill  Taylor,  John  H. 
Hardie,  Joseph  Kirkup,  Wm.  Hodden  and  George  Mathews, P.  G.,  and  their  suc- 
cessors duly  and  legally  elected,  to  constitute  a Lodge  in  the  City  of  Montreal 
and  Province  of  Canada,  to  be  known  and  hailed  by  the  the  title  of  “Prince  of 
Wales  Lodge  No.  1,”  of  the  Province  of  Canada. 

And  we  do  further  authorize  and  empower  our  said  trusty  and  well-beloved 
brethren  and  their  successors,  to  admit  and  make  Odd-Fellows,  according  to  the 
ancient  usages  and  customs  of  the  Order,  and  nor  contrarywise,  with  full  power 
and  authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  and  singular  matters  and  things  relating 
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to  the  Order  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Lodge,  according  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Provided  always,  that  the  said  above-named  brethren  and  their  successors, 
pay  due  respect  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  the  ordinances 
thereof;  otherwise,  this  dispensation  to  be  of  no  force  and  effect ; and  provided, 
also,  that  this  dispensation  shall  be  approved  by  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  at  the 
next  session  thereof.

Bro.  Alfred  Moore,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  was  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Sire  as  Special  Deputy  to  introduce  the  Order  into  Cana- 
da. Proceeding  to  Montreal,  accompanied  by  P.  G.'s  Ferin  and  Bur- 
ton, and  Bro.  Taylor,  one  of  the  petitioners,  he  found  the  Canadian 
Brethren  fully  prepared  for  his  visit.  A comfortable  Lodge  room  bad 
been  provided  and  suitably  furnished  in  the  garret  over  the  hardware 
store  of  Mr.  Wm,  Rodden.  on  St.  Paul  St.  ; and  here,  at  three  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  10th  of  August,  the  Pioneer  Canadian  Lodge, 
Prince  of  Wales,  No.  1,  was  instituted.  The  first  officers  elected  and 
installed  were  : W.  Taylor,  N.  G. ; John  H.  Hardie,  V.  G.  ; Wm.  Rod- 
den, Sec’y,  and  Joseph  Kirkup,  Treasurer. 

And  now  the  brethren  went  to  work  energetically  for  the  success 
of  the  Order.  The  preliminary  arrangements  they  had  so  quietly  and 
prudently  made  speedily  bore  fruit.  Within  the  first  week  eighteen 
gentlemen  of  influence  and  good  standing  in  the  community  were  ad- 
mitted, and  the  new  society  rapidly  grew  in  strength  and  in  favor  with 
the  public. 

Soon  after  its  organization  the  Lodge  received  a valuable  addition 
in  the  person  of  Bro.  Tlios.  Hardie,  P.  G.,  a member  of  Sangammon 
Lodge,  No.  6,  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  a brother  of  John  Hardie. 
Sangammon  Lodge  had  been  instituted  in  1841,  and  Bro.  Thos.  Hardie 
was  one  of  the  first  initiates.  Pleased  with  the  Order,  and  deeply  im- 
pressed with  its  evident  power  as  an  influence  for  good,  he  at  once  be- 
came an  active  and  enthusiastic  member,  and  passed  rapidly  through 
the  chairs— entering  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  in  March,  1848.  It 
was  owing  to  his  recommendation  that  his  brother  John  joined  the  Or- 
der; and  for  this  reason  he  doubtless  felt  that,  indirectly,  he  had  had 
considerable  to  do  with  the  introduction  of  Odd-Fellowship  into  Cana- 
da. Removing  to  Montreal  in  the  summer  of  1843,  he  united  with  the 
new  Lodge  soon  after  its  institution,  and  by  his  practical  knowledge  of 
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the  work  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  by  his  zeal  and  energy,  he  was  en- 
abled to  render  valuable  assistance  to  the  young  Society, 

The  G.  L.  U.  S.  at  its  ensuing  session  gave  its  hearty  approval  of 
the  course  pursued  by  Grand  Sire  Kennedy ; and  sanctioned  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Order  into  Canada,  in  the  hope  that  in  its  new  field  of 
operations  there  would  be  found  abundant  room  and  favorable  cir- 
cumstances for  its  rapid  development. 

These  expectations  were  fully  realized.  Prince  of  Wales  made 
such  rapid  progress  that  the  brethren  soon  found  it  advisable  to  peti- 
tion for  another  lodge.  Accordingly  a sufficient  number  withdrew  for 
that  purpose,  and  on  the  lltli  of  November  forwarded  their  application 
to  the  new  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Howell  Hopkins.  Their  request  was  grant- 
ed under  date  of  the  27th  November,  and  the  commission  sent  to  the 
Deputy,  Bro.  Geo.  Mathews.  The  new  Lodge,  Queen’s  No.  2,  was  in- 
stituted by  him  on  the  4th  December— the  charter  members  taking  the 
following  offices;— J.  C.  Sewell,  N.  G.  ; Wm.  B.  Hartley,  V.  G.;  J.  H. 
Idoff,  Sec’y  ; A.  Robertson,  Treas. ; and  Wm.  Sutherland,  Conductor.

THE  SECOND  YEAR— 1844, 


With  the  opening  of  the  new  year,  the  order  began  to  push  forward 
into  the  neighboring  cities  and  towns.  The  first  petition  for  a lodge 
outside  of  Montreal  came  from  St.  Johns.  Situated  within  a short  dis- 
tance of  the  metropolis,  it  did  not  take  many  months  to  elapse  be- 
fore the  fame  of  the  new  Society  reached  this  little  town,  and  some  of 
its  residents  were  soon  initiated  into  the  Montreal  Lodges.  One  of 
them,  John  Hazelton,  had  been  a member  of  the  Order  previously  in 
the  city  of  Albany,  and  had  joined  Prince  of  Wales  at  its  institution, 
as  an  ancient  Odd-Fellow.  There  wTas  not  much  dificulty,  however,  iu 
securing  applicants  for  a charter,  for  in  petitioning  for  a lodge  in  those 
days,  it  was  permissable  for  non-residents  to  join  in  the  application, 
a plan  which  greatly  facilitated  the  organization  of  new  lodges.  In 
this  way,  from  among  those  resident  in  Montreal  as  well  as  St.  Johns, 
five  members  were  found  on  the  24th  of  January  to  sign  a petition  for 
a new  lodge,  viz  ; John  W.  Gilbert,  Calvin  P.  Ladd,  Wm.  Hardie, 
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Joseph  Fraser  and  John  Hazelton.  The  two  first  named  were  resi- 
dents of  Montreal.  The  required  dispensation  was  granted  the  14tli  of 
February,  and  on  the  4tli  of  March  following,  Prince  Albert,  No.  8, 
was  added  to  the  roll  of  Canadian  Lodges. 

About  this  time  the  Patriarchal  Order  was  introduced  into  Montreal. 
On  the  ‘2nd  March  an  application  for  a warrant  to  open  an  encamp- 
ment was  signed  by  Tlios.  Hardie,  John  H.  Hardie,  Joseph  Kirkup, 
John  O.  Brown,  Wm.  Rodden,  J.  M.  Gilbert,  S.  C.  Sewell  and  George 
Matthews.  Of  these  brethren,  three  already  had  the  degrees.  Thos. 
Hardie  was  a P.  H.  P.  of  Lebanon  No.  3.  Illinois,  Joseph  Kirkup  was 
a member  of  Troy  No.  ‘2,  and  George  Matthews  of  Salem,  No.  7,  Brook - 
lin,  N.  Y.  In  order  that  the  other  brethren  might  be  qualified  as  petiti- 
oners, the  Grand  Sire  had  previously  deputed  P.  C.  P.,  A.  Heyer 
Brown,  of  Albany  N.  Y.  to  visit  Montreal,  and  confer  upon  them  the 
Patriarchal  degrees,  which  duty  was  performed  by  him  on  the  date 
above  mentioned,  March  ‘2nd.  The  application  was  granted,  and 
special  deputy  Brown,  being  unable  to  attend,  authorized  P.  H.  P. 
Thos.  Hardie  to  institute  the  new  encampment.  In  accordance  with 
his  instructions,  Bro.  Hardie  opened  Hochelaga  Encampment,  No.  1, 
in  Montreal  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  April  ‘2nd,  1844.  The  following 
brethren  were  installed  into  office  : George  Matthews,  C.  P.  ; Wm 

Rodden,  H.  P.  ; John  H.  Hardie,  S.  W.  ; J.  M.  Gilbert,  Scribe  ; S.  C. 
Sewell,  Treas.  ; John  O.  Brown,  J.  W.  Subsequently,  Patriarch  Rodden 
resigned,  and  P.  H.  P.  Hardie  filled  his  office  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term. 

The  Canadian  Odd-Fellows  now  thought  it  time  to  have  their  affairs 
brought  under  the  control  of  a local  Grand  Lodge.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  when  asking  authority  to  introduce  the  Order  into  Canada, 
they  had  petitioned  the  Grand  Sire  to  confer  Grand  Lodge  powers  on 
Prince  of  Wales  Lodge.  Though  this  would  have  been  only  following 
the  precedent  established  in  the  case  of  Washington  Lodge  in  Balti- 
more, vet  it  was  not  thought  expedient  by  the  authorities  of  the  Order; 
and  the  Canadians  were  required  to  follow  the  course  by  law  prescribed 
for  the  establishment  of  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges. 

Three  Lodges,  the  senior  not  more  than  a year  old,  may  seem  to 
our  eyes  a small  constituency  for  a Grand  Lodge.  But  thirty  years  ago 
Odd-Fellows,  both  in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  were  very  preco- 
cious ; and  as  soon  as  the  Order  was  introduced  into  any  State  or  Pro- 
vince, tliev  began  to  talk  about  having  a Grand  Lodge.  In  Canada, 
however,  the  Society  had  grown  so  rapidly  that  the  Brethren  might  be 
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excused  if  they  felt  somewhat  ambitious.  Introduced  first  on  the  10th 
of  August,  1843,  by  the  following  summer  the  membership  had  reach- 
ed about  350 — embracing  some  of  the  leading  men  of  Montreal — men 
whose  names  have  since  obtained  a prominent  place  in  Canadian  his- 
tory. 

The  G.  L.  U S.  met  on  the  16th  of  September,  1844,  m Baltimore  ; 
and  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Rep.  Churchill,  of  Maine,  presented 
the  petition  of  the  Canadian  Odd  Fellows.  It  received  a favorable 
hearing  ; and  in  accordance  with  a resolution  duly  passed,  the  Grand 
Sire  issued  a charter  for  a Grand  Lodge  of  Canada. 

The  commission  as  Special  deputy  to  open  the  New  Grand  Lodge> 
was  entrusted  to  P.  G.  M.  the  Rev.  Albert  Case,  of  South  Carolina,  who 
proceeded  to  Canada,  and  summoned  the  Lodges  to  meet  him  in 
the  Prince  of  Wales  Hall,  on  the  16th  of  November  On  that  date  the 
following  representatives  appeared :

Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Case  then  read  his  commission,  and 
duly  instituted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  The  following  brethren 
were  then  elected  and  installed  into  office  :

George  Matthews— Dep.  Grand  Master. 

Thos.  Hardie, — Grand  Warden.

The  Order  in  Canada  was  now  fairly  started  under  local  manage- 
ment, with  all  the  advantages  of  “Home  Rule.”  The  officers  to  whose 
control  the  affairs  of  the  Society  were  entrusted  were  well  fitted  for 
their  posts.  Grand  Master  Hartley  was  a Canadian,  born  in  Montreal 
in  1821.  He  was  a young  man  of  well  developed  talent,  and  of  good 
social  standing,  already  engaged  in  practice  as  an  advocate  or  barrister. 
He  had  been  initiated  in  Quinnipiac  Lodge,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  in 
August  1843 ; but  at  once  withdrew  to  unite  himself  with  Prince  of 
Wales,  which  was  organized  about  a week  after  his  initiation.  Subse- 
quently he  joined  Queen’s  Lodge,  in  which  he  passed  the  chairs.  In 
1844,  he  received  the  patriarchal  degrees  in  Sassacus  Encampment  of 
Rhode  Island.  In  this  same  year  he  was  charged  by  the  Odd-Fellows, 
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of  Montreal,  (both  of  the  M.  U.  and  our  own  Order)  with  a mission  to 
Kingston,  the  Capital,  and  the  presentation  of  a petition  to  the  Gover- 
nor, praying  for  the  exemption  of  the  Odd-Fellows  from  the  provisions 
of  a hill  for  the  suppression  of  secret  societies  then  before  Parliament* 
His  Subordinate  officers  were  all  enthusiastic  and  capable.  D.  G.  M. 
Mathews  had  been  one  of  the  first  movers  in  the  work 
of  introducing  the  Order  into  Montreal  ; Grand  Warden  Hardie  was 
probably  the  most  experienced  member  in  the  jurisdiction  ; S.  C. 
Sewell,  Grand  Treasurer,  was  a leading  physician  ; Wm.  Hodden, 
Grand  Marshal,  a prominent  hardware  merchant.  In  fact,  officers 
and  members  seem  all  to  have  been  drawn  from  the  very  best  classes 
of  society. 

Among  the  names  of  the  new  Grand  Officers  we  naturally  look  for 
that  of  Bro.  John  Hardie,  whose  services  in  introducing  the  Order  into 
Canada  would  seem  to  have  deserved  suitable  recognition.  But  lie  had 
removed  from  Montreal ; and  therefore  took  no  part  in  the  organization 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  was  not  idle,  however  ; for  in  his  new  resi- 
dence, Quebec,  he  busied  himself  so  effectually  in  the  interests  of  the 
Order  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  was  scarcely  instituted,  before 
an  application  came  from  the  “ancient  city”  for  a charter  for  a Lodge. 
He  did  not  have  the  same  difficulties  to  contend  with  that  taxed  him 
and  his  colleagues  in  their  efforts  to  start  the  first  Lodge ; for,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Lodge  in  St.  Johns,  he  was  enabled  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  some  non-resident  brethren  in  applying  for  the  charter.  The 
Grand  Lodge,  however,  in  1845,  modified  this  practice  by  only  permit- 
ting it  m cases  where  there  was  a deficiency  of  residents  ; and  requir- 
ing that  all  the  principal  offices  should  be  filled  by  members  living  in 
the  locality. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  application  from  Quebec,  the  Grand  Master 
granted  the  dispensation  ; and  Albion  Lodge,  No.  4,  was  instituted  by 
the  Grand  Warden  about  the  20tli  of  November.  The  other  applicants 
for  the  charter  were  Bros.  Peck,  Hilton,  T.  Hardie  and  D.  Milligan.  At 
the  succeeding  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  dispensation  was  con- 
firmed ; and  the  thanks  of  the  Order  voted  to  Bro.  John  Hardie  for  his 
labors  in  the  interest  of  the  Order.  And, if  we  are  to  judge  from  results, 
Bro.  John  Hardie’s  work  in  Quebec  was  well  done  ; for  when  the  days 
of  depression  came  in  after  years,  and  every  Lodge  in  Lower  Canada 
was  disbanded,  Albion  was  the  last  one  in  the  province  to  surrender  its 
charter.  Bro.  John  Hardie’s  services  were  fully  appreciated  by  his 
Brethren.  In  addition  to  the  vote  of  thanks  from  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  members  in  Montreal  presented  him  in  the  following  year  with  a 
handsome  gold  medal  and  a flattering  address.  He  remained  in  Cana- 
da for  some  years  ; but  subsequently  removed  to  Brooklyn,  N.Y., where 
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lie  died  of  softening  of  the  brain  on  the  ‘29th  of  December,  1867,  after  a 
long  and  severe  illness. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  assembled  again  on  the  30th  of 
November— all  the  officers  and  members  present,  except  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  Grand  Guardian.  Bro.  C.  Ladd,  of  No.  1,  was  admitted 
to  membership.  The  Grand  Master’s  action  in  granting  a dispensation 
to  Albion  Lodge  was  confirmed ; and  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
voted  to  Bro.  J.  H.  Hardie  for  his  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Order  in  the 
ancient  city. 

The  main  business  of  this,  and  several  succeeding  sessions,  was 
the  adoption  of  a Constitution  for  the  jurisdiction.  The  first  code 
adopted  was  based  largely  on  the  Constitution  of  New  York,  with  a 
few  variations  to  suit  the  views  and  circumstances  of  the  Canadian 
brethren.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  made  a representative  body,  as, 
while  all  Past  Grands  were  admitted  to  a seat,  and  a Lodge  might  send 
as  many  representatives  as  it  chose,  yet  important  questions  were  de- 
cided by  the  votes  of  Lodges.  In  these  cases  if  a Lodge  had  less  than 
fifty  members  it  cast  one  vote  ; if  fifty,  two  votes,  and  one  for  every 
additional  twenty -five  members.  The  majority  of  representatives  of  a 
Lodge  were  entitled  to  cast  its  vote.  If  the  representation  was  equally 
divided  the  Lodge  had  no  vote.  Pr-oxv  representation  was  permitted  ; 
but  no  person  could  represent  more  than  one  Lodge.  In  those  days 
there  was  no  “ mileage  or  per  diem,”  and  every  one  had  to  pay  his  own 
bills.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  to  be  held 
quarterly  ; but  interim  sessions  were  held  during  the  first  few  months 
of  its  existence,  whenever  any  business  required  its  attention. 

On  the  5th  of  December,  the  Grand  Lodge  assembled  again.  The 
principal  business  of  this  session  was  the  granting  of  a Charter  for 
another  Lodge  in  Montreal,  to  be  called  Commercial,  No.  5.  The  char- 
ter members  were  Wm.  Hodden,  W.  A.  Seldon,  W.  H.  Colt,  Thomas 
Woodside,  Jacob  H.  Dewitt,  Robinson  Rustan,  Michael  Babcock,  R.  H. 
Hamilton,  R.  H.  Evans,  and  J.  Cushing.  Several  of  these  brethren 
were  gentlemen  of  marked  ability  and  of  high  social  standing,  who 
either  were  at  that  time  or  subsequently  became  very  prominent  in  the 
Order.  With  such  members  it  was  only  natural  that  No.  5 should  soon 
become  one  of  the  most  influential  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction. 

At  this  session,  Bro.  Taafe  resigned  the  office  of  Grand  Guardian, 
and  J.  W.  Gilbert  was  appointed  in  his  place.  Bro.  Matthews,  pre- 
viously appointed  to  take  up  subscriptions  to  defray  expenses,  was 
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obliged  to  report  no  success,  and  the  bills  bad  to  be  subsequently  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge . 

Another  brief  session  was  held  on  the  16th  December ; but  no 
business  of  any  consequence  was  transacted. 

THE  THIRD  YEAR— 1845. 

In  the  month  of  January  of  this  year,  the  Grand  Lodge  held  meet- 
ings on  the  11th,  the  15th,  and  the  18th,  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting 
the  Constitution. 

On  the  5th  of  February,  the  first  regular  quarterly  meeting  was 
held.  The  Grand  Officers  were  all  present ; and  the  Lodges  were  re- 
presented by  the  following  brethren  : 

Prince  of  Wales  No.  1. — Joseph  Fraser. 

Queen's  No.  2. — M.  H.  Seymour. 

Prince  Albert  No.  3. — Win.  Hardie. 

Albion  No.  4. — Wm.  Hilton. 

Commercial  No.  5. — Wm.  Rodden,  W.  A.  Seldon. 

At  this,  and  at  adjourned  sessions  on  the  6th,  11th,  13th,  and  15th, 
the  Grand  Lodge  was  still  occupied  almost  exclusively  in  the  work  of 
preparing  its  Constitution  and  By-laws.  At  the  last  mentioned  date, 
however,  a recommendation  was  made  the  Montreal  Lodges  to  unite  in 
the  support  of  a Degree  Lodge,  by  which  it  was  thought  greater  interest 
would  be  felt  in  the  Degree  work,  as  well  as  greater  uniformity  secured. 

This  recommendation  was  speedily  adopted,  and  on  the  21st  March 
following  Victoria  Degree  Lodge  was  instituted.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  Lodge  was  successful  in  keeping  up  a lively  interest  in  the  work, 
though  the  officers  did  not  confine  themselves  too  closely  to  the  ritual. 
Feeling  that  the  work  was  not  as  interesting  as  they  thought  it  ought 
to  be,  they  endeavored  to  relieve  the  monotony  by  introducing  various 
performances  not  laid  down  in  the  books,  more  especially  in  connection 
with  the  Fifth  Degree.  In  November  of  the  same  year,  we  find  the 
Grand  Lodge  administering  a reprimand,  and  advising  the  Lodge  to 
confer  the  Degree  with  all  solemnity  even  if  that  involved  some  mono- 
tony. 

The  second  Quarterly  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  opened  in  the 
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forenoon  of  the  9th  of  May.  All  the  officers'  were  present,  and  Reps. 
Fraser  of  No.  1,  and  Hilton  of  No.  4.  The  following  newmembers  were 
admitted  : John  Holland,  of  No.  1 ; D.  Milligan,  of  No.  2 ; J.  R.  Healey 
and  J.  H.  Hardie,  of  No.  4;  and  R.  H.  Hamilton,  of  No.  5. 

At  this  session  an  effort  was  made  to  advance  the  Order  a little 
further  ; and  an  application  was  received  from  Bros.  C.  Carter,  Camp- 
bell Bryson,  Thomas  White,  Andrew  Wilson,  W.  E.  Ibbotson,  J.  H. 
Isaacson,  J.  R.  Fraser  and  W.  Adams,  for  a Charter  for  a new  Lodge, 
to  be  called  Britannia.  But  the  Grand  Lodge  thought  it  advisable  to 
make  haste  more  slowly,  and  refused  the  petition. 

This  session  lasted  two  days.  The  only  business,  other  than  pass- 
ing accounts  and  considering  the  state  of  the  Order,  was  the  division 
of  the  jurisdiction  into  two  districts — Montreal  and  Quebec  ; and  the 
ordering  of  suitable  regalia.  # 

In  the  summer  of  this  year  the  Order  was  established  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canada  West,  by  Mr.  Edmund  Murney,  of  Belleville.  This 
gentleman  was  initiated  in  the  Queen’s  Lodge  No.  2,  on  the  19th  of 
March,  1845,  during  a visit  to  Montreal;  and,  determined  to  introduce 
Odd- Fellowship  into  his  own  town.  He  was  a gentleman  of  high  standing 
in  the  community  and  well  fitted  by  his  position  as  well  as  his  abilities 
to  reflect  credit  on  any  institution  of  which  he  might  be  a supporter. 
Born  in  Kingston  Nov.  11th,  1812,  he  was  educated  in  Upper  Canada 
College,  and  subsequently  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Marshall  Spring 
Bidwell,  Esq.  Called  to  the  bar  in  1834,  he  commenced  practice  m 
Belleville,  and  soon  established  an  excellent  reputation.  In  1836  he 
entered  the  Upper  Canada  Parliament  as  member  for  Hastings.  At  the 
general  election  for  the  first  Parliament  of  United  Canada  he  was  a 
Candidate  ; but  was  defeated  by  the  Hon.  Robt.  Baldwin.  At  a subse- 
quent election,  however,  in  1843,  he  again  contested  the  riding,  with 
Mr.  Joseph  Canniff — this  time  successfully  ; and  continued  to  represent 
the  constituency,  except  for  one  interval  of  three  years,  up  to  1857.  He 
then  left  the  Assembly,  and  was  elected  to  the  Upper  House  as  member 
for  the  Trent  Division ; and  this  position  he  occupied  till  the  time  of 
his  death,  August  15th,  1861.  Mr.  Murney  was  a consistent  Conserva- 
tive of  the  extreme  type — so  much  so,  in  fact,  that  he  would  not  sup- 
port Sir  Allan  McNab  when  that  gentleman  associated  with  himself  in 
the  government  some  of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Hincks  m 1854.  An  active 
politician,  an  accomplished  lawyer,  and  a sociable,  genial  gentleman, 
he  was  well  calculated  to  ensure  the  success  of  any  undertaking  in 
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which  he  might  be  engaged.  He  became  an  enthusiastic  Odd-Fellow, 
and  was  for  mail}'  years  the  main-stay  of  the  Order  in  the  Bay  of 
Quinte  District. 

Bro.  Murney  soon  found  other  Odd-Fellows  in  his  locality  with 
whom  he  could  work.  Among  them  were  two  older  in  the  Order  than 
himself  ; Bro.  J.  A.  Glassford,  initiated  in  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  on 
the  19th  of  September,  1843  ; and  Bro.  Donald  Ross,  who  had  joined 
Queens  Lodge,  No.  2,  January  8th,  1845.  Messrs.  Alex.  Judd  and  Adam 
H.  Myers  were  initiated  in  Queen’s  Lodge,  in  May  ; and  thus  a sufficient 
number  were  secured  to  petition  the  Grand  Master  for  a dispensation 
to  open  a Lodge  in  Belleville. 

The  application  was  received  in  the  early  part  of  June,  and  grant- 
ed without  delay.  A dispensation  was  issued  by  the  Acting  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  Geo.  Mathews;  and  P.  G.,  David  Milligan,  of  Queen’s, 
was  commissioned  as  Special  Deputy  for  the  purpose  of  giving  it  effect. 
On  the  17th  of  June,  1845,  Yictopua  Lodge,  No.  6,  the  pioneer  Lodge 
of  this  Province,  was  instituted  in  Belleville,  with  the  following  chief 
officers  : — Donald  Ross,  N.  G.,  E.  Murney,  Y.  G.,  Alex.  Judd,  Sec.,  F. 
Me  Annany,  Treas. 

Shortly  after,  another  addition  was  made  to  the  roll  of  Lodges — 
the  application  coming  from  Stanstead,  in  the  Lower  Province,  ou  the 
24tli  of  July.  The  petitioners  were  W.  S.  Hunter,  of  No.  1 ; and  Chas. 
Seymour,  S.  S.  French,  J.  C.  Chase,  and  J.  G,  Gilman,  of  No.  2.  The 
Lodge  was  instituted  on  the  29th,  under  the  name  of  Oriental  No.  7, 
and  had  for  a time  a very  successful  career.  Though  it  met  with  much 
opposition,  yet  in  three  months  it  numbered  40  members,  and  was  able 
to  spend  over  $400  in  fitting  up  a new  hall.  At  its  anniversary  next 
year  it  had  a membership  of  seventy- five. 

The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  in  first  annual  session,  on  the  6th 
August.  The  following  representatives  were  duly  accredited  : 

Prince  of  Wales  No.  1. — Thos.  Hardie,  W.  A.  Liddell,  J.  Holland. 

Queen's  No.  2.— Geo.  Matthews,  M.  H.  Seymour,  D.  Milligan,  C.  F. 
Clark. 

Prince  Albert  Ac.  3.— J.  M.  Gilbert,  C.  P.  Ladd,  C.  Pierce. 

Commercial , No.  5.— Wm.  Rodden,  W.  A.  Seldon,  R.  H.  Hamilton, 

E.  T.  Renaud. 

The  reports  of  the  officers  presented  at  this  session  indicated  cheer- 
ing progress,  and  the  prospects  of  the  Order  were  decidedly  satisfactory . 
The  reports  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  have  not  been 
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preserved,  but  the  statistics  for  the  June  term  shewed  5 Lodges,  666 
contributing  members,  and  a revenue  of  18455.  Ihe  relief  expenditure 
for  the  year  had  been  1765  75. 

The  result  of  the  elections  this  year  gave  the  order  the  following 
officers  :

The  election  and  installation  of  the  officers  seems  to  have  been  all 
the  business  of  the  session.  At  an  adjourned  meeting  on  the  30th  of 
September,  the  Grand  Lodge  had  under  consideration  an  important 
matter,  viz.,  the  establishment  of  a magazine  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  the  Order.  It  was  started  as  a private  enterprise,  but  the  cordial 
approval  and  support  of  the  Grand.  Lodge  was  readily  extended — one 
of  the  best  indications  of  the  intelligence  and  enterprise  of  the  Fra- 
ternity. The  first  number  of  the  Odd-Fellows’  Record  appeared  in 
January  of  the  year  following.  It  was  a neat  monthly,  octavo,  of 
twenty  four  pages,  published  by  Bro.  Potts  of  the  Montreal  “ Herald,” 
and  edited  by  P.  G.  M.  Hartley.  The  Grand  Lodge  exercised  a general 
supervision  by  means  of  a committee  consisting  of  Bros.  Hartley, 
Hamilton  and  Robinson.  It  was  a well  conducted  periodical,  for  a time 
at  least.  Its  selections  were  carefully  made,  while  it  had  an  extensive 
supply  of  original  matter,  bearing  on  other  subjects  besides  Odd-Fellow- 
ship. A frequent  and  valued  contributor  was  Mr.  D.  Wylie,  a leading 
member  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  and  subsequently  well  known  as  a 
newspaper  publisher  in  Brockville.  The  Record  lived  two  years.  In 
its  issue  for  December,  1847,  it  announced  some  important  alterations 
and  improvements  for  its  next  volume.  The  only  alteration  made  was 
to  stop  publication. 

Adjourned  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  held  on  the  1st,  6th 
and  7th  of  October  ; but  no  business  of  any  consequence  was  transact- 
ed. On  the  1st,  charters  were  formally  granted  to  the  Lodges  pre- 
viously organized  in  Belleville  and  Stanstead.  From  a Finance  Com- 
mittee’s report  presented  on  the  7th,  we  learn  that  the  affairs  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  were  evidently  prospering,  as,  after  paying  all  debts,  there 
a balance  left  of  £ 144.16s.6d. 
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The  regular  Quarterly  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  opened  on  the 
5th  of  November.  The  Grand  Master  was  not  present,  through  sick- 
ness; and  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  to  the  19tli.  At  this  meeting 
there  were  admitted  from  No.  1,  A.  McGown  and  Wm.  Hilton;  from 
No.  2,  Geo.  P.  Dickson,  and  from  No.  5,  Job  Gushing.  No  business  of 
any  consequence  was  transacted. 

The  rapid  increase  of  membership,  and  the  growing  importance  of 
the  Order,  had  made  it  apparent  at  an  early  date  that  increased  accom- 
modations would  be  required ; and  in  1844  an  arrangement  was  made 
with  Bro.  G.  Bourne  for  the  purpose.  This  brother  undertook  to  erect 
a building  on  Great  St.  James  street,  giving  the  Order  a practically  per- 
petual lease.  It  was  built  with  an  express  view  to  the  accommodation  of 
the  Odcl-Fellows,  and  was  arranged  to  suit  their  wants.  It  was  a very 
handsome  three  story  building,  with  a front  of  sixty-five  feet,  and  a depth 
of  forty-eight  feet.  The  hall  was  at  the  top  ; the  second  floor  forming  an 
assembly  room  for  concerts  and  balls  ; while  the  ground  floor  was  divid- 
ed into  stores.  The  main  Lodge  room  was  twenty-four  by  forty-three 
feet,  being  finished  in  white  and  gold,  with  a circular  ribbed  ceiling, 
handsomely  carpeted  and  furnished.  In  addition  there  were  a large 
number  of  ante-rooms  and  other  apartments.  From  the  description 
given  in  the  records  of  the  time,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  entire  suite 
of  apartments  were  possessed  of  a beauty  and  style  'that  have  never 
since  been  surpassed  in  Canada.  They  formed,  in  fact,  a complete 
Club  House. 

This  seems  to  have  been  required  ; for  the  Order  in  Montreal  in 
those  days  appears  to  have  been  eminently  aristocratic.  At  Lodge 
meeting  the  members  always  appeared  in  full  evening  dress.  Though 
this  might  seem  in  our  days  to  be  “putting  on  airs,”  yet  it  was  not  out 
of  place  under  the  circumstances  ; for  the  members  were  all  more  or 
less  wealthy ; and  the  wearing  of  full  dress  was  a custom  familiar  to 
them  all  in  their  social  relations,  which  entailed  neither  extra  expense 
nor  trouble.  And  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  effect  on  the  appear- 
ance of  a Lodge  meeting  would  be  very  pleasant  ; while  it  would  not 
be  without  its  influence  on  the  members,  who  both  looked  and  tried  to 
behave  like  gentlemen. 

The  new  Odd-Fellows’  Hall  was  occupied  by  the  Grand  Lodge  on 
November  26th,  but  was  not  formally  opened  until  the  2nd  of  Decem- 
ber. It  is  still  in  existence  and  is  known  now  by  the  name  of  Nord- 
heimer’s  Hall. 

Adjourned  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  held  November  26th 
and  29th,  and  December  1st,  6th,  9tli,  13th,  18tli,  20tli  and  26th.  The 
business  transacted  was  mainly  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
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new  building.  Two  new  representatives  were  received  on  the  13th 
December,  viz.,  C.  S.  Pierce,  of  No.  3,  and  Donald  Ross,  of  No.  (5. 

Before  closing  the  record  of  this  year,  mention  must  be  made  of 
another  addition  to  the  Patriarchal  Order.  On  the  5th  of  August,  the 
Grand  Sire  received  an  application  from  Quebec,  signed  by  Thomas 
Hardie,  David  Milligan,  W.  Hilton,  Willis  Russell,  John  R.  Healey, 
John  H.  Hardie,  A.  Joseph,  and  C.  Lecermivant,  praying  for  a dis- 
pensation for  an  Encampment.  Some  of  these  patriarchs  resided  in 
Montreal;  but  that  was  an  irregularity  not  then  noticeable.  The 
prayer  was  granted  by  the  authorities  on  the  9th  of  September,  and 
Stadacona  Encampment  No.  2 instituted  the  following  month. 
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THE  FOURTH  YEAR— 1846. 

A meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held  on  the  SOtli  of  January, 
but  no  business  of  any  consequence  was  transacted. 

The  quarterly  session  was  held  on  the  4th  and  7th  February.  New 
representatives  admitted  were  Wm.  Slack,  of  No.  1 ; H.  H.  Whitney, 
of  No.  2 ; E.  L.  Montizambert,  of  No.  4 ; John  G.  Gilman,  and  S.  L. 
French,  of  No.  7.  Two  new  Districts  were  set  apart  at  this  session, 
and  the  Grand  Master  appointed  P.  G.  Murney  D.  D.  G.  M.  for  the 
Victoria  District,  in  Upper  Canada  ; and  P.  G.  French,  D.  D.  G.  M.  for 
the  St.  Francis  District,  in  the  Eastern  Townships. 

But  the  most  important  question  that  came  up  for  consideration 
had  reference  to  the  extension  of  the  Order  into  the  Western  Province. 
The  subject  was  not  altogether  a new  one.  At  the  session  on  Decem- 
ber 6th  of  the  previous  year,  a communication  had  been  received  from 
P.  G.,  E.  T.  Renaud,  urging  active  measures  ; and  now  additional  cor- 
respondence was  reported  by  the  Grand  Officers  from  other  parties. 
Scattered  all  over  Upper  Canada  were  a number  of  influential  persons 
wrho  were  members  of  the  Montreal  Lodges.  Montreal  was  now  the 
capital  of  Canada — commercial,  social  and  political.  Here  the  mer- 
chants came  to  purchase  goods  ; here  the  legislators  came  to  attend 
Parliament ; here  the  “aristocracy”  came  for  the  balls  and  festivities 
at  Government  House.  The  Odd-Fellows’  Society  was  one  of  the  chief 
social  clubs  of  the  city,  to  which  it  was  fashionable  to  belong.  A vis- 
itor had  failed  to  see  the  lions  of  Montreal  who 'had  not  entered  the 
Odd-Fellows’  Lodge.  And  so  numbers  whose  residences  were  in  the 
Western  Province,  especially  members  of  Parliament,  had  become  con- 
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nected  witli  the  Order.  Some  of  these  were  anxious  to  have  Lodges 
organized  in  their  own  homes ; and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  equally  anx- 
ious to  extend  the  number  of  its  subordinates. 

After  carefully  considering  this  matter  at  the  meeting  on  the  7tli 
of  February,  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  to  send  a deputation  westward, 
on  what  might  be  considered  a “missionary  tour.”  The  brethren 
chosen  for  this  duty  were  the  D.  G.  M.,  Thos.  Hardie,  and  P.  G.’s,Geo. 
P.  Dickson  and  Ed.  Murney.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the 
character  and  qualifications  of  Bros.  Hardie  and  Murney.  Bro.  Dick- 
son, was  equally  well  fitted  for  the  duties  devolving  upon  him.  He  had 
been  initiated  in  Queen’s  Lodge  almost  immediately  after  its  organiza. 
tion,  and  had  taken  a warm  interest  in  the  work  of  Odd-Fellowsliip, 
to  whose  service  he  brought  talents  of  a high  order,  which  would 
undoubtedly  have  soon  secured  for  him  the  highest  positions  in 
the  gift  of  the  fraternity.  Unfortunately  he  left  Montreal  about  six 
months  subsequent  to  this  western  trip,  removing  first  to  Toronto  and 
then  to  Richmond  Hill.  He  became  a chartar  member  of  Home  Lodge 
No.  21,  of  Toronto,  when  it  was  organized  in  1847  ; but  absence  from 
the  city  prevented  his  taking  any  active  part  in  Lodge  work  ; and  when 
Home  disbanded  lie  lost  his  connection  with  the  Order.  Bros.  Hardie 
and  Dickson  were  the  principal  members  of  the  deputation.  Bro.  Mur- 
ney joined  them  at  Picton,  and  gave  them  able  assistance  in  their  work 
in  the  Bay  of  Quinte  District. 

In  order  to  the  successful  accomplishment  of  their  mission,  the 
deputation  were  invested  with  the  most  complete  powers.  The  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  in  Montreal  gave  them  a list  of  all  their  members 
residing  in  Upper  Canada,  with  a stock  of  blank  withdrawal  cards, 
which  they  were  authorized  to  fill  and  issue  to  any  who  were  willing 
to  be  petitioners  for  new  Lodges ; and  the  Grand  Lodge  empowered 
them  to  make  Odd-Fellows  “ at  sight;”  receive  petitions  ; grant  dis- 
pensations ; institute  Lodges  ; and  in  the  words  of  their  commission, 
“ do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  which  might  be  or  become 
necessary  for  the  due  and  proper  fulfilment  of  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses,” had  in  view.  If  ever  Odd-Fellowship  was  divested  of  red-tape 
it  was  during  the  operations  of  these  pioneer  “ missionaries”  in  Canada. 

The  deputation  left  home  on  Wednesday,  the  4tli  of  March,  1846, 
for  a trip  of  more  than  800  miles— the  double  journey— by  coach,  over 
a road  which  might  be  pleasant  for  a. summer  ride,  but  could  scarcely 
be  calculated  on  for  comfort  during  a Canadian  Spring.  The  traveller 
who  leaves  Montreal  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  in  these  days  will 

* For  particulars  m regard  to  this  “missionary  tour,”  we  are  indebted  to  the 
report  of  the  deputation  drawn  up  by  Bro.

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reach  Cornwall  in  a couple  of  hours  ; it  took  the  deputation  from  11  a. 
m.  to  12  p.  in.  of  their  first  day’s  journey. 

The  first  point  selected  for  active  operations  was  the  town  of 
Brockvillc,  which  was  reached  about  noon  of  the  5th.  Here  they  ob- 
tained the  co-operation  of  Bros.  Geo.  Sherwood,  M.  Ik,  of  No.  2,  Rhy- 
nas  of  No.  1,  Morton  and  Webster  of  No.  5,  and  .Tames  Goodcve,  Esq. 
In  the  evening  they  met  at  the  residence  of  the  latter  gentlemen,  where 
he  was  initiated,  and  in  company  with  Bro.  Webster  received  the  Degrees. 
The  petition  of  the  five  Brothers  having  been  presented  and  accepted, 
Brock  Lodge,  No.  9,  was  then  duly  instituted,  with  Bro.  Geo.  Sher- 
wood as  first  N.  G.  Three  candidates  were  initiated  and  appointed  to 
office  ; and  in  their  journal  the  deputation  make  the  comment:  “Sin- 

cere zeal  pervades  the  mind  of  each  member,  and  indeed  the  prospects 
were  encouraging.”  That  the  zeal  of  the  early  members  was  sincere, 
and  that  the  prospects  were  encouraging,  is  fully  borne  out  by  the  sub- 
sequent history  of  Brock  Lodge. 

Kingston  was  next  visited;  and  though  it  was  nine  o’clock  at 
night  before  the  deputation  reached  that  city  they  lost  no  time.  They 
were  met  by  Bro.  Christie,  of  No.  2,  and  afterwards  saw  Bros.  Gilles- 
pie and  Frazer,  of  No.  5,  and  made  arrangements  for  the  next  day’s 
work.  On  the  7th  they  had  several  interviews  with  these  brothers, 
and  also  with  Bro.  John  A.  Macdonald,  of  No.  2.  Suitable  rooms  were 
secured  for  the  evening’s  proceedings  in  Bro.  Frazer’s  “Bachelor’s 
Hall,”  and  at  five  o’clock  they  met  and  initiated  Dr.  Robert  McLean, 
and  conferred  the  Degrees  on  him  and  Bros.  Gillespie  and  Frazer. 
Cataraqui  Lodge,  No.  10,  was  then  instituted— Bro.  .John  A.  Macdon- 
ald being  installed  N.  G.  In  the  evening  Sheriff  Corbett  and  a number 
of  the  prominent  citizens  of  Kingston  were  initiated,  and  the  new  Lodge 
started  out  with  fair  prospects. 

Fortunately  for  the  delegation  the  next  day  was  Sunday,  and  the 
day  was  devoted  to  rest.  On  Monday  morning  early  they  started  for 
the  town  of  Picton,  which  was  reached  by  evening.  Here  a number  of 
Odd-Fellows  resided,  who  were  members  of  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  6,  of 
Belleville  ; and  here  the  deputation  was  met  by  P.  G.  Edmund  Mur- 
ny,  M.  P.,  and  about  thirty  members  of  No.  6,  who  had  come  over  with 
a full  supply  of  regalia  and  material.  Proceeding  to  the  residence  of 
Bro.  D.  L.  Fairfield,  it  did  not  take  long  to  institute  Prince  Edward, 
No.  11,  with  Bro.  Henry  Corby,  N.  G. 

Here  some  of  the  worthy  Brethren  from  Belleville,  met  with  a lit- 
tle disappointment.  They  had  been  led  to  believe  that  the  N.  G’s.  of 
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all  the  new  Lodges  instituted  would  be  selected  from  among  them;  but 
they  were  informed  that  honors  could  not  be  distributed  so  cheaply, and 
that  no  one  would  be  installed  N.  G.  of  any  Lodge  unless  ho  was  a resi- 
dent, or  would  pledge  himself  to  attend  a majority  of  nights  in  the 
term.  Everything  approaching  to  irritation,  however,  was  allayed  by 
the  appointment  of  P.  G.  Murney  as  D,  D.  G.  M.  for  Canada  West.  It 
was  midnight  when  the  Lodge  closed,  and  snatching  a hasty  meal  the 
brethren  started  for  Belleville,  where  they  arrived  by  six  in  the  morn- 
ing. An  hour’s  sleep  was  all  the  rest  they  were  allowed  ; and  then,  ac- 
companied by  Bro.  Murney  and  four  other  members  of  Victoria,  the  de- 
putation took  coach  for  Cobourg,  which  they  reached  in  time  for  sup- 
per. It  was  late  in  the  day  to  begin  operations  ; and  there  were  only 
two  Odd-Fellows,  members  of  No.  6,  resident  in  the  town.  But  some 
preliminary  arrangements  had  already  been  made,  and  all  parties  in- 
terested speedily  assembled  in  the  office  of  D’Arcy  E.  Boulton,  Esq. , 
where  Messrs.  Boulton,  Clark  and  Jackson,  were  duly  qualified,  and 
Ontario,  No.  12,  instituted.  It  was  late  when  work  was  finished  ; and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  Bros,  Hardie  and  Dickson  made  a truthful  entry 
in  their  journal  when  they  wrote : “Much  fatigued,  we  retired  to  rest.” 

Early  on  the  following  morning  D.  D.  G.  M.  Murney  and  the  Belle- 
ville Brethren  started  for  Peterboro,  leaving  the  “missionaries”  to  fol- 
low more  leisurely.  Their  leisure,  however,  instead  of  being  devoted 
to  sleep,  as  it  might  well  have  been,  was  occupied  in  giving  instructions 
to  the  officers  of  Ontario  Lodge.  A ten  hours’  trip  over  not  the  smooth- 
est of  roads,  brought  the  deputation  to  Peterboro  —away  in  the  back 
woods,  as  it  might  justly  be  termed  in  those  days.  It  was  late  in  the 
evening ; but  the  Belleville  Brethren,  who  had  arrived  an  hour  or  two 
before,  had  stirred  up  the  people,  and  all  were  ready  for  business.  Two 
members  of  No.  2 were  resident  here,  George  B.  Hall,  M.  P.,  and  L. 
Ferguson;  and  three  members  of  No.  6:  Chas.  Perry,  (a  cousin  of  J. 
Ham  Perry,  now  P.  G.  M.  of  Ontario),  Wm.  Claxton  and  Henry  Easton. 
It  was  necessary  only  to  confer  the  Degrees  on  Bros.  Claxton  and  Fer- 
guson ; and  the  charter  members  of  the  new  Lodge  were  fully  qualified. 
A room  in  the  Court  House  was  secured  through  the  kindness  of  Sheriff 
Conger  (who  was  initiated  the  same  evening),  and  Otonabee  Lodge, 
No.  13,  duly  instituted,  with  the  following  officers  : George  B.  Hall,  N. 
G.  ; Chas.  Perry,  V.  G.  ; Wm.  Claxton,  Secretary ; Henry  Easton, 
Treas.  Immediately  afterwards  eight  of  the  leading  citizens  were  ini- 
tiated ; and  the  work  was  done  in  good  style.  They  had  the  use  of 
the  entire  Court  House ; a full  supply  of  paraphernalia  had  been  brought 
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from  Belleville;  all  the  Brethren  were  in  excellent  humor  for  work  ; and 
as  the  Ritual  of  those  days  (it  was  the  old  Hitual)  allowed  considerable 
scope  for  a lively  ceremony,  we  may  assume  that  all  the  candidates  re- 
ceived full  value  for  their  admission  fees. 

After  riding  all  day  and  working  nearly  all  night,  it  was  not 
surprising  that  the  missionaries  should  miss  the  stage  Thursday  morn- 
ing, and  he  compelled  to  hire  a conveyance  in  which  to  prosecute  their 
journey  to  Port  Hope.  The  Belleville  Brethren  now  returned  home, 
and  the  deputation  reached  their  destination  late  in  the  afternoon,  ac- 
companied by  only  Bro.  W.  Fraser,  of  No.  13.  There  were  no  Odd- 
Fellows  m Port  Hope,  but  there  seemed  no  difficulty  in  finding  citizens 
willing  to  join  the  new  society,  the  falne  of  which  had  gone  on  before  ! 
Four  gentlemen  were  chosen,  and  initiated  in  short  order — receiving, 
with  Bro.  Fraser,  the  Degrees ; and  the  Lodge  instituted  in  the  law 
office  of  Marcus  F.  Whitehead,  Esq.,  Hope  No.  14,  started  with  the 
following  officers  : — Dr.  Ed.  Hickman,  N.  G. ; M.  F.  Whitehead,  Y.  G.; 
Geo.  Ward,  Secretary;  H.  FI.  Meredith,  Treasurer  ; and  Wm.  Fraser, 
P.  Secretary. 

Friday,  the  13th,  was  by  no  means  an  agreeable  dav  for  travelling. 
The  rain  came  down  in  torrents  ; and  when  the  stage  for  Toronto  ar- 
rived from  the  East,  it  was  crammed  with  passengers,  leaving  no  room 
for  Bros.  Hardie  and  Dickson.  But  they  “meant  business  ” all  through 
their  tour ; and,  rain  or  shine,  stage  or  no  stage,  tliej’  were  not  to  be 
stopped.  An  open  waggon  was  secured,  and  they  started  off,  regard- 
less of  weather.  Darlington  was  reached  about  seven  o’clock  at  night. 
A long  ride  in  the  pouring  rain  had  not  only  thoroughly  soaked  the 
Brethren,  but  pretty  well  tired  them  out ; and  yet  they  commenced 
searching  the  village  for  some  one  to  take  them  right  on  to  Toronto. 
Fortunately  for  themselves  they  could  find  nobody  as  anxious  to  travel 
in  a dark,  ^rainy  March  night  as  they  were ; and  they  had  to  go  to  bed. 

Up  betimes  Saturday  morning  ; a conveyance  was  hired  ; the 
journey  resumed,  and  Toronto  reached  just  as  another  night  set  in. 
Bros.  W.  H.  Boulton,  of  No.  5,  and  George  Duggan,  of  No.  2,  had  their 
trunks  packed  ready  to  start  for  Montreal,  to  be  in  their  places  at  the 
opening  of  Parliament,  so  that  no  time  was  to  be  lost  in  getting  the  new 
Lodge  started.  At  that  late  hour  on  Saturday  night  it  was  difficult  to 
find  the  Toronto  members.  Bro.  Duggan  and  the  Hon.  J.  B.  Robinson 
could  not  be  found  ; but  they  secured  Bros.  S.  B.  Campbell  and  Robert 
Lindsey,  of  No.  2 ; Richard  Kneesliaw,  of  No.  5,  and  J.  G.  Josephs  a 
Past  Grand  Warden  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  These  joined  with  Brother 
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Boulton  at  his  house  after  nine  o’clock  ; and  there  the  deputation, 
assisted  by  P.  G.  Donald  Boss,  instituted  Tecumseh,  No.  15.  The  first 
officers  installed  were  W.  H.  Boulton,  N.  G. ; S.  B.  Campbell,  V.  G.  • 
R.  Ivneeshaw,  Secretary  ; and  J.  G.  Joseph,  Treasurer. 

Sunday  at  last— a day  of  rest ; and  then  on  Monday,  a lake  trip 
westward  on  board  the  Transit.  Bi’o.  Hardie  went  on  to  Buffalo,  and 
Bro.  Dickson  stopped  at  Niagara.  No  chance  for  a Lodge  here  ; and 
so,  next  day,  the  17th,  on  to  Queenstown  by  boat,  and  thence  by  stage 
to  St.  Catharines.  Here,  at  first,  the  prospects  did  not  look  bright. 
Bro.  James  Stevenson,  of  No.  1,  upon  whom  the  deputation  had  been 
depending  for  aid,  had  joined  the  Manchester  Unity  in  starting  aLod^e 
of  that  Order,  of  which  he  was  Y.  G.  After  some  persuasion,  however, 
Bro.  Dickson  managed  to  get  him  into  harness  ; and  between  them  they 
secured  a number  of  citizens  who  were  willing  to  join  the  Independent 
Order,  and  establish  a Lodge.  It  was  the  night  of  meeting  of  the  M 
U.  ; and  Bro.  Stevenson  had  to  attend  to  his  duties  there  until  ten 
o’clock.  In  the  meantime  Bro.  Dickson  repaired  to  the  rendezvous — 
the  office  of  Mr.  John  Maulson — and  there  initiated  and  qualified 
Messrs.  Maulson,  David  Kissack,  Chauncey  Yale,  E.  W.  Stephenson, 
D.  McPhail  and  John  L.  Ranney.  Upon  the  arrival  of  Bro.  Stevenson, 
the  Lodge  was  organized  as  Union  No.  16,  Bro.  James  Stevenson,  N. 
G.  This  Brother  had  tendered  liis  resignation  of  office  in  the  M.  U., 
but  it  was  not  accepted  ; so  he  had  to  hold  office  in  two  Lodges  at  the 
same  time — a rather  unusual  occurence,  and,  of  course  illegal.  But 
they  were  not  very  particular  in  those  days. 

On  the  18th,  Bros.  Dickson  and  Hardie  met  at  Queenston,  and 
both  returned  to  Toronto.  The  day  after  they  took  the  steamer  to 
Wellington  Square  (Burlington)  and  from  thence  by  stage  to  Hamilton. 
Parliamentary  duties  had  called  away  Sir  Allan  McNab,  so  that  his  aid 
could  not  be  obtained.  Bro.  Henry  McKinstrey,  of  No.  2,  however,  un- 
dertook the  task  of  securing  the  necessary  number  of  candidates  ; and 
in  the  evening,  at  his  house,  Messrs.  Wm.  M.  Shaw,  Andrew  Stuart, 
W.  A.  Harvey,  George  Angus  and  Jaspar  T.  Gilkison  were  duly  quali- 
fied to  become  petitioners  for  a charter.  In  this  way  the  deputation 
were  enabled  to  institute  Burlington  Lodge,  No.  17,  Bro.  McKinstrey 
being  first  N.  G.  Remaining  in  the  city  another  day  a more  suitable 
room  was  secured,  a number  of  gentlemen  initiated,  and  the  new  offi- 
cers instructed  in  the  Work. 

Hamilton  had  been  fixed  as  the  westerly  limit  of  the  missionary 
tour.  There  were  one  or  two  individual  members  residing  still  further 
west ; but  there  appeared  no  reasonable  prospect  of  planting  new 
Lodges  in  that  sparsely  settled  portion  of  the  Province  with  any  hopes 
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of  success.  So  Bros.  Hardie  and  Dickson  turned  their  faces  homeward, 
well  pleased  with  the  work  they  had  accomplished. 

On  the  way  to  Montreal  the  Lodges  in  Toronto,  Oobourg,  Belleville, 
Kingston  and  Brock ville  were  visited,  initiations  conducted,  the  work 
rehearsed,  books  examined,  and  every  effort  made  to  ground  the  new 
Lodges  thoroughly  in  the  principles  and  practices  of  the  Society.  The 
roads  were  in  a horrible  condition,  and  the  journey  was  far  from  pleas- 
ant. Riding  sometimes  for  twenty-four  hours  continuously  in  an  open 
wagon,  under  a pouring  March  rain,  was  a style  of  travel  not  unusual 
in  those  days  ; and  our  missionaries  had  just  one  month  of  it. 

Correspondence  had  taken  place  with  some  brothers  resident  in 
Cornwall,  and  the  deputation  resolved  to  finish  their  work  by  organ- 
izing a Lodge  here  on  their  way  home.  Bro.  J.  Sandfield  Macdonald, 
M.  P.,  being  absent  in  Montreal,  there  was  only  one  member  of  the 
Order  in  town  from  whom  assistance  could  be  obtained — J.  D.  Pringle, 
Esq.  A number  of  citizens,  however,  were  found  who,  after  receiving 
full  explanations,  agreed  to  join  the  Society  and  aid  in  the  organization 
of  a Lodge.  Accordingly  they  met  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Marshall,  who, 
with  Messrs.  J.  F.  Pringle,  L.  M.  Putnam,  Alex.  McDougall  and  Duncan 
McDonald,  wrnre  duly  initiated,  and  St.  Francis,  No.  18,  instituted— 
on  the  1st  April,  J.  D.  Pringle,  N.  G. 

This  finished  the  labors  of  the  deputation.  Next  morning  they 
left  for  Montreal,  but  owing  to  bad  roads  were  detained  on  the  wray, 
and  did  not  reach  home  till  the  following  afternoon,  April  3rd.  It  takes 
now  about  two  hours  to  make  the  run  from  Cornwall  to  Montreal ; it 
took  our  brethren  on  this  occasion  nearly  two  days. 

Thus  ended  a successful  missionary  tour,  in  which  Odd-Fellowship 
vras  thoroughly  planted  in  the  Western  Province.  It  is  true  that  of  the 
ten  Lodges  then  organized,  only  two  have  survived  to  the  present  day ; 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  these  two  were  the  only  Lodges  in  the  whole 
of  British  North  America  that  did  survive  through  the  subsequent  de- 
cline of  the  Order  ; so  that  the  offshoots  were  more  prosperous  than 
the  parent  stem.  While  all  other  Lodges  ceased  to  work,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  became  defunct,  Brock  and  Union  are  still  alive  and  pros- 
perous. 

The  expenses  of  the  deputation  were  defrayed  out  of  the  charter 
fees  of  the  new  Lodges  ; and  the  brethren  received,  as  they  well  de- 
served, the  thanks  of  the  Order  in  Montreal,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
for  their  earnest  labors. 

Before  the  deputation  to  Upper  Canada  left  Montreal,  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  for  the  organization  of  another  Lodge  in  the  me- 
tropolis. There  were  already  three  in  that  city  ; but  it  was  thought 
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room  coulcl  be  found  for  a fourth,  and  a number  of  brethren  united  in 
a petition  to  the  authorities  for  that  purpose.  The  petition  was  granted ; 
and  Canada,  No.  8,  organized  on  the  13th  March,  the  following  being 
the  charter  members  : F.  Lane,  Jas.  Gibson,  John  Sewell,  and  L.  H. 
Holton,  of  No.  2 ; J.  M.  Gilbert,  of  No.  3;  John  Young,  John  Murray, 
F.  B.  Matthews,  John  Smith,  II.  S.  M.  Boucliette,  and  John  Williams, 
of  No.  5. 

About  this  time  also,  a Lodge  was  instituted  in  Goderich,  C.  W. 
Its  birth  was  informal  and  irregular  ; the  officials  of  the  Order  knew 
nothing  about  it ; and  it  was  evidently  self-constituted.  It  bore  the 
title  of  Amity  ; and  seems  to  have  commenced  operations  about  the 
lltli  of  March.  It  made  a tremendous  rash  ; and  from  a copy  of  a re- 
turn found  among  some  old  papers  of  Hope  Lodge,  it  would  appear  to 
have  had  a membership  of  over  fifty  inside  of  two  months.  But  its 
career  seems  to  have  been  meteoric — a sudden  flash,  and  then  a com- 
plete disappearance. 

From  Quebec  city  also  came  signs  of  progress.  On  the 
2Gtli  of  March  an  application  for  a dispensation  was  received, 
from  Bros.  Peter  Sheppard,  Jno.  Racey,  Wm.  Geo.  Sutherland, S.  Wriglid 
Wm.  Tims,  J.  E.  Anderson,  A.  Fraser,  Robt.  Shaw,  Daniel  Bews,  and 
R,  Chambers;  and  on  the  19tli  of  April,  Mercantile,  Lodge,  No.  19, 
was  instituted  by  D.  D.  G.  M , J.  R.  Healy.  The  following  brethren  filled 
the  chairs  in  this  Lodge  for  the  first  term  : Peter  Sheppard,  N.  G. ; Jno 
Racey,  V.  G.  ; S.  Wright,  Sec.;  J.  E.  Anderson,  P.  S.  ; N.G.Pentland, 
Treas. 

The  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  May  Quarterly  Session, 
held  on  the  6th,  8tli,  9tli  and  11th,  was  not  of  any  marked  importance- 
The  new  representatives  admitted  were  Geo.  Hall,  No.  4 ; Jno.  Dyde, 
No.  5 ; F.  Murney,  No.  6 ; J.  M.  Gilbert,  No.  8.  A communication  was 
received  from  a Bro.  Hunt,  residing  in  Simcoe,  C.  W.,  concerning  the 
organization  of  a Lodge  in  that  village  ; but  nothing  resulted  therefrom. 
The  attendance  at  these  sessions  seems  to  have  been  rather  slim.  The 
city  representatives  were  by  no  means  prompt ; and  “no  quorum  was 
often  recorded  on  the  minutes. 

A resolution  passed  at  the  session  on  the  11th,  gives  an  indication 
of  the  “high  tone”  of  our  ancestors  ; and  also  tells  something  of  the 
morals  of  Montreal  society.  The  resolution  referred  to  forbade  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  taking  any  part  in  duels,  whether  as  principals  or 
seconds. 

Meanwhile,  the  Patriarchs  were  not  idle  ; and  a couple  of  new  en- 
campments were  organized.  On  the  27tli  February  the  Grand  Sire 
received  an  application  from  Montreal  for  a dispensation  to  open  Royal 
Mount,  No.  8.  This  was  signed  by  Patriarchs  Thos.  Hardie,  R.  H. 
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Hamilton,  W.  Hilton,  Christopher  Dunkin,  Jno.  Irvine,  H.  E.  Mont- 
gomerie, D.  MacKay,  John  Sproston,  L.  H.  Holton,  S.  C.  Sewell,  Win. 
A.  Seldon,  Wm.  Rodden,  John  Holland,  James  Potts,  JohnMeDonald  and 
John  Murray.  The  warrant  was  issued  March  9tli  and  sent  to  the  D. 
D.  G.  S.  Sewell.  But  the  document  did  not  travel  very  fast  ; and  as 
the  21st  of  March  had  been  fixed  by  the  Patriarchs  for  the  institution, 
when  that  date  arrived,  and  the  dispensation  did  not,  t)ie  D.  D.  G.  S. 
took  the  law  in  his  own  hands,  and  opened  this  camp.  As  the  docu- 
ments arrived  in  a few  days,  no  harm  resulted  from  the  irregularity. 
The  first  officers  elected  wTere:  Wm.  Hilton,  C.  P. ; C.  Dunkin,  H.  P.  ; 
John  Irvine,  S.  W.  ; H.  E.  Montgomerie,  Scribe  ; D.  MacKay,  F.  Scribe; 
John  Sproston,  Treas.,  and  John  Murray,  J.  W.  The  prospects  of 
Royal  Mount  were  certainly  very  bright ; for  on  the  first  meeting  there 
were  twenty-six  applicants  for  admission,  including  such  well-known 
names  as  W.  H.  Draper,  D.  Daly,  J ohn  Young,  S.  Foster,  J.  M.  Ferries, 
R.  S.  M.  Bouchette,  H.  Starnes,  J.  Sandfield  Macdonald,  Geo.  B.  Hall, 
John  A.  Macdonald,  Geo.  Sherwood,  Geo.  Desbarats,  Rev.  Dr.  Matlie- 
son,  etc.  And  yet  in  a little  more  than  three  years,  Mount  Royal  was 
dead  ; its  last  recorded  meeting  having  been  held  October  26th,  1849, 

The  next  Encampment  was  organized  in  Quebec  on  the  9th  of 
June,  under  the  title  of  St.  Louis,  No.  4.  There  seems  to  have  been 
the  same  irregularity  in  the  institution  of  this  Camp  as  in  that  of  No. 
8,  for  the  application  was  only  made  on  the  5th  of  June,  and  the  dis- 
pensation was  not  granted  till  the  19tli— ten  days  after  the  institution. 
But  the  early  Canadian  Odd-Fellows  did  not  feel  the  restraining  influ- 
ences of  red  tape  to  any  great  extent,  and  were  in  many  cases  both 
independent  and  irregular . The  first  officers  of  St.  Louis  were  Dr.  J. 
A.  Sewell,  C.  P.  ; Francis  Bowen,  FI.  P.  ; A.  C.  Buchanan,  S.  W.  ; Wm. 
Tims,  S.  ; Robert  Gilman,  F.  S.  ; A.  G.  Pentland,  J.  W. 

In  the  summer  of  1846,  it  was  thought  advisable  that  the  new 
Lodges  in  the  West  should  be  strengthened  aHd  encouraged  by  a visit 
from  a Grand  Officer.  This  was  all  the  more  necessary,  as  the  ritual 
they  had  received  was  the  “old  work  and  they  required  to  be  placed 
in  possession  of  the  later  edition  of  1846.  For  this  purpose,  Grand 
Secretary  Hamilton  was  sent  out  to  instal  the  officers,  instruct  the 
brethren,  and  collect  the  fees.  Returning  to  Montreal,  he  visited 
Bytown  on  the  way,  where  a number  of  brethren  resided,  and  added 
another  Lodge  to  the  roll  by  the  institution  of  Ottawa,  No.  20,  on  the 
2nd  of  August,  1846.  The  charter  members  were  Francis  Thompson, 
of  No.  1 ; Thomas  S.  Hunton,  John  Scott,  Alex.  Bryson  and  Zachariah 
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Wilson,  of  No.  2 ; and  Geo.  B.  Lyons  and  Robert  Hervev,  of  No.  5. 
The  first  officers  installed  were  : — Geo.  B.  Lyons,  .N  G.  ; R.  Hervev, 
V.  G. ; Tlios.  S.  Hunton,  S. ; and  Z.  AVilson,  T. 

The  progress  of  the  Order  as  shown  by  the  quarterly  Returns  for 
the  J une  term  of  this  year  was  decidedly  satisfactory.  The  following 
table  will  show  the  numerical  condition  of  the  Order  in  Canada  at  this 
date.

Of  course,  the  Institution  did  not  spread  itself  so  rapidly  without 
meeting  with  opposition.  This  opposition,  as  is  unfortunately  too 
often  the  case,  came  from  some  of  the  religious  sects.  It  was  not  con- 
fined to  one  denomination,  for  both  Catholics  and  Protestants  seem  to 
have  joined  in  it. 

The  first  blast  came  from  the  Montreal  Witness  in  June  of  1846, 
which,  in  a general  denunciation  of  all  secret  societies,  included  Odd- 
Fellows’  lodges  and  temperance  organizations.  This  was  more  effi- 
ciently echoed  hi  the  month  following  by  the  Catholic  Bishop  of  Mont- 
real, who  issued  a mandament  against  those  secret  societies  which  pro- 


* In  these  Lodges  the  classification  of  Degree  Members  is  not  perfect — a few 
members  being  classed  in  a lower  grade  than  that  to  which  they  actually  belonged. 
This,  however,  does  not  affect  the  total  membership. 
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fessed  charity,  but  were  bound  by  oaths,  and  sought  only  wicked  ends, 
lie  did  not  expressly  name  the  Odd-Fellows,  and  the  members  of  that 
Order  sought  to  make  it  appear  that  he  could  not  have  referred  to 
them,  as  they  were  not  “ oatli-bound.”  Quite  a number  of  Catholics 
had  joined  the  lodges  in  Lower  Canada,  and  the  friends  of  the  Order 
were  of  course  anxious  to  avoid  any  collision  with  the  Church.  But  the 
Bishop's  mamlament  was  only  the  first  indication  that  the  clergy  had 
changed  their  tactics  from  a tacit  countenance  to  an  adtive  and  viru- 
lent opposition. 

In  the  September  following  another  valuable  ally  came  to  the  help 
of  the  Montreal  Witness  and  the  Catholic  Bishop  of  Montreal  in  the 
shape  of  the  Toronto  Examiner , which  devoted  four  columns  to  an  at- 
tack upon  the  Order.  Very  bombastically  did  the  editor  of  the  Exami- 
ner compare  himself  in  his  attack  on  Odd -Fellowship  to  the  sturdy 
Knox  waging  war  to  the  knife  against  a powerful  Church.  As  the  en- 
tire membership  of  the  Lodge  in  Toronto  at  that  date  did  not  much 
exceed  seventy,  the  Examiner  would  not  seem  to  have  been  endanger- 
ing itself  to  any  appreciable  extent  by  fighting  the  Odd-Fellows.  For 
some  time  the  Examiner  was  the  only  opponent  of  Odd-Fellowship 
among  the  Upper  Canadian  papers.  The  London  Times  followed  in  its 
footsteps  during  the  next  year.  But  the  Examiner  and  the  Times  have 
passed  away,  and  their  names  are  scarcely  remembered  ; Odd-Fellow- 
ship still  lives. 

Despite  all  opposition,  however,  the  Grand  Lodge  met  in  its  first 
aunual  session  on  the  5th  August,  1846,  under  very  happy  auspices  and 
with  very  bright  prospects.  The  following  representatives  were  pres- 
ent :

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After  the  presentation  of  reports  came  the  election  of  officers,  re- 
sulting in  the  choice  of  the  following  brethren,  who  were  duly  in- 
stalled :

The  new  officials  of  the  Order  were  all  prominent  and  influential 
gentlemen.  Grand  Master  Hamilton  was  in  the  Imperial  Civil  Service 
and  was  Collector  of  Customs  at  Montreal.  The  D.  G.  M.,  Montizam- 
bert,  was  a distinguished  member  of  the  legal  profession  in  Quebec, 
who  was  about  this  time  appointed  chief  law  officer  of  the  Upper 
House  of  Parliament,  a position  he  held  for  many  years.  DeBleury 
was  also  a lawyer  and  a member  of  Parliament.  The  others  were  all 
leading  merchants. 

The  Grand  Lodge  continued  in  session  until  the  9th,  and  then 
adjourned  to  the  21st  to  receive,  reports  of  some  special  committees. 

Probably  the  most  important  matter  ever  considered  by  the  Can- 
adian Fraternity  come  up  on  the  third  day  of  this  session  ; and  that 
was  the  question  of  “Independence.”  This  had  been  first  suggested  by 
Grand  Secretary  RiJgley  in  his  annual  report  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  in 
1845.  Referring  to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  Republic  of  Texas 
and  in  British  America,  he  said  : 

“ It  is  suggested  very  respectfully  that  upon  the  formation  of  new 
lodges  in  foreign  countries,  whether  the  interests  of  Odd-Fellowship 
would  not  be  much  promoted  by  recognizing  such  organizations  as  dis- 
tinct sovereignties  in  the  Order,  exercising  independent  powers.  It 
will  doubtless,  be  apparent,  that  in  matters  of  local  regulation,  and 
many  details  of  form,  that  the  constituencies  of  our  Order  in  foreign 
countries  are  not  free  from  the  natural  influences  and  predilictions  for 
the  laws  and  systems  of  the  government  under  which  they  live.  This 
common  feeling  superadded  to  the  general  distrustfulnes  of  associations 
such  as  ours,  may  not  so  easily  be  combatted  when  they  are  known  to 
preserve  a close  affiliation  with  a parent  lodge  established  under  politi- 
cal institutions  so  widely  different  from  their  own.* 

This  idea  was  strongly  endorsed  by  the  special  Committee  of 
the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  to  which  it  was  referred.  The  report  presented  by 
Rep.  Della  Torre,  of  South  Corolina,  declared  that  the  Committee  con- 
curred in  the  suggestion  as  to  the  propriety  of  recognizing  Grand 
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Lodges  out  of  the  United  States  as  distinct  sovereignties,  and  goes  on 
to  say  : 

“It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  the  peculiar  wants  and  interests 
of  the  Order  can  be  understood  and  cared  for  properly  only  by  those 
who  are  more  immediately  in  contact  with  the  mass  of  the  Order. 
The  pride  of  self-government,  too,  will  naturally  stimulate  our  brethren 
in  other  places  to  greater  exertions  in  increasing  and  sustaining  the 
number  of  their  lodges,  a feeling  which  would  be  much  chilled  if  the 
power  resulting  from  the  organization  of  the  lodges  was  to  be  concen- 
trated and  delivered  into  the  hands  of  those  who  were  strangers  to  the 
country,  institutions,  and  perhaps  language.  Prejudices  which  would 
arise  against  the  Order  from  its  supreme  power  being  vested  exclusively 
in  a tribunal  situated  in  another  country,  would  soon  be  destroyed  by  a 
transfer  of  authority  to  the  spot  where  it  was  to  be  exercised.” 

This  report  closed  with  a resolution  creating  Grand  Lodges  in 
foreign  countries  distinct  sovereignties,  with  independent  powers,  as 
soon  as  they  were  organized.  Presented  late  on  the  last  day  of  the 
session,  there  was  not  time  for  the  proper  discussion  of  this  question, 
and  it  was  laid  on  the  table.  Subsequent  events,  however,  shewed 
that  the  idea  conceived  was  considered  then  the  true  principle  for 
cases  of  this  kind. 

The  suggestion  was  favorably  received  in  British  America.  Not 
only  were  the  leading  brethren  in  the  Province  enthusiastic  Odd-Fel- 
lows ; they  were  enthusiastic  Canadians  as  well.  Many  of  them,  be- 
sides, were  active  politicians  belonging  to  that  party  which  has  always 
laid  special  claim  to  loyal  devotion  to  Great  Britain  and  to  Canada. 
Readers  of  British  American  history  acquainted  with  the  political 
views  of  Messrs.  Draper,  Daly,  Sherwood,  MacNab,  Macdonald,  Dun- 
kin,  Murney,  Robinson,  Boulton,  Duggan  and  others  of  their  colleagues) 
can  readily  understand  that  with  such  gentlemen,  as  well  as  many  pro- 
minent members  of  the  Civil  Service  at  the  head  of  Canadian  Odd-Fel- 
lowship, the  idea  of  complete  independence  of  the  United  States  would 
not  be  unpopular. 

During  the  summer  of  1846, the  question  of  independence  was  form- 
ally mooted  in  Commercial  Lodge,  No.  5,  which  not  only  discussed  the 
matter  among  its  own  members,  but  communicated  with  other  lodges  ; 
so  that  opportunity  had  been  given  the  brethren  before  the  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  to  consider  the  merits  and  demerits  of 
the  proposal.  On  the  third  day  of  the  Session,  the  7th  of  August,  a 
motion  was  made  by  Rep.  Christopher  Dunkin, seconded  by  Rep.  Luther 
H.  Holton,  to  refer  this  subject  to  a Special  Committee.  The  motion 
was  carried,  and  the  Committee  appointed,  consisting  of  Reps,  C.  Dun- 
kin,  L.  H.  Holton,  H.  H.  Whitney,  John  Holland  and  E.  L.  Montizam- 
bert. 
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This  was  the  first  appearance  in  Grand  Lodge  of  a brother  who 
for  several  years  took  a prominent  part  in  the  affairs  of  Odd-Fellowship 
Christopher  Dunkin,  of  Commercial  No.  5.  One  of  the  rising  lawyers 
and  prominent  citizens  of  Montreal,  he  had  already  attained  a public 
reputation  and  a social  position  that  rendered  him  of  great  service  to 
the  Order.  But  he  gave  his  lime  and  talents,  as  well  as  his  name  to 
the  cause  of  Odd-Fellowship  ; and  from  his  first  appearance  in  Grand 
Lodge  in  1846  until  he  finally  severed  his  connection  with  the  Order, 
he  was  one  of  its  leading  spirits,  and  left  the  impress  of  his  intellect 
upon  all  its  transactions. 

Grand  Lodge  met  again  on  the  21st  of  August.  The  Committee 
on  Independence  was  not  prepared  to  report,  hut  there  were  some 
other  matters  that  required  attention.  On  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  laws,  the  jurisdiction  was  divided  into  the  following  districts  : 
The  judicial  districts  of  Quebec  and  Gaspe,  under  a D.  D.  G M.,  resi- 
dent in  Quebec  ; the  district  of  St.  Francis,  under  a D.  D.  G.  M.,  at 
Stanstead  ; Montreal  and  Three  Rivers,  under  the  G.  M.  directly. 
Canada  "West  was  divided  into  four  districts  : No.  1 embraced  all  East 

of  Midland  district,  and  including  lodges  Nos.  9,  18  and  20  ; Nos.  2,  the 
Midland,  Victoria  and  Prince  Edward  Districts,  including  Mo.  6,  10 
and  11  ; No.  3,  Newcastle  and  Colborne  with  Nos.  12,  13  and  14  ; anp 
No.  4,  Home  District  and  all  West  with  No.  15,  16  and  17. 

At  this  meeting  the  Grand  Lodge  ordered  an  address  and  a silver 
snuff  box  to  be  presented  to  Bro.  Thos.  Hardie,  who  was  about  to  leave 
Canada  ; and  also  voted  him  the  sum  of  AT  5,  for  services  rendered  in 
instituting  hew  lodges  in  the  Western  Province.  The  return  of  Bro- 
Hardie  to  the  United  States  was  a severe  loss  to  Odd-Fellowship  in 
Canada.  A stranger  in  Montreal,  he  had  not  been  able  to  bring  any 
strength  to  the  Order  from  his  personal  influence  in  the  community  ; 
nor  was  it  possible  for  him  to  be  more  enthusiastic  in  the  work  than 
many  of  the  leading  members.  But  he  brought  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Order  something  that  his  Brethren  lacked— an  acquaintance  with  the 
general  law  and  secret  work,  and  a more  extended  experience  of  Odd- 
Fellowship  than  any  Canadian  Odd-Fellow  had  in  those  early  days- 
He  had  been  a decided  acquisition  to  the  young  society,  and  his  loss 
must  have  been  severely  felt.  In  addition  to  the  acknowledgement  of 
his  services  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Bro.  Hardie  received  from  his  own 
lodge,  Prince  of  Wales,  a gold  watch  and  chain.  He  left  Canada  on 
the  27th  of  November,  having  been  a resident  of  the  province  about 
three  years.  * 

*Bro.  Hardie  is  still  (1879)  an  active  member  of  the  Order  in  the  city  of 
Dubuque,  Iowa,  and  also  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  which  he  represented 
in  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  in  1857  and  58. 
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The  Grand.  Lodge  met  occasionally  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year  ; on  the  25th  August  ; the  9th  September  ; and  again  in  October. 
But  the  important  session  was  that  of  the  9th  September,  when  the 
report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Independence  was  presented  by 
the  chairman,  Rep.  C.  Dunlsin.  The  report  introduced  the  following 
resolutions  : 

1.  That  with  a view  to  the  permanent  and  general  interest  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship, it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  R.  VV.  Grand  Lodge,  inexpedient  that  any 
branch  of  the  Order  established  in  one  country  should  be  subject  for  any  longer 
period  than  may  he  absolutely  unavoidable  to  the  legislative  or  other  control  of 
a tribunal  in  name  or  in  fact  belonging  to  a branch  of  the  Order  established  in  a 
foreign  country. 

2.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  existence  and  mutual  recog- 
nition, as  required  by  the  principle  above  set  forth,  of  a number  of  territorially 
independent  or  sovereign  jurisdictions  of  Ihe  Order,  the  authorities  of  which 
should  he  bound  by  mutual  engagement  to  the  maintenance  as  well  of  the  most 
intimate  fraternal  relations  between  the  several  branches  of  the  Order  under  their 
respective  government  as  of  the  principles  and  work  of  the  Order  in  general, 
would  tend  to  give  to  the  organization  of  the  Order  a character  of  permanence 
and  universality  which  it  cannot  otherwise  he  expected  to  attain. 

3.  That  from  the  terms  of  the  original  Charter  granted  in  the  year  1820  by 
the  Duke  of  York’s  Lodge  of  Preston  to  “No  1 Washington  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maryland  and  of  the  United  States  of  America”  ; from  the  refusal,  in 
the  year  1821,  of  the  authorities  of  the  Order  in  Manchester  to  interfere  to  charter 
Franklin  Lodge  No.  2 within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  and  from  the  ex- 
press assurance  conveyed  by  the  subsequent  charter  granted  in  the  year  1826  by 
the  Grand  Annual  Moveable  Committee  in  Manchester  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  as  then  constituted,  that  in  its  government  of  the 
Order  throughout  the  United  States  it  should  be  free  from  “ the  interference  of 
any  other  country  so  long  as  the  same  is  administered  according  to  the  princi- 
ples and  purity  of  Odd-Fellowship.”  It  is  clear  that  the  said  principle  was  fully 
understood  and  acted  upon  by  the  authorities  of  that  branch  of  the  Order  as  con- 
stituted during  that  period  within  the  United  Kingdom. 

4.  That  from  the  provisiors  of  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  R. 
W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  whereby  after  the  declaration  that  that 
Right  Worthy  Body  “is  the  source  of  all  true  and  legitimate  authority  in  Odd- 
Fellowship  in  the  United  States  of  America,”  and  the  ultimate  tribunal  to  which 
all  matters  of  general  importance  to  the  State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Encampments  are  to  he  referred,”  it  is  further  only  set  forth  that  the 
said  Right  Worthy  Body  “has  inherent  power  to  establish  lodges  and  encamp- 
ments in  foreign  countries  where  no  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  exists,” 
and  not  that  it  claims  any  right  of  jurisdiction  afterwards  in  such  foreign  coun- 
tries ; it  is  also  clear  that  the  said  principle  is  fully  recognized  by  the  authorities 
of  the  great  branch  of  the  Order  established  in  the  United  States. 

5.  That  in  the  recommendation  offered  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  the 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  held  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-four,  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  that  body,  to  the  effect 
that  upon  the  formation  of  Grand  Lodges  in  foreign  countries  the  same  should  he 
recognized  as  distinct  sovereignties  in  the  Order,  and  in  the  approval  of  this  re- 
commendation by  the  Special  Committee  of  the  said  R.W.  Grand  Lodge  to  whom 
the  same  was  referred,  this  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  evidence  or  the  readiness  of 
the  said  authorities  to  carry  the  said  principle  into  practical  effect. 

6.  That  inasmuch  as  the  institution  in  Canada  of  a Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  the  organization  of  the  Order  within  the  Provinces  of  British  North 
America  is  now  so  far  advanced  as  to  admit  of  its  affairs  being  advantageously 
administered  by  a Sovereign  Tribunal  of  Odd  Fellowship  exercising  independent 
jurisdiction  within  and  throughout  the  same,  and  inasmuch  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  the  erection  and  recognition  of  such  tribunal  would  not  only, 
without  doubt,  essentially  conduce  to  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Order  within 
the  present  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  would,  besides,  secure  its  intro- 
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duction  under  circumstances  eminently  favorable  to  its  rapid  development 
throughout  the  Lower  Provinces ; and,  further,  inasmuch  as  the  branch  of  the 
Order  here  established  if  thus  independent  of  foreign  control  would  have  far 
greater  facilities  than  it  otherwise  could  have,  or  than  any  branch  of  the  Order 
established  beyond  the  limits  of  the  British  Empire  can  have  for  spreading  the 
principles  and  work  of  the  Order  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  elsewhere  in  the 
possessions  dependent  thereon,  as  also  for  acting  upon  the  several  bodies  of  Odd 
Fellows  therein  organized,  with  a view  to  the  removing  of  the  differences  at  pre- 
sent subsisting  among  them  or  between  any  of  them  and  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  as  organized  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  ; the  ft.  W.  Grand  Rep- 
resentative of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  instructed  to  lay  before  that  Right  Worthy  Body  the  appli- 
cation of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  a charter  to  confirm  the  erection  of  such  Sov- 
ereign Tribunal  of  Odd  Fellowship  for  British  North  America,  and  to  recognize 
the  same  as  an  independent  jurisdiction  of  the  Order. 

7.  That  in  making  this  application  for  the  reasons  above  set  forth,  this  Grand 
Lodge  takes  occasion,  as  well  in  behalf  of  the  Body  into  which  after  the  issue  of 
such  charter  it  will  be  merged,  as  in  it  scapacity,as  representing  the  several  Lodges 
of  the  Order  in  Canada,  to  place  on  record  its  unreserved  engagement  to  adhere 
to  the  principles  and  work  of  the  Order,  in  concert  with  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  and  such  other  Sovereign  Tribunals  of  the  Order  as  from 
time  to  time  may  be  hereafter  regularly  constituted;  to  maintain  at  all  times  the 
most  intimate  fraternal  relations  with  the  several  branches  of  the  Order  under  their 
respective  government;  and  until  such  time  as  the  number  of  the  regularly  re- 
cognized independent  jurisdictions  of  the  Order  shall  admit  of  more  comprehen- 
sive arrangements  being  made  in  that  behalf,  to  receive  the  Annual  Travelling 
Pass-word  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; to  accredit  to  its 
annual  communications  a Special  Grand  Representative,  or  Representatives  ; to 
receive  with  becoming  distinction  such  Special  Grand  Representative,  or  Repre- 
sentatives, as  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  United  States,  may  in  return  ac- 
credit ; and  freely  to  interchange  with  it  copies  of  all  desired  documents  and 
records. 

8.  That,  in  order  to  the  securing  of  perfect  uniformity  and  correctness  in  the 
whole  work  of  the  Order,  under  the  arrangement  above  set  forth,  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  is  hereby  further  instructed,  to  re- 
quest of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  United  States,  that  that  Right  Worthy 
Body,  or  its  officers,  should  cause  the  fullest  instruction  to  be  given  to  lmnseii' 
and  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Canada,  in 
regard  to  the  details  of  the  said  work,  and  especially  in  regard  to  the  higher  and 
Past  Official  Degrees. 

9.  That,  inasmuch  as  it  appeal's  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  be  inconvenient  that 
a Sovereign  Tribunal  of  the  Order  having  independent  jurisdiction,  should  be 
designated  by  a title  which  is  also  given  to  one  of  the  two  classes  of  tribunals  ex- 
ercising a superior  jurisdiction  only  in  the  Order,  and  subject  to  its  revision  and 
authority,  this  Grand  Lodge  would  suggest  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U. 
S.,  whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  assign  to  such  Sovereign  Tribunals  some 
other  designation;  and  would  propose,  (unless  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  U. 
S.,  sees  any  valid  objection  to  su<ih  a course)  that  the  body  which  shall  hereafter 
exercise  the  powers  m question  within  British  North  America  be  recognized  by 
the  said  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  U.  S.,  as  “The  Grand  Chapter  of  British 
N orth  America.” 

10.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  it  is  desirable  that  for  the  sever- 
al purposes:  firstly,  of  adopting  a Constitution  for  itself;  secondly,  of  deciding  the 
limits  of  the  several  superior  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampment  jurisdictions 
into  which  British  North  America  should  be  divided ; thirdly,  of  chartering  such 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  as  it  may  be  desirable  in  the  first  in- 
stance to  erect  in  and  for  the  same  or  any  of  them;  and  fourthly, of  enacting  such 
forms  of  constitution,  or  ol^her  general  regulations,  as  it  may  be  deemed  requisite 
forthwith,  to  enact  for  the  guidance  of  such  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp- 
ments : the  said  Grand  Chapter  at  its  first  meeting  do  consist  of  the  several  offi- 
cers, elective  and  appointed,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  Ca- 
nada, and  of  such  other  Past  Grands  having  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  as  may 
have  been  or  may  be  duly  returned  by  the  several  Lodges  andEncampments  with- 
in this  jurisdiction  to  be  members  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encamp- 
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meat,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  their  several  constitutions  and  rules,  or  as  may 
be  duly  returned  in  the  like  manner  by  any  of  the  said  Lodges  or  Encampments 
to  be  members  of  the  said  Grand  Chapter. 

11.  That,  forthwith  upon  the  receipt  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  this  juris- 
diction of  a charter  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  U.  S.,  incompliance  with 
the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  thereof;  and  whether 
such  charter  purport  to  recognize  the  Independent  jurisdiction  of  British  North 
America,  as  vested  in  a Grand  Chapter,  or  in  a body  bearing  any  other  title;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  that  officer  to  cause  official  notice  of  the  fact  to  be  given  by 
the  R.W. Grand  Secretary  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  Canada,  also  to  the  several  Lodges  within  this  jurisdiction,  and  the  present 
charter  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  thereupon  be  held  to  be,  and  shall  be,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  surrendered,  aud  such  new  charter  adopted  in  lieu  thereof ; 
and  that  until  such  time  as  other  provision  shall  be  made  in  that  behalf  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  the  present  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  temporary  seal 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Officers  and  Committees  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  held  to  be,  and  shall  be,  the  Officers  and  Committees  of  the  said  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  shall  act  in  their  respective  capacities  as  though  no  such  change  of  char- 
ter had  taken  place — the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master,  however,  at 
once  assuming  the  style  of  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire  ; and  that  it  shall 
further  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Committee  for  the  supervision  of  laws  of  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  to  prepare  a draft  of  a Constitution  for  the  said  Grand  Chapter  ; 
and  of  forms  of  Constitution  or  other  general  regulations  for  the  guidance  of  Sub- 
ordinate Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments ; and  to  report  the  same  for  the 
consideration  of  the  said  Grand  Chapter  at  its  first  session. 

12.  That  the  first  session  of  the  said  Grand  Chapter,  constituted  as  aforesaid, 
be  held  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  haH  in  the  city  of  Montreal  on  such  day  as  the  M.W. 
Grand  Sire  may  appoint,  the  same  being  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  twelve 
weeks  after  the  date  of  his  receipt  of  the  new  charter  as  aforesaid;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  to  cause  a written  or  printed  notice  stating 
the  day  so  appointed  to  be  duly  despatched  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  not 
less  than  six  weeks  before  such  day  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Canada,  and  also  to  the  several  lodges  within  this  jurisdiction. 

13.  That,  until  such  time  as  other  provision  shall  have  been  made  in  that  be- 
half by  the  said  Grand  Chapter,  the  same  shall  be  held  to  act  under  the  Consti- 
tution of  theR.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  the 
second,  tenth,  eleventh,  fifteenth  and  seventeenth  articles  thereof,  and  subject  to 
the  necessary  changes  of  the  preamble  and  first  article,  and  to  such  modification 
of  the  third  and  sixth  articles  as  shall  devolve  the  duties  of  Grand  Secretary  on 
one  person  only,  and  likewise  under  the  several  By-laws,  Rules  of  Order  and  other 
Regulations  of  the  said  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  admit  of  being  applied  for  the  guidance  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

These  resolutions,  as  will  be  seen,  were  so  carefully  prepared  as 
to  make  full  and  complete  provision  for  a transfer  of  authority  to  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  expense  or  confusion.  The  consider- 
ation that  the  subject  had  previously  received  from  the  brethren  had 
already  prepared  their  minds  for  the  reception  of  this  report,  and  the 
resolutions  were  adopted  unanimously.  The  Grand  Secretary  was 
ordered  to  forward  a copy  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  and  the  Grand  Represen- 
tative to  support  theirs  when  they  come  before  that  body,  and  as  they 
were  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session  in  all 
except  the  proposed  title.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  was  quietly 
transformed  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  and 
ceased  to  have  a separate  and  distinct  existence. 

In  the  above  resolution,  it  may  he  noticed,  reference  is  made  to  the 
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“ Grand  Encampment  of  Ontario.”  While  the  Grand  Lodge  had 
been  preparing  the  way  for  important  constitutional  changes,  the  Pa- 
triarchs had  not  been  idle.  With  four  encampments  in  the  Province, 
and  with  the  enthusiasm  at  a white  heat,  it  was  not  likely  they  would 
long  be  content  to  occupy  a subordinate  position  under  the  G.  L.  U.  S. 
Apart  from  this,  however,  when  the  subject  of  independence  was  under 
consideration  it  was  thought  that  the  application  for  a charter  for  a 
sovereign  Grand  Lodge  would  come  with  greater  force  if  presented  by 
a Grand  Encampment  as  well  as  a Grand  Lodge.  For  these  reasons, 
at  a meeting  of  P.  C.  P.’s  and  P.  H.  P.’s  held  August  19tli,  it  was  de- 
cided to  send  a petition  to  Grand  Sire  Sherlock  for  a dispensation  to 
open  a Grand  Encampment.  The  request  was  granted,  and  the  neces- 
sary authority  sent  to  D.  P).  G. 'Sewell,  of  Quebec,  who  summoned  the 
encampments  to  meet  in  Montreal  on  the  3rd  September. 

In  obedience  to  the  call  the  following  subordinates  appeared  by 
their  representatives  , and  were  didy  organized  into  a Grand  Encamp- 
ment :

The  subject  of  independence  was  the  principal  matter  that  occu- 
pied the  attention  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  It  was  referred  to  a

committee  consisting  of  Representatives  Dunkin,  Healey,  Montgomerie, 
McLaren  and  Sewell,  whose  report  was  already  prepared.  It  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Encampment  in  the  same  shape  as  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  was  promptly  adopted. 

The  patriarchs  did  not, however,  confine  themselves  to  preparing 
for  independence,  hut  took  prompt  action  with  a view  to  introducing 
the  Order  into  Canada  West.  A motion  was  adopted  ou  the  3rd  Sep- 
tember, authorizing  the  Grand  Patriarch,  during  the  recess,  to  com- 
mission any  patriarch  or  patriarchs  he  might  think  fit  to  constitute 
encampments  and  instruct  brothers  in  the  patriarchal  degrees  in  any 
part  of  Canada.  Tins  resolution  first  bore  fruit  in  Toronto,  the  capi- 
tal of  the  Western  Province.  To  this  city  a delegation  was  sent,  with 
Bro.H.E.Montgomerieatitshead  and  Wellington  Encampment  No.5  was 
instituted  in  the  latter  part  of  September.  Following  this,  on  the  24th 
of  October,  Mount  Hebron,  No.  6,  was  instituted  in  Peterboro,  by  Bros. 
J.  Dyde,  of  Montreal  and  S.  Wright  of  Quebec. 

When  the  news  reached  Canada  that  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  had  granted 
a charter  for  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  B.  N.  A.,  the  Grand  En- 
campment met  in  session,  and  on  the  30th  October  surrendered  its 
charter,  and  was  merged  into  the  new  organization,  after  a brief  exist- 
ence of  eight  weeks. 

In  detailing  the  preliminary  arrangements  with  a view  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  reference 
has  only  been  made  to  the  movements  of  the  Canadian  Brethren.  But 
there  was  another  whose  consent  to  the  proposed  arrangements  was 
necessary.  The  G.  L.  U.  S.  met  in  Baltimore  on  the  21st  of  Septem- 
ber; and  on  the  forenoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  the  application  and 
resolutions  from  Canada  were  presented  and  referred  to  a special  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Representatives  H.  R.  Kneas,  of  Pennsylvania,  E. 
C.  Robinson,  of  Virginia,  R.  H.  Griffin,  of  Georgia,  Charles  Thomas  of 
Ohio,  and  N.  A.  Thompson,  of  Massachusetts. 

Ou  Thursday  following,  the  Commiittee  presented  this  favorable 
report  :* 

“That  after  a full  consideration  of  the  subject  with  which  they  were  charged, 
they  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  conduce  to  the  prosperity  of  Odd-Fellowship  in 
foreign  countries  to  relieve  Grand  Lodges  therein  located  of  that  dependence 
which  Grand  Lodges  within  the  territorial  limits  of  these  United  States  must  of 
necessity  ever  feel.  Marked  as  every  nation  is  by  its  own  peculiar  form  of  gov- 
ernment and  system  of  laws  and  customs,  whose  influences,  branching  through 
the  entire  body  of  the  people  living  under  them, are  of  course  believed  to  be  pro- 
motive of,  if  not  necessary  to,  the  general  interests,  and  indispensable  to  the  per- 
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suit  of  happiness,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a Grand  Lodge  located  in  a 
foreign  country  would,  in  matters  of  local  regulation,  and  in  the  various  details 
of  well-recognized  and  established  ceremonies,  encounter  embarrassments  calcu- 
lated t > retard  its  operations,  weaken  its  energies  and  ultimately  bring  about  de- 
cay. Differing  as  nations  do,  as  well  in  their  policy  as  in  their  institutions,  it 
might  be  that  a distrustfuluess  of  an  association  like  ours  would  be  enkindled 
within  some  of  them,  unless  to  each  there  were  confided  an  independent  control- 
ling power  within  its  limits.  And  although  the  blessings  of  our  Order  are  eve.n 
now  to  a considerable  extent  felt  beyond  the  borders  of  the  United  States  ; and 
upon  foreign  soil  there  are  already  erected  many  beautiful  temples  dedicated  to 
the  principles  of  our  Brotherhood  ; yet  this  success  was  not  easily  acquired,  and 
may  be  ascribed  to  the  indomitable  spirit,  the  unbending  determination,  and  the 
unfaltering  industry  of  the  meritorious  brethren  who  were  charged  with  the 
pleasing  duty  of  extending  our  principles;  and  who  toiled  on  in  the  bright,  the 
cheering  hope — the  earnest  expectation — that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  whose  object  is  the  wide  and  effective  diffusion  of  the  blessings  of  our  Or- 
der, would  not  forget  that  object  in  the  contemplation  of  her  present  strength  and 
authority;  therefore  be  it. 

“Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  Canada  are 
hereby  united  and  erected  into  a distinct  sovereignty,  by  the  name  and  title  of 
‘ The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,’  and  with  power  in  all  matters  re- 
lating to  Ocld-Fellowship  within  British  North  America,  independent  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  except  in  the  following  respects  : 

“ 1.  That  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  shall  not  at  anytime 
hereafter  in  anywise  alter  or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lec- 
tures or  charges,  or  any  part  or  portion  of  either  the  written  or  unwritten  work 
of  the  Order,  as  known  or  practised  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

“2.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  give  to  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  the  annual  Travelling  Password  to  be 
used  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  ; 
and  both  jurisdictions  shall  use  the  same  Travelling  Password. 

“ 3.  The  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  shall  be  identical 
with  those  established  for  membership  in  subordinate  lodges  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

“ Resolved, — That  a Charter  in  comformity  herewith  be  prepared  and  duly 
authenticated,  audits  delivery  confided  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary’.” 


The  report  received  a full  discussion,  but  the  general  sense  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  favorable  to  granting  the  request  of  the  Canadians. 
Father  Wildey,  the  founder  of  the  Order  in  America,  and  P.  G.  S. 
Kennedy,  who  had  chartered  the  first  Canadian  lodge,  were  among  the 
number  who  supported  the  application;  and  on  the  vote  being  taken 
the  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  by  a large  majority.  The 
yeas  and  nays  were  thus  recorded.

THE  FIFTH  YEAR— 1847. 


The  transactions  of  the  year  1847,  opened  with  the  assembling  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  in  obedience  to  the  pro- 
clamation of  the  Grand  Sire.  The  document  summoning  the  Frater- 
nity to  meet  under  the  new  Charter  was  stately  and  formal,  as  become 
the  dignity  of  a Sovereign  Jurisdiction  and  of  its  Chief  Executive  :

We,  Robert  Hart  Hamilton,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd-Fellows,  of  British  North  America,  and  the 
Jurisdiction  thereunto  belonging: 

To  all  whom  these  presents  may  concern,  in  Friendship,  Love  a nd  Truth,  send 

greeting  : 

Whereas,  by  certain  resolutions  of  the  late  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  of  Canada,  passed  on  the  9th  and  11th  days  of  September 
last  respectively,  it  was  among  other  things  in  effect  provided,  that  upon  the 
granting  by  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  of  a Charter 
for  a Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  to  exercise  sovereign  and  independ- 
ent jurisdiction  therein,  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd-Fellowship,  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  N.orth  America,  constituted  as  set  forth  in 
and  by  the  said  resolutions,  should  be  held  at  Odd-Fellows’  Hall,  in  the  City  of 
Montreal,  and  Province  of  Canada,  on  such  day  as  We,  the  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Master  should  appoint  and  proclaim,  in  conformity  with  the  said  resolutions  ; 

And,  whereas,  the  said  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  on 
the  24th  day  of  September  last,  did  grant  such  a Charter  as  aforesaid  ; 

And,  whereas,  a duly  authenticated  copy  of  the  said  Charter  was  received  by 
us,  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  on  the  29th  day  of  October  lrtst,  and  became 
the  Charter  of  the  Order  in  British  North  America  from  that  date,  under  the  re- 
solutions aforesaid,  in  lieu  of  the  Charters  of  the  late  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  En- 
campment of  Canada,  which  were  thereupon  surrendered,  as  by  reference  to  the 
resolutions  and  proceedings,  in  the  premises  of  the  said  late  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  of  Canada,  and  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
and  to  the  circular  letters  addressed  respectively  by  our  direction  and  that  of  the 
Most  Worthy  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  said  late  Grand  Encampment,  on  the  29th 
day  of  October,  and  the  5th  day  of  November  last,  to  the  several  lodges  and  en- 
campments of  the  Order  in  British  North  America,  may  more  fully  appear  ; 

Now,  therefore,  know  ye,  that  We,  Robert  Hart  Hamilton,  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Sire,  as  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  in  us  vested  do  or- 
der and  direct  that  the  said  first  meeting  of  the  said  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  Brit- 
ish North  America,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd-Fellows,  to  be  held  at  the 
Odd-Fellows  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Montreal  and  Province  of  Canada,  as  aforesaid, 
shall  he  there  held  on  Tuesday,  January  19th,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  at  or  about  the  hour  of  three 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon-

Of  which  all  lodges  and  encampments  of  the  Ol  der  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
of  British  North  America,  are  hereby  held  and  required  to  tak  notice,  and  gov- 
ern themselves  accordingly. 

In  witness  whereof,  We  have  hereunto  set  Our  Hand,  and  caused  the 
temporary  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B.  N.  A.  of  the  I.  O.  O.  i<\ 
to  be  affixed,  at  the  City  of  Montreal,  in  the  Province  of  Canada, 
this  twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  of  our  Order  in  Brit- 
ish North  America  the  fourth.

Firstly, — That  the  said  The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America, 
shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter  in  anywise  alter  or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs, 
grips,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures  or  charges,  or  any  other  part  or  portion  of  the 
written  or  unwritten  work  of  the  Order,  as  known  and  practiced  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd-Fellows. 


Secondly, — That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd-Fellows  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  give  to  the  said  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  North  America,  the  annual  travelling  password  to  be  used 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America  ; and  both  jurisdictions  shall  use  the  same  travelling  password. 

Thirdly, — That  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America  shall  be  identical  with  those  established  for  membership  in  subordinate 
lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd-Fellows.

For  the  first  time  in  the  records  of  the  Order  in  Canada,  we  are 
able  to  find  something  in  the  shape  of  a Grand  Officer’s  Ad- 
dress. After  the  new  Charter  had  been  read  the  Grand  Sire 
rose  and  said,  in  effect : * 

“ In  accordance  with  the  eleventh  of  a series  of  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  late  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Province  on  the  9tli  of  Septem- 
ber last,  the  high  honor  has  devolved  upon  me  of  presiding  over  your 
deliberations  as  your  Grand  Sire. 

“ In  offering  you  my  congratulations  upon  this  our  first  meeting  as 
an  Independent  Tribunal,  I feel  much  pleasure  in  recording  the 
high  sense  which  I entertain  of  the  cordial  and  liberal  spirit  in  which 
your  wishes  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  in  granting  you  an  independent  Charter. 

“ To  a Committee  of  the  R.  W.  Body  from  which  it  has  emanated 
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is  due  the  credit  of  having  taken  • the  initiative  in  recommending,  so 
far  back  as  in  the  year  1844,  that  foreign  Grand  Lodges  be  deemed  In- 
dependent Bodies  , couched  in  terms  which  do  them  infinite  honor. 
But  inmeeding  what  is  justlv  due  to  others,  I must  not  forget  to  award 
merit  to  those  to  whom  it  is  equally  due.  To  our  worthy  and  re- 
spected Representatives,  Brothers  Dunkin  and  Whitney,  we  are  alto- 
gether indebted  for  the  early  accomplishment  of  our  wishes,  in  having 
successfully  combatted  some  constitutional  objections  which  would 
otherwise  have  retarded  that  accomplishment;  and  without  their  aid  1 
feel  assured  that  we  would  not  now  have  been  sitting  here  as  an  In- 
dependent Tribunal. 

“ The  friendly,  yielding  and  conciliatoiy  spirit  in  which  their  rep- 
resentations were  received  and  acted  upon,  and  the  paternal  and  hos- 
pitable reception  which  they  met  with  from  the  brotherhood,  afford  a 
happy  illustration  of  the  beauties  of  our  beloved  Order. 

“ The  Charter  which  has  just  been  read  to  you,  whilst  it  conveys 
to  us  the  power  of  establishing  independent  branches  throughout  the 
British  North  American  Provinces,  wisely  preserves  the  land  marks  of 
the  Order,  and  provides  for  the  continuance  of  our  fraternal  relations 
with  the  Order  in  the  United  States  ; and  I am  sure  that  I am  but  ex- 
pressmg  the  sentiments  which  animate  the  Brotherhood  generally  ill  this 
Province,  in  wishing  that  our  intercourse  may  always  remain  in  unin- 
terrupted harmony,  and  that  the  spread  of  the  tree  may  strengthen 
the  parent. 

“I  have  already  intimated  to  you  the  reasons  which  precluded  me 
from  presenting  any  detailed  report ; but  I am  happy  to  announce  to 
you  that  our  Order  is  in  a prosperous  condition,  and  is  receiving  a steady 
and  healthy  increase — the  several  lodges  appearing  to  exercise  judicious 
discrimination  in  the  admission  of  members. 

“The  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment  having  ceased  to  exist,  upon  the 
acceptance  of  our  present  Charter,  in  virtue  of  the  eleventh  of  a series 
of  resolutions  by  that  R.  W Body  in  September  last,  I deemed  it  ne- 
cessary to  issue  commissions  appointing  two  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Mast- 
ers who  held  office  under  the  former  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Province.  D, 
D.  Grand  Sires  for  their  respective  Districts,  viz. : — For  the  District  of 
Quebec,  Bro.  Peter  Sheppard  ; and  for  the  District  of  St.  Francis^  Bro. 
J.  C.  Chase.  And  I may  ad 4 my  conviction  that  two  more  zealous  or 
more  acceptable  brothers  to  the  Order  generally,  could  not  have  been 
nominated. 

“ I have  further  issued  a commission  appointing  C.  P.,  S.  B. 
Campbell,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  for  the  Home  District— a worthy  brother 
who  is  justly  eminent  for  his  untiring  zeal  and  assiduity  in  promoting 
the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  Having  received  an  application  from 
Belleville,  C.  W.,  for  a dispensation  to  open  an  Encampment,  I have  is- 
sued a commission  authorizing  two  esteemed  Brothers  of  that  branch 
of  the  Order,  C.  P.  Conger  and  H.  P.  Taylor,  of  Mount  Hebron,  No.  6, 
Peterboro,  to  act  in  the  premises.  As  the  documents  connected  there- 
with will  now  be  submitted  to  you,  I need  not  enter  into  further  par- 
ticulars. 

“An  application  will  also  be  submitted  to  you  for  permission  to  es- 
tablish an  Encampment  at  Rock  Island,  Stanstead,  C.  E.,  which  will  no 
doubt  meet  with  your  ready  concurrence. 

“Many  other  objects  of  interest  will  likewise  be  submitted  to  you 
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for  your  consideration  and  legislative  action,  upon  which  it  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  dilate  at  present,  feeling  assured  that  they  will  severally 
receive  from  you  all  the  attention  which  their  importance  requires;  and 
that  your  deliberations  thereon  will  be  conducted  with  the  single  pur- 
pose of  promoting  and  advancing  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved 
Order.” 

By  the  resolutions  providing  for  the  new  order  of  things  it  had 
been  arranged  that  the  Committee  on  supervision  of  Laws  should  draft 
a Constitution  for  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments. 
This  Committee,  through  its  chairman,  Bro.  C.  Dunkin,  now  presented 
a code  of  laws,  or  as  they  modestly  term  it,  a series  of  “ Resolutions,’' 
which  they  wished  to  have  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order  for  consideration.  It  was  so  submitted  ; but  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Order,  when  appointed  consisted  of  Reps.  Dun- 
kin,  Holland  and  Whitney,  while  the  Committee  which  drew  up  the  code 
consisted  of  Reps.  Dunkin,  Holland  andRenaud,  it  does  not  appear  that 
anything  was  gained  by  the  movement.  The  code  was,  in  fact,  the  work 
of  Bro.  Dunkin,  whose  study  of  the  laws  of  Odd-Fellowship,  combined 
with  his  general  legal  training,  well  qualified  him  for  the  work. 

In  the  succeeding  days  of  the  Session  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  thoroughly  discussed  the  entire  matter,  and 
adopted  the  code  with  but  few  amendments. 

The  laws  thus  confirmed  provided  for  four  Subordinate  Grand 
Lodge  jurisdictions,  as  under  : 

Montreal, — Comprising  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Montreal  and 
St.  Francis. 

Quebec, — Gaspe,  Three  Rivers  and  Quebec. 

Kingston, — Eastern,  Ottawa,  Johnstown,  Bathurst,  Dalhousie, 
Midland,  Prince  Edward  and  Victoria. 

Toronto, — Newcastle,  Colborne,  Home,  Simcoe,  Gore,  Wellington, 
Niagara,  Talbot,  Brock,  London,  Western  and  Huron. 

The  entire  Jurisdiction  to  form  one  Grand  Encampment,  which 
should  assume  both  the  liabilities  and  assets  of  the  old  Grand  En- 
campment of  Canada. 

On  petition  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  any  of  these  districts  the 
Grand  Sire  was  empowered  to  issue  a charter  for  the  formation  of  a 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Subordinate  Grand  Bodies  were  given  the  general  charge  of 
the  Order  in  their  several  Jurisdictions,  with  power  to  charter  new 
Lodges  and  Camps,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Sire  ; all 
charters  to  bear  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America. 

The  qualifications  of  the  officers  were  high.  Every  G.  M.,  D.  G. 
M.,  G.  W.  and  G.  S.  of  a Grand  Lodge  were  required  to  have  all  the  P.

O.  Degrees.  The  G.  M.  and  D.  G.  M.,  were  required  also  to  have  the 
R.  P.  Degree,  and  be  in  good  standing  in  an  encampment.  The  G.  P., 
G.  H.  P.,  G.  S.  W.  and  G.  S.  of  the  Grand  Encampment  were  to  he  P. 
G’s  in  good  standing  and  have  the  P.  0.  Degrees.  They  held  office  for 
one  year. 

Meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodges  were  to  he  held  quarterly,  on  the 
last  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  semi-annually  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  March  and  Sep- 
tember. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  under  the  new  Con- 
stitution, consisted  of  its  officers,  a Prudential  Committee  of  five,  who 
were  elected  by  ballot,  and  as  many  Representatives  as  the  Subordi- 
nates might  see  fit  to  send,  not  exceeding  ten  from  each,  who  were  to 
have  the  R.  P.  Degree.  In  the  event  of  there  being  no  Grand  Lodge  in 
any  Subordinate  Jurisdiction,  the  P.  G’s  therein  were  to  elect  their 
Representatives. 

In  electing  representatives  proxy  votes  might  be  received  from 

P.  G’s  residing  more  than  ten  miles  from  the  place  of  meeting. 

The  Q.  P.  W.  was  to  be  selected  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  to  be 
uniform  throughout  British  North  America. 

Term  of  office  in  Subordinate  Lodges  to  be  quarterly  ; in  Degree 
Lodges  and  Encampments,  semi-annual. 

The  revenue  of  Subordinate  Jurisdictions  was  to  be  derived  from 
the  following  sources  : 

For  a charter  for  Lodge  or  Camp,  $ 30.00  ; for  dispensations,  each 
75  cents,  for  cards,  each,  15  cents  ; and  10  per  cent,  of  the  receipts  of  all 
Subordinates,  excepting  the  payments  to  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’ 

Fund. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  for  its  revenue  > 
charged  the  Subordinate  Jurisdictions  the  following  fees  : 

Charters  for  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  #50  ; for  ever}’ 
charter  issued  to  a Subordinate,  #5  ; for  every  dispensation  for  any 
purpose,  50  cants  ; for  cards,,  10  cents  ; and  20  per  cent,  of  the  10  per 
cent,  received  by  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampment.  Books,  forms 
etc.,  were  also  to  he  made  a source  of  revenue,  at  prices  to  be  subse- 
quently fixed. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  fees  and  dues  of 
Subordinates  Lodges  averaged  about  : Initiation,  #10  up  to  45  years  ; 

after  that  age,  #2  per  year  additional ; admission  by  card,  #5  ; Degrees, 
#1  each  ; dues,  #1.75  per  quarter — the  75  cents  being  for  the  Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  Fund. 
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Sick  benefits,  $5  per  week  ; funeral  benefit,  $40  ; funeral  benefit 
for  a wife,  $30;  for  a child,  $20  ; Widow’s  annuity,  $50. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  on  the  19th,  and  remained  in  Session  until 
the  25th,  adjourning  from  day  to  day,  and  meeting  in  the  afternoon 
and  evening.  The  time  was  devoted  mainly  to  the  consideration  of 
the  laws  and  regulations  proposed  for  the  government  of  the  Order, 
which  were  exhaustively  discussed.  Some  questions  and  appeals  from 
Subordinates  were  presented  and  settled  ; returns  examined;  and  rou- 
tine business  dispatched.  The  Grand  Secretary  was  voted  a salary  of 
$240;  and  Bro.  Andrew  Wilson  subsequently  Grand  Secretary, was  chosen 
printer  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A petition  was  presented  at  this  Session  from  Joseph  C.  Chase  and 
others,  for  a Charter  to  open  an  Encampment  at  Rock  Island,  Stan- 
stead,  C.  E.,  which  was  granted  ; and  Tomifobi  Encampment,  No.  7, 
was  instituted  in  accordance  therewith,  on  the  30tli  of  March  following. 

Before  adjourning,  the  Grand  Lodge  elected  its  Prudential  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Bros.  Dunkin,  Whitney,  Montizambert,  Dyde  and 
Rodden,  who  were  instructed  to  draw  up  a Constitution  for  next  Session. 

Under  its  new  form  of  government  the  Order  gave  evident  signs  of 
progress  in  new  additions,  both  to  the  membership  and  the  lodges. 
Belleville,  the  seat  of  an  active  and  flourishing  Lodge,  could  not  remain 
long  without  erecting  a tent  for  the  shelter  of  the  patriarchs  ; and  so 
we  find  Moira  Encampment,  No.  8,  instituted  in  that  town  on  the  25th 
of  February. 

Further  West,  also,  the  Order  was  flourishing.  In  Toronto,  the 
membership  now  exceeded  100  ; and  it  was  thought  time  to  establish  a 
second  lodge.  On  the  18th  March,  Home  Lodge,  No.  21,  was  instituted. 
Its  Charter  members  were  John  Hillyard  Cameron,  a member  of  the 
Canadian  Government,  who  was  chosen  first  N.  G.  ; Geo.  P.  Dickson 
one  of  the  “missionary  deputation”  who  had  removed  from  Montreal  to 
Toronto,  the  year  previous  ; Quartus  Quaife,  Arthur  McDonald,  John 
Maulson,  James  George  and  Thos.  G.  Fuller. 

A few  days  after,  on  the  29th  March, Phcenix  No.  22  was  opened  in 
Oshawa,  having  for  Charter  members  S.  B.  Fairbanks,  E.  Skae,  D. 
Macdonald,  Luther  H.  Cronk,  and  Wm.  Bettes. 

The  Grand  Encampment  of  Canada  having  been  merged  into  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  provision  having  been  made  for  a District 
Grand  Encampment  of  Canada,  this  body  was  organized  by  the  Grand 
Sire  on  the  22nd  of  July  with  the  following  officers  : 
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H.  H.  Whitney,  Grand  Patriarch. 

Wm.  Hilton,  Grand  High  Priest. 

S.  B.  Campbell,  Grand  Senior  Warden. 

Jno.  Irving,  Grand  Scribe. 

H.  E.  Montgomerie,  Grand  Treasurer. 

Joseph  C.  Chase,  Grand  Junior  Warden. 

Tuesday  the  17th  August,  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  Annual 
Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  No  Subordinate  Grand  Lodge  had  been 
chartered,  so  that  in  each  district  the  representatives  had  to  be  chosen 
by  the  Past  Grands  assembled  in  Convention  at  the  call  of  the  Deputies. 
The  only  organized  body  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  was  the 
Gt*aud  Encampment. 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  opened  all  the  Officers  were  present,  and 
a fair  proportion  of  the  Representatives  who  had  been  chosen.  They 
were  :

Grand  Encampment, — C.  Dunkin,  J.  Irvine,  J.  M.  Gilbert  and  J. 
Dyde. 

After  the  formal  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  reception  of 
Representatives,  and  the  appointment  of  Committees,  the  Grand  Sire 
presented  his  Address  : 

To  the  R.  W-.  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd-Fellows. 

Brethren, — I have  much  pleasure  in  meeting,  in  Annual  Session, 
the  Representatives  from  the  various  Lodges  and  Encampments  com- 
prising the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  convened  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Legislative  Provisions  adopted  at  its  first  session  in 
January  last. 

It  is  usual  for  the  Grand  Sire  on  such  occasions  to  make  communi- 
cation of  the  proceedings  which  he  has  adopted  in  relation  to  the  mat- 
ters committed  to  his  charge  during  the  recess,  to  review  the  present 
condition  of  the  Order,  and  at  the  same  time  to  submit  for  considera- 
tion such  matters  as  may  be  deemed  conducive  to  its  future  welfare. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  on  the  gene- 
ral prosperity  of  the  Order,  which  is  receiving  a steady  and  healthy  in- 
crease, as  will  appear  by  the  documents  which  will  be  presented  to 
you. 

By  the  10th  Legislative  Provision  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  at 
its  last  session,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  appoint  Dis- 
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trict  Deputy  Grand  Sires  for  the  respective  Districts  ; and,  in  conform- 
ity therewith,  I issued  commissions  appointing  P.  G., Peter  Sheppard, 
for  the  Quebec  District  ; P.  G.,  E.  Murney,  for  the  Kingston  District  ; 
P.  G.,  S.  B.  Campbell,  for  the  Toronto  District  ; whose  previous  valu- 
able services  eminently  entitled  them  to  that  honorable  distinction. 
The  reports  of  these  several  officers  will  be  laid  before  you,  showing 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  the  various  duties  devolving 
upon  them  under  the  Legislative  Provisions  and  otherwise,  and  which 
I have  no  doubt  will  sustain  the  high  reputation  which  they  have  al- 
ready acquired  as  efficient  officers  and  zealous  members  of  the  Order. 

I also  deemed  it  advisable  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  continue 
to  be  represented  in  the  District  of  St.  Francis,  and  consequently, 
issued  a new  commission  to  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  Chase,  continuing  him  in 
that  office — a Brother  who  deservedly  enjoys  the  marked  approbation 
of  the  Order  in  that  vicinity,  for  his  indefatigable  zeal  in  promoting  its 
best  interests,  in  any  capacity  in  which  his  services  were  needed  or 
could  be  made  useful. 

The  several  subordinate  Lodges  in  the  respective  Districts  not 
having  in  any  District  severally  petitioned  for  the  erection  of  a Dis- 
trict Grand  Lodge  in  accordance  with  the  2nd  of  the  Legislative  Provi- 
sions, elections  have  taken  place,  in  each  District,  of  Representatives 
to  this  R.  W.  Body,  in  conformity  with  the  16th  and  17th  of  the  said 
Legislative  Provisions,  particulars  of  which  will  be  laid  before  you. 

In  compliance  with  the  4th,  5th,  6th  and  7th  of  the  Legislative 
Provisions  already  referred  to,  I issued  a charter  for  the  constituting 
of  a Grand  Encampment  of  Canada,  which  was  duly  established  in  this 
city,  on  the  22nd  of  July  last,  under  the  most  favorable  auspices. 

I stated  in  my  address  in  January  last,  that  I had  issued  the 
necessary  documents  authorizing  two  esteemed  Brothers  of  the  Patri- 
archal Branch,  C.  P.  Conger,  and  H.  P.  Taylor,  to  open  an  Encamp- 
ment at  Belleville,  which  duty  you  will  perceive  by  their  Report, 
which  will  be  laid  before  you,  they  satisfactorily  performed  ; and 
Moira  Encampment,  No.  8.  was  constituted  in  that  place,  on  the  25tli 
February  last,  under  the  most  encouraging  circumstances.  The 
occasion  chosen  for  constituting  this  Encampment  was  most  oppor- 
tunely fixed  upon  the  day  set  apart  for  celebrating  the  opening  of  a 
new  and  elegant  Hall,  built  for  the  use  of  the  Order,  in  which  the 
worthy  Patriarchs,  to  whom  the  duty  of  opening  and  constituting  the 
Encampment  had  been  confided,  participated,  and  H.  P.  Taylor  de- 
livered an  eloquent  and  suitable  address  upon  the  occasion  ; and  the 
whole  proceedings  reflect  much  credit  upon  all  parties  concerned. 
While  upon  this  subject,  I may  add  that  celebrations  of  an  equally 
gratifying  nature  have  taken  place  at  Quebec,  Stanstead,  and  Cobourg, 
which  cannot  fail  to  have  been  attended  with  advantage  to  the  Order 
in  developing  its  principles. 

At  the  last  session  of  your  R.  W.  Body,  the  petition  from  certain 
members  of  Oriental  Lodge,  No.  7,  for  an  Encampment  to  be  established 
at  Rock  Island,  Stanstead,  was  acceded  to,  and  in  pursuance  therewith, 
the  requisite  documents  were  furnished  to  D.  D.  G.  Sire  J.  C.  Chase, 
by  whose  report  it  will  be  perceived,  that  he  opened  and  constituted 
Tomifobi  Encampment,  No.  7,  at  that  place,  on  the  80th  March  last  ; 
and  if  we  may  judge  from  the  steady  and  healthy  progress  which  the 
other  branch  of  the  Order  has  made  in  that  vicinity,  we  may  confi- 
dently rely  upon  similar  success  attending  the  Patriarchal  branch.

Applications  having  been  made  in  due  form,  through  D.  D.  G.  Sire 
S.  B.  Campbell,  for  Dispensations,  to  authorize  the  establishment  of 
two  new  Lodges  m the  Toronto  District  confided  to  his  charge,  they 
were  transmitted  to  him  accordingly,  and  you  will  observe  by  the 
report  of  that  intelligent  and  indefatigable  officer,  that  he  opened  and 
constituted  Home  Lodge,  No.  22,  at  Toronto,  on  the  18th  March  last  ; 
Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  22,  at  Oshawa,  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month’ 
under  the  most  favorable  prospects. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  that  I am  able  to  intimate  to  you  that 
an  anxious  desire  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  our  Order  seems  to 
exist  in  the  Lower  Provinces  under  this  jurisdiction.  This  feeling  has 
been  expressed  in  Nova  Scotia,  by  communications  to  the  public  prints, 
but  not,  as  yet,  in  a shape  sufficiently  tangible  to  enable  us  to  take 
action  tlieron.  A letter,  addressed  to  P.  G.  Dunkin,  from  the  city  of 
St.  Johns,  New  Brunswick,  requesting  information  as  to  the  proper 
mode  of  establishing  a Lodge  of  our  Order  in  that  place,  was  handed  to 
me  in  the  beginning  of  July  by  that  worthy  and  esteemed  Brother.  I 
have  caused  a reply  to  be  transmitted  thereto,  pointing  out  the  steps 
necessary  for  the  end  in  view,  and  promising  every  facility  in  aid  there- 
of. To  this  letter  no  answer  has  yet  been  received  ; but  I have  little 
doubt  that,  when  the  period  of  our  next  Annual  Session  arrives,  we 
shall  be  able  to  hail  as  Brethren  the  members  of  not  a few  Lodges  in 
New  Brunswick  and  the  other  Lower  Provinces. 

The  disunited  state  of  the  Odd-Fellow  Brotherhood  throughout 
the  world,  has  been  a matter  of  serious  regret  to  all  true  Odd-Fellows, 
and  has,  during  the  course  of  last  year,  engaged  the  attention  of 
several  zealous  and  efficient  Lodges  in  this  Province.  The  abrupt 
termination  of  the  negotiations  for  a union  entered  into  at  Wigan, in  the 
year  1842,  between  the  Manchester  Unity  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  has  been  regarded  with  much  concern  by  many  mem- 
bers of  the  former  Body  itself  ; and  you  will,  no  doubt,  be  pleased  to 
learn  that  steps  have  been  taken  by  some  of  the  Officers  of  that  Fra- 
ternity to  tender  the  olive  branch  of  reconciliation  to  our  Brethren  of 
the  United  States.  That  this  proposal,  if  carried  out,  would  have  been 
received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  witli  the  same 
friendship  and  conciliatory  courtesy  which  we  have  ever  experienced 
from  tli at  distinguished  Body  during  our  mutual  intercourse,  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  ; and,  should  we  succeed  in  arranging  amicable 
terms  of  communion  with  any  of  the  Associations  of  Odd-Fellows  in 
Great  Britain,  I have  as  little  doubt  that  these  terms  will  be  cordially 
acceded  to  by  our  Brethren  m the  United  States. 

The  charge  of  endeavoring  to  establish  friendly  relations  in  Great 
Britain  having  been  entrusted — indirectly,  it  is  true — by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  at  its  last  session,  to  “the  newly  establish- 
ed Canadian  Sovereignty  in  Odd  Fellowship,”  I took  advantage  of  the 
sojourn  in  that  country,  during  the  last  winter,  of  a member  of  our 
Order,  distinguished  for  the  indefatigable  zeal  and  ability  with  which 
he  has,  upon  many  occasions,  promoted  its  best  interests — Brother  H. 
E.  Montgomerie,  to  entrust  to  him  the  duty  of  enquiring  into  the  pros 
pects  of  a reunion.  The  able  and  satisfactory  Keport  of  that  much 
esteemed  Brother,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  will  acquaint 
you  with  the  particulars  of  his  proceedings  under  that  Commission. 

Along  with  that  Report,  I was  much  pleased  to  receive  copies  of

the  blank  Diplomas,  along  with  other  Forms,  in  use  by  the  Manchester 
Unity,  together  with  several  of  the  publications  of  that  Body,  which 
had  been  transmitted, through  the  hands  of  the  Brother  referred  to,  for 
presentation  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  I trust  that  you  will  be  enabled  to 
carry  out  the  intercourse,  thus  begun,  to  a prosperous  issue,  with  the 
aid  and  concurrence  of  our  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  and  I now  commend  the  subject  to  your  most  earnest  consider- 
ation, deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  using  every  endeavor 
towards  the  great  end  of  a firm  and  lasting  union  of  the  whole  Fratern- 
ity of  Odd-Fellows. 

The  duty  of  drafting  a complete  digest  of  such  laws  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  Order, 
having  been  assigned  to  the  Prudential  Committee,  by  the  ‘21st  article 
of  the  Legislative  Provisions,  I am  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  enter- 
ing into  any  elaborate  recommendations  upon  that  head  ; I,  however 
deem  the  present  a fitting  occasion,  when  you  are  about  deliberating 
upon  the  Constitutions  to  be  granted  to  the  District  Grand  and  Subor- 
dinate Lodges,  to  offer  for  your  consideration  some  suggestions  which 
have  been  dictated  to  me  by  experience  in  my  official  capacity. 

[ believe  that  a feeling  very  generally  prevails,  that  the  establish- 
ment of  District  Grand  Lodges  would  be  attended  with  great  advant- 
ages to  the  Order. and  that  its  early  accomplishment  is  highly  desirable ; 
it  has,  no  doubt,  been  retarded  in  consequence  of  the  2nd  Article  of  the 
Legislative  Provisions,  requiring  all  the  Subordinate  Lodges  situate 
within  the  District  to  acquiesce  in  the  erection  of  a Grand  Lodge, 
before  a Charter  could  be  issued  ; which  could  not  fail  sooner  or  later, 
to  create  dissatisfaction,  the  smallest  minority  being  thus  vested  with 
the  power  of  controlling  the  wishes  of  the  majority.  I recommend  this 
matter  to  your  deliberate  consideration,  that  such  legislation  may  be 
had  as  will  meet  the  wishes  generally  expressed  in  the  respective  Dis- 
tricts. 

I invite  your  particular  attention  to  the  present  constitution  of 
Degree  Lodges,  as  well  as  to  the  mode  of  conferring  Degrees, with  the 
view  of  insuring  more  uniformity  in  practice  than  at  present  prevails, 
and  a more  regular  attendance  of  members — much  and  very  general 
dissatisfaction  having  been  expressed  at  the  thin  attendance  as  well 
as  the  great  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  services  of  qualified  Brothers  to 
serve  in  the  respective  offices.  The  objects  desired,  I think,  might  be 
attained  by  rendering  the  service  in  Degree  Lodges  a qualification  for 
the  higher  offices  in  the  Order,  and  I submit  whether  the  present 
system  might  not  be  improved  by  establishing  in  each  Subordinate 
Lodge,  situate,  where  no  Degree  Lodge  exists,  an  additional  Office  of 
Degree  Master,  also  conferring  on  that  Officer  eligibility  for  higher 
offices  for  services  rendered  in  that  capacity. 

While  upon  the  subject  of  according  to  Brothers,  for  services  ren- 
dered, qualifications  for  the  higher  offices,  which  do  not  now  exist,  I 
deem  it  to  be  my  duty  to  bring  under  your  consideration  the  position  of 
several  members  of  the  Order  distinguished  for  their  services  in  the 
higher  offices,  and  for  the  zeal  which  they  have  manifested,  but  who 
are  debarred  by  the  present  law  from  receiving  the  Secretary’s  Degree, 
in  consequence  of  not  having  served  in  that  office,  and  are  thus  labor- 
ing under  a disability  to  attain  the  higher  offices  in  the  Order.  In 
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several  instances  the  brethren  alluded  to  could  not,  under  any  circum- 
stances, devote  the  time  required  for  the  due  performance  of  the  duties 
appertaining  to  the  office  of  Secretary, — in  some  cases,  in  consequence 
of  their  professional  avocations,  and  in  others  owing  to  their  public  en- 
gagements— but  have  rendered  good  service  by  the  zealous  discharge  of 
their  official  duties  and  enjoy  largely  the  confidence  of  their  respective 
Lodges.  It  is  submitted  whether  some  official  enactment  might  not  be 
passed  to  afford  relief  to  the  members  so  circumstanced,  making  it  re- 
quisite that  the  application  should  be  made  by  their  respective  Lodges, 
who,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  are  the  best  judges  whether  their  services  en- 
title them  to  receive  it  and  thereby  retaining  that  salutarv  principle 
that  service  alone  should  confer  rank. 

Much  inconvenience  has  been  felt,  in  newly  constituted  Lodges, 
from  the  difficulty  experienced  in  finding  duly  qualified  members  to  fill 
the  chairs  of  the  officers,  during  their  absence  from  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, it  having  frequently  occurred  that  the  two  highest  officers  have  been 
obliged  to  be  absent  at  the  same  time,  and  the  chairs  have  been  oc- 
cupied by  their  supporters.  The  circumstance  is  presented  to  your 
notice  under  a conviction  that  an  enactment  might  be  passed  to  rem- 
edy the  inconvenience,  confining  its  operation  to  newly  constituted 
Lodges  for  a limited  period. 

I have  no  doubt  that  the  subject  of  Contributions  and  Benefits 
will  engage  your  serious  attention  with  the  view  of  deciding  whether 
it  would  not  be  desirable  to  pass  a law,  requiring  Lodges  to  proportion 
the  one  to  the  other,  upon  a well  constituted  scale,  it  being  a matter  in- 
volving the  most  important  considerations  upon  the  future  well-being 
of  the  Order. 

The  present  undefined  and  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  law,  in  all 
its  bearings,  with  respect  to  the  mode  of  preferring  charges  against 
members  who  have  committed  offences  at  variance  with  the  principles 
of  the  Order,  will,  I trust,  form  a portion  of  your  deliberations ; in  such 
case  I would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  as  the  most  im- 
portant points  which,  in  my  humble  judgment,  should  engage  your 
attention  : 

1.  That  the  Brother  preferring  the  charge,  be  required  to  give 
such  a specification  thereof,  that  the  accused  may  be  prepared  to  meet 
it,  and  the  Lodge  be  able,  in  Undue , to  judge  whether  it  be  of  a friv- 
olous nature,  or  otherwise  not  cognizable  by  a Lodge,  and  thereby  save 
the  accused  Brother  the  mortification  of  being  cited  to  appear  before  a 
Committee,  to  answer  charges  of  an  untenable  and  frivolous  nature. 

2.  To  adopt  regulations  as  to  the  mode  to  be  observed  by  Commit- 
tees, in  investigating  charges,  and  the  trial  of  Brethren  thereon. 

3.  To  define  the  cases,  and  under  what  circumstances,  appeals 
shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  Committees  to 
Lodges,  and  from  Lodges  to  the  higher  Tribunals  of  the  Order  ; as 
well  as  to  regulate  the  method  to  be  observed  in  conducting  and  hear- 
ing appeals,  so  that  a uniform  system  may  be  followed  throughout 
this  jurisdiction. 

The  present  system  has  been  found  to  create  vexatious  delays 
and  consequent  disunion,  to  prevent  which  by  every  possible  means, 
as  being  incompatible  with  our  principles,  should  be  our  constant 
study. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  will  lay  before  you  an  account  of  the  fis- 
cal transactions  of  this  Lodge,  as  well  as  the  several  Reports,  Com- 
munications, .and  other  Documents  received  during  the  recess. 

The  important  duties  devolving  upon  the  D.  D.  Grand  Sires, 
renders  it  highly  necessary  that  their  authority  should  be  held  in  res- 
pect, and  nothing  could  be  more  conducive  to  that  desirable  object 
than  to  have  their  powers  clearly  defined  ; I therefore  recommend  that 
matter  also  to  your  consideration. 

The  appointment  of  a Grand  Committee,  composed  of  Officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  aid  in  the  details  of  the  Executive  Business  of 
the  Order,  during  the  recess,  has  been  attended  with  the  mcst  bene- 
ficial results,  in  many  instances,  in  the  United  States;  and  I therefore 
deem  the  subject  worthy  of  your  consideration,  feeling  confident  that 
the  introduction  of  a similar  system  here  would  be  attended  with  like 
advantages. 

Having  noticed  such  subjects  as  I deemed  necessary  to  bring 
prominently  under  your  consideration,  I will,  in  conclusion,  submit  for 
your  deliberation  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  make  provision 
for  the  holding  a Special  Session  early  in  the  ensuing  year,  to  make 
permanent  enactments  for  the  future  government  of  the  Order;  at 
which  period  a large  attendance  of  Representatives  may  be  relied  upon; 
the  wishes  of  the  Brotherhood  will  be  better  known,  with  respect  to 
many  matters  which  are  not  by  any  means  at  present  well  understood  ; 
and  wre  shall  be  aided  in  our  legislation  by  the  valuable  forthcoming 
Digest  of  the  Laws  of  the  Order,  which,  it  is  understood,  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  R.  W,  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  at  its  next 
Session.

The  Grand  Secretary  had  compiled  the  following  table  of  the  oper- 
ations of  the  Order.  The  returns  from  the  lodges  are  not  complete  ; 
and  two  lodges  are  not  reported  at  all — Prince  Albert,  No.  3,  and  Otta- 
wa, No.  20.  They  were  both  alive  and  active  ; but  their  secretaries 
must  have  failed  to  forward  the  returns.  These  two  would  add  at  least  100 
to  the  membership.  The  statistics  of  Victoria  Degree  Lodge  are  not 
given.  The  Lodge  was  not  in  good  working  order  ; and  during  this  ses- 
sion the  Grand  Lodge  recalled  its  Charter,  and  ordered  each  subordin- 
ate to  elect  a D.  M.,  and  confer  its  own  Degrees. 
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A statement  was  also  made  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 


Grand  Lodge  from  its  institution  in  1845  up  to  date,  which  may  thus 
he  summarized,  and  will  give  an  idea  of  how  the  Grand  Lodge  managed 
money  matters.

The  Grand  Lodge  continued  in  session  from  the  17tli  to  the  21st. 
Several  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  Grand  Sire’s  address,  such  as 
the  opening  of  negotiations  with  the  M.  U.  in  England,  the  devising  of 
a proper  system  of  dues  and  benefits,  and  others,  were  discussed  ; but 
no  definite  action  reached.  With  regard  to  dues,  it  had  been  suggested 
that  they  should  be  on  a graduated  scale  according  to  age  at  the  time 
of  admission  ; and  this  plan  was  advocated  especially  by  Bro.  Dunltin, 
who  was  very  anxious  to  have  the  benefit  system  of  the  Order  estab- 
lished on  a sound  basis.  But  most  of  the  members  were  indifferent ; 
many  had  no  intention  of  ever  availing  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
which  they  did  not  stand  in  need  ; and  the  whole  subject  was  left  for 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  to  consider,  after  they  were  instituted. 

The  Prudential  Committee  presented  a draft  of  a Constitution, 
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By-laws  and  Rules  of  Order,  which  was  thoroughly  discussed,  and  after 
some  amendments  adopted.  The  organization  and  work  of  the  Insti- 
tution was  not  materially  altered  by  the  new  code.  The  Constitution 
in  its  general  outlines  resembled  somewliatthat  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  but 
its  preamble,  as  a “platform”  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  Canada  is  worth 
preserving : 

“ Whereas,  there  has  long  existed  in  various  forms  and  in  different  countries 
an  institution  now  known  by  the  name  of  Odd-Fellowship,  being  a voluntary  as- 
sociation of  men  of  mature  years  and  good  character,  for  the  laudable  purpose  of 
encouraging  each  other  in  the  practice  of  the  several  virtues  and  providing  to  a 
certain  extent  in  the  season  of  health  and  prosperity  against  the  possible  loss  of 
these  precarious  advantages  ; and  whereas  the  said  institution  is  not  only  well 
adapted  for  the  above  purposes,  but  is  also  eminently  calculated  to  promote  the 
improvement  and  happiness  of  the  human  race  by  inculcating  and  enforcing  the 
great  lesson  of  universal  brotherhood  by  affording  opportunities  for  men  of  dif- 
ferent countries,  classes,  creeds  and  parties  to  meet  together  on  a footing  of  per- 
fect equality,  und  unite  with  each  other  in  the  active  discharge  of  kind  offices  to- 
wards their  brethren  and  fellow  creatures,  and  by  mitigating  the  horrors  of  war 
and  enhancing  the  blessings  of  peace  between  the  different  nations  of  the  world ; 
and  whereas  there  has  been  organized  in  the  Province  of  Canada  a branch  of  the 
said  institution,  known  as  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd-Fellows  of  British  North 
America,  and  the  situation  and  circumstances  of  these  Provinces  and  their  in- 
habitants are  such  as  to  make  it  highly  desirable  that  an  institution  of  this  kind 
should  be  established  and  perpetuated  amongst  them  ; therefore,”  etc.,  etc. 

In  providing  for  District  or  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  it  was  enacted 
that  a petition  from  a majority  of  the  Lodges  in  any  District  would  be 
sufficient,  without  requiring  unanimous  consent.  A new  arrangement  of 
districts  was  made.  In  many  of  the  districts  no  lodges  had  yet  been  or- 
ganized ; hut  the  brethren  expected  to  push  on  and  plant  the  Order  in 
every  portion  of  British  North  America.  They  were  building  for  the 
future,  as  they  hoped  and  thought.  The  first  article  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  By-laws  provided  that, 

“For  the  purposes  of  the  Order,  British  North  America  shall  jbe,  and  is 
hereby,  divided  into  eight  Provinces,  viz  : 

1.  The  Province  of  Toronto,  comprising  Newcastle,  Colborne,  Home,  Simcoe, 
Gore,  Wellington,  Niagara,  Talbot,  Brock,  London,  Kent,  Western  and  Huron 
Districts. 

2.  The  Province  of  Kingston,  comprising  the  Johnstown,  Bathurst,  Mid- 
land, Prince  Edward  and  Victoria  Distiicts. 

3.  The  Province  of  Montreal,  comprising  the  Montreal,  St.  Francis,  Eastern, 
Ottawa  and  Dalhousie  Districts. 

4.  The  Province  of  Quebec,  comprising  the  Quebec,  Three  Rivers  andGaspe 

Districts. 

5.  The  Province  of  Fredericton,  comprising  the  whole  of  New  Brunswick. 

6.  The  Province  of  Halifax,  comprising  the  whole  of  Nova  Scotia. 

7.  The  Province  of  Charlottetown,  comprising  the  whole  of  Prince  Edward 

Island. 

8.  The  Province  of  Newfoundland,  comprising  the  whole  of  the  Island  of  that 
name. 

Before  adjourning  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  choose  its  officers 
who  were  hereafter  to  be  elected  biennally  as  in  the  G.  L.  L.  S.  The 
new  officers  were  as  follows:

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires  appointed  were  Dr.  J.  A.  Sewell, 
Quebec  District ; Hon.  Geo.  Sherwood,  Brockville,  Kingston  District  ; 
and  S.  B.  Campbell,  Toronto  District. 

So  closed  this  Session  of  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A. ; and  by  way  of  re- 
laxation after  much  arduous  labor,  the  Grand  Sire  gave  the  representa- 
tives a dinner  at  Tetu’s  Hotel,  where,  so  the  newspapers  of  the  day 
said,  they  all  enjoyed  themselves  hugely, 

The  first  official  communications  between  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  North  America  and  the  Parent  Body  were  very  cor- 
dial. When  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  met  in  September,  the  Special  Represen- 
tative from  Canada,  S.  B.  Campbell,  was  in  attendance  ; and  was  wel- 
comed to  a seat  and  given  a voice  in  its  proceedings.  On  behalf  of  his 
constituents  he  presented  the  following  complimentary  address  :

, Our  Worthy  Brother,  S.  B.  Campbell,  Provincial  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  the 
Province  of  Toronto,  will  appear  as  our  Special  Grand  Representative  on  this  oc- 
casion, and  we  beg  you  will  accredit  him  accordingly. 

He  will  then  be  enabled  to  express  in  person  tc  your  assembled  body,  more 
warmly  and  forcibly  than  it  would  be  possible  to  convev  in  writing,  those  senti- 
ments of  cordial  esteem  and  thankful  consideration  which  this  Grand  Lodge  will 
never  fail  to  entertain  towards  its  parent  in  Odd-Fellowship,  the  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

By  communicating  to  you  a certified  copy  of  the  Constitution,  By-laws  and 
Rules  of  Order  which  we  have  recently  adopted,  he  will,  we  trust,  convince  you 
of  our  earnest  desire  to  be  guided  by  the  light  of  your  experience  in  our  endea- 
vors to  preserve  and  enforce  the  principles  of  Odd-Fellowship,  in  all  theirpurity, 
and  to  oppose  similarity  of  organization  as  a barrier  against  those  deviations 
from  the  Usages  and  Work  of  the  Order,  under  your  jurisdiction,  which  we  stand 
pledged  to  avow. 

We  invite  your  particular  attention  to  the  sixteenth  By-law,  by  which  it  is 
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effectually  provided  that  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  shall  always  be  the  same  iu  both  juris- 
dictions, and  you  may  rest  assured  that  the  spirit  which  has  actuated  us  in  these 
respects  will  not  fail  to  be  carried  into  the  details  of  our  legislation  for  the  govern- 
ment of  our  subordinates. 

Happy  shall  we  be  indeed,  if  our  endeavors  to  promote  kindly  feelings  be- 
tween man  and  man — to  relieve  temporal  distress  without  injury  to  honest  pride 
— to  comfort  the  fatherless  and  the  widow — and  to  secure  to  the  friendless  orphan 
the  invaluable  blessing  of  a good  education, are  attended  with  success, in  an  y way  re- 
sembling that  which  has  crowned  the  efforts  ot  the  body  whose  example  we  are 
so  desirous  of  emulating. 

That  your  exertions  and  deliberations  may  be  continually  blessed  by  the 
Almighty  diver  of  all  good,  anti  that  union  and  brotherly  love  may  ever  reign 
within,  and  between  our  respective  jurisdictions,  is  the  sincere  prayer  of  your 
British  American  brethren  in  the  bonds  of  the  Order.

This  communication  was  warmly  received,  and  the  reciprocal  fra- 
ternal feelings  of  the  American  brethren  expressed  in  the  report  of  a 
Special  Committee  recommending  that  the  Grand  Sire  should  make  a 
suitable  reply,  and  that  a special  Representative  should  be  accredited 
to  British  North  America  ; in  which  "eport  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  unani- 
mously concurred. ;: 


The  closing  months  of  the  year  in  Canada  left  the.  Order  in  a satis- 
factory condition.  The  first  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  organized  under 
the  new  Constitution  was  that  of  Quebec,  on  the  15th  of  November. 
Its  first  officers  were  : S.  Wright,  G.  M. ; A.  Joseph,  D.  G.  M. ; J.  Mc- 
Laren. G.  W.  ; Weston  Hunt,  G.  S.  ; Wm.  Bennet,  G.  T.;  J.  C.  Fisher, 
G.  Marshal : Wm.  Sims,  G.  C.  ; Robert  Chambers,  G.  G. 

Iu  Western  Canada  the  exertions  of  the  Picton  brethren  were  suc- 
cessful in  securing  the  organization  of  another  Subordinate — Welling- 
ton, No.  28,  at  Wellington,  on  the  28th  December.  The  charter  mem- 
bers were  : Tlios.  Worthington,  first  N.  G. ; John  D.  Sellick,  V.  G.  ; 
David  S.  iToung,  R.  S.  ; C.  Haight,  P.  S.  ; Lewis  B.  Stinson,  T. ; Ben- 
jamin S.  Corey,  Geo.  B.  Stinson,  John  M.  Wilson. 

Meanwhile,  the  authorities  of  the  Order  were  anxious  to  extend  its 
operations  as  much  as  possible.  In  Montreal  the  membership  formerly 
increasing  so  rapidly  had  become  stationary,  and  it  was  proposed  to 
establish  lodges  working  in  the  French  language,  but  the  plan  was  not 
successful.  Correspondence  was  also  opened  with  gentlemen  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces — in  St.  John,  N.  B,,  and  in  Halifax,  N.  S., — with  a 
view  to  introducing  the  Order  into  those  places,  but  it  was  some  years 
before  any  results  followed. 
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THE  SIXTH  YEAli— 1848. 


Tins  year  was  nut  marked  by  any  signs  of  advancement  in  Odd- 
Fellowship.  Communications  were  sometimes  received  by  the  authori- 
ties  in  regard  to  new  lodges,  but  generally  without  result.  Some  fruit- 
less efforts  were  made  to  open  a lodge  in  Merrickville,  C.  W.  The 
only  addition  to  the  roll  was  in  the  west.  Bro.  S.  B.  Campbell,  Pro- 
vincial Deputy  for  Toronto,  instituted  the  only  new  lodge  this  year, 
Beaver  No.  24,  at  Lloydtown.  The  charter  members  were  J.  H. 
Smith,  (first  N.  G.)  A.  McPherson,  Ed.  Bull,  James  H.  Laurence, 
Arthur  Armstrong,  B.  Kneesliaw  and  S.  H.  W.  Stogdill.  It  was  opened 
on  the  1st  of  March. 

On  the  29th  of  April  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Montreal  was 
instituted  by  the  Grand  Sire.  The  elective  officers  chosen  were  as 
follows 

John  Dyde,  No.  5,  G.  M.  ; PI.  E.  Montgomerie,  No.  8,  D.  G.  M.  ; 
William  Hilton,  No.  1,  G.  W.  ; John  Irvine,  No.  2,  G.  S.  ; John 
Fletcher,  No.  1,  G.  T. 

The  principal  officers  of  the  new  Grand  Lodge  were  gentlemen 
whose  enthusiasm  in  Odd-Fellowsliip  justified  their  election  to  promi- 
nent positions  in  the  Order.  Among  the  most  able  was  Mr.  Mont- 
gomerie, the  second  in  rank,  who  was  elected  Grand  Master  iD  August 
following.  He  was  a member  of  the  firm  of  Edmonstone,  Allan  & Co., 
and  had  been  initiated  in  Commercial,  No.  5,  in  1845,  a few  years  after 
his  arrival  in  this  country  from  Scotland ; and  subsequently  became  a 
member  of  Canada,  No.  8.  During  his  connection  with  the  Order  up 
to  the  close  of  1849,  when  he  finally  removed  to  England,  he  rendered 
it  valuable  service  ; not  only  in  the  subordinate  lodge  and  encamp- 
ment to  which  he  belonged,  but  in  several  visits  that  he  made  to  the 
Western  Provo  nee,  in  his  negotiatiotions  with  the  Manchester  Unity, 
and  in  his  literary  contributions  to  the  Odd-Fellows  Record. 

The  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America 
was  this  year  extended  over  a long  period  ; but  it  does  not  appear  that 
the  business  transacted  was  at  all  commensurate  with  the  time  occu- 
pied. Grand  Lodge  met  on  the  15tli  August,  continued  in  session  three 
days,  then  adjourned  to  the  23rd  ; from  the  23rd  the  members  worked 
till  the  25th,  then  took  a rest  till  the  28th,  when  they  settled  down  to 
business  for  five  days;  after  that,  adjourned  meetings  were  held  ontlie 
9th  and  14th  of  September  and  on  the  27th  of  October,  at  which  latter 
date  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  sine  die.  A long  session,  and  presum- 
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ably  the  time  was  occupied  in  considering  matters  for  the  good  of  the 
Order,  and  therefore  not  wasted.  Part  of  it  was  spent  in  adopting  a 

Constitution  for  Grand  and  Subordinate  Encampments  and  Lodges a 

subject  u hich  might  well  have  caused  considerable  discussion. 

The  attendance  at  the  session  was  not  large.  On  the  first  day 
there  were  present :

Subsequently,  at  different  meetings,  there  were  present  : Z.  Wil- 
son, A.  Joseph,  — Holmes,  A.  H.  David,  J.  Gibson,  A.  H.  Campbell,  W. 
R.  Scott,  J.  McLaren,  W.  Hunt,  W.  Sa'cbe,  and  J.  Holland;  but  twelve 
was  the  largest  number  ever  present  at  one  time. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Sire  was  not  a very  important  docu- 
ment, but  is  here  appended  : 

lo  the  Ft.  If.  Grand  Lodqe  of  the  F.  0.  O.  F.,of  P>.  N.  A.  : 

Brethren, — The  same  article  of  our  Constitution  which  entrusts 
the  Grand  Sire  with  a general  supervision  of  the  interests  of  the  Order 
during  the  recesses  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  enjoins  that  officer  to  “make 
report  of  his  acts  and  doings  in  relation  thereto”  at  each  stated  meet- 
ing. 

In  proceeding  to  discharge  that  dut}r  I may  be  permitted  to  con- 
gratulate the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  continued  harmony  and  prosperity 
of  our  Order,  as  well  as  on  the  amiable  relations  which  subsist  between 
it  and  the  sister  Order  of  the  neighboring  Republic.  The  great  utility 
of  institutions  such  as  ours  would  seem  to  consist  in  creating  ties 
where  none  existed  before  : or,  rather,  in  renewing  or  strengthening 
that  of  universal  brotherhood,  when  dissevered  or  weakened  by  distinc- 
tions in  which  human  perversity  is  so  prone  to  find  excuses  for  indiffer- 
ence or  enmity. 

And  though  the  triumph  of  our  principles  is  not  so  conspicuous  in 
our  intercourse  with  those  from  whom  we  are  distinguished  only  by  a 
generous  rivalry  in  the  same  good  work,  it  is  still  matter  of  congratula- 
tion that  wj  continue  to  be  on  the  most  friendly  terms  with  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd-Fellows  of  the  Manchester  Unity.  I observed 
with  pleasure  the  presence,  as  guests,  at  a celebration  held  by  the  sev- 
eral lodges  in  this  city  last  winter,  of  several  high  officers  of  that  Or- 
der, whose  expressions  of  cordial  good  will  to  our  Order  were  very  pro- 
perly responded  to  in  a similar  strain  by  some  of  our  brethren. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Grand  Representative  accredited  by  Grand 
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Lodge  at  its  last  session  to  the  then  approaching  annual  communica- 
tion of  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  U.  S.,  at  Baltimore,  will  be  laid  upon  your 
table.  It  will  be  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  address  presented  by 
him  to  that  body,  of  the  instructions  with  which  lie  was  furnished  by 
me  at  his  departure,  and  of  his  letters  to  me  on  the  subject  of  those  in- 
structions. 

From  the  latter  you  will  perceive  that  although  the  new  work  had 
not  been  translated  into  French  when  our  Worthy  Brother  left  Balti- 
more, he  obtained  the  promise  of  a distinguished  officer  of  the  sister 
Order  there,  that  an  early  intimation  of  its  publication  iu  that  language 
would  be  given  to  us. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  last  Session,  I was  fortunate  enough  to 
obtain  the  assistance  of  that  zealous  brother.  Past  Grand  Murney.  of 
Belleville,  as  Provincial  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  the  Province  of  King- 
ston, in  place  of  Past  Grand  Sherwood,  of  Brockville,  who  declined  ac- 
cepting the  office  on  the  ground  of  other  occupations. 

The  other  appointed  officers  and  deputies  accepted  their 
respective  charges,  and  continue  to  hold  them  to  this  day,  with  the 
exception  of  P.  G.  Sewell,  of  Quebec,  who  added  to  the  valuable  servi- 
ces he  had  already  rendered  the  Order  bv  efficiently  discharging  the 
duties  of  Provincial  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  the  Province  of  Quebec 
only  until  the  loth  November  last. 

On  that  day,  I had  the  pleasure  in  person,  to  institute  a Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  for  Quebec,  and  to  instal  a most  efficient  set  of  officers 
for  the  conduct  of  its  affairs. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Montreal  was  instituted  at  a later 
period,  viz.,  on  the  29th  April  last,  but  on  that  occasion  it  was  my 
pleasing  duty  to  instal  brothers  whose  tried  zeal  and  ability  afford  a 
guarantee  that  the  interests  of  the  Order  will  not  be  neglected  in  this 
Province  while  they  continue  to  fill  their  respective  offices. 

Two  new  subordinate  lodges  have  also  been  opened  during  the 
past  year,  viz.  Wellington  No.  28,  at  Wellington,  in  the  Province  of 
Kingston,  by  P.  G.  Wright,  of  Picton,  on  the  28tli  December  last  ; and 
Beaver  No  24,  at  Lloydtown,  in  the  Province  of  Toronto,  by  Provincial 
Deputy  Grand  Sire  Campbell,  on  the  1st  March  last. 

The  dispensations  for  these  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  will  be 
submitted  to  you  for  your  appre  >val  and  confirmation ; and  there  will 
also  be  laid  before  von  a memorandum  of  the  conditions  upon  which 
that  for  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Montreal  was  granted,  in 
pursuance  of  the  resolution  adopted  on  the  21st  August  last.  :: 

In  compliance  with  another  resolution,  I issued  at  the  proper  per- 
iod, regulations  for  the  guidance  of  the  Degree  Masters  of  Lodges  m 
conferring  degrees,  as  well  as  forms  for  the  installation  of  those  officers 
— copies  of  which  will  lie  laid  upon  you  table. 

From  this  review  of  what  has  been  done  during  the  past  recess, 
it  will  be  apparent  that  our  Order  has  both  extended  its  limits,  and 
improved  its  organization  in  that  period  ; and  I hope  that  before  we 
meet  again  it  may  be  completely  organized,  as  far  as  Canada  is  con- 
cerned, by  the  institution  of  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  at  Kingston  and

Toronto,  and  that  many  new  Lodges  will  have  been  opened  in  all  the 
Provinces. 

If  the  documents  laid  before  you  by  the  R.W.  Grand  Secretary  should 
tell  that  our  numerical  strength  has  not  materially  increased, 
I trust  it  will,  at  least,  appear  from  their  contents  that  there  has  been  no 
diminution  in  the  number  of  zealous  and  devoted  members  of  the 
Order. 

In  conclusion,  I deem  it  my  duty  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  enact- 
ing Constitutions  and  Rides  of  Order  for  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  and 
the  Grand  Encampment  to  replace  those  nowin  force,  which  have  been 
found  defective  in  several  essential  particulars.

From  the  Grand  Secretary’s  statistics  we  are  enabled  to  compile 
the  following  table  shewing  the  condition  of  the  Order  for  the  year 
ending  June  30tli.  It  will  be  noticed  that  no  figures  are  given  for 
Burlington,  No.  17,  of  Hamdton.  It  had  not  sent  in  its  June  returns, 
because  it  was  about  winding  up  its  affairs.  The  first  lodge  in  British 
North  America  to  succumb,  it  closed  its  doors  finally  m the  month  of 
July.  And  for  the  first  time  since  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into 
Canada,  there  was  a vacant  number  on  the  register  of  lodges.

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Financially,  the  Grand  Lodge  appears  to  have  been  in  a very  fair 
condition,  for  its  assets  exceeded  its  liabilities  by  £215  16s.7d.  ; while 
its  cash  balance  amounted  to  £178. 


The  most  pleasant  and  no  doubt  the  most  profitable  feature  of  this 
session  was  the  presence  on  the  first  day  of  two  eminent  brethren  from 
the  United  States — Past  Grand  Sire  Kennedy  and  Grand  Secretary 
Ridgeiy.  At  the  previous  session  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  Bro.  Ridgely  had 
been  accredited  a Special  Representative  to  Canada,  and  now  came  to 
fulfil  his  duties,  bearing  with  him  the  kind  and  hearty  sympathies  of 
the  brethren  across  the  lines,  which  he  expressed  fully  in  his  own 
eloquent  language  ; and  bearing  also  the  following  formal  document 
from  the  Supreme  Lodge  :

Accept  tlie  assurances  of  our  affectionate  regard,  and  sincere  hope,  that  the 
spirit  and  influence  of  our  institution  may  be  cherished  and  felt  in  an  equal  de- 
gree in  the  two  jurisdictions,  whose  subsisting  bond  of  union  we  pray  may  be  per- 
petual. 

Sensible  as  we  are  of  your  correct  and  full  understanding  of  the  vast  respon- 
sibilities of  your  position  ; and  aware  also  of  your  deep  concern  and  anxiety  upon 
all  subjects  connected  with  the  humanizing  and  redeeming  enterprise  in  which 
all  of  us  are  engaged  ; we  can  rely  with  unwavering  confidence  upon  the  contin- 
ued dissemination  on  your  part  of  those  cardinal  virtues  of  our  common  nature, 
which  constitute  the  broad  basis  upon  which  has  been  erected  the  temple  of  our 
fraternity. 

Our  beloved  brother,  P.  G.  M.,  James  L.  Ridgely,  Grand  Corresponding  and 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  O O.  F.  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  has  been  appointed  a Special  Grand  Representative  of  the  said  Right 
Worthy  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America.

Bro.  Kennedy’s  visit  was  unofficial, but  none  the  less  welcome.  He 
had  chartered  the  first  lodge  in  Canada,  and  felt  a deep  fraternal  inter- 
est in  the  jurisdiction,  and  gladly  responded  to  the  invitation  he 
received  from  Canada  to  accompany  the  Grand  Secretary  in  his  visits. 
If  there  was  anything  that  would  have  stimulated  and  encouraged,  as 
well  as  instructed,  the  Canadian  Odd-Fellows,  it  would  have  been  the 
cheering  words,  the  wise  counsels,  and  the  thorough  rendition  of  the 
work  received  from  these  two  noble  brothers. 


That  the  Grand  Lodge  should  have  placed  on  record  in  glowing 
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resolutions  of  thanks  its  sense  of  indebtness  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S,,  and  its 
envoys,  was  only  to  be  expected;  and  Grand  Sire  Montizambert  duly 
notified  that  body  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  incurred  by  the  Canadian 
brethren  in  the  visit  of  Bros.  Ridgely  and  Kennedy.-  It  was  decided, 
however,  not  to  send  any  special  Representative  in  return  this  year. 
The  experiment  had  been  tried  the  year  previous,  and  had  proved  to 
he  more  expensive  than  profitable. 

Bro.  Ridgely  in  his  report  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  in  September  follow- 
ing, spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  Canadian  Fraternity.  He  said  : 

“Pursuant  to  your  instructions,  I proceeded  to  the  City  of  Mon- 
treal, in  the  Province  of  Canada,  and  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  August 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  R.  W.  Body  to  which  I was  accredited, 
m annual  communication.  My  credentials  were  received,  and  by  una- 
nimous vote  I was  acknowledged  as  the  Representative  of  the  Right 
Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

“After  an  interchange  of  salutations,  I presented  an  address,  with 
which  you  specially  charged  me,  and  delivered  copies  of  our  Journal 
and  our  Digest  and  Laws.  I ask  permission  to  append  a copy  of  the 
address  presented.  During  this  ceremony  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America  was  upstanding  ; and  the  acceptance  of  your 
presents  by  that  distinguished  body  was  declared  by  M,  W.  Grand  Sire 
Montizambert  in  a response  highly  laudatory  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  and  happily  expressing  the  warm  affection  cherished 
by  our  Canadian  brethren  for  the  body  from  which  they  received  the 
charter  of  their  existence  as  an  independent  sovereignty  in  Odd-Fellow- 
sliip.  The  representatives  in  attendance  greeted  me  m the  most  cor- 
dial manner  ; and  the  attention  then  paid  me  was  followed  by  unre- 
mitting kindness  during  the  entire  period  of  my  sojourn  among  them. 
At  their  evening  session,  Tuesday  15tli  August,  P.  G.  Sire  Kennedy  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  who  had  revisited  them  by  special  invitation,  gave 
instructions  in  the  work  of  the  Order  at  their  request.  It  was  exceed- 
ingly gratifying  to  your  Representatives  to  observe  the  great  uniformity 
in  the  practice  of  the  work  in  the  two  jurisdictions. 

“My  mission  being  closed  I took  leave  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brit- 
ish North  America,  and  have  brought  with  me  deep  impressions  of  re- 
spect for  its  officers  and  members.  The  idea  of  an  interchange  of  re- 
presentatives was  fortunately  conceived,  and  so  long  as  the  system 
shall  prevail,  the  strong  bonds  which  already  unite  the  Odd-Fellows  of 
Canada  and  the  United  States  will  remain  unimpaired.  ”§ 

The  unfortunate  disruption  of  Odd-Fellowsliip,  and  the  separation 
of  the  American  from  the  English  Order  in  1842,  had  always  been  a 
matter  of  special  regret  to  the  Canadian  brethren.  Though  individual 
members  and  lodges  of  the  M.  U.  in  Canada  had  often  shown  a spirit  of 
jealousy  towards  the  adherents  of  American  Odd  Fellowship,  yet  the 
latter  were  never  disposed  to  retaliate.  On  the  contrary,  they  were

very  anxious  to  bring  about  a reconciliation,  and,  if  possible,  a reunion. 
In  the  year  previous  the  Grand  Sire  of  Canada  bad  taken  advantage  of 
the  presence  in  England  of  Bro.  H.  E.  Montgomerie,  a prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  Order,  to  enter  into  correspondence  with  the  officials  of  the 
Manchester  Unity.  The  intercourse  thus  opened  was  very  pleasant, 
but  led  to  no  practical  results.  At  this  session  a proposition  was  made 
in  the  most  friendly  spirit  apparently  by  the  National  Order  of  Odd- 
Fellows  in  England  to  unite  with  the  Canadian  and  the  American 
Order.  A Committee,  of  which  Bro.  Dunkin  was  chairman,  had  the 
matter  under  consideration,  and  reported,  that  while  anxious  for  a 
union,  yet  there  were  questions  arising  in  reference  to  the  terms  of 
union  upon  which  it  would  be  inexpedient  for  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.  to 
express  an  opinion  until  after  consultation  with  the  American  brethren. 
The  Grand  Sire  was,  therefore,  authorized  to  open  up  a confidential 
correspondence  with  the  officials  of  the  Order  in  the  United  States;  and 
in  the  meantime  the  National  Order  was  to  be  notified  of  this  action, 
and  of  the  desire  of  the  Canadian  Odd-Fellows  to  prepare,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  a comprehensive  plan  of  union  which  might 
be  acceptable  to  all  branches  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  There  is  no  evidence, 
liowrever,  that  the  matter  ever  went  any  further. 

Before  adjourning  the  Grand  Lodge  received  petitions  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  for  Kingston  and  Toronto,  and 
granted  the  petitions.

THE  SEVENTH  YEAR — 1849. 


This  year  some  evident  signs  of  approaching  failure  began  to  show 
themselves.  In  January,  Canada  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  Montreal,  surren- 
dered its  charter— an  indication  that  decay  was  commencing  at  the 
very  centre  of  the  Order.  This  was  the  last  lodge  organized  in  that 
city — the  vreakest  numerically — and  therefore  one  of  the  first  to  suc- 
cumb as  the  evil  days  drewy  near. 

In  the  Toronto  District  this  was  an  unfortunate  year.  On  the 
2nd  May  a Provincial  Grand  Lodge  was  organized— R.  Kneesliaw, 
Grand  Master ; James  George,  Grand  Secretary.  But  the  Order  was 
not  healthy.  S.  B.  Campbell,  who  had  been  the  leading  spirit,  had 
unfortunately  fallen  into  bad  odor  ; and  was  expelled  for  conduct 
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unbecoming  an  Odd-Fellow.  Particulars  are  not  given  ; but  as  it 
appears  from  the  records  that  lie  was  indebted  to  the  G.  L of  B.  N. 
A.,  to  the  extent  of  £69  IBs.  lid.,  of  which  £87  10s.,  had  been  placed 
in  his  possession  in  1847,  to  transmit  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  and  the  bal- 
ance had  been  subsequently  collected  from  Subordinate  Lodges  and 
never  paid  over,  the  probabilities  are  that  his  “unbecoming  conduct 
was  in  connection  with  financial  delinquencies.  His  successor,  Bro. 
Kneeshaw,  seems  to  have  been  very  enthusiastic  for  a time.  He  opened 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  and  instituted  Oxford  Lodge  No.  25,  at 
Woodstock.  But  he  made  no  report  of  his  work  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  B.  N.  A.  His  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  only  lasted  a few  months  ; 
and  then  the  Order  in  the  City  of  Toronto  collapsed.  Both  Tecumseli 
and  Home  Lodges  suspended  ; and  eighteen  years  passed  away  before 
a Lodge  was  re-opened  in  the  Capital  of  the  Western  Province. 

The  annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B.  N.  A.,  in  1849,  was 
unimportant.  It  began  on  the  21st  August,  with  the  following  present :

On  a report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  the  following  breth- 
ren were  declared  entitled  to  seats  : 

From  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Montreal. — J.  C.  Beckett,  W. 
Sache,  W.  R.  Scott,  James  Holmes  and  Wm.  Ewan,  to  serve  for  two 
years.  W.  Easton,  J.  Murray,  J.  Fletcher,  Adam  Brown  and  David 
MacKay,  to  serve  for  one  year. 

From  the  Grand  Encampment. — H.  H.  Whitney,  Geo.  Matthews,  A 
H.  David,  J.  M.  Gilbert  and  Andrew  Wilson,  to  serve  for  two  years. 
Wm.  Hilton,  C.  Dunkin,  H.  E.  Montgomerie  and  Robt.  Macdougall,  to 
serve  for  one  year. 

There  were  no  representatives  present  except  from  Montreal  city. 

The  Grand  Sire  gave  no  official  report — only  a verbal  statement  of 
what  little  he  had  done  during  the  year  ; and  there  was  no  statistical 
report  from  the  Grand  Secretary.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  try- 
ing to  tinker  the  Constitution  ; and  that  seems  to  have  been  about  the 
principal  subject  that  occupied  the  attention  of  the  representatives  dur 
ing  their  ten  days  session — spread  over  a period  of  six  weeks.  H.  E. 
Montgomerie,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montreal,  was  appointed 
a special  representative  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  but  he  went  to  England 
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shortly  after,  and  was  consequently  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
the  office. 

The  following  officers  were  chosen  for  the  ensuing  term  :

The  offices  of  Grand  Warden  and  Grand  Accountant  were  new 
creations  this  session.  The  latter  was  equivalent  to  that  of  a 
Financial  Secretary,  and  was  ably  filled  by  Bro.  Wm.  Ewan,  a merchant 
of  Montreal,  who  was  subsequently  elected  Grand  Secretary.  Dr. 
Sewell,  of  Quebec,  elected  Grand  Warden,  was  not  present  to  be 
installed. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell  the  exact  membership  of  the  Order  in  Can- 
ada this  year.  Many  of  the  lodges  sent  no  returns,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  attempted  no  compilation.  In  the  Montreal  jurisdiction 
there  were  seven  lodges,  whose  membership  on  June  80tli  were  thus 
given  : Prince  of  Wales,  148  ; Queens’,  184  ; Prince  Albert,  27  ; Com- 
mercial, 172  ; Oriental,  80  ; St.  Francis,  01  ; Ottawa,  70  — in  all  720, 
against  000  the  year  previous.  In  Quebec,  the  two  lodges  were  in  good 
working  order,  with  about  200  members.  In  the  jurisdiction  of  To- 
ronto four  lodges,  Cataraqui,  Tecumseh,  Burlington,  and  Home  were 
completely  defunct, and  several  of  the  others  were  in  a languishing  con- 
dition. Brock  and  Union  were  the  most  vigorous  of  all. 

In  the  Kingston  Jurisdiction,  though  the  vitality  was  not  so  high 
as  might  be  desired,  there  were  still  some  good  members  who  were 
anxious  to  remove  the  depression  and  impart  new  vigor  into  the  Order 
if  possible.  In  November  a Convention  of  Past  Grands  was  held,  and 
the  Grand  Sire  was  memorialized  to  the  effect  that  the  Grand  Officers 
were  greatly  to  blame  for  the  dull  times  in  Canada  West  by  their  ne- 
glect in  answering  communications  and  attending  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Order.  A charter  had  been  granted  for  a Grand  Lodge  at  Kingston  a 
year  previous,  but  no  action  had  been  taken  in  the  matter.  It  was 
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now  proposed  to  carry  tliis  into  effect,  and  see  if  any  improvement 
would  follow. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  year  1840  closed  with  rather  gloomy 
prospects  for  Odd-Fellowship.  The  novelty  had  passed  away,  the  en- 
thusiasm had  died  out,  and  the  lire  on  the  altars  burned  low. 


THE  EIGHTH  YEAR,  1850. 


The  sharp  protest  of  the  Past  Grands  of  Kingston  J urisdiction, 
referred  to  at  the  close  of  last  year's  record,  was  not  without  results. 
The  new  incumbent  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  Chair,  Bro.  C.  Dunkin,  was 
anxious  to  do  all  that  could  possibly  be  done  in  the  interests  of  the 
Order  ; and  did  not  spare  himself  nor  his  Subordinate  Officers  in  the 
WOrk  ; that  is,  when  the  latter  could  be  made  to  work — not  in  all  cases 
an  easy  task.  After  consultation  with  the  Grand  Officers,  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  Grand  Secretary,  W.  Pi.  Scott,  should  go  West,  institute 
a Grand  Lodge  for  Kingston,  and  visit  as  many  Lodges  as  possible. 
This  work  he  performed  in  the  month  of  January.  The  following 
extract  from  his  journal  will  give  an  idea  of  the  state  of  the  Order  as 
he  found  it  on  his  visit  : 

I visited  Brock  Lodge  No.  9,  Brockville,  which  I was  gratified  to 
find  in  a good  working  state,  and  zealous  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order 
at  large.  The  most  friendly  feeling  seems  to  prevail.” 

“ In  Kingston,  I found  that  Cataracjui  Lodge,  No.  10, is  practically 
suspended.  From  what  I can  learn  it  appears  very  doubtful  if  it  can 
again  be  revived.” 

“ In  Picton  I visited  Prince  Edward,  No.  11,  which  I was  pleased  to 
find  really  flourishing,  and  the  members  generally  interested  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  principles  of  the  Order. 

“ In  Wellington,  No.  23,  at  Wellington,  I was  much  gratified  to 
find  that  though  comparatively  small  in  numbers  they  were  not  lack- 
ing in  zeal  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  Much  credit  is  due  to  P.  G.  Thos. 
Worthington,  Provincial  Grand  Deputy,  for  his  attention  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Order. 

“ Victoria  Lodge,  No.  G,  Belleville,  I regretted  to  find  in  a languish- 
ing state,  owing  principally  to  unnecessary  expenses  in  the  fitting  up  of 
a splendid  hall.  They  have  now  extricated  themselves  from  their  diffi- 
culties, and  as  renewed  good  feeling  prevails  among  them,  it  is  reason- 
able to  hope  that,  with  past  experience,  they  will  again  take  up  a pro- 
minent position  in  Odd-Fellowship. 

“ I visited  Cobourg  with  the  view  of  meeting  Ontario  Lodge,  No. 
12,  but  was  disappointed  in  getting  a meeting.  I,  however,  met  a few 
of  the  officers,  and  obtained  such  information  as  they  could  furnish ; 
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but  it  does  not  tend  to  inspire  very  pleasing  anticipations  of  its  pros- 
pects. 

“ Otonabee  Lodge,  No.  13,  Peterboro’,  is  in  a depressed  state,  prin- 
cipally owing  to  the  expense  incurred  in  fitting  up  a new  ball. 

“Hope  Lodge,  No.  14,  Port  Hope,  could  not  obtain  meeting.  Met 
a few  of  the  officers.  Their  accounts  of  the  state  and  prospects  of  the 
lodge  were  not  cheering. 

“In  Toronto,  I obtained  the  papers  authenticating  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Toronto,  on  the  2nd  of  May 
last.  I received  from  Bro.  George  intimation  of  the  practical  suspen- 
sion of  the  Tecumseh  and  Home  lodges,  the  former  having  sold  its  re- 
galia and  furniture  ; its  last  meeting  was  held  in  October  last.  The 
latter  had  its  last  meeting  in  March  last,  having  by  resolution,  resolved 
upon  giving  up  its  Charter.  In  neither  case  have  the  charters  as  yet 
been  surrendered.  The  prospects  of  a revival  in  the  Province  of  To- 
ronto are  not  encouraging. 

“ My  limited  time  did  not  permit  me  to  visit  Union,  Phoenix  and 
Beaver  Lodges  I was  informed  that  they  were  doing  well.  I was  also 
informed  of  the  opening  of  a new  Lodge  in  Haldimand,  and  called 
Industry. 

“ On  Friday,  1st  February,  according  to  appointment,  I attended 
at  the  Odd-Fellows’  Hall,  Belleville,  to  institute  the  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kingston.  After  the  necessary  preliminaries,  the  following 
officers  were  elected  and  installed  : 

T.  Worthington,  No.  23,  G.  M. ; B.  Dougall,  No-  6,  JD.  G.  M. ; Geo. 
Neilson,  No.  0,  G.  W. ; A.  McAllister,  No.  11,  G.  S.  ; F.  McAnany,  No. 
6,  G.  T.;  J.  Sellick,  No.  23,  G.  M.;  E.  Holton,  No.  6,  G.  C.;  T.  Wash- 
burn, No.  6,  G.  G. 

“ These  officers  appeared  zealous  and  efficient,  and  it  is  reasonable 
to  anticipate  that  their  term  of  office  will  be  productive  of  good  to  the 

Order. 

“ The  Lodges  in  the  Province  of  Kingston  (except  Cataraqui)  are 
in  a healthy  state,  and  the  expression  of  regret  was  general  that  the 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge  had  not  sooner  and  oftener  sent  it  Deputies  to 
visit  and  instruct  them.” 

The  Industry  Lodge  referred  to  above,  was  not  organized  at  the 
time  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  visit,  though  preparations  were  maldng 
for  that  purpose,  Business  at  that  time  was  not  conducted  very  regu- 
larly. The  Grand  Master  of  Toronto,  B.  Ivneeshaw,  was  practically 
out  of  the  Order,  for  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  a member  had  ceased 
working  ; and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  B.  N.  A.,  could  not  obtain  any 
information  from  him,  or  any  report  of  the  State  of  the  Order  in  his 
charge.  The  institution  of  Industry  Lodge  at  Haldimand  was  due  to 
brethren  of  Ontario  No.  12  ; and  formal  authority  was  obtained  from 
Grand  Master  Kneeshaw  by  Past  Grand  A.  Macdonald,  of  Cobourg,wlio 
opened  the  new  lodge  on  the  13tli  June.  The  Charter  members  were 
C.  S.  Male,  N.  G.  ; Simeon  McBryan,  V.  G.  : Richard  Shannon,  Sec.  ; 
Richard  Warriner,  P.  S.  ; Thomas  Riggs,  Treas.  At  the  end  of  the 
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month,  the  Grand  Sire  received  word  from  Bro,  George,  “Grand  Secre- 
tary” of  Toronto,  reporting  the  organization  of  Industry  Lodge,  and 
asking  a number  for  it.  As  the  authorities  had  no  official  knowledge  of 
any  Grand  Lodge  in  Toronto,  they  were  for  some  time  at  a loss  how  to 
proceed  in  the  case.  But  as  the  letter  from  Bro.  George  was  the  last 
sign  of  existence  given  by  the  Toronto  “Grand  Lodge”  and  the  Toronto 
jurisdiction,  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A,  finally  gave  Industry  a Charter,  (To- 
ronto got  the  Charter  fee) ; and  gave  it  a number  and  a place  on  the  re- 
gister. Oxford  Lodge,  at  Woodstock,  had  beennumbered  “25  but  no 
report  had  ever  been  received  at  headquarters  of  its  institution.  And 
it  was  but  short-lived  ; for  when  it  found  that  the  author  of  its  exis- 
tence— the  Toronto  G.  L. — was  dead,  it  ceased  working.  So  that  when 
Industry  received  a Charter,  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A,  gave  it  the  number 
next  on  its  own  records — that  of  No.  25. 

The  minutes  of  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.  this  year  are  comprised  in  a 
few  small  pages,  printed  with  very  big  type  ; and  give  a good  idea  of 
the  half-dead  state  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  Canada.  The  lodge  met  on 
the  26tli  of  August,  with  all  the  Grand  Officers  present.  There  were 
also  in  attendance  P.  G.  Sire  Montizambert,  and  Reps.  Wilson,  Sache, 
MacKay  and  Fletcher — in  all,  eight  officers  and  four  privates.  The 
Grand  Sire  made  a verbal  report  of  his  few  official  acts  ; and  announced 
his  intention  of  resigning.  An  adjournment  then  took  place  to  the  10th 
September;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  ordered  to  notify  the  Grand 
Lodges  and  the  Grand  Encampment  to  that  effect. 

The  lOtli  of  September  came  ; but  the  attendance  was  smaller  in- 
stead of  larger.  Grand  Sire  Dunkin,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Whitney, 
Grand  Treasurer  Murray,  Grand  Guardian  Beckett  and  Reps.  MacKay, 
Fletcher  and  Sache,  were  all  who  presented  themselves.  The  only 
business  transacted  was  the  acceptance  of  the  Grand  Sire's  resignation. 
Bro.  Dunkin,  from  his  first  appearance  in  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been 
an  active  and  zealous  member,  who  spared  neither  time  nor  labor  in 
the  attempt  to  make  Odd-Fellowship  a success.  He  had  been  the  leg- 
islator of  the  Order ; all  the  laws  and  regulations,  and  all  the  principal 
transactions  bearing  the  impress  of  his  mind ; and  most  of  the  official 
documents  being  his  composition.  But  even  he  could  not  now  keep  up 
the  enthusiasm  of  his  brethren.  More  than  that,  he  could  not  get  their 
consent  to  remedy  what  he  clearly  saw  to  be  the  great  defect  in  the  In- 
stitution— its  imperfect  system  of  dues  and  benefits.  The  evil  effects 
of  the  old  liap-liazard  system  were  showing  themselves.  Lodges  were 
failing  because  they  had  no  funds  to  meet  the  claims  of  beneficiaries 
But  it  was  impossible  to  secure  a change  to  a more  durable  plan— a sys- 
tem in  which  benefits  and  dues  should  bear  a just  and  sound  relation 
to  each  other.  Had  the  enthusiasm  still  been  burning  as  brightly  as  of 
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old,  Bro.  Dunkin  might  have  obtained  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
fraternity  in  the  direction  of  financial  reform,  and  secured  the  adoption 
of  a system  of  dues  graduated  according  to  age,  and  calculated  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  known  laws  of  sickness  and  mortality.  Failing  in 
this;  seeing  no  results  worthy  of  the  time  and  labor  he  had  previously, 
expended ; and  hopeless  of  the  Order’s  future,  Bro.  Dunkin  retired  from 
its  service  forever.  He  has  since  made  for  himself  an  honorable  name 
as  a Canadian  statesman.  But  while  general  history  records  in  terms 
of  praise  the  public  life  of  the  Hon.  Christopher  Dunkin,  whether  as  a 
representative  in  Parliament,  a member  of  the  Canadian  Government, 
or  a Judge  in  the  Courts  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  a history  of  Cana- 
dian Odd- Fellow  ship  would  be  incomplete  did  it  not  bear  grateful  tes- 
timony to  the  labors  of  Grand  Sire  Dunkin,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brit- 
ish North  America. 

The  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Grand  Sire  was  filled  by  the  election 
thereto  of  the  Deputy,  H.  H.  Whitney, — Rep.  John  Dyde  taking  the 
place  of  the  latter. 


THE  NINTH  YEAR — 1851. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1850  some  correspondence  took  place  be- 
tween the  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  members  of  the  Fraternity 
in  Halifax,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  Massachusetts  Odd- 
Fellows,  the  first  lodge  of  our  Order  in  the  Maritime  Provinces — Acadia, 
No.  20 — was  instituted  in  that  city  on  the  18th  January,  1851,  E.  G. 
Fuller  being  the  first  N.  G.,  John  Campbell,  V.  G.,  and  Samuel  C. 
Weston,  Secretary.  The  lodge  was  opened  in  a room  in  Temperance 
Hall,  Poplar  Grove,  where  it  held  its  meetings  for  a time,  subsequently7 
removing  to  the  “ City  Exchange  Building,”  the  seat  of  the  municipal 
offices.  After  a few  years  it  again  removed  ; this  time  to  Bedford 
Row,  where  an  exceedingly  handsome  suite  of  rooms  were  fitted  up  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  Order. 

Halifax  seems  to  have  been  the  only  section  of  the  British  Pro- 
vinces which  gave  any  signs  of  life  this  y7ear.  During  the  first  six 
months  of  its  existence  Acadia  initiated  over  fifty  members,  and  when 
the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.  met  in  August  a representative  journeyed  all  the 
way  from  Halifax  to  Montreal  to  be  in  attendance.  As  the  year  ad- 
vanced the  Fraternity  made  such  progress  that  it  was  decided  to  or- 
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ganize  an  Encampment,  Bro.  Fuller,  the  Provincial  Deputy,  was 
authorized  to  confer  the  degrees  on  the  necessary  number  of  brethren 
to  qualify  them  as  petitioners,  and  on  the  10th  December  a charter  was 
granted  to  Patriarchs  W.  M.  Harrington,  C.  H.  Hamilton,  E.  K.  Harris, 
Sydney  Turner,  Edward  Jennings,  James  B.  Oxley  and  Samuel  Storey. 
This  encampment  was  opened  in  the  January  following  (1852)  by  Pro- 
vincial Deputy  Fuller,  being  named  Mamberton,  No.  9,  after  a cele- 
brated Indian  chief. 

Both  Acadia  Lodge  and  Mamberton  Encampment  continued  to 
flourish  for  some  years.  On  the  18th  January,  1861,  however,  they  lost 
all  their  effects  by  Are.  From  this  disaster  they  never  recovered.  The 
Encampment  never  replaced  its  regalia,  and  became  practically  de- 
funct. The  lodge  continued  for  a few  years,  and  then  ceased  to  work.* 

The  session  of  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.,  opening  on  the  29th  August, 
only  presented  a repetition  of  the  previous  year’s  proceedings— poor  at- 
tendance and  nothing  done.  There  were  present  only  H.  H.  Whitney, 
Grand  Sire;  Wm.  Hilton,  Grand  Secretary;  Wm.  Ewan,  Grand  Ac- 
countant ; J.  C.  Bechet,  Grand  Guardian  ; and  Reps.  Hall  and  Mc- 
Laren, of  Quebec,  and  Fletcher,  of  Montreal.  There  was  no  one  in  at- 
tendance from  Canada  West,  nor  were  any  credentials  received  from 
that  quarter. 

The  Grand  Sire’s  report,  here  given,  has  a melancholy  interest  as 
being  the  last  official  address  of  any  Grand  Sire  of  British  North 
America  : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  o f B.  N.  A.  : 

The  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  requires  that  the  Grand  Sire 
should,  at  each  annual  communication,  “make  report  of  his  acts  and 
doings  during  the  recesses  of  this  Grand  Lodge.” 

In  proceeding  to  discharge  this  duty,  I regret  not  having  the  same 
cause  for  congratulation  as  to  the  state  of'  the  Order  which  some  of  my 
predecessors  have  had.  When  great  success  attends  the  first  introduc- 
tion of  anything  novel,  it  seems  a natural  consequence  that  reaction 
should  follow.  To  this  cause  I would  fondly  hope  the  different  degree 
of  interest  felt  in  the  Order  in  some  quarters  is,  in  a great  measure,  to 
be  attributed.  If,  however,  there  is  some  cause  of  discouragement,  I 
am  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that  in  several  places  in  Canada  West 
and  also  in  Quebec  the  Order  is  prospering. 

It  was  an  instruction  to  the  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  an- 
nual communication  of  1849,  “ that  they  should  use  all  their  influence 
to  induce  S.  B.  Campbell,  late  Provincial  Deputy  for  the  Province  of 
Toronto,  to  give  an  account  of  his  proceedings  in  regard  to  certain 
monies  entrusted  to  him.”  Through  the  report  and  journal  of  Special

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Deputy  W.  li.  Scott,  submitted  last  annual  communication,  this  Grand 
Lodge  was  advised  of  the  failure  of  every  effort  to  obtain  any  state- 
ment whatever,  and  lie  has  uniformly  declined  to  answer  all  communi- 
cations addressed  to  him.  S.  B.  Campbell  has  been  for  some  time  ex- 
pelled  the  Order  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd-Fellow. 

It  was  only  lately  through  the  kind  attention  of  T.  Worthington 
Grand  Provincial  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Kingston,  that  I have 
been  able  to  obtain  any  authentic  information  regarding  the  state  of 
the  Order  in  Toronto.  Under  date  July  14,  1851,  lie  reports  that 
“while  in  Toronto  last  week  I found  that  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
Province  of  Toronto  had  ceased  to  work,  not  having  met  in  session  for 
nearly  two  years.'"  I endeavored  to  obtain  an  interview  with  the  M. 
W.  Grand  Master  Kneeshaw,  but  without  effect.  There  is  no  Subor- 
dinate Lodge  at  work  ; indeed,  the  whole  appears  suspended.”  | 

Having  been  repeatedly  urged  by  Industry  Lodge,  No..25,  to  grant 
them  a Charter,  which  had  been  paid  for  to  tlie  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
of  Toronto,  but  never  issued,  I caused  a Charter  to  be  issued  free  of 
charge,  and  have  taken  Industry  Lodge  under  the  immediate  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge.  . The  virtual  dissolution  of  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  Toronto,  has  likewise  led  me  to  take  Union  Lodge,  No. 
16,  St.  Catharines,  under  this  jurisdiction.  Union  is  in  a flourishing 
state. 

During  the  recess,  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  issuing  a Charter  for 
a Subordinate  Lodge  in  Halifax,  N.  S.,  known  as  the  Acadia  Lodge,  No. 
26.  It  will  be  seen  from  certain  correspondence  and  by  a return  from 
that  Lodge,  that  it  has  had  a most  encouraging  commencement ; and  it 
can  hardly  be  doubted, that, with  judicious  management,  the  advantages 
of  the  Order  may  be  considerably  extended  in  the  Lower  Provinces. 
The  interests  of  the  Order  there  deserve,  and  will  no  doubt  receive, the 
best  attention  of  the  future  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  In  thus  es- 
tablishing a branch  of  the  Order  in  Nova  Scotia,  I wish  to  express  my 
acknowledgement  of  the  valuable  assistance  I have  received  from  Bro. 
A.  Mudge,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 

In  the  present  somewhat  depressed  state  of  the  Order  in  some 
quarters  it  is  pleasing  to  reflect  that  its  past  history  shows  that  similar 
depressions  have  been  followed  by  the  most  cheering  revivals.  Let  us 
hope  that  such  will  be  the  future  history  of  the  Order  in  the  Provinces 
of  British  North  America.

In  Canada  West,  the  only  lodges  now  in  active  operation  were 
Victoria,  No.  6,  Brock,  No,  9,  Union,  No.  16,  and  Industry,  No.  25.  In 
the  Montreal  Province  there  were  seven  lodges,  many  of  them,  how- 
ever, having  only  a nominal  existence.  In  Quebec  there  were  still  the 
same  two  lodges,  with  a combined  membership  of  about  two  hundred. 

The  Grand  Lodge  tried  to  meet  on  the  26tli ; but  had  no  quorum. 
On  the  28th  a meeting  was  held  : Present,  Grand  Sire  Whitney,  Grand

tRef erring  to  the  city  of  T oronto. 
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Accountant  Ewan,  and  Representatives  Becket,  Macdougall,  Hedge, 
Fletcher  and  Moore.  Again  on  the  lst/September  a meeting  was  held 
with  an  attendance  smaller  than  ever.  Grand  Sire  Whitney,  G.  Sec. 
Hilton,  G.  Accountant  Ewan,  and  Reps.  McDougall,  Becket  and  Hedge 
— sir  in  all  ! This  was  the  last  meeting  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
of  British  North  America.  Of  course  all  the  offices  had  to  be  filled  up 
whether  there  was  any  one  present  to  be  installed  or  not.  So  the 
brethren  chose  their  officers  for  another  term  of  two  years,  as  follows :

And  then  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  literally  ad- 
journed sine  die. 

THE  TENTH  YE  ATI— 1852. 

After  the  organization  of  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.  there  had  been  very 
little  formal  intercourse  between  that  body  and  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  At 
the  session  of  the  latter  in  1846,  S.  B.  Campbell,  of  Toronto,  was  pre- 
sent as  a Special  Representative  from  Canada  ; and  the  compliment 
was  returned  in  the  accrediting  of  G.  Sec.  Ridgely  to  the  British  Pro- 
vinces in  the  year  following.  But  after  that  date  there  was  no  person- 
al attendance  of  official  representatives  at  either  Montreal  or  Balti- 
more, though  the  appointment  was  sometimes  made.  In  1851,  it  was  the 
intention  of  Grand  Sire  Griffin,  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  to  visit  Canada  him- 
self, though  he  had  been  unable  to  do  so.  During  1849.  1850  and  1851, 
there  was  no  official  correspondence  between  the  two  bodies  ; but  in 
the  beginning  of  1852,  J.  McLaren,  Grand  Master  of  Quebec,  visited 
Baltimore  and  held  a conference  with  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely  on 
matters  connected  with  the  Order.  Shortly  after,  the  Quebec  brethren 
sent  a contribution  of  $50  in  aid  of  the  “ Wildey  Fund/’ 

In  referring  to  the  state  of  Odd-Fellowsliip  in  his  report  this  year 
Grand  Secretary  Ridgely  suggested  that,  “ in  view7  of  the  feeble  condi- 
tion of  the  Order  in  British  North  America,  it  wrnuld  seem  to  be  the 
duty  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  to  make  an  effort  to  inspire  the  Brotherhood  in 
that  jurisdiction  with  renewed  energy.”*  His  suggestion  was  referred

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to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  and  nothing  more  was  heard  of 
it  that  session. 

But  it  was  evident  about  this  time  that  some  active  measures  were 
needed  to  keep  the  Canadian  Odd-Fellows  alive.  Here  and  there  a 
lodge  could  be  found  shewing  signs  of  vigor.  There  was  even  an  ad- 
dition to  the  roll  in  the  organization  of  a new  lodge — Victokia,  No.  27, 
at  Caledonia,  C.  W.  This  lodge  organized  itself,  however,  through  the 
exertions  of  Bro.  Neil  McKinnon,  a resident  of  the  village,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  official  labors  of  the  Grand  Sire  m 1852  were  confined 
to  signing  the  charter  for  this  lodge.  It  was  instituted  on  the  8th  of 
June,  having  for  charter  members  Neil  McKinnon,  N.  G.  ; Richard 
Walton,  V.  G. ; Wm.  McCargow,  A.  H.  Jarvis  and  John  Stewart.  They 
were  all  members  of  Union  Lodge,  of  St.  Catharines. 

This  was  the  extent  of  the  active  operations  of  Odd-Fellowship  in 
Canada  this  year.  On  the  other  hand  the  signs  of  death  were  becom- 
ing more  noticeable,  especially  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Order  in 
Montreal, and  among  those  who  occupied  official  positions.  There  was 
no  Grand  Lodge  meeting  this  year,  and  in  Montreal  city,  the  members 
were  fast  leaving  and  the  lodges  disbanding.  The  Grand  Encamp- 
ment and  all  the  Grand  Lodges,  except  that  of  Quebec,  had  practically 
ceased  operations  ; the  Montreal  Grand  Lodge  and  its  Subordinates 
had  not  surrendered  their  charters,  nor  formally  dissolved,  but  they 
were  not  working  ; one  of  the  Quebec  lodges — Mercantile — was  in  a 
similar  state.  By  the  close  of  1852  all  that  was  left  of  the  once 
flourishing  Order  in  British  North  America  might,  so  far  as  active  oper- 
ations were  concerned,  be  embraced  in  the  following  list : 

Mamberton  Encampment,  No.  9,  Halifax,  N.  S. 

Albion  Lodge  No.  4,  Quebec,  C.  E. 

Victoria  Lodge  No.  6.  Bellville,  C.  W. 

Brock  Lodge  No.  9,  Brockville,  C.  W. 

Union  Lodge  No.  16,  St.  Catharines,  C.  W. 

Industry  Lodge  No.  25,  Haldimand,  C.  W. 

Acadia  Lodge  No.  26,  Halifax,  N.  S. 

Victoria  Lodge  No.  27,  Caledonia,  C.  W. 

Of  these,  Victoria  No.  6 was  nearly  dead,  while  Victoria  No.  27 
was  just  horn.  Albion,  Brock,  Union  and  Acadia  embraced  all  that 
was  active  in  Canadian  Odd-Fellowsliip. 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  consider  the  causes  that  led  to 
this  sad  condition. 

For  a few  years  after  its  introduction  into  Canada,  Odd-Fellowsliip 
had  a most  successful  career.  The  Order  was  most  exceedingly  popu- 
lar. In  Montreal  it  occupied  the  position  of  the  leading  Social  Club  of 
the  day,  in  which  some  of  the  principal  men  of  the  country  held  mem- 
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bership.  A glance  at  a list  of  a lew  of  the  members,  giving  some  of 
them  the  titles  by  which  they  are  better  known  to  the  present  gener- 
ation, will  show  the  social  standing  of  the  early  Odd-Fellow  of 
Canada.  There  were  : Sir  Dominick  Daly,  Sir  W.  B.  Robinson,  Sir 
Allan  McNab,  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  Hon.  C.  Dun- 
kin,  Chief  Justice  Draper,  Hon.  J.  Sandfield  Macdonald,  Hon.  L.  H. 
Holton, Hon. G.  Sherwood,  Rev  Dr.  Mathieson,  Rev.  Dr.  Cordner,  Hon.P. 
McGill,  Hon.  J.  Pangman,  Hon.  John  Young,  Hon.  Ed.  Murney,  R.  H. 
Hamilton,  Ogle  R.'  Gowan,  J.  Moir  Ferres,  T.  D.  Harrington,  Thos.  Cm 
Keefer,  J.  Molson,  E.  L.  Montizambert,  J.  Torrance,  Wm.  Workman 
W.  H.  Boulton,  Geo.  B.  Hall,  Col.  Dyde,  J.  C.  Becket,  Wm.  Ewan,  etc. 
These  were  all  leading  statesmen,  members  of  Parliament,  prominent 
merchants  and  manufacturers — the  very  elite  of  CanadiaiPsociety. 

The  opinion  has  been  lately  expressed  by  the  Hon.  C.  Dunkinthat 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  popularity  of  the  Order  in  those  days  arose  out 
of  the  fact  that  large  numbers  of  people  who  might  otherwise  have 
been  quite  indifferent  were  drawn  towards  Odd  Fellowship  under  the 
influence  of  a recoil  against  the  Anti- Secret- Society  cry,  which,  com- 
mencing with  the  “ Morgan  affair  ” in  1826,  had  grown  until  it  became 
a power  in  the  United  States,  and  was  heard  even  in  Canada.  In  this 
country,  however,  the  cry  in  so  far  as  it  affected  politics  was  chiefly 
against  Orangeism.  After  a time  people  wearied  of  it,  and  many 
whose  sympathies  were  not  at  all  in  the  direction  of  Orangeism,  and 
who  did  not  at  that  time  care  to  go  to  the  extreme  length  of  Masonry, 
were  rather  pleased  with  the  idea  of  joining  a body  which  had  just  a 
flavor  of  the  much  abused  element  of  secrecy,  and  which  at  all  events 
was  decidedly  non-political.  Many  of  them  found  these  organizations 
so  agreeable  that  in  a year  or  two  they  were  quite  prepared  to  enter 
the  Masonic  and  Orange  societies  ; and  as  the  novelty  of  Odd-Fellow- 
ship wore  off,  Masonry  appealing  more  especially  to,  the  social  and  fra- 
ternal elements  and  disregarding  the  mutual  assurance  system,  became 
with  these  people  the  fashionable  institution. 

In  the  very  character  of  the  membership  of  the  pioneer  Odd-Fel- 
lows’ lodges  may  be  found  an  important  element  in  the  decline  of  the 
Order.  The  early  Odd-Fellows  belonged  generally  to  the  wealthier 
classes  of  society,  and  were  mostly  young  men.  Odcl-Fellowship  was 
not  with  them  a great  practical  system  of  mutual  relief  so  much  as  a 
social  institution.  They  were  prepared  to  be  charitable  ; as  witness 
the  fact  that  four  lodges  alone  sent  over  $1300  to  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland  during  the  famine  in  that  country  in  1846  ; and  their  regular 
benefits  were  generally  greater  than  their  dues  would  have  justified. 
But  it  was  mainly  as  a social  institution  that  the  Order  was  utilized  in 
Montreal  ; and  as  the  members  grew  older,  and  became  more  deeply 
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interested  in  their  private  business  and  involved  in  public  life,  they  lost 
interest  in  the  Society,  could  find  no  time  to  devote  to  its  affairs,  and 
finally  dropped  out  altogether. 

Many  of  the  early  Odd-Fellows  did  not  understand  Odd-Fellow- 
sliip.  As  already  stated,  it  was  to  them  a social  club,  for  pleasure  and 
amusement.  The  initiation  of  a member,  instead  of  being  an  enforce- 
ment of  solemn  lessons,  was  looked  upon  as  the  opportunity  for  a bur- 
lesque entertainment.  Those  who  have  seen  the  old  ritual  in  use  prior 
to  the  revised  edition  of  1845  well  know  that  in  some  respects  it  was 
more  dramatic  than  our  present  work.  But  our  ancestors  did  not  con- 
fine .themselves  to  the  Book.  The  style  in  which  the  work  was  some- 
times rendered  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  extract  from  a com- 
munication ordered  by  Brock,  No.  9,  to  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
April,  1846.  The  communication,  after  expressing  the  regret  felt  by 
the  lodge  at  the  reports  current  of  irregularities  in  the  initiation  cere- 
mony of  which  Cataraqui  Lodge  of  Kingston  was  guilty,  says  : 

“The  substance  of  the  reports  above  alluded  to  is  that  at  the  in- 
itiation of  one  of  the  members  of  Cataraqui  Lodge,  the  candidate  was 
suspended  in  the  air  by  means  of  a crane,  and  was  also  lowered  down 
in  chairs  through  an  opening  in  the  floor  to  a room  below,  where  a cask 
containing  ignited  sulphur  was  placed  opposite  the  opening  ; that  they 
are  in  the  habit  of  leading  the  candidates  over  platforms,  under  trestles, 
etc.  etc.” 

It  is  quite  evident  that  many  of  these  Odd-Fellows  had  failed  to 
understand  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  Society.  Regarding  it 
only  as  a source  of  amusement  and  pleasure,  we  can  easily  see  how, 
when  the  novelty  of  this  sort  of  thing  had  passed  away,  such  people 
would  drop  out  of  the  lodges. 

But  not  only  did  they  fail  to  catch  the  true  spirit  of  Odd-Fellow- 
ship as  a moral  teacher  ; they  also  failed  to  understand  the  importance 
of  its  benefit  system.  Benefits  were  allowed  on  a scale  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  dues,  for  they  were  willing  to  be  exceedingly  generous  with 
lodge  funds.  Many  of  course  never  intended  to  draw  benefits  them- 
selves, and  were  quite  indifferent  to  the  matter.  The  funds  instead  of 
being  preserved  to  meet  the  claims  of  beneficiaries  were  squandered  for 
entertainments  and  in  the  extravagant  furnishing  of  lodge  rooms.  After 
a time,  when  money  was  needed  for  the  sick,  there  was  no  money  to 
be  found, the  members  would  not  submit  to  assessments, and  the  lodges 
of  course  became  insolvent. 

Of  opposition  from  the  public,  the  Order  had  but  little.  There 
were  some  slight  tokens  of  jealousy  on  the  part  of  tlieManchester  Unity, 
but  nothing  of  any  consequence.  The  chief  antagonist  was  the  Catho- 
lic Church.  When  the  Order  was  introduced  into  Montreal,  the  clergy 
of  that  Church  seemed  indifferent,  and  many  of  then  adherents  united 
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with  the  new  Society.  But  after  a few  years  the  hierarchy  appeared 
to  change  its  views  ; at  all  events,  it  changed  its  line  of  conduct.  The 
first  indication  was  a -nmndememt  from  the  Bishop  of  Montreal,  in  1846, 
against  secret  societies.  The  Odd-Fellows  endeavored  to  show  that 
they  did  not  belong  to  the  class  reprobated  by  the  Bishop — not  being 
“oath -bound”  nor  “secret,”  except  in  so  far  as  their  own  private  affairs 
were  concerned.  But  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  allowed  no  doubts 
to  surround  the  subject : and  their  opposition  became  so  pronounced 
and  emphatic  that  in  a short  time  all  the  Catholics  were  eliminated 
from  the  Order.  But  outside  opposition  would  have  had  but  little  effect < 
had  the  members  all  been  true  to  their  principles  and  obligations.  The 
worst  foe  with  which  they  had  to  contend  was  “the  foe  in  their  own 
household.” 

Another  disadvantage  to  the  Order  throughout  the  Provinces  was 
in  its  practically  centralized  government.  Montreal  was  really  the  head 
and  centre  of  the  Institution.  Owing  to  the  wealth  and  strength  and 
talent  in  the  Montreal  Lodges,  they  governed  the  entire  Jurisdiction. 
The  Grand  Lodge  always  met  in  that  city,  and  the  distant  Lodges  were 
but  slimly  represented.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  G.  L.  B.  N.  A.  there 
were  only  four  representatives  present  from  the  eleven  Lodges  in  West- 
ern Canada.  As  a natural  consequence,  when  the  Lodges  grew  feeble 
and  faint  in  Montreal,  the  Order  through  the  whole  country  suffered. 

Then  again,  the  scheme  of  a Sovereign  Jurisdiction  for  Canada, 
whether  sound,  or  not  in  theory,  was  certainly  premature.  Young  and 
inexperienced  as  Odd-Fellows,  by  no  means  rooted  and  grounded  in  the 
principles  and  practices  of  the  Order,  the  members  were  not  in  a con- 
dition to  walk  alone  without  the  supervision  of  the  Supreme  head. 
Under  ordinary  circumstances  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  the  Canadian 
Odd-Fellows  would  have  desired  “independence.”  But  as  has  already 
been  shown  the  suggestion  came  from  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  itself,  and  proved 
very  acceptable  to  the  enthusiastic  young  Canadians.  And  they  felt 
the  advisability  of  this  course  all  the  more  from  the  fact  that  they 
were  taunted  with  the  foreign  origin  of  the  Order,  which  was  held  up 
to  public  reprobation  as  an  American  institution.  This  is  always  a 
powerful  argument  to  advance  against  any  society,  viz.  : that  it 
belongs  to,  and  is  under  the  control  of,  a foreign  country  ; and  it  was 
strongly  urged  against  the  Order,  especially  by  members  of  the  Man- 
chester Unity.  Acting,  then,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  and 
hoping  thereby  to  avoid  one  source  of  weakness,  they  rashly  attempted 
more  than  their  condition  and  circumstances  warranted — and  failed. 
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In  March  of  1853,  the  Montreal  lodges  formally  disbanded  ; and 
as  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A,  depended  for  its  officers  and  members  on  the 
city  Lodges,  that  body  also  wound  up  its  affairs.  As  previously  in- 
dicated, both  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  city  subordinates  had  been  dead 
for  sometime  ; but  now  the  few  remaining  members  thought  it  time  to 
bury  the  corpses.  There  had  been  a little  talk  among  a few  of  the 
brethren  about  joining  some  other  Order  of  Odd-Fellows;  but  it  did  not 
amount  to  anything.  There  was  not  life  enough  left  for  either  seces- 
sion, rebellion,  or  annexation  to  any  other  Institution.  The  Order  was 
emphatically  dead  in  Montreal.  The  city  Lodges  paid  the  debts  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  out  of  their  own  funds,  and  divided  up  the  balance 
among  the  members.  And  so  ended  the  career  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America. 

Outside  of  the  city,  the  few  existing  subordinates,  ignorant  of  the 
death  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  continued  to  work  and  to  send  in  their  re- 
ports and  their  dues,  only  to  have  them  returned  by  the  last  Grand 
Secretary,  Wm.  Ewan,  with  the  intimation  that  there  was  no  longer 
any  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  in  their  orphaned  state  it  would  be  well  for 
them  to  look  elsewhere  for  a parent. 

At  this  time,  however,  there  were  two  members  of  the  Order  in 
Canada  who  were  determined  to  keep  it  alive  if  possible — Dr.  Thomas 
Reynolds,  of  Brockville,  and  James  McLaren,  of  Quebec.  They  cor- 
responded with  each  other,  with  the  late  Grand  Secretary  of  Canada, 
and  with  such  of  the  lodges  as  were  still  in  existence.  In  this  matter, 
Dr  Reynolds  was  especially  active.  The  replies  he  received  from  Wm. 
Hilton,  last  Grand  Sire,  and  Wm.  Ewan, last  Grand  Secretary,  showed 
clearly  that  nothing  could  be  gained  by  looking  to  Montreal.  He  then 
proposed  a convention  of  Past  Grands,  to  meet  in  Brockville  on  the  8tli 
June  to  consider  the  situation.  In  response  to  an  invitation  to  preside 
over  the  convention,  ex-Grand  Sire  Hilton  wrote : 

“ The  Order  in  this  city  is  completely  broken  up,  the  Lodges  hav- 
ing given  up  their  place  of  meeting,  divided  their  funds,  property,  etc. 
In  this  state  of  things  it  is  certainly  necessary  to  create  a Supreme 
Jurisdiction  somewhere  else  ; and  i do  not  know  that  a better  means 
could  be  devised  than  your  Lodge  has  taken  to  reduce  everything 
again  to  proper  working  order.  With  regard  to  myself  visiting  your 
city  on  the  8tli  of  June.  I am  afraid  my  business  will  altogether  pre- 
vent me  from  doing  so  ; though  I deeply  feel  the  honor'  of  being  called 
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to  preside  over  your  proposed  deliberations.  I can,  however,  witli 
cheerfulness  and  confidence,  allow  the  whole  matter  to  remain  in  your 
hands,  trusting,  that  in  your  future  exertions  to  carry  out  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Order  you  may  be  attended  with  success.” 

Bro.  Hilton,  from  the  tone  of  his  letter,  had  evidently  retired  from 
active  service,  and  did  not  purpose  troubling  himself  any  more  in  the 
matter.  The  Lodges  in  Quebec  and  Haldimand  responded  promptly 
to  the  invitation  to  send  delegates.  Victoria  No.  6,  was  only  meeting 
occasionally,  and  gave  no  answer  ; Victoria,  No.  27,  could  not  afford  to 
send  a delegate,  but  promised  concurrence  in  anything  that  might  bo 
done  to  uphold  the  Order.  There  is  no  record  of  any  response  from 
St.  Catharines. 

The  Convention  met  in  Brockville,  as  proposed,  on  the  8th  of  July. 
P.  G.M.  James  McLaren  came  from  Quebec,  representing  both  Albion 
and  Mercantile  Lodges  ; and  C.  E.  Ewing  from  Industry,  No.  25, 
Haldimand  ; Brockville  was  represented  by  Dr.  Reynolds,  Win.  Fitzsim- 
mons, John  Wright  and  W.  B.  McLean.  Dr.  Reynolds  was  chosen  chair- 
man. The  condition  of  the  Order  in  Canada  was  the  subject  of  con- 
sideration ; and  a serious  subject  it  was.  There  could  be  no  doubt 
about  the  desperate  state  of  the  “ sick  man,”  and  the  great  aim  now  was 
to  find  a remedy  for  his  ills.  The  result  of  the  consultation  may  best 
be  given  in  the  resolutions  adopted : 

Moved  by  P.  G.  W.  B.  McLean,  seconded  by  P.  G.  Ewing,  and  resolved — 
That  the  members  of  this  delegation  have  reason  to  regret  the  necessity  of  their 
being  called  together  on  account  of  the  demise  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
North  America,  by  reason  of  which,  according  to  their  Constitution, all  Subordin- 
ate Lodges  also  practically  cease  to  exist;  and  they  do  hereby  desire  to  say  that  it 
is  the  determination  of  the  Lodges  which  they  represent,  to  struggle  for  an  ex- 
istence while  they  have  one  beacon  of  hope  to  which  they  can  look,  and  that 
they  will  not  dissolve  under  any  circumstances  until  every  means  shall  have 
failed;  to  which  they  individually,  and  on  behalf  of  their  respective  Lodges 
pledge  themselves. 

A statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Order  having  been  read  by  G.  D . 
1).  Reynolds, it  was  moved  by  P.  G.  Ewing,  seconded  by  P.  G.  Wright,  and  re- 
solved, That  this  statement  be  received  and  entered  on  the  minutes  as  follows  : 
This  meeting  of  delegates,  in  stating  the  present  condition  of  the  Order  in  Cana- 
da, feel  a difficulty  in  explaining  the  reasons  which  have  led  to  such  an  unsatis- 
factory condition,  deplored  as  it  must  be  by  every  Odd-Fellow  who  has  had  the 
privilege  of  seeing  better  days  in  the  Order.  The  Supreme  Tribunal  of  the  Order, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  located  at  Montreal,  and  depending 
of  course  for  its  efficient  working  upon  the  exertions  of  members  of  Lodges  in  that 
city,  has  virtually  ceased  to  exist, all  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  Montreal  having 
ceased  to  work,  and  as  we  contend  very  unjustly  made  a division  of  their  profits. 
The  last  acting  Grand  Sire  Hilton  has  announced  to  several  Lodges  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  will  no  longer  receive  reports  or  communicate  passwords,  and  that 
as  soon  as  he  can  get  rid  of  the  charge  in  his  hands  he  will  give  up  his  connect- 
ion with  the  Order.  The  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges,  with  the  honorable  exception 
of  Quebec,  have  ceased  to  work,  and  have,  we  are  sorry  to  add,  by  not  very  creditable 
conduct  on  the  part  of  their  officers,  lost  the  confidence  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
and  destroyed  the  zeal  which  formerly  characterized  their  members  generally. 
At  present,  there  are  in  Canada  several  Lodges  which  are  desirous  of  working, 
but  being  without  a head  cannot  be  expected  to  present  a healthy  state.  The 
Grand  Sire,  although  expressing  his  approval  of,  has  not  felt  sufficient  interest  in 
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our  proceedings  to  come  a seven  hours’  journey  to  preside  over  our  deliberations; 
and  lias  refused  to  furnish  us  with  books  and  papers  necessary  for  our  informa- 
tion. Degree  books,  charge  books,  and  papers  of  importance  to  the  Order,  and 
which  should  certainly  not  be  matter  for  public  inspection,  are  scattered  and  ex- 
posed over  the  Province,  without  any  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
reclaim  them.  Lodges  applying  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  information  receive 
unofficial  replies  referring  them  to  the  Grand  Sire,  who  in  time  exhibits  to  either 
written  or  personal  applications  for  information  what  may  be  well  characterized 
as  a “deaf  ear.”  Delegates  at  this  meeting  representing  five  lodges  of  the  seven 
reported  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  be  in  working  order,  pray  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  will  kindly  favor  them  with  advice  and  counsel  in 
the  matter,  and  suggest  such  measures  as  may  be  considered  best  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, whether  by  the  opening  of  a Grand  Lodge  at  Brockville, being  a cen- 
tral point  for  the  Lodges  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  Province — such  Grand  Lodge 
to  work  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  until 
such  time  as  a Grand  Jurisdiction  for  British  North  America  can  be  re-establish- 
ed; or  directing  the  surrender  of  such  papers  and  books  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  establishme  nt  of  the  G.  L.  B.  N.  A.,  by  the  representatives  of  the  lodges  at 
present  in  working  order.  The  necessity  of  immediate  action  is  anxiously  pressed 
upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  from  the  fact  that  while  the  present  inter- 
regnum prevails  no  initiation  can  take  place,  and  members  of  the  Order  can  feel 
no  confidence  in  a partial  working. 

Moved  by  Bro.  P.  G.  Master  McLaren,  seconded  by  P.  G.  Ewing,  and  resolv- 
ed, that  G.  D.  D.  Reynolds,  as  chairman  of  this  meeting,  do  sign  the  minutes  of 
the  same  and  transmit  them  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  G L U.  S.  ; 
and  also  conduct  on  our  behalf  all  further  correspondence  that  maybe  necessary 
in  the  premise's. 

The  Canadian  brethren  thus  threw  themselves  into  the  arms  of  the 
parent  G.  L.  U.  S.  for  the  encouragement  and  support  they  needed. 
They  only  asked,  however,  for  protection  until  the  proper  time  came 
for  a restoration  of  the  charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North 
America.  The  idea  qf  surrendering  them  position  as  an  Independent 
Sovereign  Jurisdiction  does  not  appear  to  have  presented  itself  to  their 
minds.  Dr.  Reynolds,  as  chairman,  was  instructed  to  forward  the 
minutes  of  this  convention  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S. — a duty  promptly  at- 
tended to.  He  was  also  able  to  send  with  them,  among  other  papers 
bearing  on  the  state  of  the  Order,  a resolution  passed,  by  Union,  No.  16, 
expressing  approval  of  the  action  taken  at  Brockville.  The  only  other 
lodge  to  express  an  opinion  was  Victoria,  No.  6.  At  a meeting  held  on 
the  15tli  July,  instead  of  joining  with  the  other  brethren  it  decided  that 
before  communicating  with  the  G.  L.  U.  S.it  would  be  advisable  to  hold 
another  convention  at  Kingston.  But  Bro.  Reynolds  did  not  feel  dis- 
posed to  wait  for  any  more  conventions.  All  the  active  lodges  in  the 
Provinces  had  taken  prompt  measures,  and  nothing  could  be  gained  by 
holding  another  meeting  to  accommodate  a lodge  so  nearly  dead  that  it 
could  only  get  a quorum  about  once  a quarter.  Nothing  more  was 
heard  of  Victoria,  No.  6,  after  July  15th. 

While  the  few  zealous  brethren  in  Canada  proper  were  thus  de- 
vising measures  for  the  preservation  of  Odd- Fellowship,  the  Order  in 
Nova  Scotia  was  prospering,  so  far  as  it  was  possible  to  prosper  under 
the  circumstances.  But  the  brethren  were  very  much  annoyed  at  the 
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neglect  and  indifference  shown  at  head  quarters  ; and  appealed  to  the 
G.  L.  U.  S.  for  aid.  The  Provincial  Deputy,  Bro.  E.  G.  Fuller,  wrote 
the  Grand  Sire  under  date  of  July  18th,  as  follows  : 

“ We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  a head.  Delays,  indifference,  and 
a want  of  energy  and  action  in  our  Grand  Lodge  have  nearly  driven  us 
to  desperation.  We  shall  care  little  for  the  dissolution  of  our  own 
Grand  Lodge,  provided  our  wishes  can  be  accomplished  ; in  fact,  I be- 
lieve such  an  event  the  only  thing  that  will  revive  the  Order  in  British 
America.  They  never  should  have  been  separated.  We  have  a new 
Hall  just  completed,  which  we  are  waiting  to  dedicate  in  the  name  of, 
and  by  the  authority  of — somebody." 

Under  the  condition  in  which  they  were  placed,  the  Odd-Fellows 
of  Halifax  sought  the  same  remedy  as  their  brethren  in  Canada  ; and 
a communication  was  addressed  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  by  a Committee  of 
Acadia  Lodge,  consisting  of  D.  G.  S.  Fuller,  P.  G.,C.H.  Hamilton, and 
N,  G.,  Peter  Roof,  asking  that  body  to  extend  its  jurisdiction  over  the 
Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Newfoundland  and  Prince 
Edward  Island. 

When  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  met  in  Philadelphia  on  the  5th  of  Septem- 
ber, one  of  the  most  important  subjects  it  had  to  consider  was  the  state 
of  the  Order  in  the  British  Provinces.  Once  so  flourishing,  it  had  now 
dwindled  down  to  these  feeble  dimensions  : 

Mamberton  Encampment,  No.  9,  Halifax. 

Albion  Lodge,  No.  4,  Quebec,  70  members. 

Brock,  No.  9,  Brockville,  40  members. 

Union,  No.  16,  St.  Catharines,  143  members. 

Industry,  No.  25,  Haldimand,  25  members. 

Acadia,  No.  26,  Halifax,  100  members.. 

Victoria,  No.  27,  Caledonia,  20  members. 

In  all,  one  encampment  and  six  lodges,  with  a membership  of  about 
400.';:  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely,  in  his  report,  briefly  referred  to 

British  North  America,  leaving  the  subject  to  be  discussed  more  fully 
by  Grand  Sire  Moore.  The  report  of  that  officer  took  up  the  matter  at 
considerable  length.  Speaking  for  Odd-Fellowship  in  Canada, as  repre- 
sented both  in  the  Manchester  and  American  Order,  he  said  : f 

“ The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  established  at  the 
Session  of  1846,  continued  in  being  until  sometime  last  spring,  when  it 
appears  to  have  suddenly  suspended  its  functions,  without,  so  far  as  we

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are  advised,  having  any  reasonable  excuse  for  so  inconsiderate  a pro- 
cedure. About  the  same  time,  several  Subordinate  Lodges  located  at 
Montreal,  which  was  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  followed 
its  baneful  example  by  disbanding  themselves.  Their  illegal  and  in- 
judicious acts,  however,  did  not  affect  the  Order  in  other  localities  not 
immediately  surrounded  by  the  influence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  a 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  Odd-Fellowship  deserving  the  highest  com- 
mendation. These  Lodges  forthwith  met  in  convention,  and  resolved 
to  return  to  the  guardianship  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
Their  application  to  be  admitted  was  received  the  23  of  June,  accom- 
panied by  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  by  which  your  Executive 
was  first  apprised  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  British  America. 
Of  the  entire  accuracy  of  the  statements  contained  in  these  communi- 
cations, there  existed  no  doubt.  They  were  confirmed  in  the  course  of 
a few  days  by  similar  intelligence  received  from  other  quarters.  Your 
Executive,  however  considering  the  friendly  relations  that  subsisted 
between  the  two  jurisdictions,  and  in  view  of  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Officers  of  British  America,  still  hoped  to  receive  from  them  an  official 
communication,  surrendering  the  authority  which  had  been  conferred 
by  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  It  was  therefore  determined  that  we  would  not 
render  ourselves  liable  to  the  imputation  of  having  improperly  invaded 
that  jurisdiction  ; and  a letter  was  addressed  to  the  Subordinate 
Lodges,  advising  them  not  to  dissolve  then'  organization,  and  promising 
them  Charters,  as  soon  as  they  could  with  propriety  be  granted.  At 
the  same  time  a letter  was  addressed  to  the  Grand  Sire  of  British 
America,  informing  him  of  the  nature  of  our  advices  from  his  jurisdic 
tion,  and  soliciting  a communication  from  him,  that  we  might  be  re- 
lieved from  embarrassment  in  acting  upon  tbs  petition  of  his  subordi- 
nates, To  this  letter  no  reply  has?  been  received.  The  Grand  Sire 
awaited  an  answer  for  the  space  of  a month,  and  again  addressed  the 
Subordinate  Lodges,  instructing  them  that  the  incapacity  of  a Grand 
Lodge,  the  nonusance  of  its  powers,  or  its  voluntary  dissolution  did  not 
dissolve  its  subordinates  ; and  that  on  the  occurence  of  either  of  these 
events,  the  subordinates  reverted  to  the  original  jurisdiction  of  the  G. 
L.  U.  S.  They  were  consequently  authorized  to  continue  their  work, 
and  make  returns  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  All  the  correspondence  on  the 
subject  is  herewith  submitted,  clearly  disclosing  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  British  North  America  has  abandoned  the  duties  confided  to  it,  and 
that  on  account  of  its  singular  deficiency  m energy,  its  dissolution  is 
hailed  by  its  membership,  as  an  auspicious  event,  rather  than  a misfor- 
tune. A special  mission  to  that  jurisdiction  may  be  necessary  to  reor- 
ganize and  instruct  the  existing  Lodges.  At  all  events  no  time  should 
be  lost  in  placing  them  in  the  same  condition  as  Lodges  in  the  United 
State,  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  erect  Provincial  Grand  Lodges 
wherever  their  interests  shall  seem  to  demand  them.’ 

The  Grand  Sire  further  proceeded  to  give  an  unfavorable  opinion 
as  to  the  policy  of  establishing  “independent  sovereignties,’  and  held 
up  the  failure  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B.  N.  A.  as  a warning  against 
future  experiments  of  that  nature.  But  in  attributing  the  disasters  of 
Canadian  Odd-Fellowship  to  its  independent  sovereignty  he  evidently 
overlooked  other  and  more  potent  causes  at  work  in  the  Provinces, 
though  his  conclusions  might  be  excusable  from  his  imperfect  acquain- 
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tance  with  the  state  of  the  Order  in  the  North  Country.  The  brethren 
of  Canada,  outside  of  Montreal,  who  had  good  opportunities  for  judging 
did  not  consider  the  experiment  of  “independent  sovereignties”  a 
failure  if  we  are  to  judge  from  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  Brockville 
Convention  ; and  the  subsequent  history  of  the  Order  shows  that  the 
Supreme  Lodge  has  not  adopted  the  views  of  Grand  Sire  Moore. 

The  condition  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  British  America  was  referred 
to  a Special  Committee  consisting  of  Reps.  D.  P.  Barnard,  of  Northern 
New  York,  T.  G.  Senter,  of  New  Hampshire,  and  J.  R.  Mullen,  of 
Massachusetts,  who  made  an  extended  report  on  the  subject.  Giving 
an  epitomized  history  of  the  progress  of  the  Order  in  Canada,  and  as 
correct  an  exhibit  of  its  present  condition  as  could  be  prepared  from 
the  materials  at  their  command  they  closed  their  report  with  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  :* *  :|: 

We  have  thus,  at  great  length,  given  in  the  language  of  our  British  North 
American  brethren,  a statement  of  their  condition.  It  makes  an  apparent  case 
of  non-user,  or  abandonment  of  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B N.  A.,  if  not  of  its  actual  dissolution.  But, 
as  yet,  full  opportunity  has  not  been  given  to  the  proper  authorities  of  that 
Grand  Lodge  to  show  cause  why  its  Charter  should  not  be  reclaimed,  and  its 
authority  revoked.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  in  person, 
or  by  special  deputy,  should  be  authorized  to  proceed  to  the  city  of  Montreal, and 
seek  an  interview  with  the  officers  and  members  there,  and  in  a fraternal  man- 
ner request  them  to  resume  the  actual  functions  of  a Grand  Lodge,  according  to 
their  charter,  or  formally  to  surrender  their  powers  and  authority  to  this  Grand 
Lodge.  That  in  case  of  their  neglect  or  refusal  to  do  either,  the  Grand  Sire  or 
his  Deputy,  may  by  proclamation  reclaim  the  Charter  granted  to  that  Grand 
Lodge,  and  formally  annul  and  revoke  all  its  powers  and  authority,  and  direct 
all  Subordinate  Lodges  working  under  charter  from  that  Grand  Lodge  to  surrender 
the  same,  and  receive  warrants  from  this  Grand  Lodge  without  charge  ; and  that 
the  full  power  and  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  extended  over  British  North 
America,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  Grand  Charter  had  ever  been  issued  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  thereof  ; and  that  the  District  or  Territory  in  British  is  orth  Amer- 
ica, necessary  for  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Grand  Lodge  hereafter  to  be  chartered, 
shall  be  composed  of  any  Province  which  is  under  the  government  of  a separate 
Governor  and  Provincial  Assembly  f ; and  that  in  case  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire 
shall  not  be  able  to  attend  to  the  foregoing  duties  in  person,  he  may  commission 
some  suitable  person,  giving  him  the  whole  of  the  foregoing  powers,  or  such 
portion  thereof,  reserving  the  remainder  to  himself  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper 

The  Report  of  this  Committee  having  been  adopted,  the  New 
Grand  Sire,  Wilmot  J.  De  Saussure,  endeavored  to  give  it  effect  as 
speedily  as  possible.  After  communicating  with  the  brethren  in  the 
North,  to  prepare  them  for  his  visit,  he  reached  Montreal  on  the  14th 
October,  and  had  an  interview  with  the  last  officers  of  G.  L.  of  B.  N. 
A.  He  urged  them  to  resume  their  labors  ; but  finding  that  impos-

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sible,  lie  received  from  them  a formal  surrender  of  their  Charter,  aud 
in  behalf  of  G.  L.  U.  S.,  resumed  jurisdiction  over  the  British  Provinces 
in  the  following  proclamation  : 


To  all  whom  it  may  Concern  : 

I,  Wilmot  G-.  De  Saussure,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent. 
Order  of  Odd-Fellows,  in  and  for  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Order  thereunto  belonging,  send  greeting. 

Know  Ye  : — That  whereas  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd-Fellows,  did  at  its  annual  Communica- 
tion, held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- six,  erect  into  a distinct  sovereignty  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  North  America,  the  same  having  before  that  time  been  subor- 
dinate to  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; and  whereas,  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  having  now  ceased  to  exercise  all  the 
functions  of  a Grand  Lodge,  whereby  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  subordinate 
thereto,  are  without  an  acknowledged  head  ; and,  whereas,  the  said  Lodges  and 
Encampments  located  within  the  territorial  limits  of  British  North  America, 
have  made  application  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  resume  its 
original  jurisdiction  ; and,  whereas,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
having  called  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  to  resume  its 
functions  and  exercise  its  authority  over  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  subordi- 
nate thereto,  or  to  surrender  its  authority  to  the  source  from  which  the  same 
emanated  ; and,  whereas,  such  call  has  been  met  by  a surrender  of  the  powers 
and  authorities  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America— a declaration 
that  the  same  has  ceased  to  exist  : 

Now,  therefore  know  Ye,  that  I,  Wilmot  J.  De  Saussure,  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Sire  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd-Fellows,  under  a special  authority  in  me  vested  by  the 
said  Grand  Lodge,  for  that  purpose,  do  hereby  make  proclamation  that  the 
Charter  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  and  declaring  the 
same  an  Independent  Sovereignty,  is  this  day  reclaimed,  and  all  powers  and 
authorities  vested  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  are  from  this 
day  annulled  and  revoked  ; and  a final  termination  now  put  to  the  separate 
existence  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America.  And  I do  further 
make  proclamation  that  all  Lodges  and  Encampments  heretofore  subordinate  to 
the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  are  hereby,  and  from  this  day 
declared  no  longer  subordinate  to  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  Amer- 
ica, hut  revert  to,  and  are  henceforward  under  the  immediate  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd- 
Fellows  ; and  that  to  the  same  alone  shall  the  said  Lodges  and  Encampments, 
make  their  Returns,  ask  instruction  of,  receive  the  work  from,  or  in  any  other 
manner  and  way  be  governed  by,  in  all  things  relating  to  Odd-Fellowship  ; and 
that  the  said  Lodges  and  Encampments  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd-Fellows. 
And  I do  further  make  proclamation  that  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  British  North  America,  which  may  have  received 
Charters  from  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  are  invested  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  continue  their  work  in  as  full  and  ample  a manner  as 
though  the  said  Charters  had  been  originally  derived  from,  and  granted  by  this

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In  view  of  the  large  extent  of  territory  embraced  in  the  British 
Dominions,  the  Grand  Sire  thought  it  advisable  to  establish  three 
districts  : viz  ; the  Lower  Provinces  under  D.  D.  G.  S.  Fuller  ; Canada 
East  under  D.  D.  G.  S.  McLaren  ; and  Canada  West  under  D.  D.  G.  S. 
Reynolds.  He  did  not  deem  it  a fitting  occasion  to  visit  the  different 
subordinate  lodges  ; but  he  gave  thorough  instructions  and  sound  ad- 
vice to  the  brethren  in  whose  charge  he  had  placed  the  interests  of  the 
Order. 

What  might  have  been  the  success  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  Canada 
under  this  arrangement  had  it  remained  undisturbed  it  is  difficult  to 
say.  But  about  this  time  a new  element  was  introduced  into  the 
Order,  and  a new  revival  of  its  interests  took  place,  altogether  inde- 
pendent of  its  past  transactions  or  its  present  position.  The  history 
of  Canadian  Odd-Fellowship  at  the  close  of  1853  and  the  beginning  of 
1854  centres  round  the  extreme  West. 

At  this  date  there  were  no  lodges  of  our  Order  in  the  western  part 
of  the  Province  ; but  the  Manchester  Unity  was  comparatively  strong. 
The  manner  in  whitli  the  business  of  the  society  was  conducted,  how- 
ever, gave  rise  to  considerable  dissatisfaction.  There  was  an  extrava- 
gant expenditure  of  funds,  and  no  trustworthy  audit  of  financial  affairs 
could  be  obtained.  The  dissatisfaction  appeared  to  culminate  at  a 
meeting  of  the  society  held  in  Chatham  in  1858.  It  was  in  the  days 
before  railroads,  at  a time  when  it  was  not  unusual  for  travellers  to  get 
out  of  their  coaches,  walk  a few  miles,  and  then  sit  down  to  rest  until 
their  slow-moving  conveyance  caught  up.  Returning  home  from  the 
Chatham  meeting,  disheartened  with  the  prospects  of  the  society,  two 
Representatives  of  the  London  lodges — Wm.  Bissell  and  Wm.  Smith — 
sat  down  on  a wayside  bank  to  discuss  the  situation.  They  loved  Odd- 
Fellowship,  hut  within  their  own  ranks  they  did  not  find  its  principles 
practised  ; and  their  thoughts  naturally  turned  to  the  American  Order, 
of  which  they  had  all  heard.  Probably  Bro.  Bissell's  personal  acquain- 
tance with  Dr.  Reynolds  may  have  had  something  to  do  in  pointing  the 
brethren  in  this  direction.  The  result  of  their  deliberations,  however, 
was  to  open  up  communications  with  the  authorities  of  our  Institution; 
and  finally  a number  of  the  lodges  of  the  M.  U.  decided  to  go  over  to 
the  American  Order. 

But  the  Western  applicants  for  admission  into  the  Order  did  not 
have  the  path  smoothed  over  for  them,  as  it  had  been  for  the  Lodges 
instituted  eight  years  before.  In  the  case  of  the  earlier  Lodges,  the 
Grand  Lodge  sent  out  its  officials,  and  conferred  the  degrees  on  the 
applicants  at  their  own  homes.  Those  who  wanted  to  be  Odd-Fellows 
were  put  to  no  trouble  nor  expense  ; all  red  tape  knots  were  untied  for 
their  accommodation,  laws  and  rules  were  but  slightly  regarded, 
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Everything  possible  was  done  to  give  them  an  easv  entrance.  But  the 
Western  applicants  had  a different  experience.  Everything  was  done 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  letter  of  the  law.  The  authorities  were 
pleased  to  receive  them,  bub  relaxed  no  rules  on  their  behalf.  They 
had  to  go  and  get  their  degrees  from  the  nearest  Lodge,  make  their, 
application  in  regular  form,  and  be  instituted  in  accordance  with  the 
general  laws.  From  London  the  applicants  took  a stage-coach  ride  of 
one  hundred  miles,  in  the  early  winter,  to  St.  Catharines,  to  become 
qualified  as  applicants  for  a dispensation  ; from  Chatham  and  Am- 
herstburg,  they  went  to  Detroit  ; later,  from  Brantford  a deputation 
went'  to  Buffalo  for  the  same  purpose.  And  an  increase  during  the  next 
year  of  seven  new  Lodges  in  the  West,  as  a result  of  this  movement, 
shewed  that  an  adherence  to  law  and  order  is  not  by  any  means  an 
obstacle  to  a Society.  The  new  Odd-Fellows  had  to  work  hard 
and  pay  dear  for  their  privileges,  and  they  appreciated  them 
none  the  less  on  that  account. 

Bro.  Wm.  Bissell,  who  has  been  referred  to,  may  justly  be  deemed 
the  founder  of  American  Odd-Fellowship  in  the  western  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Canada  West.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  turn  the  attention  of 
the  dissatisfied  members  of  the  Manchester  Unity  towards  the  kindred 
Order  ; his  personal  acquaintance  with  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Reynolds 
enabled  him  to  place  them  in  speedy  communication  with  the  proper 
authorities  ; while  his  energy  and  zeal  were  of  incalculable  value,  not 
only  in  pushing  on  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  introducing  the 
new  order  of  things,  bub  in  carrying  on  the  work  subsequently. 

Bro.  Bissell  was  born  in  the  township  of  Augusta,  near  Brockville, 
November  2nd,  1807.  In  1838  he  removed  to  London,  where  he  was 
for  a long  time  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  furniture  and  building 
material.  Subsequently  he  was  in  the  seed  trade.  When  the  new 
lodge  was  organized  in  London,  in  1854,  he  was  chosen  first  treasurer. 
In  January,  1856,  he  was  elected  N.  G.,  and  the  same  year  went  as 
representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  attending  the  annual  session  in 
August,  and  there  receiving  the  appointment  of  D.  D G,  M.  for  the 
county  of  Middlesex.  Thinking  London  large  enough  to  sup- 
port two  lodges,  he  exerted  himself  to  secure  the  organiza- 
tional a second  Lodge,  and  was  soon  successful.  In  his  capa- 
city as  D.  D.  G.  M.  he  was  enabled  on  the  9th  of  February,  1857,  to  in- 
stitute Forest  City  Lodge,  No.  38;  and  soon  after  its  organization,  he 
withdrew  from  the  parent  Lodge  to  give  the  younger  the  benefit  of  his 
services — no  small  assistance  to  it,  in  its  early  days.  During  the  next 
few  years,  Bro.  Bissell  was  repeatedly  sent  as  a Representative  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  at  the  session  of  1861,  in  St:  Thomas,  his  associates 
showed  their  appreciation  of  his  services  and  their  confidence  in  his 
skill  by  electing  him  to  the  responsible  position  of  Grand  Master— an 
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office  which  he  tilled  with  credit  to  himself  and  with  profit  to  the 
Fraternity. 

Bro.  Bissell’s  labors  in  connection  with  Odd-Fellowship  were  con- 
stant and  tireless.  Honest  and  upHght, r warm -hearted  and  benevolent, 
he  found  himself  in  full  natural  accord  with  the  great  fraternal  and 
moral  principles  of  our  Order.  As  long  as  he  was  able,  he  was  a con- 
stant attendant  at  the  meetings  of  his  Lodge  and  Encampment,  as  well 
as  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; but  with  advancing  years  physical  infirmities 
grew  upon  him,  and  confined  him  to  his  home.  His  latter  days,  how- 
ever, were  cheered  by  the  prosperous  advance  of  the  Order  he  loved  so 
well.  The  one  lodge  he  helped  to  open  in  1854  became  the  mother  of 
probably  not  less  than  fifty  ; and  in  his  own  city  the  five  brethren  who 
applied  for  the  Charter  of  the  first  Lodge  had  multiplied  till  their  num- 
ber reached  nearly  a thousand.  Surrounded  by  many  friends  and 
brethren,  his  last  hours  were  spent  as  happy  and  as  peaceful  as  his  phy- 
sical sufferings  would  permit ; and  on  the  4th  of  November,  1878,  he 
passed  away  to  his  final  rest. 

THE  TWELFTH  YEAR— 1854.  . 


The  immediate  result  of  the  movement  referred  to  in  the  close  of 
last  year’s  record  was  the  application  for  dispensations  from  Chatham, 
Amherstburg  and  London.  The  petitions  were  granted  during  the  last 
week  in  December  : the  first  in  numerical  order  being  Bose,  No.  28,  at 
Amherstburg. 

The  dispensation  for  No.  28  had  been  entrusted  to  Dr.  Isaac 
Smith,  P.  G.,  of  Detroit,  who,  in  company  with  Grand  Secretary  Lane, 
of  Michigan,  and  other  brethren,  performed  the  duty  assigned  him  by 
instituting  the  lodge  on  the  23rd  January,  1854.  The  elective  officers 
were  : Henry  Mears,  N.  G.  ; Joseph  Hackett,  Y.  G.  ; Wm.  Sinclair,  P. 
S.  ; Alex.  Hackett,  R.  S. ; and  Wm.  E.  Archer,  Treasurer. 

Bro.  Smith  had  also  received  the  dispensation  for  Chatham.  No. 
29,  and  proceeded  to  institute  that  lodge  on  the  25tli  January.  The 
charter  members  were  : John  T.  Deimage,  N.  G. ; Miles  Miller,  Y.  G. ; 
Seymour  Stephenson,  R.  S. ; James  Higgins,  P.  S. ; Geo.  Turnbull, 
Treas.,  and  John  L.  Davis,  W.,  who,  with  the  charter  members  of  No. 
28,  had  been  initiated  in  Olive  Branch,  No.  38,  Detroit. 

The  petition  from  London  bore  the  signatures  of  Wm.  Bissell, 
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Wm.  Smith,  Henry  C.  Hughes,  Geo.  W.  Ashton  and  James  Westland. 
The  institution  of  the  new  Lodge,  by  name  Eureka  No.  30,  was  con- 
ducted on  the  31st  January,  by  P.  G.  Conner,  St.  Catharines,  assisted 
by  P.  G.’s  Rev.  J.  E.  Ryerson,  J.  R.  Cook,  J.  W.  Armstrong  and  A.  V. 
Lambert,  of  the  same  place.  The  elected  Officers  were  : Wm.  Smith, 
N.  G.,  Geo.  W.  Ashton,  Y.  G.,  H.  C.  Hughes,  Sec.,  Jas.  Westland,  P.  S., 
and  Wm.  Bissell,  Treas.  With  these  brethren,  and  with  the  1(3  members 
received  by  initiation  the  first  night,  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30,  started 
out  on  a career  which  has  been  a continuous  success. 

Among  the  first  to  petition  for  a dispensation  had  been  the  mem- 
bers of  Loyal  Morpeth  Lodge  of  the  M.  U.  But  as  it  was  necessary  for 
the  applicants  first  to  become  initiated,  and  regularly  qualified,  nothing 
could  be  done  for  a time.  The  necessary  arrangements,  however, 
were  made  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  when  Dr.  Smith  visited  Chatham 
to  institute  No.  29,  he  was  enabled  also  to  open  Morpeth  Lodge  No.  31, 
The  application  was  by  Hiram  Bell,  John  Addeman,  Jas.  Cady,  Robt. 
Buller,  Henry  Buller,  Wm.  Cowan,  W.  R.  Fellows.  The  institution 
tcok  place  in  Chatham  on  the 24th  January,  by  permission  of  D.  D.  G. 
S.  Reynolds.  Jno.  Addeman  was  chosen  N.  G.,  Jas.  Cady,  V.  G.. 
Hiram  Bell,  Sec.,  W.  R.  Fellows,  Treas. | 

Soon  after,  an  application  was  received  from  St..  Thomas,  from 
Bros.  Geo.  W.  Morgan,  W.  H.  Cameron,  Geo.  T.  Claris,  A.  J.  Allworth, 
Wm.  Ross  and  D.  Drake.  These  brethren  had  all  been  initiated  for  the 
purpose  in  Eureka  Lodge,  excepting  Bro.  Morgan,  who  had  formerly 
been  a member  of  Tecumseh,  No.  15,  of  Toronto.  P.  G.  Conner,  of  No. 
13,  who  had  instituted  the  Lodge  m London,  was  also  assigned  to  duty 
in  St.  Thomas,  and  on  the  5th  May  opened  Elgin  Lodge,  No.  32.  The 
elective  officers  were  : Geo.  W.  Morgan,  N.  G.;  G.  T.  Claris,  V.  G.;  A. 
J.  Allworth.  Sec. ; D.  Drake,  P.  S.  ; Wm.  H.  Cameron,  Treas. 

Elgin  Lodge  had  not  been  long  established  before  a movement  was 
made  to  extend  the  Order  into  Port  Burwell;  and  in  June  the  following 
gentlemen  came  to  St.  Thomas  to  be  qualified  as  petitioners,  viz.  : W. 
A.  Glover,  Alex.  McBride,  David  Merrill,  John  S.  Tracy,  Paul  Marlatt. 
Though  the  application  was  forwarded  immediately,  and  the  dispensa- 
tion granted,  Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  was  not  opened  until  the  Gtli  Oct. 
following. 

In  Canada  East,  Bro.  McLaren  had  been  unable  to  make  any  pro. 
gross.  He  had  only  one  Lodge  under  his  jurisdiction,  Albion  No.  4 ; 
and  though  there  had  been  some  few  additions  to  the  membership, 
there  was  an  under  current  of  dissatisfaction  steadily  moving,  and  a

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growing  desire  ou  the  part  of  many  members  to  wind  up  their  affairs 
and  disband. 

The  Maritime  Provinces  shewed  a better  record  ; the  Halifax 
brethren  were  enthusiastic  and  their  Deputy  zealous,  and  as  a conse- 
quence two  new  lodges  were  organized  in  the  summer  of  1854  in  Nova 
Scotia,  viz.  : Eastern  Star,  No.  84,  at  Pictou,  and  Cobkquid,  No.  35,  at 
Truro.  At  this  date  the  authorities  appeared  still  to  consider  British 
America  as  one  jurisdiction,  and  thus  the  number  of  the  lodges  insti- 
tuted followed  each  other  in  regular  order  according  to  the  date  of  dis- 
pensation, irrespective  of  the  provinces  in  which  they  were  located. 
Some  of  the  old  style  of  irregularity  was  exhibited  in  the  institution  of 
the  Nova  Scotia  lodges,  for  the  District  Deputy  took  it  upon  himself  to 
grant  the  dispensations  and  open  the  lodges.  However,  on  explana- 
tions being  made  and  the  proper  applications  forwarded  to  Baltimore, 
the  offence  was  pardoned. 

When  the  G.  L.TJ.  S.  assembled  in  Baltimore  this  year  the  reports 
from  British  America  indicated  cheering  progress.  The  Grand  Sire  re- 
counted in  full  the  results  of  his  mission,  as  already  given.  After  com- 
plimenting highly  the  District  Deputies  to  whose  charge  he  had  com. 
mitted  the  Order  in  the  North,  he  offered  the  following  suggestions  for 
action  in  the  premises  ::|: 

“ The  confusion  and  disorder  arising  from  the  cessation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America, has  produced  among  the  Lodges 
now  in  existence  much  imperfect  work  ; and  I was  earnestly  requested 
in  October  last,  to  visit  the  Lodges  and  instruct  in  the  work.  I did  not 
think  the  occasion  appropriate,  or  transcending  the  instructions  given 
me  by  this  body,  I should  have  done  so.  But  the  time  has  now  come 
when  a visitor,  specially  deputed  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  should  visit 
each  Lodge  and  Encampment  in  British  North  America.  Apart  from 
the  necessity  of  communicating  instruction  in  the  work,  much  may 
now  be  done  to  increase  the  Order.  The  cheering  effect  from  a visitor 
from  this  body,  will  give  increased  zeal  to  the  bretlireu,  raise  the 
energies  of  such  as  flag,  and  draw,  I doubt  not,  many  to  our  side.  In 
all  of  the  reports  submitted  to  you,  urgent  solicitation  is  made  for  such 
a visitor  ; and  I earnestly  recommend  that  such  a visitor  be  sent 
thither  immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  communication  ; and 
i would  specially  recommend  that  such  visitor  be  invested  with  author- 
ity to  collect  the  books  now  in  the  hands  of  the  past  officers  in  Mont- 
real, and  return  them  to  the  proper  Officer  of  this  Body.” 

The  Grand  Sire’s  course  was  fully  endorsed,  and  he  was  instructed 
to  visit  Canada  again  or  send  a Special  Deputy.  Charters  were  also 
granted  to  all  the  new  Lodges  from  No.  28,  to  No.  35,  inclusive  ; while 
Acadia  No.  20,  received  a new  Charter  as  a substitute  for  the  one  ori" 
ginally  granted  it  by  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.

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At  this  session  a petition  was  presented  from  Geo.  Varey,  Janies 
Woodyatt,  John  Cameron,  A.  B.  Currier  and  Thomas  Broughton,  of 
Brantford,  who  had  qualified  themselves  as  petitioners  hy  a trip  to 
Buffalo.  The  application  was  favorably  considered,  and  a Charter 
issued  for  Gore  Lodge  No.  34,  which  was  instituted  on  the  27th  of 
December. 


THE  THIRTEENTH  YEAR— 1855. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  G.  L.  U.  8.,  Grand  Sire  De- 
Saussure  prepared  for  another  trip  to  British  America,  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  session  1854.  But  the  appearance  of  a fatal  epi- 
demic in  Charleston,  where  he  resided,  rendered  it  advisable  for  him 
to  remain  at  home  and  bear  a share  of  the  burdens  imposed  upon  his 
fellow  citizens.  He  therefore  notified  the  Canadian  Brethren  that  he 
would  be  with  them  in  the  following  Spring.  But  circumstances  again 
interfered  to  prevent  the  accomplishment  of  his  purpose.  In  April, 
1855,  a severe  domestic  affliction  within  the  brief  space  of  a month  car- 
ried away  to  the  grave  three  members  of  his  family  ; and  in  his  be- 
reavement he  naturally  felt  that  the  duty  devolved  upon  him  in  con- 
nection with  the  Order  in  British  America,  could  he  more  agreeably 
performed  by  deputy.  In  his  place,  however,  he  sent  two  brothers 
well  qualified  for  the  work.  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely  went  to  Canada; 
and  Bro.  Wm.  Ellison,  of  Massachusetts,  Grand  Sire  elect,  went  to  the 
Lower  Provinces.  The  proceedings  of  these  two  brothers  can  best  be 
gathered  from  a few  extracts  from  their  own  reports  presented  to  the 
G.  L.  U.  S.  at  its  session  following.  Bro.  Ridgely’s  report  was  an  ex- 
tended document,  entering  largely  into  the  subject.  The  Grand  Sire 
had  originally  delegated  the  entire  work  to  this  eminent 
brother ; but  finding  that  it  would  be  difficult  in  any  reason- 
able time  to  accomplish  the  task,  the  mission  to  Nova  Scotia  was  en- 
trusted to  P.  G.  M.  Ellison.  After  detailing  preliminary  movements 
the  Grand  Secretary  continues.* 

“ The  undersigned  proceeded  on  the  21st  of  June  to  the  Canadas, 
and  having  reached  Montreal,  immediately  set  on  foot  enquiries  con- 
cerning the  existence  of  our  Order  in  that  city.  After  a day  of  fruit- 
less enquiry,  no  trace  whatever  of  Odd-Fellowship  could  be  found.  I 
determined  therefore  to  defer,  until  my  return  from  Quebec,  all  further 
search.  This  course  was  influenced  by  my  inability  to  find  Past  Grand 
Sire  Whitney,  who  was  absent  from  Montreal,  and  the  certainty  that

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ample  information  could  be  obtained  at  Quebec  as  to  the  name  and  lo- 
cality of  many  of  the  former  prominent  Odd-Fellows  of  Montreal.  I 
departed  on  the  following  day  for  Quebec,  which  I had  the  good  for- 
tune to  reach  on  the  24th.  In  this  ancient  and  remarkable  city  I found 
the  warm  heart  and  cordial  grasp  of  the  Odd-Fellow  prompt  to  wel- 
come and  greet  me  upon  my  arrival. 


“ It  was,  however,  in  some  degree  despiriting  to  learn  the  narrative 
of  the  trials  and  difficulties  to  which  the  Order  had  been  subjected,  and 
which  had  driven  the  membership  from  the  lodge-room.  The  Order, 
although  in  feeble  health,  numbered  a band  of  gallant  spirits  who  were 
pledged  to  preserve  it  against  all  odds.  It  had  been  abandoned  by  an 
unnatural  parent,  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.,  at  a moment  when  it  most  re- 
quired its  fostering  care  ; it  had  been  assailed  by  a two-fokl  antagon- 
ism : an  enemy  from  within  its  own  fold,  viz.,  apathy  and  indifference, 
and  an  enemy  from  without,  viz.,  intolerance  and  a bitter  religious 
prosecution  These  had  reduced  the  lodges  in  the  entire  province  to 
but  one,  and  the  membership  of  this  one  to  but  sixty  or  seventy  in 
number.  But  this  indomitable  band,  partaking  of  the  nature  and 
character  of  their  own  impregnable  city,  had  successfully  resisted  the 
combined  enemy,  and  had  preserved  for  Odd-Fellowsliip  a firm  foot- 
hold and  existence,  and  had  solemnly  pledged  themselves  to  its  main- 
tenance. This  lodge — Albion,  No.  1 — continued  to  assemble,  although 
barely  sufficient  members  could  sometimes  be  got  together  to  ’work  the 
lodge.  The  entire  membership  which  survived,  about  sixty,  neverthe- 
less discharged  all  other  duties  as  Odd- Fellows,  with  strict  fidelity; 
every  claim  upon  the  body  for  the  sick  or  distressed,  the  widow  or 
orphan,  and  every  appeal  to  the  charity  of  the  lodge,  were  promptly 
and  effectively  met — the  treasury  being  most  ample  at  all  times,  and 
now  reaching  some  five  hundred  pounds.  This  lodge  commended  itself 
to  me  as  a noble  illustration  of  Odd-Fellowship,  and  inspired  me  with 
the  deepest  interest  in  its  reaction  and  future  prosperity. 

“The  subject  of  the  formation  of  a Grand  Lodge  for  the  District  was 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  lodge,  and  was  most  gladly  responded  to. 
Steps  were  taken  for  the  revival  of  Lodge  No.  2 of  that  city,*  which  the 
undersigned  earnestly  encouraged.  The  Degree  of  Rebekah  was  con- 
ferred, and  gave  great  satisfaction.  The  undersigned  authorized  the 
District  Deputy  to  reorganize  No.  2 without  the  form  of  application  to 
the  Executive  of  the  Order ; the  said  lodge,  although  nominally  de- 
funct, having  never  surrendered  its  charter  or  books,  the  possession  of 
which  was  retained  by  the  last  presiding  officer.  In  this  connection 
also  I recommended  a correspondence  with  the  Brotherhood  in  Mont- 
real with  a review  to  the  revival  of  the  Order,  and  promised  them  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  that 
behalf.  Before  leaving  I took  occasion  again  to  impress  upon  them  the 
great  importance  of  a Grand  Lodge  for  the  District,  to  advise  them  to 
work  earnestly  to  that  end  as  the  means  of  putting  them  in  close  fel- 
lowship with  us,  thus  deriving  from  our  example  and  energy  proper  in- 
structions and  incentives  to  carry  forward  the  true  mission  of  the  Order 


^Mercantile,  No.  21,  which  proposed  assuming  the  number  “ 2 ” on  the  roll, 
Albion  was  No.  1. 
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in  Canada  East.  I left  them  a gratified  and  delighted  Brotherhood, 
thoroughly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  a connection  with  the 
G.  L.  U.  S.  was  best  suited  to  their  condition,  and  ambitious  for  a rep- 
resentation in  that  body  at  an  early  moment. 

* * ^ * 

“The  city  of  Montreal  was  reached  on  the  28tli  of  June  ; and  my 
inquiries  were  at  once  resumed  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  that 
city,  and  the  practicability  of  its  revival.  I had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing at  an  early  moment,  with  Bro.  Whitney,  a Past  Grand  Sire  of  the 
G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.,  and  a Past  Grand  Representative  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S. 
This  distinguished  brother  was  highly  gratified  to  meet  me,  and  upon 
hearing  the  recital  of  my  visit  to  Quebec  and  my  present  purpose  at 
Montreal  was  at  once  re-inspired  with  his  former  enthusiasm  in  Odd- 
Fellowship.  and  without  a moment’s  delay  entered  with  me  most  cor- 
dially into  the  business  in  hand.  He  accompanied  me  to  the  residences 
and  places  of  business  of  several  of  the  most  prominent  members  of 
the  defunct  lodges  of  that  city, each  of  whom  he  most  earnestly  invoked 
to  return  to  the  fold  of  the  Order.  Every  brother  thus  addressed 
without  exception,  responded  favorably  to  his  appeal ; and  an  informal 
meeting  was  arranged  for  immediate  action.  I had  the  pleasure  to  re- 
ceive an  application  for  a new  lodge,  to  be  called  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  8, 
and  to  grant  a temporary  warrant  for  the  establishment  of  the  lodge, 
subject  to  your  approbation.  The  dispensation  to  institute  the  Lodge 
was  committed  to  P.  G.  S.  Whitney,  in  whose  charge  it  is  hardly  ne- 
cessary for  me  to  say  it  was  safely  reposed.  I remark,  in  this  con- 
nection, that  the  establishment  of  a new  lodge,  instead  of  reviving  one 
of  the  old  lodges,  was  suggested  in  consequence  of  the  possible  conflict 
as  to  which  name  or  number  should  he  selected;  and  the  adoption  of 
the  name  was  influenced  by  the  same  spirit  to  embrace  in  the  new 
lodge  all  the  surviving  membership  of  the  old.  I regret  to  say  that  at 
the  present  the  prospects  of  the  new  lodge  are  not  flattering;  but  it  is 
believed  that  the  revival  of  the  Order  in  Quebec,  its  great  success  in 
Canada  West,  and  the  daily  increasing  business  and  social  intercourse 
between  Montreal  and  the  United  States  will  combine  to  revive  the 
energies  of  the  Brotherhood,  and  to  lead  it  on  to  prosperity. 

“I  left  the  city  of  Montreal  on  the  29tli  June, for  Canada  West, and 
reached  Brockville,  upon  lake  Ontario,  the  residence  of  D.  D.  Grand 
Sire  Thomas  Reynolds.  This  distinguished  brother  * * * * 

apprised  in  season  of  my  approach,  had  telegraphed  several  of  the 
lodges  in  his  immediate  vicinity,  requesting  them  to  appear  by  repre- 
sentatives at  Brockville,  on  a day  fixed,  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  subject  of  the  formation  of  a Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  West.  This 
request  was  not  generally  responded  to,  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty 
of  assembling  special  sessions  of  the  lodges  ; it  was  therefore  suggested 
that  each  lodge  should  act  upon  the  subject  independently ; and  trans- 
mit the  result  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  Secretary.  This 
course  was  pursued,  and,  as  will  he  seen  in  the  sequel,  resulted  success- 
fully. On  the  evening  of  the  day  of  my  arrival  a special  meeting  of 
Brock  Lodge  was  called,  which  was  numerously  attended.  * The 
evening  was  devoted  to  thorough  instruction  in  the  work,  and  at  a late 
hour  the  lodge,  highly  delighted  and  improved,  closed  its  session,  hav- 
ing by  a unanimous  v«te  approved  the  formation  of  a Grand  Lodge.  On 
the  following  day,  I conferred  upon  D.  D.  G.  S.  Reynolds  the  Grand 
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Lodge  Degree  and  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  and  imparted  such  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  form  of  organizing  and  working  a Grand  Lodge  as  was 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  acquit  himself  of  this  service. 

The  Grand  Secretary  proceeds  to  give  the  details  of  his  visit  to 
St.  Catharines  and  London  ; of  his  pleasant  intercourse  with  the  West- 
ern Brethren,  aud  their  hearty  approval  of  a proposal  to  form  a Grand 
Lodge  for  the  Province.  Enough  has  been  given, however,  of  his  report 
to  show  his  exertions  in  the  direction  of  the  reorganization  of  the  juris- 
diction. In  regard  to  Canada  West,  he  expressed  himself  confidently 
as  to  its  future  ; believing  that  in  a short  time  it  would  have  for  its 
head  -‘one  of  the  strongest  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Confederacy”— an  ex- 
pectation which  he  has  lived  to  see  fully  realized. 

Turning  eastward  now  to  tke  Maritime  Provinces,  a portion  of  the 
report  of  P.  G.  Master  Ellison’s  visit  may  be  appropriately  given.* 
Calling  to  his  aid  Bro.  Alfred  Mudge,  Grand  Secretary  of  Massachus- 
etts, whose  previous  acquaintance  with  the  Nova  Scotia  Odd-Fellows 
rendered  him  an  especially  suitable  companion.  Bro.  Ellison  started 
on  his  mission  in  the  month  of  July. 

“ Upon  our  arrival  at  Halifax  we  were  immediately  waited  upon  by 
D.  D.  G.  S.  Fuller,  who  informed  us  that  a complimentary  banquet  had 
been  prepared  for  our  reception  ; and  on  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  July 
30th,  we  took  a train  of  cars  and  soon  found  ourselves  under  a spacious 
pavillion  some  four  miles  from  the  city.  The  company  assembled  was 
not  confined  to  members  of  the  Fraternity,  but  numbered  some  of  the 
most  distinguished  citizens  of  Halifax.  A most  friendly  and  fraternal 
interchange  of  international  courtesies  took  place,  which  cannot  but 
have  a healthy  influence  upon  the  Order.  A special  meeting  of  Acadia 
Lodge  was  called  at  3 o’clock  p.  m.  on  the  following  day,  and  I found 
the  attendance  quite  large.  I took  occasion  to  make  some  remarks  to 
the  brethren  upon  the  object  of  the  visit,  and  endeavored  to  express  the 
warm  interest  felt  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  for  the 
members  of  the  Order  in  British  North  America. 

I instructed  them  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  advised  with  them 
upon  the  propriety  of  establishing  a Grand  Lodge  in  their  District. 
This  was  very  favorably  received  by  them,  and  they  appointed  dele- 
gates to  meet  the  other  lodges  in  convention  to  discuss  the  subject  of 
the  establishment  of  a Grand  Lodge.  Upon  the  following  Monday  we 
started  for  Pictou  by  stage-coach  ( 110  miles),  stopping  at  Truro,  visit- 
ing and  instructing  Cobequid  Lodge  located  there.  Upon  our  arrival  at 
Pictou  a special  meeting  of  Eastern  Star  Lodge  was  called,  at  which  all 
but  two  members  were  present,  and  those  two  were  detained  by  sick- 
ness at  home.  The  lodge  opened  in  the  usual  form,  and  I was  much 
pleased  with  the  very  correct  manner  in  which  they  worked.  This 
lodge  is  composed  of  men  of  intelligence  and  character,  under  whose 
determined  resolution  the  cause  must  prosper.  I addressed  them 
upon  the  subject  of  the  fraternal  relations  existing  between  the  Odd- 
Fellows  of  British  North  America  and  those  in  the  States,  and  after - 
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wards  instructed  them  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  which  they  received 
with  a great  degree  of  kindness  and  courtesy.  At  their  request  I con- 
ferred the  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Degrees  upon  their  members.  After 
the  adjournment  a few  hours  were  spent  in  social  converse,  and  we 
took  our  departure  for  Halifax,  accompanied  by  representatives  from 
Pictou  and  Truro.  Upon  arriving  at  Halifax  the  delegates  met  in  con-, 
vention  and  voted  a petition  for  a Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  the 
Lower  Provinces,  to  be  located  at  Halifax.  I issued  a dispensation, 
and,  after  conferring  the  Grand  Lodge  Degrees,  proceeded  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Bro.  Mudge  to  institute  a Grand  Lodge.  An  election  of  offi- 
cers followed,  and  afterwards  the  installation." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Lower  Provinces  of  B.  N.  A.,  the  senior  of 
the  present  Canadian  Grand  Lodges,  was  instituted  by  P.  G.  M.  Ellison 
on  the  26th  July,  1855.  The  representatives  present  at  its  opening 
were  :

Bro.  Ellison’s  visit  to  Nova  Scotia,  and  his  establishment  of  a Grand 
Lodge,  was  a task  not  performed  m vain.  From  the  introduction  of  the 
Order  in  1851,  there  had  always  been  some  live  Odd-Fellows  in  the 
Province.  But  the  chief  support  of  the  society  in  its  early  days  was 

E.  G.  Euller,  the  first  N.  G.  of  Acadia  Lodge.  He  was  a native  of 
Massachusetts,  and  had  become  an  Odd-Fellow  in  that  State.  He  not 
only  introduced  the  Order  iuto  Nova  Scotia,  hut  he  was  its  most  active 
member  ; and  was  always  looked  on  as  the  representative  man.  D.  D. 
G.  S.  under  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.,  and  subsequently  under  the  G.  L.  U. 
S.,  he  was  chosen  the  first  Representative  of.  his  jurisdiction  in  the  lat- 
ter body.  This  position  he  held  for  several  terms.  He  was  also  the 
second  Grand  Master  of  his  Province.  He  subsequently  moved  to 
Souris,  P.  E.  I.,  where  he  died  in  October,  1870,  at  the  age  of  58. 
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With  men  like  Bro.  Fuller  at  its  head,  the  Order  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  had  special  advantages.  For  a time,  however,  the  Grand 
Lodge  found  its  course  far  from  easy.  Shortly  after  its  institution 
it  re-numbered  its  Subordinates  (Acadia  No.  1,  Eastern  Star  No.  2 and 
Cobequid  No.  3)  ; and  made  a few  additions  : Hamilton  No.  4,  at  Lun- 
enberg,  in  1856  ; Fuller  No.  5,  at  Stellarton,  in  1858,  and  Norton  No.  6, 
at  New  Glasgow,  in  1859.  Then  for  ten  years  there  ensued  a period 
of  great  depression.  Only  three  Lodges,  Nos.  2,  5 and  6,  were  in  oper- 
tion  the  greater  portion  of  this  time  ; but  they  remained  steadfast  ; 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  had  at  last  the  satisfaction  of  establishing  Odd- 
Fellowship  on  a firm  and  enduring  basis.  In  1878  it  controlled  29 
Lodges  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island, 
with  a membership  of  2500  ; and  its  prospects  were  then  as  bright  as 
those  of  any  sister  jurisdiction  in  the  Dominion. 


In  Canada  East  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely’s  labors  were  fruitless. 
As  will  be  seen  from  his  report,  Albion,  No.  4,  had  assumed  the  first 
place  on  the  roll,  and  called  itself  No.  1.  The  Mercantile,  No.  19,  had 
never  surrendered  its  books  and  charter,  though  it  had  been  practically 
defunct  for  some  time.  The  D.  D.  G.  S.  was  authorized  to  revive  it  as 
N0.  2.  but  it  never  revived.  In  Montreal  P.  G.  Sire  Whitney  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Order  interviewed  bv  Bro.  Ridgely  had  not  been 
“ re-inspired  with  their  former  enthusiasm,”  as  he  had  hoped.  They 
were  only  temporarily  galvanized  into  some  show  of  activity , which  dis- 
appeared with  the  Grand  Secretary’s  departure  from  the  city.  The 
Phoenix,  No.  3,  for  which  a dispensation  was  granted,  proved  to  be  a 
still-born  Phoenix.  The  Order  was  too  far  gone  for  any  remedy  to  be 
effectual.  Albion,  in  Quebec,  continued  its  existence  for  a few  years 
longer,  and  then  dissolved.  D.  D.  G.  S.  McLaren  was  earnest  in  his 
efforts  to  keep  life  in  the  organization,  but  he  was  alone  in  the  work, 
and  his  own  death  a few  years  after  removed  the  last  stay  of  the  Order 
in  his  jurisdiction. 

James  McLaren  had  been  one  of  the  most  efficient  laborers  in  Odd- 
Fellowship  in  the  city  of  Quebec.  When  the  Order  was  fashionable 
there  were  plenty  anxious  to  bear  the  honors  and  to  occupy  prominent 
places  in  its  councils;  but  when  the  excitement  ceased  and  the  novelty 
wore  off.  it  required  men  of  Bro.  McLaren’s  stamp  to  keep  the  banner 
flying.  He  was  chosen  to  fill  a subordinate  office  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec  at  its  organization  in  1847,  and  every  year  found  him  a regu- 
lar attendant.  For  the  last  few  years  of  its  existence  he  was  the  only 
representative  from  Quebec.  Faithful  among  many  faithless,  he  held 
fast  to  the  colors  ; and  when  in  1853  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  resumed  jurisdic- 
tion over  British  America,  his  appointment  as  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for 
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Canada  East  was  not  only  a just  tribute  to  his  worth,  but  was  really 
the  only  hope  for  Odd-Fellowship  in  his  section.  All  his  efforts,  how- 
ever, were  in  vain.  In  1857,  when  Dr.  Reynolds  was  calling  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  West  to  meet  in  London,  Bro.  McLaren  wrote  : 

“ Although  envy  is  a sin,  I feel  almest  inclined  to  commit  it  when 
I see  the  position  you  occupy  in  respect  to  our  beloved  Order.  Your 
circular  calling  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  lias  caused  me  some 
pain,  as  it  arrived  at  a time  when  we  were  about  committing  suicide, 
and  by  the  time  your  meeting  is  held  we  shall  be  no  more.” 

A few  days  after,  he  perished  on  boaid  the  ill-fated  steamer  Mon- 
treal. At  the  same  time  Albion  Lodge  divided  up  its  funds  among  the 
members  and  disbanded.  Bro.  McLaren  was  highly  esteemed  by  those 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact;*  and  in  Quebec  where  he  had  charge 
of  the  jail,  there  were  none  more  respected  than  he.  In  the  words  of 
one  of  the  city  papers  chronicling  his  death  : 

“He  was  a man  who  proved  by  his  example  that  intellect  can 
elevate,  and  Christianity  soften  the  vigor  of  any  office  ; who  brought  to 
the  management  of  a jail  an  amount  of  judgment,  sagacity,  resolute 
intrepidity,  and  the  power  of  methodical  arrangement,  which  might 
have  sufficed  for  the  command  of  a fleet  or  the  generalship  of  an  army.” 

From  the  death  of  Bro.  McLaren  and  the  dissolution  of  Albion 
Lodge,  Odd- Fellowship  had  no  existence  in  the  Province,  until  the  or- 
ganization of  Mount  Royal  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  Montreal,  on  the  13th  Dec., 
1870  ; and  then  a new  ref/ hue  began.  Of  the  old  members  of  the  Order, 
J.  C.  Becket,  the  last  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montreal, 
Wm.  Hilton  and  Dr.  A.  H.  David,  united  themselves  again  with  the 
Fraternity  ; but  with  the  exception  of  Bro.  Becket,  took  no  active  part 
in  its  operations.  Under  new  men,  a newer,  and  it  is  to  be  trusted  a 
more  enduring  order  of  things  was  established.  Lodges  and  membership 
slowly  but  steadily  increased  ; and  in  June  of  1878,  the  Order  in  Canada 
East, (or  Quebec  Province) consisted  of  the  following  lodges : M’t.  Royal, 
No.  1 ; St  Lawrence,  No.  2;  Mizpali  No.  3 ; Duke  of  Edinburgh,  No. 
4 ; Albert,  No.  5 ; all  located  in  Montreal  ; and  Beaver,  No.  6,  Point  St. 
Charles  ; Pioneer,  No.  7,  Richmond;  and  Unity,  No.  8,  Sherbrooke. 

At  the  session  of  the  G.  L U.  S.  this  year,  the  petition  of  the 
Quebec  brethren,  for  a Charter  for  a Grand  Lodge,  was  granted  ; and 
on  the  30th  October,  P.  G.  M.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  of  Ontario,  as  Special 
Deputy,  instituted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  with  the  following 
officers :

In  Canada  West  I).  D.  G.  S.  Reynolds  lost  no  time  in  carrying  out 
the  instructions  left  with  him  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Corresponding 
with  the  lodges  in  the  Province  and  obtaining  their  hearty  concurrence 
in  the  proposed  establishment  of  a Grand  Lodge,  he  summoned  them 
to  meet  in  Brockville  on  the  23rd  of  August,  1855.  On  that  day  the 
following  delegates  appeared :

In  selecting  Dr.  Reynolds  as  the  first  occupant  of  the  Grand  Ma  - 
ter’s  chair  the  delegates  shewed  their  appreciation  of  his  services  to 
the  Order,  as  well  as  of  his  fitness  for  the  position. 

Bro.  Reynolds  was  born  at  Brockville  on  the  17tli  of  October,  1820, 
his  parents  coming  from  the  north  of  Ireland  in  the  previous  year. 
Educated  at  the  District  Grammar  School  in  his  native  town,  at  the 
age  of  sixteen  he  was  sent  to  study  medicine  with  the  late  Dr. 
Stephenson,  of  Montreal.  When  the  rebellion  of  1837-’38  commenced 
he  enlisted  as  a volunteer  and  served  for  some  time  in  Montreal.  Re- 
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turning  to  Upper  Canada  and  being  instrumental  in  raising  a company 
tor  tlie  “Queen’s  Royal  Borderers”  stationed  at  Brockville,  lie  received 
a subaltern’s  commission,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  the  Wind- 
mill fought  near  Prescott  in  November,  1888.  In  this  engagement  he 
won  the  commendation  of  the  British  commander,  Colonel  Young,  and 
was  offered  a commission  in  Her  Majesty's  regular  army.  This  offer 
v s subsequetly  renewed  to  him  when  at  college  in  Edinburgh,  but  lie 
steadily  declined  the  honor,  preferring  to  prosecute  his  medical  studies. 
In  1889  he  went  to  Scotland  and  entered  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
as  a medical  student,  where,  passing  his  examination  with  credit,  he 
received  the  degree  of  M.  B.  He  then  returned  to  Canada  and  entered 
McGill  College,  Montreal,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  in 
1842.  Settling  in  his  native  town  he  acquired  a very  extensive  prac- 
tice and  much  more  than  a local  reputation  as  a skilled  physician  and 
surgeon.  A member  of  the  Medical  Board  for  Upper  Canada  and  one 
of  the  Medical  Examiners  to  the  University  of  Toronto,  he  held  these 
positions  to  the  time  of  his  death  ; a logical,  clear  and  convincing 
writer,  he  was  a contributor  to  the  medical  journals  of  the  day,  fur- 
nished several  papers  for  the  Smithsonian  Institute  at  Philadelphia  and 
the  Canadian  Institute  at  Toronto,  and  was  the  author  of  some  impor- 
tant and  very  much  appreciated  essays  on  literary  and  scientific  sub- 
jects. An  accurate  thinker,  he  carefully  considered  a subject  before 
writing  or  speaking  upon  it  ; yet  if  called  upon  without  preparation  he 
was  blunt,  ready  and  forcible.  Possessed  of  a suave  manner,  he  was 
capable  of  swaying  the  feelings  and  enlisting  the  sympathies  of  his 
audience  ; hence  outside  of  his  profession  he  wielded  a very  important 
influence,  and  was  ever  foremost  in  furthering  the  interests  of  his  fel- 
low-townsmen materially,  socially  and  morally. 

Bro.  Reynolds  was  initiated  into  Brock  Lodge,  March  (j,  1840,  and 
was  chosen  Noble  Grand  in  the  ensuing  October.  An  enthusiastic 
member  of  the  Order,  in  his  private  and  professional  life  he  daily  prac- 
ticed the  cardinal  virtues  of  benevolence  and  charity.  His  face  was 
never  turned  away  from  the  poor  and  helpless,  and  it  was  his  constant 
aim  to  see  that  the  principles  of  the  Order  were  practiced  in  accord- 
ance with  their  design  and  purity.* 

Dr.  Reynolds  filled  the  office  of  Grand  Master  with  unwavering 
zeal  and  faithfulness,  until  the  session  in  Brantford,  in  August,  1858, 
when  the  pressure  of  personal  engagements  compelled  him  to  decline 
re-election, and  he  ga  ve  up  his  place  to  Bro.Cliauncey  Yale,  of  St.  Catha- 
rines. When  the  Grand  Lodge  met  next  year  in  Cobourg,  Bro.  Rey- 
nolds was  seriously  ill.  The  laborious  duties  of  an  extensive  country

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practice  had  gradually  undermined  u constitution  never  robust ; and 
under  a severe  cold,  caught  in  a night  ride  through  a rain  storm,  he  at 
last  broke  down.  In  the  Grand  Lodge  his  brethren  remembered  him 
by  a vote  of  sympathy,  and  a unanimous  expression  of  hope  for  Ins  re- 
covery. Their  sympathy  cheered  him  ; but  their  hope  was  vain.  He 
died  on  the  14th  September,  1859  ; and  when  next  the  brethren  met 
the  grass  was  growing  green  over  the  grave  of  this  true  Odd-Fellow. 

At  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  the  Or- 
der in  the  Province  numbered  twelve  lodges,  with  a membership  of  a 
little  over  five  hundred.  But,  though  few  in  number,  the  material  was 
good.  They  had  much  to  contend  with — indifference  within,  opposition 
without ; and,  not  least  of  all,  a time  of  unparalleled  commercial  de- 
pression. Some  of  the  Lodges  succumbed  to  adverse  circumstances  ; 
but  new  ones  were  formed  to  take  their  places,  Among  the  twelve 
that  were  placed  under  tiie  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
West,  the  Lodges  in  Cobourg,  Grafton,  Caledonia,  Amherstburg,  Mor- 
peth and  St.  Thomas — just  half  the  number — died  after  a struggle  more 
or  less  protracted.  But  the  Grand  Lodge  never  faltered  in  its  work  ; 
and  in  the  year  1878,  with  180  lodges^  whose  membership  reached  12,- 
571,  and  whose  annual  revenue  exceeded  $100,000,  it  stood  among  its 
sister  jurisdictions  not  the  least  wealthy  and  influential.  Twelfth  in  the 
list  in  numerical  strength,  and  ninth  in  the  extent  of  its  income,  the  old 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  under  its  present  honored  name  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  bears  bravely  aloft  the  banner  of  Friendship, 
Love  and  Truth.

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LODGES  INSTITUTED  IN  CANADA.  WEST 

PRIOR  TO  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  GRAND 
LODGE  FOR  THAT  PROVINCE. 


Victoria,  No.  G,  Belleville. 

The  first  Lodge  in  Canada  West,  was  organized  mainly  through 
the  exertions  of  Ed.  Murney,  Esq.,  M.  P.  P.  for  Hastings,  a prominent 
barrister  and  politician  of  Belleville.  The  application  for  the  Charter 
was  signed  by  Donald  Ross,  Ed.  Murney,  J.  A.  Glassford,  Alex  Judd, 
and  A.  H.  Myers.  The  Lodge  was  opened  on  the  17tli  June,  1845,  by 
P.  G.,  D.  Milligan,  of  Montreal,  who  had  been  commissioned  a special 
deputy  for  that  purpose.  The  Officers  installed  for  the  first  term 
were  : Donald  Ross,  N.  G.,  E.  Murney,  V.  G.,  Alex.  Judd,  Sec.,  Francis 
McAnany,  Preas.,  G.  C.  Bogart,  W.,  E.  W.  Holton,  C.,  H.  Corbey,  R. 
S.  N.  G.,  J.  P.  Morden,  L.  S.  N.  G.,  Thorp,  R.  S.  S.,  Yeomans,  L.  S. 
S.,  James  Fitzgibbon,  R.  S.  V.  G.,  J.  H.  Meacham,  L.  S.  V.  G.,  E.  L. 
Herchimer,  I.  G.,  J.  Iv.  Lyons,  O.  G.  The  Lodge  had  a very  prosper- 
ous career  for  some  years,  large  numbers  being  added  to  the  member- 
ship. In  February  of  1847.  a handsome  lodge  room  was  dedicated  to 
the  service  of  the  Order,  in  a building  especially  erected  for  the  purpose. 
As  was  customary  in  those  days,  the  furnishing  of  the  room  was  decid- 
edly luxurious.  As  years  passed  by,  however,  and  the  novelty  of  Odd- 
Fellowship  wore  off,  the  early  enthusiasm  abated,  and  great  indiffer- 
ence was  shown  by  the  members.  The  few  who  attended  with  any 
degree  of  regularity,  lost  heart  to  a great  extent,  and  we  find  in  March 
6th,  1851,  a motion  introduced  to  surrender  the  Charter.  This  was 
lost,  however;  and  an  attempt  made  to  bring  back  some  of  the  careless, 
by  passing  a resolution  allowing  all  the  members  more  than  #5  in 
arrears  to  give  their  notes  for  the  amounts  owed,  payable  with  interest 
out  of  future  claims  for  benefits-  That  did  not  seem  effectual,  how- 
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ever  ; and  the  motion  to  surrender  was  re-introduced  about  nine 
months  after  ; and  a Committee  appointed  to  attend  to  the  matter. 
No  action  seems  to  have  been  taken  ; there  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  life  enough  left  even  to  surrender.  Meetings  were  held  at  inter- 
vals ; sometimes  every  month,  sometimes  not  for  six  months,  till  the 
15th  July,  1853.  After  that  date  Victoria  ceased  to  exist.  The  follow- 
ing is  a list  of  Noble  Grands  of  the  Lodge,  in  the  Order  in  which  they 
filled  the  Chair  : Donald  Ross,  E.  Mumey,  Alex.  Judd,  Nathan  Jones, 
Francis  McAnany,  Smith  Bartlett,  Merrick  Sawyer,  E.  W.  Holton,  G.

Brock,  No.  9,  Brockville.* 

The  fifth  of'  March,  1846,  is  an  important  date  in  the  history  of 
Odd-Fellowship  in  Ontario.  On  that  day  there  was  organized  in  the 
old  town  of  Brockville  Brock  Lodge  No.  9,  and  although  not  the  first 
lodge  of  our  Order  in  the  Province,  it  ranking  as  No.  9, in  what  was  then 
the  united  Provinces  of  Canada,  it  is  nevertheless  the  oldest  living  lodge 
in  the  Dominion  ; all  other  lodges  of  a prior  date  having  at  one  time  or 
another  ceased  to  exist. 

To  give  an  idea  of  how  business  m the  lodge  was  transacted  in 
these  days  we  think  we  cannot  do  better  than  copy  a portion  of  the 
first  minutes  of  the  lodge  taken  from  the  minute  book,  which  is  still  in 
existence.  The  following  extract  will  also  give  the  names  of  the  char- 
ter members : 

‘‘  Brockville,  C.  W.,  5tli  March,  1846. 

“ D.  G.  M.  Tlios.  Hardie  and  P.  G.  George  P.  Dickson,  as  a special 
deputation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  to  open  lodges  in  C.  W., 
met  together  with  Brothers  G.  Sherwood,  of  Queen’s  Lodge  No.  2 ; J. 
Rhynas,  Prince  of  Wales’  Lodge  No.  1 ; G.  Morton,  Commercial  Lodge 
No.  5,  and  Tlios.  Webster,  of  Commercial  Lodge  No.  5,  and  in  order  to 
make  another  member  so  as  to  fill  up  the  necessary  number  required 
by  the  petition,  Mr.  James  Goodeve  was  in  the  presence  of  the  above- 
named  members  duly  initiated  in  the  five  degrees  of  our  Order.  The 
petition  being  filled,  the  lodge  was  by  them  duly  opened  and  consti- 
tuted by  dispensation  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of  “ Brock  Lodge 
No.  9.”  According  to  previous  arrangement,  Brother  George  Slier  -

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wood  was  installed  in  the  N.  G’s  chair ; John  Rhynas,  V.  G.  ;

“ It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  By-laws  and  Rules  of  Order 
of  Queen’s  Lodge  No.  2,  I.  O.  of  O.  F.,  be  adopted,  with  the  exception 
of  the  article  on  amendments  and  annuity  fees..” 

The  rest  of  the  minutes  appeared  to  record  principally  proposals 
for  membership,  of  which  there  was  a large  number.  Among  the  rest 
appears  the  name  of  Thomas  Reynolds,  the  first  Grand  Master 'of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West. 

.In  the  minutes  of  April  18th,  I84(i,  appears  a resolution,  ordering 
a communication  to  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  complaining  that 
common  report  made  it  appear  that  Cataraqui  Lodge, No. 10, was  making 
a burlesque  of  the  initiation  ceremony,  swinging  the  candidate  in  the  air 
with  a crane,  lowering  him  into  a cellar  full  of  burning  sulphur,  etc. 
This  action  on  the  part  of  Brock  Lodge  shows  that  at  the  very  begin- 
ning of  its  career  the  members  had  a correct  appreciation  of  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Order,  a high  degree  of  respect  for  its  work,  and  a deter- 
mination to  uphold  its  character.  And  in  this  we  probably  have  one 
of  the  great  reasons  why  Brock  Lodge  has  lived  and  prospered  when 
so  many  of  its  sister  lodges  speedily  dropped  out  of  existence.  The 
lodge  has  always  held  a high  place  in  the  estimation  of  the  people  of 
Brock ville, and  has  had  an  uninterrupted  career  of  prosperity — not  only 
flourishing  itself  ; but  upholding  Odd- Fellowship  in  its  vicinity.  It 
has  been  the  parent  of  a large  number  of  lodges  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  Province:  and  was  especially  instrumental  in  maintaining  the 
Order  in  existence  in  Canada  during  the  adverse  days  of  1853. 

Among  its  most  prominent  members  have  been  the  following  gen- 
tlemen : 

Dr.  Thos.  Reynolds,  First  Grand  Master  of  Canada  West,  whose 
services  to  the  Order  are  detailed  in  the  record  of  the  year  1855. 

P.  G.  M.  William  Fitzsimmons,  has  been  several  times  Mayor  of 
Brockville  ; represented  the  Electoral  District  of  Brockville  and 
Elizabethtown  in  the  Local  Legislature,  during  the  first  two  parlia- 
mentary terms  after  Confederation  and  was  elected  at  the  general 
election  held  on  the  17th  September,  1878,  to  represent  the  same  Rid- 
ing in  the  House  of  Commons.  He  has  always  been  a leading  citizen 
of  the  place. 

The  late  Col.  James  Crawford,  who  represented  the  above  Riding 
in  the  House  of  Commons  from  18G7  to  1872,  was  a member  of  Brock 

Lodge. 
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Past  Grand  Patriarch,  W,  H.  Cole,  was  elected  to  represent  the 
electoral  District  of  Broekville,  in  the  Legislature  of  Ontario,  at  tlie 
general  election  held  in  January,  1875,  and  served  there  in  that  capa- 
city till  1879.  He  has  at  all  times  been  an  enterprising  and  public 
spirited  citizen.  Both  he  and  P.  G.  M.  Wm.  Fitzsimmons,  arc 
active  members  of  Brock  Lodge. 

The  Hon.  George  Sherwood,  now  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of 
Hastings,  was  also  for  many  years,  prior  to  his  appointment  as  Judge, 
a worthy  member  of  Brock  Lodge,  and  a leading  Odd-Fellow  in  the 
locality.  In  fact  at  one  time  or  another,  all,  or  nearly  all  of  the  prom- 
inent citizens  of  Broekville,  have  been  active  members  of  this  Lodge. 

Cataraqui,  No.  10,  Kingston. 

This  lodge  was  organized  by  Bros.  Hardie  and  Dickson  on  the  7r.li 
of  March,  1846.  The  members  of  the  Order  at  that  ti  n • r • -i  1 nit  in 
the  city  were  Bros.  Donald  Christie  and  John  .1.  Macdonald,  of  No.  2, 
and  Henry  Gillespie  and  John  Fraser,  of  No.  5.  It  order  to  secure  the 
proper  number  of  applicants,  Dr.  Robert  McLean  was  initiated  and  the 
degrees  were  conferred  on  him  and  on  Bros.  Gillespie  and  Fraser.  The 
lodge  was  instituted  at  the  residence  of  Bro.  Fraser,  and  had  for  its  first 
officers : John  A.  Macdonald,  N.  G. ; D.  Christie,  V.  G.  ; H.  Gillespie, 
Secretary,  and  John  Fraser,  Treasurer.  A costly  suite  of  rooms  were 
found  for  the  new  lodge  in  the  City  Buildings,  over  the  Post  Office,  and 
furnished  at  an  expense  of  over  $800,  the  money  being  advanced  by  the 
charter  members.  For  a time  Cataraqui  increased  rapidly.  As  indi- 
cated elsewhere,  the  initiation  in  this  lodge  was  a lively  performance, 
and  very  attractive  to  spectators.  But  they  soon  wearied  of  that,  and 
the  lodge  began  to  decline.  Dr.  Robert  Barker,  a prominent  member, 
who  repeatedly  filled  the  principal  chair,  and  who  was  its  last  occu- 
pant, gives  as  among  the  chief  causes  of  decline  the  large  number  of 
sick  members  who  became  beneficiaries,  and  the  disproportion  between 
dues  and  benefits.  Assessments  became  necessary  to  meet  the  de- 
mands on  the  Treasurer.  As  a natural  consequence,  withdrawals  be- 
came frequent,  and  it  was  soon  difficidt  to  find  enough  members  to  fill 
the  offices.  The  arrears  of  indebtedness  to  the  city  for  rent  had 
swollen  to  a large  sum,  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  dispose  of  the  fur- 
niture, etc.,  and  endeavor  to  keep  up  the  lodge  in  a less  expensive  style. 
This  remedy  was  tried,  but  proved  ineffectual.  About  this  time,  also, 
Masonry  became  popular,  and  several  members  withdrew  to  join  this 
society  • thus  adding  still  further  to  the  ill-fortune  of  the  lodge.  Finally 
in  1850,  Brother  Tlios.  Worthington,  Grand  Master  of  the  Province  of 
Kingston,  recalled  its  charter  and  took  possession  of  its  effects,  and 
Cataraqui  lodge  ceased  to  exist.  It  was  resuscitated  on  the  7th 
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August,  1875,  but  with  entirely  uew  material,  and  is  now  a flourish- 
ing lodge. 

Prince  Edward,  No.  11,  Picton. 

The  Charter  members  of  this  lodge  were  qualified  for  the  purpose 
in  Victoria,  No.  6.  of  Belleville,  to  whose  exertions  its  institution  was 
largely  due.  It  was  opened  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  D.  L.  Fairfield,  by 
Bros.  Hardie  and  Dickson  on  the  evening  of  March  9th;  the  applicants 
being  D.  L.  Fairfield,  A.  D.  Dougall,  Jas.  R.  Wright,  Alex.  Patterson, 
Wm.  H.  Wallace  and  Henry  Corby.  The  first  elected  officers  were  : 
Henry  Corby,  N.  G. ; Jas.  R.  Wright,  V.  G. ; D.  L.  Fairfield,  Secretary; 
and  Adam  D.  Dougall,  Treas.  The  lodge  had  a fair  degree  of  prosper- 
ity for  a time.  But  when  it  commenced  to  loan  its  funds  to  individual 
members  on  their  personal  security,  it  adopted  a mode  of  investment 
which  has  ahnost  always  proved  fatal.  In  its  last  few  years,  like 
most  of  its  sister  lodges,  it  had  a poor  attendance  at  meetings,  and  lit- 
tle interest  among  the  members.  Finally,  in  December,  1851,  they 
paid  up  their  debts  ; and  having  a balance  of  P'89  6s.  8d.  left,  divided 
it  among  themselves,  and  closed  the  lodge  doors. 

Ontario,  No.  12,  Cobourg. 

This  Lodge  was  opened  in  the  office  of  Mr.  D’Arcy  E.  Boulton,  a 
barrister,  of  Cobourg,  on  the  10th  March,  1846,  by  D.  G.  M.  Hardie  and 
P.  G.  Dickson.  The  charter  members  were  S.  E.  McKechnie  and  J 
S.  Wallace,  of  Victoria  ; and  D.  E.  Boulton,  Benjamin  Clarkson,  and 
H.  H.  Jackson,  who  were  initiated,  and  qualified  by  the  D.  G.  M.  The 
first  elective  officers  ware  D.  E.  Boulton,  N.  G.  ; S.  E.  McKechnie,  V. 
G.,  J.  S.  Wallace,  Sec.,  H.  H.  Jackson,  P.  S.,  Benjamin  Clarke,  Treas. 
The  growth  of  the  Lodge  was  very  rapid,  and  special  meetings  had  to 
be  frequently  called  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  propositions  and 
initiating  members.  In  about  a year  it  was  rich  enough  to  loan  money 
to  the  town.  But  before  long  it  began  to  suffer  from  the  same  disease 
that  affected  so  many  others — lack  of  interest.  Claims  on  the  Benefit 
Funds  also  increased  faster  than  the  Funds  did.  In  January,  1851, 
they  decided  to  discontinue  paying  widows’  benefits,  which  was  about 
the  poorest  economy  they  could  have  practiced.  Then  they  made  a 
a “ big  push  ” to  get  the  members  together  to  consider  the 
situation.  But  all  their  exertions  only  succeeded  in  bringing  eight 
members  to  the  meeting,  on  the  4tli  April,  1851.  So  these  eight  wound 
up  the  affairs  ; sold  their  furniture,  and  divided  the  proceeds — not  less 
than  $1200  among  themselves. 

After  two  or  three  years  Bro.  Dixon,  of  Brock  No.  9,  taking  up 
his  residence  in  Cobourg,  resolved,  if  possible,  to  resuscitate  the  Lodge. 
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Ho  succeeded  in  getting  quite  a number  of  the  old  Past  Grands  inter- 
ested in  his  efforts  ; and  on  the  13th  February,  1854,  under  a dipen- 
sation  of  Dep.  Grand  Sire  Reynolds,  he  re-opened  the  doors  of  Ontario 
No,  12,  with  the  following  officers  : Archibald  McDonald,  N.  G„  J.  S. 
Wallace,  V.  G.,  Arthur  McDonald,  Sec.,  W.  H.  Kitson,  P.  S.,  and  Wm, 
Gravely,  Treas.  With  the  exception  of  Bro.  Kitson,  they  were  all  old 
Past  Grands.  During  the  first  year  of  its  revival,  Ontario  tried  to  be 
very  active  ; and  made  some  efforts,  though  unsuccessful,  to  resuscitate 
other  Lodges.  Next  year  it  commenced  loaning  money  to  members 
with  the  usual  result.  The  Lodge  took  part  in  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodgeof  Canada  West;  and  tlirougli  Bro.  S.  A.  Dixon  and  Arthur 
Macdonald,  exercised  a fair  influence  over  that  Body.  But  it  dwindled 
away  again,  and  about  June,  1861,  there  were  only  eleven  members 
left,  who  adopted  the  course  pursued  just  ten  years  before,  divided 
up  the  funds  and  disbanded. 

The  Noble  Grands  of  No.  12  were  : D.  E.  Boulton,  S.  E.  McKech- 
nie,  J.  S.  Wallace,  R.  H.  Tliroop,  W.  Gravely,  Dr.  J.  Beattie,  G.  S. 
Daintry,  Johu  C.  Boswell,  Archibald  McDonald,  F.  S.  Clinch,  F.  Lewis, 
A.  Burk,  Arthur  McDonald, A lvah  Secor,  John  Holman,  E.  S.  Winans, 
J.  Beattie.  Jr.  In  its  second  term  they  were  A.  McDonald,  J.  S.  Wal- 
lace, A.  Dixon,  A.  Secor,  Wm.  Tourje,  G.  M.  Goodeve,  R.  A.  Goodwin, 
H.  Huff,  John  McLeod,  Wm.  Deering,  John  Gillard,  J.  D.  Hays.  J.  F. 
Bradley. 

Otonabee,  No.  13,  Peterboro’. 

Otonabee  Lodge  was  instituted  in  Peterboro’on  the  lltli  of  March, 
1846,  by  P.  G.’s  Dickson  and  Hardie.  of  Montreal.  Its  charter  mem- 
bers were  Geo.  B.  Hah.  M.  P.,  and  F.  Ferguson,  of  Queen’s  Lodge, 
Montreal,  and  Charles  Perry,  Wm.  Cluxton  and  Henry  Easton,  of  Vic- 
toria Lodge,  Belleville.  The  first  officers  elected  were : Geo.  B.  Hall, 
N.  G. ; C.  Perry,  V.  G.  ; Wm.  Cluxton,  Sec.  ; H.  Easton,  Treas.  The 
establishment  of  the  lodge  was  under  most  favorable  auspices.  A large 
number  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  were  ready  to  unite  themselves 
with  the  Older,  and  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  gave  them  full  control  of 
the  Court  House  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  lodge.  Its  earlier  years 
were  bright  and  prosperous,  but  its  very  prosperity  was  the  cause  of 
its  decay  and  death.  It  went  into  extravagant  outlays  in  fitting  up  a 
new  hall,  which  was  dedicated  with  great  eclat  on  the  10th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1848,  and  took  upon  itself  burdens  so  heavy  that  it  soon  fell  into 
financial  difficulties  and  died  during  the  year  1850. 

Hope,  No.  14,  Port  Hope. 

On  their  visit  to  Port  Hope  on  the  12th  March,  1846,  Bros.  Hardie 
and  Dickson  conferred  the  degeees  of  Odd-Fellowship  on  Dr.  Edward 
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Hickman,  Marcus  F.  Whitehead,  Geo.  C.  Ward,  Wm.  Fraser  and  H.  H. 
Meredith,  who  became  the  charter  members  of  Hope  Lodge.  The  in- 
stitution took  pi  ace  on  that  date  in  the  office  of  Messrs.  Ward  & White  - 
head,  barristers.  Shortly  after,  however,  the  lodge  procured  a suitable 
room  for  itself,  and  again  in  August,  1847,  another  move  was  made  into 
still  more  comfortable  quarters.  The  officers  for  the  first  term  were  as 
follows : Dr.  E.  Hickman,  N.  G. ; M.  F.  Whitehead,  V.  G. ; Geo.  C. 
Ward,  R.  S. ; W.  Fraser,  P.  S. ; H.  H.  Meredith,  Treas.  ; W.  Garnet, 
W.  ; Clias.  Hughes,  C. ; N.  Kirchoffer,  R.  S.  N.  G. ; R.  Bartlett,  L.  S. 
N.  G. ; C.  N.  Waddell.  R.  S.  V.  G.  ; John  R.  McDermott,  L.  S.  Y G. ; 
Rev.  J.  Short,  Chaplain  ; B.  Bird,  I.  G.  ; Peter  Robertson,  O.  G.  Dur- 
ing the  first  year  of  its  existence  Hope  prospered  exceedingly,  number- 
ing 48  members  by  the  end  of  June,  1846  ; but  as  the  novelty  wore  off, 
the  additions  became  less  and  the  attendance  at  meetings  poor.  The 
lodge  never  seems  to  have  possessed  much  money,  for  the  reason  that 
it  was  always  ready  to  spend  freely,  not  only  for  general  charity,  but 
for  amusement.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  several  of  the  lead- 
ing members,  whenever  they  received  sick  benefits,  always  donated  the 
amount  to  the  W.  & 0.  Fund,  the  lodge  would  not  have  lasted  as  long 
as  it  did.  In  April,  1848,  a member  absconded  from  the  town  largely 
indebted  to  many  persons,  especially  to  his  brethren.  He  was  promptly 
expelled,  but  the  transaction  seems  to  have  had  an  injurious  effect  on 
the  Order  ; several  brethren  took  their  withdrawal  cards,  and  on  the 
29th  of  May  following  the  lodge  was  compelled  for  the  first  time  to  ad- 
journ for  want  of  a quorum.  This  soon  became  a common  occurrence, 
no  meetings  being  held  sometimes  for  more  than  a month.  Sickness 
also  increased  and  there  was  no  money  to  pay  the  benefits.  A few  of 
the  early  members,  like  Bros.  Whitehead,  Ward,  Turner,  Fraser  and 
Smai't,  endeavored  to  keep  the  institution  afloat : but  all  efforts  were 
unavailing,  and  the  last  recorded  meeting  took  place  on  the  9th  April, 
1849.  The  Noble  Grands  of  Hope  Lodge  were  : Dr.  E.  Hickman,  M. 
F.  Whitehead,  Geo.  C.  Ward,  Rev.  J.  Short,  Clias.  Hughes,  Wm.  Gar- 
net, D.  Smai’t,  J.  Smart,  Wm.  Fraser,  J.  Hatton. 

Tecumseh,  No.  15,  Toronto. 

The  delegation  to  open  lodges  in  Canada  West  opened  this  lodge 
on  Saturday  evening,  March  14, 1846,  at  the  residence  of  W.  H.  Boul- 
ton, M.  P.  There  were  present  as  Charter  members,  in  addition  to 
Bro.  Boulton,  S.  B.  Campbell,  R.  Kneeshaw,  Robt.  Lindsay,  members 
of  the  lodges  in  Montreal,  and  J.  G.  Joseph,  a P.  G.  Warden  of  the  G. 
L.  of  Ohio.  The  first  officers  chosen  were,  W.  H.  Boulton,  N.  G.  ; S. 
B.  Campbell,  V.  G.  ; Richard  Kneeshaw,  Sec’y  ; and  J.  G.  Josejih, 
Treas.  On  next  night  of  meeting  the  Lodge  assembled  in  a room  over 
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Bro.  lvneeshaw’s  store  ; and  on  August  11,  1847,  they  entered  a new 
hall  on  Church  street.  That  they  made  good  progress  for  a time  is 
ovident  from  the  fact  that  on  the  second  night  of  meeting,  twenty-one 
candidates  were  initiated.  The  control  of  the  Order  in  Toronto  de- 
volved very  largely  on  two  brethren,  K.B.  Campbell  and  R.  Kneeshaw, 
who  were  the  most  active  Odd-Fellows  in  the  city.  But,  however 
worthy  and  able  they  may  have  been  in  private  life,  or  in  the  conduct 
of  their  own  affairs,  they  do  not  appear  to  have  been  the  right  material 
out  of  which  to  make  the  best  class  of  Odd-Fellows.  Bro.  Campbell, 
who  occupied  the  important  positions  of  Grand  Warden  in  the  Grand 
Encampment,  Provincial  Deputy  for  Toronto,  and  Special  Representa- 
tive to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  from  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A.,  was  compelled  to 
leave  the  Order  in  rather  bad  odor.  And  Bro.  Kneeshaw,  who  succeed- 
ed him  as  Deputy,  seems  to  have  been  very  enthusiastic  for  a short 
time;  and  then  to  have  suddenly  dropped  out  of  active  service.  The 
Lodge  was  something  like  Bro.  Kneeshaw  m this  respect.  It  made  a 
Hash,  then  went  out.  Its  last  meeting  was  held  in  October,  1849. 

Union,  No.  16,  St.  Catharines. 

Among  the  oldest  and  most  prosperous  Lodges  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  is  Union  No.  16,  St.  Catharines.  It  was  instituted  with  diffi- 
culty, and  with  not  the  brightest  prospects.  In  1846  there  was  one 
member  of  the  Order  resident  in  St.  Catharines,  Janies  Stevenson,  of 
Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  Montreal.  Anxious  to  have  a Lodge  opened, 
he  had  pressed  the  matter  upon  the  authorities  of  the  Order  in  Mont- 
real, but  without  any  apparent  results.  Unable  to  get  any  definite 
answer  from  the  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; and  concluding  that 
they  would  make  no  effort  to  introduce  Odd- Fellowship  into  his  town, 
lie  united  with  some  members  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  and  assisted 
in  opening  St.  Catharines  Lodge  No.  4148,  of  that  Order,  in  the  early 
part  of  1846  ; and  was  chosen  Vice-Grand.  Meanwhile,  however,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  had  concluded  to  send  two  brothers  to  the 
Western  Province  to  open  new  Lodges  ; and  on  the  17th  March,  Past 
Grand  Geo.  P.  Dickson  arrived  in  St.  Catharines  for  that  purpose. 
Bro.  Stevenson  thought  he  had  enough  to  do  in  the  Lodge  of  the  M.  U.; 
with  which  he  had  now  become  connected  ; but  was  finally  persuaded 
to  assist  in  opening  a Lodge  of  our  Order.  With  his  aid  a number  of 
citizens  were  secured  who  were  willing  to  unite  in  the  work  ; and  in 
the  evening  Bro.  Dickson  initiated  and  qualified  Messrs.  John  Maulson, 
David  Kessack,  Chauncey  Yale,  E.  W.  Stephenson,  D.  McPhail  and 
Jno.  L.  Ranney,  and  instituted  Union  No.  16.  The  name  was  in  one 
sense,  very  appropriate.  For  there  was  a Union  of  both  the  English 
and  the  American  Orders  in  this  Lodge,  in  the  person  of  Bro.  Steven- 
son, who  was  N.  G.  in  one  and  V.  G.  in  the  other.  The  first  Officers 
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elected  were  : J.  Stevenson,  N.  G.,  John  Maulson,  V.  G.,  D.  Kessack, 
Secretary,  and  C.  Yale,  Treasurer.  From  its  institution,  the  Lodge 
grew  steadily.  During  the  old  reyime , it  was  one  of  the  strongest 
Lodges  in  Canada  West.  When  the  Grand  Lodge  for  this  Province  was 
organized  in  1855,  Union  numbered  over  100  members,  and  sent  five 
Representatives  to  Brockville.  In  1863,  the  Lodge  erected  a magnifi- 
cent building,  which  has  not  only  served  the  purposes  of  the  Order,  but 
has  afforded  a large  revenue.  By  careful  management  of  its  finances 
this  Lodge  is  now  the  wealthiest)  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Ontario.  It  lias 
also  supplied  from  its  membership,  a large  number  of  the  leading  men 
of  the  Order  in  the  Province.  Among  Grand  Masters  there  have  been 
from  this  Lodge  Chauncey  Yale,  S.  G.  Dolson,  James  D.  Tait  ; and 
among  Grand  Patriarchs,  S.  G.  Dolson,  and  Adam  Purvis. 

Burlington,  No.  17,  Hamilton. 

This  Lodge  had  the  shortest  life  of  any  of  those  organized  by  the 
deputation  to  Canada  West,  in  1846,  having  been  in  existence  but  a 
little  over  two  years.  The  only  members  of  the  Order  in  Hamilton 
whose  aid  could  be  secured  when  the  deputation  reached  that  city, was 
Bro.  Hugh  McKinstry,  of  No.  2 ; and  on  him  the  degrees  had  to  be 
conferred  to  qualify  him  as  a petitioner.  Plenty  of  citizens  were  found, 
however,  willing  to  join  the  Society  ; and  Messrs.  Wm.  A.  Shaw,  An- 
drew Stuart,  Jasper  T.  Gilkison,  Geo.  Angus  and  Wm.  A.  Harvey,  were 
initiated,  and  with  Bro.  McKinistry,  formed  the  Charter  members. 
The  Lodge  was  opened  on  the  19th  March,  1846,  witli  the  following 
officers:  H.  McKinstry,  N.  G.  ; Wm.  Shaw,  Y.  G.  ; Wm.  A.  Harvey, 
Sec. ; J.  T.  Gilkison,  Treas. ; C.  Stewart,  P.  S.  ; Geo.  Angus,  W.  ; Geo. 
W.  Burton,  C.;  Hugh  C.  Baker,  R.  S.N.  G.  ; Stephen  Oliver,  L.  S.  N. 
G. ; Jas.  Geddes,  R.  S.  V.  G. ; Albert  Bigelow,  L.  S.  V.  G. ; Thomas 
M,  Simons,  R.  S.  S.;  Thomas  A.  Blythe,  L.  S.  S.  ; Thomas  Simons,  I. 
G.;  A lodge  room  was  secured  in  a building  owned  by  H.  C.  Baker, 
and  for  a few  months  there  was  a great  rush  of  members.  But  the  us- 
ual re-action  followed  ; and  by  the  beginning  of  1848,  the  attendance  -was 
so  small,  and  the  interest  in  the  society  so  faint,  that  it  was  thought 
necessary  to  make  special  efforts  to  revive  the  lodge.  These  all  failed, 
however,  and  on  the  1st  July,  1848,  it  was  decided  to  pay  all  debts  and 
hand  the  balance  with  paraphernalia,  etc.,  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
The  intention  was  a good  one ; and  showed  that  the  Lodge  understood 
the  legal  mode  of  closing  up  its  affairs.  Whether  the  intention  was  car- 
ried out  is  doubtful  ; for  there  is  no  record  on  the  Grand  Lodge  books 
of  any  balance  ever  received  from  Burlington.  But,  at  all  events,  the 
lodge  then  ceased  working.  The  Noble  Grands  of  the  Lodge  had  been  ; 
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H.  McKiustry,  Win,  M.  Shaw,  Wm.  A.  Harvey,  A.  Stewart,  .T.  T.  Gil- 
kison,  H.  C.  Baker,  R.  P.  Street. 

St.  Francis,  No.  18,  Cornwall. 

This  was  the  last  lodge  organized  by  the  deputation  sent  to  Can- 
ada West,  and  was  instituted  by  Bros.  Hardie  and  Dickson,  on  then- 
way  home,  on  the  1st  April,  1846.  Bro.  J.  D.  Pringle,  of  No.  2,  was  the 
only  brother  resident  in  Cornwall  whose  aid  could  be  obtained,  Bro. 
Sandfield  Macdonald  being  at  the  time  in  attendance  at  Parliament. 
After  explaining  the  principles  of  £he  Order  to  some  of  the  citizens  of 
Cornwall,  the  following  gentlemen  offered  themselves  for  initiation  in 
order  to  become  qualified  as  charter  members  : M.  Marshall,  J.  F. 
Pringle,  L.  F.  Putnam,  Alex.  McDougall  and  Duncan  McDonald.  The 
elected  officers  of  the  first  term  were  : J.  D.  Pringle,  N.  G.  ; J.  F. 
Pringle,  V.  G.  ; L.  M.  Putnam,  Sec.  ; A.  McDougall,  Treas.  ; Duncan 
McDonald,  P.  S.  No  record  can  be  found  of  the  history  of  No.  18,  fur- 
ther than  the  fact,  gathered  from  Grand  Lodge  returns,  that  it  pros- 
pered and  attained  a membership  by  the  year  1849  of  near  100  ; but 
with  the  commencement  of  the  depression  in  Odd-Fellowship  that  took 
place  about  this  time  St.  Francis  Lodge  also  began  to  decline,  and 
sometime  about  the  close  of  the  year  1850  it  suspended  operations. 

Ottawa  No.  20,  Bytown. 

Odd-Fellowship  was  first  introduced  into  Bytown  (now  known 
under  the  more  romantic  name  of  Ottawa)  by  the  Manchester  Unity, 
whose  authorities  opened  Chaudiere  Lodge,  No.  4028,  in  the  year  1845  ; 
but  the  growing  popularity  of  the  American  Order,  as  it  was  called, 
soon  opened  the  way  for  a lodge  of  this  branch  of  Odd-Fellowship. 
Several  residents  of  Bytown  united  with  the  lodges  in  Montreal,  and 
Grand  Secretary  Hamilton,  returning  from  an  official  tour  in  the  West 
during  the  summer  of  1846,  was  enabled  to  visit  this  town  and  open 
Ottawa  Lodge  on  the  2nd  August.  The  applicants  for  the  charter  were 
Francis  Thompson,  of  No.  1 ; Thos.  S.  Hunton,  John  Scott,  Alexander 
Bryson  and  Zachariali  Wilson,  of  No.  2 ; and  Robert  Hervey  and  Geo. 
B.  Lyons,  of  No.  5.  On  their  institution,  they  chose  for  their  first  offi- 
cers : G.  B.  Lyons,  N.  G.  ; R,  Hervey,  V.  G. ; Thos.  S.  Hunton,  S,  and 
Z.  Wilson,  T.  This  was  an  active  and  prosperous  lodge,  and  continued 
to  uphold  the  banner  of  Odd-Fellowship  until  the  G L.  of  B.  N.  A.  suc- 
cumbed, when  it  also  ceased  working. 
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Home,  No.  21,  Toronto, 

After  the  Order  had  been  established  in  Toronto  about  a year,  its 
prospects  looked  so  bright  that  it  was  thought  advisable  to  start  another 
Lodge  ; and  a number  of  the  members  of  Tecumseh  withdrew  for  that 
purpose.  In  addition.  Bro.  G.  P.  Dickson,  who  had  helped  to  institute 
so  many  Lodges  in  Canada  West,  and  who  had  lately  removed  from 
Montreal  to  Toronto,  joined  with  the  applicants.  The  Charter  mem- 
bers were  John  Hillyard  Cameron,  George  P.  Dickson,  P.  G.,  John 
Maulson,  P.  G.,  Quartus  Quaife,  Arthur  Macdonald,  James  George,  T. 
G.  Fuller,  The  lodge  was  opened  on  the  18tli  March,  1847,  by  District 
Deputy  S.  B.- Campbell.  There  was  a strong  desire  among  some  of 
the  promoters  to  call  it  “ Britannia,”  but  a majority  of  one  decided  for 
the  name  of  “Home.”  The  officers  for  the  first  term  were:  J,  H. 
Cameron,  N.  G. ; Arthur  Macdonald,  V.  G, ; Jas.  George,  Sec. ; J,  C. 
Morrison,  Treas. ; Quartus  Quaife,  P.  S.  ; J.  J.  Evans,  W. ; Fred.  Rog- 
ers, C.  ; Samuel  Coulson,  O.  G. ; D.  McDonald,  I.  G.  The  lodge  did 
not  have  much  help  from  its  first  Noble  Grand,  whose  public  duties  oc- 
cupied his  time,  and  only  allowed  him  to  attend  three  meetings  in  his 
term.  Bro.  Dickson,  who  might  have  rendered  good  service,  removed 
rom  the  city  in  a short  time,  so  that  no  help  was  obtained  from  him. 
Then  came  the  general  reaction,  which  Home  Lodge  shared  with  Te- 
cumseli  ; the  withdrawal  of  many  good  members  and  the  expulsion  of 
some  active  ones,  and  finally  the  lodge  closed  its  brief  existence  on  the 
7th  May,  1849.  Its  Noble  Grands  had  been  : J.  H.  Cameron,  A.  Mc- 
Donald, J.  C.  Morrison,  D.  McDonald,  J.  J.  Evans,  James  George,  A. 
Graham,  J.  D.  Hayes. 

Ph<enix,  No.  22,  Oshawa. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1847,  several  Odd -Fellows,  mostly 
members  of  the  Toronto  Lodges,  resident  in  Oshawa,  determined  to 
open  a branch  of  the  Order  in  their  village.  During  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, several  preliminary  meetings  were  held  in  Moos's  Hotel,  which 
resulted  in  a petition  fo  the  authorities,  and  the  granting  of  a dispen- 
sation for  Phoenix  No.  22.  On  the  29tli  of  March  D.  D.  G,  S.  Camp- 
bell, of  Toronto,  whose  assistance  had  been  freely  given  to  the  breth- 
ren in  their  preliminary  arrangements,  visited  Oshawa,  accompanied 
by  nine  members  of  Tecumseh  and  Home,  and  regularly  opened  the 
new  Lodge,  initiated  a number  of  applicants,  and  installed  the 
officers.  The  *fficers  for  the  first  term  were  : S.  B.  Fairbanks,  N.  G., 
Edward  Skae,  Y.  G.,  Daniel  Maclaclilan,  Sec.,  Luther  H.  Cronk,  Treas,, 
William  Bettes,  Conductor,  (these  five  were  the  Charter  members) ; 
Alexander  Bettes,  W.,  D.  Spalding,  I.  G.,  John  D.  Lease,  O.  G.,  John 
Burke,  R.  S.  N.  G.,  Gavin  Burns,  L.  S.  N.  G.,  John  Welsh,  R.  S.  V, 
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(i.,  Richard  Moon,  L.  S.  V.  G.,  Alphonzo  Hinds,  R.  8.  8.  During  the 
first  year  of  its  existence,  the  Lodge  initiated  a large  number  of  can- 
didates from  among  the  best  men  of  the  village  ; but  in  the  second 
year  dissensions  arose,  and  the  interest  flagged.  It  was  charged  that 
some  of  the  more  “ high-toned”  brethren  thought  there  were  too  many 
mechanics  in  the  Lodge.  This  was  denied,  and  some  members  were 
expelled  for  circulating  such  a report.  But  there  was  evidently  cons 
siderable  discord.  The  attendance  fell  off  as  well  as  the  membership  ; 
“no  quorum"  became  quite  a common  occurrence,  and  in  1848, no  meet- 
ings were  held  from  September  to  December.  Of  the  charter  members 
Brother  Maclaclilan  died  in  1847,  and  Brother  Skae  in  1848  ; the  others 
retained  their  connection  ; and  one,  S.  B.  Fairbanks,  made  most  earn- 
est endeavors  to  keep  the  Lodge  going.  He  was  the  main  pillar  of  the 
Order  inOshawa  ; filled  the  Chair  of  N.  G.  on  three  different  occasions  ; 
acted  as  a sort  of  Deputy  for  the  D.  D.  G.  S,  and  spared  no  pains  to  pre- 
serve the  Lodges,  but  it  was  all  in  vain.  A final  spasmodic  attempt  was 
made  in  December,  1848,  to  revivify  the  Lodge,  but  failed  ; and  the  last 
recorded  meeting  was  held  on  the  16th  April,  1849.  From  that  time  the 
Order  had  no  existence  in  Oshawa  until  May  5th,  1870,  when,  through 
the  exertions  of  P,  G.  C,  S.  Male,  an  old  member  of  Industry  Lodge 
of  Grafton,  Corinthian  No. 61  was  instituted.  I 1878  another  Lodge  was 
opened,  to  which  the  old  name  and  number  of  Phoenix  No.  22  was  given. 
The  brethren  who  filled  the  chair  of  N.  G,  in  the  old  Phoenix  were: 
S,  B.  Fairbanks,  E.  Skae,  T.  N.  Gibbs,  Gavin  Burns,  John  Pentland. 

Wellington  Lodge,  No.  28,  Wellington. 

The  organization  of  a Lodge  in  the  village  of  Wellington  was 
largely  due  to  the  exertions  of  the  brethren  in  Picton,  who  were  enthu- 
siastic Odd-Fellows.  The  petition  was  received  by  the  authorities  in 
Montreal  on  the  28rd  November,  1847,  and  the  lodge  was  instituted  by 
P.  Grand  James  R.  Wright,  of  Prince  Edward  No.  11,  on  the  28th  De- 
cember following.  The  applicants  for  the  charter  and  first  officers 
were  : Thomas  Worthington,  N.  G.  ; John  G.  Sellick,  V.  G.  ; David  S. 
Young,  R.  S. ; C.  Haight,  P.  S.  ; Lewis  B.  Stinson,  Treas.  ; Benjamin 
8.  Corey,  George  C.  Stinson,  and  John  N.  Wilson.  The  prosperity  of 
No.  23  was  due  largely  to  the  energy  of  its  first  Noble  Grand,  Bro. 
Thomas  Worthington,  who  became  the  leading  Odd-Fellow  of  that  sec- 
tion, and  was  chosen  Grand  Master  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kingston.  But  one  active  member  was  not  sufficient  to  keep  the  lodge 
alive.  When  the  evil  days  came,  No.  23  felt  the  depression  with  its 

sister  lodges  ; and  in  July  1851  its  members  divided  up  their  funds  and 
disbanded. 

Beaver  Lodge,  No.  24,  Lloydtown, 

Of  this  Lodge  nothing  is  known,  except  that  it  was  organized  by 
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Dist.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  S.  B.  Campbell,  of  Toronto,  on  the  1st  March 
1848.  Its  Charter  members  came  from  the  Toronto  lodges,  and  were, 
J.  H,  Smith,  (N.  G.),  A.  McPherson,  Ed.  Bull,  Joseph  H.  Lawrence.  A. 
Armstrong,  R.  Ivneeshaw,  and  Seymour  H.  W,  Stagdill,  It  ceased  to 
work  after  a brief  existence. 

Oxford,  No,  25,  Woodstock, 

The  Manchester  Unity  opened  a lodge  of  Odd-Fellows  (Brock,  No. 
4297)  in  Woodstock  during  the  year  1848.  At  this  time  Woodstock  was 
in  the  condition  of  a divided  town — the  aristocratic  East  arrayed  against 
the  more  democratic  West.  Whatever  was  done  in  one  section  had  to 
be  rivalled,  or  opposed,  or  imitated,  in  the  other.  The  M.  U.  Lodge  was 
started  by  the  Eastern  people  ; so,  of  course,  a lodge  of  the  other  Order 
had  to  be  opened  in  the  West.  To  accomplish  this  purpose,  R.  Knee- 
shaw.  G.  M.  of  Toronto,  came  to  Woodstock  in  May,  1849,  and  opened 
Oxford  Lodge,  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  The  work  was  done  about  as  irregu- 
larly as  it  was  possible  to  do  it.  The  charter  members  were  never 
initiated,  but  simply  obligated  and  installed  into  office.  They  were  : 
Abraham  Sudworth,  N.  G.  ; Wm.  Wilson,  V.  G.  ; James  Egan,  Sec.  - 
Wm.  Scott,  Treas.,  and  Elijah  Hill.  The  first  meetings  of  Oxford 
Lodge  were  held  in  a room  over  Bro.  Alex.  Mackay’s  tailor  shop.  Sub- 
sequently better  accommodations  were  secured  in  the  West  End  of  the 
town.  Despite  its  irregular  Birth  the  lodge  would  have  succeeded  very 
well.  Unfortunately  its  head,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Toronto,  became 
defunct  very  soon  after,  while  the  Supreme  Jurisdiction  in  Canada,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  B.  N.  A.,  had  never  been  notified  of  its  institution  and 
knew  nothing  of  its  existence.  Left  an  orphan  in  infancy,  Oxford 
Lodge  had  no  head  to  which  it  could  look  for  guidance,  and  knew  noth- 
ing of  its  sister  lodges  in  Canada,  with  whom  it  had  never  come  in  con- 
tact ; and  not  caring  to  stand  alone,  the  members  divided  up  the  funds 
and  closed  the  lodge.  The  last  N.  G.  was  Bro.  T.  J.  Clarke,  who  in  a 
journey  to  California  shortly  after  was  taken  seriously  ill  ; and  having 
in  his  possession  the  rituals  of  his  lodge,  caused  them  to  be  burnt,  fear- 
ing that  in  the  event  of  his  decease,  they  might  fall  into  improper  hands 
He  lived,  however  ; but  Oxford  Lodge  died  beyond  hope  of  resurrec- 
tion. 

Industry,  No.  25,  Haldimand. 

Industry  Lodge  was  organized  mainly  through  the  exertions  of 
members  of  the  Order  in  Cobourg.  The  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of 
Toronto  had  became  practically  defunct;  but  there  was  just  about 
enough  vitality  left  in  the  Grand  officers  to  authorize  the  institution  of

the  lodge  and  pocket  the  charter  fee,  though  not  enough  to  issue  a 
charter.  The  applicants  were:  C.  S.  Male,  N.  G.  ; Simeon  McBrien, 
V.  G Richard  Shannon,  Sec.  ; Thos.  Riggs,  Treas.  ; Richard  Warri- 
ner,  P S.  The  lodge  was  opened  on  the  18th  June,  1850,  by  P.  G.,  A. 
Macdonald  and  other  members  of  Ontario  Lodge  in  a room  in  the  house 
of  Mr.  Wm.  Brown.  The  history  of  this  lodge  was  unmarked  by  any 
striking  events.  It  made  a fair  progress,  as  much  as  could  be  expected 
in  a small  village  ; was  represented  by  one  of  its  Past  Grands  (C.  E. 
Ewing)  at  the  Brockville  Convention,  in  1853, and  took  part  in  the  organiz- 
ation of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  in  1855.  In  December,  1851, 
the  lodge  accepted  an  offer  for  a new  room  in  a building  to  be  erected  by 
Bro.  C,  S.  Male,  and  in  May,  1853,  the  new  hall  was  opened  with  con- 
siderable eclat.  With  a view  to  the  convenience  of  members,  many  of 
whom  resided  in  the  country,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  remove  the 
lodge  from  Haldimand  to  Grafton,  where  it  entered  into  new  quarters 
July  10th,  1855.  In  the  early  records  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Can- 
adaWest,  Industry  occupies  a very  respectable  position  through  its  able 
representative,  but  at  home  it  was  gradually  weakening,  and  finally  it 
closed  its  doors  on  the  3rd  May,  1859.  The  last  Noble  Grand  (Wm. 
Taylor)  reported  non-attendance  of  members  and  non-payment  of  dues 
as  the  cause  of  failure.  The  funds  of  the  lodge  were  divided  up  among 
some  of  the  members  ; but  this,  according  to  the  report  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter Bmgham  in  1862,  was  not  so  very  ill«gal  a transaction,  inasmuch 
as  the  lodge  was  really  indebted  to  the  members  for  money  loaned. 
Among  the  leading  members  of  Industry  were  C.  E.  Ewing,  who  acted 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Brantford  session  in  Octo- 
ber, 1855  ; R.  Warriner,  who  was  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1873,  and 
C.  S.  Male,  subsequently  the  founder  and  representative  of  Corinthian 
Lodge,  No.  61  Oshawa. 

Victoria,  No.  27,  Caledonia. 

This  was  the  last  Lodge  chartered  by  the  G.  L.  of  B.  N.  A. ; and 
was  opened  largely  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mr.  Neil  McKinnon. 
The  applicants  for  the  Charter  were  all  members  of  Union,  No.  16;  and 
were  as  under  ; N.  McKinnon,  Richard  Walton,  Wm.  McCargow,  Albert 
Henry  Jarvis  and  John  Stewart.  The  Lodge  was  opened  June  8,  1852, 
— Neil  McKinnon  being  first  N.  G. ; and  Richard  Walton  first  V.  G. 
Considering  the  small  field  from  which  Victoria  could  draw  its  mater- 
ial, it  made  a fair  progress.  By  December,  1853,  it  had  initiated  27 
members;  and  by  July, 1854,  the  number  had  increased  to  75.  In  1855, 
however,  troubles  began  to  arise.  Reports  were  spread  around  the  vil- 
lage that  Mr.  Jarvis,  the  Vice  Grand,  had  formerly  been  an  inmate  of 
the  State  Prison,  in  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  and  though  the  Lodge  by  resolution 
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expressed  its  full  confidence  in  the  brother,  yet  a breach  was  made  and 
the  society  began  to  dwindle  away  rapidly.  The  result  was  that  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  surrender  the  Charter,  and  apply  for  a new  one 
to  be  called  “Caledonia,  No.  27.”  This  course  was  taken  in  February 
1856,  and  the  application  presented  by  Neil  McKinnon,  P.  G. ; John 
Builder,  P.  G.  ; John  Wilson,  Wm.  Owen,  John  Alexander,  Wm.  Mc- 
Cargow,  Wm.  Jackson.  B.  F.  VanBrocklin,  of  Brantford,  was  commis- 
sioned the  month  following  to  institute  the  new  Lodge.  But  the  insti- 
tution never  took  place.  Neil  McKinnon  removed  to  Bruce,  a Masonic 
Lodge  was  opened  in  the  village— taking  in  the  best  material  of  the 
proposed  new  “No.  27  and  that  was  the  last  of  Odd-Fellowship  in 
Caledonia. 

Rose  No.  28,  Amherstburo. 

Of  the  large  number  of  Lodges  of  Odd-Fellows  in  Western  Canada 
that  left  the  Manchester  Unity,  and  gave  in  their  allegiance  to  the 
American  Order,  the  first  to  he  instituted  was  Rose  No.  28,  at  Amherst- 
burg.  The  dispensation  was  intrusted  to  Dr.  Isaac  Smith,  of  Olive 
Branch  Lodge.  Detroit,  who,  assisted  by  several  American  brethren, 
including  Grand  Secretary  Lane,  of  Michigan,  opened  the  Lodge  on  the 
23rd  January,  1854.  The  officers  installed  on  that  occasion  were 
Henry  Mears,  N.  G.,  Joseph  Hackett,  V.  G.,  Wm.  Sinclair,  P.  S.,  Alex. 
Hackett,  R.  S.,  William  E.  Archer,  T.,  Henry  Fry,  W.,  Wm.  Headley, 
C.,  Thos.  H.  Munger,  O.  G.,  Charles  Cornwall,  I.  G.  The  Lodge  made 
for  a time  good  progress.  Its  returns  for  June  1856,  showed  a mem- 
bership of  41  ; in  1857  it  showed  an  increase  to  85.  But  here  its  pro- 
gress ceased.  Troubles  arose  ; personal  disputes  between  Bro. Mears, who 
had  been  the  moving  spirit  in  the  Lodge,  and  other  members.  The 
Treasurer  loaned  the  funds  to  individual  members,  and  refused  to  give 
any  account  of  it.  Amidst  these  difficulties  many  withdrew  ; others 
refused  to  work.  In  1858,  it  was  impossible  to  get  enough  members  to 
fill  the  offices,  and  its  affairs  were  duly  wound  up  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
At  the  annual  Session  in  1874,  cards  were  granted  to  a number  of  the 
former  members,  and  the  Lodge  was  resuscitated  on  the  5th  of  May, 
1875,  siuce  which  time  it  has  continued  to  work  successfully. 

Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29. 

This  Lodge  was  granted  a dispensation  by  Wilmot  G.  DeSaussure, 
Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  United  States,  of  the 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  on  the  28rd  December,  1858,  to  the  following  Charter 
members,  viz.  : — John  F.  Deimage,  Seymour  Stephenson,  Geo.  Turn 
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bull.  Miles  Miller,  Jas.  Higgins,  John  L.  Davis.  Although  this  dispen- 
sation had  been  granted  and  received,  tlie  Lodge  in  Chatham  still  con- 
tinued to  work  under  the  Manchester  Unity,  as  Loyal  Chatham  Lodge, 
until  the  21st  February,  1854,*  when  Special  Deputy  P.  G.  Isaac 
Smith,  assisted  by  P.  G.  P.  Dixon,  F.  H.  Armstrong,  J.  L.  Rhodes,  of 
Wayne  Lodge,  No.  2,  Detroit,  proceeded  to  institute  Chatham  Lodge, 
No.  29,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  under  power  of  the  above 
dispensation.  The  following  officers  were  elected  and  installed  : — N. 
G.,  J.  F.  Delmage ; V.  G.,  Miles  Miller  ; R.  S.,  S.  Stephenson  ; P.  S., 
Jas.  Higgins;  T.,  Geo.  Turnbull.  Several  candidates  were  initiated  when 
the  N.G.  made  the  following  appointments  : — Warden,  J.L. Davis  ; C.,W. 
Smith  ; I.  G.,  H.  Moa ; R.  S.  N.  G.,  Thos.  Stone;  L.  S.  N.  G.,  Jas. 
Henry  ; R.  S.  S.,  C.  McKeough  ; L.  S.  S.,  H.  Nortliwood  ; R.  S.  V.  G.,Tlios. 
Degge  ; L.  S.  V.  G.,  J.  L.  Abury.  The  whole  of  the  members  of  Loyal 
Chatham  Lodge  did  not  unite  and  come  under  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  but  after 
Chatham  Lodge  had  been  instituted  the  Manchester  Unity  became  a thing 
of  the  past.  Since  that  period  up  to  the  present  date,  Chatham  Lodge  has 
continued  to  advance,  both  financially  and  numerically,  and  after  hav- 
ing completed  its  25th  anniversary  is  in  a more  prosperous  condition 
to  day  than  at  any  period  of  its  history.  It  has  a library  of  500  volumes 
comprising  works  both  useful  and  entertaining,  and  is  one  of  the 
greatest  blessings  which  the  members  of  this  prosperous  Lodge  enjoys. 
It  has  recently  purchased  a very  valuable  piece  of  property  on  the  prin- 
cipal street  of  the  town,  for  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  there  is  at 
present  on  the  property  three  very  handsome  stores  two  stories  high, 
which  bring  a rental  of  #1300  per  annum,  or  13:1  per  cent,  on  outlay. 
The  members  of  this  Lodge  comprise  some  of  our  best  merchants,  farm- 
ers and  mechanics,  who  take  an  interest  in  Odd- Fellowship,  and 
endeavor  to  disseminate  and  inculcate  its  principles  to  the  utmost  of 
their  power  and  ability.  Harmony,  peace  and  good  will  exist  as  it  ever 
should  between  its  members,  and  for  correct  working  it  is  second  to 
none  in  the  Province.  Chatham  Lodge  has  furnished  Charter  mem- 
bers for  six  Subordinate  Lodges  and  three  Encampments,  which  are  all 
doing  well.  Subordinate  Lodges: — Blenheim,  Dresden,  Ridgetown, 
Wallaceburg,  Western  City  and  Tliamesville.  During  the  25  years  of 
its  existence  there  has  been  358  initiations,  and  14  admitted  by  card. 
Of  these  special  mention  may  be  made  of  a few  members,  who  have 
devoted  time  and  talent  to  the  Lodge  work  and  are  still  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Lodge.  P.  G.  John  Schneider, oldest  member  of  the  Lodge  is 
one  of  its  principal  pillars.  P G.  J.P.  Young ; P.  G.  Turner  ; P.  G.  Hulin ; 
P.  G.  I.  Smith  ; P.G.  Wm.  N.  Smith  : P.G.  Rev.  John  Rannie  ; P.G.  Par- 
sons, P.  G.  Holmes  ; P.G.  I.  Peggot,  P.G.  Jos.  Peers,  P.G.  J.  Ogle  ;P.  G.  P 
McNaugliton  and,  P.  G.  Patton,  who  is  the  founder  of  the  Library  and

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the  present  Librarian.  The  present  Hall  is  a rented  one,  but  very 
comfortable  and  commodious,  neatly  fitted  and  well  furnished,  heated 
with  wood  stoves  and  lighted  with  gas.  f 

Eureka  No.  BO,  London. 

The  Manchester  Unity  introduced  Odd-Fellowship  into  London  in 
1847  by  the  institution  of  the  Loyal  London  Lodge,  No.  4254.  A few 
years  after  a second  lodge  (Beaver)  was  opened.  The  Order  prospered 
in  the  Forest  City,  hut  dissatisfaction  with  the  way  in  which  its  affairs 
were  conducted  by  the  Provincial  authorities  disgusted  the  members, 
and  while  they  continued  to  love  Odd-Fellowship,  they  lost  all  respect 
for  its  management  in  Canada.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Odd- 
Fellows  of  London  joined  with  their  dissatisfied  brethren  of  other  loca- 
lities, and  determined  to  leave  the  Manchester  Unity,  and  unite  with 
the  American  Order,  In  pursuance  of  this  plan  the  London  and  Beav- 
er Lodges  disbanded;  and  five  brethren,  H.  C.  Hughes,  Geo.  W Ash- 
ton, Win.  Smith,  Jas  Westland,  and  Wm.  Bissell,  visited  St,  Catharines 
where  they  were  initiated  and  instructed  in  the  degrees  in  Union  Lodge 
No.  16.  Their  petition  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  was  favorably  entertained, 
and  on  the  31st  January,  1854,  they  were  formed  into  a lodge  of  the  1. 
0.  0.  F.  Disappointed  in  their  researches  after  true.  Odd-Fellowsliip 
in  the  old  society,  they  hud  found  it  (as  the  name  they  chose  indicated) 
in  the  new.  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30  was  instituted  by  P.  G.  Connor  of 
St.  Catharines,  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Ryerson,  J.  R.  Cook,  J.  W.  Arm  - 
strong  and  A.  V.  Lambeit  of  the  same  place.  The  work  of  instituting 
initiating  and  installing  occupied  the  two  nights  of  January  31st  and 
February  1st.  On  this  occasion  there  were  admitted  to  membership  in 
addition  to  the  applicants  for  the  charter — P.  G.  Wm.  Harding  as  an 
Ancient  Odd-Fellow,  and  the  following  gentlemen,  nearly  all  of  whom 
had  been  members  of  the  now  defunct  lodges  of  the  M.  U.,  viz.  : John 
A.  Arnold,  William  Skinner,  Henry  Wheeler,  W.  T.  Eritli,  Thomas 
Williams,  John  Pringle,  William  Atkinson,  Edward  Osborne,  Jafnes 
Heron,  D.  J.  Pridham,  J.  W.  Kermott,  Bernard  Trainer,  William 
Wright,  Charles  Dyde,  Thomas  Cadliam,  Charles  Madiver,  James 
Slianly,  W.  C.  L.  Gill,  Edward  Woodman.  The  officers  installed  for 
the  first  term  were  : William  Smith,  N.  G.  ; George  W.  Ashton,  V.  G.; 
H.  C.  Hughes,  R.  S.  ; James  Westland,  P.  S.  ; William  Bissell,  T.; 
Bernard  Trainer,  W.  ; William  Wright,  C.  ; Henry  Wheeler,  R.  S.  N. 
G.  ; Thomas  Cadham,  L.  S.  N.  G.  ; William  Skinner,  R.  S.  Y.  G.  ; Ed- 
ward Osborne,  L.  S.  V.  G, ; John  A.  Arnold,  R.  S.  S. ; W.  T.  Erith,  L. 
S.  S.  ; Charles  Dyde,  I.  G.  ; John  Pringle,  O.  G.  The  lodge  made  fair

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progress,  though  by  no  means  increasing  with  that  rapidity  which  fre- 
quently characterizes  new  lodges  at  the  present  time.  During  the  year 
1855  the  brethren  had  the  privilege  (which  has  been  enjoyed  by  very 
few  Canadian  lodges)  of  a visit  from  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely.  At  the 
close  of  the  first  term  Bro.  Ashton  was  elected  N.  G.,  but  he  resigned  a 
few  nights  after,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  poor  attendance.  P.  G. 
Harding  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  By  the  end  of  the  year  it 
would  seem  that  the  attendance  had  improved,  for  Bro.  Ashton  made 
no  objections  then  to  taking  the  principal  chair.  He  was  succeeded  by 
James  Westland  in  July,  1855,  and  by  William  Bissell  in  January,  1856 
This  brings  Eureka  Lodge  up  to  the  period  embraced  in  the  records  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West.  Its  career  since  then  has  been  one 
of  steady  prosperity.  It  has  become  the  mother  of  a large  number  of 
lodges  in  Western  Ontario,  and  is  one  of  the  largest  and  wealthiest 
lodges  in  the  jurisdiction. 

Morpeth  No.  81,  Morpeth. 

The  Odd-Fellows  of  the  Manchester  Unity  in  Morpeth,  were 
among  the  first  wdio  tried  to  connect  themselves  with  the  American 
Order.  But  a formal  petition  could  not  be  received  by  the  G.  L.  U.  S 
until  the  applicants  had  been  regularly  initiated.  Arrangements,  how- 
ever, were  subsequently  made  to  accommodate  the  brethren  as  far  as 
possible,  So  that  when  Dr.  Smith,  Special  Deputy,  visited  Chatham 
to  institute  No.  ‘29,  he  was  enabled  by  dispensation  from  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  Reynolds,  to  institute  the  Morpeth  Lodge  in  the  same  place.  The 
Charter  members  and  first  officers  were  : John  Addeman,  N.  G., 

James  Cady,  V.  G,  Hiram  Ball,  Secretary,  William  R.  Fellows,  Trea- 
surer ; William  Cowan,  Robert  Bullen,  and  Henry  Bullen.  The  Lodge 
was  instituted  on  the  26th  January.  Its  progress  was  but  slow  ; and 
its  growth  in  membership  small.  Besides,  a number  of  those  initiated 
resided  in  the  neighboring  county  and  villages — tco  far  away  to  attend 
the  meetings  regularly.  By  1857,  it  was  found  impossible  to  hold 
meetings  for  want  of  quorum.  In  1858  it  was  reported  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  “defunct,”  and  a Committee  was  appointed  to  secure  if  possible, 
the  charter  books  and  funds,  and  that  was  the  last  heard  of  Morpeth 
Lodge.  The  list  of  Past  Grands  of  this  Lodge  is  very  short  ; consist- 
ing only  of  John  Addeman,  James  Cady,  Hiram  Bell  and  Henry  Bullen. 

Elgin  No.  82,  St.  Thomas. 

The  charter  members  of  Elgin  Lodge,  consisted  of  George  W. 
Morgan,  of  Tecumseli  Lodge,  and  William  H.  Cameron,  G.  T.  Claris i 
A.  J.  Allworth,  Wm.  Ross,  and  D.  Drake,  who  were  initiated  in  Lon- 
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don  for  the  special  purpose  of  introducing  the  Order  into  St.  Thomas. 
The  Lodge  was  opened  on  the  5tli  May,  1852  by  P.  G.  Connor,  of  St. 
Catharines,  assisted  by  a number  of  brethren  from  London,  The  first 
officers  were  : George  W.  Morgan,  N.  G.,  G.  T.  Claris,  Y.  G , A.  J. 
Allworth,  Sec.,  D.  Drake,  P.  S.,  W.  H.  Cameron,  Treas.,  Rev.  St.  George 
Caulfield,  Chaplain,  B.  Treadwell.  C.,  Alexander  Love,  O.  G.,  James 
Mihell,  I.  G.  The  Lodge  never  grew  very  large  ; its  highest  member- 
ship being  under  fifty.  But  it  was  an  active  Lodge,  and  contributed 
some  excellent  material  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Unfortunately,  after  a 
few  years,  dissensions  began,  which  could  not  be  healed  ; while  at  the 
same  time  the  benefit  funds  fell  short  ; and  no  money  could  be  ob- 
tained to  carry  on  the  benevolent  work  of  the  Order.  Finally  in  the 
early  part  of  1862,  the  members  disbanded,  and  the  Lodge  remained 
closed  for  sixteen  years.  In  the  20th  June,  1878,  it  was  re-opened, 
and  the  Charter  returned  to  P.  G.’s  John  McLean,  Joseph  Laing,  A.  J. 
Allworth,  James  Mihell  and  J.  C.  Lindop.  The  Noble  Grands  of  Elgin 
Lodge  up  to  date  of  its  suspension  in  1862,  were  : George  W.  Morgan, 
George  T.  Claris,  A.  J.  Allworth,  Joseph  Laing,  Rev.  St.  George  Caul- 
field, D.  Drake,  Asa  Howard,  John  McLean,  James  Mihell,  John  King, 
J.  C.  Lindop,  Adam  Walthew,  James  Farley,  H.  Brown  and  Tlios.  L. 
Lindop. 

Erie,  No.  33,  Port  Burwell. 

In  June,  1854,  Messrs.  W.  A Glover,  Alexander  McBride,  David 
Merrill,  John  S.  Tracey  and  Paul  Marlatt,  of  the  village  of  Port  Bur- 
well,  went  to  St.  Thomas  and  were  initiated  in  Elgin  Lodge,  No.  32,  in 
order  to  become  qualified  as  petitioners  for  a lodge  in  their  own  locality. 
They  were  not  instituted,  however,  until  the  6th  October  of  that  year. 
Its  progress  has  been  steady  but  sure.  With  a small  field  to  cultivate, 
it  has  never  been  able  to  get  a very  large  membership  ; but  it  lias  al- 
ways held  its  own.  Financially,  it  has  been  successful,  and  is  able  to 
meet,  free  from  debt  in  its  own  house,  erected  and  dedicated  in  1866. 

Gore,  No.  34,  Brantford. 

Odd-Fellowship  was  first  planted  in  the  then  village  of  Brantford  in 
the  year  1844  by  the  institution  of  a lodge  of  the  Manchester  Order, 
known  as  Brant  Lodge,  which  worked  well  for  a time  and  increased 
rapidly  in  membership.  About  the  year  1849  differences  of  opinion 
arose,  resulting  in  several  of  the  members  leaving  and  starting  a second 
lodge  of  the  same  Order  known  as  Gore  Lodge. 

The  new  organization  was  a favorite  in  the  community,  and  pros- 
pered greatly  ; but  the  affiliation  being  with  the  Order  in  England,  with 
few  lodges  m Canada  and  none  in  the  United  States,  such  of  the  mem- 
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hers  as  found  it  necessary  to  travel  were  very  much  isolated,  and  with- 
out that  aid  and  comfort  resulting  from  being  able  to  visit  sister 
lodges. 

Some  dissatisfaction  also  was  felt  as  to  the  matter  of  the  Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  Fund  being  a joint  fund  in  which  all  the  lodges  in  the 
Province  had  part,  and  was  not  therefore  under  the  control  of  the  lodge 
itself. 

These  causes  combined,  led  to  the  thought  that  it  would  be  prefer- 
able to  join  with  the  great  body  of  Odd-Fellows  on  this  continent ; and 
after  mature  deliberation  and  anxious  investigation,  a resolution  was 
adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  lodge  sever  its  union  with  the  Manches- 
ter Order  and  ask  a charter  from  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  I.  0.  O.  F. 

A deputation  consisting  of  brothers  John  Cameron,  James  Wood- 
yatt.  George  Varey,  Thomas  Broughton  and  Amos  B.  Currier,  proceed, 
ed  to  Buffalo  and  were  initiated,  and  received  the  five  Degrees  in  Hes- 
perion  Lodge. 

The  same  brothers  applied  at  the  session  of  the  G.'  L.  U.  S.  in 
September,  1854,  for  a Charter,  which  was  granted  ; and  on  the  27th  of 
December  in  the  same  year,  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Malloch,  P.  G.,  assisted  by 
Bro.  T.  Parsons,  D.  G.  S.,  of  Buffalo,  instituted  the  Lodge  now  known 
as  Gore  Lodge,  No.  84. 

The  first  officers  were,  John  Cameron,  N.  G.  ; James  Woodyatt, 
Y.  G.;  Geo.  Varey,  P.  Sec.;  James  F.  Wheaton,  R.  Sec.,  and  Thomas 
Broughton,  Treas.;  twelve  of  the  members  of  the  old  Lodge  were  ini- 
tiated the  same  evening,  and  during  the  first  six  months  the  member- 
ship was  increased  to  sixty. 

This  very  promising  state  of  affairs  continued  for  sometime  until 
the  number  of  numbers  was  about  one  hundred  and  forty;  then  began 
the  ebbtide,  not  many  new  members  were  added,  some  of  the  old  ones 
fell  off,  the  novelty  of  the  thing  was  over.  About  this  time,  that  is  to 
say,  on  the  17th  of  February,  I860,  a fire  started  in  the  next  building 
but  one  to  that  in  which  the  lodge  room  was  located,  and  spread  so 
rapidly  that  lodge  room,  books,  furniture,  regalia  and  emblems  were 
burned  ; nothing  saved. 

The  Lodge  had  been  living  expensively  as  to  rent  and  furnishings, 
had  not  carefully  seen  to  the  investing  of  its  funds  at  interest,  and  so 
it  was,  that,  on  taking  stock  after  the  fire,  the  members  found  the  total 
assets  amounted  to  the  sum  of  #800  of  insurance. 

The  membership  rapidly  declined.  Three  years  passed  during 
which  no  initiation  was  had,  nor  was  a degree  conferred  ; the  number  of 
members  was  about  twenty-three,  Then  the  old  true  spirit  aroused 
itself.  The  few  w'ho  were  left  said  the  Lodge  should  continue  and 
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prosper  ; they  set  to  work  to  make  their  words  good  ; it  did  prosper.  It 
has  had  some  ebbs  and  flows,  and  to  day  stands  one  of  the  best  Lodges 
in  the  jurisdiction  ; has  about  one  hundred  and  ten  members,  cares  for 
seven  widows  and  their  families,  and  has  nearly  $6000.00  well  and 
safely  invested. 

Only  seven  of  the  original  members  are  now  in  connection  with 
the  Lodge  ; they  it  is  hoped  will  remain  until  called  up  higher.

Rep  Morgan,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fletcher,  nominated  Rep.  Yale  of 
St.  Catharines,  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Rep.  Reynolds,  seconded  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  nominated  Rep. 
John  Cameron,  as  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

A ballot  was  taken,  when  Rep.  C.  Yale  was  declared  elected 
Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Propositions  for  the  Office  of  Grand  Secretary  were  then  received. 
— Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  nominated  Rep.  Sher- 
wood. Upon  his  declining  the  office,  Rep.  Sherwood,  seconded  by  Rep. 
Cameron,  named  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  who  also  declined.  Rep.  Fitz- 
simmons, seconded  by  Rep.  Dixon,  proposed  Rep.  Ewing,  who  declined. 
Rep.  Y ale  nominated  Rep.  Dixon.  This  nomination  was  seconded  by 
Rep.  Ewing,  whereupon  Rep.  Dixon  was  duly  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Rep.  Cook,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  nominated  Rep.  Cameron, 
Grand  Warden,  and  he  was  declared  duly  elected. 

Rep.  Dixon,  seconded  by  Rep.  Ashton,  nominated  Rep.  Claris  for 
the  Chair  of  Grand  Treasurer,  and  he  was  duly  elected. 

Grand  Master  elect,  Thomas  Reynolds,  named  Rep.  Sherwood 
Grand  Marshall  ; Rep.  E wing,  Grand  Conductor  ; Rep.  Fitzsimmons, 
Grand  Guardian.  The  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  then  proceeded  to  instal  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Warden,  and  the  Appointed  Officers,  after  which  the  Grand  Master  was 
duly  installed  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  West  was  declared  duly  Instituted  in  Most  Ancient  Form. 

The  Grand  Master  having  taken  the  Chair’  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  it  was  moved  by  D.  G.  M.  Yale,  seconded  by  Re])  Glover, — 
That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  adopt  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  for  the  Present  Term,  in  so  far  as 
they  are  applicable  to  the  management  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  The 
motion  was  put  and  carried. 

Moved  by  Rep.  Ewing,  seconded  by  Grand  Secretary  Dixon, — That 
the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Representatives  Riggins, 
Cameron,  and  the  mover,  be  named  a Committee  to  draft  a Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  for  the  use  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  they  pre- 
sent a written  copy  of  such  Constitution  and  By-Laws  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  for  its  consideration  at  their  early  convenience,  but  not  later 
than  the  next  Session. — Carried. 

Rep.  Ewing  moved,  seconded  by  Rep.  Riggins, — That  Grand  Master 
Thomas  Reynolds  be  appointed  Grand  Representative  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States. — Carried.

In  the  absence  of  the  Grand  ’Master,  the  Chair  was  taken  by  the 
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Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Yale,  of  St.  Catharines,  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.

to  be  present  on  this  important  occasion,  and  it  is  hoped  that  circumstances  may 
never  occur  again,  to  require  the  absence  of  those  important  Officers  from  any  of 
the  future  meetings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ; and  when  such  may  be  the  case,  it  may 
only  be  the  result  of  insurmountable  obstacles. — Carried.

The  Lodge  was  opened  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  pro  forma,  Then 
came  the  main  business  of  the  Session,  i.  e.,  the  consideration  of  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  This  occupied 
a considerable  length  of  time,  as  the  entire  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
were  read,  considered  and  adopted,  not  en  masse,  but  by  Article,  Chapter 
and  clause ; and  hence  various  opinions  were  advanced.  However, 
after  the  whole  had  been  read  and  considered,  the  following  Resolution 
was  adopted : 

Moved  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  and  seconded  by  Rep.  Ashton, — That 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  together 
with  the  Constitution  and  Code  of  By  Laws  which  they  have  drafted, 
be,  and  is  hereby  received,  and  approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge.— Car- 
ried. 
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The  Lodge,  after  some  consideration,  passed  the  following  Resolu- 
tion, which  was  moved  by  Rep.  Cameron,  and  seconded  by  Rep.  Ashton : 

Heaolved. — That  the  Grand  Secretary  do,  as  soon  as  possible,  have  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  just  adopted,  en- 
grossed in  duplicate,  and  a copy  therof  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Su- 
preme Grand  Lodge  at  Baltimore,  for  the  sanction  and  approbation  of  that  Grand 
Body,  in  order  that  the  same  may  go  into  operation  without  unnecessary  de- 
lay.

Catharines  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  August,  185G,  commencing  at  10 
o’clock,  a.m.,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  do  impress  upon  the  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges  the  necessity  and  importance  of  their  representatives 
giving  their  prompt  attendance  thereat,  as  the  faithful  working  of  this 
Grand  Body  is  essential  to  the  success  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
Order. 

After  the  business  of  the  Meeting  was  concluded,  the  following  Re- 
solution was  moved  by  Rep.  Ewing,  and  seconded  by  Rep.  Morgan— 

Resolved. — That  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  Reps,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  are 
due  to  the  members  of  Gore  Lodge,  for  the  very  hospitable  and  brotherly  man- 
ner by  which  their  conduct  has  been  marked,  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  Brantford  ; and  also  that  a copy  of  this  Resolution  be  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  Gore  Lodge.

I have  to  render  an  account  of  the  twofold  capacity  of  your  Repre- 
sentative to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  also  as  your 
Grand  Master. 

I need  scarcely  tell  you  of  how  little  avail  it  would  be,  that  I should 
devote  so  many  hours,  frequently  stolen  from  the  duties  of  an  arduous 
profession,  if  my  heart  were  not  in  the  work,  and  of  how  little  benefit 
would  be  my  labour's  had  I not  the  active  co-operation  of  so  many  zeal- 
ous in  the  cause. 

At  the  Baltimore  communication,  of  the  17th  of  September  last,  I 
met  with  such  a reception  that  I felt  proud  of  being  your  Representa- 
tive— the  cordial  manner  in  which  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  was 
extended  to  me  by  all  present,  from  the  youngest  member  of  the  Lodge 
up  to  the  venerable  founder  of  the  Order  in  America,  P.  G.  Sire,  Thomas 
Wildey,  who  with  a firm  English  grasp,  welcomed  his  youngest  son  from 
the  North,  will  not  readily  be  forgotten.

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Until  our  Charter  was  confirmed  L was  not  entitled  to  a seat,  but 
by  courteous  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Representative  from  Nova 
Scotia  and  myself  were  admitted  to  the  floor  of  that  R.  W.  body.  There 
were  present  upon  this  occasion  Representatives  from  the  luxurious 
South,  the  cold  regions  of  the  North,  the  enterprising  hardy  sons  of  the 
West,  and  the  not  less  distinguished  wisdom  of  the  East;  a phalanx  of 
warriors  armed  with  the  glorious  weapons  of  our  Order,  Friendship, 
Love  and  Truth , and  ready  to  stand  forth  in  the  strife  in  which  our 
brotherhood  is  engaged — the  cause  of  unselfish,  generous  benevolence — 
the  cause  of  common  Philanthropy — ignoring  all  party  and  political 
views,  and  endeavouring  to  unite  all  in  a cause  in  which  honesty  of 
purpose  is  a prominent  characteristic,  a bond  of  union  which  requires 
not  traditional  lore  to  give  antiquity  to  its  origin,'  for  all  ages  those 
alone  have  been  the  recognized  Odd,  Fellows  who  have  proved  themselves 
to  be  honest  men. 

Many  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  of  great  import- 
ance, and  I have  already  laid  before  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction 
copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  communication,  from  which  you  will 
have  learned  what  was  done.  The  financial  condition  of  the  Order  oc- 
cupied much  attention,  and  in  this  connexion  I may  appropriately  in- 
troduce to  you  the  subject  of  vital  statistics : this  subject  has  deservedly 
engrossed  much  deliberation,  and  where  parties  are  desirous  of  making 
ends  meet,  it  is  of  manifest  importance  that  our  expenditure  should  be 
closely  regulated  by  the  income  as  well  as  the  probable  casualties  we 
have  in  the  human  course  of®  events  to  expect.  I would  particularly 
direct  your  attention  to  the  able  reports  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  and 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary.  To  both  these  officers  we  are  greatly  in- 
debted for  then’  warm  interest  in  our  branch  of  the  Order,  and  to  them 
personally  I feel  under  many  obligations.  Referring  to  their  flattering 
notice  of  our  proceedings,  I need  only  express  a hope  that  we  may  in 
time  to  come  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us— that 
we  may  guard,  as  the  apple  of  our  eye,  the  jewel  confided  to  our  care. 

It  was  an  occasion  of  no  small  regret  to  me,  that  I was  unable  to 
be  present  at  the  short  session  held  in  Brantford ; the  reasons  for  my 
non-attendance  are  known  to  most  of  you,  and  it  wras  quite  out  of  my 
power  to  leave  home  at  that  time,  having  been  so  recently  away  from 
my  private  duties  and  engagements.  I regret  it  the  more  from  the 
known  and  tried  worth  of  the  Brethren  of  Gore  Lodge,  whose  acquaint- 
ance I had  previously  made,  and  •whose  services  to  the  Order  I shall 
have  occasion  presently  to  notice,  and  also  knowing  the  importance 
of  having  a proper  constitution  adopted  for  our  guidance  hereafter. 
The  disappointment  was  also  heightened  by  the  absence  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

In  my  capacity  of  Grand  Master,  much  of  my  time  has  been  re- 
quired in  keeping  up  the  necessary  correspondence  with  the  several 
Lodges.  I have  endeavored  as  promptly  as  possible  to  reply  to  every 
communication,  and  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  no  letter  has 
remained  in  my  hands  more  than  a day  unanswered.  Many  of  the 
queries  addressed  to  me  were  easily  answered  by  reference  to  the  Digest 
and  Laws  of  the  Order  presented  to  me  at  Baltimore  : but  few7  of  them 
required  much  consideration.  I shall  now  take  occasion  to  enumerate 
them,  as  all  my  correspondence  will  be  laid  before  you,  if  thought  de- 
sirable. 

In  the  choice  of  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  made  at  our  first  session,  I 
have  to  congratulate  you  in  having  such  efficient  men  of  business  and 
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brethren  so  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Order.  Without  wishing  to 
particularize  I cannot  refrain  from  speaking  of  the  ready  and  able  as- 
sistance rendered  me  by  Bro.  B.  F.  VanBrocklin.  of  Brantford,  who  upon 
every  occasion  has  proved  himself  prompt  and  energetic  in  the  cause  of 
philanthropy — whose  good  judgment  has  guided  him  in  casting  oil  upon 
the  troubled  waters  without  sacrificing  correct  principle — he  is  emin- 
ently entitled  to  your  thanks  for  his  good  offices.  May  he  ever  feel  the 
consciousness  of  having  faithfully  discharged  his  duty,  and  of  having 
proved  himself  a good  warrior  in  the  crusade  against  selfishness  and 
vice  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

In  consequence  of  some  troubles  existing  in  Victoria  Lodge,  Cale- 
donia, application  was  made  to  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  Brother  VanBroelt- 
lin,  to  visit  that  Lodge,  at  that  time  scarcely  able  to  assemble  a suffi- 
cient number  of  members  to  form  a working  quorum.  He  at  once  sug- 
gested a course  which  I as  readily  approved  of,  that  they  should  sur- 
render their  old  charter  and  apply  for  a new  one ; the  new  charter  was 
granted,  and  at  the  desire  of  the  brethren  the  name  has  been  changed 
to  Caledonia  Lodge  No.  27.  I am  sorry  I cannot  report  to  you  upon 
its  working.  I have  the  gratification  of  reporting  to  you  the  opening  of 
a new  Lodge  at  Ingersoll,  to  be  known  and  hailed  as  Samaritan  Lodge 
No.  35;  this  Lodge  was  also  instituted  by  Bro.  YanBrocklin,  assisted 
by  the  Brantford  Brethren,  and  in  its  first  report  we  have  a good  earn- 
est of  its  future  usefulness  and  success;  the  papers  relating  to  these 
new  Lodges  are  now  laid  before  you  for  your  approval. 

To  our  American  brethern  we  are  much  indebted  for  assistance, 
counsel,  and  advice  ; upon  more  than  one  occasion  have  we  been  under 
obligations  to  our  brethren  in  Michigan,  for  the  opening  of  lodges  in  the 
Far  West  and  their  subsequent  instruction.  Bro.  Dr.  Smith  of  Detroit, 
very  kindly  undertook  the  duty  for  me  of  opening  Lodges,  and  also  in- 
structing our  brethren.  I shall  be  glad  upon  some  future  occasion  to 
know  that  we  can  make  some  adequate  return  for  the  repeated  kind- 
ness shown  us. 

Some  weeks  ago,  I invited  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Masters  of 
the  three  neighboring  States  to  be  present  at  this  communication,  and 
have  received  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  his  polite  acceptance  of 
our  invitation.  I had  much  pleasure  in  making  the  acquaintance  of  the 
.Representatives  from  Ohio,  and  cto  not  feel  surprised  that  in  such  hands 
the  Order  should  be  in  so  prosperous  and  happy  a condition. 

An  application  was  made  to  me  by  D.  D.  Grand  Master  Locke  of 
Bell  River,  Michigan,  to  allow  certain  parties,  residing  in  the  township 
of  Sombra,  C,  W.,  desirous  of  joining  the  Order,  to  connect  themselves 
with  ci  Lodge  on  the  American  side  of  the  river  St.  Clair,  inasmuch  as 
our  nearest  Lodge  was  situated  some  30  miles  distant ; it  was  further 
represented  to  me,  that  these  parties  would  shortly  be  in  a position  to 
apply  for'  a charter  for  a Lodge  under  our  own  jurisdiction.  I felt  much 
pleasure  in  granting  the  necessary  permission,  and  hope  shortly  to  re- 
ceive an  application  for  a charter  from  these  brethren. 

I have  the  satisfaction  of  laying  before  you  a summary  of  the  work- 
ing of  all  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  by  which  you  will  find  that 
our  progress  though  slow  has  been  steadily  onward.  Much  of  the  dross 
lias  been  cast  off,  and  the  pure  metal  remains  with  us.  Our  members 
now  consist  of  men  of  the  right  stamp,  engaged  in  a good  cause,  and 
ready  to  prompt  others  to  do  likewise.  In  deep  sympathy  with  the 
struggling  energy  of  Brother  Past  Grand  Master  Maclaren.  of  Quebec, 
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to  revive  the  Order  in  Canada  East,  I have  to  report  to  you,  that  the 
number  of  Lodges  in  that  jurisdiction  lias  not  increased,  and  only  one 
Lodge  now  remains  of  the  large  band  who  were  pioneers  in  the  work  of 
the  Order  in  Canada.  Bro.  Maclaren  has  bravely  buffeted  the  waves 
of  opposition  which  have  been  rising  higher  and  higher,  and  to  his  hon- 
esty of  purpose  and  firm  determination  to  prove  himself  an  Odd  Fellow 
indeed,  it  is  attributed  that  the  funds  have  not  been  divided  and  the 
last  link  broken — the  last  Lodge  in  Canada  East  dissolved.  It  is  not 
pleasant  to  reflect  upon  the  misconduct  of  others,  but  it  is  only  justice 
to  state  that  had  the  Montreal  brotherhood  been  composed  of  metal  of 
the  proper  ring — had  they  not  in  bygone  days  been  recreant  to  their 
duty,  they  would  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  being  in  a far  different 
position — their  attempt  to  raise  a single  “Phoenix”  would  not  be  so  de- 
cided a failure. 

Brethren,  I shall  not  longer  detain  you  from  the  work  of  the  ses- 
sion ; I shall  gladly  convey  to  you  all  the  information  in  m3-  power,  on 
matters  connected  with  the  Order  ; it  will  be  3rour  duty  to  elect  at 
this  session  the  proper  officers  for  the  ensuing  year;  exercise  due  cau- 
tion in  your  choice,  and  in  resigning  my  charge  to  my  successor,  I shall 
be  glad  of  the  assurance,  that  the  work  auspiciously  begun  has  a bright 
future  before  it,  and  shall  retire  w ith  the  consciousness  that  wdiatever 
errors  may  have  occurred  on  my  part  have  not  been  those  of  intention. 
Our  Order  in  Canada  now  numbers  605  members,  with  a respectable 
amount  of  funds  in  the  several  Treasuries.  See  that  }Tou  do  your  duty 
in  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Parent  Grand  Lodge,  which  “com- 
mands you  to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and 
educate  the  orphan;”  remember  also,  that  “to  whom  much  is  given,  of 
him  shall  much  be  required.”

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  half-past  two  o’clock,  p.  m. 


Half-past  two  o’clock  p.m.— Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment.. 

The  Grand  Master  presiding,  and  the  same  officers  and  Represen- 
tatives present. 

The  Grand  Master  called  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  to  nominate  and 
elect  its  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  whereupon  it  was  moved  by  Rep. 
Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  YanBrockliu, 

That  this  Grand  Lodge  is  fully  satisfied  that  it  cannot  better  pro- 
mote the  great  interests  of  our  beloved  Order  within  its  jurisdiction, 
than  by  a re-election  of  its  principal  Officer,  whose  term  of  office  now 
expires  and  having  witnessed  the  deep  and  lively  interest  which  he 
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has  invariably  evinced  for  its  welfare,  and  the  zeal  and  fidelity  which 
has  ever  characterized  his  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  of  that  high 
office, 

He  it  therefore  resolved  that  our  justly  esteemed  and  excellent 
Brother,  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas  Reynolds,  M.  I).,  be  again  elected 
to  that  exalted  office  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Which  being  put  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  was  carried  unani- 
mously, all  the  members  standing.

The  Grand  Master  s Address  was  then  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  “ State  of  the  Order,  and  his  Report,  and  the  various  returns 
from  Subordinate  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction,  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  “ Lodge  Returns,'’ 
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There  having  been  a very  limited  attendance  of  Representatives  at 
the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  at  Brantford,  on  the 
17th  day  of  October  last,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  take  up  the  im- 
portant subject  of  a Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order,  for  the 
Government  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  for 
the  guidance  of  Subordinate  Lodges  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  after  a 
careful  perusal  and  mature  consideration  thereof, 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  the 
Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order,  for  the  Government  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  for  the  regulation 
and  guidance  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges,  as  set  forth  in  the  Appendix 
hereto  annexed,  were  unanimously  adopted  ; the  By-Laws  adopted  and 
now  in  force  in  Subordinate  Lodges,  to  remain  and  continue  in  force  in 
those  Lodges  until  altered  or  amended  in  the  planner  and  under  the 
authority  of  those  now  adopted.  * . , 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Gamer  op  the  Financial  Statement  or  account  of 
M.  W.  Grand  Master,  for  the  past  year ; also  the  account  of  the  Supreme 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  accompanied  by  a communication  from  Grand 
Secretary  J.  L.  Ridgely,  in  relation  thereto,  were  referred  to  a Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  consisting  of  Representatives  VanBrocklin,  Yale  and 
Merrill. 

Rep.  Mears,  of  Rose  Lodge,  No.  28,  submitted  a report  of  a Com- 
mittee of  that  Lodge  appointed  to  consider  such  measures  as  would  be 
necessary  to  bring  before  the  present  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  instructed  that  Representative  what  he  should 
communicate  to  his  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  various  matters  therein 
brought  under  consideration. 

The  Grand  Master  carefully  imparted  instruction  in  the  secret  work 
of  the  Order  to  the  Representatives  and  a number  of  Past  Grands  pre- 
sent on  the  occasion. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning 
at  9 o'clock.

Tire  Committee  on  Lodge  Returns  submitted  the  following  Report :

Must  Wort  In/  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 

West. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  Report  on  the  Official  Returns  from  Subordi- 
nate Lodges,  most  respectfully  Report,  that  having  carefully  examined  the  said 
returns,  they  find  a number  of  them  either  but  imperfectly  filled  up,  or  inaccurate 
in  other  respects,  and  although  such  inaccuracies  may  be  hut  trifling,  your  Com- 
mittee deem  them  incompatible  with  the  perfect  working  and  well  being  of  the 
Order.  Believing  the  aforesaid  errors  in  the  Semi-Annual  Reports  returned  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  unintentional,  in  every  instance,  and  the  result  of  want 
of  information,  haste,  and  the  rather  ambiguous  wording  of  blank  Returns,  and 
other  causes,  your  Committee  have  no  desire  to  censure  their  Brethren  for  such 
errors,  but  would  urge  upon  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  more 
vigilant  attention  to  this  subject  in  future,  since  upon  the  Reports  of  these  bodies 
the  statistics  of  the  Order  are  based,  and  from  them  alone  can  a correct  opinion 
be  formed  of  the  prosperity  and  actual  state  of  the  Institution  in  Canada  West. 

Your  Committee  therefore  feel  it  their  duty  to  report  the  following  errors  in 
the  Semi-Annual  Returns  of  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Samaritan  Lodge. — The  half  yearly  Report  for  the  Term  ending  June  3U, 
1856,  has  returned  too  small  a percentage  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shows  a balance 
in  favor  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  of  £3  Os.  3 Id. 

Chatham  Lodge. — Last  two  Reports  incorrect,  and  your  Committee  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  they  be  returned  for  correction. 

Erie  Lodge. — Report  for  Term  ending  June  30,  1856,  is  not  correctly  given, 
and  there  is  an  apparent  error,  in  the  number  of  Members  returned  in  good  stand- 
ing. 

Hose  Lodge. — In  the  Report  for  Term  ending  with  December,  1855,  shows  the 
admission  of  15  new  Members,  and  yet  reports  none  in  good  standing.  It  is  with- 
out the  signature  of  the  Vice  Grand.  30  Degrees  have  been  conferred,  for  which 
only  £9  2s.  6d.  has  been  returned,  which  would  make  the  price  charged  for  De- 
grees less  than  the  minimum  price  fixed  by  the  Constitution,  for  Subordinates 
Lodges. 

Industry  Lodge. — The  Report  for  December,  1855,  is  only  partially  filled  up, 
and  the  one  for  the  Term  ending  .June  30, 1856,  shows  a deficiency  in  the  percent- 
age to  Grand  Lodge,  a balance  remaining  unpaid,  of  £0  12s.  6kl. 

Ontario  Lodge. — Report  for  Term  ending  with  December,  1855,  has  the  head- 
ing unfilled. 

Gore  Lodge. — On  comparing  the  last  two  Reports,  there  is  an  apparent  discre- 
pancy in  the  number  of  Members  returned  in  good  standing. 

Elgin i Lodge. — Similarly  defective. 

Brock  Lodge. — -In  the  Report  for  December  31st,  1855,  the  heading  is  unfilled, 
the  Secretary’s  name  omitted,  and  a deficiency  in  tire  per  centage  paid  Grand 
Lodge,  of  £0  12s.  6d. 

Morpeth  Lodge. — In  the  Report  for  December,  1855,  the  Vice  Grand’s  name 
is  omitted,  also  an  apparent  discrepancy  in  the  last  two  Reports  relating  to  the 
sum  invested,  on  behalf  of  widows  and  orphans. 

Eureka  Lodge. — A discrepancy  in  the  last  two  Reports,  in  the  number  of 
Members  in  good  standing,  probably  owing  to  no  return  being  made  of  Members 
reinstated. 

Union  Lodge. — The  Report  for  Term  ending  December  31st,  1855,  gives  no 
return  of  Members  in  good  standing,  and  there  is  a deficiency  of  £1  11s.  5d.,  in 
the  per  centage  to  Grand  Lodge. 

From  the  whole  of  the  Reports  received,  there  is  thus  shown  a total  balance 
in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  £5  lbs.  8d. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  blank 
Returns  issued  to  Subordinate  Lodges  be  more  explicit.  That  the  word  Contri- 
butions, about  which  there  seems  to  be  a general  misunderstanding,  be  replaced 
by  the  word  Donations.  That  the.  space  allotted  to  Returns  of  Widow’s  and  Or- 
phan’s Fund,  be  divided,  so  that  the  sum  received  during  the  Term  may  be  dis- 
tinctly shown,  in  contra-distinction  to  the  total  Fund  reserved  for  that  purpose ; 
and  also,  as  the  discrepancy  in  number  of  Members  in  arrears,  who  are  neither 
suspended  or  expelled,  not  being  returnable,  they  would  also  suggest  that  a pro- 
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per  space  in  said  blank  Returns  be  allotted  for  that  purpose.

On  motion  of  Rep.  Dixon,  seconded  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  the  sajd 
Report  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  submitted  the  following

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Re- 
port; 

Your  Committee  has  great  pleasure  in  referring  to  our  Brother  Representa- 
tives of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  very  able  and  lucid  address  of  our  Worthy  Grand 
Master,  Brother  Thomas  Reynolds,  who,  with  his  usual  matured  judgment  had 
given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a very  full  and  comprehensive  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Order  within  our  jurisdiction,  much  more  so  than  your  Committee  can  give;  and 
for  his  invaluable  services  to  ourselves  and  to  the  Order  generally,  we  ought  to 
feel  a grateful  remembrance. 

We  find,  from  the  material  placed  in  our  hands,  that  the  Order  within  our 
jurisdiction,  is  progressing  steadily  onward;  and  from  the  short  time  that  our 
Grand  Lodge  has  been  in  existence,  there  is  evidently  manifested  a still  more 
progressive  spirit  among  our  Order,  which  cannot  be  better  shown  than  by  our 
present  Grand  Lodge  Meeting,  every  Subordinate  Lodge  being  represented.  And 
by  our  Annual  Report,  we  find  we  have  got  605  members  in  good  standing. 

The  Widow  and  Orphans’  Fund,  that  brightest  jewel  of  our  Order,  shows  the 
handsome  amount  of  £1033.  The  General  Fund  amounts  to  £1223.  It  satisfies 
your  Committee  that  by  continued  exertion  there  will  be  consummated  in  Canada 
West  a great  and  extensive  Brotherhood,  joined  in  the  Bonds  of  Friendship,  Love 
and  Truth. 

In  looking  over  the  condition  of  Individual  Lodges,  we  find, 

1st. — Brock  Lodge,  Brockville,  the  oldest  Lodge  in  Canada  \Yest,  which 
through  the  enlivening  energy  of  our  Worthy  Grand  Master  has  sustained  itself 
through  good  and  bad  report,  in  such  times  as  no  other  had  to  contend  with,  which 
had  within  itself  the  germinating  power  of  our  present  condition. 

2nd. — Ontario  Lodge,  Cobourg.  This  Lodge  is  in  good,  healthful  condition, 
and  shows  last  year  a great  increase  in  membership. 

3rd. — Union  Lodge,  St.  Catharines,  the  largest  Lodge  in  our  jurisdiction, 
numbering  150  members  in  good  standing,  with  a large  amount  of  funds,  giving 
satisfactory  evidence  of  its  prosperous  condition,  and  the  energy  of  its  officers,  one 
among  whom  we  have  to  mention,  is  P.  W.  D.  Grand  Master  CJiauncy  Yale, 
whose  zeal  has  ever  been  foremost  in  the  good  work. 

4 th. — Industry  Lodge,  Grafton,  a small  Lodge  progressing  slowly,  but  with 
evident  prosperity. 

otli. — Caledonia  Lodge,  Caledonia.  Your  Committee  regret  the  breaking  up 
of  this  once  prosperous  Lodge,  through  the  evil  designs  and  ignorance  of  pretended 
Brothers.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  principal  cause  of  its  failure 
was  the  indiscriminate  initiating  of  every  one  who  requested  admittance,  without 
regard  to  moral  standing ; and  your  Committee  would  further  submit  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  that  upon  a proper  selection  depends  our  general  prosperity  and  welfare. 
From  the  very  able  and  valuable  Reports  received  from  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Brother  Van- 
Brocklin, whose  great  exertions  to  resuscitate  the  Caledonia  Lodge,  and  the  gene- 
ral interest  he  has  taken  in  his  District,  deserves  our  warmest  thanks. 

6th. — Bose  Lodge,  Amherstburg,  a very  prosperous  Lodge,  which  has  more 
than  doubled  its  numbers  last  year,  and  from  the  interest  taken  by  its  officers,  we 
anticipate  a large  increase  during  the  coming  year. 

1th. — Chatham  Lodge,  Chatham,  a small  Lodge,  but  increasing.  This  Lodge 
has  had  more  difficulties  to  contend  with  than  any  other  within  the  jurisdiction, 
on  account  at  the  time  of  the  breaking  up  of  the  Lodge  of  the  Manchester  Unity 
a complete  division  took  place  among  the  Brotherhood ; but  now  we  are  happy  to 
say  that  there  is  every  appearance  of  a permanent  progress. 
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8///. — Eureka  Lodge , London,  an  excellent  working  Lodge,  and  increasing  in 
membership  ; and  from  the  known  ability  of  its  officers,  we  look  for  a large  acces- 
sion of  members. 

!)///. — Morpeth  Lodge,  Morpetli,  a small  Lodge  in  a country  locality,  and  for 
its  position  has  suceeded  beyond  our  expectations. 

10///  . — Elgin  Lodge,  St.  Thomas,  a Lodge  in  good  working  order,  and  steadily 
increasing. 

11/7/. — Erie  Lodge,  Port  Harwell,  a large  Lodge,  and,  from  its  admission  into 
the  Order,  has  gone  on  with  a great  deal  of  energy  and  enterprise. 

12th.—  Gore  Lodge,  Brantford,  one  of  our  best  Lodges,  and  from  the  spirit  ex- 
hibited by  its  officers,  will  still  further  increase ; and  to  the  counsels  and  exertions 
of  the  i).  D.  G.  M.,  Bro.  YanBrocklin,  the  Gore  Lodge  are  much  indebted. 

13///. — Samaritan  Lodge,  Ingersoll,  a new  Lodge,  opened  in  January  of  this 
year,  and  now  numbers  32  members.  The  enterprise  exhibited  by  the  progress  of 
this  Lodge,  gives  us  encouragement  for  the  future,  in  the  fact  that  Oddfellowship 
has  taken  hold  of  the  public  mind;  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  before  another  year 
a number  of  other  Lodges  will  be  brought  into  existence,  to  strengthen  and  ex- 
tend our  sphere  of  usefulness. 

We  would  express  our  sympathy  with  Bro.  McClaren  of  Canada  East,  for  the 
very  arduous  but  unsuccessful  attempt  to  revive  the  Order  in  his  section  of  the 
Province,  as  his  labors  must  have  been  trying  to  a high  minded  Brother  and  true 
Oddfellow,  in  buffeting  the  opposition  which  it  is  evident  he  had  to  encounter. 
Still,  as  there  is  one  Lodge  left,  we  have  hope  that  it  may  remain  as  a starting 
point  for  future  success.  We  are  much  indebted  to  our  American  Brethren  for 
the  kind  sympathy  and  encouragement  they  have  afforded  us,  particularly  the 
Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Kidgley,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States ; and 
Bro.  Dr.  I.  Smith,  of  Detroit,  who  has  ever  been  assidiously  earnest,  in  giving 
assistance  and  advice. 

The  Committee  express  satisfaction  for  the  prospect  now  held  out  for  the  good 
and  welfare  of  the  Order  in  our  jurisdiction,  by  the  recent  election  of  Grand  Offi- 
cers for  the  ensuing  year ; as  from  their  known  ability  and  heartfelt  desire  to 
extend  the  blessings  of  Odd  Fellowship,  we  anticipate  great  results  in  diffusing 
the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.

Your  Committee  will  state  that  the  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  are 
correct.  The  Percentage  of  the  Right  Worthy  G.  L.,  U.  S.,  and  the  Seal  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  form  a large  item  in  the  account  of  disbursements ; and  that  your

Once  more  we  have  the  privilege  of  assembling  together  as  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Lodges  of  the  Order,  in  Canada  West ; banded  together 
by  links  which  hold  us  by  none  other  than  a moral  force ; associated  in 
a common  cause  of  philanthropy  ; armed  with  no  other  weapons  but 
such  as  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  good  subject  and  every  Chris- 
tian man.  Our  little  community  consisted  a twelvemonth  ago  of  12 
Lodges  and  G03  members ; our  labours  have  been  blessed  with  a good 
increase  ; while  we  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  lopping  off  many 
useless  and  decayed  members,  the  parent  stock  has  been  strengthened 
by  the  addition  of  timber  of  a better  growth.  We  now  number  15 
Lodges  and  738  members  in  good  standing.  In  recording  the  removal 
of  several  from  our  ranks  for  their  own  carelessness  ; and  a few  who 
proved  themselves  recreant  to  their  duty  and  unworthy  of  a seat  with- 
in our  counsels,  we  have,  with  thankfulness  to  the  Great  Giver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift,  to  report  that  of  those  who  met  with  us  in  solemn 
deliberation  this  time  last  year,  but  one  has  been  called  to  the  dread 
bar  of  judgment.  P.  G.  Osborne,  of  Union  Lodge  St.  Catharines, 
whose  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged was  unfaltering,  whose  great  pleasure  it  was  at  all  times  to  obey 
the  commands  of  our  order,  has  been  called  from  our  midst.  “ Within 
our  jurisdiction,”  says  the  worthy  brother  who  reports  to  me  this 
bereavement,  “ we  have  lost  a bright  example  of  unswerving  fidelity 
and  attachment  to  our  noble  Institution  audits  heaven-bom  principles.” 
His  relations  and  friends  have  our  sincere  sympathy ; we  trust  that 
then-  loss  is  his  eternal  gain ; that  he  has  his  reward  in  the  mansions 
of  eternal  bliss. 

It  is  also  my  painful  duty  to  announce  to  you  the  decease  of  an- 
other highly  respected  brother,  who  though  not  living  within  our  juris- 
diction, was  always  considered  one  of  our  very  selves.  He  was  one  of  the 
little  band  who  united  with  and  counselled  me  cordially  in  the  movement 
to  which  we  owe  our  present  existence  as  a Grand  Lodge.  P.  G.  T. 
McClaren  of  Quebec,  perished  in  the  late  heartrending  steamboat  dis- 
aster— one  of  the  victims  of  the  sad  mismanagement  of  the  ill-fated 
Montreal.  Brother  McClaren  struggled  manfully  to  keep  alive  the 
small  remaining  flame  of  Odd  Fellowship  flickering  in  Canada  East,  but 
I am  sorry  to  add,  without  the  success  which  his  exertions  merited. 
A few  days  before  his  sad  end  he  wrote  me,  “ although  envy  is  a sin,  I 
feel  almost  inclined  to  commit  it,  when  I see  the  position  you  occupy  in 
respect  to  our  beloved  Order : your  circular  calling  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  London,  has  caused  me  some  pain  as  it  arrived  at  a 
time  when  we  were  about  committing  suicide,  and  by  the  time  your 
meeting  is  held  we  shall  be  no  more.  The  skill  of  one  physician  has 
kept  the  Order  alive  in  Canada  AVest,  but  I fear  it  would  require  half  a 
dozen  of  su  ch  to  resuscitate  it  in  Canada  East.”  We  hope  he  was  spared 
the  pain  of  seeing  the  last  Lodge  in  his  jurisdiction  broken  up  and  the 
funds  divided  as  was  contemplated — a measure  which  he  had  for  a long 
tune  contended  against  almost  single-handed.  I cannot  refrain  from 
transcribing  the  words  of  the  Quebec  paper  which  brought  me  the  notice 
of  his  melancholy  death:  “He  was  a man  who  proved  by  his  example  that 
intellect  can  elevate  and  Christianity  soften  the  rigor  of  any  office,  who 
brought  to  the  management  of  a jail  an  amount  of  judgment,  sagacity, 
resolute  intrepidity,  and  the  power  of  methodical  management,  which 
might  have  sufficed  for  the  command  of  a fleet  or  the  generalship  of  an 
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army.”  I may  only  add  that  his  remains  were  followed  to  their  last 
resting  place  by  the  principal  citizens  of  Quebec,  and  by  what  would 
more  than  anything  else  have  been  a gratification  to  him,  the  children 
of  St.  Peter’s  School  of  which  he  was  the  Superintendent.  It  is  re- 
corded “ inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  the  least  of  these  little  ones,  ye  did 
it  unto  me.”  His  fidelity  to  his  trust  has  verily  not  been  without  its. 
reward. 

I regret  exceedingly  that  I was  unable  to  appear  at  Baltimore  as 
your  representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S.  that  I was  unable  to 
thank  our  brethren  for  their  many  acts  of  kind  consideration  towards 
us.  The  proceedings  of  this  communication  are  in  your  hands  and  you 
will  observe  that  our  interests  were  not  left  unprotected.  You  are,  I 
dare  say,  aware  that  although  I could  not  from  pressure  of  professional 
engagements  leave  home,  as  strong  a representation  as  possible  was 
made  for  the  remission  of  the  claim  against  us  by  the  G.  L.,  U.  S.  The 
application  at  first  was  unsuccessful,  but  upon  reconsideration  by  the 
committee,  through  the  kind  offices  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
Ridgely,  whose  name  is  dear  to  us  all,  and  especially  to  those  who  have 
the  high  privilege  of  his  acquaintance,  all  that  we  asked  was  granted, 
our  representation  of  the  case  was  sufficient  to  satisfy  those  who  were 
adverse  to  our  petition.  The  question  in  which  some  of  you  expressed 
a strong  interest  at  our  last  meeting,  the  mergement  of  the  Encamp- 
ment order  has  not  yet  been  settled.  It  is  too  long  a subject  to  enter 
upon,  but  I am  happy  to  tell  you  that  the  growing  desire  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  Order  in  this  respect  is  likely  to  meet  with  a gen- 
erous response  from  all  parties.  I must  not  now  omit  to  acknowledge 
with  many  thanks  the  receipt  from  the  various  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
Union,  of  copies  of  their  proceedings  in  the  past  year,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  apologize  to  them  for  not  returning  the  compliment  to  all  who 
so  favored  us.  Most  of  these  documents  are  replete  with  matter  of  the 
deepest  interest  and  instruction,  and  I trust  the  several  Grand  bodies 
will  excuse  us  for  exercising  a rigid  economy  in  our  management,  put- 
ting up  with  the  inconvenience  of  not  having  appropriate  regalia  and 
jewels  for  our  Grand  Lodge,  in  preference  to  incurring  a debt  upon  the 
head  of  our  successors.  We  hope  that  this  explanation  will  be  accept- 
ed, and  that  we  may  be  found  to  have  engraven  in  our  hearts  the  stern 
realities  of  which  these  emblems  and  symbols  speak  so  plainly  to  the 
external  senses. 

Much  exertion  has  been  made  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order  in 
the  western  section  of  the  Province  by  our  worthy  D.  D.  Grand  Masters. 
I have  looked  in  vain  for  some  sign  for  good  in  the  East,  but  the  cloud 
is  yet  “ no  bigger  than  a man’s  hand,”  Three  new  Lodges  have  been 
opened  whose  names  will  be  found  in  our  Report — the  one  at  Mt.  Ver- 
non, instituted  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  the 
Lodge  at  St.  Mary’s,  and  the  very  promising  Lodge,  taking  the  name 
“Forest  City,”  by  our  highly  respected  and  energetic  Brother  Bissell, 
who  I am  proud  to  say  yields  to  no  one  in  zeal  for  the  cause  in  which 
we  are  laboring.  I am  happy  to  lay  before  you  Reports  from  our  Depu- 
ties VanBrocklin,  Bissell,  Henry  and  Claris,  with  the  hope  that  others 
wall  be  stimulated  by  their  good  example — will  be  prompted  to  go  and 
do  likewise.  While  upon  this  subject  allow  me  to  suggest  to  you  the 
propriety  of  sending  an  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  several  Towns 
where  Lodges  formerly  existed  or  where  new  ones  are  likely  to  be 
formed,  imparting  necessary  information,  stirring  up  our  Brethren  to 
renewed  exertion,  collecting  the  scattered  properties  of  the  order,  and 
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inducing  tlie  Lodges  in  good  standing  to  work  uniformly.  I endeavored 
but  in  vain  to  procure  the  services  of  an  efficient  visitor  for  the  Lodges 
since  last  session.  A system  of  proselytizing  is  at  all  times  to  he  depre- 
cated, bnt  at  the  same  time  it  must  he  admitted  that  by  judicious  visi- 
tation of  the  land  I refer  to,  much  good  would  undoubtedly  accrue  to 
the  order.  There  was  an  appeal  case  of  some  importance  from  one  of 
the  Lodges,  which  I intended  to  submit  for  your  adjudication,  hut  as  the 
party  has  since  been  expelled  from  the  order  and  is  consequently  be- 
yond our  control,  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  lay  the  matter  before  you  or 
take  up  your  time.  I have  had  a good  many  decisions  to  make  since 
last  session,  and  have  endeavored  as  far  as  possible  to  be  guided  by  the 
laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S.  Among  others  I decided  that  when 
the  fact  of  a candidate’s  predisposition  to  ill  health  or  his  liability  in 
any  way  to  become  a burden  to  the  Lodge,  is  discovered  between  the 
time  of  his  election  and  the  time  of  initiation,  the  Lodge  is  at  liberty 
and  will  be  justified  in  refusing  him  admission.  I also  rule  that  a P.  G. 
depositing  his  card  in  a Lodge  is  entitled  to  his  rank  in  that  Lodge, 
but  is  otherwise  governed  by  the  local  By-laws.  The  name  under 
which  the  dispensation  for  a Lodge  at  Mt.  Vernon  was  granted  was 
Kirby  Lodge,  but  upon  a petition  of  the  members  and  with  the  advice 
of  the  D.  G.  M.  VanBrocklin,  it  has  been  changed  to  Imperial  Lodge 
No.  37.  I am  very  happy  to  notice  that  through  the  exertions 
of  our  worthy  Bro.  D.  D.  G.  M.  Claris,  the  ladies  of  St.  Thomas  have 
shown  an  interest  in  our  order,  and  a goodly  number  have  received  the 
degree  of  Rebecca.  It  is  pleasing  to  notice  the  advancement  of  this 
branch  of  the  order.  Wherever  the  influence  of  woman  is  exerted  in  a 
labor  of  love,  good  must  result. 

“Her  freedom  spreads  unfever’d  and  serene, 

And  sovereign  man  can  condescend  to  see 

The  throne  and  laws  more  sovereign  still  than  he.” 

It  is  in  the  day  of  affliction — it  is  in  the  hour  of  adversity, when  the 
false  friends  of  the  world  frown  instead  of  fawning  upon  us, as  they  are 
wont  to  do  in  the  sunshine  of  our  prosperity,  that  woman’s  true  noble- 
ness of  heart  is  felt — woman’s  cheering  counsel  is  given.  What  greater 
blessing  can  there  be  than  the  embodiment  of 

“A  jierfect  woman,  nobly  plann’d, 

To  warn,  to  comfort  and  command; 

And  yet  a spirit  still  and  bright 
With  something  of  an  angel  light.” 

There  are  several  matters  which  will  engage  your  consideration  at 
this  session  and  I trust  that  they  will  meet  with  free  and  fair  discus- 
sion. If  anything  should  occur  in  which  my  little  experience  can  be 
made  available  for  the  general  good,  freely  as  I have  received  informa- 
tion from  others,  am  I as  freely  disposed  to  impart  it.  I have  to  thank 
the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  who  have  so  kindly  co-operated  with 
me  in  the  work,  and  to  express  the  sincere  hope  that  my  successor  may 
be  equally  well  supported.  Ours  is  a cause  to  which  the  energies  we 
are  possessed  of,  should  most  unreservedly  be  devoted.  It  gives  us  free 
scope  for  the  exercise  of  principles  founded  upon  justice  to  ourselves 
and  our  fellow  men.  We  claim  no  prominent  place — we  say  not  “stand 
off,  we  are  holier  than  thou;”  but  we  do  say  that  if  we  have  attained 
to  “ light  and  liberty  ” we  arc  the  more  responsible  for  it.  We  ask 
others  to  examine  our  fellowship,  and  if  they  see  aught  of  good  in  it  to 
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follow  our  example.  To  our  own  members  we  say,  be  not  weary  in 
well-doing — be  not  satisfied  in  having  filled  the  chairs  of  your  Lodge  ; 
the  command  of  your  order  is  still  binding  upon  you — the  purpose  for 
which  the  Order  was  instituted  never  dies — persevere  then  in  the 
good  cause  while  this  earthly  tenement  incases  the  brighter  spirit 
within ! 

“Endure  and  shrink  not,  we  of  nobler  clay, 

May  temper  it  to  bear,  ’tis  but  for  a day.”

To  the  /»'.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  /.  0.  O.  l<\: 

It  has  been  the  commendable  custom  and  practice  of  those  who 
have  been  appointed  to  fill  a similar  office  to  the  one  which  you  at  your 
last  Annual  Communication  did  me  the  honor  (much  against  my  wish, 
for  reasons  which  I then  expressed.)  to  confer  unon  me,  to  lay  before 
the  Grand  body  in  which  they  may  have  held  tlfe  office,  a detailed  re- 
port or  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  they  may  have  discharged 
the  duties  thereof  during  their  respective  incumbencies,  and  I have  ob- 
served that  many  of  these  reports  are  the  result  of  much,  and  often- 
times great  labour  and  consideration. 

It  has,  however,  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  been  so  honored 
under  and  during  the  administration  of  one,  I mean  the  honored  origin- 
ator and  founder  of  your  noble  institution  in  this  section  of  the  Province, 
who  has  watched  over  its  every  interest,  and  been  unto  it  a nursing 
father  from  its  birth  up  to  the  present  cheering,  gratifying,  and  (as  I 
hope  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  it  may  prove)  auspicious  moment, 
that  I have  liadlittle  or  nothing  todo;  indeed,  he  feels  such  a paternal  re- 
gard and  solicitude  for  all  its  interests,  both  physical  and  mental,  as  to 
be  unwilling  to  trust  even  the  least  of  them  in  the  hands  of  any  of  his 
subordinates  without  his  supervision ; and  while  those  interests  have 
been  thus  better  promoted  and  protected,  the  labour  of  his  subordinates 
has  been  rendered  comparatively  light  and  easy,  and,  therefore,  I,  as 
one  of  them,  have  very  little  to  say  on  this  occasion,  indeed  nothing,  un- 
less it  is  by  way  of  apology. 

When  I accepted  the  post  assigned  me,  I did  it  most  reluctantly, 
fearing,  as  I did  at  the  time,  and  as  I then  stated  to  you,  that  my  offi- 
cial and  professional  duties  were  likely  to  be  such  as  to  render  it  out  of 
my  power  to  discharge  those  which  would  necessarily  devolve  upon  me 
by  its  acceptance  in  a manner  worthy  of  their  importance, and  my  fears 
have  been  more  than  realized,  as  I feel  that  I have  come  far  short  of 
my  duty  in  many  .if  not  in  every  respect. 

I am  consoled,  however,  in  the  reflection,  that  the  great  interests 
of  our  beloved  and  heaven-born  institution,  under  a good  and  all-wise 
Providence,  in  the  hands  of  our  noble,  most  excellent,  and  highly  es- 
teemed Grand  Master,  have  not  suffered  in  any  manner,  but  contrary - 
wise  have  been  promoted  beyond  anything  we  could  have  anticipated 
under  all  circumstances,  and  such  being  the  case,  I can  and  do  with 
some  degree  of  confidence  throw  myself  upon  your  kind  and  fraternal 
indulgence  for  all  my  short  comings,  and  sins  of  commission  and  omis- 
sion, since  I was  honored  with  the  office  which  I now  surrender  up  to 
your  hands.  , . . 
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A statement  of  any  financial  matters  that  may  have  passed  through 
my  hands  will  be  duly  laid  before  you,  and  all  books,  papers,  docu- 
ments. and  other  things  appertaining  to,  or  belonging  to  the  office  will 
be  handed  over  to  my  successor. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted.

Westland,  so  much  of 
the  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master  as  refers  to  the  very  melan- 
choly death  of  that  most  worthy  and  justly  esteemed  and  now  lamented 
brother  P.  G.  McClaren,  of  Canada  East,  was  referred  to  a Committee 
consisting  of  Reps.  VanBrocklin,  Yale,  Mears,  Glover  and  Bradway,  to 
report  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Morgan,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  its  degree,  and  opened  in  the  Scarlet  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  to  enable  brethren  of  that  degree  to  be  pre- 
sent and  witness  its  proceedings. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  it  was 
ordered  that  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  do  endeavour  to  obtain  an  appro- 
priate and  suitable  design  for  a charter  for  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction, 
and  submit  the  same  at  the  next  session. 

Rep.  Dixon  having  read  a letter  from  Ontario  Lodge,  asking  that 
the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  might  be  held  at  Cobourg,  on 
motion  of  Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  the  same  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  until  after  the  election  of  Grand  Officers. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  Treasurer,  having  submitted  their 
Financial  statement  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  year : On  motion 
of  Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  Yale,  the  same  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  the 
foUowing  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Lodge  feels  most  painfully  and  acutely  the  great 
loss  which  it  and  the  Order  generally  have  sustained  in  the  inscrutable  decree 
of  an  All-wise  Providence,  which  in  its  wisdom  has  called  from  labor  to  reward, 
our  departed  and  deeply  lamented  Brother,  Representative  Wiliam  Osborne,  of 
Union  Lodge,  No.  16;  that  in  his  unexpected  death  we  feel  that  our  beloved 
Institution  has  lost  a bright  example  of  unswerving  fidelity  and  attachment  to 
its  noble  and  heaven-bom  principles,  and  this  Grand  body,  of  which  he  was  a 
most  worthy  and  truly  exemplary  member,  deeply  deploring  and  lamenting  the 
loss  which  ithas  thus  been  called  upon  to  endure,  would  convey  to  Union  Lodge 
and  the  bereaved  and  afflicted  widow  and  fatherless  children  of  that  departed  and 
lamented  Brother  its  sincere,  deep,  and  heartfelt  sympathy  for  the  great  and 
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irreparable  bereavement  which,  in  the  dispensations  of  Providence,  they  have 
been  called  upon  to  suffer.  With  him, 

Life’s  labors  done, 

Serenely  to  his  final  rest  he  passed  : 

While  the  soft  memories  of  his  virtues  yet 

Linger  like  twilight  hues  when  the  bright  sun  has  set.,  ’ 

Resolved, — That  a copy  of  the  above  Resolution,  and  of  the  Grand  Master’s 
Annual  Address,  in  which  the  melancholy  event  is  so  beautifully  and  appropri- 
ately brought  under  our  notice,  be  transmitted  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the 
Noble  Grand  of  Union  Lodge,  of  which  he  was  a distinguished  Member, to  be  by 
that  Officer  delivered  to  his  bereaved  and  afflicted  widow  and  family,  to  be  by 
them  preserved  as  an  expression  of  the  high  estimation  in  which  he  was  held 
by  this  Grand  body,  of  which  he  was  a bright  ornament  and  most  exemplary 
Member. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Cameron,  seconded  by  Rep.  VanBrocklin,  the 
same  was  ordered  to  be  carried  into  effect.

means  only  such  portion  of  dues  as  is  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  “ General  Fund,” 
omitting  under  that  head  all  monies  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Widows’  and 
Orphans’  Fund,”  and  would  further  direct  your  attention  to  the  following  notes 
on  each  report  : 

Brock  Lodge,  No.  9,  for  30th  June,  1857 — The  percentage  due  Grand  Lodge  should 
be  1 6 c’y.  more  than  is  stated. 

Ontario  Lodge,  No.  12 — Return  not  signed  by  the  proper  Noble  Grand. 
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Union  Lodge,  No.  16 — Return  incorrect  as  to  number  of  members  in  good  standing. 


Return,  31st  December,  1856,  states,  Members  good 103 

“ 30th  June,  1857,  states,  admitted 10 

Making 113 

Return  30th  June,  1857,  states,  Suspended,  expelled  anl 

deceased 33 

Real  number  of  good  members 80 

Return  states  it  to  be 109 


We  also  find  they  return  the  percentage  as  46  10s..  when  it  should  really  be 
45  5s.— being  41  5s.  overpaid. 

Industry,  No.  25 — Correct.

every  friend  of  man  and  true  Odd  Fellow  should  like  to  see,  and  strive  to  make 
it  occupy. 

Resolved — That  in  testimony  of  our  profound  respect  and  esteem  for  the 
memory  of  our  lamented  brother,  and  of  our  heartfelt  sympathy  for  his  bereaved 
widow  and  children,  these  resolutions  be  entered  upon  the  journals  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  a copy  thereof  transmitted  to  his  afflicted  family.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  : 

Your  Committee,  in  looking  over  the  Report  of  our  Worthy  Grand  Master, 
and  the  different  District  Deputies  under  him,  find  much  that  is  encouraging  to 
all  well  wishers  of  our  beloved  Order. 

In  comparing  the  report  of  the  'Worthy  Grand  Master  for  the  year  ending  the 
30th  June  1837,  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  we  find  that  the  Order  is  stea.lily 
increasing  in  numbers  as  well  as  financial  ability. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1856,  we  numbered  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Gr  in  1 Lodge  605  members  in  good  standing,  with  a Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  Fund  of  £ 1033,  and  a General  Fund  of  <£1223.  At  the  close  of  the 
present  year,  we  nave  tue  gratification  of  sayimr  that  we  have  738  members  in 
good  standing,  shoving  an  increase  of  133;  with  a Widows’  and  Orphans’  Fund  of 
£1330  13s.  Gd.,  and  a General  Fund  of  £1592  6s.  lOd.  This,  compared  with  the 
repo  t of  last  year,  c annot  but  be  gratifying  to  every  Odd  Fellow,  and  is  an  earn- 
est of  what  may  be  expected  in  the  future,  when  the  energies  of  the  Order  are 
fully  developed,  and  we  all  engage  as  one  man  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  its 
principles. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  take  up  each  Lodge  in  order  to  report 
on  its  standing  and  progress,  and  the  usual  matters  contained  in  the  Reports  of 
the  different  District  Deputies,  as  these  have  all  been  discussed  in  the  very  lucid 
and  interesting  repoi’t  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 
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Iu  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  different  Representa- 
tives the  necessity  of  renewed  exertion  iu  diffusing  the  principles  of  our  order  in 
the  different  localities  to  which  they  are  about  to  return.  They  should  remember 
that  “eternal  vigilence  is  the  price  of  liberty,”  as  well  as  the  source  of  all  success;

Cameron,  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  pay  its  Representatives  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  per  mile,  and 
one  dollar  per  diem,  for  attendance,  and  that  the  same  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  respective  Lodges  represented  at  the  present  session,  such 
mileage  to  be  computed  according  to  railway  distances,  and  the  num- 
ber of  days  allowed  to  be  three. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Rep.  Westland,  seconded  by  Rep.  Brad- 
way, That  one-half  of  the  Delegates’  expenses,  as  passed  yesterday,  be 
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defined  to  be  as  follows,  five  cents  per  mile  and  three  dollars  for  time. 

The  amendment,  being  put,  was  lost,  and  the  original  motion  was 
carried. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Westland,  seconded  by  Rep.  Yale,  this  Grand 
Lodge  recommends  Gore  Lodge  No.  34  to  refund  the  monies  received 
by  them  for  Initiation  and  Degrees  from  the  Members  of  Imperial 
Lodge  No.  37,  the  same  having  been  done  by  other  Lodges  in  like  cir- 
stances. 

P.  G.  Laing  gave  notice,  that  at  the  next  Session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  a motion  will  be  made  to  the  effect  that  power  may  be  vested 
in  each  Subordinate  to  appoint  a Physician,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
examine  all  Candidates  for  initiation,  as  to  their  general  health,  with- 
out a satisfactory  certificate  from  whom,  in  that  respect,  they  shall  not 
be  admitted,  although  in  other  respects  worthy. 

Rep.  "Westland  gave  notice  of  alteration,  at  next  Grand  Meeting, 
that  Clause  I,  Sec.  2,  Art.  2 be  altered  and  defined  fully,  such  altera- 
tion to  be  made  as  may  be  then  deemed  necessarj7. 

Yale,  it  was  unani- 
mously Resolved  that  a vote  of  thanks  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ten- 
dered to  the  Officers  and  Brethren  of  Eureka  and  Forest  City  Lodges, 
Nos.  30  and  38,  for  the  use  of  their  Lodge  Room,  and  for  the  very  great 
kindness  and  courtesy  manifested  by  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  during 
its  present  Session. 

The  business  of  this  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  been 
brought  to  a close,  it  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  the  Town  of  Brantford 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month  of  August,  A.  D.  1858,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  of  yesterday.

The  above  telegraph  just  received  from  our  M.  W Grand  Master,  ex- 
plained the  cause  of  his  delay,  and  according  to  his  request  the  Grand 
Secretary  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Address  and  Report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  M.  W.  GRAND  MASTER. 

Officers  and  Brethren  : — 

We  are  once  more  assembled  together  for  the  interchange  of  friend- 
ly sentiments,  for  the  consideration  of  objects  of  true  benevolence  and 
brotherly  love  : very  appropriately  we  meet  in  this  beautiful  town,  once 
the  camp  ground  of  the  reel  man  of  the  forest, — here,  where  the  great 
chief  of  the  Mohawks  often  called  the  Six  Nations  together  to  listen  to 
the  wise  Councils  which  his  keen  and  correct  judgment  so  readily 
prompted,  your  Chief  calls  you  once  more  to  your  Council  fire ; here 
your  Grand  Master  asks  you  to  smoke  the  pipe  of  peace  and  good  will 
to  all  men;  here  he  asks  you  to  war  only  against  vice  in  its  myriad 
forms  and  furnishes  you  with  the  only  weapons  which  our  order  recog- 
nizes as  necessary  for  the  contest;  here  he  desires  you  to  obey  the 
mandates  of  our  order,  to  succour  your  distressed  brother,  to  watch  over 
and  protect  his  orphan,  and  wipe  away  his  widow’s  tear. 

The  great  Thavandenagea’s  name, too, is  an  appropriate  watch-word 
to  call  us  here : his  name  pointed  to  the  strength  which  the  union  of  a 
bundle  of  rods  affords  over  the  power  exercised  by  a single  one ; his  bow 
and  arrows  to  that  plighted  faith  between  us  as  brothers  which  knit 
together  the  hearts  of  Jonathan  and  David. 
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Brant,  too, was  a sort  of  link  between  the  civilized  life  of  the  old 
world  and  the  savage  life  of  the  new,  he  was  ever  the  faithful  ally  of 
the  great  mother  of  civilization,  the  great  protector  of  the  oppressed, 
the  redresscr  of  wrongs,  the  great  enemy  of  tyranny  in  every  form, — 
Good  Old  England — Brant  brought  from  the  Mother  land  to  his  forest 
home  and  to  his  tribe  the  germ  of  those  exalted  principles,  and  taught 
his  brethren  to  respect  a nation  holding  such  noble  sentiments  ; while 
the  venerable  founder  of  our  order  in  America,  Past  Grand  Sire  Wildey , 
soon  after  brought  from  England,  the  knowledge  of  the  great  principles 
we  proudly  claim  as  our  own. 

Here  wre  are  assembled,  a chosen  band  representing  the  land  of  the 
Rose,  the  Shamrock,  the  Thistle  and  the  progeny  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers, 
all  now  united  upon  the  soil,  and  under  the  symbolic  Banner  of  the 
Beaver  and  the  Maple  Leaf. — We  hold  the  Olive  Branch  of  peace  in  our 
hands,  pointing  to  the  links  which  bind  us  together,  extending  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  all  mankind.  May  the  great  Anglo  Saxon  race 
never  meet  in  a contest  or  a strife  other  than  a friendly  rivalry  in  the 
great  and  good  influences  of  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth. 

The  red  man  of  the  forest  has  disappeared  from  his  beautiful  hunt- 
ing grounds  here  situated  ; The  Anglo  Saxon  has  converted  his  wigwam 
into  the  handsome  dwelling  of  more  modern  taste.  The  Oak,  the  Ash, 
and  the  Elm  of  the  forest  are  hewn  down,  we  have  in  their  stead  the 
Apple,  the  Peach  and  the  Nectarine.  But  if  we  enjoy  greater  refine- 
ment, greater  light,  and  greater  privileges  than  the  former  possessors 
of  the  soil,  we  must  not  forget  that  we  have  the  greater  responsibility. 
— The  great  warrior  to  whom  we  have  referred  was  possessed  of  great 
discernment,  coolness,  and  at  the  same  time,  promptness  of  action. 
Your  chief  officer  should  be  possessed  of 

“The  reason  firm,  the  temperate  will, 

Endurance,  foresight,  strength  and  skill.” 

I trust  that  he  who  is  to  fill  this  chair  after  the  first  part  of  the  session, 
is  over,  will  possess  all  these  requisites,  and  that  guided  by  the  experi- 
ence of  the  past  he  wall  direct  you  onward  in  the  noble  cause  in  which 
we  have  embarked,  with  all  the  ability  and  zeal  that  the  importance  of 
the  office  requires.  Should  my  advice  be  of  service  to  him  at  any  time, 
I need  scarcely  add,  that  he  has  but  to  command  it. — In  speaking  of  the 
progress  of  the  order  in  the  past  year,  and  in  telling  you  that  we  have 
not  made  the  advance  of  the  previous  year,  I need  scarcely  tell  you,  for 
many  of  you  are  commercial  men,  that,  the  monetary  depression  which 
has  spread  over  the  civilized  world,  has  had  its  influence  upon  us,  and 
several  of  our  brethren  who  were  desirous  of  establishing  new  Lodges 
have  been  unable  to  accomplish  a wish  so  dear  to  their  hearts.  Our 
old  friend  Brother  Dixon  who  has  already  done  us  good  by  the  resusci- 
tation of  an  excellent  Lodge,  and  in  a highly  flourishing  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince has  been  unsuccessful  in  his  truly  commendable  efforts  on  our 
behalf,  but  will  shortly  be  able,  I trust,  to  add  another  to  our  list.  I 
had  some  time  ago  an  application  for  a Lodge  in  Guelph,  and  the  wishes 
of  the  applicants  I have  no  doubt  vail  be  carried  out  by  my  successor, 
but  the  Lodges  already  in  good  working  order  have  felt  the  monetary 
crisis,  and  the  list  of  suspensions  and  expulsions,  for  non  payment  of 
dues,  is  larger  than  I could  wish  : at  the  same  time  I have  always  ad- 
vocated the  principle  of  keeping  a Lodge’s  books  clear,  and  preferring  a 
small  trusty  band  in  good  standing  to  a large  Lodge  burdened  with  de- 
faulters. I am  sorry  to  refer  to  certain  expulsions  under  other  circurn- 
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stances,  and  although  we  have  not  to  deplore  the  loss  of  any  who  sat 
with  us  at  our  last  communication,  from  the  hand  of  death,  it  is  painful 
to  know  that  we  have  to  report  the  lapse  from  good  standing  in  the 
order,  of  more  than  one  of  a flagrant  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land. 
In  the  exercise  of  that  “ charity  which  suffereth  long  and  is  kmd,”  I 
willingly  draw  the  veil  over  this  painful  part  of  my  duty,  and  sincerely 
hope  that  the  erring  ones  may  exhibit  true  penitence,  and  in  the  end 
obtain  forgiveness  for  crimes  of  by  no  means  a light  character.  I have 
to  express  my  full  and  entire  satisfaction  with  the  zealous  dischage  of 
their  duties  by  the  several  D.  D.  Grand  Masters.  Most  of  the  lodges 
have  been  visited  by  them,  and  the  several  Reports  will  be  laid  before 
you,  and  referred  to  their  proper  Committees.  Our  higlily  respected 
and  ever  faithful  friend,  D.  D.  Grand  Master  Yale,  has  furnished  me 
with  a very  pleasing  Report  of  the  good  feeling,  as  well  as  good  work- 
ing, of  Union  Lodge,  and  to  his  exertions  I have  no  doubt  we  have  main- 
ly to  attribute  the  state  of  the  order  in  St.  Catharines.  On  the  17th  of 
February  last  the  Rooms  of  Umon  Lodge  were  destroyed  by  fire  ; the 
whole  of  their  property  was  consumed,  and  I regret  to  say  they  bad  not 
taken  the  precaution  to  insure.  This  severe  loss,  occurring  in  some 
Lodges,  would  have  had  the  effect  of  completely  paralyzing  their  ener- 
gies, but  it  was  not  so  with  the  good  brethren  at  St.  Catharines ; our 
friend,  Bro,  Yale,  wrote  to  me  immediately,  and  I lost  no  time  in 
collecting  together  a few  articles  and  writing  them  a letter  of 
condolence.  Out.  of  what  appeared  at  the  time  a very  great  evil,  good 
has  already  resulted,  a long  list  of  brethren  who  had  been  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues  has  been  placed  in  the  column  of  “ reinstated  ” 
in  our  Report.  When  the  hour  of  need  came  they  forgot  not  their  old 
love,  and  verified  the  maxim  that  “ where  union  exists  there  is 
strength.”  The  good  conduct  of  Union  Lodge  in  the  hour  of  adversity 
deserves  our  commendation  and  thanks. 

I would  commend  to  your  notice,  the  reports  of  Brothers  Bissell, 
Woodyatt,  Dixon  and  Laing.  You  will  see  that  they  have  not  been 
drones  in  the  hive,  and  that  they  have  done  much  for  the  spread  of  the 
order  in  their  jurisdictions.  I have  to  thank  the  other  Grand  Officers 
for  their  cordial  assistance  at  all  times  rendered  me.  From  the  Grand 
Secretary  I have  received  all  the  good  offices  and  advice  I required.  I 
have  found  him,  during  the  two  years  he  has  so  ably  filled  the  import- 
ant chair  confided  to  him,  to  possess  the  uniform  “sua viter  in  modo” 
which  characterized  him  at  his  first  entrance  upon  the  duties  of  an 
arduous  office,  while  he  has  never  lacked  the  “fortiter  in  re”  so  indis- 
pensable to  a faithful  discharge  of  the  requirements  of  his  station  m 
the  order.  I regret  to  say  that  the  proceedings  of  our  last  Communi- 
cation, in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  Brother  Cameron,  and  other 
circumstances  over  which  he  had  no  control,  were  not  printed  immedi- 
ately after  the  session  ; I have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  them  now  placed 
before  you  for  distribution,  and  in  a very  creditable  form.  Our  worthy 
Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  United  States,  was  at  his  post, 
I am  happy  to  tell  you,  and  took  part  in  the  deliberations  of  that  august 
body.  There  were  some  highly  important  matters  brought  under 
discussion,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  coming  session  the  import- 
ant question  of  mergement  of  the  two  branches  of  the  order  will  be 
definitely  settled.  I shall  not  detain  you  with  the  details  of  the  several 
questions  referred  to  me  since  our  last  meeting  for  my  opinion  ; the 
correspondence,  as  far  as  necessary,  will  be  laid  before  you.  I have  been 
guided  in  every  case  by  the  laws  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  and  where  any 
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difficulty  or  doubt  has  occurred  to  me,  I have  endeavored  to  take  an 
equitable, common  sense  view  of  each  case  and  decided  accordingly.  1 
am  happy  to  observe  from  the  Grand  Treasurer’s  Report,  that  we  have 
a respectable  balance  in  his  hands  ; I have  striven  to  be  as  economical  as 
possible  in  the  expenditure,  having  in  view  two  objects  which  I trust 
will  meet  with  your  approval  and  support  : first,  I consider  it  manifestly 
for  the  interest  of  the  order  that  a duly  qualified  officer  on  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  should  visit  every  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  and 
should  also  visit  several  places  wdiere  lodges  formerly  existed,  and 
Towns  where  New  Lodges  are  asked  for,  that  we  may  the  better  deter- 
mine what  are  the  requirements  of  our  community.  This  object  I had 
partially  arranged  for,  when  an  occurrence  to  which  I have  already 
alluded,  deprived  me  of  services  in  which  this  time  last  year,  we  had 
every  confidence.  The  other  object  in  husbanding  our  funds  so  closely, 
is  simply  that  in  these  “hard  times”  our  subordinate  Lodges  should 
not  be  burdened  with  the  expenses  of  their  Representation.  Last  year 
we  paid  half  the  expenses  ; this  year  there  is  no  reason  that  we  should 
not  pay  the  whole.  I must  not  forget  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of 
the  several  Grand  jurisdictions  in  sending  us  copies  of  their-  proceedings 
in  the  past  year,  and  trust  their  favors  -will  be  duly  reciprocated 
as  far  as  possible  by  our  Grand  Lodge. 

And  now, brethren, I must  bring  these  few  remarks  to  a close.  There 
are  several  subjects  upon  which  perhaps  it  may  be  necessary  to  give 
you  information,  and  cheerfully  will  I do  so  at  any  time  during  this 
session.  For  many  an  horn-  have  I labored  with  you,  and  for  the  cause 
we  all  hold  dear  to  our  hearts,  I have  striven  with  pen  and  word  to 
discharge  the  duties  devolving  upon  me,  and  with  what  success  you 
are  the  best  judges.  The  little  band  of  280  with  which  we  commenced 
the  work  of  the  order  of  1854  has  now  swelled  in  number  to  738. 
We  have  had  much  pleasant  intercourse  together,  and  I have  seen  more 
than  one  head  grow  hoary  since  we  first  met  atBrockville.  We  are  all 
hastening  to  that  “bourne  whence  no  traveller  returns.”  The  many 
emblems  and  symbols  of  our  order  with  which  you  are  familiar,  point 
to  this  great  fact.  The  Hour-Glass  of  Time  is  as  steadily  emptying  its 
sands  as  we  are  approaching  that  period  hidden  in  the  womb  of  time 
when  all  distinction  of  society,  all  difference  of  blood,  of  class  and  of 
creed,  shall  be  buried  together  in  the  dust ; then  as  the  good  old  poet 
Shirley  expresses  it,  we  shall  find 

“ Tlie  glories  of  our  blood  and  state 
Are  shadows,  not  substantial  things  ; 

There  is  no  armour  against  fate  ; 

Death  lays  his  icy  hand  on  Kings  ; 

Sceptre  and  crown 
Must  tumble  down, 

And  in  the  dust  be  equal  made 

With  the  poor  crooked  scythe  and  spade.” 

May  the  Grand  Master  of  the  universe  so  watch  over  your  deliber- 
ations and  guard  all  your  actions  in  our-  brotherhood  in  this  life,  that 
when  our  poor  frail  bodies  are  consigned  to  their  mother  earth,  our 
immortal  spirits  may  find  a joyous  entrance  into  the  mansions  of  “good 
men  made  perfect”  in  the  Lodge  above.

The  Committee  on  Appeals  submitted  the  following  report  :■ — 


To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  /.  O.  O.  F. 

Your  Committee  having  considered  the  appeal  of  Bela.  F.  YanBrockliu  from 
the  decision  of  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  from  which  Lodge  the  said  VanBrocklin  was 
expelled  on  the  8th  day  of  April  last,  1858,  for  being  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming 
an  Odd  Fellow.  The  appeal  is  not  upon  the  grounds  of  the  charge  for  which  lie 
was  expelled  being  unfounded,  but  that  the  Lodge  had  been  guilty  of  informality 
in  the  steps  which  it  took  in  order  to  warrant  his  expulsion. 

The  Committee  find  that  the  Brethren  of  Gore  Lodge  acted  in  good  faith,  and 
without  any  invidious  intent  or  partiality  in  this  case,  and  that  their  decision 
should  be  sustained.  At  the  same  time  would  recommend  that  should  the  late 
Brother  VanBrocklin,  within  three  months  from  this  date,  apply  personally  to  Gore 
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Lodge  for  a new  trial,  upon  the  grounds  of  his  being  unable  to  clear  himself  from 
the  charge  for  which  he  has  been  expelled,  the  said  Lodge  should  grant  it.  Also, 
that  a copy  of  this  Report  be  furnished  to  the  said  B.  H.  VauBrocklin  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  in  replying  to  his  communication.

The  Committee  on  Appeals  beg  to  make  the  following  report  in  the 
case  of  John  Morrison,  who  has  been  expelled  from  Samaritan  Lodge, 
No.  35,  Ingersoll,  for  conduct  unworthy  of  an  Odd  Fellow,  in  having 
been  guilty  of  an  act  of  Forgery. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

The  Committee  find,  on  examination  of  the  documents  from  that  Lodge,  that 
the  proceedings  of  Samaritan  Lodge  were  regular,  unbiased  and  in  order,  and 
should  be  sustained  and  confirmed,  and  the  complaint  of  the  late  Brother,  John 
Morrison,  be  dismissed,  which  shall  be  duly  communicated  to  him  by  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

In  the  case  of  the  position  of  Rose  Lodge,  No.  28,  at  Amlierstburg,  it  appears 
that  the  officers  of  that  Lodge  have  not  been  installed  for  the  quarter,  owing  to 
some  difficulties  existing  between  Brother  Mears  and  the  other  members  of  the 
said  Lodge.  The  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  said  Lodge  be  called  upon 
to  make  a return  for  the  period  ending  30th  June  last,  and  to  explain  its  actual 
position  at  the  present  moment ; and  report  also  as  to  the  prospect  of  sustaining 
and  continuing  the  Lodge.  In  the  event  of  its  being  reported  that  Rose  Lodge, 
No.  28,  had  been  unable  to  work  for  want  of  the  instalment  of  its  officers,  the  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  D.  D.  G.  M.,  James  Henry,  and  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Thos. 
Partridge  do  proceed  to  Amherstburg,  and  enquire  into  the  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  case ; and,  if  they  see  fit,  proceed  to  install  the  officers  elect,  and 
place  the  Lodge  in  working  order,  and  report  their  action  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at 
its  next  session.

its  jurisdiction,  to  exempt  it  in  any  particular  case  from  the  operation 
of  any  of  the  various  regulations  other  than  financial,  by  which  it  is 
governed,  or  to  enable  it  to  proceed  in  any  matter  with  other  than 
the  usual  formalities,  whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master 
may  deem  it  for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  Order  so  to  do. 

And  whereas,  Industry  Lodge,  No.  25,  working  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  obliged  by  its  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
as  they  now  exist,  to  hold  its  meetings  weekly,  by  which  regulation 
many  of  the  meriibers  of  said  Lodge  are  subjected  to  serious  inconveni- 
ence in  consequence  of  being  resident  at  a distance  of  several  miles  from 
the  place  a,t  which  the  sessions  of  said  Lodge  are  held.  And  whereas, 
said  Lodge  are  of  the  almost  unanimous  opinion  that  if  they  were  not 
required  to  meet  so  often,  it  would  tend  vastly  to  improve  their  condi 
tion,  not  only  by  securing  a more  general  attendance,  but  otherwise. 
Therefore, 
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Resolved, — That  a dispensation  he  issued  to  Industry  Lodge,  No. 25,  empower- 
ing it  to  alter  its  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  so  that  it  may  have  the  privilege  of 
adjourning  from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  so  long  as  it  does  not  at 
any  time  adjourn  for  a longer  period  than  four  weeks;  and  that  similar  dispensa- 
tions be  granted  to  all  Lodges  situated  in  country  places  that  see  fit  to  apply  for 
the  same. 

On  motion,  the  above  Resolution  was  referred  to  Committee  on’ 
State  of  Order.

That  notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  monetary  crisis  that  has  and  still 
prevails,  our  Noble  Order  still  looks  in  a prosperous  state,  and  although,  not  pro- 
gressing as  fast  as  they  would  desire  in  members,  they  trust  its  members  are  in- 
creasing in  true  Odd  Fellowship. 

Your  Committee  consider  it  unnecessary  in  this  Report  to  attempt  for  one 
moment  to  offer  anything  like  a correction  to  the  Annual  Report  our  very  worthy 
and  much  beloved  P.  G.  M.,  Reynolds  has  laid  before  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  re- 
mark that  there  appears  an  omission  in  Elgin  Lodge  of  Funeral  Benefits  of  $30 ; 
also,  in  Chatham  Lodge,  $4.50  for  Funeral  Benefits  is  erroneously  inserted;  where- 
as, in  Eureka  Lodge  there  should  he  entered  for  Funeral  Benefits  $40,  as  well  as

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge  cannot  allow  its  present  session  to  close 
without  expressing  the  many  and  lasting  obligations  the  Order  is  under  to  theR. 
W.  P.  G . M.,  Reynolds,  of  Brockville,  for  his  valuable  and  efficient  services  ren- 
dered to  the  Order  generally  through  this  Province  to  the  present  time.  And 
further,  it  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  Bro.  Reynolds  may  he 
long  spared  to  aid,  by  his  advice,  the  Order  generally ; and  that  when  he  has  run 
his  course  below,  he  may  receive  the  glad  and  welcome  salutation  of  “Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servant,’'  and  obtain  a seat  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  above,  where 
all  is  joy  and  peace. 

Anri  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  forward  a copy  of 
this  Resolution  to  Bro.  Reynolds.  (Carried  unanimously.) 

Moved  by  Rep.  Bingham,  seconded  by  Rep.  Ewing — 

That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  hereafter  pay  the  expenses,  viz  : 
mileage  and  per  diem,  of  such  Officers  and  Representatives  of  this  Lodge 
as  shall  leave  before  the  close  of  any  annual  session  without  the  consent 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  unless  compelled  by  circumstances  over  which 
such  Representative  or  Officer  may  have  no  control.  (Carried.) 

Accouut  from  Grand  Secretary  Cameron,  and  Expositor  printing 
office  read,  and  on  motion  referred  to  Finance  Committee, 

Moved  by  Rep.  Ewing,  seconded  by  Rep.  Maconald,  and 

Resolved,— That  the  sum  of  three  dollars  be  paid  to  Brother  Jas.  Woodyatt, 
of  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  for  his  services  rendered  to  this  Grand  Lodge  during  its 
present  session.

Grand  Officers  having  assembled  in  the  Rooms  of  Ontario  Lodge, 
No.  12,  the  presiding  N.  G.  presented  the  following  Address  : — 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Brothers  : 

As  the  Noble  Grand  of  Ontario  Lodge  No.  12,  it  becomes  my  most 
pleasing  duty,  on  their  behalf,  to  welcome  you  to  this  Lodge,  and  to 
the  town  of  Cobourg,  and  also  to  request  you  to  become  our  guest  at  a 
public  dinner,  to  be  given  this  evening  at  nine  o’clock  at  the  North 
American  Hotel,  in  honor  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Can- 
ada West,  on  this  occasion.  And  in  thus  extending  to  you  a brother’s 
welcome,  we  beg  you  not  to  accept  it  as  a mere  matter  of  form,  only  for 
outward  show,  or  for  our  gratification.  But  to  accept  it  in  the  spirit  with 
which  we  hope  it  may  be  accepted — the  true  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship 
—springing  from  the  heart ; from  which  flows  the  only  true  sentiments 
of  our  motto,  “ Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.”  That  Friendship  which 
is  at  once  the  pleasure  and  duty  of  every  true  Odd  Fellow.  That  Love 
which  is  true  and  holy,  prompting  every  high  and  noble  mind  towards 
whatever  appears  good  and  beautiful,  which  seeks  for  its  action  other 
objects  besides  selfish  purposes — that  irresistible  principle  that  con- 
quers the  bitterest  fire,  and  subdues  the  deepest  hate.  That  Truth 
which  substitutes  the  substance  and  reality  of  things,  forms  and  shad- 
dows — which  makes  our  actions  and  deeds  to  correspond  to  our  senti- 
ments and  words — which  leads  us  to  “ Faith,  Hope  and  Charity.”  That 
Faith  which  prompts  us  to  offer  up  the  heart  to  the  throne  of  the  Great 
High  Priest.  That  Hope  which  points  to  the  bright  future,  amid  our 
present  darkness  and  obscurity ; and  that  Charity  which  delights  to 
measure  out  benevolence  to  the  sick  and  afflicted ; to  cheer  the  widow 
and  orphan  ; that  swells  the  human  soul  with  greatness,  and  seeks  to 
restore  our  fallen  race  to  peace  and  virtue. 

Although  your  numbers  are  smaller  than  on  some  former  occasions, 
when  our  country  was  in  a more  prosperous  condition,  yet  I hope  and 
trust  that  your  deliberations  on  this  occasion  will  be  such  as  to  prove 
you  to  be  the  embodiment  of  this  Court  of  universal  Friendship — this 
unalloyed  Love — this  everlasting,  elevating  Truth,  in  which  Faith  shall 
kindle  the  fire,  Hope  offer  the  sacrifice,  and  Charity  hover  over  your 
actions — so  that  the  '•'■Grand  Master ” from  on  high,  may  look  down  in 
silent  approval  of  your  actions,  and  bless  our  noble  cause. 
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Grand  Master  Yale  having  returned  thanks  to  the  N.  G.  of  Ontario 
Lodge,  for  the  very  friendly  and  fraternal  feeling  expressed  in  the 
address  just  presented,  stated,  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that 
it  would  be  with  great  pleasure  that  they  would  accept  the  friendly 
invitation  to  partake  with  them  at  the  public  dinner  at  the  “ North 
American,”  and  he  hoped  that  this  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  among 
them,  and  this  social  gathering,  might  have  a tendency  to  inspire 
every  brother  with  a renewed  energy  ; and  that  Ontario  Lodge  might 
realize  the  good  result  that  may  ensue  from  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  among  them,  by  its  members  coming  around  the  standard 
of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  with  a renewed  energy  ; and  by  that 
means  gain  additional  strength  from  those  yet  outside  its  portals. 

Grand  Master  then  called  upon  the  Chaplain  for  prayer,  after 
which  he  opened  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Scarlet  Degree.

GRAND  MASTER’S  ADDRESS  AND  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  W Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  : 

Brethren  : — Another  year,  with  all  its  varied  scenes,  has  passed 
away.  Another  ‘‘first  Wednesday  in  August”  has  quickly  come  ; and 
in  accordance  with  law  and  usage  we  are  again  convened  in  Annual 
Communication,  to  review  the  labors  of  the  past,  and  to  legislate,  if  it 
be  necessary,  for  the  future  permanence  and  welfare  of  our  beloved 
Institution.  For  the  kind  care  that  has  surrounded  and  sustained  us, 
as  members  of  a common  brotherhood,  during  the  year  now  drawing  to 
a close,  and  for  the  favorable  circumstances  under  which  we  are 
permitted  to  meet  together  this  day,  let  our  hearts  rise  in  gratitude  to 
the  Great  Disposer  of  all  human  events,  and  our  lips  become  vocal 
with  His  praise.  For,  unless  he  approves  and  blesses  our  labors  and 
our  work,  whatever  significance  it  may  have  in  human  estimation,  will 
speedily  come  to  an  end. 

When  your  suffrages  at  the  last  communication  imposed  on  me  the 
duties  of  Grand  Master  in  this  jurisdiction,  it  was  not  without  a dis- 
trust in  my  ability  to  bring  to  the  position,  time,  talents,  and  discretion

adequate  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  labors  that  might  reasonably 
be  expected  at  my  hands,  that  I undertook  the  duties  of  the  office. 
A year’s  experience  has  satisfied  me  that  no  person  should  aspire  to  the 
honors  of  this  chair  who  is  not  willing  cheerfully  to  make  many  and 
great  sacrifices,  for  the  welfare  of  the  sacred  institution  which,  for  a 
time,  is  committed  to  his  keeping.  If  I have  failed  in  doing  what  my 
brethren  anticipated  when  they  elevated  me  to  this  honorable  position,’ 
if  any  errors  have  been  committed  or  duties  neglected,  it  is  not  from 
lack  of  devotion  to  the  cardinal  principles  of  our  Order.  I promised 
myself  the  pleasure,  iu  the  earlier  part  of  my  administration,  to  visit 
the  several  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  ; but  circumstances,  over  which 
I had  no  control,  have  prevented  me  from  carrying  out  my  determin- 
ation, except  in  the  following  instances,  viz  : — Forest  City  Lodge,  No. 
38  ; Eureka  Lodge,  No.  80.  and  Elgin  Lodge  32  ; and  being  present  at 
the  dedication  of  the  new  Hall  of  St.  Mary’s  Lodge,  No.  36.  Too  much 
praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  members  of  that  Lodge,  for  their 
determined  zeal  in  Odd  Fellowship.  Although  one  of  the  youngest 
Lodges,  they  are  the  only  Lodge  that  can  call  their  Hall  their  own. 
I am  informed  it  yields  them  a revenue  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum.  On  the  loth  of  February  last,  in  company  with  P.  G., 
Timothy  Parsons,  of  Buffalo,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Partridge,  P.  G.,  W.  Bissell, 
and  some  twenty-five  Bros,  of  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  30  ; and  Forest  City 
Lodge.  No.  88,  of  London,  I visited  the  brethren  at  St.  Mary’s  and  dedi- 
cated their  Hall  to  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  For 
the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  the  above  named  Bros.  I am  greatly 
indebted.  We  had  a pleasant  interview.  The  future  prospects  of  this 
Lodge  are  flattering.  Continued  exertion  in  the  right  direction  will  in- 
sure them  lasting  success.  Much  praise  is  due  to  Deputy  McIntosh, 
for  his  untiring  assiduity  and  zeal  in  promoting  the  interests  of  this 
Lodge,  and  the  cause  generally. 

Forest  City  Lodge,  No.  38,  still  maintains  her  high  rank  in  the 
Order  ; and  under  the  supervision  of  such  men  as  Bro.  Bissell,  and 
Deputy  Partridge,  must  continue  to  prosper.  Their  standard  of  mem- 
bership is  high,  and  brings  to  the  Lodge  Boom  the  wisdom  of  age,  the 
experience  of  active  business,  and  the  influence  of  easy  circumstances. 
The  younger  members  are  good  workers,  and  continue  to  steadily  in- 
crease in  point  of  members,  finances  and  character,  which  is  praise 
eftough  for  any  Lodge:  I enjoyed  a pleasant  visit  with  them  on  the 

14th  of  February  last.  Two  candidates  were  initiated.  The  correct 
manner  in  which  it  was  performed  shows  that  the  officers  are  familiar 
with  the  work. 

Elgin  Lodge,  No.  32,  at  St.  Thomas,  has  had  some  difficulties  to  en- 
counter. The  last  report  shows  that  three  worthy  brothers  have  with- 
drawn their  connection  with  the  Order,  which  I fear  may  seriously  af- 
fect them  in  their  relations  with  the  community  around  them.  Our 
actions  in  the  Lodge-room  should  ever  be  such  as  to  bear  the  scrutiny 
of  those  with  whom  we  associate.  Deputy  G.  T.  Claris  is  one  of  the 
number  withdrawn.  His  resignation,  with  his  explanations  which  in- 
duced him  to  take  those  steps,  will  be  placed  in  your  hands  by  the  R. 
W.  Grand  Secretary  for  your  consideration.  In  February  last,  I met 
with  the  Lodge,  and  endeavored  to  aid  them  in  settling  the  difficulty, 
but  I am  pained  to  report  that  it  has  proved  ineffectual. 

Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  at  Brantford,  still  maintains  its  good  name  in 
the  Order,  and  no  Lodge  is  more  perfect  in  the  performance  of  its  work. 
They  have  suffered  much  from  the  late  financial  depression,  and  have 
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deemed  it  their  duty,  though  a painful  one,  to  suspend  and  expel  a 
large  number  of  members  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Deputy  Woodyatt 
says  “ that  he  cannot  look  forward  with  any  great  degree  of  confidence 
to  the  numbers  being  much  increased  ; still,  while  so  many  of  the  good 
and  true  remain,  he  will  by  no  means  despond.” 

Imperial  Lodge,  No.  37,  located  at  Burford,  has  suffered  from  the 
decrease  of  members,  who  have  failed  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Sec  • 
retary  their  dues.  Thirty -five  members  were  returned  one  year  ago  in 
good  standing;  the  last  report  shows  but  twenty -one.  Their  funds 
show  an  increase  over  last  fiscal  year,  giving  evidence  that  economy  is 
not  the  least  of  their  virtues.  Deputy  Woodyatt  informs  me  the  work 
is  correctly  performed,  in  spirit,  healthy  and  vigorous. 

Samaritan  Lodge,  No.  35,  situated  at  Ingersoll,  gives  flattering 
omens  of  an  onward  progress,  determined  that  financial  depression 
shall  not  retard  them  from  a strict  adherence  to  the  principles  incul- 
cated by  Odd  Fellowship.  The  work  is  well  and  faithfully  performed. 
The  increase  in  their  funds  over  last  year  is  1175.23.  Deputy  Barr 
writes  that  many  who  are  in  arrears  express  a wash  to  pay  their  dues 
and  return  to  their  first  love.  Their  future  prospects  look  bright  and 
cheering. 

Brock  Lodge,  No.  9,  at  Brockville — the  oldest  in  this  jurisdiction — 
is  still  prosperous  and  united,  and  will  continue  in  the  right  path  so 
long  as  they  have  the  counsel,  zeal  and  judgment  of  P.  G.  M.  Thomas 
Reynolds  and  G.  T.  Fitzsimmons  to  direct  and  encourage. 

In  June  last,  I received  a communication  from  Grand  Treasurer 
Fitzsimmons,  conveying  the  intelligence  that  P.  G.  M.,  Thomas  Rey- 
nolds had  been  suffering  from  illness  for  the  past  nine  months,  and 
fears  were  entertained  at  one  time  that  his  disease  would  prove  fatal. 
I feel  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  he  has  recovered ; and  I 
trust  that  he  may  be  long  spared  to  cheer  by  his  presence,  advise  by 
his  counsel,  and  encourage  by  his  example.  Their  report  gives  evidence 
that  two  of  its  members  have  passed  to  that  bourne  from  whence  no 
traveller  returns. 

Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  gives  evidence  that  the  right  spirit  exists  with 
her  members,  and  that  they  feel  to  rejoice  in  the  prospect  of  an 
abundant  harvest,  and  return  of  those  who  have  been  obliged  to  yield 
to  the  financial  pressure  which  has  borne  so  heavily  in  all  parts  of  the 
Province.  I regret  to  add  that  two  of  their  members  have  been  re- 
moved by  death. 

Eureka  Lodge,  No.  30,  I am  pleased  to  remark,  is  progressing  in 
point  of  initiations  and  usefulness,  showing  a zeal  for  the  Order,  worthy 
of  example.  Last  February  I had  the  pleasure  of  an  interview  with 
them,  at  which  time  two  candidates  were  initiated,  and  can  truly  affirm 
the  work  was  performed  satisfactorily,  In  January  last  I received  a 
letter  signed  by  seven  of  the  brothers  of  this  Lodge,  requesting  permis- 
sion to  proceed  to  Detroit  to  receive  the  Patriarchal  Degrees  at  an  En- 
campment working  at  that  place.  I felt  much  pleasure  in  granting 
their  request,  in  the  hope  that  at  no  distant  day  they  would  be  encour- 
aged to  open  a subordinate  Encampment  in  London. 

Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29,  I have  reason  to  believe  has  the  right 
spirit  among  its  members,  and  that  their  motto  is  “ Onward.”  On  the 
11th  of  February  last  I received  an  application,  through  Deputy  Henry, 
for  the  privilege  of  appearing  in  regalia  on  the  22nd  inst.,  in  honor  of 
the  anniversary  of  the  institution  of  their  Lodge.  I readily  acceded  to 
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the  request,  in  the  hope  that  it  would  prove  beneficial  to  their  interests, 
and  an  inducement  to  others  to  become  members  of  our  fraternity. 

Union  Lodge,  No.  16,  continues  to  increase  in  numbers  and  de- 
votion to  the  cause.  I can  give  no  greater  encouragement  than  the 
remark  used  by  P.  G.  M.  Reynolds,  “ that  in  union  there  is  strength." 
The  members  endeavor  to  excel  each  other  in  carrying  out  the  princip- 
les inculcated  by  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

On  the  25th  August  last,  Union  Lodge  having  completed  their  new 
Hall,  and  applied  for  permission  to  have  a public  dedication,  I readily 
granted  the  request ; and,  assisted  by  P.  G.  T.  Parsons  and  the  breth- 
ren, I officiated  as  G.  Master  at  the  dedicatory  ceremony.  At  its  con- 
clusion, the  Rev.  Bro,  J.  E.  Ryerson  delivered  an  address  to  the  audi- 
ence, which  I may  truly  assert  has  been  of  gr?at  benefit  to  them.  For 
full  particulars  of  the  working  of  the  Lodge,  I refer  you  to  the  Report 
of  Deputy  Fletcher. 

Ontario  Lodge,  No.  12,  at  Cobourg,  though  few  in  number,  yet 
with  a good  fund  at  their  disposal,  energetic  action,  a determined  zeal, 
with  the  fostering  care  of  our  worthy  D.  Grand  Master  A.  McDonald, 
must  continue  to  extend  its  usefulness  and  prosperity.  I hope  much 
for  them  in  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  their  midst,  and  trust 
that  every  encouragement  in  the  power  of  Representatives  will  be 
cheerfully  extended  that  may  lessen  their  burdens  and  strengthen  their 
hearts  to  renewed  energy  in  the  good  work. 

I regret  to  report  that  Industry  Lodge,  No.  25,  has  been  compelled 
to  surrender  their  charter.  The  N.  G.  intimates  to  the  D.  G.  Master 
that  he  will  at  his  earliest  convenience  place  the  charter  and  effects  of 
the  Lodge  at  his  disposal. 

In  accordance  with  a resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last 
session,  instructing  me  to  appoint  a deputation  to  yisit  Rose  Lodge, 
No.  28,  located  at  Amherstburg,  and  Morpeth  Lodge,  No.  27,  held  at 
Morpeth,  with  a view  to  their  resuscitation,  I named  Reps.  Henry  and 
Partridge,  with  P.  G.,  Claris,  to  perform  that  duty.  I have  not  their 
Report  to  place  in  your  hands.  1 received  from  a member  of  each 
Lodge  a letter  requesting  a Card  of  Clearance  from  the  Grand  Secre- 
retary.  I informed  them  that  if  the  charter,  books  and  property  were 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I should  have  great  pleasure 
in  complying  with  the  wish  of  the  petitioners. 

The  following  question  was  submitted  to  me  for  my  decision : — 

“ Can  the  Officers  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  use  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  Lodge  of  which  they  are  members  ? ” 

The  R.  W.  G.  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  have  decided  that  the  officers  of 
a Subordinate  Lodge  cannot  legally  use  the  Lodge  Seal  without  having 
first  received  authority,  by  motion,  regularly  made  and  entered  upon 
the  minute-book. 

Permission  has  been  requested  by  a number  of  the  Lodges  to  appear 
in  public  in  the  regalia  of  the  Order,  to  celebrate  the  day  of  their 
institution  as  Independent  Odd-Fellows.  I have  in  no  instance  refused 
their  petition.  I take  this  opportunity  to  suggest  that  hereafter  the 
26th  day  of  April,  be  set  apart  by  this  jurisdiction  as  a day  com- 
memorative of  the  institution  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd-Fellow- 
ship on  this  continent.  I was  present  as  the  Representative  of  Canada 
West,  at  the  festival  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  R.  W.  G.  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  in  the  City  of  New  York,  in  honor  of  the  day  which 
gave  birth  to  our  beloved  Fraternity.  Thirteen  jurisdictions  were  re- 
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presented.  The  South  sent  her  hundreds,  the  North  her  thousands, 
while  the  We -it  added  to  the  number  her  stalwart  sons,  to  join  in  paying 
tribute  to  the  day,  and  honor  to  Past  Grand  Sire  Thomas  Wildey,  the 
Father  our  our  beloved  institution. 

Two  subjects,  in  my  opinion,  call  for  new  legislation.  First,  an 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  in  relation  to  the  number  constituting 
the  Committee  of  Appeals,  as  the  law  requires  that  it  shall  consist  of 
one  Representative  from  each  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  juris- 
diction. Few  Lodges  sending  but  one  Representative,  in  cases  of 
appeal,  their  attention  would  be  taken  up  with  the  subject,  leaving 
this  Grand  Lodge  without  a quorum,  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
session.  Second,  the  representative  system  adopted  last  year,  bears 
heavy  on  the  funds  of  this  and  the  Subordinate  Lodges.  I would  respect- 
fully suggest  that  but  one  Representative  be  sent  from  each  Lodge, 
witli  the  power  to  cast  the  number  of  votes  as  they  are  at  present  en- 
titled under  the  Constitution ; and  that  this  Grand  Lodge  pay  the 
mileage  and  per  diem  of  such  Representatives. 

I would  do  you  as  well  as  myself  injustice,  did  I omit  to  acknow- 
ledge the  many  kind  offices  received  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
during  the  past  year — the  promptness  and  energy  he  has  displayed  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  commend  him  to  your  con- 
sideration. The  Reports  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  will  be  laid  by 
him  before  you,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  a number  of  the 
Grand  Jurisdictions,  in  return  for  copies  sent  of  the  Journals  of  this 
Grand  Body  for  1858.  I trust  that  these  courtesies  may  not  be  neglect- 
ed by  the  future  officers  of  this  Jurisdiction. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  tender  my  hearty  acknowledgments  for  the 
many  kindnesses  shown  me  by  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  and  members 
of  our  fraternity  in  our  intercourse  during  the  past  year  ; and  be  as- 
sured I shall  ever  bear  in  remembrance  your  confidence  and  forbear- 
ance, and  the  many  social  interviews  I have  enjoyed  with  many  of  the 
brothers,  And  may  we  all  meet  in  that  Grand  Lodge  above,  whose  sit- 
tings will  never  cease.

REPORT  OF  THE  R.  W.  GRAND  SECRETARY. 


St.  Catharines,  July,  25th,  1859. 

To  the  R.  W.  (J.  Lodge  of  Canada  West , /.  O.  of  O.  F. 

Brethren, — According  to  the  custom  and  usages  of  the  Order,  I 
herewith  present  for  your  examination  a report  of  the  work,  condition 
and  operation  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  the  year  ending  30th 
June,  1859.  As  it  appears  from  the  Reports  recei\red  from  the  A’arious 
Lodges,  I have  attached  to  this  Report  a statistical  table,  showing  the 
condition  of  each  Lodge  separately  ; and  I aviII  not  take  up  the  time 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  by  reading  it,  but  will  proceed  to  gi\re  a summary 
of  the  same.

Brethren, — Although  the  foregoing  Report  shows  a reduction  m 
amount  of  members,  yet  the  future  in  most  quarters  looks  bright  and 
hopeful.  They  tell  us  that  the  financial  crisis  has  been  the  princpal 
cause  of  the  falling  off.  It  is  true  that  our  country  has  passed  through 
a remarkable  period  of  its  history ; dark  clouds  have  passed  o\rer  us,  almost 
blocking  the  wheels  of  commerce.  Men  Avhose  wealth  was  told  in 
millions  saw  it  take  to  themselves  wings  and  flyaway,  and  he  who  yes- 
terday considered  himself  a child  of  fortune  finds  to-day  that  it  was 
all  an  illusion,  and  with  thousands  he  is  forced  to  lean  on  the  cold 
charity  of  an  unfriendly  world.  There  is,  howe\rer,  one  pleasing 
feature  connected  with  our  Reports,  which  you  will  observe  is  that 
there  has  not  been  one  Brother  expelled  for  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd-Fellow,  or  for  contempt,  during  tlie  past  year  : and  we  trust  that 
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the  pure  principles  which  constitute  the  rock  upon  which  our  Order  is 
based  will  take  such  deep  root  in  the  hearts  of  those  now  belonging  to 
the  brotherhood  that  it  will  be  tenfold  more  valuable  to  each  individual 
member  ; and  that  in  future,  additions  will  be  made  from  a class  of 
men  who  will  not  leave  the  Order  when  they  find  it  is  not  devoted  to 
further  their  selfish  ends.  It  is  a fact  that  the  intelligent  and  good 
everywhere  continue  firmly  attached  to  Odd-Fellowship.  They  admire 
and  love  its  principles,  they  cherish  it  for  its  social  and  moral  advan- 
tages and  benevolent  tendencies  ; and  with  such  men  having  such 
principles  to  sustain  them,  talk  not  of  the  declension  of  the  Order,  but 
rather  look  forward  to  a glorious  time  when  the  present  deluge  of  curi- 
osity, novelty  and  cupidity  have  passed  away,  the  Order  will  stand 
forth  in  its  native  purity.  Men  die,  but  principles  survive,  and  that 
brother  who  has  most  consecrated  his  energies  to  the  purposes  of 
Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  when  the  closing  hours  of  existence  come 
upon  him,  he  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  not  one  deed  of 
charity  he  has  done,  not  one  tear  he  has  dried  up,  not  one  tender  word 
he  has  spoken  to  soothe  the  dying  pillow,  will  be  forgotten  by  our  Great 
Grand  Master,  who  rules  and  reigns  in  the  celestial  Lodge  above. 
Brethern  in  every  locality  should  always  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  not  the 
numbers  of  our  members  alone  which  adds  respectability  and  char- 
acter to  our  Order.  They  should  therefore,  guard  well  the  outer  door, 
and  see  that  none  enter  but  tried  men  and  true. 

At  the  commencement  of  my  term  in  office,  as  soon  as  it  was 
practicable,  I had  the  proceedings  of  last  session  printed,  and  sent  them 
by  mail  to  the  different  D.  D.  G.  M’s.  for  distribution  among  the  mem- 
bers of  each  jurisdiction.  I have  also  sent  one  copy  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  every  State  in  the  Union,  besides  giving  them  to  several 
influential  members  in  my  own  locality.  I also  sent  a copy  to  Mitchel 
& Adams,  24  Congress  Street,  Boston,  according  to  a request  made  by 
them  to  the  effect  that  they  were  about  publishing  a hst  of  Lodges, 
together  with  other  mf  ormation  useful  to  members  of  the  Order.  Hav- 
ing made  so  liberal  a distribution  of  the  proceedings,  I have  a very  small 
number  to  lay  before  you  on  the  present  occasion,  however,  I trust 
you  are  all  furnished  with  copies. 

According  to  Report  of  D.  G.  M.,  Arthur  MacDonald,  Industry 
Lodge,  No.  25,  has  concluded  to  close.  I have  not  received  any 
Report  for  the  term  ending  30th  June  ; but  I received  the  Report  of 
term  ending  31st  December.  1858,  showing  17  members  in  good  stand- 
ing, with  funds  in  the  Treasury  amounting  to  $206 ; and  a widow’s  and 
orphan’s  fund  amounting  to  $137  ; and  yet  the  N.  G.  writes  to  D.  G. 
M.,  MacDonald  that  he  will,  the  next  time  he  comes  into  the  place, 
bring  the  charter  books,  &c.,  &c.,  of  the  Lodge,  but  no  funds.  It  is 
but  fair  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  he  should  give  a statement  of  what 
became  of  those  funds,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Lodges  will  not  allow 
themselves  to  disband  too  easily,  and  as  long  as  there  are  five  members 
left  they  ought  to  protect  those  funds,  or  deliver  them  up  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.  No  matter  how  honest  and  conscientious  the  parties  may  be 
that  are  connected  with  this  affair'  of  Industry  Lodge,  yet  the  example 
that  it  sets  for  others  to  follow  is  most  to  be  feared. 

The  disbanding  of  Lodges,  defalcations  in  Treasurers,  and  embezzle- 
ments that  have  taken  place  in  different  sections  show  that  there  have 
been  unprincipled  men  in  our  Order.  Men  who,  regardless  of  every 
sense  of  honor,  of  the  obligation  of  a most  solemn  vow,  stole  into  our 
Lodges,  intent  upon  nothing  but  the  pecuniary  advantage  that  gleamed 
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in  the  future,  and  if  Providence  blessed  them  with  health,  that  they 
could  not  obtain  the  funds  under  the  false  pretence  of  sickness,  would 
conspire  with  kindred  spirits,  and,  regardless  of  bringing  ruin  upon  the 
Lodge,  and  mocking  the  hopes  of  the  widows  and  orphans,  would  rob 
it.  What  body  however  select  could  prosper  while  contaminated  by 
such  associates.  The  almighty  dollar  is  the  deity  they  worship,  and  its 
acquisition,  by  any  means,  is  the  only  religion  they  practice.  This, 
Brethren,  may  appear  strong  language  to  use  towards  those  we  are 
bound  to  by  most  solemn  obligations,  but  men  so  devoid  of  the  principles 
of  honor,  the  sooner  the  connection  is  severed  the  better  it  will  be  for 
our  Order  and  ourselves. 

I have  much  pleasure  in  stating  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  reports 
for  this  last  term  were  all  received  in  good  time,  thereby  showing  that 
the  D.  D.  G.  M.’s  in  the  several  jurisdictions  were  prompt  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  a neglect  of  which,  I am  sorry  to  say,  prevails 
to  a great  extent  in  some  jurisdictions.  I am  inclined  to  think  that  a 
blank  form  of  report  for  D.  D.  G.  M.’s  would  be  of  great  convenience. 
Blanks  could  be  made  to  contain  all  particulars  necessary  to  be  con- 
tained in  such  reports,  and  would  be  the  means  to  induce  a more  strict 
attention  to  the  duties  required  of  such  officers. 

I would  also  state  that  the  form  of  Blank  Semi-Annual  Reports 
which  are  now  in  use,  (a  number  of  which  are  in  my  possession,  having 
been  obliged  to  get  a new  lot  printed,)  are  very  plain.  I notice  in  all 
the  last  Reports  the  per  centage  is  accurately  made  up.  I trust  in 
future  there  will  not  be  so  many  errors  in  making  up  per  centage,  &e. 
I did  find  one  error  in  the  last  Report  of  Brock  Lodge,  which  was  in  not 
paying  per  centage  on  the  amount  received  for  initiations,  degrees,  &c., 
which  I immediately  pointed  out  to  the  Secretary,  and  have  not  yet 
received  any  correction. 

There  is  one  thing  I respectfully  call  the  attention  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  to,  and  that  is  the  election  of  Grand  Representative.  Experi- 
ence teaches  us  that  is  a mistaken  policy  in  not  re-electing  to  send  to 
that  Grand  body  ; and  more  especially  as  the  present  Representative 
has  received  from  us  the  highest  gift,  thereby  proving  that  he  is  worthy 
of  our  continual  confidence  and  esteem.  A Representative  is  elected 
for  two  years,  and  it  takes  him  fully  that  time  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  routine  of  business  and  be  of  service  to  the  jurisdiction.  The 
great  men  of  our  Order  become  so  from  re-elections,  thereby  extending 
their  sphere  of  usefulness,  forming  a large  circle  of  acquaintances, 
eventuating  in  being  clothed  with  the  highest,  honors  of  the  Order. 

I should  like  to  have  been  able  to  lay  before  you  a full  report  rela- 
tive to  the  manner  in  which  the  National  Celebration  passed  off  in  this 
jurisdiction  ; I have  received  but  two  or  three  reports  respect- 
ing the  matter,  and  I hope  that  the  present  Representatives  may  be  able 
to  make  up  a report  for  each  of  their  jurisdictions,  so  that  it  may  be 
forwarded  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  for  publication.  I would  state 
that  Gore  Lodge  has  furnished  us  with  a fine  report,  a copy  of  which 
will  be  found  on  the  table.  I also  submit  for  your  examination  a report 
showing  the  receipts  of  the  past  year.

On  motion,  Grand  Treasurer’s  Report  was  referred  to  Committee 
on  Finance. 

Rep.  T.  Partridge  presented  a Report,  the  result  of  a visit  to  Rose 
Lodge  by  a special  appointment  for  that  purpose. 
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To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  examine  into  and  adjust  the  disputes  and 
difficulties  which  have  arisen  between  the  officers  and  members  of  Rose  Lodge, 
No.  twenty-eight,  situate  at  Amherstburg,  submit  the  following  Report: — 

That  after  visiting  said  Lodge,  and  requesting  a special  meeting  to  be  called 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  a full  attendance  of  its  members,  and  minutely  in- 
vestigating the  complaints  of  all  parties,  find  the  difficulty  ai’ose  in  consequencq 
of  the  Treasurer’s  having  loaned  the  sum  of  f 180  (being  the  amount  due  the 
Widow’s  and  Orphan’s  Fund,)  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  Lodge, 
and  refused  to  mention  the  name  of  the  party  to  whom  he  had  loaned  said  money, 
which,  as  soon  as  became  known,  caused  a division  of  the  members,  and  general 
dissatisfaction  in  the  Lodge ; and  had  it  not  been  for  the  presence  of  your  Com- 
mittee at  that  particular  time,  would  have  proved  most  disastrous  to  the  Lodge. 

We  now  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  funds  have  been  received, 
full  and  satisfactory  explanations  given,  and  the  existing  difficulties  amicably  ar- 
ranged. 

Your  Committee  would  urge  the  passing  of  a By-law,  if  possible,  at  the  next 
sittings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  strictly  prohibiting  subordinate  Lodges  loaning  their 
funds,  and  thereby  preventing  a recurrence  of  the  above. 

Your  Committee  wish  that  they  could  here  close  their  Report ; and  it  is  with 
feelings  of  deep  regret  that  they  bring  before  your  notice  the  conduct  of  one  of 
the  members  of  Rose  Lodge,  not  only  towards  your  Committee,  but  espjcially 
towards  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz.  : — Past  Grand  Henry  Mears,  who  at  one  time  oc- 
cupied a prominent  position  in  your  Grand  Body  (and  from  whom  better  might 
have  been  expected),  liis  conduct  was  not  only  insulting  by  trying  to  throw  every 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  your  Committee,  and  keep  up  the  dissension,  but  the  lan- 
guage used  by  him  while  in  the  Lodge  was  very  disgraceful  as  an  Odd  Fellow, 
and  is  deserving  of  a severe  reprimand  from  your  Grand  Body.

The  Report  of  Special  Committee  appointed  to  visit  Rose  Lodge 
was  referred  to  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order. 

Westland,  of  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  30,  made  the  following 
appeal  :

TV.,  I.  0.  0.  F. 

I hereby  appeal  against  the  action  of  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  30,  on  the  12th  July, 
as  far  as  relates  to  the  election  of  Representative,  the  reasons  for  so  doing  are 
set  forth  in  the  following  statement. 

On  the  5th  July,  the  day  set  apart  by  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
election  of  Representative,  there  was  a full  attendance  of  members,  who  knowing 
the  law  prepared  to  signify  their  choice.  Two  candidates  were  proposed,  myself 
being  one.  Before  leaving  the  room  for  the  vote  to  be  taken,  I placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Noble  Grand,  the  roll  of  members,  with  their  arrears,  this  being  the 
first  occasion  when  it  has  been  necessary  to  restrict  members  in  arrears  as  to 
their  vote.  We  then  retired,  in  our  absence  the  vote  was  taken,  and  on  being 
called  in,  I was  declared  duly  elected  as  Representative  by  the  Noble  Grand. 

On  the  12th  July,  at  a small  meeting  of  members,  to  our  surprise  the  subject 
was  brought  up,  and  it  was  made  known  that  the  roll  was  not  called  on  the  5th 
July.  Though  an  error  of  the  Noble  Grand,  that  officer  then  declared  the  election 
null,  and  forthwith  ordered  a new  election,  when  another  was  chosen  by  a very 
small  majority  of  those  present.  Thus  was  committed  an  act  discourteous  to  a 
majority  of  the  Lodge,  subversive  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Order,  and  the 
Lodge  in  particular,  unjust  to  myself  and  the  majority  I claim  to  represent,  in  as 
much  as  no  notice  was  given  of  any  such  action,  the  members  having  no  oppor- 
tunity of  signifying  their  preference. 

On  the  19th  July,  a wish  was  expressed  by  some  members  to  reconsider  the 
election  on  the  foregoing  grounds,  hut  the  Noble  Grand  decided  that  no  consider- 
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ation  could  be  bad,  as  tlie  Grand  Master  had  written,  (in  answer  to  his  enquiry 
to  say  that  P.  G.,  Wigmore  was  duly  elected  Representative,  and  we  could  not 
alter  it.  I cannot  believe  that  our  M.  \V.  G.  Master  would  have  given  his  dicision 
in  this  manner,  had  he  been  made  acquainted  with  all  the  particulars. 

if  the  election  held  on  the  5th  July  was  illegal,  the  one  held  on  the  12th  was 
equally  so,  as  one  of  the  Tellers  appointed  was  disqualified  by  our  laws,  by  allow- 
ing his  dues  to  overrun  the  time  allowed,  others  also  voted  who  were-  equally 
disqualified  from  the  same  cause,  also  the  members  present  in  the  Lodge  were 
not  counted,  although  the  votes  were. 

I make  this  appeal,  that  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of  the  Lodge  should  he 
heard,  and  their  feeling  expressed  in  the  Grand  Lo  Ige,  which,  under  the  circum- 
stances, are  impossible  to  be  presented  in  any  other  way  than  this.  I rest  assured 
that  justice  will  be  done,  by  a free,  unbiassed  enquiry  made  by  Brothers  unpreju- 
diced and  willing  to  decide  as  Odd  Fellows.

The  following  papers  relative  to  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Westland,  were 
submitted  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  of  Eureka  Lodge. 

London,  27th  July,  1859. 

To  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  It.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  U.  6.  F. 

As  there  is  an  appeal  taken  by  P.  G.,  Bro.  Westland  against  the  action  of 
Eureka  Lodge,  in  regard  to  the  election  of  Representative  to  your  Right  Worthy 
Body,  I deem  it  my  duty  in  defense  of  the  Lodge  of  which  I am  a member,  to  lay 
before  you  all  the  facts  in  connection  with  it,  and  I believe  he  has  no  right  to 
appeal  under  all  the  circumstances,  inasmuch  as  he  acquiesced  in  the  decision  of 
the  Chair,  and  again  became  a candidate  at  the  secend  election. 

The  facts  of  the  case  are  as  follows  : On  the  5th  July,  it  being  the  night  of 
installation,  the  members  of  Eureka  Lodge  wished  to  elect  their  Representative 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  of  the  Past  Grands  being  from  home,  it  was  suggested 
by  some  to  lay  the  election  over  till  his  return;  but  some  objections  were  raised 
to  laying  it  over,  and  accordingly  the  Lodge  proceeded  to  elect  their  Representa- 
tive. Two  candidates  were  nominated,  Bro.  Westland  being  one.  It  was  before 
the  nomination  tool'  place-  tha  t-  the  roll  was  jdacecl  in  mg  hands,  and  as  I under- 
stood, to  shew  me  the  names  of  such  members  as  are  entitled  to  the  password ; 
and  on  the  vote  being  taken,  I did  not  think  of  calling  said  roll;  and  Bro.  West- 
land  having  received  the  majority  of  votes,  he  was  declared  elected. 

On  the  12th  inst.,  the  election  of  Bro.  Westland  was  objected  to  on  the  follow- 
ing grounds,  viz  : — That  the  roll  was  not  called  as  prescribed  in  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Lodge.  On  those  grounds  I considered  the  election  was  not  legal,  and  de- 
clared null  and  void.  Bro.  Westland  did  not  then  object  to  my  decision,  but  be- 
came a candidate  again  for  the  office,  and  on  being  informed  of  his  defeat  he  gave 
notice  of  appeal,  and'I  on  the  following  day  wrote  to  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
giving  him  all  the  important  facts  of  the  case,  and  received  an  answer  confirming 
my  decision ; and  there  were  only  four  votes  more  polled  on  the  5tli  than  there 
was  on  the  12th,  and  two  of  those  were  not  entitled  to  vote  on  the  12th,  they 
being  in  arrears  for  dues ; and  the  Tellers  appointed  were  good,  at  least  they 
showed  good  on  the  roll. 

There  was  no  one  voted  who  did  not  appear  good  on  the  roll,  and  I have  never 
seen  members  in  the  Lodge  counted  at  an  election  ; and  I can  testify  there  was 
no  one  voted  whose  name  was  struck  off  the  roll.

J.  W.  Cryer  seconded,  that  P.  G.,  Bro.  Skinner  be  our  Delegate.  On  the  vote 
being  taken,  Bro.  Westland  was  declared  duly  elected  to  represent  Eureka  Lodge 
in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Lodge  Room,  12th  July,  1859.  ' 

After  a lengthy  discussion  with  regard  to  the  election  of  Delegate  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  N.  G.  declared  the  election  of  P.  G.,  Bro.  Westland  on  the  5th 
inst.,  illegal,  and  against  the  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge.  The  name  of  each  Bro.  good 
on  the  books  and  entitled  to  vote  not  being  called  from  the  roll  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

The  Lodge  then  prepared  for  a new  election.  Bro.  Yealland  proposed  Bro. 
Wigmore,  seconded  by  Bro.  Skinner;  Bro.  Skinner  proposed  Bro.  Ingamells, 
seconded  by  Bro.  Wigmore;  Bro.  Anderson  proposed  Bro.  Brock,  seconded  by 
Bro.  Westland.  The  three  candidates  then  retired,  the  vote  being  taken,  and 
Bro.  Skinner  having  received  the  fewest  number  of  yotes,  his  name  was  with- 
drawn. The  vote  was  again  taken,  when  Bro.  Wigmore  was  declared  duly  elected.

States  presented  the  following  report,  viz  : — 

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodtjc  of  Canada  West  : 

The  undersigned,  your  Representative  in  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  respectfully  reports — 

That  the  twenty -third  Annual  Session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  was  held  in  Odd  Fellows’  Hall  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, beginning  on  Monday,  the  21st  of  September,  1857,  at  9 o’clock, 
a.  m.,  and  ending  on  Saturday,  September  26th,  at  half -past  three 
o’clock,  p.  m.;  and,  that  the  twenty-fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  was  held  at  the  same  place,  on  Sep- 
tember 20th,  1858,  at  9 o'clock,  a.  m.,and  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Odd- 
Fellows’  Hall  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  the  third  Monday  of  Septem- 
ber, 1859. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  William  EUison,  the  Grand  Officers  and 
Representatives  from  twenty -two  Grand  Lodges  and  eleven  Grand  En- 
campments were  present  in  1857  ; and  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  George 
W.  Race,  the  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  from  twenty-four 
Grand  Lodges  and  fourteen  Grand  Encampments  were  in  attendance. 
During  the  session,  Representatives  were  present  from  every  jurisdic- 
tion under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; and  all  the  Repre- 
sentatives were  entitled  to  seats  except  three,  viz  : one  each  from 
Pennsylvania,  Michigan  and  Delaware,  in  1857  ; and  in  the  latter  ses- 
sion, Representatives  were  in  attendance*from  every  jurisdiction  except 
from  the  Grand  Encampments  of  North  Carolina  and  Michigan,  and  all 
of  those  entitled  to  seats  were  present  except  six,  viz  : one  each  from 
Iowa,  Georgia, "Michigan,  Pennsylvania,  Texas  and  North  Carolina. 

Two  new  sister  jurisdictions  were  this  session  added  to  our  con- 
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federation — the  Grand  Lodges  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  each  having 
five  flourishing  Lodges. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

From  the  It.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  for  1857, 1 learn  that  re- 
turns have  been  received  from  3,505  Subordinate  Lodges  having  188,712 
members  in  good  standing,  and  that  there  has  been  paid  out  of  their 
treasuries  for  “relieving  the  sick,  burying  the  dead,  and  educating  the 
orphan,”  $538,411.60  ; to  which  there  is  to  be  added  $34,040.37^-,  ex- 
pended by  the  Encampment  branch  for  the  same  glorious  charity. 

The  total  amount  of  receipts  reported  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  from  both  branches  of  the  Order,  is 
$1,226,187.07.  In  the  Grand  Secretary**  Report  for  1858,  I find — leav- 
ing out  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Arkansas  and  Nebraska,  from  which  no 
reports  were  received — 3,385  Lodges.  176,700  members  in  good  stand- 
ing. There  has  been  paid  for  the  “relief  of  the  sick,  burying  the  dead, 
and  educating  the  orphan,”  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  the  sum  of 
$440,259.22,  and  from  the  Encampment  branch  $36,679.94— amounting 
to  $476,938.66.  The  gross  amount  of  Receipts  being  for  the  fiscal  year, 
$1,333,841.57. 

Herewith  are  submitted  copies  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Sire,  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  for  more  particular  infor- 
mation. I also  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  West  a bound  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  (in  four  volumes,)  in- 
cluding a history  of  the  institution  of  Odd  Fellowship  from  1819  to  1855 
— with  the  Journals  for  1856,  1857  and  1858.  in  pamphlet  form. 

DECISIONS  BY  THE  M.  W.  (iRAND  SIRE,  WM.  ELLISON. 

First. — Whether  it  is  competent  for  a Grand  Lodge  to  grant  a dupli- 
cate or  any  other  kind  of  a copy  of  a subordinate  charter  to  a working 
Lodge,  and  at  the  same  time  permit  such  Lodge  to  retain  the  original  in 
its  possession  ? 

Second. — In  granting  a charter  to  take  the  place  of  one  mutilated, 
defaced  or  destroyed,  can  the  Grand  Lodge  change  or  vary  the  phrase- 
ology or  the  original  charter  ? 

Third. — In  case  of  the  absence  or  death  of  any  of  the  original 
signers  of  a subordinate  charter,  is  it  competent  for  the  present  officers 
to  write  the  names  of  the  original  signers  upon  the  new  copy,  and  with 
their  own  signatures  attest  the  fact  of  their  being  a true  copy  of  the 
original  signatures  ? 

My  reply  to  these  enquiries  was  as  follows : 

To  the  first,  that  there  is  no  provision  to  furnish  a subordinate 
body  with  two  charters,  except  in  case  where  the  original  one  has  be- 
come mutilated  or  destroyed. 

Second. — That  in  granting  a duplicate  charter,  the  granting  power 
cannot  change  or  vary  the  phraseology  of  the  original  charter. 

Third* — In  granting  a duplicate  charter  to  take  the  place  of  one 
mutilated  or  destroyed,  it  should  be  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  1 >ody 
granting  such  duplicate,  with  an  endorsement  stating  that  the  charter 
was  issued  in  place  of  one  granted  at  such  a time,  and  which  had  be- 
come mutilated  or  destroyed. 

Second. — It  has  been  inquired  of  me  “whether  an  officer  of  a Lodge 
whose  regalia  is  in  his  chair  in  the  lodge-room  cannot  enter  without  any 
regalia  ?” 
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The  answer  is  contained  in  the  charge  book.  No  brother  is  entitled 
to  enter  or  leave  the  lodge  room  unless  clothed  in  regalia.  If  an  officer, 
and  his  regalia  be  in  his  chair  in  the  lodge  room,  lie  must  enter  in  a 
scarlet  regalia,  if  of  that  degree,  and  there  exchange  it  for  his  official 
regalia. 

Third. — A Grand  Representative  elect  of  this  body  inquires  “if  by 
withdrawing  from  his  Subordinate  Encampment  to  establish  a new 
Encampment  he  forfeits  his  right  to  a seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  ?” 

My  reply  was,  that  according  to  a decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  a withdrawal  card  severs  a member’s  connection  with 
his  Lodge,  and  if  he  be  an  officer  of  his  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge, 
such  office  becomes  vacant.  But  that  I did  not  understand  this  deci- 
sion as  applying  to  a Grand  Officer  elect.  A Grand  Representative 
elect  is  not  a Grand  Representative  until  his  credentials  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Fourth. — To  an  enquiry  “whether  a Grand  Patriarch  has  the  power 
during  the  recess  of  a Grand  Encampment  to  suspend  a Subordinate 
Encampment?”  I replied  that  it  is  a subject  for  local  law. 

Fifth. — It  has  been  inquired  of  me  “whether  upon  the  application 
of  a number  of  brothers  for  membership  by  deposit  of  card,  the  Lodge 
has  a right  to  ballot  for  the  whole  number  collectively,  or  must  each 
have  a separate  ballot  ?” 

My  reply  was  that  it  would  be  improper,  if  not  contrary  to  general 
law  and  usage,  to  ballot  collectively  on  a number  of  applications  for 
membership  by  deposit  of  card.  Every  member  of  a Lodge  has  a right 
bo  deposit  his  ballot  upon  each  individual  application  for  membership, 
and  a collective  ballot  would  be  an  infringement  of  this  right. 

Sixth. — My  official  opinion  has  been  requested  upon  the  following 
inquiries : 

First. — Can  a member  become  in  arrears  so  as  to  disqualify  him 
under  the  laws  of  the  Lodge  from  receiving  benefits  during  sickness  or 
disability,  if  he  is  beneficial  at  the  commencement  of  such  sickness  or 
disability  ? 

Second. — If  he  cannot,  is  it  competent  for  a Lodge  to  withhold  the 
amount  of  his  dues  from  his  weekly  benefits  in  order  to  keep  him  in 
good  standing  ? 

My  reply  was  as  follows  : If  a brother  was  in  good  standing  at  the 
commencement  of  his  sickness,  and  his  Lodge  should  pa)T  him  his  dues 
in  full,  and  he  should  subsequently  and  during  said  sickness  become  in 
arrears  so  as  to  disqualify  him  by  the  by. laws  of  the  Lodge  from  receiv- 
ing benefits,  I should  decide  that  it  was  the  fault  of  the  Lodge  in  not 
retaining  so  much  of  his  benefits  as  would  keep  him  m good  standing 
during  such  sickness  or  disability,  and  that  the  brother  would  not  be 
disqualified  from  receiving  his  benefits  during  such  sickness. 

Seventh. — It  has  been  inquired  of  me  “whether  a Subordinate 
Lodge,  under  the  approval  of  its  Grand  Lodge,  has  not  a right,  by  its 
by-laws,  to  provide  for  the  balloting  of  brothers  who  apply  for  reinstate- 
ment, after  having  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  an  in- 
definite time.” 

The  answer  is  furnished  by  the  Journals.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  has  decided,  in  the  Cottrell  case,  (see  Journal,  volume  3, 
page  1594,)  that  the  Committee  do  not  perceive  any  conflict  between 
such  a provision  and  the  constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  The  article 
in  the  constitution  of  Pennsylvania  upon  which  the  appeal  of  John  Cot- 
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trell  is  founded  refers  to  the  suspension  of  members  for  a definite  period. 
The  Digest,  page  308,  article  twenty-one,  says : “A  brother  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  loses  the  benefits  of  membership,  hut  the  body 
which  inflicts  the  penalty  is  competent  to  reinstate  him."  Page  374, 
article  nine,  says  : “Indefinite  suspension  of  a member  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  may  be  terminated  by  a Grand  Lodge  without  the  consent  of  its 
Subordinate.”  Page  417,  article  forty-seven,  says:  “To  require  sus- 
pended members  to  apply  in  due  form  for  re-admission,  and  then  sub- 
ject them  to  the  ordeal  of  a ballot,  though  not  incompatible  with  tjeneral 
law , is  in  conflict  with  established  usage  and  reciprocal  rights  of  mem- 
bers and  Lodges,  aud  the  practice  should  be  abolished.”  (This  refers 
to  definite  suspensions,  as  explained  in  the  Digest,  page  435,  article 
twenty-two.)  It  must  be  conceded,  from  the  authorities  and  decisions 
above  quoted,  that  a Subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  approval  of  its 
Grand  Lodge,  does  possess  the  right,  an  inherent  right  to  judge  of  the 
disqualifications  of  all  applicants  for  admission  or  reinstatement  to 
membership,  except  in  cases  of  definite  suspensions ; and  any  legisla- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge  depriving  a Subordinate  of  this  reserved  right 
would  be  unjust  and  arbitrary. 

Eighth. — It  has  been  submitted  to  me  “whether  in  case  of  a sus- 
pended or  expelled  Lodge,  upon  its  restoration  and  revival,  the  officers 
who  filled  the  chairs  at  the  time  of  such  suspension  or  expulsion  are  re- 
stored, with  the  revival  of  the  Lodge,  to  their  former  official  positions. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  at  its  session  in  1849,  has  an- 
swered this  question  in  the  affirmative. 

Ninth. — It  has  been  inquired  of  me  “whether  a member  of  a Subor- 
dinate Lodge,  who  is  also  a member  of  an  encampment,  and  was  in  good 
standing  in  his  Lodge  at  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  said  Lodge, 
loses  his  membership  in  the  Encampment.”  The  Digest,  page  390, 
article  sixty-six,  answers  this  question  in  the  affirmative.  To  retain 
membership  in  an  Encampment  it  if  necessary  to  be  a contributing 
member  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  in  good  standing. 

DECISIONS  OF  THE  M.  W.  GRAND  SIRE,  GEO.  W.  RACE. 

The  following  decisions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  made  during  the 
recess  were  confirmed : 

I 1st. — That  upon  principle,  a Grand  Master  should  not  hold  office  in 

his  subordinate  Lodge,  or  in  a degree  Lodge.  But  that  it  was  a subject 
for  local  legislation,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  local  prohibition,  “lie 
might  hold  any  such  office  as  would  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  his 
official  business.” 

2d. — That  where  a Noble  Grand  obtains  leave  of  absence  from  his 
Lodge  for  three  months  and  overstays  his  time,  being  absent  for  a ma- 
jority of  nights  in  the  term,  and  his  office  is  declared  vacant  by  a vote 
of  the  Lodge,  and  a Past  Grand  elected  to  his  vacancy,  the  Lodge  can- 
not, by  the  resignation  of  the  latter  and  the  re-election  of  the  former 
for  the  remainder  of  that  term,  make  him  a Past  Grand  entitled  to  the 
honors  of  a Past  Noble  Grand,  as  this  would  permit  him  to  take  advant- 
age of  his  own  wrong,  and  accomplish  indirectly  that  which  the  law 
prohibited  him  doing  directly.  (See  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  1886M898,  2781). 

3d. — That  an  “Ancient  Odd-Fellow”  is  one  who  has  been  regularly 
initiated  into  the  Order  and  retired  therefrom  in  good  standing,  either 
by  taking  his  “permanent,”  or  “withdrawal  card,”  or  by  “resignation.” 
If  done  by  “resignation,”  he  at  once  becomes  an  “Ancient  Odd-Fel- 
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low,”  and  if  by  taking  a permanent  card,  lie  becomes  so  at  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  card. 

4th. — That  a District  Deputy  Grand  Master  has  not  the  right  to 
introduce  visitors  whose  cards  are  out  of  date,  the  power  being  restrict- 
ed by  law  to  “Elective  Grand  Officers.” 

5th. — That  where  the  by-laws  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  read,  “That 
every  member,  &c.,  against  whom  there  is  no  charge,  shall  be  entitled 
to  benefits,  “a  brother,  who  is  not  entitled  to  sick  benefits  by  reason  of 
the  non-payment  of  his  dues,  cannot  during  his  sickness,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  all  arrearages,  reinstate  himself  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge, 
so  as  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  during  that  illness.” 

6th. — That  where  the  Constitution  of  a Lodge  requires  “a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  to  elect  to  office,”  there  being  two  candidates  for  the 
same  office,  one  having  received  twenty- seven,  the  other  twenty- six 
votes,  and  one  blank  vote,  there  was  no  legal  election,  as  twenty-seven 
is  not  a majority  of  fifty-four  ; and  that  a vote  in  blank  is  as  much  a 
vote  to  be  counted  as  though  it  had  the  name  of  a candidate  upon  it. 

7tli. — That  “a  Lodge  in  surrendering  its  charter  and  effects,  should 
also  relinquish  into  the  control  and  custody  of  the  Grand  Lodge  its 
available  and  unavailable  funds.” 

8th. — That  “the  law  relating  tore-admission  of  members  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  (page  2665,  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  session  of  1856),  refers  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges,” 
whether  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  of 
State  Grand  Lodges. 

9th. — That  “where  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  pass  any 
law  or  make  any  decision,  providing  that  a Subordinate  Lodge  shall 
have  power  to  do  certain  things,  which  are  denied  to  the  subordinate  by 
a clause  in  its  constitution,  framed  years  since,  the  Lodge  may  disregard 
said  prohibitory  clause,  and  do  those  things  expressly  allowed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  without  becoming  •amenable  to  the  laws  of  its  Grand 
Lodge.”  The  constitution  and  laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  paramount 
to  all  State  laws,  and  the  latter,  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  former, 
must  yield  to  them. 

Two  other  decisions  were  made  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  which 
were  revised  and  altered ; the  result  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  being  as  follows  : 

Firstly. — That  where  the  books  of  a defunct  Lodge  have  been  lost 
or  destroyed,  a brother  who  was  a member  thereof,  and  is  not  in  pos- 
session of  his  permanent  card  or  certificate  of  membership  from  the 
Grand  Secretary,  cannot,  as  the  law  now  stands,  be  received  into  any 
other  Lodge  as  an  “Ancient  Odd-Fellow.”  This  conclusion  was  con- 
curred in,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved , — That  the  granting  of  withdrawal  cards  to  members  of 
defunct  Lodges  or  Encampments,  is  more  properly  a subject  for  local 
legislation. 

Secondly. — A decision  that  “a  member  under  charges”  should  be 
deprived  of  all  rights  of  every  description,  except  that  of  speaking  “in 
his  own  defence  when  on  trial,”  was  overruled  ; and  the  Grand  Lodge 
voted  to  “concur  in  the  views  of  a former  committee,  who,  in  reporting 
upon  a constitution  providing  that  “a  member  under  charges,  during 
the  investigation  thereof  by  the  Lodge,  is  under  a state  of  suspension 
and  cannot  participate  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge,”  say,  that  such  a pro- 
position is  “subversive  of  that  well  known  principle  that  a man  is  pre- 
sumed to  be  innocent  until  proved  guilty  ; the  only  effect  of  undecided 
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charges  is  to  deprive  the  member  of  the  right  to  take  a travelling  or 
visiting  card,  and,  where  the  charges  bear  upon  the  light  to  benefits,  to 
suspend  the  payment  thereof  until  a final  decision,”  (see  Journal  2132, 
2174),  and  “that  the  same  be  re-affirmed.” 

GENERAL  DECISIONS  BY  RESOLUTION. 

Decisions  were  also  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  Reports  from 
the  examining  committees  and  resolutions,  as  follows  : 

1st. — That  printed  copies  of  appeals  made  in  conformity  to  the 
law,  be  received. 

2nd. — That  the  necessity  of  submitting  for  approval  all  amend- 
ments to  Constitutions  of  State  Grand  Bodies,  whether  of  a purely  local 
or  general  character,  is  imperative. 

3d. — That  after  a visiting  brother  has  been  once  regularly  examin- 
ed and  introduced,  the  examination  and  introduction  in  form,  may  be 
subsequently  dispensed  with,  if  the  Lodge  is  so  minded,  “provided  the 
presiding  officer  shall  find  the  card  of  the  visiting  brother  to  be  in  date.” 

4th. — That  in  Grand  Lodges,  Past  Grands  may  be  deprived  of  their 
right  to  vote  (unless  they  be  special  Representatives)  except  in  the 
election  of  Grand  officers  : and  that  in  the  case  of  such  elections,  after 
the  opportunity  of  voting  has  been  once  allowed,  the  Grand  Lodge  may 
limit  the  privilege  to  special  Representatives,  or  in  any  other  manner 
define  its  exercise.  Also,  that  in  no  case  can  any  one  be  allowed  to 
vote  for  the  officers  of  any  Grand  Body  but  those  properly  qualified  for 
membership  therein. 

5th. — That,  as  the  term  “in  good  standing”  embraces  those  brothers 
“holding  unexpired  withdrawal  cards,”  and  as,  after  the  expiration  of 
twelve  months  from  date  “the  card  becomes  null  and  void,  and  of  no 
value,”  and  “the  holders  of  them  are  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Order,”  being  already  adjudged  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States;  a brother  holding  a final  card  over  one  year  in  date,  cannot 
legally  be  a a applicant  for  a dispensation  to  open  a new  Lodge.  This 
decision,  although  correct,  was  deemed  to  bear  hardly  on  some  remote 
and  sparsely  settled  jurisdictions  ; and  the  legislative  committee  have 
now  in  charge  the  subject  of  the  expediency  of  legislating  for  their 
relief. 

6th. — “ That  whenever  a Lodge,  Encampment,  or  member  of  the 
Order,  authorized  by  existing  laws  to  introduce  testimony  in  any 
proceeding,  may  desire  the  testimony  of  a non-resident  witness,  such 
Lodge,  Encampment  or  member  may  take  the  deposition  of  such 
witness  in  the  mode  described  by  the  resolution  of  this  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge,  passed  at  the  session  of  1857,  and  to  be  found  on  page  2738  of 
the  Journal.”  This  was  adopted  to  extend  equal  facilities  in  this 
important  subject  to  all  parties  interested  in  a judicial  proceeding. 

7th. — “ That  a Lodge  or  Encampment  may  visit  a sister  Lodge  or 
Encampment  in  a body,  when  accompanied  by  one  of  their  first  two 
officers,  who  may  introduce  them  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  intro- 
duction of  visitors  by  the  elective  Grand  Officers.”  This  was  an  im- 
portant matter,  being  a proposition  to  change  the  unwritten  work, 
requiring  a four  fifchs  vote  to  adopt,  and  elicited  much  discussion  ; 
being  finally  adopted  by  a vote  of  83  to  12. 

8th. — That  further  legislation  upon  the  length  of  terms  and  periods 
of  official  service  of  Subordinate  Lodges  is  inexpedient.  A caustic  report 
on  this  subject  expressed  a determination  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  not  to  interfere  wdtli  the  six  months  terms.

9th. — That  the  time  when  the  person  eleeted  to  beeome  a member 
of  a Lodge  or  Encampment,  begins  his  membership,  is  a “matter  for 
legislation,”  as  already  decided  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States.  This  decision  was  decided  by  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Cali 
fornia,  on  resolution  of  Grand  Rep.  Brewster,  (page  388)  Journal  Grand 
Lodge  of  California. 

REVISION  AND  MERGEMENT. 

This  subject,  which  still  maintains  its  interest  in  many  of  the  juris- 
dictions, had  been  referred  to  a special  committee  at  the  last  annual 
communication,  and  was  brought  up  on  the  first  day  of  the  communica- 
tion, by  a resolution  calling  on  the  committee  for  a report  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  The  committee  reported, — “ that  they  have  under- 
stood the  duty  assigned  to  them  to  be  to  report  a plan  whereby  the 
work  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encrmpmeut  might  b3  consoli- 
dated, and  so  to  revise  and  arrange  the  charge  and  lectures  of  both 
these  branches  of  the  Order  as  to  present  as  a homogeneous  whole  one 
work.”  If  the  committee  have  understood  the  object  of  their  appoint- 
ment aright,  they  have  but  little  difficulty  in  reporting  that,  in  then- 
judgment,  such  a plan  is,  under  the  existing  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  impracticable.  The  committee  therefore 
decliued  to  offer  any  plan  which,  in  their  opinion,  would  in  advance  be 
declared  unconstitutional,  as  involving  the  abolition  of  Grand  Encamp- 
ments ; but  say,  “They  nevertheless  are  of  opinion  that  if  this  consti- 
tutional impediment  was  removed  by  such  a change  in  that  instrument 
as  would  transfer  the  jurisdiction  over  the  Patriarchal  branch  to  the 
State  Grand  Lodges,  whence  it  was  originally  derived,  and  by  the 
imposition  of  such  qualifications  for  membership  in  these  Grand  Lodges, 
as  would  appropriately  fit  them  for  the  supervision  of  such  subordi- 
nates. that  the  local  interests  of  that  branch  of  the  Order,  as  well  as 
its  general  prosperity,  would  be  greatly  promoted,  and  perhaps,  at  the 
same  time,  the  question  of  mergement  be  for  ever  settled.”  The  com- 
mittee expressed  the  opinion  that  “mergement” — “ as  a whole” — and 
a corresponding  “ work  ” — would  injure  prosperous  jurisdictions  as 
much  as  it  would  benefit  weak  ones  ; and  therefore  proposed  the  local 
remedy  contained  in  the  above  suggestion,  which,  as  they  proposed  in 
difficult  cases  (that  is,  where  the  Lodge  branch  was  strong  and  the 
Encampment  branch  was  feeble),  “would  assist  the  Encampment 
branches,  in  some  jurisdictions,  by  bringing  legislation  on  the  subject 
at  then-  own  doors,  where  their  local  cases  would  be  best  known  and 
cared  for,  and  could  not,  on  the  other  hand,  prejudice  such  localities  in 
which  the  present  Encampment  system  is  cherished,  since  the  same 
local  power  of  legislation  would  equally  appreciate  and  respect  such 
wants.” 

From  the  reasons  above  given  against  reporting  “ a plan  of  merge- 
ment,”  under  “existing  circumstances,”  the  committee  declined  to 
submit  such  a plan,  and  rested  under  the  above  expression  of  their 
views.  This  report  was  signed  by  Win.  T.  Cornwell,  A.  F.  Askew, 
James  L.  Ridgely  and  Alexander  E.  Glenn,  and  accompanying  it  was  a 
partial  concurrence  from  John  A.  Kennedy  and  Edward  H.  Fitzliugh, 
who  “state  that  they  are  opposed  to  revision  and  mergement  in  any 
form  or  to  any  extent ;” — “ still,  if  any  change  has  to  be  made,  the 
modified  plan  proposed  by  the  committee  is,  perhaps,  the  most  practi- 
cable and  feasible  which  can  be  presented.”  The  above  “ report  was 
considered”  and  concurred  in.” 
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FINANCE. 

With  a view  to  the  adoption  of  some  system  by  which  the  work  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  can  he  carried  on  without  the 
present  injurious  disproportion  between  expenses  and  revenue,  several 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Resolutions  were  taken  into 
consideration  and  recommended  to  the  notice  and  examination  of  sub- 
ordinate jurisdictions,  viz : 

1.  — To  amend  Article  XIV.,  Section  5. — In  the  case  of  a deficiency 
in  the  receipts  of  any  fiscal  year  to  pay  its  liabilities,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  may  “levy  a capitation  tax  on  the  whole 
membership  of  the  Order,  or  a specific  tax  on  each  Grand  Body  at  its 
pleasure,  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  such  deficiency.”  See  page  2957, 
Journal  G.  L.  U.  S. 

2.  — To  amend  Article  XIV.,  by  reducing  the  Representative  tax 
from  $75  to  $50.  Page  2958,  Journal  G.  L.  U.  S. 

3.  — To  amend  Article  IX.,  Section  2,  by  limiting  the  number  of 
Grand  Representatives  to  one  from  each  Grand  Jurisdiction,  with 
power  to  cast  all  votes  of  such  jurisdiction,  except  the  payment  of  the 
cost  of  the  extra  Representative  he  assumed  by  such  jurisdiction.  Page 
2991,  Journal  G.  L.  U.  S. 

4.  — To  amend  Article  XII.,  by  requiring  the  Regular  Communi- 
cations to  be  held  “ biennially  on  the  third  Monday  of  September,  at 
9 o’clock,  A.  M.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to 
time  determine.”  That  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire  after  three  months’  notice  to  the  several  Grand  Representatives. 
That  between  the  regular  Communications  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Committee  of  Appeals  of  the  preced- 
ing session  shall  form  a Committee,  meeting  semi-annually,  to  take 
charge  of  any  and  all  necessary  business,  except  matters  affecting  the 
finance  or  legislation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and 
their  action  to  be  subject  to  reversal  or  confirmation  at  the  next  regu- 
lar Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Page  2995,  Journal  G.  L.  U. 

S. 

5tli. — To  amend  Article  XXVI.,  by  making  the  fiscal  year  to  begin 
on  the  1st  of  January,  and  end  on  the  31st  December.  See  page  2969, 

Journal  G.  L.  U.  S. 

1.  — Also,  “ Resolved , That  the  Grand  Lodge  deem  it  inexpedient  and  adverse 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  to  grant  in  the  future  any  warrant  or  charter  for 
the  establishment  of  a Grand  Body,  unless  there  shaLl  be  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  proposed  body  at  least  one  thousand  contributing  members  at  the  date  of 
the  application.”  And, 

“ Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  to 
conform  his  action  on  all  applications  for  warrants  to  the  views  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  as  expressed  in  the  above  resolution.” — Adopted,  page  2993,  Journal  G. 

L.  U.  S. 

2.  — Also,  “ Whereas,  At  several  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  the  question  of  representation  to  or  of  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in 
view  of  its  expenses,  is  agitated,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  question  should  be 
settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Bodies,  be  it 

“ Resolved,  That  the  several  subordinate  jurisdictions  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
be  requested  to  express  their  opinions  at  their  next  annual  session,  as  to  what 
change  it  is  desirable  to  make,  if  any.”  Adopted,  page  2995,  Journal  G.  L.  U.  S. 

The  prices  for  “Installation  Form”  and  for  “Diplomas  of  Mem- 
bership,” were  fixed  at  one  dollar  each. 

Your  Representative  has  been  thus  minute  in  his  report  upon  this 
subject  of  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  from 
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a conviction  of  its  intrinsic  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Order, 
and  from  a desire  to  afford  every  information  and  assistance,  prompted 
by  a sense  of  duty,  to  the  efforts  I am  well  assured  will  be  made  by 
Canadian  Odd  Fellows  in  justice  and  generosity  to  relieve  the  embar- 
rassments of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.

Rep.  H.  W.  Winchester,  of  No.  16,  from  the  Committee  on  Laws  of 
Subordinates,  submitted  the  following  Report : — 
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To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  I Vest: — 

Your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  would  beg  leave  to  Report  that  no 
matters  of  importance  have  come  before  us  except  the  recommendation  of  the 
M.  W.  G.  Master,  that  the  Representative  system,  as  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
last  year,  be  changed,  each  Lodge  sending  only  one  Representative  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  in  order  to  relieve  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordinates  of  the  heavy  tax  at 
present  imposed  on  their  funds,  with  power  to  cast  the  same  number  of  votes  as 
they  are  at  present  entitled  to ; and  that  this  Grand  Lodge  pay  the  mileage  and 
per  diem  of  such  Representative.  And  also,  that  the  number  constituting  the 
Committee  of  Appeals  be  altered  to  five  members,  instead  of  one  Representative 
from  each  Lodge,  as  at  present. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  urge  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  send  a copy  of  this  Report  to  each  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  and  notify  them 
that  these  Resolutions  will  come  up  for  action  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge and  also,  that  Lodges  be  instructed  to  act  on  this  Resolution  in  sending 
Representatives  to  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Tour  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  theD.D.  Grand  Master, 
of  Middlesex,  beg  leave  to  Report — That  they  are  all  of  one  opinion  that  the 
Brethren  alluded  to  in  said  Report  having  used  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge  without 
first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  said  Lodge,  are  deserving  of  censure  ; but  they 
find  the  Brethren  have  expressed  their  regret  for  this  transaction.  We  therefore 
hope,  as  this  Grand  Lodge  feel  the  great  impropriety,  as  well  as  the  illegal  course 
pursued  by  the  Brethern,  that  in  future  such  a transaction  may  not  occur.  And 
they  further  report,  that  they  consider  a severe  c nsure  should  be  given  to  the 
N.  G.  of  Eureka  Lodge,  for  refusing  to  sign  the  Report  of  the  Lodge  at  the  close 
of  the  term  ; for,  in  consequence  of  such  neglect,  it  might  have  placed  his  Lodge 
in  a false  position,  and  prevented  them  from  having  a voice  in  this  Grand  Body.

social  intercourse  while  among  them,  but  in  the  sumptuous  Banquet  with  which 
we  were  provided  at  the  North  American;  and  it  is  the  sincere  wish  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  that  the  efforts  of  Ontario  Lodge  may  be  crowned  with  success  in 
the  promotion  of  the  grand  principles  of  our  Order. 

Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,  A.  MacDonald,  of  No.  12,  from  the 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  submitted  tlie  following  Report. 

To  the  R.  TV.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  : 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  beg  to  Report — 

That  the  Committee  fully  concur  in  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  par- 
ticularly with  reference  to  the  future  prospect  of  the  Order,  as  set  forth  in  section 
2 of  that  Report.  The  suggestions  made  by  the  worthy  Secretary  in  section  5 
having  been  reversed  by  a vote  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  appointment  of  Rep- 
resentative Partridge  as  Grand  Representative,  requires  merely  the  passing 
notice  that  the  Committee  fully  apj>reciate  the  remarks  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, and  admit  their  propriety  and  justice.  The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
is  therefore  recommended  for  adoption  and  approval. 

Your  Committee  consider  that  notwithstanding  the  outside  pressure,  and 
under  all  circumstances,  the  present  state  of  the  Order  is  satisfactory,  and  affords 
cheering  prospects  for  the  future. 

With  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  Rose  Lodge,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  future  D.  D.  G.  M.  should  be  instructed  to  obtain  possession 
of  the  charter,  property  and  funds  of  the  said  Lodge;  and  that  the  Secretary  of 
this  Lodge  should  be  advised  to  grant  cards  of  clearance  to  all  such  members  as 
would  be  favourable  to  the  resuscitation  of  the  Lodge,  so  that  immediate  action 
to  that  effect  may  be  taken  thereafter. 

Your  Committee  would  strongly  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  should 
urge  upon  the  respjcfcive  Subordinate  Lodges  the  inconvenience  and  even  danger 
of  investing  their  surplus  funds  in  private  hands;  and  that  it  would  be  more 
desirable  that  such  invt  stments  should  be  made  in  public  securities,  such  as 
bank  stock  or  other  cankered  institution,  where  they  can  be  realized  when 
required. 

With  r f re  nee  to  the  last  c’ause  of  the  Report  referred  to,  your  Committee 
would  reco  nmend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  should  write  to  Rose  Lodge  and 
express  the  surprise  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  any  such  conduct  as  therein  set 
forth  should  have  been  tolerated.  A due  respect  for  their  own  Lodge,  not  to 
mention  the  want  of  respect  for  the  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  should  have 
caused  Rose  Lodge  to  visit  the  conduct  of  the  members  guilty  of  such  unworthy 
conduct  with  the  severest  censure  ; and  immediate  action  should  have  been  taken 
to  remove  the  evil  impressions  likely  to  have  been  created  by  the  occurrence 
alluded  to. 

With  regard  to  the  motion  of  Representative  Bristol  upon  the  subject  of 
affording  more  facilities  for  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges,  your  Committee 
see  no  other  mode  of  accomplishing  this  desirable  object  than  to  recommend  to 
the  nearest  Lodge  to  retain  the  fees  for  Initiation  and  Degrees  for  the  candidates 
who  are  desirous  to  start  a new  Lodge,  and  that  after  the  object  has  been  accom- 
plished by  their  obtaining  a Charter,  the  fees  should  be  handed  over  to  the  new 
Lodge,  with  the  exception  of  the  Cards  of  Clearance,  which  would  have  to  be 
obtained  for  this  purpose. 

In  cases  such  as  stated,  with  reference  to  the  Valley  of  the  Ottawa,  your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  locality  would  afford  a valuable  field  for 
the  introduction  of  Odd  Fellowship ; and  the  easiest  and  least  expensive  mode  of 
accomplishing  the  object  would  be  that  the  Grand  Master  should  be  authorized 
to  appoint  a delegation  which  might  consist  of  two  members,  one  from  Brock 
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Lodge  and  the  Brother  who  may  he  on  the  spot  for  the  time  being.  The  expense 
of  the  delegation  to  he  borne  by  the  new  Lodge  upon  obtaining  its  Charter.

give  good  promise  of  future  prosperity. 

With  reference  to  the  letter  from  Brother  G.  T.  Claris,  the  Committee 
heartily  concur  in  the  remarks  made  by  the  Grand  Master  in  his  Report  upon 
Elgin  Lodge,  No.  32;  and  sincerely  hope  that  the  Brethren  of  Elgin 
Lodge  therein  alluded  to,  may  upon  mature  reflection,  have  felt  that  hasty 
proceedings  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship.  That  the 
object  they  all  no  doubt  have  in  view,  that  is,  to  maintain  the  principles  of  the 
Order,  which  would  be  better  attained  by  a little  yielding  on  both  sides;  and 
hope  that  Bros.  Claris,  Caulfield  and  McLean  may  be  induced  to  deposit  their 
Cards  with  Elgin  Lodge,  and  bury  past  differences  in  oblivion,  in  order  that  such 
worthy  members  may  not  be  lost  to  the  good  cause,  when  it  is  in  their  power  thus 
to  show  a laudable  example  of  forbearance  and  good  feeling  to  the  members  of  the 
Order  generally. 

Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  calling  the  attention  of  their  Brother 
Representatives  to  the  able  Report  of  our  worthy  Grand  Master,  which  is  replete 
with  valuable  and  interesting  statistics,  as  well  as  useful  instruction  to  the  work- 
ing and  progress  of  the  Order,  which  they  should  carefully  treasure  in  grateful 
remembrance  for  future  guidance.

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master , O fficers  and.  Members  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  West : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  notice  of  a Resolution 
passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  recom- 
mending that  the  Subordinate  Jurisdictions  express  their  views  at  their  next 
annual  session  as  to  what  would  be  the  best  mode  of  lessening  the  expenses  and 
paying  the  liabilities  of  that  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  beg  most  respectfully  to  report : 

That  in  our  opinion  it  would  not  be  prudent  to  levy  a capitation  tax  on  the 
entire  membership,  as  it  would  be  the  means  perhaps  of  creating  a dissatisfac- 
tion, which  should  be  avoided  if  possible;  but  would  recommend  that  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge,  instead  of  meeting  every  year,  meet  biennially,  on  the  third  Mon- 
day in  September,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  determined ; and  that  the  mileage 
and  per  diem  of  one  Representative  from  each  jurisdiction  be  allowed — such  Rep- 
resentative having  the  privilege  of  casting  votes  for  all  his  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment  shall  be  entitled  to;  and  that  the  Representative  tax  be  reduced 
from  seventy-five  to  fifty  dollars,  to  be  paid  annually,  for  each  vote  such  jurisdic- 
tion may  be  entitled  to — the  same  to  continue  in  force  until  all  liabilities  are 
paid,  and  a fund  established;  and  that  the  Grand  Sire,  D G.  Sire,  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  Committee  on  Appeals  be  a Committee  to  meet  and  transact  all  business, 
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n,t  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  Grand  Sire  shall  determine,  and  deem 
absolutely  necessary.

The  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  having  assembled  in  the 
Rooms  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  16,  the  presiding  Noble  Grand  delivered 
the  following  address : — 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Master.  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  Grand 

Lodge  of  Canada  II  'est : 

As  the  Noble  Grand  of  Union  Lodge  No.  16,  it  affords  me  much 
pleasure  to  welcome  you  amongst  us  on  this  occasion ; and  on  behalf 
of  Union  Lodge,  I tender  you  the  free  use  of  this  Hall  during  your 
present  Session.  I trust  your  intercourse  with  us  will  be  characterized 
by  that  good  feeling  which  should  always  actuate  true  Odd  Fellows, 
and  that  in  your  deliberations  nothing  will  occur  to  embarrass  your 
actions  or  disturb  your  harmony.  Four  years  have  elapsed  since  it 
was  our  privilege  to  entertain  you  at  St.  Catharines  in  our  old  Lodge 
Room,  at  which  time  our  then  Grand  Master,  the  late  lamented  Thos. 
Reynolds,  Esq.,  M.  D.,  of  Brockville,  was  pleased  to  compliment  us  as 
being  the  most  prosperous  Lodge  in  his  jurisdiction.  Since  then  we  have 
seen  some  severe  reverses  of  fortune ; but  through  the  kind  and  unerr- 
ing guidance  of  an  All-wise  Providence,  who  hath  sent  blessings  in 
disguise,  we  are  again  in  a flourishing  condition.  In  welcoming  you  to 
this  Lodge,  and  to  the  town  of  St.  Catharines,  wre  also  request  that  you 
will  do  us  the  honor  to  become  our  guests  at  a public  dinner,  to  be 
given  this  evening  at  the  Welland  House,  in  honor  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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And  in  conclusion,  let  us  tender  our  grateful  acknowledgements  to  the 
Divine  Grand  Master,  whose  out-stretched  Arm  has  supported  us  and 
whose  Wisdom  has  guided  us,  fur  the  last  forty-one  years.  I hope  He 
will  continue  His  blessings,  and  that  that  institution  may  ever  exist, 
whose  motto  is,  “Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.” 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  C.  Yale,  Esq.,  replied  in  the  following 
terms : 

.Vohle  Grand , Officers  and  Members  of  Union  L nh/e  : 

On  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I thank  you  for  the  very  fraternal 
and  complimentary  offers  you  have  made  us.  It  gives  me  much  pleas- 
ure to  be  able  to  express  to  you  the  high  sense  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
entertains  of  the  claims  of  their  brethren  in  St.  Catharines ; and  also 
that  we  accept  gladly  the  honor  of  your  invitation  for  the  dinner  this 
evening.

On  Laws  of  Subordinates. — Reps.  John  Barr,  Robt.  Fitzsimmons, 
Hugh  Murray,  E.  W.  Dixon  and  W.  H.  Nelson. 

On  Mileage  and  per  Diem. — Reps.  John  King,  H.  C.  Bingham  and 

Richard  Box. 

On  the  State  of  the  Order. — Rep.  John  King,  W.  A.  Glover  and  Cal- 
vin Stephens. 

All  communications  and  papers  appertaining  to  the  business  of  the 
said  Committees  were  referred  to  them,  to  enable  them  to  report  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  Grand  Master  then  read  his  Annual  Address,  as  follows  : 
GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  Representatives  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  West: 
Officers  and  Brethren  : — 

The  period  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
annual  Communication  having  arrived,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  render 
to  you  a report  of  my  stewardship  and  official  acts.  But  first,  I would 
join  with  you  in  acknowledging  our  dependence  and  gratitude  to  an 
All- wise  Providence,  who  has  once  more  permitted  us  to  meet  under 
such  favorable  circumstances,  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  past, 
and  to  make  such  alterations  and  amendments  as  may  in  your  wisdom 
he  found  necessary  for  the  best  interests  and  furtherance  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  our  beloved  Order. 

In  my  last  report,  mine  was  the  unpleasant  task  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  long  continued  illness  of  the  late  Past  Grand  Master,  Thos. 
Reynolds,  Esq.,  who,  it  may  be  truly  said,  was  the  father  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  West,  and  whose  untiring  zeal  for  the  well-being  and 
prosperity  of  Odd  Fellowship  was  ever  uppermost  in  his  thoughts  and 
actions.  Ever  ready  to  relieve  the  distressed,  to  succor  the  destitute, 
and  to  advise  the  erring  of  his  revered  Brotherhood,  that  heart  and 
hand  that  so  often  and  so  freely  opened  to  relieve  and  sympathize  with 
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the  distressed,  now  lies  silent  in  the  tomb.  But  his  virtues  remain,  a 
lasting  monument  for  our  example.  May  we  profit  by  the  admonition, 
that  we  too  may  “ be  also  ready,”  when  the  Great  Master  above  shall 
call  us  hence.  An  extract  from  his  last  Report  may  not  be  inappro- 
priate. He  says  : We  are  all  hastening  to  that  bourne  whence  no 

traveller  returns.  The  many  emblems  and  symbols  of  our  Order  with 
which  you  are  familiar,  point  to  this  great  fact  ; the  hour-glass  of  time 
is  as  steadily  emptying  its  sands,  as  we  are  approaching  that  period 
hidden  in  the  womb  of  Time,  when  all  distinctions  of  society,  all  differ- 
ences of  blood,  of  class,  and  of  creed,  shall  lie  mingled  together  in  the 
dust.”  His  love  of  peace  and  good  will  to  man  are  exemplified  in  the 
Report  referred  to  : -‘We  hold  the  olive  branch  of  peace  in  our  hands, 

pointing  to  the  links  which  bind  us  together,  extending  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship  to  all  mankind.  May  the  great  Anglo  Saxon  race  never 
meet  in  contest  or  strife,  other  than  in  a friendly  rivalry  in  the  great 
and  good  influence  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.”  *1  would  respect- 
fully suggest,  that  some  fitting  testimonial  of  regard  to  his  memory  be 
presented  his  family,  expressive  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  this  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  members  of  the  Order  generally  regard  it,  and  in  which 
all  may  unite  in  tendering  then-  sympathy  and  condolence  on  the  be- 
reavement which  his  afflicted  family  and  friends  have  sustained. 

Several  questions  have  been  submitted  for  my  opinion,  on  the  law' 
in  relation  to  them  and  their  application  to  Subordinate  Lodges. 

1st.  Is  not  a D.  D.  G.  Master’s  decision  binding  on  a Subordinate 
Lodge  in  his  jurisdiction,  unless  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  ? 

My  reply  was,  that  a Subordinate  Lodge  was  bound  by  its  obliga- 
tions to  pay  due  respect  to  the  decisions  of  its  superior  officers,  who 
have  become  such  by  the  consent  of  the  Subordinates  through  their  re- 
presentatives, and  who,  for  the  time  being  exercise  the  duty  of  Grand 
Masters  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  and  are  entitled  to  the  same 
respect  for  their  opinions  and  decisions ; but  should  such  officers  at  any 
time  impose  too  heavy  burdens,  or  make  decisions  contrary  to  law', 
Subordinates  have  their  remedy  by  appeal  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

2nd.  If  a Subordinate  Lodge  persists  in  acting  contrary  to  the  de- 
cisions of  a D.  D.  Grand  Master,  w'hat  is  the  penalty  ? 

1 answered,  should  such  action  be  a flagrant  violation  of  any  law 
by  which  wre,  as  Odd  Fellows,  are  governed,  such  Subordinates  are 
liable  to  suspension  or  expulsion,  as  its  Grand  Lodge  may  determine. 

3rd.  It  has  been  inquired,  can  a Subordinate  Lodge  resuscitate  a 
suspended  member,  wiio  has  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
for  a limited  time,  if  such  member  should  pay  his  indebtedness  before 
the  limitation  expires  ? 

My  answer  was,  that  they  in  fact  become  members  in  good  stand- 
ing on  the  Lodge  books,  the  moment  that  the  cause  for  which  the  sus- 
pension was  imposed  lias  been  removed,  and  that  it  w'ould  not  be  legal 
to  subject  the  brother  to  the  ordeal  of  a ballot. 

4th.  Can  a Noble  Grand  suspend  a member  for  three  months,  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  after  fifteen  months  dues  have  accrued  on  the 
Lodge  books  ? 

My  reply  wras  as  follow's  : that  a Noble  Grand  has  no  powder  to  ex- 
tend the  term  of  suspension,  unless  by  consent  of  his  Lodge,  as  provid- 
ed by  the-By-law's. 

5th.  D,  D.  Grand  Master,  Varey,  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  enquires  if 
it  is  competent  for  a Subordinate  Lodge  to  admit  members  in  arrears 
or  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  of  whose  indebtedness  they 
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have  no  record,  having  lost  all  their  hooks  in  the  late  fire  on  the  17th 
July  last  in  Brantford,  which  destroyed  their  Lodge  room,  furniture, 
regalia,  and  papers  ? 

My  answer  will  he  found  in  the  Digest  of  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  folio  509,  section  11,  which  recites  “that  Subordinate 
Lodges  may  make  such  arrangements  in  regard  to  accumulated  arrears 
of  dues,  as  will  secure  the  reinstatement  of  members  who  have  lost  their 
membership  from  disuse.”  (Journal  1885,  1948,  G.  L.  U.  S.) 

By  section  12  of  Digest,  folio  509,  Subordinate  Lodges  may  settle 
by  compromise  their  pecuniary  claims,  upon  such  of  their  members  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dues  as  shall  have  established  their  resi- 
dence in  another  State  ; and  by  virtue  of  such  settlement  may  grant 
their  regular  Clearance  Cards.  (Folio  2496  and  2520,  Journal  Grand 
Lodge  U.  S.) 

6th.  The  question  was  also  submitted,  can  a Lodge  receive  evidence 
of  respectable  parties  not  members  of  the  Order,  to  sustain  a charge 
against  a brother  ? 

I have  been  unable  to  find  any  law  prohibiting  such  agency,  other 
than  the  wife  of  the  brother,  to  sustain  charges  preferred  against  a 
member ; but  would  suggest  that  caution  be  exercised  in  making  too 
public  a display  of  the  action  of  the  committee,  whose  duty  it  is  to  de- 
cide the  issue  between  the  Lodge  and  the  accused. 

I would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  report  submitted  by 
the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates — viz  : That  the  representative 
system  as  adopted  last  year  be  changed,  each  Lodge  requiring  only  one 
representative,  (in  order  to  relieve  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordinates 
of  the  heavy  tax  at  present  imposed  on  their  funds,)  with  power  to  cast 
the  same  number  of  votes  as  they  are  at  present  entitled  to,  and  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  pay  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of  such  representa- 
tives. Also,  that  the  members  constituting  the  Committee  of  Appeals 
be  altered  to  five  members,  instead  of  one  representative,  from  each 
Subordinate,  as  at  present,  which  was  adopted.  The  Constitution  re- 
quires that  amendments  thereto  should  have  the  sanction  of  two  con- 
secutive Sessions,  before  they  can  become  legal.  I am  confident  that 
by  the  adoption  of  the  first  clause  of  the  report,  this  Grand  Lodge 
would  be  enabled  to  reduce  the  per  centage  from  its  Subordinates.  I 
would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  locating  the  sittings  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  some  central  place  in  this  jurisdiction,  at  which  place  the 
Grand  Secretary  should  reside,  and  receive  such  remuneration  for  his 
services  as  will  be  reasonable  ; from  the  fact  that  the  correspondence 
of  that  office  has  materially  increased,  requiring  much  time  to  properly 
prepare  the  works  and  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
Much  of  the  prosperity  and  well-being  of  the  Order  depends  on  the  ef- 
ficient discharge  of  the  duties  of  that  office. 

Several  appeals  have  been  placed  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  hands, 
which  will  require  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  before 
being  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

Since  your  last  communication  I have  issued  a Warrant  for  a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  at  Blenheim,  named  Rond  Eau  Lodge,  No.  40 — dispen- 
sation dated  21st  March,  1860 — which  is  submitted  for  your  approval. 
From  their  report,  dated  June  3Gtli,  1860,  you  will  learn  that  their 
prospects  are  flattering ; their  returns  give  evidence  of  twenty-five 
members  in  good  standing  which  is  truly  a good  commencement. 

From  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  appointed  at  your  last  Session,  I 
have  received  the  most  cordial  co-operation,  exhibiting  an  untiring  zeal 
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for  the  promotion  of  order  and  good  will  among  the  members  ; exciting 
them  to  renewed  energy  in  that  cause  which  ameliorates  the  sufferings 
of  mankind,  and  the  furtherance  of  those  principles  which  bind  us  to 
each  other,  by  the  influence  of  our  appropriate  motto,  Friendship,  Love 
and  Truth.  Their  reports  will  be  laid  before  you ; and  in  commending 
them  to  your  consideration  as  valuable  documents,  allow  me  to  express 
to  these  officers  my  grateful  acknowledgements  for  the  assistance  in 
the  performance  of  my  onerous  duties. 

In  resigning  the  trust  imposed  on  me  as  Grand  Master  for  the 
term  just  expiring,  permit  me  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  you 
and  tlie  members  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  for  the  many  favors 
bestowed,  and  the  hearty  co-operation  and  aid  received  from  you  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  this  highest  office  in  your 
gift.  And  now  I beg  leave  to  surrender  the  office  to  my  successor  ; 
returning  the  homage  of  a grateful  heart  to  the  Supreme  Being  for  the 
guardian  care  with  which  he  has  nursed  our  beloved  Order.  Let  me 
invoke  a continuance  of  His  blessings  ; may  He  guide  and  direct  your 
councils,  and  temper  your  deliberations  with  wisdom  and  judgment  ; 
so  that  you  may  preside  over  the  destinies  of  this  institution  with  reli- 
gious and  watchful  care.  Farewell  my  brethren,  and  permit  me  to 
tender  you  individually  my  most  affectionate  feelings,  and  best  wishes 
for  your  continued  health,  happiness  and  prosperity.

On  motion,  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  and  Finance. 

Rep.  A.  McDonald,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  adopted  : 

To  the  II.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  West : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  J.  B.  Inga- 
mells,  of  Eureka  Lo:lge,  No.  30,  from  examination  of  different  papers,  beg  leave 
to  report  with  reference  to  the  complaint  respecting  the  purchase  of  a carpet  for 
the  Lodge  Room.  The  Committee  consider  it  a matter  of  regret  that  any  differ- 
ence of  opinion  should  have  arisen  upon  the  subject,  as  the  Committee  appointed 
by  Eureka  Lodge  to  tit  up  the  Lodge  Room  appears  to  have  been  actuated  by  the 
best  intentions;  at  the  same  time,  the  proceedings  were  not  in  accordance  with 
By-Law  No.  5,  section  7,  of  the  Lodge.  The  proceedings  of  that  Committee  may, 
however,  be  defended  or  palliated  by  the  facts  which  have  come-to  the  knowledge 
of  your  Committee : namely,  that  matters  of  a similar  nature  have  been  passed 
over  by  Eureka  Lodge  without  remark,  and  that  the  matter  in  question  was  not 
done  hurriedly;  but  while  it  was  in  progress  there  appears  to  have  been  abun- 
dance of  time  to  have  given  the  notice  required  by  the  By-Law  referred  to,  if  the 
Committee  had  deemed  it  necessary,  and  certainly  sufficient  time  for  any  disput- 
ing members  to  have  opposed  the  proceedings,  had  they  thought  proper  to  do  so, 
by  attending  in  their  places  for  that  purpose. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  strongly  recommend  a cordiality  of 
actioii  in  Lodge  proceedings,  and  an  adherence  to  the  By-Laws,  as  any  want 
of  co-operation  among  the  members  of  a Lodge,  although  it  may  appear  trifling 
at  first,  may  result  in  serious  consequences.

The  communication  received  from  Eureka  Lodge,  setting  forth 
sundry  complaints  against  the  Grand  Secretary  for  overcharge  on 
Cards,  &c.,&c.,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  who  reported 
as  follows :

Your  Committee,  after  a careful  perusal  of  the  documents  laid  before  them, 
and  hearing  some  members  of  Eureka  Lodge,  came  to  the  following  conclusion: 
That  the  difference  appearing  in  the  charges  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  Cards  of 
Clearance,  arises  from  the  price  of  the  said  Cards  having  been  increased  by  order 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  That  the  overcharge  complained  of  in 
the  Dues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1857,  appears  to  have  arisen  from  the  Return 
having  been  altered,  which  had  to  be  sent  back  for  correction,  a copy  of  which 
had  probably  not  been  retained  by  the  Permanent  Secretary  of  Eureka  Lodge,  as 
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tile  corrected  Return  plainly  shows  the  Dues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  A'4  Is.  2d. 
currency  on  Hist  December,  1857.  Both  of  these  matters,  however,  the  Commit- 
tee understand  have  been  adjusted  by  proper  explanations.

The  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  on  motion  adopted : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  : 

Your  Committee  on  Subordinates  have  considered  the  application  of  Chat- 
ham Lodge,  No.  29,  for  amendment  of  their  By-Laws,  and  would  respectfully 
recommend  its  approval,  reading  as  follows : — “ That  all  Brothers  reinstated  by 
compromise,  who  have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  sick  or  other  benefits,  until  the  expiration  of  six  months 
from  the  time  of  such  reinstatement.” 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Rond  Eau  Lodge,  No.  40,  as  also  that  of 
Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  we  find  conflict  with  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates  made 
by  this  Grand  Body,  and  would  therefore  condemn  their  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  as  illegal. 

The  said  Lodges,  we  believe,  have  not  received  any  copies  of  Constitution 
from  this  Grand  Body.  We  would  therefore  recommend,  that  each  of  their  Rep- 
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resentatives  be  instructed  to  lay  tire  Constitution  before  their  Lodges,  and  point 
out  to  them  their  errors,  especially  in  not  acknowledging  their  submission  or  the 
authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  of  having  their  By-Laws  conform  to  the 
Constitution  provided. 

We  have  also  examined  the  Constitution  of  Forest  City  Lodge,  No.  38,  Gore 
Lodge,  No.  34,  and  Ontario  Lodge,  No.  12,  and  find  them  correct,  and  would 
therefore  move  for  their  approval.

A Special  Meeting  of  Elgin  Lodge  having  been  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  the  same  having  been  announced,  admitted,  and  received  in  due 
form,  the  Noble  Grand  delivered  the  following  address  : — 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  Officers  and-  Representatives  of  the  Grand, 

Lodge  of  Canada  T Vest  : — 

As  the  Noble  Grand  of  Elgin  Lodge,  No  82,  it  affords  me  much 
pleasure  to  extend  to  you  a welcome  on  this  occasion  ; and  on  behalf 
of  this  Lodge  I tender  you  the  free  use  of  our  Hall  during  the  present 
Session. 

That  your  intercourse  may  be  conducive  of  great  good  to  all  Odd 
Follows  is  my  most  hearty  wish,  and  I hope  nothing  may  occur  to  em- 
barrass your  actions,  and  that  vour  first  meeting  with  us,  will  serve, 
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by  its  energy  and  harmony,  to  stimulate  us  here  to  renewed  life  and 
determined  exertions  in  the  future. 

In  welcoming  you  among  us  in  the  Town  of  St.  Thomas,  I invite 
you,  on  behalf  of  my  brethren  here,  to  do  us  the  honor  of  becoming  the 
guests  of  Elgin  Lodge  at  a public  dinner  to  be  given  this  evening,  in 
honor  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  a room  provided  for  the  occasion  by  P.

Walthew,  Guardian,  when  the  various 
Officers  having  taken  their  respective  stations,  and  the  new  Reps,  and 
others  not  qualified  having  retired,  lie  proceeded  to  open  the  Lodge  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  after  which,  all  entitled  were  admitted  and 
instructed  in  that  Degree.

On  motion,  the  following  Address  of  S.  G.  Dolson,  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  was  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary  as  follows. 

GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

'la  the  R.  II’.  Grand  Lodye  of  Canada  I rest. 

By  the  continued  favor  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe,  we 
are  once  more  permitted  to  meet  in  Annual  Session,  and  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  each  and  every  one  of  us,  to  return  Him  thanks  for  the 
many  blessings  and  privileges  we  have  enjoyed  during  the  year  that 
has  just  passed  away. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  meet  the  members  and  representa- 
tives of  our  Grand  Lodge  in  this  beautiful  town,  and  I hope,  while 
surrounded  by  the  consecrated  walls  of  this  newly  fitted  up  Lodge 
Room,  our  deliberations  may  be  conducted  in  a spirit  of  harmony  and 
brotherly  love,  and  that  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  may  produce 
something  that  will  be  beneficial  to  our  jurisdiction,  and  our  coming  to- 
gether at  this  time  will  not  be  altogether  in  vain. 

The  time  has  already  come  when  the  grand  luminary  of  day,  from 
the  moment  he  leaps  from  the  Atlantic  wave,  which  lashes  the  rough 
coast  of  New  England,  till  he  laves  his  burning  brow  on  the  placid 
waters  of  the  Pacific,  ceases  not  to  shine  on  and  illumine  the  towers 
and  miuarets  of  the  beautiful  temples  of  Odd  Fellowship  ; and  at 
these  annual  gatherings  it  becomes  our  duty  to  cast  a retrospective 
glance  at  the  past,  and  see  if  our  Order  is  exercising  that  great  and  be- 
nevolent influence,  which  we,  as  its  members,  claim  and  desire. 

During  the  forty -three  years  since  we  were  first  instituted  on  this 
Continent,  through  many  vicissitudes  has  our  brotherhood  passed,  and

how  nobly  has  it  out-rode  every  storm  ; liow  valiantly  surmounted 
every  difficulty,  and  howj  manfully  met  and  discomfitted  every  foe. 
The  hot  blast  of  calumny  has  passed  over  it,  but  it  remains  unscathed  ; 
the  fierce  and  relentless  opposition  of  ignorance  has  essayed  to  over- 
throw our  principles,  but  in  vain  ; we  have  lived  down  all  opposition, 
and  find  our  Order  still  continues  to  disseminate  the  principles  of  , 
Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  to  visit  the  sick,  {relieve  the  distressed; 
educate  the  orphan  and  bury  the  dead.  What  effect  the  disorganiza- 
tion now  at  work  in  the  United  States,  will  have  upon  our  Order,  it 
will  be  difficult  for  any  one  at  present  to  foretell,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  lowering  clouds  which  now  overspread  that  nation,  momen- 
tarily threatening  to  burst  and  scatter  destruction  and  dissolution  in 
their  midst,  will  be  speedily  dispelled,  and  the  time  soon  come  when 
they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  plough-shares  and  their  spears  into 
pruning-hooks  ; when  they  shall  not  lift  up  sword  against  one  another 
nor  learn  war  any  more. 

An  extract  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  may  not  here  be  inappropriate  : 

“The  troubles  which  exist  and  threaten  the  disruption  of  our 
glorious  Union,  has  given  rise  to  numerous  surmises  in  the  minds  of  our 
Brethren  as  to  the  effects  of  these  troubles  on  the  unity  of  our  Institu- 
tion, and  upon  the  perpetuity  of  the  one  Grand  Legislative  head  of  the 
Order  as  it  now  exists,  composed  of  representatives  from  all  the  grand 
bodies  on  this  Continent.  The  significancy  of  these  questions  at  this 
time,  and  in  view  of  future  events,  can  neither  be  doubted  nor  evaded. 
Many  anxious  minds  desire  some  alleviation  of  their  fears  for  our  unity, 
and  some  encouragement  to  their  hopes  that  the  Order  may  pass  un- 
scathed through  this  trying  vicissitude.  My  counsel  is  that  we  do 
nothing  and  say  nothing  calculated  to  engender  dissension  or  fruitless 
discussion  in  our  now  united  and  fraternal  Order.  Let  the  potsherd 
strive  with  the  potsherds  of  the  earth  ; but  let  us,  as  an  Order,  with  all 
lowliness  and  meekness,  -with  long  suffering  forbearing  one  another  in 
love,  endeavor  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Let 
us  rely  upon  the  freedom  of  our  Institution  and  its  principles  from  all 
political  bias,  upon  its  universal  fraternity  that  would  make  us  all 
under  God,  benefactors  and  all  mankind  objects  of  our  benefaction  and 
regard,  to  save  our  cherished  Order  from  disruption  and  dissension. 
Though  love  of  family,  of  party,  or  of  country  is  a natural  and  beau- 
tiful sentiment  an  I holds  us  to  obligations  of  a peculiar  character  that 
should  never  be  disregarded  ; yet  we  must  not  stop  with  these,  we 
must  not  array  them  in  direct  conflict  with  other  and  more  comprehen- 
sive duties.  Let  us  never  lose  sight  of  what  we  teach  respecting  our 
benevolent  enterprise,  that  all  men  are  one  family  ; that  there  is  but 
one  country,  the  earth  ; but  one  nation,  the  human  family.” 

The  limited  field  of  the  jurisdiction  of  our  Grand  Lodge  has  not 
furnished  during  the  past  year  many  topics  on  which  it  is  necessary 
that  I should  address  you.  It  seems  to  have  been  a year  of  rest,  com- 
pared with  other  years,  or  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  getting 
too  well  understood,  and  too  rigidly  practiced  in  the  several  lodges  to 
call  for  the  frequent  interference  of  official  authority,  and  it  gives 
me  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  no  interference  on  my  part  has  been 
necessary  during  the  past  year,  and  I believe,  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years,  there  are  no  appeals  before  this  grand  body. 

The  report  of  our  worthy  Grand  Secretary  will  give  you  full  de- 
tailed information  as  to  the  condition  of  our  Order  in  the  various  Lodges. 
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From  the  reports  which  I have  received  from  the  D.  D.  G.  M.’s  I find 
that 'the  Order  has  not  increased  in  numbers  a great  deal,  but  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  most  of  the  Lodges  appears  to  be  better,  which  is  very 
important  to  the  existence  of  a Lodge.  Ontario  Lodge,  I fear,  will  have 
to  surrender  from  the  mere  want  of  energy  among  its  members.  In 
December  last  I received  an  application  for  a dispensation  for  a new 
Lodge  to  be  located  in  the  town  of  Stratford,  and  from  the  recommen- 
dations of  Brother  McLean,  of  St.  Mary’s,  I granted  the  request,  and 
it  will  be  necessary  for  this  Grand  Lodge  at  this  time  either  to  confirm 
or  set  aside  my  action.  In  January  last,  while  taking  an  official  tour 
among  the  Lodges,  I had  much  pleasure  in  proceeding  to  Stratford  and 
instituting  Avon  Lodge,  No.  41,  which  has  since  continued  to  work  and 
their’  reports  show  that  they  have  not  been  idle,  and  I here  take  the 
opportunity  of  returning  thanks  to  those  Brothers  from  London  and  St. 
Mary’s,  who  were  present  on  that  evening,  and  also  Brother  Bingham, 
of  Brantford,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  ; they  all  being  good  and  effici- 
ent members,  enabled  me  to  conduct  the  whole  proceedings  in  a becom- 
ing and  satisfactory  manner. 

The  official  tour  taken  by  me  may  appear  to  some  to  have  been  un- 
necessary, but  it  was  a duty  which  I considered  I was  called  upon  to 
perform,  which,  however,  I did  not  undertake  until  I had  consulted  all 
the  D.  D.  G.  M.’s  in  our  jurisdiction,  as  to  the  propriety  of  such  a visit; 
they  all  having  approved  of  my  intentions,  I proceeded  in  January  last 
and  visited  all  the  Lodges,  excepting  Brock  and  Ontario,  and  I must 
say  that  I found  everything  as  well  as  could  be  expected.  I had  the 
pleasure  of  installing  the  officers  of  Forest  City  and  Chatham  Lodges 
in  public,  but  would  here  recommend  that,  in  future,  public  install- 
ations do  not  take  place  oftener  than  about  once  in  five  years.  I went 
to  Amherstburg  and  made  an  effort  to  revive  Rose  Lodge,  and  supposed 
I had  succeeded,  for  nine  members  signed  a petition  requesting  to  be  re- 
organized. I immediately  granted  the  request,  and  installed  their  princi- 
pal officers  and  left  them,  under  the  full  conviction  that  they  would 
work  and  try  to  make  themselves  into  a prosperous  Lodge  as  they  once 
were,  but  I have  not  heard  from  them  to  this  day,  and  I now  believe 
that  all  future  effort  there  will  be  in  vain.  The  expenses  connected 
with  this  visit  will  not  draw  very  heavy  on  the  receipts  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  as  they  will  be  mostly  met  from  the  sale  of  blanks,  which  I fur- 
nished to  the  different  Lodges  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a uniform 
mode  of  working,  realizing  therefrom  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  dollars, 
the  printing  of  which  cost  eleven  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

Another  great  inducement  I had  for  making  the  official  visit  was 
that  I might  personally  present  before  each  Lodge  the  necessity  of  dis- 
posing of  the  Charter  question.  I felt  as  though  the  funds  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  were  not  sufficient  to  allow  any  money  to  be  taken  from  them 
for  that  purpose,  and  I am  glad  to  say  when  it  was  properly  laid  before 
the  Lodges,  that  they  have  liberally  responded,  and  in  most  cases  in- 
forming me  if  what  they  gave  was  not  sufficient  they  were  ready  at  any 
time  to  pay  their  share  to  make  up  the  balance. 

I have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  Brother  Peel  furnished  the 
design  for  Charter,  which  he  freely  and  voluntarily  offered  to  do,  at  the 
last  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  unanimously  approved  of 
by  your  committee.  It  certainly  was  a very  beautiful  design  and  high- 
ly spoken  of  by  all  who  have  seen  it,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon 
Brother  Peel  as  an  artist,  and  certainly  must  have  cost  him  many  hours 
of  anxious  thought  and  labor,  and  I was  in  hopes  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
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would  be  in  a position  to  tender  to  Brother  Peel  some  testimonial  of 
their  appreciation  for  his  valuable  services.  From  the  moment  I saw 
the  design,  I was  more  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  making  a personal 
appeal  to  the  Lodges,  in  order  that  so  beautiful  a piece  of  workmanship 
might  be  properly  lithographed,  the  whole  cost  of  which  will  be 
$161.25,  including  expenses,  &c.,for  which  I have  received  from  Lodges 
$127,  making  nearly  enough  to  cover  all  without  using  the  $50  appro- 
priated by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  session.  The  lithographed 
copies  are  now  in  the  possession  and  at  the  disposal  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  together  with  the  estimates  [ received  for  the  lithography  and 
all  communications  connected  therewith. 

According  to  notice,  a resolution  will  be  in  order  at  this  meeting, 
altering  our  Constitution  so  as  to  allow  lodges  that  choose  to  meet  semi- 
monthly. My  opinion  is  that  it  might  be  desirable  in  some  localities, 
but  I am  sure  it  would  not  do  for  the  Lodge  of  which  I have  the  honor 
of  being  a member. 

W e will  probably  have  a full  report  from  our  worthy  Grand  Repre- 
sentative, which  may  bring  up  some  questions  upon  which  it  will  be 
necessary  for  you  to  act,  in  order  that  your  next  representative  may 
be  prepared  and  enabled  thereby  to  sustain  your  views.  I believe  there 
is  a strong  disposition  to  have  the  secret  work  somewhat  changed,  and 
a committee  has  been  appointed  for  that  purpose  ; in  my  opinion,  a 
change,  in  some  respects,  would  be  beneficial,  and  fully  believe  that  the 
matter  is  in  competent  hands  to  report  on. 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  tender  to  the  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  honorable  position  they  assigned  to 
me  one  year  ago,  for  I assure  you  it  was  with  many  misgivings  and 
doubts  in  regard  to  my  ability  that  I accepted  the  trust  which  was 
then  confided  in  me,  and  in  again  resuming  my  position  as  a private  in 
the  ranks  among  you  I shall  labor  with  increased  zeal,  and  be  at  all 
times  ready  and  willing  to  advance  the  interest  of  our  order,  and  thus 
may  we  all  co-operate  in  the  great  mission  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
hasten  the  period  when  man  shall  hail  his  brother-man  with  fraternal 
greetings  ; when  wickedness  and  falsehood  shall  be  driven  from  the 
earth,  and  the  race  of  Adam  form  a universal  family,  acknowledging 
the  God  of  the  Universe  as  their  Father,  and  every  child  of  man  as  a 
brother ; when,  in  short,  one  law  shall  bind  all  nations,  tongues  and 
kindreds  of  the  earth,  and  that  law  shall  be  the  law  of  Universal 
Brotherhood. 

“When  no  sigh,  no  murmur  the  wide  world  shall  hear, 

From  every  eye  he  wiped  off  every  tear; 

Peace  o’er  the  world  her  olive  wand  extend, 

And  white  robed  innocence  from  Heaven  descend.  ”

Master's  Address  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Order. 

It  was  moved  in  amendment  by  Rep.  Yale,  seconded  by  Rep.  Brown, 
that  the  address  be  referred  to  a Special  Committee  of  three. 

The  vote  being  taken  on  the  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  original 
motion  duly  carried. 
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On  motion,  duly  carried,  the  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  to  meet 
at  9 o’clock,  Thursday  mormng.

Rond  Eau  Report  for  1860  is  without  Seal. 

Brock  Lodge  Report  for  1860  is  signed  by  current  officers  instead  of  Past  Offi- 
cers, and  is  without  Lodge  Seal;  and  the  Report  of  same  Lodge  for  June,  1861 
does  not  give  names  of  expelled  members. 

Elgin  Lodge  overpaid  percentage  $3.23. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  insert  hereafter 
in  the  Return  Forms,  before  sending  them  out,  the  words  In  good  standing,  after 
the  words  Past  Grands,  and  erase  the  word  Other,  and  insert  the  word  Total  be- 
fore the  words  Members  in  good  standing ; insert  the  word  General  before  the 
words  Funds  in  Treasury,  interline  or  insert  the  words  W.  and  0.  Fund  in  Trea- 
sury at  bottom  of  all  reports ; prefix  the  word  General  to  the  words  Funds  in 
Treasury,  and  annex  the  word  Invested,  to  the  words  W.  and  0.  Fund,  in  order 
that  our  statistical  reports,  when  filled  and  published,  may  show  exactly  the 
amount,  and  position  of  each  Fund.  We  further  recommend  that  whenever  new 
blanks  are  printed,  the  above  alterations  be  properly  made  in  them.

R.  VY.  GRAND  LODGE  OF  UNITED  STATES. 

Baltimore,  April  1st,  1861. 

To  Wm.  H.  Read,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oanada  West: 
Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Pursuant  to  a resolution  passed  at  the  September 
session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  United  States,  I.  O.  O.F.,  held  at  the  city  of 
Nashville,  State  of  Tennessee,  directing  the  undersigned  “to  communicate  to  the 
several  State  Grand  Bodies,  in  circular  form,  due  notice  of  the  amendment  to  the 
tenth  article  of  the  By-Laws,  adopted  at  said  session,”  I herewith  have  the  honor 
to  submit  a copy  of  the  said  tenth  By-Law  as  amended,  and  as  now  in  force,  and 
fraternally  to  request  that  the  law  be  complied  with.

BT-LAW  GRAND  LODGE  OF  UNITED  STATES. 

Article  X. — Annual  returns  shall  be  made  by  each  State,  District  or  Terri- 
torial Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  in  which  the}'  shall  give  the  names 
of  Grand  Officers,  number  of  Lodges,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  members  in 
good  standing  in  all  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  Initiations, 
of  reinstatements,  rejections,  suspensions  and  cause,  expulsions  and  cause,  ad- 
missions by  card,  withdrawals  by  card,  of  brothers  relieved,  of  widowed  families 
relieved,  deaths,  amount  expended  for  relief  of  brothers,  amount  expended  for 
education  of  orphans,  amount  paid  for  burying  the  dead,  and  the  whole  amount 
of  receipts;  forms  for  which  shall  be  furnished  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  Said  re- 
turns shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  at  least 
one  month  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  this  body,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
with  the  dues  thereon,  in  money  current  at  par  in  the  place  where  the  meeting  of 
the  body  is  held.  And  in  default  of  such  returns  being  made  and  the  dues  there- 
on paid  within  ten  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  this  body,  the  Representa- 
tives from  such  delinquent  Grand  Lodges  or  Grand  Encampments  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  a seat  in  such  annual  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Mileage  and  per  Diem  then  made  a report,  which 
on  motion  of  Rep.  Box,  seconded  by  Rep.  Bingham,  was  referred  hack 
to  await  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
United  States  for  1859  and  1860,  was  then  submitted,  and  on  motion  of 
Rep.  Sewell,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  those  parts  referring  to 
proposed  amendments  in  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Yale,  seconded  by  Rep.  Wigmore,  Grand  Master 
Dolson,  Grand  Secretary  Read  and  Grand  Rep.  Partridge,  were  ap- 
pointed a Committee  to  abridge  the  report  of  Grand  Rep.  Partridge,  for 
printing  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Moved  by  Rep.  Bingham,  and  seconded  by  Rep.  Box,  that  in  con- 
sequence of  the  disorganized  condition  of  Political,  Religious,  Benevo- 
lent and  Social  Institutions  of  the  United  States,  it  becomes  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  act  with  more  than  ordinary  caution  in  the  payment  of  its 
regular  per  centage  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
the  same  be  not  forwarded  until  perfectly  assured  that  the  executive 
officers,  and  those  having  control  of  the  funds,  and  other  effects  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  have  no  sympathy  with  the  pro- 
posed dismemberment  of  that  Grand  Body,  and  unless  such  assurance 
can  be  obtained  sooner,  that  the  per  centage  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Representative  to  be  paid  over  by  him  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
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ing  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  when  fully  assured  that 
our  confidence  will  not  be  abused,  nor  our  funds  misappropriated. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Rep.  Healey,  and  seconded  by  Rep.  Fries- 
man,  that  the  motion  proposed  by  Rep.  Bingham,  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. — Carried. 

The  Grand  Master,  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  added 
name  of  Grand  Representative  Partridge,  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order. 

The  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordipates  submitted  the  following 
report  which  was  adopted  and  ordered  fyled  : 

To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  O.  0.  F.  : 

We,  your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  have  carefully  examined  the 
Laws  laid  before  us,  and  ask  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

We  condemn  the  Preamble  and  Article  1st  of  Constitution  of  Elgin  Lodge, 
No.  32,  and  recommend  the  use  of  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates,  as  adopted 
by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

We  cannot  recommend  any  alteration  at  present,  in  the  proportion  of  regular- 
receipts  set  apart  for  the  W.  and  O.  Fund,  as  the  requisite  notice  of  Amendment 
has  not  been  given. 

We  recommend  that  the  Amendments  adopted  by  Imperial  Lodge,  No.  37,  of 
its  By-laws,  changing  the  scale  of  Initiation  and  Degree  fees,  be  sanctioned  by 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  application  of  Rond  Eau 
Lodge,  No  40,  for  a change  in  their  night  of  meeting,  from  Friday  to  Saturday, 
should  be  granted. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Ou  motion  of  Rep.  Wigmore,  seconded  by  Rep.  Glover,  the  Grand 
Lodge  adjourned  for  half  an  hour. 


Thursday,  O’clock,  p.  m. 

Grand  Lodge  met  and  opened  in  the  Scarlet  Degree.  Officers  and 
Representatives  all  present. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  then  submitted  a report ; which  on 
motion  was  referred  back,  with  instructions  to  include  a report,  upon 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  Charters. 

Rep.  Box  gave  notice  of  a proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  so  as  to  combine  the  offices  of  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Secretary  in  one. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  submitted  the  following 
report  which  was  adopted  and  ordered  fyled  : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West: — 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  beg  leave  to  report ; that  the  Order 
in  our  jurisdiction  remains  about  the  same  as  one  year  ago.  There  has  been  a 
slight  increase  in  membership,  but  quite  a number  ot  expulsions  and  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  cause  of  the  small  accessions  to  our  numbers  dur- 
ingthe  past  year  is  to  be  attributed  rather  to  the  general  financial  depression  through 
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which  the  cpuntry  has  passed  during  the  past  few  years,  than  to  any  want  of  in- 
terest or  dereliction  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Officers  or  Brothers  of  the  Order  in 
general. 

Your  Committee  fully  concur  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  regard 
to  the  present  state  and  future  prospects  of  the  Order,  as  set  forth  in  said  report, 
and  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  said  report  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  regard  to  a Resolution  moved  by  Rep.  Bingham,  seconded  by  Rep.  Box, 
and  referred  to  your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  relative  to  the  sending 
of  the  regular  percentage  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; your  Com- 
mittee fully  concur  in  the  view  set  forth  in  said  Resolution,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  same. 

In  regard  to  the  possible  effect,  that  may  result  to  our  Order,  from  the  present 
troubles  in  the  United  States  ; your  Committee  fully  concur  in  that  portion 
of  the  Grand  Master’s  Address,  which  refers  to  this  subject,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  the  counsel  there  given  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  at  the  last  sitting 
of  your  Grand  Body  ; your  Committee  find  the  following  recommendation  : 

Viz  : “ Your  Committee  would  also  recommend,  that  the  affairs  of  Rose 
Lodge,  No.  28,  be  closed  up  if  possible,  and  that  a Committee  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose." 

In  regard  to  the  above  we  would  state,  that  subsequent  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  above  referred  to,  an  effort  was  made  in  January  last,  by 
our  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  to  re-organize  said  Lodge,  which  effort,  he  supposed  had 
proved  successful.  Since  which  time,  however,  nothing  has  been  heard  of  such 
Lodge.  Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  all  has  been  done  in  the 
premises,  that  can  reasonably  be  expected,  and  we  regret  to  say  without  avail 

Your  Committee  would  recommend,  tha+  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master,  in 
granting  a dispensation  to  Avon  Lodge,  No.  11,  be  confirmed,  and  a Charter 
granted  them. 

In  regard  to  the  Charters  now  in  possession  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ; your 
Committee  would  recommend  that  in  consequence  of  the  persevering  efforts  of 
Grand  Master  Dolson  in  obtaining  them  satisfactorily  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that 
he  be  allowed  to  fill  the  same,  together  with  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  present 
to  each  Representative  a copy  of  the  Charter,  for  their  respective  Lodges. 

With  regard  to  a change  in  the  secret  work  of  the  Order,  as  has  been  pro- 
posed by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; your  Committee  not  knowing 
wherein  the  change  may  consist,  merely  say,  that,  reposing  full  confidence  in  our 
Representative  to  that  Bodjq  we  would  allow  him  to  use  his  own  judgment  on 
the  question. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  deeply  indebted  to  our  respec-  . 
ed  Brother  Peel,  of  Eureka  Lodge,  for  the  very  chaste  and  beautiful  design  fur- 
nished by  him  for  our  Charter  ; and  would  recommend  that  some  suitable 
testimonial  be  presented  to  him,  as  an  acknowledgment  from  this  Grand  Lodge, 
of  his  zeal  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  of  his  taste  and  skill  as  an  artist. 

Your  Committee  would  also  recommend,  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed 
some  remuneration  for  his  valuable  services  during  the  past  year,  as  Secretary  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

With  regard  to  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  to  be 
acted  upon  at  its  next  session  ; we  object  to  the  adoption  of  No.  1,  2 and  3,  as 
proposed.  In  regard  to  No.  3,  we  would  recommend  that  the  words  four-fifths, 
be  inserted  instead  of  the  word  “unanimous.”  We  would  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  No.  4.  No.  5,  we  would  favor,  in  the  event  of  No.  4 being  adopted.  No. 

6,  we  would  favor,  excepting  the  second  part  of  the  clause,  with  regard  to  the 
meeting  of  Grand  Officers  every  six  months.  No.  7,  we  would  approve.  No.  8, 
we  would  oppose.  No.  9,  we  would  favor,  providing  No.  4 is  adopted.  No.  10, 
we  would  approve. 

Your  Committee  are  happy  to  state,  that  from  the  able  reports  already  laid 
before  your  Grand  Body,  nothing  of  present  interest  or  future  good  of  our  beloved 
Order,  is  likely  to  be  omitted  or  left  undone  during  the  present  session  of  tins 
Grant!  Lodge.

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On  motion  of  Rep.  Glover,  seconded  by  Rep.  Yale,  the  Committee 
on  Mileage  and  per  Diem,  was  instructed  to  compute  the  mileage  at  3 
cents  per  mile,  and  to  give  the  estimate  of  mileage  and  per  diem  for 
Grand  Officers,  in  a separate  table. 

Moved  by  Rep.  Glover,  seconded  by  Rep.  Sewell,  that  Article 
IY,  Section  I,  Clause  I,  of  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows,  viz  : This  Lodge  shall  hold  its  meeting  weekly,  or  semi- 
weekly, on  such  evening,  and  at  such  horn-,  as  may  be  provided  by  its 
By-Laws  ; provided  always,  that,  as  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  twenty-six  night’s  service,  shall  be  required  as  the 
term  of  office. 

Moved  in  amendment,  by  Rep.  Box,  seconded  by  Rep.  Hutcheson, 
that  Resolution  of  Rep.  Glover,  be  laid  over  until  the  next  session. 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  amendment,  it  was  declared  lost  ; 
when  the  question  recurring  on  the  original  motion,  it  was  declared 
carried. 

Rep.  Waltliew  gave  notice  of  amendment  of  Article  V,  Section  II, 
Clause  IV,  of  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  so  that  Subordinate  Lodges 
may  appropriate  only  one-tenth  of  all  dues  collected,  to  the  W.  and 
O.  Fund,  instead  of  one-third,  as  at  present  required. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Friesman,  seconded  by  Rep.  Fitzsimmons,  it 
was  resolved  that  a blank  Charter,  of  which  Grand  Warden  J.  R.  Peel 
was  the  designer,  be  presented  to  him,  and  that  the  Grand  Master 
appoint  a Committee  of  three,  to  obtain  a suitable  token  of  esteem  and 
acknowledgment  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  generous  work  and 
masterly  design  of  Brother  Peel. 

The  nomination  and  election  of  Officers  being  in  order,  the  follow- 
ing nominations  were  made  .

On  motion  duly  pissed,  the  Report  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  was 
adopted  and  ordered  fyled,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  instructed  to  is- 
sue orders  accordingly,  on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  Grand 
Officers  and  Representatives. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  abridge  the  Report  of  the 
Grand  Representative,  reported  their  duty  completed,  and  were  duly 
discharged. 

REPORT  OF  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE, 

To  the  Ft.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  O.  <>.  F. : 

The  undersigned,  your  Representative  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  America,  would  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  proceedings  of  that  body  during  his  term  of  of- 
fice. On  the  nineteenth  day  of  September,  1859,  I attended  the  Annual 
Communication  held  at  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

By  reference  to  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  I am  informed  that 
there  were  then,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  thirty-nine  State  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges,  three 
thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  Subordinates,  with  a member- 
ship of  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and

eleven,  which  shows  an  increase  during  the  past  year  of  thirty -five  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  and  one  thousand  and  eleven  members. 

By  the  same  Report  I find  that  there  was,  during  the  same  year, 
eighteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty  brothers  relieved ; two 
thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-seven  widowed  families  assisted, — 
#300,359.15  paid  for  the  relief  of  brothers,  #51,454.00  paid  to  widowed 
families,  #13,555.72  for  the  education  of  Orphans,  and  #35,227.74  ex- 
pended in  burying  the  dead. 

The  decisions  made  by  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  during  the 
recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  confirmed  by  that  body  at  the  Session 
of  1859,  were  as  follows  : 

When  the  holder  of  a Withdrawal  card  has,  within  a few  months 
after  its  use,  deposited  the  same  in,  and  thereby  become  a member  of 
another  Lodge,  the  Lodge  issuing  such  card  has  no  right  to  annul  it. 

That  it  is  competent  for  a State  Grand  Lodge  to  prescribe  a By- 
law, that  all  applications  for  Visiting  and  Withdrawal  cards,  must  he 
in  person  or  in  writing. 

It  is  not  competent  for  a Lodge  or  an  Encampment  to  try  a de- 
ceased member  or  deprive  his  widow  of  the  benefits  allowed  by  the 
laws,  her  husband  having  been  beneficial,  and  not  under  charge  at  the 
time  of  his  decease. 

If  under  the  law  authorizing  public  installations,  any  controversy 
arise  between  the  Elective  Grand  Officer  and  a District  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  as  to  which  shall  conduct  such  installation,  the  Elective  Grand 
Officer,  being  superior  in  rank,  shall  have  precedence. 

The  following  decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire  were  reversed  : — When  a 
brother,  living  remote  from  his  Lodge,  sends  to  its  Treasurer  instead 
of  its  Secretary,  his  dues,  and  said  Treasurer  fails  at  next  meeting  of 
the  Lodge  to  report  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  before  another 
meeting  the  brother  dies,  this  Lodge  cannot  withhold  the  funeral  bene- 
fits authorized  by  law,  the  Treasurer  reporting  and  paying  such  dues 
to  the  Lodge  at  said  second  meeting.  The  Treasurer  is  an  agent  of 
his  Lodge,  and  the  proper  custodian  of  its  funds,  and  to  refuse  benefits 
under  such  circumstances,  would  not  be  consistent  with  the  just  and  libe- 
ral spirit  of  our  laws. 

The  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  when  the  law  of  the  Lodge  required 
payment  of  dues  to  the  Secretary,  a payment  made  to  the  Treasurer, 
who  withholds  it,  does  not  bind  the  Lodge. 

The  following  decisions  were  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  re- 
ports of  Committees,  to  whom  the  subjects  were  referred.  That  when 
local  laws  require  a majority  of  two-thirds  present  to  be  necessary  to 
expel,  that  member  excused  from  voting  must  be  counted  as  present, 
and  in  fact  as  voting  in  the  negative. 

That  Avlien  the  By-laws  of  a Lodge  limit  the  Candidates  on  a second 
ballot  to  the  two  highest  on  the  first  ballot,  all  votes  cast  for  other 
Candidates  on  the  second  ballot  are  void. 

That  a Grand  Lodge  is  not  liable  for  the  indebtedness  of  one  of  its 
defunct  Subordinates,  arising  out  of  advances  made  by  a Lodge  in  a 
Sister  jurisdiction  to  one  of  its  sick  members,  unless  it  appears  that 
assets  sufficient  to  discharge  the  debt  belonging  to  the  defunct  Lodge, 
come  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

That  when  a brother  without  the  term  pass-word  shall  apply  for 
admission  to  his  own  Lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall,  after  he  has  been 
satisfied  of  the  good  standing  of  the  brother,  direct  his  admission. 

None  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  adopted. 
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I also  attended  tlie  Session  for  1860,  which  commenced  its  sittings 
in  the  city  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  on  the  17th  September.  The  M. 
W.  Grand  Sire  was  not  present,  and  the  chair  was  filled  during  the  ses- 
sion by  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Edward  H.  Fitzhugli,  of  Virginia. 
The  debates  were  unusually  lively,  contested,  and  extended,  and 
brought  out,  in  full  relief,  the  promptness,  the  perspicacity,  firmness, 
and  courtesy  which  distinguished  the  presiding  officer. 

$ DECISIONS  MADE. 

The  following  decisions,  applicable  to  the  branch  of  the  Order 
which  I represent,  were  made  : 

Where  the  Degrees  are  conferred  by  a regular  Degree  Lodge,  sepa- 
rate from  the  Subordinates,  the  application  of  the  brother  desiring  the 
degree  must  be  acted  upon  in  his  Subordinate  Lodge  by  such  members 
only  as  have  taken  the  degree  applied  for.  If  the  application  is  grant- 
ed, a certificate  of  the  fact  is  given  to  the  applicant,  which  certificate 
being  presented  to  the  Degree  Lodge,  authorizes  it  to  confer  the  degree. 

It  is  not  legal  to  ballot  upon  the  application  to  have  the  Rebekah 
Degree  conferred  upon  brothers’  wives  when  objections  are  made. 
The  Degree  of  Rebekah  is  conferred  on  the  wives  of  scarlet  members 
in  good  standing,  as  a matter  of  course. 

It  is  not  competent  for  a Subordinate  Encampment,  or  Lodge,  to 
insert  in  its  Constitution  a provision  that  a member  who  may  draw  a 
final  card,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  depositing  the  same  in  said  Lodge 
within  a specified  time,  by  a simple  vote  of  the  Lodge,  instead  of  a 
ballot  vote,  as  in  the  case  of  initiating  members.  The  laws  of  the 
Order  clearly  provide  the  way  in  which  a person  may  regain  member- 
ship upon  card,  and  a Lodge  granting  a final  card  has  no  more  power 
to  depart  from  that  way  when  the  person  holding  that  card  seeks  to 
reunite  with  said  Lodge,  than  upon  the  application  of  a stranger.  But 
persons  who,  from  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  illegally  initiated,  cannot 
be  discharged  from  membership  for  that  reason,  but  are  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  enjoyed  by  other  members  of  similar  rank ; and  the  same 
rule  governs  the  case  of  an  unworthy  person,  who  may  have  been  inad- 
vertently admitted. — Digest  807,  Section  17, 

The  above  decisions  were  made  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  upon 
reports  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  upon  decision  of 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  made  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  following  decisions,  reported  by  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order  were  adopted  : 

The  presiding  or  sitting  N.  G.  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  has  no 
right  to  sign  an  annual  or  semi-annual  report  returning  himself  as  a Past 
Grand,  he  not  having  previously  passed  the  Noble  Grand’s -Chair. 

Officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges  may  confer  the  degree  of  Rebe- 
kah upon  widows  of  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  after  application  in 
open  Lodge. 

The  certificate  of  either  the  Recording  Secretary  or  the  Permanent 
or  Financial  Secretary  of  a Subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  seal  of  the 
Lodge,  of  the  stanching,  etc.,  of  a member  thereof,  is  sufficient  evidence 
for  an  Encampment  to  act  upon — but  the  local  legislation  may  make  it 
exclusively  the  duty  of  either  Secretary. 

The  following  decisions  of  the  Committee  of  Appeals  were  adopted: 

No  person,  on  being  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Order,  thereby 
loses  any  rights  he  had  in  possession  as  a citizen.  His  right  to  pro- 
tection bv  the  civil  authorities  is  not  impaired  by  becoming  an  Odd 
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Fellow — the  laws  of  the  land  and  the  courts  wliich  administer  them, 
are  the  surest  and  most  proper  means  by  which  justice  can  be  attained  ; 
especially  is  this  so  in  regard  to  civil  contracts,  frequently  involving, 
as  they  do,  long,  intricate  and  conflicting  accounts  ; requiring  close 
and  patient  scrutiny,  and  impartial  investigation.  This  class  of  ques- 
tions of  difference  should  always  be  submitted  to  the  legal  institutions 
of  the  land,  rather  than  be  attempted  to  be  adjudicated  by  any  author- 
ities within  the  Order. 

This  was  a case  in  which  a brother  refused  to  permit  life  Lodge 
to  interefere  with  his  pecuniary  transactions  with  another  brother,  and 
for  that  reason  was  expelled  for  contempt.  He  was  restored  to  mem- 
bership.— Appeal  of  P.  G.  Gatlin. 

The  Order  does  not,  in  every  case,  recognize  the  “legal  represen- 
tatives” of  a brother  deceased,  as  entitled  to  his  benefits. — Appeal  of  P. 
G.  Adams. 

The  Treasurer  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  became  pecuniarly  involved 
by  the  accidents  of  business  ; he  informed  his  Lodge  of  the  fact,  and 
made  security  to  them  which  they  accepted  as  satisfactory,  and 
released  his  sureties.  It  then  became  unlawful  to  prefer  charges 
against  the  delinquent  brother  for  appropriating  the  funds  of  the  Lodge 
to  his  own  use. — Appeal  of  P.  G.  Seaman. 

LEGISLATIVE  BUSINESS. 

Rep.  Kennedy,  of  Southern  New  York,  moved  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  report  such 
action,  if  any  is  required,  to  enable  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  Grand  Lodges 
to  issue  proper  certificates  to  members  of  defunct  Lodges,  who  are  in  good  stand- 
ing, to  enable  them  to  make  application  for  membership  in  another  Lodge. 

The  Legislative  Committee  having  considered  the  subject  matter, 
reported  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  that  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  found 
on  page  3134  of  the  Revised  Journal  of  the  Annual  Session  of  1859,  having  refer- 
ence to  the  authentication  of  all  certificates  and  cards  issued  by  the  State  Grand 
Officers  and  Officers  of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments,  shall  not  be 
construed  to  apply  to  certificates  signed  by  Grand  Officers  of  State  Jurisdictions 
to  members  of  defunct  Lodges,  as  heretofore  provided. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Yeitch,  of  Missouri,  the  Lodge  adopted  the 
following  amendment  proposed  by  him  to  Article  X of  the  By- 
Laws,  as  follows  : 

Amend  Article  X of  the  By-Laws  by  adding  thereto  as  follows  : 
“ And  in  default  of  such  return  being  made  and  the  dues  thereon  paid 
within  ten  daj's  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  this  body,  the  Repre- 
sentatives from  such  delinquent  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments  shall 
not  be  admitted  to  a seat  in  such  annual  meeting.” 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  that  a Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next  session 
of  this  body  a revision  of  the  secret  work  of  the  Order,  having  in  view  the  various 
suggestions  to  that  effect  submitted  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  this  and  previous 
sessions.  ' 

Reps.  Stuart,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Dwindle,  of  Northern 
New  York,  and  Nicholson,  of  Pennsylvania,  were  appointed  such  Com- 
mittee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  revising 
the  work  of  the  five  degrees,  be  directed  to  enquire  and  report  upon  the  propriety 
or  expediency  of  incorporating  into  the  instructions  required  to  be  given  in  confer- 
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ring  degrees,  the  several  emblems  of  our  Order,  and  give  emblems  such  a fixed 
language. 

The  following  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  due  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Grand  Sire,  Samuel  Craighead,  for  the  very  able,  courteous,  and 
impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  the  very  arduous  and  responsible 
duties  of  his  office. 

Resolved,  that  P.  G.  Sire  Samuel  Craighead  be  requested  to  sit  for  his  por- 
trait, to  be  placed  in  the  Hall  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  expenses  incurred 
for  the  same  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  due  and  they  are  hereby 
tendered  to  R.  W.  D.  Grand  Sire  Fitzhugh,  for  the  very  able,  courteous,  dignified 
and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  unusually  arduous  duties  of 
the  Grand  Sire  during  the  present  term. 

Resolved,  that  in  consideration  of  these  services,  and  of  the  services  hereto- 
fore rendered  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  all  the  departments  of  duty  which  he  has 
been  called  upon  to  discharge  and  fill,  the  Grand  Lodge  recognize  a debt  of 
obligation,  which  they  propose  in  part  to  discharge  by  tendering  this  acknow- 
ledgment; and  the  additional  request,  that  he  consent  to  sit  for  has  portrait,  to 
embellish  our  Grand  Lodge ; and  that  an  engraved  likeness  be  made  to  be  inserted 
in  the  bound  Journal,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  have  the  same  carried  into 
effect. 

The  following  propositions  for  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  are  pending  for  action  at  the  next  session  : 

By  Rep.  Prall,  of  Northern  New  York,  seconded  by  Rep.  White,  of 
Northern  New  York.  Rep.  Taylor,  of  Pennsylvania,  Rep.  Hunt,  of 
Texas,  Rep.  Garwood,  of  California,  Rep.  Veitch,  of  Missouri,  and  Rep. 
Clark,  of  Vermont. 

Amend  Article  XlV,  Clause  2 of  the  Constitution,  by  striking  out 
the  words  “seventy-five”  and  inserting  “twenty.” 

Proposed  by  Rep.  Kennedy,  of  Southern  New  York,  seconded  by 
Reps.  Dwinelle,  of  Northern  New  York,  Escaville,  of  Maryland,  and 
Starr  of  Illinois. 

Amend  the  Second  Section  of  the  Ninth  Article  of  the  Constitution 
so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows : 

“Section  2.  Every  State,  District,  Territorial  or  Colonial  Grand 
Lodge,  or  Grand  Encampment,  having  under  its  jurisdiction  one  thous- 
and or  less  members  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in 
the  Grand  Lodge ; every  State,  District,  Territorial  or  Colonial  Grand 
Lodge,  or  Grand  Encampment,  having  under  its  jurisdiction  over  one 
thousand  members  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes; 
and  no  State,  District,  Territorial  or  Colonial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment,  shall  have  more  than  one  Grand  Representative  at  the 
same  time  ; provided,  however,  that  any  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  En- 
campment, shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  Grand  Representatives  as  it 
may  have  votes,  on  assuming  the  payment  of  the  Mileage  and  Per 
Diem  of  the  additional  Grand  Representatives.” 

Proposed  by  Rep.  Thayer,  of  South  Carolina,  seconded  by  Reps. 
Lamberton,  of  Pennsylvania,  Granniss,  of  Georgia,  Burnham,  of  Maine, 
Krogman,  of  Massachusetts,  and  Dwinelle,  of  Northern  New  York. 

Amend  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  to  read  : 

1.  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennally  on  the  third  Monday 
of  September,  at  9 o’clock,  a.  m.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  ad- 
journments. It  may  also  meet  on  the  calls  of  the  Grand  Sue,  of  which 
the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the 
Representatives  of  the  several  State,  District,  Territorial  and  Colonial 
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Grand  Bodies,  communicating  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the 
special  meeting  is  called ; and  in  no  case  shall  any  business  be  trans- 
acted at  a special  meeting,  unless  notice  thereof  has  been  given  as 
above  provided. 

2.  During  the  time  intervening  between  the  biennial  sessions, 
there  shall  be  a committee,  of  the  Grand  Sire,  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
the  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  Committee  on  Appeals  appointed  at  the 
last  preceding  session,  to  whom  appeals  and  applications  for  charters 
may  be  made,  or  any  other  business  referred,  not  affecting  the  finance 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  being  of  a legislative  nature.  Said  committee 
shall  hold  semi-annual  sessions,  their  actions  being  always  subject  to 
confirmation  or  reversal  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session. 

3.  Article  IX  and  other  Articles  of  the  Constitution  are  hereby 
ordered  to  be  formed  in  phraseology,  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  this. 

Both  of  these  propositions  were  pending  and  acted  upon  at  the  ses- 
sion just  past.  The  Grand  Lodge  patiently  devoted  a whole  legislative 
day  to  their  discussion  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  It  is  conceded 
that  some  alteration  of  the  Constitution  is  imperatively  demanded  by 
the  present  and  prospective  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  which  cannot  now  or  hereafter  sustain  the  present  representa- 
tion with  an  annual  session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  received,  at  the  hands  of  the  city  authorities  of 
the  city  of  Nashville,  a public  reception  at  the  Capitol  of  the  State, 
which  was  worthy  the  reputation  of  that  city  for  a genial  and  graceful 
hospitality.  The  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  held  in  the  hall  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  by  invitation  of  that  body.  The  Grand 
Lodge  also  visited  in  a body  the  residence  of  the  late  President  James 
K.  Polk,  by  invitation  of  Mrs.  Polk,  and  were  entertained  by  her  with 
her  accustomed  grace  and  urbanity.  They  also,  by  invitation  of  the 
Odd  Fellows  of  Nashville,  visited  the  Hermitage,  and  tomb  of  Andrew 
Jackson,  where  a chair  was  presented  to  them,  and  some  special  exer- 
cises had,  which  are  explained  by  the  following  resolutions  : 

On  motion  of  Past  Grand  Sire,  John  A.  Kennedy,  the  Grand  Lodge 

Resolved,  That  the  hickory  arm  chair  presented  through  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire,  be  accepted,  and  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre- 
tary be  instructed  to  have  the  following  inscription  placed,  in  a permanent  form, 
on  the  chair:  “Presented  at  the  Hermitage  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  by  Grand  Rep.  H.  K.  Walker,  of  Tennessee,  on  behalf  of. Dr. 
John  Marshall  Lawrence,  a member  of  the  family  of  the  late  Andrew  Jackson, 
who  constructed  the  chair  with  hickory  withes  grown  upon  the  Hermitage  estate, 
Nashville,  September  20,  1860.” 

Rep.  Mills,  of  Kentucky,  moved  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted : 

Resolved,  unanimously , That  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  express  the  great 
pleasure  derived  from  our  visit  to  Mrs.  James  K.  Polk,  and  tender  to  that  esti- 
mable lady  our  unfeigned  thanks  for  her  very  elegant,  courteous  and  hospitable 
reception  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  full}'  ap- 
preciates the  kind  endeavors  of  the  members  of  the  Order  in  Nashville,  to  contri- 
bute  to  our  comfort  whilst  in  that  city,  and  the  efforts  they  have  made  to  this 
end  shall  be  remembered  with  pleasure  and  gratitude. 

Resolved,  That  our  honorable  reception  at  the  State  Capitol,  our  visit  to  Mrs, 
James  K.  Polk,  and  our  excursion  to  the  Hermitage,  are  worthy  of  special  remem- 
brance, and  will  be  cherished  by  us  as  amongst  the  most  pleasant  incidents  of 
our  lives. 

Resolved,  That  the  presentation  of  the  hickory  chair,  at  the  Hermitage,  by 
Dr.  J.  M.  Lawrence,  is  peculiarly  calculated  to  excite  Our  admiration  and  our 
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pride,  and  we  rejoice  to  have  such  a memorial  from  the  home  of  the  illustrious 
soldier,  statesman  and  patriot,  Andrew  Jackson,  intrusted  to  our  hands. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  resolutions,  together  with  the  resolution  offered  by 
Rep.  Kennedy,  of  Southern  New  York,  in  reference  to  the  inscription  to  be  placed 
on  the  chair,  be  published  in  the  papers  of  this  city. 

Rep.  Shinkle,  of  Kentucky,  on  behalf  of  Olive  Branch  Encampment, 
No.  6,  of  Kentucky,  presented  a gavel  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  made  of  ash  wood,  obtained  at  the  home  of  the  late  Hon.  Henry 
Clay. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Strong,  of  Mississippi,  it  was 

Resolved , That  the  gavel  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  Olive  Branch 
Encampment,  No.  6,  of  Kentucky,  be  accepted,  and  that  the  thanks  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.be  returned  to  Olive  Branch  Encampment  for  the  same. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  and 
duly  installed  : 

M.  W.  Grand  Sire. — R.  B.  Boylston,  of  South  Carolina. 

R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire. — Milton  Herndon,  of  Indiana. 

Grand  Rec.  and  Cor.  Secretary. — James  L.  Ridgely,  of  Maryland. 

R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer. — Joshua  Yansant,  of  Maryland. 

The  following  by-law  was  adopted  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  : 

Any  propositions  offered  for  reference  to  any  Standing  Committee 
of  this  Body,,  which  shall  require  an  entry  in  full  upon  the  journal, 
shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate,  either  in  print  or  manuscript  ; if  in 
writing,  they  shall  be  on  paper  not  less  in  size  than  half  a page  of 
foolscap. 

A resolution  substantially  the  same  was  adopted  on  the  first  day 
of  the  session,  and  the  business  of  the  session  was  transacted  under  it. 
It  enables  the  Grand  Secretary  to  send  to  its  appropriate  Committee 
at  once,  everything  which  is  referred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ; it  protects 
him  from  annoyance,  and  from  the  loss  of  papers  and  documents. 

Resolved,  that  the  following  matters  be  referred  to  the  several  Grand  Juris- 
dictions for  their  consideration,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  report  their  conclu- 
sions to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Body  at  the  next  annual  Communication  : 

I. — The  abolishment  of  the  mileage  and  per  diem  to  Grand  Representatives. 

II.  — The  reduction  of  the  present  Representative  tax  of  seventy-five  dollars, 

to  its  former  amount,  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  Representative. 

III.  — Supplies,  such  as  Cards,  books,  odes,  etc.,  be  furnished  to  Grand  Bodies 

and  Subordinates  at  cost  price. 

IV. — All  deficiency  in  revenue  to  be  yearly  assessed  upon  the  membership  of 

the  respective  Grand  Bodies. 

In  conclusion,  I have  in  every  respect  endeavored  to  advance  your 
interests,  but  in  consequence  of  a custom  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of 
appointing  only  those  Representatives  who  have  for  years  occupied 
seats  in  said  Grand  Lodge,  on  Committees  of  any  importance,  I was 
unable  to  bring  the  same  amount  of  influence  to  bear,  I could  wish. 
In  closing  the  report  of  my  stewardship,  allow  me  kindly  to  thank  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Body,  for  placing  me  in  the  position  I have 
occupied,  and  hope  that  no  act  of  mine  has  caused  any  member  to 
regret  the  confidence  they  have  bestowed.

Resolved,  that  we,  the  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  in 
Grand  Lodge  assembled,  extend  to  the  Brethren  of  Elgin  Lodge,  No.  32,  of  St. 
Thomas,  our  unanimous  thanks,  for  the  very  cordial  welcome  and  entertainment 
we  have  received  from  them,  in  the  gratuitous  use  of  their  Lodge  Room,  and  the 
table  of  luxuries  provided  for  us  by  them,  on  the  occasion  of  our  visit  to  this 
place  ; and  that  we  most  heartily  wish  for  them,  that  they  may  be  as  fortunate  in 
the  welcomes  they  receive  everywhere  through  life,  as  we  have  been  among  them  ; 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  remit  a copy  of  this  resolution,  to 
the  Secretary  of  Elgin  Lodge.

Resolved,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  do  now  adjourn,  to  meet  at  the  town  of 
Chatham,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  August,  1862,  at  the  hour  of  9 o’clock,  A.  M., 
punctually.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  submitted  the  following  report  : 

GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  ft.  W . Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  ; 

Officers  and  Brethren, — We  have  again  assembled  together  to 
legislate  for  the  progress  and  lawful  working  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd-Fellows,  in  Canada  West,  and  for  the  interchange  of  friendly 
sentiment,  that  will  promote  the  advancement  and  general  interest  of 
our  beloved  Order. 

Thank  God,  another  year  has  passed  without  any  serious  disaster 
to  ourselves,  or  the  Order  under  whose  Banner  we  hail. 

Here  your  Grand  Master  would  request  you  to  unite  together  in 
peace  and  good-will  to  all  mankind,  and  especially  our  great  Brother- 
hood, and  to  war  only  against  vice,  in  all  its  forms  ; to  obey  the  man- 
dates of  our  Order  ; to  succor  our  distressed  brethren  ; to  watch  over 
and  protect  their  orphans,  and  to  wipe  away  the  tear  from  that  once 
happy  wife,  but  now  disconsolate  widow. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  so  many  familiar  faces,  who 
have  stood  firm  through  the  trials  of  adversity,  and  stand  as  pillars  in 
our  great  moral  association,  and  likewise  some  new  faces,  who  look 
as  if  the  Jewels  of  our  Order  would  not  tarnish  in  their  hands. 

Much  praise  is  due  to  our  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  for  the  whole- 
souled  interest  he  has  manifested  in  advancing  the  cause  of  our  Order 
among  us. 

I would  commend  to  your  notice  the  Reports  of  D.  D.  G.  Masters 
Woodyatt  and  McLean,  who  have  been  up  and  doing  in  the  good  work, 
and  by  whose  exertions,  two  bright  links  have  been  added  to  the  chain 
of  Odd-Fellowsliip  in  our  jurisdiction. 

I regret  exceedingly  the  disturbed  and  warlike  spirit  that  now 
prevails  to  such  an  alarming  extent  between  the  Northern  and  South- 
ern sections  of  our  neighboring  Republic.  God  grant  that  the  spirit 
of  peace  and  good-will  may  ever  prevail  in  Canada,  our  beloved 
country.  May  we  live  up  to  and  cherish  the  principles  of  our  Order, 
and  retire  in  a good  old  age  to  where  no  bloody  battles  will  be  fought, 
or  malice  arrows  hurled,  but  purple  waves  of  living  thought  surge 
through  the  angel  world,  and  the  widow’s  wail,  the  orphans’s  cry  are 
changed  to  songs  of  praise. 

During  the  recess,  dispensations  have  been  issued  for  three  Subor- 
dinate Lodges,  viz  : first,  Simcoe,  second,  Thames,  and  the  third  for 
Hamilton,  wdiich  last  has  not  been  organized  as  yet.  The  two  first  are 
respectfully  submitted  for  your  approval  and  confirmation. 

From  my  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Secretary,  I learn  that 
in  the  village  of  Ayr,  active  preparations  are  being  made  for  the  organ- 
ization of  a Lodge  of  our  Order,  with  a fair  prospect  for  the  future. 

Brothers,  we  should  all  unite  in  giving  encouragement  to  the 
daughters  of  Rebekah,  for  women  in  past  ages,  having  almost  invariably 
laid  the  foundation  for  great  enterprise  and  great  reforms.  Then  let 
us  multiply  her  social  advantages,  enhance  her  dignity,  minister  to  her 
intelligence,  and  by  manly  gentleness  be  the  champions  of  her  genius, 
the  friends  of  her  fortunes,  and  the  equal,  if  you  can , of  her  heart. 

An  application  was  made  to  me  by  the  N.  G.  of  Olive  Branch 
Lodge  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  to  allow  a certain  party  residing  in  the  Village 
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of  Windsor,  C.  W.,  desirous  of  joining  tlie  Order,  to  connect  himself 
with  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  inasmuch  as  our  nearest  Lodge  was  situated 
some  fifty  miles  distant.  I felt  much  pleasure  in  granting  the  necessary 
permission,  and  hope  in  time  to  receive  an  application  for  a Charter 
from  that  source. 

Application  was  made  to  me  for  my  decision,  as  to  the  legality  of 
expulsion  of  members  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  The  decision  that  I 
gave  was,  that  it  is  a custom  at  variance  with  the  principles  and  spirit 
of  Odd-Fellowsliip,  and  of  course  I must  pronounce  it  illegal.  The 
digest,  our  highest  authority,  declares  the  practice  impolitic  and  unjust, 
to  visit  misfortune  with  the  extreme  penalty  of  the  law,  designed  for 
criminal  offences.  Brethren,  I cannot  sanction  a wrong  in  my  juris- 
diction, and  hope  the  Representatives  present  will  respect  my  motives 
if  they  condemn  my  decisions. 

Elgin  Lodge,  No.  32,  has  surrendered  her  Charter  and  working 
Books,  a report  of  which  will  be  laid  before  you  during  the  present 
session.  The  following  will  show  that  the  cause  of  Odd-Fellowship  has 
not  been  slumbering  within  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  ninety -two  initiations,  twenty -seven  withdrawals, 
fifty-six  suspensions,  thirty-five  expulsions,  four  deaths,  three  re-in- 
statements, seven  admissions  by  card,  and  an  average  of  contributing 
members  as  shown  by  Reports  for  Dec  and  June  of  500. 

There  have  been  230  degrees  conferred,  #507.50  paid  widows  and 
orphans,  #90  paid  for  burying  the  dead,  #207  paid  for  the  relief  of 
brethren.  The  W.  & O.  Fund  amounts  to  $7350.09. 

Brethren,  I will  not  detain  you  longer  from  the  work  of  the  Session, 
I shall  gladly  convey  to  you  all  the  information  in  my  power,  so  far  as 
coimected  with  the  Order.  Regretting  my  inability  to  do  justice  to 
the  office  I have  held  among  you,  I submit  the  foregoing  with  my  best 
wishes  for  my  successor  in  office,  and  the  prosperity  of  our  Order.

On  motion  of  Rep.  Tait,  the  Grand  Master’s  Report  was  referred 
to  the  following  Special  Committee  for  distribution  of  subjects  to  ap- 
appropriate  committees,  Wm.  H.  Read,  Henry  Sewell,  and  James 
Woody  att. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  made  the  following  Report : 

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

To  tlie  B.  W.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  0.  O.  F. : 

Officers  and  Representatives, — At  the  close  of  the  last  session  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  in  pursuance  of  the  practice  of  my  predecessors,  I 
attended  to  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  proceedings  of  that 
Session. 

The  distribution  extended  to  those  Grand  Lodges  m the  United 
States,  accessible  by  regular  mail,  and  I have  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  in  return,  of  Reports  from  nearly  all  of  those  Grand  Lodges  from 
the  perusal  of  which,  very  much  is  to  be  learned,  of  interest  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  to  the  Order  generally. 

In  commemoration  of  the  life  services  and  the  death  of  the  late  Past 
Grand  Sire,  Thomas  Wildey,  subjects  calculated  to  enlist  the  mingled 
admiration  and  tenderest  sympathies  of  every  good  Odd-Fellow,  they 
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have  all  adopted  appropriate  resolutions.  He  died  at  the  city  ofjBalti- 
niore,  October  19th,  1861,  in  the' 78th  year  of  his  age,  venerated  and 
beloved  by  Odd-Fellows  and  good  men  everywhere. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  deficiency  required  for  the  lithograph- 
ing of  our  new  Charters,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  at  the  last 
Session,  to  apportion  the  whole  cost  of  Charter  among  the  Lodges 
according  to  their  representation,  and  call  upon  them  for  any  deficiency 
remaining  due  by  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  there  seemed  to 
be  a very  general  desire  to  raise  the  amount  required,  by  voluntary 
contributions  from  the  Lodges, and  several  Reps,  having  guaranteed  from 
their  respective  Lodges,  sums,  in  the  aggregate  nearly  covering  the  defici- 
ency,! deemed  it  advisable  to  make  the  appeal  and  await  their  voluntary 
action. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  the  success  of  the  course  pursued, 
as  the  amount  required,  less  $5.50,  was  wholly  contributed. 

The  amounts  thus  received  are  in  addition  to  what  these  Lodges 
had  before  paid  to  the  same  object,  and  will  bo  given  in  my  statement 
of  Receipts. 

Having  acted  on  this  measure  (not  without  advice)  but  without 
authority,  I shall  most  cheerfully  contribute  the  present  deficiency,  if 
the  Grand  Lodge  Fund  is  to  suffer  on  account  of  my  action  in  the 
matter. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  correspondence  with  this  office, 
that  an  opportunity  has  quite  recently  offered  for  the  disposal  of  a 
quantity  of  lithographed  Charters,  and  from  what  I can  learn  of  the 
wants  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  I am  satisfied,  that  the  Charter  has 
only  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated  and  sought  for. 

The  design  is  a most  beautiful  and  comprehensive  one,  doing  credit 
both  to  the  head  and  heart  of  the  donor,  Bro.  Jno.  R.  Peel,  our  present 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  with  an  alteration  of  two  or  three  words  in 
the  printed  portion,  could  be  adopted  by  any  other  Grand  Lodge. 

I believe  a very  creditable  revenue  may  be  derived  from  the  sale 
of  Blank  Charters,  and  with  a view  to  the  purchase  of  the  stones  upon 
waich  our  present  Caarters  were  struck  off,  I submit  such  esti- 
mates for  the  stones  and  the  cost  of  printing  or  lithographing,  as  I have 
been  able  to  obtain. 

In  response  to  the  resolution  on  page  27  of  last  journal,  ordering 
the  return  of  the  original  Dispensations  of  Lodges,  on  the  Receipt  of 
the  new  Charters,  I have  received  the  Dispensations  of  Union,  Erie, 
Gore,  Samaritan,  Imperial,  Forest  City,  Avon,  and  St.  Mary’s  Lodges. 

Of  the  existing  Lodges  that  have  not  complied  with  the  resolution 
referred  to,  I believe  three  of  them  hold  Dispensations  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  issued  before  the  organization  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  seem  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  this  Lodge  cannot 
recall  tlieir  Dispensations. 

This  opinion  is,  I think,  erroneous,  since  full  authority  and  control 
of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  J urisdiction  was  transferred  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  immediately 
upon  its  organization. 

This  much  is  certain,  no  Lodge  can  reasonably  claim  two  Dispen- 
sations or  Charters — one  or  the  other  should  be  returned. 

Of  those  Lodges  that  did  not  receive  the  new  Charter,  Rose,  Mor- 
peth, Industry  and  Ontario  Lodges,  (some  of  them  long  since  extinct,) 
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have  made  no  return  of  either  their  Dispensations,  Books  or  other 
effects. 

From  Ontario  Lodge  no  Report  lias  been  received  since  Jan.  1861, 
and  I have  been  unable  to  obtain  even  a reply  to  my  letters  of  enquiry, 
addressed  to  their  last  Rep.,  and  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  for  that  District. 

Industry  Lodge  was  also  under  his  charge,  and  his  long  silence  is 
wholly  unaccountable,  and  apparently  discreditable  to  him  and  the 
Officers  of  those  Lodges. 

I deem  it  a duty  which  this  Grand  Lodge  owes  to  itself  and  to  the 
Order,  that  such  conduct  should  not  go  unnoticed  ; the  guilty  parties 
should  he  found  out,  and  unless  restitution  and  amendment  is  made 
promptly,  let  them  “ atone  to  the  offended  law,"  by  having  their  conduct 
held  up  to  scorn,  and  their  names  published  to  the  Order  and  the  world 
as  men  “ void  of  the  principles  of  honor." 

The  new  By-Laws  of  Long  Point  Lodge,  as  also  several  amend- 
ments to  the  By-Laws  of  other  Lodges,  which  amendments  have 
received  the  sanction  of  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  are  on  file  for  confirma- 
tion by  this  Grand  Body. 

The  Dispensation  for  Excelsior  Lodge  in  Hamilton,  which  was  issued 
in  March  last,  is  still  in  my  hands,  and  I would  recommend  that  a 
Charter  be  granted  instead. 

I herewith  submit  correspondence  with  this  office,  which  should 
receive  the  attention  of  this  Lodge. 

In  relation  to  the  revenue  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  year  the 
following  statement  embraces  all  the  details.

From  the  foregoing  Table  and  Statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  our 
Lodges  are  becoming  more  numerous,  and  that  our  ordinary  revenue 
exceeds  that  of  last  year,  and  nothing  seems  -wanting  to  enable  us  to 
go  on  and  prosper,  for  we  have  no  difficulties  or  discouragements  in  the 
way,  except  such  as  are  clearly  in  our  power  to  overcome.

From  a comparison  of  our  Revenue  and  Disbursements,  you  will 
see  the  necessity  of  reducing  our  expenses  if  possible,  and  of  adopting 
some  new  source  of  income.  The  adoption  of  the  Proxy  Representa- 
tion mil  accomplish  the  one  object,  and  the  sale  of  Blank  Charters  will 
effect  the  second.  Both  of  these  subjects,  it  is  desirable,  should  receive 
the  consideration  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  be  reported  to  you  in 
some  tangible  form  for  adoption. 

, In  reference  to  the  compilation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  proceedings, 
and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  labors  of  my  successor,  and  also  to  ensure 
accuracy  and  order  in  the  Journal,  I would  recommend  that  all  motions 
and  reports  should  be  in  writing,  and  on  uniform  sized  slips  of  foolscap, 
as  it  is  impossible,  with  our  present  practice,  for  the  Secretary  to  take 
down  correctly  all  the  motions  made  verbally,  or  to  file  properly  reports 
and  motions  written  on  all  sorts  and  sizes  of  paper,  varying  from  gilt- 
edged  to  scraps  of  wrapping  paper  and  envelopes. 

I would  also  respectfully  recommend  that  in  future  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  our  Journals  printed  the  size  of  the 
Constitution  volumes,  and  paged  from  the  commencement  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  proceedings,  with  a view  to  binding,  and  an  index  as  practised 
by  other  Grand  Lodges. 

In  conclusion,  I return  you  my  cordial  thanks  for  the  confidence 
you  reposed  in  me,  and  the  honor  you  conferred  upon  me  at  your  last 
session,  and.  for  the  uniform  courtesy  I have  received  from  the  Frater- 
nity in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

While  surrendering  my  position  to  a worthy  successor,  I can  only 
say,  that  if  I have  so  far  succeeded  in  advancing  the  work  we  all  have 
at  heart,  as  to  merit  the  approbation  of  the  Brotherhood  I have  en- 
deavored to  serve,  my  highest  ambition  will  have  been  attained.

Sip,  and  Brothers, — The  duty  that  devolves  upon  me  at  this  time 
of  submitting  to  you  a report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Right  Worthy

Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  is  one  which  affords  me  much  pleas- 
ure in  rendering  a cheerful  obedience. 

I assure  you  that  it  was  with  a mixture  of  strange  feelings,  that  I 
for  the  first  time  entered  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  your  Representative. 
Owing  to  the  high  state  of  excitement  the  country  was  then  in,  travel- 
ing over  miles  of  railroad  protected  by  armed  soldiers,  was  something 
new  and  novel,  and  entering  a city  which  had  but  recently  been  dis- 
turbed by  an  excited  and  infuriated  mob,  was  calculated  to  lead  a re- 
flecting mind  to  think  and  ponder,  and  more  than  all  this,  going  almost 
in  sight  of  two  of  the  largest  contending  armies  that  probably  ever  met, 
(and  certainly  that  ever  done  so  little) , hourly  expecting  to  engage  in  bat- 
tle ; I say,  strange  were  the  thoughts  and  feelings  that  were  constantly 
revolving  in  my  mind.  I thought  how  many  good  and  true  Odd  Fellows 
there  were  arrayed  face  to  face  in  both  those  armies,  and  I inwardly 
hoped  that  the  institution  of  Odd  Fellowship  would  indirectly  exert  an 
influence  in  stilling  those  elements  of  discord,  soothing  the  spirits  of 
passion,  and  direct  in  harmony  a united  effort  to  restore  peace  and 
prosperity  to  that  great  country. 

Upon  arriving  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  I found  everything  as  quiet 
as  if  nothing  had  happened ; law  and  order  reigned  triumphant,  but 
under  the  authority  of  a Provost  Marshal  and  his  guards,  which  were 
kept  walking  the  streets  constantly  day  and  night.  And  on  Monday 
morning,  the  16tli  day  of  September,  1861,  a quorum  of  Representatives 
assembled  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
United  States  national  ensign  floating  over  that  beautiful  building, 
dedicated  to  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth. 

The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  R.  B.  Boylston,  of  South  Carolina,  was 
not  present  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  Grand  Lodge,  but  in 
his  absence  the  chair  was  ably  and  satisfactorily  filled  by  the  Right 
Worthy  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Milton  Herndon,  of  Indiana  ; also  that 
able  and  efficient  officer,  James  L.  Ridgely,  Grand  Cor.  and  Recording 
Secretary,  was  not  able  to  be  with  us  but  a few  hours,  in  consequence 
of  a severe  attack  of  summer  complaint,  rendering  him  very  weak,  and 
unable  to  attend  to  any  business  at  all,  which  was  a source  of  deep 
regret  to  the  Representatives  assembled.  His  chair,  however,  was  ably 
filled  pro.  tern,  by  Representative  Thomas,  of  Connecticut. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  usual,  contains  a complete 
account  of  the  work  and  condition  of  the  whole  Order,  but  it  is  too 
lengthy  to  embody  in  this  report,  and  I would  recommend  it  to  the 
careful  perusal  of  every  member  who  feels  interested  in  Odd  Fellow- 
ship. He  thus  speaks  of  Canada  West : 

The  Annual  Report  shows  a gratifying  condition  of  the  Order. 
During  the  year  an  application  was  received  fora  Subordinate  Encamp- 
ment, to  be  located  at  St.  Catharines,  which  being  conformable  to  law, 
was  granted  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  and  the  warrant  issued  on  the 
20tli  March,  1861,  with  a special  deputation  to  Patriarch  J.  B.  Hunter, 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Northern  New  York,  to  institute  the  same.  The 
Encampment,  by  the  name  of  Union  No.  1,  was  instituted  accordingly 
by  Bro.  Hunter,  in  July  last,  whose  report,  showing  that  the  Patriar- 
chal Order  was  introduced  into  Canada  West,  with  a good  prospect  of 
success,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Financial  Statement,  as  given  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, is  as  follows ;

To  this  amount  must  be  added  the  expense  incurred  during  recess,  for 
printing  a new  edition  of  the  Journal,  new  steel  plate  card  en- 
gravings. and  portrait  engravings  for  new  Journal,  $1,280.12.  .$  1,280  12 

Estimated  real  deficiency $3,729  82 

This  statement  presents  an  approximate  view  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  will  be  somewhat  varied,  though  not 
materially,  by  further  receipts  into  the  Treasury.  In  view  of  the  gen- 
eral prostration  of  all  the  monetary  and  business  interests  of  the  country, 
it  is  a much  more  gratifying  condition  of  finance  than  could  reasonably 
have  been  expected.  I see  no  way  in  which  this  deficiency  can  be 
overcome,  except  by  a liberal  and  magnanimous  act  of  personal  sacri- 
fice on  the  part  of  the  representatives  themselves,  which  doubtless  will, 
under  the  circumstances  in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  is  placed,  be 
promptly  made.  A reduction  in  the  rate  of  mileage  from  five  to  three 
cents  per  mile,  will  provide  for  the  entire  deficiency,  and  it  is  believed 
will  not  oppress  a single  individual,  however  distant  his  home  from  the 
place  of  meeting. 

Your  Representative  would  here  mention  that  the  suggestions  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  which  I have  just  embodied  in  this  report,  were 
acted  upon  by  Grand  Lodge.  And  the  mileage  and  per  diem,  instead 
of  being  $8,000,  as  estimated  by  Grand  Secretary,  was  reduced  to 
$4,760.  thereby  leaving  the  financial  affairs  in  a better  condition  than 
they  have  been  for  years. 

The  number  of  members  returned  in  good  standing  up  to  Septem- 
ber, 1861,  is  149,239.  The  annual  receipts  from  Lodges  show  a sum  of 
$900,981.  The  amount  paid  during  the  past  year  for  the  relief  of 
Brothers  was  $257,902.  The  amount  paid  for  the  relief  of  widowed 
families  was  $60,815.  The  amount  paid  for  educating  orphans  was 
$94,707  ; and  for  burying  the  dead,  $56,660. 

The  report  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec- 
retary is  finished  in  the  following  language,  which  I perceive  is  not  pub- 
lished in  the  revised  journal  of  the  proceedings,  and  why  it  was  left 
out  I cannot  conceive,  for  there  is  nothing  in  it  that  could  hurt  the  feel- 
ings of  any  Brother,  but  on  the  contrary,  the  language  is  beautiful  and 
appropriate.  He  says : 

“ Upon  a review  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  presented  by  the 
reports  from  the  various  Jurisdictions,  the  heart  is  gladdened  that  amid 
the  terrible  scenes  which  now  pervade  the  land,  its  glorious  mission  of 
mercy  blessed  and  prospered  of  God,  has  been  unchecked,  and  its  great 
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office  of  benefaction  to  man  continues  to  be  exerted  with  a single  eye 
to  its  high  calling  ; yet  in  the  midst  of  our  gratulation  and  thanksgiv- 
ing to  a beneficent  Providence,  for  the  especial  favor  vouchsafed  to  our 
Order,  we  have  not  escaped  the  withering  influences  inseparable  in  the 
nature  of  things,  from  so  all-permeating  a calamity  as  that  which  now 
afflicts  our  country." 

The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Order,  It.  B.  Boylston,  of  South 
Carolina,  whom  it  was  your  pleasure  by  your  suffrage,  at  the  last  ses- 
sion, to  honor  for  his  long,  valuable,  and  eminent  services,  not  less  than 
for  his  distinguished  ability  and  private  virtues,  is  not  here  to  grace 
his  high  chair  of  office  ; that  seat,  honored  by  long  list  of  his  predeces- 
sors, whose  administration  has  consecrated  their  names  and  memory 
to  our  best  affections,  has  been  occupied  by  few  etjual  to  him  and  by 
none  superior  in  ability.  It  is  to  day,  under  the  constitution,  by  reason 
of  his  absence,  held  by  the  Worthy  Deputy  Grand  Sire. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Marshal,  Bro.  E.  D.  Farnsworth,  of  Tennessee, 
is  not  found  in  his  place,  and  the  voice  of  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  North 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Florida,  Ark- 
ansas and  Temiessee,  which  we  have  been  for  so  many  years  accustomed 
to  hear  within  these  walls,  participating  in  our  councils,  enlightening, 
instructing,  and  animating  us  by  their  experience,  is  not  now  heard, 
and  will  not  be  heard  during  our  deliberations. 

The  seats  w hich  the  Representatives  of  these  Jurisdictions  in  our 
Brotherhood  were  w'ont  to  occupy,  are  not  now  occupied,  and  when  the 
Recording  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  from  time  to  time,  his  familiar 
voice  will  not  be  heard  by  ora  brethren  from  the  South,  nor  will  there 
come  up  any  response  from  their  vacant  places.  We  shall  not  grasp 
their  hands  in  friendship,  nor  read  their  inward  joy,  as  it  sparkles  from 
the  eye  when  friends  and  brothers  meet,  We  shall  not  meet  with  them 
in  committee  labor,  nor  measure  lances  with  them  in  the  arena  of  de- 
bate as  heretofore.  Why  this  spectacle  ? I dare  not  trust  myself  to 
answer,  however  choice  and  prudent  may  be  the  language  employed, 
or  however  pure  the  motive,  lest  the  answer  should  offend  that  conse- 
crated law  of  our  ritual,  which  ignoring  with  vestal  honor,  the  divisions 
and  classifications  of  human  society,  studiously  avoids  all  affinity,  with 
systems  of  faith  or  sect  whether  religious  or  political.  The  answer 
leaps  nevertheless  spontaneously  from  our  saddened  hearts,  and  in- 
vokes us  to  measure  up  in  this  crisis,  to  the  full  standard  of  Odd  Fel- 
lowship. 

You.  Representatives,  are  the  great  heart  of  that  order,  from  you 
her  life-blood  passes  into  all  her  veins*  In  the  language  of  one  of  our 
distinguished  and  ever-beloved  Patriarchs  ; “ You  are  the  watchmen  on 
her  towers,  the  rulers  in  her  palaces.  Her  destiny  is  with  you.  Her 
fortunes  are  in  your  hands.  God  grant  that  her  unity,  her  prosperity, 
and  her  perpetuity,  may  come  forth  from  your  councils  ; strengthened 
and  assured  by  the  light  of  wisdom,  attempered  and  chastened  by  the 
broad  spirit  of  brotherly  love.” 

The  several  amendments  to  the  constitution  which  were  in  order, 
were  laid  over  in  consequence  of  there  being  so  few  Representatives 
present,  until  the  next  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge,  all  present  feeling  a 
disposition  to  do  as  little  business  as  was  possible,  There  were  some 
decisions  made  by  Grand  Lodge,  which  may  be  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  include  in  this  report. 

A brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  the  Lodge  afterwards 
surrenders  its  Charter,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  upon  such  terms,  as  the 
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State  Grand  Lodge  may  by  law  prescribe.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  having  no  law  applicable  to  the  case.  (Journal  3,350.) 

The  Grand  Lodge  Degree  being  by  the  laws  of  the  Order  a reward  for  official 
services,  and  not  to  be  conferred  for  any  other  consideration  than  the  regular 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Noble  Grand’s  chair,  brothers  ar*-  entitled  to 
their  certificates  for  past  official  degrees,  without  a vote  of  the  Lodge.  (Journal 
3,358.) 

A brother  reporting  himself  out  of  care  thereby  abandons  any  further  claims 
of  benefits  for  that  sickness.  (Journal  3,360.)  When  by  the  laws  of  the  Local 
Jurisdiction,  appeals  are  required  to  be  made  within  a limited  time,  and  that 
time  is  suffered  to  pass  by  without  the  appeal  having  been  made,  the  right  of  ap- 
peal is  gone.  (Journal  3,366.) 

The  committee  on  the  revision  of  the  secret  work  of  the  order,  re- 
ported in  secret  session,  that  they  had  divided  their  labors  as  fol- 
lows : to  Representative  Stuart  was  assigned  the  encampment  work,  to 
Representative  Dwinelle  the  degrees,  and  to  Representative  Nicholson, 
the  initiatory  work.  Each  member  of  the  committee  gave  a short 
statement  of  their  views  on  the  work,  and  agreed  to  be  fully  prepared 
to  report  at  the  next  session. 

There  were  several  efforts  made  to  hold  the  next  session  of  Grand 
Lodge  in  some  other  place,  and  five  or  six  different  places  were  pro- 
posed, and  as  quickly  voted  down,  but  the  following  resolution  being 
proposed  by  Rep.  Nicholson,  and  adopted,  had  the  effect  to  satisfy  all 
present. 

Resolved, — That  should  circumstancesjustify  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  if  in 
his  opinion,  the  safety  and  security  of  the  archives  and  books  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  require  it,  he  be  authorized  to  remove  the  same  to  Philadelphia  or  New 

York. 

Resolved, — That  in  the  event  of  a probable  interruption  of  the  meeting  of  this 
body  in  Baltimore,  in  1862,  the  R.  W.  Deputy  be  authorized  to  convene  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  some  central  and  convenient  place,  sufficient  notice  to  be  given  to  the 
different  Jurisdictions. 

The  following  resolutions  were  also  proposed  by  Representative 
Escavaille  of  Maryland,  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved, — That  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  employ  every  means, 
and  will  endeavor  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  their  constituents,  the  necessity 
of  cultivating  and  practising  those  principles  and  sentiments  which  will  be  best 
calculated  to  preserve  our  beloved  order  intact,  wherever  its  benign  influence  has 
spread,  wherever  the  banner  of  Odd-Fellowship  has  been  unfurled. 

Resolved, — That  it  is  the  duty  ef  every  good  Odd-Fellow  at  all  times,  so  to 
act  and  so  to  speak,  that  their  words  and  their  deeds  may  give  no  just  cause  of 
offence  to  those  whose  circumstances  have  for  the  time  being,  been  cut  off  from 
friendly  and  social  intercourse  with  us. 

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge  hopes  and  will  continue  to  hope  that  the 
trying  difficulties  now  existing,  and  which  have  shaken  our  common  country  to 
its  very  foundation,  causing  distrust  and  estrangement  between  brothers  and 
friends,  may  be  speedily  and  amicably  settled,  and  that  the  storm  which  is  now 
raging  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  this  once  peaceful  and  happy  land,  may  be 
assuaged,  and  the  clouds  which  have  darkened  the  hopes  and  blighted  the  pro- 
spects of  a whole  nation,  may  be  swept  away,  giving  place  to  a cloudless  sky,  a 
bright  and  glorious  sunshine,  shedding  peace,  harmony,  and  joy  over  and  through- 
out this  wide  spread  land. 

Brothers  and  Representatives,  we  cannot  close  this  report  without 
calling  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  the  founder  and  Father  of  Odd- 
Fellowship  on  this  continent,  has  gone  to  his  last  home.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  first  day  of  the  session,  I had  the  pleasure  of  grasping  with 
fraternal  feelings,  the  hand  of  Father  Wildey  ; he  came  among  us  for 
the  last  time  with  steps  slow  and  trembling,  for  the  hand  of  age  was 
evidently  pressing  heavily  upon  him,  but  alas,  one  short  month  after 
that  fraternal  meeting, he  had  finished  his  work  here  below,  and  upon 
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the  1 9th  October,  he  was  called  to  meet  with  those  who  had  gone  before, 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  above,  and  may  we  all  finish  our  work  as  well  and 
completely  as  he  did  his,  and  be  prepared  when  we  are  summoned 
away  to  again  shake  the  hands  of  that  venerable  Father,  with  a frater- 
nal grasp,  that  shall  know  no  end,  and  in  the  presence  of  Him  who  is 
our  God  and  Father.

James  Woodyatt,  from  Special  Committee  on  Distribution  of 
Subjects,  submitted  the  followin'?  Report,  which  was  adopted  ; 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  0.  0.  F.  : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  distributing  of  Subjects  in  the 
Grand  Master’s  and  Grand  Secretary’s  Reports,  most  respectfully  recommend, 
first,  that  Clause  12,  of  the  Grand  Master’s  Report  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Laws  of  Subordinates.  Second,  that  the  remainder  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Order.  And  further  recommend  that  Clauses  5 to  10 
inclusive,  12,  25,  26,  27,  28  and  30,  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  be  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee,  also  Clauses  1,  2,  18,  19,  20,  22,  23,  24,  31  and  32,  be 
referred  to  tiie  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  and  further,  that  Clauses  13 
to  17  inclusive,  and  21,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  ; 
that  Clauses  3 and  4,  be  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master,  in  reference  to  the  late  Past  Grand  Sire,  Wildey. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  Resolution. 

Resolved, — That  the  above  recommendations  be  adopted.

Rep.  H.  Sewell,  from  Committee  on  Returns,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  adopted  : 

7 o the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  /.  O.  O.b 

We,  your  Committee  on  Returns,  having  examined  the  various  Lodge  re- 
turns, beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  returns  of  Thames,  Elgin,  Gore,  Eureka,  Forest  City,  Union,  Imperial, 
Chatham,  Samaritan,  Long  Point,  and  Rond  Eau,  are  correct. 

Brock  Lodge  is  deficient  in  per  centage  seventy-nine  cents.  In  half  yearly 
report  ending  June  30th,  1862,  from  St.  Marys  Lodge,  we  find  that  fourteen 
brothers  are  reported  as  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  the  names  of  whom 
are  not  inserted. 

We  find  that  Erie  Lodge  are  not  acting  in  compliance  with  the  Constitution 
of  Subordinate  Lodges,  as  they  are  only  charging  four  dollars  per  annum  for  dues. 

In  regard  to  Avon  Lodge,  return  of  June  30th,  we  find  that  they  have  re- 
ceived initiation  fees  for  five  brothers,  for  which  this  Lodge  has  received  no  per 
centage.  Upon  enquiry,  we  find  that  said  initiation  fees  have  been  returned  to 
the  brothers,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  become  charter  members  of 
Thames  Lodge.  Your  committee  therefore  enquire  if  it  is  right  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  should  be  at  a loss  of  such  per  centage. 

Your  Committee  would  strongly  recommend  that  all  Lodges  be  instructed  to 
make  returns  only  of  brothers  that  are  actually  good  on  the  books  at  the  time  of 
making  out  such  returns,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  all  Lodges 
to  such  effect. 

We  would  further  recommend,  in  consequence  of  Lodges  charging  various 
sums  for  dues  and  degrees,  that  all  Lodges  be  requested  to  insert  in  each  return, 
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the  amount  charged  by  them  iu  such  cases,  as  such  proceeding  will  much  facili- 
tate the  laboi’s  of  future  committees. 

Iu  conclusion,  we  would  most  respectfully  suggest  that  Erie  Lodge  be  reques- 
ted to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  between  $4  and  $6,  as  received  by  them  for  dues, 
and  to  remit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary.

In  the  matter  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  to  whether  it  might  not 
be  a source  of  profit  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  purchase  the  stones  used  in  litho- 
graphing the  Charter,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  whole  matter 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Execxxtive  Officers,  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem 
best,  after  having  ascertained  the  number  of  copies  of  Charters  that  could  be  dis- 
posed of. 

With  a view  to  a reduction  of  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  no  more  than  one  Representative  from  each  Lodge,  be 
paid  from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  that  the  Representative  from  any 
Lodge,  entitled  to  more  than  one  Representative,  be  allowed  to  cast  as  many 
votes  on  any  and  all  questions  as  the  number  of  Representatives  such  Lodge 
would  be  entitled  to.  Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  Lodges  or 
Representatives  to  bear  the  expenses  of  and  have  a full  representation  should 
they  see  fit. 

Your  committee  have  much  pleasure  in  recommending  for  the  adoption  of 
the  Lodge,  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  have  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  printed,  of  unifoi’m  size  with  the  Constitution  volumes. 

In  conclusion  we  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolutions : 

1st.  Resolved, — That  the  above  named  accounts  be  paid. 

2nd.  Resolved, — That  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  with  regard  to 
purchase  of  Lithograph  Stones,  be  adopted. 

3rd.  Resolved,— That  this  Lodge  recommend  the  voluntary  adoption  of  the 
Proxy  system  of  representation  for  next  session.

Rep.  John  Taylor,  Jr.,  from  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates, 
submitted  the  following  report  and  resolutions  : 

To  the  R.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  1.  U.  O. 

We  your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  have  carefully  examined  the 
laws  laid  before  us,  and  ask  leave  to  report  as  follows : — 

We  recommend  that  the  amendment  to  Article  5th,  Sec.  1st,  of  the  By-laws 
of  Union  Lodge,  No.  16,  altering  the  scale  of  Initiation  Fees,  and  that  the  amend- 
ment to  By-laws  passed  by  above  Lodge,  on  the  19th  day  of  August,  1861,  striking 
off  all  widows  who  have  received  benefits  over  five  years,  and  all  others  who  are 
or  may  hereafter  be  in  receipt  ot  benefits,  shall  be  governed  by  the  same.  And 
also,  that  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  to  Article  6th,  Section  4th,  Clause 
1st,  adopted  Nov.  14th,  1859,  providing  for  a continuation  of  widow’s  benefits,  if 
found  necessary  by  a two-third  vote  of  the  brethren  present.  Also,  the  amend- 
ment of  Article  5th,  Section  7th,  Clause  1st,  of  the  By-laws  of  some  Lodges,  mak- 
ing provisions  for  investing  their  funds  in  land  and  buildings  ; above  having  been 
approved  by  the  advising  Board,  be  sanctioned  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  Clause  22,  in  the  Worthy  Grand  Secre- 
tary’s Report,  and  Clause  8 in  the  Worthy  Grand  Master’s  address,  and  that  the 
Charters  be  filled  and  forwarded  to  Long  Point  and  Thames  Lodges,  and  to  Ex- 
celsior as  soon  as  organized. 

The  opinion  of  your  committee  coincides  with  that  of  the  It.  W.  Grand  Secre- 
tary, with  reference  to  Clauses  13,  14,  15,  16  and  17,  but  any  Lodge  wishing  to  re- 
tain their  original  Dispensation  may  do  so  by  returning  it  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary,  in  order  that  it  may  be  cancelled  and  returned. 

With  reference  to  the  decisions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  Clause  12,  in 
his  address,  on  expulsion  for  non-payment  of  dues,  your  Committee  admit  that 
it  is  a custom  at  variance  with  the  principles  and  spirit  of  our  Order,  yet  we  hold 
that  it  is  not  illegal  to  expel  a-  member  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  term  ceased  to  be  a member,  be  used,  instead 
of  expelled  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

We  have  examined  the  By-laws  of  Long  Point  Lodge,  No.  42,  and  find  them 
correct. 

In  reporting  upon  the  notice  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Lodge,  given  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
portion to  be  appropriated  for  Widows  and  Orphans  Fund,  your  committee  re- 
commend that  Subordinate  Lodges  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  fixing  their  own 
rate,  but  in  no  case  shall  it  be  less  than  one-fifth.

The  following  Report  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  then  read, 
and  on  motion  of  Rep.  Tlios.  James,  referred  to  a special  committee  of 
three  for  Distribution. 


M,  W.  GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  /('.  IF.  O rand  Lodge  of  Canada  West , /.  O.  O.  F.: 

Officers  and  Representatives. — This  day  brings  us  together  in 
our  various  capacities,  as  Officers  and  Representatives,  having  in  charge 
the  general  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Province,  and  when  we, 
as  Officers  have  accounted  to  you  for  our  past  stewardship,  you  as 
Representatives,  having  ascertained  the  true  position  and  wants  of  our 
good  craft,  are  expected  to  put  tilings  “to  rights”  ? to  make  the 
necessary  provision  for  the  future  ; and  having  put  new  Officers  in 
command,  to  bid  them  “God  speed”  for  another,  and  I hope  many 
other  successful  voyages. 

When  in  taking  a retrospect  of  the  year  past,  and  of  the  carnival 
of  riot  and  war  upon  our  borders,  in  the  track  of  which  we  see  hosts  of 
disfigured,  helpless  beings,  and  hear  the  wail  of  sorrow  and  anguish 
which  arises  from  thousands  of  hearts  and  homes.  When  we  consider 
all  this  in  contrast  with  our  peaceful,  and  prosperous  condition  as  a 
people  ; and  when,  bringing  the  unhappy  scene  still  nearer  the  sub- 
ject before  us  to-day,  we  contrast  the  guilt  that  pervades  our  own 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodge,  with  the  troubles  and  burdens  of  the 
Lodges  of  our  Order  in  the  United  States,  it  is  almost  an  overpower- 
ing motion  which  prompts  us  to  unite  more  fervently  than  ever  before, 
as  well  in  humble  thanksgiving  for  blessings  received,  as  in  appropriate 
supplication  for  a continuance  of  Divine  favor  towards  us. 

While  it  is  meet  that  we  should  thus  acknowledge  the  Great 
Author  of  all  things,  let  us  not  forget  to  specially  implore  His  mercy, 
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guidance  and  blessing,  for  Odd  Fellows  and  their  Lodges  everywhere  ; 
to  so  preserve,  strengthen  and  increase  them,  and  render  them  bless- 
ings to  mankind  ; that,  when  peace  and  good  will  again  resume  their 
sway,  Odd  Fellows  shall  be  known  only  to  be  honored  and  loved,  and 
our  Order  remain  for  all  time  to  come,  as  it  has  been  for  years  past, — 
the  most  practical,  the  most  munificent,  and  the  grandest  benevolent 
organization  upon  this  Continent. 

Soon  after  our  last  adjournment,  I visited,  in  accordance  with  my 
instructions,  the  localities  of  Ontario  and  Industry  Lodges,  for  the 
purpose  of  recovering  their  effects.  I succeeded  in  obtaining  their 
Charters,  Books,  Emblems  and  Regalia,  a list  of  which,  together  with 
the  property  itself  I placed  in  charge  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  by  whom 
they  will  be  duly  accounted  for.  The  Furniture  and  Funds  of  Ontario 
Lodge  had  been  divided  among  the  members.  In  a paper  (marked 
“A”),  accompanying  this  report  may  be  found  the  names  of  these 
brothers,  and  a statement  of  the  amount  each  received. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  Industry  Lodge,  they  commissioned 
the  erection  of  a Lodge  Hall,  upon  a lot  donated  to  them.  Their  funds 
being  insufficient  to  complete  the  work  the  Brothers  united  in  making 
small  loans  to  the  Lodge,  with  the  understanding,  as  I was  informed, 
that  they  were  to  Jbe  repaid  those  sums,  from  the  Lodge  Funds  accumu- 
lating thereafter.  Their  supposed  benefactor  failed  soon  after  the 
the  completion  of  the  Hall,  and  they  learned,  too  late,  that  he  was 
unable,  as  indeed  he  always  had  been,  to  give  them  a title  to  the  lot 
upon  which  they  had  built.  On  account  of  the  exorbitant  requirements 
of  the  party  into  whose  hands  the  land  had  passed,  the  Lodge  felt 
unable  or  unwilling  to  redeem  their  Hall,  and  soon  removed  to  another 
building,  where  they  continued  their  exertions  for  an  existence  for  some 
considerable  time  ; but  under  so  much  dissatisfaction  and  discourage- 
ment from  their  misfortune,  that  they  finally  ceased  to  work,  and,  so 
far  as  they  could,  reimbursed  themselves  for  their  loans  to  the  Lodge, 
from  the  Furniture  and  Funds  they  had  accumulated.  For  further 
particulars  concerning  these  Lodges,  you  are  referred  to  their  Minute 
Books  and  Records  and  to  a communication  from  their  last  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  A.  Macdonald  of  Cobourg. 

Having,  without  success,  made  repeated  endeavors  by  letter,  to 
accomplish  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  concerning  Rose  Lodge,  I 
determined  in  January  last  to  visit  Amherstburg  taking  the  Western 
Lodges  m my  route.  By  this  journey  I secured  the  Working  and 
Degree  Books,  the  Dispensation,  and  a few  other  articles  belonging  to 
Rose  Lodge.  Of  their  Funds,  I could  get  no  account  beyond  the  very 
un  satisfactory  one  long  since  in  possession  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Their 
furniture]was  seizedJ'or  rent.  Concerning  the  disposition  made  of  their 
Regalia,  Emblems,  Minute  Books  and  other  Records,  all  with  whom  I 
conversed,  professed  entire  ignorance.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind,  that 
it  is  several  years  since  this  Lodge  ceased  to  work,  and  that  the  Dis- 
pensation recovered  by  me  was  a special  one,  granted  two  years  ago,  upon 
their  reorganization  by  their  Grand  Master  Dolson,  and  from  that  day 
to  this,  they  have  not  once  held  a meeting,  or  paid  a single  dollar  of 
dues — it  will  not  be  expected  that  any  very  flattering  accoimt  can  be 
given  by  me,  either  bf  the  property  or  the  conduct  of  the  members  of 
this  Lodge.  However,  in  this  case  as  in  all  others  of  a similar  nature, 
there  are  honorable  exceptions,  whose  names,  together  with  such 
further  particulars  as  I could  obtain,  you  will  find  attached  to  a com- 
munication (marked  B ) addressed  you  from  members  of  Rose  Lodge. 
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I did  not  visit  Morpeth,  having  been  assured  by  different  Brothers, 
(who  I believe  were  in  a position  to  know,)  that  the  Charter  was  sur- 
rendered soon  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Lodge  there,  and  the  funds 
having  been  loaned  or  misappropriated  by  then-  Treasurer,  the  remain- 
ing property,  such  as  Books,  Emblems,  Regalia,  &c.,  were  turned  over 
to  their  more  creditable  successor,  Rond  Eau  Lodge. 

In  the  matter  of  Elgin,  our  only  remaining  delinquent,  the  Work- 
ing and  Degree  Books,  and  Charter  of  which  were  recovered  last  year, 
a Special  Committee  was  appointed,  whose  report  will  be  laid  before 
you  at  this  meeting. 

I consider  it  is  only  fair  to  state  here,  that  these  delinquencies  arc 
none  of  them  chargeable  to  the  past  year,  but  are,  less  one,  the  total  of 
such  cases  during  our  existence  as  a Grand  Lodge.  But  in  each  of 
these  cases  of  irregularity  in  disbanding  and  of  dishonor  in  dividing 
property  and  funds,  this  Lodge  should  not  longer  delay  decisive  action, 
in  order  that  those  who  are  free  from  blame  shall  not  be  left  on  a par 
with,  or  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  such  as  have  thus  far  been  al- 
lowed to  pursue  and  perfect  their  e vil  designs  with  impunity.  Our  own 
indifference  or  hesitation  in  dealing  with  affairs  of  this  kind,  it  appears 
to  me,  has  not  been  the  part  either  of  wisdom  or  justice.  Let  us  see  to 
it  at  once,  by  our  decision  now,  that  we  offer  no  license  or  premium  for 
future  misconduct  or  dishonor  among  Odd  Fellows. 

In  January  last  I had  the  pleasure  of  Instituting  Excelsior  Lodge 
No.  44,  located  at  Hamilton,  for  which  a Charter  was  granted  at  our 
last  Session.  I was  most  ably  assisted  throughout  the  entire  cere- 
monies of  the  session,  by  Grand  Officers  Woodyatt  and  Smith,  and  by 
Past  Grand  Officers  Bissell,  Peel,  Brown,  Read,  Partridge  and  Wigmore  ; 
as  also  by  a very  creditable  number  of  earnest  and  talented  Brethren 
from  Union,  Eureka,  Gore  and  Forest  City  Lodges. 

On  account  of  the  size  and  importance  of  the  City  of  Hamilton,  the 
necessity  for  a Lodge  of  our  Order  there,  has  long  been  felt ; and  our 
meeting  for  the  purpose  named,  was  an  occasion  we  were  all  delighted 
to  honor,  as  in  conclusion  we  were  proud  to  acknowledge  it.  the  happiest 
reunion  in  our  experience  as  Odd  Fellows.  For  the  first  .Representa- 
tive of  that  Lodge,  Past  Grand  Archibald  Frew,  I bespeak  from  you  all, 
the  welcome  to  which,  if  you  do  not  already,  you  will  soon  concede  he 
is  really  entitled. 

During  the  year  just  ended,  I have  visited  every  Lodge  of  our 
Order  in  this  Province.  In  most  cases  this  has  been  done  in  connec- 
tion with  the  execution  of  the  special  orders  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  in 
the  pursuit  of  my  private  business.  It  would  be  impracticable  to  give 
you  the  details  of  my  visit  to  each  Lodge  ; their  Representatives  here, 
to  talk  with  and  to  yon , and  then-  Semi-Annual  Reports  soon  to  be  laid 
before  you,  will  inform  you  of  all  that  is  most  important  concerning 
them.  The  reception  I met  was  invariably  gratifying  to  me  and  credit- 
able to  the  Fraternity,  and  the  Lodge  meetings  were  well  attended,  by 
Brethren,  who  with  scarcely  an  exception  were  ready  to  renew  with 
me  their  pledges  of  zeal  and  fidelity  to  the  principles  of  the  Order.  In 
each  Lodge  I endeavored  to  have  a thorough  rehearsal  in  the  Secret 
Work,  making  such  correction,  imparting  such  advice  as  I deemed 
necessary,  and  conveying  from  one  Lodge  to  the  other,  those  items  of 
information  with  regard  to  Lodge  rooms  and  appurtenaces,  Finances. 
Membership,  efficiency  and  zeal,  as  I thought  best  calculated  to  increase 
fraternal  interest  and  incite  laudable  emulation. 
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In  this  connection,  I must  particularly  commend  to  your  notice  the 
action  of  Union  Lodge  in  the  erection  of  a beautiful  and  Spacious  Odd 
Fellows  Hall.  The  Brethren  of  St.  Mary's  Lodge,  whose  Hall  we  now 
occupy,  are  also  the  owners  of  their  Hall.  These  are  examples,  which 
can  and  should  lie  followed  by  many  other  Lodges  immediately,  and  in 
time  by  all. 

On  account  of  the  distance  and  consequent  draft  upon  our  limited 
Funds,  I had  not  thought  a visit  to  Brock  Lodge  advisable  ; but  busi- 
ness unexpectedly  calling  me  to  Montreal,  afforded  an  opportunity 
which  I gladly  improved.  Notwithstanding  the  lateness  of  my  arrival 
there,  quite  unexpected  to  them,  a meeting  was  speedily  improvised,  at 
which  I had  the  pleasure  of  exchanging  congratulations  with  several 
former  associates  in  Grand  Lodge  and  of  forming  some  new  acquaint- 
ances. Our  meeting  was  quite  informal,  but  wTas  improved  to  the  best 
advantage,  both  in  conveying  and  receiving  information  pertinent  to 
the  occasion,  and  proved,  I believe,  mutually  agreeable  and  satisfactory 
to  all  present.  Most  of  you  are  aware  that  Broekville  was  the  home 
of  our  first  Grand  Master,  the  lamented  Dr.  Reynolds,  the  originator, 
and  until  his  death,  the  master  spirit  of  our  present  organization  as  a 
Grand  Lodge.  Brock  Lodge,  of  which  he  was  a member,  is  the  oldest 
of  our  Subordinate  Lodges.  Bearing  these  things  in  mind,  you  will 
readily  appreciate  the  strangely  mingled  feelings  with  which  1 ap- 
proached, and  sought  familiarity  with  the  scenes  and  associates  of  his 
1 ife  and  labors— feelings  of  sorrow  for  his  loss ; of  respect  almost 
amounting  to  devotion  for  his  memory,  and  of  fraternal  sympathy  and 
love  for  liis  co-laborers  who  still  cluster  around  the  altar  consecrated 
by  his  words  and  conduct,  to  the  works  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 
What  hallowed  memories  center  around  his  home  and  Lodge  ! And 
how  should  the  recollection  of  his  untiring  devotion  to  our  cause  prompt 
his  successors  there,  and  our  Brethren  everywhere,  to  renewed  efforts 
for  the  extension  and  perpetuity  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

In  November  last,  1 received  a letter  from  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Manchester.  Unity  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  ; written,  as 
stated  therein,  in  conformity  with  a resolution  passed  at  tlierr  last  ses- 
sion. asking  whether  anything  in  the  way  of  amalgamation  or  reci- 
procity could  be  effected,  whereby  the  objects  of  both  Orders  could  be 
advanced — and  if  so,  what  steps  were  necessary  to  accomplish  that 
end  ? This  communication,  together  with  a copy  of  my  reply  to  the 
same,  will  be  found  among  other  correspondence  and  papers  for  your 
consideration. 

Of  the  various  questions  submitted  for  my  decision,  to  all  of  which 
1 have  replied,  several  were  only  of  local  interest  ; while  others  were 
of  minor  importance,  or,  so  well  defined  by  the  usages  of  the  Order  and 
the  repeated  action  of  our  own  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  that  I deem  it  unnecessary  to  place  them  upon  record, 
and  will  only  offer  the  following  : 

1st.  A Lodge,  having  rejected  a candidate,  on  a vote  taken  with- 
out ball  ballots  ; at  its  next  regular  meeting  proceeded  to  a ball  ballot, 
(as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,)  for  the  same  candidate  wdro  was 
thus  elected. 

Query  : Was  the  re  consideration,  and  final  action  of  the  Lodge 
correct  ? My  reply  sustained  the  final  action  of  the  Lodge,  on  the 
ground  that  the  ballot  which  resulted  ifi  rejection,  was  not  conformable 
to  law  and  consequently  void. 

2nd.  Can  a member  retiring  with  the  Y.  G.'s  P,  W.  for  the  night, 
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be  re-aclmitted  at  any  time  during  that  meeting  by  giving  the  same  to 
the  I.  G.  ? To  which  I answered  “Yes.” 

3d.  Are  candidates  retaining  membership  in  the  Manchester  Unity 
eligible  to  initiation  in  our  Lodges  ; and  is  it  admissable  for  members 
of  our  Order  to  unite  witn  the  M.  U.,  thus  holding  membership  in  both 
Orders  ? My  reply  was  “No.” 

Subsequently,  I obtained,  through  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  this 
Province,  the  opinion  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  of  the  United 
States,  which  is  on  fyle,  and  fully  supports  my  own  view  of  this  case. 
Quite,  recently  I received  from  the  source  of  the  last  Query,  a special 
request  from  the  N.  G.  on  behalf  of  the  Lodge  ; that  I would  call  your 
attention  to  this  question,  with  a view  to  its  discussion,  and  if  deemed 
advisable,  such  representation  of  the  subject,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  as  would  perhaps  result  in  such  amendment  of  law, 
or  relation  of  usage,  as  would  permit  the  initiation  of  members  of  the 
Manchester  Unity.  It  is  a question  which  I believe  exclusively  effects 
this  jurisdiction,  and  I respectfully  submit  it  for  your  consideration. 

The  amendments  adopted  at  last  session  have  worked  favorably, 
and  if  followed  up  by  those  proposed  for  this  meeting,  will,  I believe, 
place  our  Financial  affairs  on  a more  liberal  and  substantial  basis  than 
has  existed  for  some  time  past ; a result  much  to  be  desired,  since  we 
should  have  been  compelled,  in  a short  time,  under  our  former  system, 
to  resort  to  special  assessment. 

The  Deputy  District  Grand  Masters  have  been  more  than  usually 
prompt,  in  remitting  their  official  reports ; and  I trust  equally  so,  in  the 
performance  of  the  various  duties  assigned  to  them.  As  very  much  of 
advantage,  both  to  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodge  arises  from  the 
promptitude  and  faithfulness  of  the  District  Deputy,  it  is  earnestly  to 
be  hoped  that  future  appointees,  will  not  only  accept  their  Commis- 
sions with  pride,  but,  not  resting  satisfied  with  tilling  nominal  positions, 
see  to  it  that  nothing  is  left  undone  or  unattended,  which  will  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Order,  and  especially,  that  the  very  first,  and  in 
fact  every  act  of  their  Lodges,  designed  for,  or  tending  to  dismember- 
ment, is  promptly  and  fully  reported  either  to  the  Grand  Secretary  or 
Grand  Master. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  have  complete  returns  from 
all  our  existing  Lodges,  and  none  have  ceased  to  work  during  the  year. 
These  Returns,  and  the  Reports  of  the  various  Deputies  are  really  en- 
couraging. Of  the  Returns  the  Secretary’s  Report  will  afford  you  an  ab- 
stract, and  the  Reports  will  in  due  course  be  reviewed  in  Committee. 

While  I do  not  for  a moment  conclude  that  our  receipts  towards 
the  Wildey  Momunent  Fund  are  ended,  I believe  that  the  amount  al- 
ready paid,  in  proportion  to  our  numbers,  will  con'ipare  favorably  with 
that  of  any  of  the  State  Jurisdictions  from  which  we  have  yet  heard. 
This  stun,  small  though  it  is,  is  our  sincere  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
Father  Wildey  ; and  added  to  similar  sums  to  be  gathered  in  from  all 
parts  of  this  continent,  will  accomplish  a work  which  will  creditably 
perpetuate  his  memory,  and  be  alike  honorable  to  us  all. 

Experience  and  observation  have  taught  me  that  the  labors  of 
Grand  Secretary  are.  and  by  no  means  should  be  limited  to  the  duties 
enjoined  upon  him  in  the  Constitution.  So  far  as  authority  extends, 
that  of  course  should  be  his  guide  and  limit ; but  there  are  innumerable 
other  opportunities  and  ways  of  imparting  information,  and  keeping  up 
an  interest  throughout  the  fraternity,  both  by  tongue  and  pen.  winch 
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very  appropriately  falls  within  his  sphere,  and  thus  renders  his  position 
not  only  the  most  useful,  hut  the  most  arduous  one  connected  with  our 
Grand  Lodge.  It  is  highly  gratifying  to  me  to  acknowledge,  from  my 
own  observation,  the  efficiency  of  our  present  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
James  Woodyatt,  and  to  commend  him  to  your  highest  consideration 
and  thanks,  as  a faithful  officer  and  a true  Odd  Fellow. 

I am  too  well  aware  of  the  importance  you  attach  to  our  anniver- 
sary meetings,  to  think  it  necessary  to  impress  upon  you,  at  length, 
how  requisite  it  is  that  we  improve  faithfully  the  short  period  allotted 
us.  System,  promptitude  and  harmony  are  requisite  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  work  for  which  we  have  assembled.  Let  us  illustrate 
all  these  principles. 

If  the  result  of  our  mutual  endeavors  has  not  been  productive  of 
all  the  good  we  hoped  for,  let  us  be  thankful  that  so  much  of  harmony 
lias  been  maintained,  and  some  decided  improvement  and  progress 
made  during  the  year;  and  let  us  upon  this  occasion  consecrate  our 
talents  and  energies  anew  to  the  object  for  which  we  are  banded  ; hop- 
ing and  believing  always  that  the  success  of  our  principles  will  ever 
tend  to  “peace  on  earth — good  will  to  men.” 

In  conclusion,  it  is  not  merely  a form  of  words  with  which  I thank 
you  for  the  confidence  with  which  you  distinguished  me  one  year  ago, 
and  for  the  courteous  co-operation  which  it  has  been  my  good  fortune 
to  receive  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  I needed  all  these,  the  real- 
ization of  which  makes  me  more  grateful.

W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  submitted  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  on  motion  of  Rep.  A.  Frew  referred  to  the  same 
Special  Committee  for  distribution  : 

GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  JR.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  0.  0 F.  : 

Officers  and  Brethren, — By  the  kind  Providence  of  God,  our 
Father,  we  are  permitted  again  to  assemble  at  the  close  of  another  year, 
to  legislate  for  the  preservation  and  welfare  of  our  beloved  Order.  Let 
us  ascribe  praise  to  Him  who.  through  the  year,  has  vouchsafed  so 
much  prosperity  and  success  to  our  efforts  : and  while  we  reflect  with 
gratitude  on  our  own  position,  and  address  ourselves  anew  to  our  work, 
let  us  with  fraternal  sympathy  and  kindly  regard  offer  up  our  best 
wishes  for  our  brothers  of  other  Jurisdictions  close  by,  who  have  been 
and  are  now  called  to  endure  the  affliction  of  war.  Let  our  prayers  He 
that  they  may  come  out  of  the  trialas  gold  purified. 

I take  pleasure  in  discharging  the  duty  of  rendering  an  account  of 
the  work  of  my  department ; a duty  made  doubly  pleasant  by  the  uni- 
form courtesy  and  co-operation  I have  received  from  all  the  brother- 
hood, and  especially  that  of  the  1\I.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Bingham, 
who  lias  been  untiring  in  rendering  me  such  assistance  and  advice  as 
has  been  almost  invaluable. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  last  session,  1 attended  to  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  Journal,  sending  copies  to  each  subordinate 
Lodge,  and  to  the  several  D.  D.  G.  Masters  and  Representatives  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  I also  enclosed  copies  to  the  Secretary  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  U.  S.,  and  to  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  whose  address  was  given 
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in  the  last  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  I have  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  in  return  of  the  Journals  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  California,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Massachusetts.  Mi- 
chigan, New  Hampshire,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Ohio, 
District  of  Columbia,  Kentucky,  Indiana,  Missouri,  Tennessee  and 
Maine,  and  also  the  Journals  of  the  Grand  Encampments  of  Iowa, 
Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  I am  happy 
to  say  that  all  these,  while  the}’  deeply  deplore  the  terrible  condition 
in  which  their  country  is  placed  by  the  cruel  and  desolating  war  now 
raging  there,  yet  speak  hopefully  of  the  present  and  future  prospects 
of  the  Order,  and  most  of  them  afford  undeniable  evidence  of  the  great 
good  accomplished  by  the  Order,  which  is  brought  more  prominently 
into  view  by  the  dire  necessity  that  exists  for  its  benevolent  ministra- 
tions. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  last  session,  an  appeal  was 
made  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  for  a subscription 
to  the  Wildey  Monument  Fund.  To  this  several  of  the  Lodges  have 
already  responded  in  a liberal  manner,  and  it  is  hoped  that  ere  this 
session  close  the  remainder  will  have  done  likewise. 

The  amounts  received  will  be  found  in  the  statement  herewith 
submitted. 

The  matter  of  purchasing  the  stones  upon  which  our  Subordinate 
Lodge  Charters  were  printed  having  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Executive  Officers,  I am  happy  to  report,  that,  as  the  result  of 
considerable  correspondence,  one  special  and  two  casual  visits  to 
Toronto,  made  by  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  we  have  at  last  effected  the 
purchase  of  the  principal  stone,  containing  the  black  drawings.  The 
other  quite  small  stone  containing  tlie  written  portion  had  been  defaced, 
but  can  be  obtained  at  a trifling  cost  at  any  time.  We  contracted  with 
Messrs.  W.  C.  Chewett  & Co.,  for  the  renewal  of  the  written 
portion  and  the  tints,  and  also  for  the  printing  of  a limited 
supply  of  Charters  for  sale.  For  further  particulars  you  are  referred 
to  the  correspondence  and  memorandum  of  agreement  made  with 
Messrs.  Chewett  & Co.,  through  whose  courtesy  and  favor  we  were 
finally  enabled  to  secure  our  object  easier  and  earlier  than  we  coidd  other- 
wise have  done,  and  to  whom  this  acknowledgment  is  justly  due.  Early  in 
the  year  descriptive  circulars  of  the  Charters  were  mailed  to  all  acces- 
sible Grand  Lodges,  and  sample  Charters  sent  to  a few.  I would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  the  small  stone  referred  to  above.  Orders 
already  received  will  very  nearly,  if  not  quite,  reimburse  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  purchase  made,  and  there  is  every  probability  that  when 
the  financial,  political  and  social  affairs  of  our  neighbors  shall  have 
regained  their  equilibrium,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  realize  by  the  sale  of 
Charters  all  that  my  predecessor  in  office  anticipated  hi  his  annual 
report,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  of  our  negotiations  are  yet 
incomplete  would  recommend  that  the  whole  matter  be  left  in  present 
hands  for  another  year. 

The  original  Dispensation  of  Chatham  Lodge  (a  Charter  having 
been  granted  instead)  has  been  cancelled  in  accordance  with  the  resolu- 
tion of  Grand  Lodge.  The  Dispensation  of  Eureka  and  Brock  Lodges 
are  the  only  ones  of  this  class  yet  uncalled. 

Charters  of  extinct  Lodges,  (Ontario,  Industry  and  Rose,)  have 
been  recovered  during  the  recess,  and  together  with  inventory  of  the 
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property  recovered,  are  duly  fyled  with  papers  of  said  Lodges.  Part  of 
the  effects  of  the  above  Lodges  have  been  disposed  of  to  Thames  and 
Excelsior  Lodges — see  “Financial  Statement.”— The  books  and  records 
also  obtained  should  be  carefully  preserved  for  future  reference.  The 
value  of  the  charge  hooks  and  property  obtained  is  considerably  greater 
than  the  expense  incurred  in  their  recovery. 

The  By-laws  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  and  an  amended  By-law  of  Gore 
Lodge,  are  submitted  for  your  approval. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  which 
notice  was  given  last  Session  will  recpiire  your  careful  consideration. 

The  Correspondence  had  between  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and 
myself  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Semi-Annual  Reports  for  both  terms  from  all  the  Lodges  have 
been  received  giving  evidence  of  life  and  activity  in  the  benevolent 
work  of  the  Order.  Who  can  tell  the  amount  of  suffering  prevented, 
the  amount  of  comfort  afforded  to  the  Widow  and  Orphan,  by  the  sum 
devoted  to  that  purpose,  small  though  it  be,  while  the  amounts  to  the 
credit  of  the  Lodges  indicate  the  ability,  if  need  be.  to  do  yet  more  for 
the  alleviation  of  sickness  and  distress.  It  will  be  well  for  the  proper 
committee  to  carefully  examine  the  reports  with  a view  to  the  correc- 
tion of  some  small  discrepancies  which,  notwithstanding  all  the  care 
exercised  in  getting  up  the  blank  forms  still  occur. 

The  reports  of  Erie  Lodge  still  show  an  adherence  to  their  custom 
for  years  past  of  requiring  only  One  Dollar  for  quarter’s  dues : and 
there  seems  to  be  great  disinclination  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge  to  com- 
ply with  the  repeated  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  amend  their 
laws  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates.  As  an 
equivalent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  of  per  centage  they  have 
paid  this  year  fifteen  per  cent  instead  of  ten,  as  required  from  all  other 
Lodges,  and  seem  willing  to  continue  the  same.  The  Lodge  appears  to 
be  working  prosperously  and  in  explanation  of  their  course  you  are  re- 
ferred to  the  report  of  D.  I).  Grand  Master  Glover,  for  December  1862. 
Evidently  the  Constitution  ordained  for  then-  guidance  should  be 
amended  to  meet  their  wishes  or  they  should  he  required  to  adhere  to 
our  well  established  usage  and  law. 

The  Statistical  Table  accompanying  this  will  show  more  fully  the 
condition  of  the  several  Lodges. 

The  income  and  expenditure  for  the  past  year  is  given  in  the  an- 
nexed statement.  m

Look  leniently  on  the  shortcomings  of  my  admin- 
istration, of  the  trust  committed  to  me,  and  let  me  trust  that  my  sue 
cessor  will  have  it  in  his  power  to  report  much  greater  prosperity 
another  year*

The  Grand  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  read  the  following  Report,  which  was  on  motion  of  Rep.  J.  D. 
Tait,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  : — 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE’S  REPORT. 

To  the  II.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West , I.  O.  O.  F. : 

Sir  and  Brothers, — It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I again  meet 
with  you  as  your  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  and  render  unto  you  such  of  the  proceedings  of  that  Grand  body 
as  is  essential  to  the  interests  of  our  Order  in  Canada  West. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  LTnited  States  met  according  to  adjourn- 
ment in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  Monday,  15th  August,  when  on  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  twenty-four  GrandLodges  and  eleven 
Encampments  were  represented. 

The  Most  V7orthy  Grand  Sire,  R.  B.  Boylston,  of  South  Carolina, 
was  again  not  present  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  consequence,  I presume,  of  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs  in 
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that  country  ; that  duty,  however,  was  ably  performed  by  the  R.  W. 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Milton  Herndon,  of  Indiana,  whose  Annual  Report 
can  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

There  has  been  no  material  changes  to  the  Constitution,  and  in 
fact  very  little  business  of  importance  was  done  at  this  session,  owing 
to  there  being  no  representation  from  any  of  the  Southern  States,  a 
disposition  prevailed  among  Representatives  to  do  as  little  business  as 
possible  ; hoping  that  soon  the  political  discords  which  now  distract 
both  North  and  South  would  be  settled,  and  a full  representation  once 
more  meet,  and  with  renewed  energy  conduct  the  important  matters  of 
legislation  connected  with  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  Order  being  a pro- 
gressive institution,  it  necessarily  follows  that  there  must  be  amend- 
ments introduced  from  time  to  time,  having  a tendency  to  raise  the 
standard  of  Odd  Fellowship  nearer  and  nearer  to  perfection. 

The  following  answers  to  questions  propounded  to  the  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  acting  as  Grand  Sire,  were  confirmed  by  Grand  Lodge : 

Answer  to  Question  1st.  : 

A Grand  Master  has  entire  supervision  of  his  Subordinates  during  vacation, 
and  the  right  to  interfere  on  all  violations  of  law:  and  in  case  of  persisted  disobe- 
dience, may  suspend  the  privileges  of  the  refractory  Lodge,  until  the  case  is  tried 
and  determined  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Answer  to  Question  2d.  : 

No  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  lies  upon  the  decision  of  incidental  questions 
during  a trial ; they  may  form  exceptions  and  be  the  basis  of  an  appeal,  but  an 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  can  only  be  taken  after  the  decision  of  the  entire  case 
by  the  Lodge,  which  is  binding  until  reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Answer  to  Question  3d.  : 

The  mode  of  reaching  the  Grand  Master  to  obtain  a decision  is  a matter  for 
local  legislation,  and  is  generally  on  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a District 
Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Answer  to  question  4th  : 

"When  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  a Subordinate  conflict  with  the  laws 
and  decisions  of  the  State  Grand  Lodge,  or  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  the  laws  of  the  latter  body  must  be  conformed  to. 

It  has  been  decided  that  persons  claiming  to  have  been  members 
of  the  Order,  but  who  are  unable  to  establish  satisfactorily  their  claims, 
can  only  be  readmitted  by  Initiation,  setting  forth  in  their  petition  for 
membership,  that  they  have  never  been  suspended  or  expelled  from 
any  Lodge,  and  that  they  are  unable  to  obtain  evidence  of  their  former 
connection  with  the  Order. 

The  Grand  Sire  in  his  address,  speaking  of  Father  Wildey,  says  : 
Who  could  have  anticipated  such  results,  that  the  one  Lodge  founded 
by  him  on  the  26th  of  April,  1819,  composed  of  only  five  members, 
should  gather  a nucleus  of  four  thousand  Lodges,  with  over  200,000 
members,  and  the  Order  should  have  so  prospered  that  in  this  latter 
year  of  its  existence  it  would  expend  #800,000  for  the  relief  of  its  mem- 
bers, #70,000  for  the  relief  of  widowed  families,  #100,000  for  the  educa- 
tion of  orphans,  and  #60,000  for  burying  the  dead  ; nearly  half  a million 
dollars  in  one  year  for  this  great  cause  of  human  benefaction,  and  this 
by  Lodges  representing  the  Northern  and  "Western  States ; and  still 
there  is  a reserve  fund  of  more  than  one  million  of  dollars  for  continued 
usefulness.  Who  can  estimate  the  good  to  the  world  at  large  resulting 
from  the  dissemination  of  the  principles  upon  which  Odd  Fellowship  is 
based  ? By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them,  and  the  noble  deeds  of 
Father  Wildey  bespeak  the  usefulness  of  his  life,  His  name  and  re- 
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membrance  of  his  deeds  will  live  while  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth 
endure  ; it  is  but  for  me  to  announce  his  death — it  is  for  you  to  prepare 
a more  deserving  tribute  to  his  memory. 

In  view  of  the  high  estimation  in  which  Father  Wildey  was  held 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  a committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  one 
from  each  Jurisdiction,  to  report  upon  some  suitable  action  to  be  taken 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  they  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  unanimously  a dopted  : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maryland,  instructing  its  representation  to  bring  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  fitness,  propriety,  and  justness 
of  the  erection  of  such  a monument  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Sire 
Wildey,  as  shall  be  alike  worthy  of  his  eminent  character,  as  the  Father 
and  Founder  of  American  Odd  Fellowship,  and  becoming  the  Supreme 
Legislative  Head  of  the  Order,  over  whose  deliberations  he  so  long  and 
so  ably  presided,  and  in  furtherance  of  this  object  that  the  co-operation 
of  all  sister  Jurisdictions  be  invited,  to  the  end  that  the  offering  may  be 
the  spontaneous  and  united  tribute  of  the  brotherhood  at  large,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  the  committee  regard  it  as  eminently  proper  that 
the  proposed  monument  should  be  erected  under  the  auspices  and  di- 
rection of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  representing  as  it  does 
the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  on  this  continent,  to  which  the  lifetime  of  the 
deceased  has  been  devoted,  and  to  which  belong  his  memory  and  fame. 
The  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  most  cordially  recip- 
rocate the  sentiments  expressed  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  touching  the  fitness  and  justice  of  an  appropriate  memorial  in 
commemoration  of  the  services  of  the  late  Past  Grand  Sire,  Thomas  Wildey  ; and 
regarding  the  erection  of  a suitable  tablet  or  monument  to  his  memory,  as  prop- 
erly an  offering  in  which  the  whole  brotherhood  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
unite,  in  view  of  the  obligations  which  the  Order  at  large  owe  to  his  long  and 
valued  and  successful  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship,  do  hereby  commend 
the  subject  to  the  several  Grand  Bodies  for  their  respectful  consideration  and 
earnest  co-operation. 

Resolved,  further,— That  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  this  subject  intelligibly 
before  the  Order,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby  directed  to  ad- 
dress a circular  letter  to  each  Grand  Body,  respectively  requesting  them  to  sub- 
mit the  subject  to  their  several  Subordinates,  and  that  such  sums  as  maybe  con. 
tributed  by  individual  brothers,  or  Lodges,  or  Encampments,  may  be  received  by 
the  Grand  Secretaries  or  Grand  Scribes  of  such  Jurisdictions,  by  them  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  Grand  Corresponding  Secretary  ; to  he  placed  by  him  in  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  to  be  held  by  the  Grand  Treasurer 
in  special  trust  as  the  Wildey  Monument  Fund. 

Resolved,  further, — That  a Committee  of  five  he  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  drawings  or  designs  for  a suitable  monument,  and  estimates  of  its  cost 
to  be  reported  to  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved, — That  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  is  not  to  be  construed  vi  any  way  to  commit  this  body  to  the  erection  of  a 
monument  to  Thomas  Wildey,  or  to  incur  any  responsibilities  therein,  other  than 
to  apply  the  funds  voluntarily  contributed  to  the  object  contemplated. 

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  pledges  its  faith  to  the  fraternity, 
that  no  debt  shall  be  contracted  in  the  erection  of  said  monument,  beyond  what 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Order  may  amount  to,  and  that  only  such  a 
monument  or  tablet  shall  be  erected,  as  the  funds  thus  collected  shall  pay  for, 
and  that  under  no  circumstances  shall  any  contract  be  made  or  plan  adopted  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  of  the  sum  thus  contributed  and  provided  for  the  purpose. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec- 
retary, the  Order  appears  to  be  in  a healthy  condition,  the  utmost  har- 
mony continuing  to  prevail,  although  in  some  jurisdictions  there  has 
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been  a falling  off  in  membership,  in  consequence  of  so  many  of  our  mem- 
bers going  into  the  army. 

There  was  some  prospect  of  a deficit  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  but  the  Representatives  present  magnanimously  voted  a suffici- 
ent reduction  of  their  mileage  to  meet  the  emergency.  The  consequence 
of  which  was  that  the  Grand  Treasurer,  in  his  report,  was  enabled  to 
say  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  now  much 
more  favorable  than  it  had  been  for  a series  of  years. 

This  Session  being  the  time  according  to  the  Constitution  for  the 
election  of  Grand  Officers,  the  following  members  of  Grand  Lodge  were 
duly  elected  and  installed  with  the  usual  ceremonies  :

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  revision  of  the  Secret 
Work  of  our  Order,  only  partially  reported,  and  the  matter  was  again 
laid  over  until  the  next  Session. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Bodies,  not  represented,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing States  not  to  be  present,  namely,  South  Carolina,  North  Caro- 
lina, Louisiana,  Virginia,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  Mississippi, 
Texas,  Florida,  Arkansas  and  Vermont,  which  was  ascertained  to  be 
from  causes  entirely  beyond  their  control. 

A communication  was  received  while  in  Session,  and  read  by  Grand 
Secretary,  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  which  for  a 
moment  created  considerable  clapping  of  hands  by  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives. It  was  as  follows  :

On  motion  of  Grand  Lodge,  the  request  of  Grand  Master  Hill  was 
granted,  and  the  proceedings  were  ordered  to  be  sent  to  all  Grand 
Bodies  not  present. 

It  has  been  decided  by  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  that  Grand  Secretaries  or  Grand  Scribes,  shall  not  deliver  cards 
to  any  one,  except  he  has  first  received  a written  order  signed  by  the 
Secretaries  of  Lodges  or  Scribes  of  Encampments,  in  his  own  hand 
writing,  and  authenticated  by  their  Seals. 

It  was  also  decided,  in  the  same  manner,  that  all  reports  of  Sub- 
ordinates to  Grand  Lodge,  must  contain  the  signature  of  each  of  the 
elective  officers  thereof,  and  the  same  carefully  preserved  by  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Scribes. 
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A brother  depositing  a withdrawal  card  in  a Lodge  for  membership, 
must  be  in  possession  of  A.  T.  P.  W.  Lodges  when  giving  withdrawal 
cards  to  members  should  impart  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  to  them.  Should  any 
brother  fail  to  be  in  possession  of  such  words,  he  can  only  be  admitted 
as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow. 

Such,  brethren,  is  a brief  outline  of  the  most  of  the  business  done 
by  Grand  Lodge,  the  Session  lasting  only  four  days.  Of  course  there 
is  a great  amount  of  time  consumed  by  committees,  and  the  discussion 
of  appeal  cases,  which  are  of  a local  nature  and  not  necessary  to  intro- 
duce here.  The  Grand  Lodge  will  meet  again  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
if  no  unforseen  cause  happens  to  prevent  it. 

Brethren,  in  closing  this  report,  permit  me  to  return  you  my  thanks 
for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  electing  me  to  the  honorable 
position  of  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and 
hope  and  trust,  that  my  humble  efforts  for  the  good  of  our  Order  may 
have  produced  some  good  results.  Still  hoping  that  Odd  Fellowship 
may  safely  pass  through  all  the  difficulties  which  is  now  shaking  its 
foundation  to  the  very  center,  and  that  soon  all  America's  sons  shall 
once  more  be  gathered  within  its  peaceful  folds.

Your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates,  humbly  beg  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1st.  Your  Committee  have  entertained  the  suggestion  “for  the  amendment  of 
By-law  No.  73,  of  Gore  Lodge  No.  34,”  and  recommend  that  -so  much  of  that 
By-law  as  follow  the  words,  ‘next  preceding  such  vote,'  be  erased. 

2nd.  Your  Committee  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  By-law  No.  78,  of 
Gore  Lodge. 

3d.  Your  Committee  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  with  the  exception  of  Article  V.,  Sec.  1, 
of  By-laws,  by  substituting  for  the  word  “ten”  the  word  “six,”  and  amending 
Sec.  III.  of  same  article  by  substituting  for  the  words  “two  dollars  for  each. de- 
gree,” the  words  following:  “Two  dollars  for  the  first  degree,”  and  “three  dol- 
lars” for  each  of  the  subsequent  degrees. 

4th.  Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  clause  No.  4,  of  Article  V.  of 
the  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  be  amended  by  substituting  for  the  words, 
“but  shall  not  be  less  than  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  (or  seven  shillings  and  six 
pence)”  the  words  following:  “But  shall  be  at  the  following  rates:  $4.00  per  year 
with  15  per  cent.,  $5.00  per  year  with  12i  per  cent.,  $6.00  per  year  and  over,  10  per- 
cent. payable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  such  contributions."

We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  con- 
tained in  Sec.  3,  Clause  19,  be  sustained,  and  which  same  matter  is  referred  to  in 
Clause  20. 

8th.  As  to  clause  No.  8.  in  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  relating  to  the 
change  of  the  Constitution,  as  the  representation  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  Com- 
mittee cannot  recommend  any  change  to  be  made  thereon,  considering  such  a 
change  as  proposed  to  tend  to  a certain  extent  to  curtail  a free  and  just  represen- 
tation of  the  opinions  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  of  the  sentiments  of  each  par- 
ticular Lodge.

We,  your  Committe  on  Returns,  having  examined  the  various  Lodge  Returns, 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows-: 
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The  returns  of  Brock,  Union,  Chatham,  Eureka,  Gore,  Rond  Eau,  Samaritan, 
Forest  City,  and  Long  Point,  are  correct. 

Erie  Lodge  No.  33,  does  not  give  names  of  rejected  applicants  in  Term  end- 
ing 30th  June;  they  also  continue  to  charge  four  dollars  per  annum,  which  is 
contrary  to  Constitution,  and  pay  the  Grand  Lodge  15  per  cent,  instead  of  10, 
which  of  course  is  not  advantageous  to  their  Lodge  ; in  Term  ending  June  30th, 
they  do  not  insert  names  of  ceased  to  be  members  for  non-payment  of  dues — they 
return  five. 

St.  Mary’s  Lodge  No.  30  do  not  give  names  of  ceased  to  be  members  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  though  they  report  17 ; they  also  report  91  members  on  books 
when  their  figures  only  make  59. 

Imperial  Lodge  No.  37,  report  4 members  deceased  for  Term  ending  31st 
December  which  is  not  correct,  they  also  in  the  same  report  give  ten  members 
withdrawn  and  only  insert  the  name  of  one.  They  report  two  members  expelled, 
and  do  not  give  names  in  either  reports;  also  give  fifty-five  names  on  books  when 
figures  only  show  thirty-nine ; and  in  last  report  fifty-six  members  instead  of 
forty,  and  not  signed  by  the  proper  N.  G. 

Avon  Lodge  No.  41,  reports  are  both  signed  by  present  Secretaries;  report 
ending  June  30th,  returns  fifteen  cents  too  much  in  percentage. 

Thames  Lodge,  No.  43  report,  ending  Dec.  30th,  signed  by  present  instead  of 
past  Secretary,  otherwise  correct. 

With  regard  to  clause  10  in  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  we  beg 
leave  to  state,  that  having  examined  all  the  points  necessary  with  regard  to  re- 
ports, and  are  extremely  sorry  to  say  that  so  many  mistakes  and  discrepancies 
occur  in  filling  Blanks  which  are  so  plainly  laid  down  for  the  use  of  Secretaries 
of  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  we  further  recommend  such  clause  to  the  considera- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge,  hoping  that  some  stringent  measure  may  be  adopted  to 
obviate  such  difficulties  in  future.  In  conclusion  your  Committee  move  the  ad- 
option of  the  following :

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  together  with  the  Officers  and  Repre- 
sentatives having  been  introduced,  Bro.  Wigmore,  on  behalf  of  both 
Lodges  tendered  the  use  of  the  Hall  for  the  purposes  of  the  Session, 
and  at  the  same  time  invited  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  become  the  guests  of  both  Lodges  on  this  Wednesday  Even- 
ing, the  3rd  inst.,  at  a dinner  to  be  given  at  the  Tecumseh  House,  at 
the  hour  of  half  past  eight  o’clock.

The  following  report  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  then  sub- 
mitted : 


GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 


To  the  R.  IE.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  0.  O.  F.: 

Officers  and  Representatives, — Once  again  we  are  assembled  for 
the  purpose  of  deliberating  upon  the  affairs  of  our  Order.  Let  us  first 
from  our  hearts  offer  thanksgiving  to  God,  who  through  another  year 
lias  vouchsafed  to  us  so  much  prosperity,  harmony  and  peace.  Let  us 
also  invoke  His  divine  favor,  to  aid  us  in  our  great  work  in  the  future, 
and  while  thus  met  together  in  friendly  conclave,  may 'we  cherish  the 
most  kindly  feelings  and  sympathies  for  our  whole  brotherhood  ; re- 
membering those  of  our  Order  in  the  neighboring  nation,  who  are  cal- 
led upon  to  endure  great  and  sore  trial,  in  the  midst  of  dire  turmoil, 
war  and  destruction  ; and  while  wre  deplore  the  circumstances  in  which 
they  are  placed,  we  should  be  truly  thankful  that  these  very  circum- 
stances are  so  developing  the  intrinsic  excellence  of  our  beloved  Order, 
as  to  make  plain  the  fact,  that  it  by  far  excels  all  other  human  institu- 
tions. May  God  of  His  great  mercy  soon  bring  light  out  of  the  dark- 
ness, and  establish  that  land  in  peace,  good  government  and  perfect 
liberty  to  all. 

1.  It  has  not  been  possible  for  me  to  do  that  which  it  was  my  full 
purpose  to  accomplish  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  namely,  to  visit  all 
or  nearly  all  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I fully  con- 
cur with  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  of  last  year,  as  to 
the  good  to  be  secured  by  such  a course,  and  assure  you  that  it  would 
have  afforded  me  great  pleasure  to  have  made  the  personal  acquaint- 
ance of  the  brothers  of  the  several  Lodges,  out  circumstances  altogether 
beyond  my  control,  prevented  the  fulfilment  of  the  purpose.  Having 
been  debarred  this  pleasure,  it  affords  me  great  gratification,  to  report 
to  you  that  from  what  I have  been  able  to  learn,  our  Order  was  never 
more  prosperous  in  Canada,  than  at  the  present  time — the  number  of 
initiations  and  degrees  conferred  being  nearly  double  that  of  last  year, 
the  funds  of  the  several  Lodges  are  steadily  on  the  increase,  the  total 
receipts  being  about  twenty-five  per  cent  more  than  last  year,  while  the 
amount  expended  for  relief  bears  evidence,  both  of  the  ability  and  wil- 
lingness of  the  Order  to  fulfil  its  duties  in  this  respect,  and  last,  though 
by  no  means  least,  every  Lodge  has  made  its  semi-annual  returns. 
From  a careful  perusal  of  these,  and  the  reports  of  D.  D.  Grand  Masters 
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which  will  be  laid  before  you,  I feel  sure  that  you  will  arrive  at  the 
same  favorable  estimate  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Order. 

2.  As  a consequence  of  the  foregoing,  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  are  in  a much  more  healthy  state  than  in  former  years, 
so  much  so  that  had  I been  aware  of  the  amount  at  its  credit  in  suffici- 
ent time  to  have  notified  the  several  Subordinate  Lodges,  I should  have 
deemed  that  the  proper  time  had  arrived  for  carrying  out  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  special  committee  on  Testimonial  to  Bro.  J.  R.  Peel, 
adopted  at  the  last  session.  I would  therefore  recommend  this  matter 
to  your  special  attention  at  this  Session. 

During  the  year  I have  received  communications  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Kansas  and  Minnesota  respecting  the  purchase  of  Charters, 
and  as  they  appeared  anxious  to  obtain  a supply  of  these  from  us,  I 
fully  expected  I would  have  been  able  to  announce  that  a sale  had  been 
effected,  but  the  high  rate  of  exchange  lias  for  the  present  prevented 
the  accomplishment  of  this  object. 

8.  In  January  last  I received  a petition  from  five  brothers,  asking 
that  a Lodge  be  instituted  in  the  town  of  Windsor,  to  be  hailed  and 
known  as  “ Frontier  Lodge."  Believing  that  the  opening  of  a Lodge  in 
that  place  would  be  productive  of  much  good,  and  rejoicing  in  the  op- 
portunity of  adding  yet  another  to  our  family  of  Lodges,  I issued  a war- 
rant, and  not  being  able  to  visit  Windsor  myself,  deputed  D.  D.  Grand 
Master  Marquand,  of  Chatham  to  conduct  the  ceremony  of  opening  the 
Lodge.  My  thanks  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  Bro.  Marquand. 
for  the  alacrity  with  which  he  accepted  the  responsibility,  and  the  duty 
I am  happy  to  say  he  very  satisfactorily  performed  on  the  29th  of  the 
same  month,  instituting  the  Lodge  and  installing  the  officers.  And 
now,  as  the  result,  we  have  with  us,  a Representative  of  that  Lodge, 
for  whom  I bespeak  your  brotherly  consideration  and  regard.  This, 
the  youngest  member  of  our  fraternity  has  already  outstripped  many  of 
her  older  sisters,  and  bids  fair  shortly  to  make  even  the  strongest  of 
them  to  look  well  to  their  laurels,  lest  she  take  her  place  in  the  fore- 
most of  all.  I have  great  pleasure  m recommending  that  a Charter  be 
granted  for  “Frontier  Lodge,  No.  45." 

4.  As  another  proof  of  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  affairs 
of  the  Order  have  been  conducted  during  the  past  year,  I would  adduce 
the  fact,  that  in  no  case  have  I been  called  upon  to  decide  in  the  matter 
of  appeal,  and  in  but  one  instance  have  I been  asked  for  a decision, 
namely,  in  the  following  matter  : D.  D.  Grand  Master  Bristol,  on  be- 
half of  Samaritan  Lodge,  enquired — “if  they  would  be  justified  in  in- 
viting and  introducing  into  the  Lodge  as  visitors,  persons  from  the 
United  States  who  were  well  posted  in  Oddfellowship,  and  who  could 
convince  a committee  of  three  that  they  had  been  instructed  in  the  five 
degrees  of  our  Order ; but  owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs  in  the 
United  States,  were  not  in  possession  of  the  ordinary  papers  and  could 
not  produce  them,"  to  which  I replied  they  would  not  be  justified  in 
admitting  the  parties,  as  only  those  brothers  could  be  admitted  as 
visitors  who  can  prove  themselves  members  in  <jood  standing  of  some 
other  Lodge  of  our  Order. 

5.  In  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Ses- 
sion of  1862,  with  regard  to  cancelling  original  Dispensations.  I have  to 
report  that  in  September  last  that  of  Eureka  Lodge  was  cancelled,  thus 
leaving  the  original  Dispensation  of  Brock  Lodge  the  only  one  of  that 
class  uncancelled.  I would  recommend  that  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master 
for  that  Lodge  be  instructed  to  cancel  the  same. 
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fi.  The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  at  its  last  Ses- 
sion, through  the  prompt  and  energetic  action  of  our  R.  W.  Grand  Rep- 
resentative, very  handsomely  conceded  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  right 
of  dealing  with  the  matter  of  the  admission  of  members  of  the  Man 
Chester  Unity,  to  our  fellowship  ; it  will  therefore  he  incumbent  on  you 
to  take  the  subject  into  your  serious  consideration.  On  this,  I need 
say  nothing  more,  as  I have  no  doubt  the  R.  W.  Grand  Representative, 
Bro.  Bingham,  will  in  his  report,  bring  this  subject  prominently  before 
you. 

7.  The  members  of  Long  Point  Lodge  have  made  alterations  in 
their  By-laws,  which  I have  approved  of,  subject  to  your  decision. 

The  whole  machinery  of  the  Order  having  run  so  smoothly,  lias 
rendered  the  work  of  your  Officers  far  less  onerous  than  it  would  other- 
wise have  been  ; still,  the  fact  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Secretary  residing  in  different  localities,  has  involved  a very 
considerable  amount  of  correspondence  ; and  in  this  connection,  I beg 
to  tender  my  warmest  thanks  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  Brother 
Smith,  who  has  proved  himself  a most  efficient  officer,  prompt,  vigilant 
and  courteous. 

And  now,  brothers,  having  thus  laid  before  you  an  abstract  of  the 
work  of  my  department,  permit  me  to  urge  that  you  address  yourselves 
heartily  to  the  work  of  the  Session.  Many  of  you  it  has  been  my  priv- 
ilege to  meet  on  former  occasions,  in  which  we  have  had  pleasant  inter- 
course ; some  are  now  with  us  for  the  first  time.  To  all,  I trust,  this 
will  prove  a season  of  profit  and  interest,  and  that,  when  we  separate, 
we  shall  return  to  our  respective  places  more  fully  imbued  than  ever 
with  the  conviction,  that  our  work  and  principles  demand,  from  each 
and  every  one  of  us  our  best  efforts  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  our 
several  Lodges,  and  in  extending,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  beneficent 
influence  of  our  beloved  Order. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me,  and 
shall  ever  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  kindly  feelings  evinced 
towards  me  by  all  the  brotherhood  with  whom  I have  had  official  or 
other  intercourse.

Brethren, — How  truly  thankful  we  all  ought  to  be  to  that  kind 
Providence,  who  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  spare  us  through  all 
the  trials,  dangers  and  vicissitudes  which  all  mankind  have  in  some 
way  to  undergo.  Yes,  brothers,  another  year  has  rolled  away  since 
last  we  met  in  annual  session — a year  of  trial  to  some,  of  sorrow  to 
many,  and  of  varied  experience  to  all. 
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When  we  look  back  at  our  last  gathering,  it  seems  but  yesterday. 
The  kinds  words  of  greeting  have  hardly  died  upon  our  ears  ; the  warm 
farewell  grasp  seems  yet  to  linger  upon  our  hands,  when  lo  ! Mother 
Earth,  who  has  been  paying  her  annual  visit,  in  her  own  “round  about 
way,”  and  now  just  returning,  smiles  and  pertly  says,  that  it  only  took 
her  twelve  months  to  perform  her  journey.  Brethren,  like  her,  we  are 
likewise  journeying  on  to  Eternity  ; then  pray  let  all  make  good  use  of 
the  time  allotted  us,  none  know  how  soon  we  may  arrive  at  that  bourne 
from  whence  no  traveller  has  ever  returned.  And  while  these  thoughts 
press  hard  upon  us,  and  perhaps  sadden  our  hearts  as  we  gather  in 
annual  session,  let  us  not  fail  to  lift  from  our  inmost  souls  the  voice  of 
gratitude  and  thanksgiving  to  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  events,  whose 
fatherly  kindness  has  spared  our  lives,  and  permitted  us  once  more  to 
meet  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  the  glorious  principles  of  our  be- 
loved Order  ; yes,  brethren,  of  making  known  to  the  world,  that  there 
is  no  way  so  good  to  guard  against  the  ills  of  this  life,  as  in  practising 
the  duties  in  connection  with  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 

I take  pride  in  submitting  an  account  of  my  stewardship  in  the

As  soon  as  time  would  permit  after  the  last  session,  I compiled  the 
proceedings  thereof,  of  which,  according  to  instructions,  I had  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  copies  printed,  and  which  I distributed  by  sending  num- 
bers to  all  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  all  subordinate  Lodges  in 
our  Jurisdiction,  likewise  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  to  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  different  States,  and  also  to 
all  the  Grand  Encampments  whose  address  I was  in  possession  of. 

In  return  I beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Journals  of  Proceed- 
ings from  the  following,  viz. : The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Northern  New 
York,  Missouri,  Kansas,  Wisconsin,  Tennessee,  Connecticut,  California, 
Maine,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Indiana,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts, 
New  Jersey,  Kansas,  Oregon,  Kentucky  and  Michigan.  Also  Journals 
from  Grand  Encampments  as  follows  : The  States  of  Ohio,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee,  New  Jersey,  Indiana,  Massachusetts,  Missouri,  Iowa, 
New  Hampshire,  all  of  which  proclaim  the  glad  tidings,  that  the  good 
cause  of  our  Order  is  rapidly  progressing,  and  that  the  unhappy  strife 
and  discord  which  has  for  some  time  past  and  is  still  raging  in  their 
midst,  has  tended  much  to  emblazon  and  make  known  to  the  world  at 
large  the  noble  work  of  our  institution,  raising  it  more  and  more  every 
day  in  the  estimation  of  the  public,  so  that  a brilliant  future  may  be 
expected.  We  ought  to  feel  proud  to  be  enrolled  under  such  a noble 
Banner,  on  which  is  written  those  sublime  words  : “We  command  you 
to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and  educate  the 
orphan.”  With  such  beautiful  sentiments,  ought  we  not  each  and  every 
one  of  us  to  try  our  best  to  advance  its  interests  ? Yes,  brethren,  let 
all  he  working  bees  in  the  hive  of  Odd  Fellowship  ; permit  no  drones, 
if  possible,  to  remain,  but  let  all  give  a helping  hand  to  push  our  cause 
onward.

McDonald,  who  last  acted  as  D.  D.  for 
that  district,  a copy  of  said  resolution  to  each  of  the  brothers,  as  fol- 
lows, viz  : Bros.  McDonald,  Job  Tame,  H.  Huff,  W.  Grundy.  H.  Mason, 
W.  Deering,  John  McLeod,  R.  A.  Goodwin,  H.  J.  Bradley,  W.  Hargraft, 
J.  Launcely,  and  at  the  same  time  requested  that  if  any  one  of  them 
would  make  up  their  minds  to  comply  with  the  demand,  to  be  so  kind 
as  to  reply  on  or  before  the  1st  of  July  last.  I am  sorry  to  inform  this 
Grand  body  that  up  to  the  present  time  no  communication  from  any  of 
the  above  mentioned  brothers  (not  even  from  Bro.  McDonald  to  whom 
I specially  wrote) , have  been  received. 

8.  The  resolution  on  page  266,  relative  to  the  brethren  of  Elgin 
Lodge,  I likewise  made  known  to  the  members  of  that  Lodge,  who  were 
reported  as  having  been  good  on  the  books  at  the  time  of  the  breaking 
up  thereof,  whose  names  are  as  follows  : Bros.  John  Lindop,  Thomas 
Lindop,  N.  W.  Moore,  Elijah  Moore,  Henry  Brown,  John  Mitchell, 
Charles  Lawrence,  James  Mitchell,  R.  Cochrane,  O.  E.  Benton,  A.  Wal- 
theren,  Wm.  Martin,  George  Newcombe  and  Joseph  Laing,  and  of  them 
also  I begged  in  vain  an  early  reply. 

4.  With  reference  to  resolution  on  page  268,  relative  to  granting 
cards  of  clearance  to  Bros.  Dunbar,  John  and  James  Conroy,  members 
of  Rose  Lodge,  whom  I also  wrote  to  in  connection  with  said  resolution, 
I have  much  pleasure  to  announce  that  a communication  has  been  re- 
ceived from  Bros.  Dunbar  and  John  Conroy,  praying  for  Cards  of  Clear- 
ance, and  which  communication  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

Note. — A copy  of  amendments  to  By-Laws  of  Long  Point  Lodge 
which  has  been  submitted  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  has  receiv- 
ed his  sanction,  is  laid  before  your  Grand  Body  for  consultation 
thereon. 

5.  I have  received  from  Imperial  Lodge,  a notice  of  amendment 
in  their  By-Laws,  which  is  herewith  likewise  submitted. 

6.  In  connection  with  the  Wildey  Monument  Fundi  communicated 
with  all  Lodges  in  oar  Jurisdiction,  who  had  not  up  to  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  subscribed  thereto.  The  appeal 
has  had  the  effect  of  drawing  from  the  members  of  Chatham  Lodge 
#6  00,  and  Rond  Eau  Lodge  #2  00,  the  amount  of  which  is  included  in 
receipts  for  the  past  year,  and  subject  to  the  disposal  to  right  quarters 
by  this  Grand  Lodge.  I likewise  expected  that  other  Lodges  not  yet 
heard  from  on  the  subject  will  send  by  their  Representatives  a further 
augmentation  to  the  good  cause. 

By  direction  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  I attended  to  his  com- 
mands and  cancelled  the  dispensation  of  Eureka  Lodge,  which  had  been 
granted  thereto  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S. 

7.  The  Semi-Annual  Returns  for  both  terms  have  been  duly  re- 
ceived from  all  the  Lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction,  and  nearly  all  of  them 
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showing  that  a steady  increase  was  taking  place,  and  that  those  who 
were  being  admitted,  were  men  creditable  to  themselves,  and  likely  to 
he  creditable  to  the  Order  in  general. 

Brethren,  I have  much  pleasure  to  state  that  upon  an  invitation 
from  the  new  Lodge  lately  opened,  viz  : Frontier  Lodge  at  Windsor,  I 
attended  to  assist  at  a demonstration  by  that  Lodge  on  the  30th  June 
last.  I was  accompanied  by  Grand  Rep.  to  G.  L.  of  CJ.  S.  Bro.  Bingham, 
N.  G.  of  Forest  City  Lodge,  Bro.  Beltz,  as  well  as  more  of  the  brethren 
of  London,  and  a goodly  number  from  Chatham.  Everything  passed 
off  most  agreeably,  and  seemingly  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  From  the 
rapid  strides  taken  by  Frontier  Lodge,  and  by  the  manner  in  which  all 
the  brethren  thereof  work  together,  I am  sanguine  that  great  good  to 
our  Order  may  be  derived  therefrom,  especially  having  it  so  near  the 
border  of  our-  Jurisdiction.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  here, 
that  our  utmost  thanks  are  due  to  our  brethren  in  Detroit,  Michi- 
gan, for  the  uniform  kindness  and  fraternal  good  will  which  they  have 
at  all  times  exhibited  (as  I am  so  informed)  to  the  members  of  Frontier 
Lodge,  since  the  date  of  its  institution.  I can  speak  from  personal 
observation,  as  regards  the  day  of  the  celebration,  as  a mighty  host 
from  Detroit  attended,  and  many  more  would  have  been  present,  were 
it  not  for  the  unsettled  state  of  the  weather  on  the  morning  of  the  day 
in  question.  I sincerely  hope  that  the  same  good  feeling  will  ever 
exist,  not  only  there,  but  among  all  Odd  Fellows. 

8.  Herewith  I beg  also  to  submit  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  Semi- 
Annual  Reports  from  all  che  Lodges  in  its  Jurisdiction.  I believe  my 
predecessors  in  office  have  ever  had  some  little  cause  for  complaining  as 
to  the  proper  filling  up  thereof.  I fancy  that  of  the  present  Reports 
there  is  not  much  cause  for  complaint,  still  I find  that  some  discrepan- 
cies in  minor  matters  are  therein  ; in  connection  with  which  I would 
strongly  advise  this  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  some  plan  whereby  eacli 
Lodge  could  submit  semi-annually  a list  of  all  brothers  on  their  books, 
and  the  amount  each  has  paid  during  the  term.  I feel  sanguine  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  would  receive  much  benefit  thereby,  as  from  the 
present  system  of  new  Secretaries  coming  into  office,  it  cannot  be  ex- 
pected that  full  and  correct  Reports  can  be  at  all  times  made  out. 

9.  As  a source  of  a slight  revenue  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  which 
it  is  constitutionally  entitled  to,  I would  suggest  that  steps  he  taken  to 
provide  a law  whereby  all  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  may  he  supplied 
with  all  necessary  blank  forms  for  the  working  of  a Lodge,  and  that  no 
Lodge  have  power  to  get  printed  for  its  own  use  any  such  blank  forms 
as  are  kept  by  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  use  of  its  subordinates.  I find 
that  Grand  Lodges  on  the  American  Continent  adopt  this  plan  and 
would  therefore  recommend  that  we  do  likewise. 

10.  The  Income  and  Expenditure  for  the  past  year  is  herewith 
respectfully  submitted,  and  which  I have  no  doubt  will  give  satisfac- 
tion to  all  :

Brethren,  when  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  you  kindly 
honored  and  pressed  me  to  take  the  office  I now  hold,  and  have  tried 
to  occupy  with  honor  to  you  and  credit  to  myself,  I then  refused  to  ac- 
cept it,  principally  on  the  grounds  of  not  having  sufficient  time  that  I 
would  wish  to  devote  to  the  duties  in  connection  with  such  office,  not 
from  the  lack  of  energy  to  forward  the  good  and  noble  cause.

The  Grand  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
submitted  the  following  report : 
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GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE’S  REPORT. 
lo  the  R.  IV.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  O.  U.  F: 

Dear  Brethren, — It  gives  me  pleasure,  as  your  Representative  to 
the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  to  comply  with 
the  usage  which  requires  from  me  an  abstract  of  the  Proceedings  of 
that  Grand  Body.  This  pleasure  is  the  greater,  because  I am  enabled 
to  assure  you  of  a general  revival  in  our  Order. 

Seldom,  if  ever,  have  the  reports  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges 
shown  greater  progress  or  efficiency  in  everything  that  constitutes 
strength  and  success ; and  in  the  practice  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of  our  Order,  I believe  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  far  surpassed 
everything  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Human  suffering  was  never  so  wide  spread  upon  this  Continent, 
for  destitute  Widows  and  Orphans,  and  sick,  maimed,  and  dying  men  are 
everywhere  met.  Appeals  for  help  and  sympathy  have  consequently  been 
made  at  the  doors  and  hearts  of  everyone,  and  while  all  have  done 
nobly  and  given  cheerfully  and  liberally,  and  seem  willing  and  deter- 
mined to  do  so  to  the  end,  Odd  Fellows  have  really  covered  themselves 
and  their  Lodges  with  glory,  by  the  prompt  and  self-denying  manner 
in  which  they  have  fulfilled  their  pledges  and  the  requirements  of  our 
laws.  Not  satisfied  with  this,  they  have  so  far  exceeded  all  ordinary 
practice,  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  almost  become  a business,  to  which 
not  merely  a few  men  devote  their  time  and  talents,  but  in  which  whole 
Lodges  are  zealously  engaged.  The  greater  difficulties  and  burthens 
seem  to  be  overcome  with  the  greatest  ease.  It  seems  more  than  ever 
true  that  the  practice  of  virtue  is  a two-fold  blessing,  and  especially 
has  it  proved  true  of  the  benevolent  and  charitable  practices  of  our 
Order,  blessing  both  the  giver  and  the  receiver,  for  in  those  Lodges  and 
Jurisdictions  where  most  has  been  required  by  far  the  most  has  been 
done,  and  as  a consequence  we  invariably  see  in  those  cases  the  great- 
est prosperity.  I believe  the  necessity  for  our  Order  was  never  more 
strongly  felt  than  at  the  present  day,  and  that  its  attendant  blessings 
were  never  so  gratefully  appreciated  and  acknowledged. 

In  September  last,  all  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
of  the  North  were  fully  represented  in  Grand  Lodge  at  Baltimore,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Lower  Provinces  and  Vermont  and  Tennessee,  and 
through  her  Representatives  were  again  welcomed  by  one  and  all  to 
the  Grand  Council  of  our  Order.  Western  Virginia,  too,  is  seeking  re- 
cognition as  a Grand  Jurisdiction,  while  from  every  quarter  of  the 
South,  through  sometimes  very  difficult  channels,  come  up  to  us  words 
of  good  cheer  and  hope,  regarding  the  perpetuity  of  the  Independent 
Order,  as  an  undivided  brotherhood  upon  this  continent. 

By  way  of  relief  to  the  Order  in  Tennessee,  the  Rep.  taxes  for  1861 
and  1862,  stiff  unpaid,  were  cancelled,  and  a quantity  of  supplies  were 
also  voted,  free  of  cost,  to  enable  the  Lodges  there  to  resume  work  if 
possible. 

In  the  raid  upon  the  city  of  Lawrence,  in  Kansas,  last  year,  the 
Treasurer  of  that  Grand  Lodge  was  killed  and  robbed  of  all  his  money, 
together  with  the  entire  fund  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  as  a temporary 
aid  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  was 
authorized  to  settle  by  note  the  Representative  Tax  of  Kansas  for  the 
year  1864,  if  so  requested. 

The  Wildey  Monument  Fund  already  assumes  very  respectable 
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proportions,  amounting  in  September  last  to  $5,922.28,  and  from  ac- 
counts received  during  the  current  year,  I doubt  not  very  nearly  as 
large  a sum  will  be  added  thereto  this  fall.  It  is  expected  that  plans 
for  a monument  will  be  submitted  in  September  next. 

The  whole  number  of  Lodges  and  Encampments  represented  at 
last  Session  was  8,262,  with  a membership  of  151,177  ; Initiations  for 
the  term  ending  July,  1868,  numbered  12,636  ; Brethren  relieved,  17,- 
348  ; Widowed  families  relieved,  2,158  ; total  amount  expended  in  re- 
lief of  Brothers,  Widows  and  Orphans,  Education,  and  in  burying  the 
dead,  was  $434,395.28.  Add  to  this  the  ordinary  and  incidental  expen- 
ses of  the  different  Lodges  for  rents,  taxes,  insurance,  light,  fuel,  &c\, 
of  which  we  can  all  judge  from  the  records  of  our  respective  Lodges, 
and  we  shall  have  an  expenditure  for  the  year,  under  the  provisions  of 
our  Laws  for  benevolent  purposes,  considerably  exceeding  $1,000,000  ; 
while  indirectly  and  informally,  through  the  instrumentality  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  their  Lodges,  I believe  fully  as  much  more  is  contributed, 
of  which  our  Order  preserves  no  record.  And  all  these  figures,  we  must 
remember  (on  account  of  the  war),  represent  but  little  more  than  half 
of  our  real  numbers  and  work  in  America. 

Several  ineffectual  attempts  at  Constitutional  amendments  were 
tried.  The  following  new  amendments  were  proposed  : 

1st.  To  amend  the  second  paragraph  of  the  14th  Article  of  the  Constitution, 
hy  striking  out  “75”  and  inserting  “50.” 

2d.  Amend  Article  16  as  follows  : — Provided  also  that  such  Jurisdictions  as 
choose  to  do  so  may  re-admitto  membership  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions, 
upon  such  terms  as  they  may  prescribe,  suspended  members  of  the  Order  therein 
residing,  who  may  have  been  suspended  elsewhere  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but 
for  no  other  cause. 

3d.  Amend  second  paragraph,  14tli  Article,  by  striking  out  “75”  and  inserting 
<f60.” 

4th.  Amend  second  paragraph,  14th  Article,  by  striking  out  the  words,  “and 
Encampments,”  after  the  words  “Grand  Lodges,”  and  inserting  after  the  words 
“$75,”  the  words  “and  Encampments  $50.” 

The  following  decisions  were  made,  which  I have  thought  well  to 
embody  in  this  Report  : 

1st.  The  Junior  Past  Grand  is  not  strictly  an  officer  of  the  Lodge,  but  it  is 
improper  to  elect  him  to  any  office  in  the  Lodge,  because  it  is  his  duty  to  occupy 
the  Past  Grand’s  chair  one  term,  and  to  deliver  the  P.  G.’s  charge  to  candidates. 

2nd.  A Grand  Master  ha.s  no  right  to  take  the  Noble  Grand’s  chair,  to  prevent 
that  officer  from  submitting  an  illegal  motion.  If  the  Noble  Grand  persists  in 
violation  of  law  and  his  obligations,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  inform 
the  Lodge,  that  unless  it  shall  require  its  officers  to  conform  to  law,  he  will  pro- 
ceed against  it  for  insubordination.  The  official  relations  'of  a Grand  Master  are 
not  with  the  Noble  Grand,  but  with  the  Lodge  itself. 

3rd.  All  proceedings  had  by  Lodges  in  reference  to  balloting  for  or  conferring 
Degrees,  must  be  recorde  1 in  a book  kept  exclusively  for  that  purpose. 

4tli.  The  form  in  reference  to  working  in  Degrees,  adopted  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  in  1852,  shall  be  used  in  all  Lodges  when  opened  for  the  purpose  of  ballot, 
or  to  confer  degrees. 

5th.  The  Grand  Sire  lias  no  legal  right  to  authorize  a Grand  Master  to  com- 
municate the  A.  T.  P.  to  a brother  hoi  ling  a Withdrawal  Card,  to  enable  him  to 
visit  a Subordinate  Lodge.  A Grand  Master,  or  other  elective  officer  of  a Grand 
Lodge,  may,  if  properly  satisfied,  vouch  for  and  introduce  a brother  holding  an 
unexpired  Withdrawal  Card,  into  any  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  to 
which  the  said  Grand  Officer  belongs. 

6th.  A member  in  good  standing  in  a Lodge  or  Encampment  may  be  elected 
to  and  installed  into  office  in  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  to  which 
his  Lodge  or  Encampment  is  subordinate,  although  he  does  not  reside  in  the 
State  in' which  the  Grand  Body  is  located,  provided  there  be  no  prohibition  in  the 
local  law. 
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7th.  An  Encampment  that  “works”  in  the  German  and  English  languages, 
may  have  two  sets  of  Charge  Books,  one  set  in  each  language. 

8th.  A Noble  Grand  has  the  right  to  invite  a Past  Grand  to  occupy  the  chair 
during  initiation  and  conferring  degreees. 

9th.  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S. 
are  hereafter  empowered  to  receive  into  their  membership,  by  initiation,  persons 
who  retain  membership  in  the  Manchester  Unity  of  Odd  Fellows. 

10th.  Lodges  are  bound  for  the  payment  of  funeral  benefits  or  expenses,  even 
when  no  expense  is  incurred,  by  the  relatives  of  the  brother,  in  his  burial. 

The  subject  of  revision  is  still  under  discussion,  and  there  is  a pos- 
sibility tluit  something  may  be  accomplished  in  that  hue  in  September 

next. 

Upon  the  special  invitation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  unanimously  resolved  to  hold  its 
next  Session  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

A strict  adherence  to  that  maxim  of  our  Order  which  banishes 
party  and  sect  from  our  councils,  continues  to  secure  to  our  Annual 
Sessions  perfect  harmony  and  good  will,  and  is  the  best  and  only  guar- 
antee for  continued  unity  and  prosperity  among  Odd  Fellows,  whether 
in  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  or  in  our  own  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodges. 

While  in  Canada  we  are  enabled  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon 
the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  of  peace  within  our  borders,  let  us  never 
cease  to  bear  in  mind  the  difficulties  and  sore  afflictions  through  which 
our  brethren  and  the  entire  people  of  the  United  States  are  now  pas- 
sing, and  let  us  earnestly  hope  and  pray  that  they  may  soon  come 
forth  united  and  strong,  pure  and  undehled,  from  the  trial -of  patience, 
courage  and  suffering,  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

In  conclusion  I take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  honor  confer- 
red upon  me  at  your  last  session  in  my  election  as  your  Grand  Repre- 
resentative,  and  also  to  reassure  you  of  the  special  interest  taken  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  and  the  courtesy  and  hearty  good  will  with  which 
your  Representatives  are  uniformly  welcomed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States.

Your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  to  whom  was  referred  the  By-Laws 
of  Frontier  Lodge,  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  them  in  accordance  with  the 
usages  and  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Order. 

In  reference  to  Imperial  Lodge  and  their  amendments  to  By-law  35  of  their 
Laws,  reducing  the  Quarterly  dues  from  $1.50  to  $1.00,  it  is  strictly  in  accordance 
with  the  decision  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session.  We  also  approve  the 
amendmenes  of  their  17th  By-law  reducing  the  weekly  benefits  of  Scarlet  Degree 
members  from  $3  to  $2,  and  the  weekly  benefits  of  members  of  the  initiatory  or 
any  degree  from  $2.00  to  $1.50. 

In  reference  to  the  amendments  of  Long  Point  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Amending  Article  10th.  changing  night  of  meeting  from  Tuesday  to  Wednes- 
day, at  the  hour  of  eight  o’clock  from  March  1st  to  October  1st,  and  half-past 
seven  from  October  1st  to  March  1st.  Amending  Article  18th  and  19th,  by  striking 
out  all  in  reference  to  Secretaries'  salaries.

$2.50  ; and  the  5th  degree,  $3.  Amending  Article  61,  by  striking  out  thirteen  and 
inserting  six.  Amending  1st  clause  of  Article  65,  by  striking  out  fifty  and  insert- 
ing twenty-five  ; and  the  last  clause  of  the  same  article  by  striking  out  twenty- 
five  and  inserting  fifteen.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  O.  O.  F. : 

Your  Committee  oil  the  State  of  the  Order  and  Legislation  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  as  their  report : 

1.  That  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Report  contained  in  Clause  1st.  refer- 
reed  to  us  by  Committee  on  Distribution,  wherein  the  Grand  Master  admits  ‘‘that 
he  has  not  been  able  to  visit  the  different  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  as  he  wished 
to  have  done.”  We  are  satisfied  that  while  it  would  have  been  agreeable  and 
beneficial  to  the  Lodges  to  have  received  visits  from  the  Grand  Master,  yet  we 
are  satisfied  that  whatever  has  been  wanting  in  this  respect,  has  been  amply 
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made  up  in  other  ways,  from  the  fact,  that  the  prosperity,  uniformity  in  working, 
and  increase  both  numerically  and  financially,  is  positive  proof  that  the  Order 
has  not  suffered  from  any  want  of  duty  on  the  part  of  our  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Master. 

2.  In  clause  3d  we  see  the  institution  of  Frontier  Lodge  is  referred  to,  which 
speaks  in  tlie  highest  terms  of  approbation  of  Bro.  P.  G.  Marquand  of  Chatham 
Lodge,  who  performed  the.  ceremonies  of  Institution  and  Installation.  We  here- 
by recommend  that  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  tendered  to  Bro. 
Marquand  for  having  performed  this  important  duty  in  so  satisfactory  a manner, 
hoping  that  Frontier  Lodge  may  long  continue  to  evince  the  same  degree  of  en- 
ergy, usefulness,  and  increase  in  membership  with  which  she  has  started,  and 
that  she  may  ere  long  successfully  rival  the  oldest  and  best  Lodges  amongst  us  ; 
and  though  last  on  the  list,  may  she  be  one  of  the  first  in  wealth,  talent  and 
ability  m the  dissemination  of  the  heaven-born  principles  of  our  beloved  Order, 
provided  always  that  her  members  be  of  the  right  kind  and  such  as  will  prove 
worthy  of  the  Order,  and  we  recommend  that  a Charter  be  granted  bv  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  Frontier  Lodge. 

3.  Clause  4th  in  Grand  Master’s  Report,  in  answer  to  questions  from  Samari- 
tan Lodge,  with  regard  to  admission  of  members  of  the  Order  from  the  United 
States,  who  are  not  able  to  produce  the  requisite  documents  as  proof  of  member- 
ship in  good  standing,  in  consequence  of  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs  in  that  coun- 
try. We  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  be  confirmed. 

4.  Clause  5th  of  Grand  Master’s  Report,  with  regard  to  cancelling  of  original 
Dispensations ; that  all  have  been  cancelled  except  that  of  Brock  Lodge,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  communicate  with  the  D. 
D.  G.  M.  of  that  Lodge,  requesting  him  to  see  that  said  Dispensation  is  properly 
cancelled,  allowing  the  Lodge  to  retain  the  same  in  their  possession  should  they 
wish  to  do  so. 

THE  GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

1.  It  affords  us  great  pleasure  in  observing  the  manner  in  which  that  officer 
lias  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  it  is  highly  satisfactory  to  your  Com- 
mittee as  it  is  doubtless  to  the  brotherhood  of  this  Jurisdiction,  to  see  the  pros- 
perous state  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Canada  West,  as  is  exhibited  in  his  report, 
feeling  confident  that  at  no  time  when  we  have  assembled  together  at  our  annual 
meetings  in  Grand  Lodge,  have  we  had  so  much  cause  for  congratulation  and  en- 
couragement as  at  this  present  Session.  Clauses  two,  three,  four,  ten  and  thir- 
teen, being  particularly  directed  to  our  attention  by  the  Committee  on  Distribu- 
tion, we  would  report  on  Clause  two,  that  no  answer  having  been  received  to  any 
communication  sent  to  members  of  Ontario  Lodge,  and  especially  to  Bro.  McDon- 
ald, that  no  future  correspondence  or  expense  be  entered  into  with  regard  to  said 
Lodge  ; and  that  said  Lodge  with  the  members  thereof,  be  and  are  hereby  expel- 
led from  the  Order,  and  that  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its 
last  Session  on  page  160,  be  strictly  earned  out ; and  that  no  cards  be  granted  un- 
less by  satisfactory  evidence  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  they  were  in  good  standing 
and  in  no  way  connected  with  the  breaking  up  of  said  Lodge,  and  the  full  consent 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  thereto.  In  Clause  three  as  to  members  of  Elgin  Lodge  we 
would  recommend,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Session  took  all  the  action 
necessary,  no  further  legislation  is  now  required. 

2.  In  Clause  four,  Bros.  Dunbar  and  Conroy  having  shown  a,  disposition 
worthy  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  a proper  respect  to  communications  from  the  Officers 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  different  times,  that  they  be  granted  cards  of  clearance 
from  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  making  proper  application  and  on  the  usual  terms. 

3.  The  By-laws  of  Long  Point  Lodge,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  recommend- 
ing their  approval. 

4.  Clause  ten  referring  to  the  statistical  table,  we  feel  highly  pleased  with  the 
facts  that  it  presents,  showing  additional  increase  in  membership  over  the  previ- 
ous years,  and  proving  thereby  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  we  should  still  further 
persevere  in  the  good  work.  While  we  continue  to  enlarge  our  borders  and  get 
in  amongst  us  new  material,  which  we  are  satisfied,  from  the  experience  that  we 
now  possess  in  Oddfellowship,  that  no  new  element  will  be  introduced  among  us 
which  will  not  prove  beneficial  to  the  Order.  The  statistics  otherw'se  will  show 
for  itself,  and  we  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  all  correct  in  all  its  details,  and 
recommend  it  to  the  careful  perusal  of  every  good  and  true  Oddfellow . 
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5.  In  Clause  13tli,  the  Grand  Secretary  very  highly  recommends  to  the  pat- 
ronage of  Oddfellows  in  this  Jurisdiction,  the  monthly  periodical  entitled  the 
“American  Oddfellow,”  published  in  New  York  by  P.  G.  Bro.  J.  W.  Orr.  We 
heartily  endorse  all  that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  said,  feeling  assured  that  it  is 
highly  conducive  to  the  Order,  to  have  a work  devoted  exclusively  to  the  dis- 
semination of  the  principles  and  purposes  of  Oddfellowship.  We  would  recom-  • 
mend  that  the  Brothers  of  this  Jurisdiction  patronize  liberally  the  said  work,  and 
thus  show  Bro.  Orr,  and  other  Jurisdictions  that  Canada  West  will  not  be  behind 
in  advancing  that  which  appertains  to  the  good  and  welfare  of  American  Oddfel- 
lowship. We  are  also  pleased  to  observe  the  cordial  good  feeling  expressed  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  towards  members  for  rendering  him  so  much 
assistance  during  the  past  year.  We  feel  that  it  has  been  more  from  the  good 
feeling  of  these  brothers  towards  the  Order  generally,  than  that  Brother  Smith 
actually  required  such  assistance.  While  we  have  such  members  at  the  helm  as 
Brother  Smith,  and  such  members  to  assist  him  as  Bros.  Bingham,  Brown,  Kirk- 
patrick and  Wigmore.  the  good  ship  of  Oddfellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  will  yet 
be  safely  anchored,  in  that  peaceful  harbor  where  no  Committee  are  required,  no 
kind  brethren  called  upon  to  assist  ; but  where  the  great  grand  Architect  lives 
and  rules  supreme,  and  directs  in  his  mysterious  ways  the  whole  machinery  of 
true  and  never  ending  Oddfellowship,  such  as  we  trust  that  one  and  all  of  us  may 
be  initiated  into,  when  passing  from  this  Grand  Lodge  below  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
above,  where  he  reigns  and  rules  for  ever  and  ever.

Your  Committee  feel  that  they  would  be  wanting  in  duty  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
if  they  failed  to  record  their  high  approbation  of  the  zeal  and  untiring  efforts  put 
forth  by  said  Committee ; and,  while  those  efforts  have  not  resulted  so  success- 
fully or  as  soon  as  was  at  one  time  expected  (in  consequence  of  the  great  deprecia- 
tion of  the  Americon  Currency)  yet  your  Committee  firmly  believe  that  ere  long 
the  best  expectations  indulged  by  said  Committee  will  be  realized,  to  the  very 
great  advantage  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

Tv  the  FI.  IT.  Grand  Todge  of  Canada  Went  I.  O.  O.  F. 

We  your  Committee  on  Returns,  having  examined  the  vaiious  Lodge  Returns 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

1.  The  Returns  of  Brock,  Union,  Eureka,  G-ore,  Samaritan,  Forest  City,  Rond 
Eau,  Long  Point,  Thames,  Excelsior  and  Avon  are  correct. 

2.  Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29.  shew  on  their  report,  total  members  on  books  32, 
should  be  only  30,  according  to  figures  given. 

3.  St.  Marys  Lodge,  No.  36,  report  total  members  on  books  11,  should  be  42, 
according  to  figures  given. 

4.  Frontier  Lodge,  No.  45,  shew  on  their  receipts  dues  less  one-third,  which 
should  be  less  one-fifth,  therefore  their  percentage  to  Grand  Lodge  is  correct,  and 
that  they  be  instructed  to  credit  Grand  Lodge  with  the  difference,  as  we  are  not 
aware  of  the  amount  of  dues  collected  cannot  say  the  deficiency. 

5.  Imperial  Lodge,  No.  37,  only  remit  10  percent,  on  their  receipts,  which 
should  be  15,  their  dues  being  only  $4  per  annum.  Wre  find  them  Dr.  to  Grand 
Lodge  $1.57,  which  Grand  Secretary  will  place  to  their  account. 

6.  Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  shews  aiarge  discrepancy  in  both  of  their  Returns.  In 
term  ending  31st  December,  1863,  they  show  57  members  in  good  standing,  and 
in  their  account  of  their  receipts  the  amount  shown  is  only  $65.60  on  dues,  but 
according  to  the  number  of  members  shown  in  good  standing,  the  amount  of  dues 
collected  ("less  one-fifth)  should  be  $81.60.  Again  in  their  return  of  term  ending 
30th  June,  1864.  they  show  53  as  members  in  good  standing,  and  in  their  account 
of  receipts  on  dues  they  only  show  $41.66.  This  number  of  members  ought  to 
show  $84.40  on  receipts ; according  to  the  amount  of  dues  collected  would  only 
give  about  26  members  in  good  standing,  still  they  send  to  this  Grand  Lodge  two 
Reps.  This  they  are  not  entitled  to,  and  should  only  have  one  representative. 

7.  We  would  also  recommend  that  Lodges  be  requested  to  state  on  their  Re- 
turns the  amount  of  their  Quarterly  Dues,  and  also  the  amount  charged  for  each 
degree,  as  we  find  different  sums  charged  by  many  of  the  Lodges,  and  it  is  im- 
possible for  us  to  check  the  Returns  correctly. 

All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.  In  conclusion  your  Committee 
move  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved, — That  the  foregoing  Report  be  adopted.

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  add,  as  explanations  to  the  above,  that  although 
a full  representation  is  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  we  find  that 
Bro.  Bristol,  of  Samaritan  Lodge,  only  arrived  at  a late  hour  of  the  second  day ; 
we  have  consequently  reported  him  as  entitled  to  per  diem  for  one  day  only. 
With  regard  to  the  representation  from  Erie  Lodge,  your  Committee  feel  that  as 
a misunderstanding  has  taken  place  with  the  said  Lodge,  they  having  sent  two 
representatives,  and  these  brethren  having  met  with  and  taken  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings up  to  the  present  moment,  nearly  to  the  close  of  the  Session,  we  conclu- 
ded to  report  that  they  both  receive  the  mileage  and  per  diem  from  this  Grand 
Lodge:  thereby  relieving  this  Grand  Body  from  the  difficulty  of  judging  which 
one  should  be  paid.

GRAND  MASTER'S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  0.  O.  F.: 

Officers,  Representatives  and  Brothers, — According  to  ancient 
usage  it  now  becomes  my  duty  to  render  an  account  of-  my  stewardship 
for  the  past  year.  Notwithstanding  the  many  self -promises  I had  made 
to  try  and  do  all  I could  both  by  writing  and  visiting  the  several  Lodges 
in  and  under  this  jurisdiction,  my  hopes  and  plans  were  sadly  frustrated 
by  that  dread  element  “fire,”  in  consequence  of  which  there  was  en- 
tailed upon  me  such  a vast  amount  of  work  and  attention,  as  prevented 
me  from  carrying  out  what  I had  fondly  hoped  I should  have  had  the 
honor  of  doing.  Nevertheless,  brothers,  I can  assure  you  that  I was 
not  asleep  as  to  the  interests  of  our  beloved  Order,  but  did  all  I could 
as  far  as  my  ability  and  time  allowed  to  advance  the  glorious  cause. 

Those  Lodges  I have  visited  are  flourishing.  Everywhere  I was 
affectionately  received  and  hospitably  entertained,  and  I must  say  here 
that  I see  no  other  organization  that  equals  ours  in  social  merits.  Odd 
Fellows,  everywherel  meet  them  seem  to  feel  their  duty  summed  up 
in  the  golden  rule  “ to  love  God,  and  their  neighbor  as  themselves.” 

To  those  of  you  whom  I have  met  in  past  years  I am  bound  in  ties 
of  grateful  affection  which  it  is  a delight  to  renew,  while  to  those  who 
for  the  first  time  meet  in  this  assembly,  my  heart  goes  out  in  words  of 
welcome,  as  I invite  your  earnest  and  loving  participation  in  the  duties 
and  moral  responsibilities  of  the  session.  May  you  all  be  knit  firmly 
in  the  bonds  of  unity  and  brotherly  love,  and  may  the  seed  of  Odd  Fel- 
lowship sown  at  this  meeting  of  the  Representatives  of  the  Order  in 
this  jurisdiction  be  fraught  with  more  good  than  any  yet  scattered  since 
the  first  organization  of  tliis  Grand  Body.  Let  us  implore  that  Provi- 
dence who  moves  in  a mysterious  way,  to  assist  us. 

On  the  fourteenth  of  December  last  I had  the  pleasure  of  presiding 
at  a Festival  and  Dedication  under  the  auspices  of  Eureka  and  Forest 
City  Lodges  in  the  City  of  London.  The  members  of  those  Lodges 
have  united  in  fitting  up  a beautiful  Hall  for  their  common  use.  A 
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large  and  pleasant  company  were  in  attendance.  In  the  ceremony  of 
dedication  1 had  the  honor  to  be  assisted  by  the  Grand  Representative 
to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  (J.  S.,  Bro.  H.  C.  Bingham,  Deputy 
Grand  Master  Brown,  Grand  Secretary  Wigmore.  Past  Grand  Master 
Bissell,  P.  D.  M.  Skinner.  D.  D.  G.  M.  Bro.  McAfee,  and  many  other 
leading  members  of  the  Order  from  London,  St.  Marys,  Stratford  and 
Windsor.  Everything  passed  off  pleasantly,  and  seemingly  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  present,  and  I believe  has  been  the  cause  of  great  good  to 
the  Order  in  London. 

On  the  21st  of  the  same  month  I enjoyed  a similar  pleasure  in  dedi- 
cating a new  Hall  in  Windsor,  belonging  to  the  members  of  Frontier 
Lodge.  D.  G.  M.  Brown,  Grand  Secretary  Wigmore  and  other  brothers 
from  London  accompanied  me.  We  were  assisted  by  several  eminent 
brothers  from  the  Lodges  in  Detroit.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  dedica- 
tion ceremony,  Bro.  McAfee,  the  founder  of  the  Lodge  there,  assumed 
the  control  of  things  and  under  his  guidance  we  were  soon  partaking 
of  the  good  things  of  earth,  at  the  table  of  mine  very  hospitable  host, 
Bro.  Cheater.  The  brothers  of  this  Lodge  are  noted  for  their  zeal  and 
enthusiasm,  and  I believe  have  accomplished  a greater  amount  of  work 
since  their  organization  than  any  other  Lodge  in  this  Province. 

In  January  last  on  invitation  sent  from  members  of  Gore  Lodge, 
Brantford,  I publicly  installed  the  officers  thereof,  assisted  by  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  Bingham,  P.  G.  Master,  James  Woodyatt,  D.  D.  G.  M.  Wm. 
Woodyatt.  I believe  every  member  of  the  Lodge  was  present.  The 
Installation  was  followed  by  one  of  the  happiest  unions  of  Brothers  and 
of  the  wives  and  children  of  Odd  Fellows  that  I ever  witnessed. 

On  Good  Friday  last  according  to  arrangement,  the  D.  G.  Master 
and  Grand  Secretary  accompanied  me  on  a visit  to  Avon  Lodge,  Strat- 
ford. The  occasion  was  thoroughly  improved  in  the  instruction  of  the 
Lodge,  of  whom  a goodly  number  were  present.  “Good  Friday"  lias 
generally  been  kept  as  a Fast  day,  but  judging  by  the  bill  of  fare  set 
before  us  after  our  business  was  concluded.  I am  fully  of  the  opinion 
that  a question  of  Orthodoxy  might  be  raised  ? Notwithstanding  this, 
from  my  observation  of  the  kind  of  men  Avon  Lodge  is  composed  of,  I 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  a prosperous  future  lies  before  them. 

In  May  last  I paid  a visit  to  “Excelsior.”  Although  a new  Lodge, 
several  old  and  well  tried  Odd  Fellows  belong  thereto.  They  are 
steadily  gaining  ground  and  as  they  have  a fine  held  for  labor  I feel 
conlident  that  they  must  continue  to  prosper. 

About  the  end  of  J une  last  the  Grand  Secretary  and  I visited  Union 
Lodge,  St.  Catharines.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  strongest  Lodges, 
and  the  character  and  conduct  of  its  members  are  too  well  known  to 
require  any  compliment  from  me.  In  every  respect  Union  Lodge  main- 
tains and  deserves  the  good  repute  of  former  days.  May  her  shadow 
never  grow  less. 

In  July  I installed  the  officers  of  St.  Marys  Lodge,  assisted  by 
P.  G.  Rep.  Partridge,  and  Bro.  J.  W.  Lester,  from  London,  and  other 
brothers  from  Stratford.  I was  delighted  to  find  many  brothers  in  that 
Lodge  whom  I had  also  met  there  several  years  ago.  I think,  brothers, 
it  speaks  volumes  to  meet  the  old  standard  ; it  plainly  shows  their 
hearts  are  in  the  right  place,  and  that  as  they  have  got  the  will  they 
have  also  got  the  way  to  keep  the  wheel  of  Odd  Fellowship  rolling. 

The  remaining  Lodges  in  my  Jurisdiction  I have  been  unable  to 
visit,  but  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  success  of  a visit  by  Rev. 
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Bro.  Gilray,  of  London,  to  Samaritan  Lodge,  Ingersoll.  The  meeting 
was  a public  one,  and  was  addressed  by  Bro.  Gilray  at  length  upon  the 
merits  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  I am  assured  much  good  has  resulted 
to  the  Order  there  in  consequence  of  the  effort. 

In  May  last  I had  an  opportunity  to  visit  Olive  Branch  Lodge, 
Detroit,  where  I was  cordially  welcomed.  I cannot  allow  this  oppor- 
tunity to  pass  without  assuring  you  of  the  repeated  courtesies  and  land 
attentions  the  brethren  of  our  own  jurisdiction,  and  especially  those 
belonging  to  Frontier  Lodge,  have  received  from  the  brethren  in 
Detroit. 

(h)  I regret,  brethren,  to  have  to  report  the  demise  of  Thames 
Lodge,  matters  in  connection  with  which  will  be  submitted  you  by  the 
Grand  Secretary 

(/)  I have  further  to  state  that  Rond  Eau  Lodge  is  in  a very  pre- 
carious condition.  No  reports  for  the  past  year  have  been  received 
therefrom  Bro.  Sewell’s  letter  will  explain  all.  I wrote  him  some 
time  since,  advising  him  to  be  present  at  this  session,  and  have  some 
hopes  that  you  may  be  able  to  gain,  from  a personal  interview  with 
him,  further  information  regarding  said  Lodge. 

(//)  I have  now  the  honor  to  submit  for  the  consideration  and  de- 
liberation of  this  Grand  Lodge,  all  communications  which  I have  re- 
ceived in  connection  therewith,  and  which  embrace  matters  of  much 
importance.  Among  these  will  be  found  letters  from  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Sire,  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  D.  D. 
Grand  Sire  Bingham,  and  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Wildey  Monument 
Committee,  together  -with  reports  from  a few  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Mas- 
ters in  this  our  Jurisdiction. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Wildey 
Monument  Committee,  I forwarded  a copy  of  the  design,  with  a few 
remarks  of  my  own  on  the  subject,  to  the  different  Lodges  under  the 
guidance  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  urging  on  them  the  necessity  of  giving 
a hearty  response  to  the  call.  I hope  the  result  will  be  favorable,  and 
that  when  our  Representative  leaves  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  we  will  be  in  a position  to  remit  a further  contribution  to  that 
Monument,  of  which  we  should  be  all  justly  proud. 

It  is  a source  of  pride  to  me,  and  must  be  one  of  gratification  to 
you,  to  learn  that  no  case  of  appeal  has  been  received,  either  be  me  or 
the  Grand  Secretary,  so  that  you  will  be  relieved  of  the  onerous  duties 
connected  with  such  cases. 

(b)  I have  thought  well  to  submit  for  your  approval  or  amendment 
the  following  decisions : “A  member  of  the  Manchester  Unity  may 
unite  with  our  Order,  and  may  retain  membership  in  both  Orders.” 

(c)  T.  S.  Milks,  under  date  of  June  12tli,  1865,  writes,  enquiring 
whether  a Lodge  can  legally  hold  property  in  its  own  name,  and  also 
whether  a Subordinate  Lodge  could  invest  the  W.  & O.  Fund : To  the 
first  I referred  him  to  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada,  quoting 
Chap.  71,  Secs.  7,  8 and  9.  To  the  second  interrogatory  my  answer 
was  Yes  ! and  explained  to  him  the  way  that  other  Lodges  had  much 
benefitted  that  Fund  by  investing  it  safely. 

(tl)  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  McAfee  enquires  as  follows  ; 

1.  Can  a Lodge,  after  electing  a candidate  to  membership,  and 
previous  to  his  admission,  reconsider  the  matter,  and  order  a new  bal- 
lot for  the  candidate  ? I answered  Yes ! and  referred  him  to  the  Di- 
gest, page  13,  sec.  6. 
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(e)  2.  A person  claims  to  have  been  a member  of  the  Order,  and 
also  a member  of  his  State  Grand  Lodge,  but  cannot  prove  satisfac- 
torily his  standing  in  the  Order,  having  no  Card,  in  consequence  of  his 
Lodge  having  ceased  to  work,  joins  another  Lodge  by  initiation.  “Has 
that  Lodge  a right  to  again  confer  the  degrees  on  the  brother,  or  does 
his  initiation  entitle  him  to  the  rank  and  position  he  formerly  held  in 
the  Order  ?”  My  reply  thereto,  (after  a great  deal  of  consideration  and 
inquiry  was)  “that  the  reinitiation  of  a member  was  illegal,  as  he  could 
only  be  admitted  by  card,  and  if  he  had  no  card  he  could  in  no  way  be 
received.” 

( f ) To  another  query  in  the  same  communication,  which  was, 
whether  if  the  Lodge  had  conferred  the  degrees,  could  they  not  be  com- 
pelled to  refund  the  money  to  the  brother  which  he  had  paid  for  the 
same  ? I replied,  “That  if  the  member  was  ignorant  of  the  law  and 
acted  bona  fide,  he  ought  to  have  the  money  refunded  ; if  otherwise,  he 
ought  to  forfeit  it.” 

There  were  some  other  questions  asked  of  me,  which  I thought 
unnecessary  to  embody  in  this  report,  as  they  were  of  but  minor  impor- 
tance. 

In  accordance  -with  a resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  session 
of  1862,  relative  to  a testimonial  to  P.  D.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  J.  11. 
Peel,  I am  pleased  to  state  that  such  a memento  is  now  in  the  keeping 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

((j)  I have  much  pleasure  in  referring  particularly  to  the  following 
named  Reports  : From  D.  D.  Barr  (January  and  July),  Bro.  Crichton 

(January),  Bro.  Jackson  (July),  Bro.  Glover  (July),  Bro.  McAfee  (Jan- 
uary and  July),  and  one  from  Bro.  Sewell.,  of  Rond  Eau  Lodge,  which 
is  a splendid  production. 

I feel  sorry  that  the  Deputies  have  not  all  kept  to  the  requirements 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  remitting  punctually  their  semi-annual  reports, 
which  would  give  the  Grand  Master,  whoever  he  might  be,  a better 
opportunity  of  understanding  more  fully  the  true  condition  of  the 
Order. 

(j)  I have  prepared  and  will  submit  a blank  form  for  semi-annual 
Reports,  as  my  opinion  is,  that  the  form  we  now  use  is  incomplete,  and 
gives  unnecessary  trouble  to  the  Committee  appointed  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  report  upon  Returns.  ■ 

(A-)  Immediately  after  receiving  the  intelligence  of  the  assassina- 
tion of  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  and  Chief  Ruler  of  the  neighboring 
Republic,  and  after  conferring  with  those  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
to  whom  I could  get  access,  I assumed  the  responsibility  of  preparing 
and  forwarding  in  behalf  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Order  in  Canada 
West,  an  appropriate  address  to  President  Johnston,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a copy  : 

To  the  Hon.  Andrew  Johnson , President  of  the  United  States  of  America: 
The  members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Canada  West,  in 
common  with  the  brethren  of  the  Order  in  the  United  States,  deploring  the  atro- 
city of  the  recent  assassination  of  the  President  of  that  nation,  and  bearing  in 
mind  the  close  ties  which  bind  them  in  brotherhood  together,  besides  being  the 
offspring  of  one  common  stock,  do  tender  their  deepest  sympathy  and  heartfelt 
regret  to  the  brethren  and  citizens  of  the  adjoining  Republic  under  their  present 
great  national  bereavement,  occasioned  by  the  late  brutal  and  dastardly  outrage, 
which  has  deprived  that  people  of  their  Chief  Ruler,  the  country  of  a good  and 
faithful  servant,  who  has  been  the  means,  under  Providence,  of  rescuing  the  de- 
graded and  suffering,  and  restoring  them  to  light,  liberty,  and  new  life. 
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Trusting  that  the  mild  and  tolerant  policy  which  so  eminently  characterized 
the  legislation  of  the  late  President,  may  ever  be  continued  between  the  subjects 
of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  those  of  the  Republic,  and  that  God,  who  in  His 
infinite  wisdom  often  brings  great  good  out  of  apparent  evil,  may,  around  the 
grave  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  bury  for  all  time  to  come  the  heart  burnings  and  dif- 
ferences which  have  unfortunately  occasionally  arisen  between  those,  one  in 
blood,  one  in  common  origin,  and  should  be  one  in  “Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.” 

In  conclusion,  the  Odd  Fellows  pray  that  the  God  of  the  fatherless  and  widow 
may  comfort  and  support  Mrs.  Linco'n  - id  her  family  under  their  present  great 
and  cruel  affliction.

H.  C.  Forsyth,  the 
Grand  Master’s  Report  was  referred  to  a Special  Committee  for  distri- 
bution of  the  various  subjects  to  appropriate  Committees.

Report  which  was  on  motion  of  Rep.  J.  Taylor,  Jr.,  seconded  by  Rep. 
G.  Wales,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution. 

GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 
lo  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master , Officers,  Representatives  and  Members  of  the 

Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West: 

Brethren. — In  accordance  with  the  duty  devolving  upon  me  as 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  I beg  to  submit  this  my  annual  Re- 
port : 

Permit  me  in  the  first  place,  brethren,  to  offer  you  my  warm  con- 
gratulations in  meeting  you  again  under  circumstances  so  gladsome  and 
auspicious.  Here  we  are  met  brethren  of  the  mystic  tie,  of  the  “Three 
Links,”  in  open  Grand  Lodge,  under  our  own  vine  and  fig  tree,  to  en- 
deavor to  advance  the  interests  of  our  Order.  With  thankfulness  we 
should  review  the  past,  the  Head  Master  of  the  universe  having  per- 
mitted us  to  meet  as  Representatives  and  brothers,  in  the  principles  of 
Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  We  should  not  only  hail  each  other  in 
the  ties  of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  feel  thankful  to  Almighty  God  for  his 
sparing  mercy,  in  preserving  our  lives  through  another  year,  and  in 
health  and  strength  granting  us  the  felicity  of  coming  together  once 
more. 

Brethren,  ours  is  a noble  cause,  worthy  of  our  attention,  and 
worthy  of  a little  sacrifice.  Great  is  the  good  before  tis  ; to  alleviate 
human  misery,  raise  the  fallen,  succor  the  distressed,  and  dry  the 
orphan’s  and  the  widow’s  tear,  is  the  sacred  office  of  an  Odd  Fellow. 
What  work  more  noble  ? M'ore  delightfully  great  aud  good  ? All  man- 
kind may  engage  in  it  and  labor,  no  matter  how  exalted  their  station 
or  elevated  ther  position.  Our  Order  has  never  been  more  prosperous 
nor  more  suecesssul.  Our  ranks  are  now  filling  up,  I trust  with  good, 
true  and  faithful  men  who  wall  endeavor  to  promote  its  prosperity,  and 
prove  themselves  worthy  of  the  honor  conferred  on  them.  Yet,  while 
we  rejoice  and  take  courage  that  our  membership  is  being  steadily 
increased,  our  ranks  filling  up  and  the  Order  generally  on  the  increase, 
I have  to  state  that  as  is  usually  the  case,  a few  Lodges  have  died  out 
during  the  year,  and  became  defunct  for  want  of  proper  interest  taken 
by  its  members,  and  dishonest  acts  of  its  officers,  clearing  out  with 
books,  papers  and  funds  intrusted  to  their  keeping,  and  other  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  removing  to  different  parts  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States. 

In  concert  with  the  Grand  Master  I visited  several  Lodges  during 
the  past  year.  All  goes  well,  large  prosperity  following  the  good  cause 
and  work  in  Western  Canada.  The  reception  we  met  with  everywhere 
was  cordial  and  brotherly — just  such  a welcome  as  only  a good  Odd 
Fellow  can  give  and  appreciate. 
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Immediately  after  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held  at  London, 

C.  W.,  I compiled  the  Proceedings  thereof,  and  according  to  instruc- 
tions I caused  two  hundred  copies  to  be  printed  and  forwarded  to  all 
the  Lodges,  and  officers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  West.  Also  to  all  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
I beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Journals  of  Proceedings,  as  follows, 
viz  : The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Kentucky,  California,  New  Hampshire,  Ohio,  Massachusetts,  South- 
ern New  York,  Pennsylvania,  State  of  Maine,  Indiana,  Missouri, 
Nebraska,  Columbia,  Michigan,  Kansas,  Connecticut,  Iowa,  Minnesota, 
Oregon,  New  Jersey,  Tennessee,  and  Maryland.  Grand  Encampments 
viz  : Massachusetts,  Tennessee,  Ohio  and  California  ; all  of  which 
proclaim  glowing  prosperity  of  our  Order  in  those  several  jurisdictions. 
The  said  Proceedings  are  now  in  the  possession  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

1.  Brethren,  the  correspondence  of  the  past  year  will  be  laid 
before  you  for  your  deliberation,  nothing  of  any  importance  lias  been 
received  by  your  Secretary. 

2.  I received  a circular  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
John  F.  Bristol  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  notifying  this 
Grand  Body  that  the  Charter  of  Friendly  Union  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Pro- 
vidence, was  annulled  and  sa;d  Lodge  suspended  for  non-compliance  of 
of  resolution  of  said  Grand  Lodge.  I immediately  notified  all  subordi- 
nate Lodges  under  this  Jurisdiction  of  the  suspension  of  said  Lodge, 
and  to  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

3.  I received  a communication  from  Jared  M.  Gleeson  and  Charles 
N.  Male,  dated  Lockport,  U.  S.,  July  10th,  1865,  enclosing  one  dollar 
green-back,  and  requesting  me  to  forward  them  Cards  of  Clearance, 
as  members  in  good  standing  of  Industry  Lodge  at  the  time  the  said 
Lodge  broke  up.  Your  Secretary  in  looking  over  the  books  of  the  late 
Industry  Lodge,  No.  25,  find  the  names  of  the  said  brothers  connected 
with  the  breaking  up  of  said  Lodge,  and  therefore  did  not  feel  justified 
in  sending  Cards,  or  answering  said  letter  until  laid  before  this  Grand 
Body  and  receive  then  instructions. 

f4.)  Your  Secretary  received  a communication  from  Mr.  William 
Irving,  of  Newbury,  C.  W.,  dated  October  11th,  1864,  requesting  infor- 
mation and  the  expense  of  opening  a Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  in  that  vil- 
lage. I immediately  answered  his  letter,  giving  him  all  necessary  in- 
formation, together  with  a copy  of  the  Bylaws  of  Eureka  Lodge  and 
the  proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge.  In  reply  I received  an 
answer  from  him,  stating  it  would  be  impossible  to  start  a Lodge  at 
the  present  time. 

(5.1  According  to  resolution  on  page  186  of  our  Journal,  regarding 
the  original  dispensation  of  Brock  Lodge  No.  9 not  being  cancelled,  I 
wrote  to  I).  D.  G.  M.,  Bro.  John  Taylor,  Jr.,  requesting  him  to  carry 
out  the  request  of  this  Grand  Body  by  cancelling  the  original  dispensa- 
tion. I have  much  pleasure  in  informing  this  Grand  Body  that  the 

D.  D.  Grand  Master  has  carried  out  the  request  of  this  Grand  Body, 
and  said  original  dispensation  was  cancelled  by  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master, 
Bro.  John  Taylor,  Jr. 

(6)  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  on  page  184  of  our  Journal, 
regarding  the  Testimonial  to  P.  D.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  J.  R.  Peel,  the 
executive  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  have  carried  the  spirit  of  said 
resolution  into  effect  by  appropriating  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  towards 
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said  Testimonial.  Your  Secretary  notified  all  Lodges  in  due  time  that 
the  said  Testimonial  would  he  presented  to  Bro.  J.  R.  Peel  at  the  pres- 
ent session  of  this  Grand  Body.  Also  informed  the  said  Bro.  ,J.  R. 
Peel  that  his  presence  would  he  required  at  this  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  receive  said  Testimonial. 

(7.)  The  By-laws  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  are  herewith  laid  before 
this  Grand  Body  for  their  approval. 

(8.)  The  semi-annual  R 'turns  for  both  terms  have  been  duly  re- 
ceived from  all  Lolgis,  except  Ruud  Era  No.  40,  and  Thames  No.  43. 
Both  these  Lodges  have  ceased  to  work.  I have  written  to  them  sev- 
er il  times,  but  received  no  answer.  I am  informe  1 by  the  M.  V.  Grand 
Master  that  he  has  receiv'd  a oomnuiicition  from  the  D.  D.  Grand 
Master.  Joseph  Sewell,  of  Rond  Eau  Lodge,  which  communication  will 
give  this  Grand  Lodge  all  the  information  regarding  the  position  and 
state  of  affairs  of  said  Rond  Eau  Lodge. 

Thames  Lodge,  Mitchell,  has  been  most  lukewarm  in  the  cause  of 
Odd  Fellowship  for  the  last  year,  members  neglecting  to  attend  their 
Lodge  meeting,  and  no  interest  taken  in  the  work,  owing  to  defaulting 
treasurers.  On  Saturday  last  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  William  McNeil, 
called  on  me  with  the  Charter,  Working  Books,  and  Odes  of  said  Lodge. 
The  Minute  Book  and  other  books  connected  with  the  working  of  the 
Lodge,  together  with  its  funds,  have  been  stolen  by  their  treasurer  and 
cannot  be  found.  The  furniture  was  sold  to  pay  the  rent  due,  and  the 
regalia  was  divided  among  a few  of  the  brothers.  Some  other  things 
were  borrowed  from  the  St.  Marys  Lodge,  which  Bro.  McNeil  says  will 
be  returned  to  said  Lodge.  In  my  conversation  with  the  said  Brother 
McNeil,  I have  learned  that  the  whole  cause  of  the  breaking  up  of  the 
Lodge  was  by  defaulting  treasurers,  and  the  careless  manner  in  which 
the  Lodge  was  worked.  He  promised  that  if  at  any  future  time  any 
article  connected  with  the  working  of  Thames  Lodge  can  be  found,  he 
will  forward  immediately  to  the  proper  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  I 
feel  confident  that  D.  I).  Grand  Master,  Bro.  McNeil,  did  ail  in  his 
power  to  keep  the  Lodge  working.  The  Charter,  books,  &c.,  are  now 
in  the  possession  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Returns  from  Erie  Lodge  show  no  amount  to  the  credit  of  the 
Widows’  and  Orphans’  Fund,  while  the  General  Fund  is  large.  I think 
by  the  Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  imperative  for  all  Subordinate 
Lodges  to  place  the  regular  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  Widows’  and 
Orphans'  Fund,  regardless  of  being  in  treasury  or  invested.  The  fund 
ought  to  show  a credit  when  sufficient  funds  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
Lodge. 

(9.)  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  page 
190  of  our  Journal,  instructing  me  to  charge  the  extra  amount  paid  to 
the  Representative  of  Erie  Lodge,  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  I did  so  in  conformity  with  said  resolution. 

(10.)  According  to  a communication  received  from  D.  D.  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  W.  A.  Glover,  he  seems  to  think  this  Grand  Lodge  is  paid, 
or  nearly  so,  by  percentage  in  Returns.  I cannot  agree  with  him  on 
that  point,  therefore  it  is  left  for  your  deliberation. 

(11.)  The  income  and  expenditure  for  the  past  year  is  herewith 
respectfully  submitted,  and  which  I have  no  doubt  will  meet  your 
approbation :

States  submitted  the  following  Report  : 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE’S  REPORT. 

Tv  the  Ft.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  1.  0.  0.  F.: 

Officers  and  Brethren, — As  your  Representative  to  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  I have  the  honor  to  submit  for 
your  consideration  my  second  annual  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  that 
Grand  Body. 

In  accordance  with  a special  resolution  passed  in  Baltimore  in  Sep- 
tember, 1863,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  assembled  in  Bos- 
ton, September  19bli,  1864,  where  they  were  welcomed  by  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  and  the  brothers  of  Boston,  with  out- 
stretched hands  and  such  earnest  cordial  words  as  must  have  secured 
to  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Massachusetts  the  esteem  and  gratitude  of  every 
Officer  and  Representative  present.  Our  obligations  are  by  no  means 
exclusively  due  to  our  brethren  there,  for  in  its  largest  sense  we  en- 
joyed “the  freedom  of  the  city.”  Private  citizens  and  officials  of  both 
State  and  city  seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in  rendering  our  meeting 
in  Boston  one  to  be  long  and  pleasantly  remembered.  Invitations  and 
compliments  poured  in  upon  us  from  every  source,  and  we  had  no  dis- 
cretion except  to  surrender.  This  we  did  the  more  readily,  knowing 
that  we  were  in  “the  land  of  steady  habits,”  and  feehng  assured  that 
we  would  certainly  not  be  led  astray  by  a people  so  proverbial  for  their 
steadfast  ways  and  strict  adherence  to  duty  and  business.  If  we  have 
any  cause  of  complaint,  it  is  that  they  took  advantage  of  our  simple 
faith  to  allure  us  from  our  duties  as  Representatives  with  the  attrac- 
tions of  their  city,  and  the  enjoyments  of  the  princely  hospitalities  of 
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their  hearts  and  homes.  I am  aware  that  this  is  not  strictly  in  the 
line  of  a Representative’s  Report,  but  it  is  a pleasing  duty  which  I as- 
sume, and  I am  sure  you  will  all  heartily  approve  of  this  passing  trib- 
ute to  the  courtesy,  the  intelligence,  and  the  munificent  hospitality  of 
the  Odd  Fellows  and  citizens  of  the  Old  Bay  State. 

With  the  exception  of  Vermont  and  the  Lower  Provinces,  all  the 
Northern,  Western  and  Pacific  Jurisdictions  were  fully  represented. 
Of  the  Southern  Jurisdictions,  Virginia,  North  and  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Texas  and  Arkan- 
sas, were  still  unrepresented. 

The  Reports  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Trea- 
surer were  very  able  and  gratifying — papers  well  stored  with  items  of 
interest,  conveying  to  us  the  assurance  of  prosperity  to  our  Order.  The 
decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire  submitted  for  approval  were  : 

1st.  “The  customs  and  usages  of  the  Order  prohibit  the  initiation 
of  a person  whose  physical  deformity  prevents  a compliance  with  the 
requirements  and  laws  of  the  Order.  The  decision  of  the  question  as 
to  the  applicability  of  the  general  principle  to  special  cases  of  partial 
deformity,  rests  with  the  local  authorities,  and  especially  with  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  to  which  admission  is  asked.” 

2d.  Until  Cards  suited  for  the  purpose  are  issued  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  State.  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges 
may  have  prepared  and  issue  a certificate  or  card  to  members  of  ex- 
tinct or  suspended  subordinate  Lodges  in  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
said  certificate  to  set  forth  on  its  face  the  circumstances  of  the  case  ; 
to  be  signed  by  the  Grand  Master,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
under  seal,  and  to  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a regular  with- 
drawal card.” 

3d.  “An  Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  who  can  satisfactorily  establish  his 
claim  to  be  so  considered,  and  can  prove  himself  in  the  Initiatory  work, 
is  not  required  to  be  re- initiated  into  the  Order.  His  rank  or  standing 
in  the  Lodge  to  which  he  may  be  admitted  will  be  determined  by  the 
Lodge  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  make  the  neces- 
sary examination.” 

4th.  “One  principal  inn-pose  to  be  subserved  by  the  office  of  Grand 
Representative,  being  the  communication  of  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  to  the 
Executive  of  his  respective  jurisdiction,  before  the  first  day  of  January 
following  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  a State 
Grand  Body  has  the  right  to  instruct  its  Grand  Representative  as  to 
the  mode  by  which  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  shall  be  communicated  to  the 
Grand  Master  or  Grand  Secretary,  whether  personally  or  otherwise, 
due  regard  being  had  to  safety.” 

5th.  “A  member  of  an  extinct  Lodge  who  did  not  regularly  with- 
draw therefrom  prior  to  its  extinction,  can  be  admitted  to  membership 
only  upon  the  presentation  of  a card  from  the  officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  under  wiiich  the  defunct  Lodge  formerly  existed.” 

The  above  decisions  were  approved. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  I glean  the  following  : Total 

paying  membership,  137,023  ; 19,234  of  these  belong  also  to  the  En- 
campment Branch  of  the  Order.  Number  of  Lodges  and  Encamp- 
ments, 3.584  ; Initiates,  16,769  during  the  year  ; Families  relieved. 
2,542  ; Brothers  relieved,  18,730  : Paid  for  relief  of  Brothers,  Widows 
and  Orphans,  Education  and  Burial,  $462,134.99.  Total  receipts, 
$1,161,828.65. 
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In  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
we  learn  from  the  Grand  Treasurer’s  Report  that  the  available  assets 
were  in  cash  and  registered  United  States  5-20  bonds  at  par  value, 
$13,760.28.  Estimated  demand  upon  that  for  Mileage  and  Per  Diem, 
and  Printing,  $12,850.  The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  ordinary 
sources  for  the  year  had  been  $11,822.40.  The  disbursements  had  been 
.$13,334.12.  This  excess  of  disbursements  is  accounted  for  by  the  spe- 
cial expense  incurred  in  the  printing  of  the  revised  Journal  and  New 
Digest. 

The  Wildey  Monument  Fund  amounted  to  $11,862.38,  and  from  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Monument,  about  $2,500  more  was  requi- 
red to  erect  a monument  in  accordance  with  the  plan  adopted.  This 
amount,  I presume,  will  be  made  up  by  September  next,  at  which  time 
it  is  decided  to  dedicate  the  monument  now  being  erected  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore. 

On  page  3649  appear  resolutions  submitted  by  Rep.  Stokes,  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  regard  to  the  division  of  the  Funds  and  property  of 
Lodges  and  Encampments.  These  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  de- 
clare such  proceedings  illegal  and  dishonorable,  and  that  in  case  of  the 
failure  of  a Lodge  from  any  cause,  their  Charter,  Books,  Money,  and 
property  of  every  kind,  must  be  delivered  to  its  Grand  Lodge.  Grand 
Lodges  are  also  directed  to  make  provision  for  the  care  of  such  funds 
and  property,  which  shall  become  a separate  fund  to  be  employed  in 
aiding  and  assisting  Lodges  and  Encampments  needing  funds  to  main- 
tain their  organization. 

A special  committee  on  revision  of  Funeral  Service  reported  in  full, 
which  report  was  recommitted  and  accompanied  by  a Service  submit- 
ted by  Rep.  Escavaille,  of  Maryland. 

(Page  3662.)  Rep.  Ransom,  of  Kentucky,  submitted  a resolution 
in  favor  of  admitting  members  by  initiation  who  reside  in  other  Juris- 
dictions, provided  the  Lodge  petitioned  is  nearer  than  any  Lodge  out  of  the 
Jurisdiction ; provided  also  that  no  petition  shall  be  received  where  the 
consent  of  the  foreign  Jurisdiction  can  be  obtained,  except  with  such 
consent.  All  of  which  was  approved  by  reference  to  former  actions  of 
Grand  Lodge,  page  3485. 

(Pages  3663  and  3665.)  Reps.  Escavaille  and  Lamberton  submit- 
ted resolutions  somewhat  similar,  in  reference  to  members  of  extinct 
Lodges  who  are  incapacitated  by  age  from  joining  other  Lodges,  and 
proposing  such  legislation  as  would  secure  to  those  brothers  the  social 
benefits  of  our  Lodges,  but  not  entitle  them  to  pecuniary  benefits.  On 
page  3690  Committee  reported  favorably.  Page  3707,  Report  adopted. 

(Page  3678.)  Sundry  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  in 
1860,  1861,  1862  and  1863,  were  all  either  indefinitely  postponed  or  laid 
on  the  table. 

(Page  3601.)  Two  resolutions  by  Rep.  Ellis,  providing  for  withhold- 
ing funeral  benefits,  and  Widows’  and  Orphans’  benefits,  in  case  of  mis- 
representation of  age,  were  adopted.  Page  3679. 

(Page  3683.)  The  Committee  on  Appeals  report  against  the  retaking 
of  a ballot  before  the  result  is  declared  by  the  Noble  Grand. 

(Page  3698.)  Report  on  above  adopted. 

(Page  3686.)  Legislative  Committee  report  adversely  to  the  adop- 
tion of  a system  of  life  membership.  (Page  3699.)  Report  adopted. 

(Page  3677.)  Inquiry  by  Rep.  Sanders  : Can  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire 
legally  appoint  a Past  Grand  Sire,  not  a Representative,  to  act  upon 
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Committees,  either  regular  or  special  ? (Page  8700.)  A special  report 
in  the  affirmative.  (Page  3710.)  Report  adopted. 

(Pages  8701  and  3709.)  A new  price  list  for  Books,  Odes,  &c.,  was 
adopted,  making  quite  an  increase  upon  former  prices,  hut  owing  to  the 
decline  in  gold,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  those  prices  should  be 
maintained. 

(Page  3709.)  Grand  Lodge  adopted  resolutions  censuring  convivial* 
practices  in  Lodge  Halls  and  ante-rooms,  and  instructed  Grand  Lodges 
and  Grand  Officers  to  forbid  and  disallow  everything  of  the  kind. 

(Pages  3716  and  3720.)  The  Finance  Committee  reported  against 
the  practice  of  some  Lodges  publishing  Odes  and  Diplomas,  as  being 
au  encroachment  upon  the  prerogative  and  perquisites  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  repiort  was  adopted. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  x>roposed  for 
consideration  in  Sex>tember  next  : 

(Page  3710.)  By  Rep.  Merriam,  to  amend  Section  5,  of  Article  I,  by 
striking  out  the  words  “by  the  unanimous  vote,”  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words,  with  the  concurrence  of  four -fifths  of  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  Also  amending  the  ninth  line  of  the  same  section  by 
striking  out  the  words  “four-fifths,”  and  inserting  the  words  three- 
fourths. 

(Page  3713.)  By  Rep>.  Burnham  to  amend  Article  VII  of  Constitu- 
tion by  striking  out  from  the  first  clause  of  Section  I,  the  words,  “by 
the  Grand  Sire  attested,”  and  also  the  words  “under  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.” 

(Page  3725.)  By  Rep).  Logan  to  amend  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitu- 
tion by  adding  the  following — Provided,  That  when  it  shall  be  satisfac- 
torily represented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  that  the 
necessities  of  a State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Jurisdiction  require 
it,  a resolution  may  be  passed  by  a vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  Repue- 
sentatives  present  at  any  meeting,  granting  to  the  particular  State, 
District  or  Territorial  Grand  Jurisdiction  appdying  therefor,  the  right 
to  re-admit  to  membership  within  its  Jurisdiction,  upon  such  terms  as 
it  may  prescribe,  suspended  members  of  the  Order  residing  in  the  same, 
who  may  have  been  susx>ended  in  other  Jurisdictions  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  and  who  have  not  been  under  susx>ension  for  less  than  three 
years,  and  also  the  right  to  admit  members  of  defunct  Lodges  not  able 
to  get  a card,  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  so  soon  as  the  neces- 
sity requiring  it  shall  have  passed  away,  this  privilege  shall  be  yielded 
ux>  to  the  Jurisdictions  receiving  it. 

(Same  page.)  By  Rep.  Thompson  to  amend  Article  XVI  of  the  Con- 
stitution as  follows  : Provided  also,  That  such  Jurisdictions  as  choose 

to  do  so,  may  readmit  to  membership  within  their  respective  Jurisdic- 
tions upon  such  terms  as  they  may  prescribe,  suspended  members  of 
the  Order  residing  in  the  same  whose  Lodges  have  become  defunct,  who 
may  have  been  susx>ended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  for  no  other 
cause. 

(Page  3711.)  Resolution  of  Rep.  Logan  providing  for  Spiecial  Com- 
mittee of  five  to  report  in  September  next  a revision  or  inqn'ovement  in 
the  Rebekah  Degree.  (Page  3726.)  Committees  appointed. 

The  Committees  appointed  some  years  since  on  revision  of  Secret 
Work,  made  able  Ruperts,  but  owing  to  the  length  of  the  Repiorts,  and 
the  caution  necessary  in  adopting  matters  of  such  great  and  lasting  im- 
portance, and  the  impossibility  of  giving  to  the  subject  the  considera- 
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tion  it  deserved,  the  whole  subject  after  considerable  discussion  in 
secret  session  was  laid  over  again  until  next  session. 

(Page  3691  and  3707)  show  a Report  of  Finance  Committee,  and  the 
adoption  of  the  same,  authorizing  the  publication  of  a sufficient  number 
of  copies  of  the  Revision  Report  to  furnish  one  copy  to  each  Officer  and 
Representative  present  in  September  1865,  in  order  that  each  one  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  study  the  subject  carefully  before  taking  final 
action.

\ The  session  lasted  five  days,  during  which  time  a large  amount  of 
business  and  legislation  was  disposed  of.  The  transactions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  intercourse  of  the  Officers  and  Representatives  present 
were  characterized  by  intelligence,  dignity  and  fraternal  courtesy. 

I have  thus  briefly  attempted  to  place  upon  our  record  a synopsis 
of  those  transactions  and  decisions  of  most  interest  to  the  Order  at 
large,  but  for  very  much  more  of  importance  I am  compelled  to  refer 
you  to  the  Revised  Journal  of  last  Session.  In  view  of  the  increased 
interest  exhibited  on  every  hand,  and  the  zeal  manifested  by  those  hav- 
ing our  affairs  in  charge,  I can  assure  you  of  the  increasing  strength, 
usefulness  and  prosperity  of  our  brotherhood,  and  I am  confident  I 
speak  the  sentiment  of  every  Odd  Fellow  who  knows  him,  in  saying 
that  to  Past  Grand  Sire,  James  B.  Nicholson,  more  than  to  any  other 
man,  are  we  indebted  for  our  present  proud  and  prosperous  position. 

With  such  an  estimate  of  our  Order,  drawn  from  the  Reports  and 
proceedings  of  nearly  a year  ago,  how  shall  I find  language  to  convey 
to  you  a description  of  the  glorious  vision  of  peace  and  consequent  re- 
union that  has  already  opened  to  our  view  since  then  ? For  four  long 
years  the  seats  of  our  brethren  from  the  South  have  been  vacant,  and 
as  our  venerable  Grand  Secretary  in  the  routine  of  business  called  the 
roll  of  States,  we  listened  in  vain  for  the  responses  of  many  we  had 
learned  to  love.

And  how  appropriate  that  this  re-union  should  take  place  over  the  grave 
of  Father  Wildey,  and  at  the  dedication  of  a monument  perpetuating 
his  memory,  and  handing  down  to  those  who  shall  succeed  us,  the  re- 
cord of  the  origin  and  objects  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

With  many  pleasing  and  profitable  recollections  of  my  connection 
with  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  as  your  Representa-

Rep.  H.  McAfee,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject,  sub- 
mitted the  following  Report  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  0.  O.  F. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Clause  A of  the  Report  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Representative  to  the  United  States,  submit  as  follows,  viz : 

That  they  have  examined  the  subject  in  question,  referring  to  the  breaking 
up  of  Lodges,  and  the  misappropriation  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  same, 
and  also  have  considered  the  instruction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
in  the  matter.  The  import  of  this  instruction  is  : 

1.  That  all  such  funds  and  property  should  be  paid  over  and  surrendered  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  from  which  the  defunct  subordinate  Lodge  derived  its  authority. 

2.  That  Grand  Lodges  shall  enact  Laws  to  prevent  and  punish  division  and 
misappropriation  of  funds  and  property. 

3.  That  Grand  Lodges  shall  enact  Laws  for  the  care  of  the  funds  and  prop- 
ertv  of  defunct  Lodges,  which  funds  and  property  shall  become  a separate  trust 
or  fund,  &c. 

This  Grand  Lodge  has  always  adhered  to  and  acted  upon  the  doctrine  set 
forth  in  the  first  part  of  these  instructions,  and  to  the  best  of  its  ability  has  also 
complied  with  the  second  part  of  those  instructions. 

In  regard  to  the  enactment  of  laws  for  the  care  of  such  funds  and  property 
in  trust,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  be  a Committee  to  draft  and  present 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  its  consideration  and  adoption,  at  its  next  regu^ir  meet- 
ing, such  Laws  and  Regulations  as  will  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States. 
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And  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  your  Committee  submit  the  following  ; 

Resolved, — That  the  Report  and  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee 
be  adopted.

Henry  McAfee  from  the  Special  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order, 
submitted  the  following  Report  and  resolutions  which  were  adopted  : 

Hamilton,  August  3rd,  1865. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  and  Legislation  beg  leave  most 
respectfully  to  offer  the  following  as  their  Report : 

1.  They  have  had  under  their  serious  consideration  the  Report  of  the  Most 
Worthy  Grand  Master,  and  they  would  take  the  liberty  to  congratulate  this 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  prosperity,  harmony  and  unanimity  with  which  the  Lodges 
in  this  Jurisdiction  are  doing  their  noble  and  holy  work  of  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth,  and  also  at  the  reception  which  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  met  with  in  his 
official  visits  and  capacity  as  the  head  of  the  Order,  from  the  various  Lodges 
which  were  honored  and  benefitted  by  his  presence  and  counsel.  But  it  is  a 
source  of  deep  regret  to  your  Committee  to  hear  that  two  of  our  sister  Lodges 
have  ceased  to  exist,  yet  on  the  whole  we  may  be  permitted  to  congratulate  this 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  prosperity  and  increase  of  our  beloved  Order  within  our 
Jurisdiction  during  the  fiscal  year  now  ended.  May  our  Order  continue  its 
course  upward  and  onward,  until  every  good  and  true  man  in  our  common 
country  is  enrolled  beneath  our  happy  and  friendly  banner  of  Faith,  Hope  and 
Charity. 

2.  (A)  In  reference  to  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  as  submitted  in  his 
Report.  First,  “ A member  who  is  in  good  standing  in  the  Manchester  Unity 
wishing  to  join  our  Order, can  he  do  so  and  remain  a member  of  the  former,  or  in 
other  words  can  he  belong  to  both  ?”  Answered  in  the  affirmative.  We  believe 
the  answer  to  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

(B.)  The  next  question, “Can  a Lodge  legally  hold  property  in  itsownname?” 
The  Grand  Master  says  he  referred  the  brother  to  the  Statute,  giving  the  Chapter 
and  Section. 

(C)  The  next  question,  “ whether  a Lodge  can  invest  the  Widow’s  and 
Orphan’s  Fund.”  We  believe  the  reply  to  be  in  every  way  correct,  and  would 
further  add,  that  the  Lodges  should  at  all  times  invest  said  fund  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage, but  in  such  a manner  that  it  could  be  always  at  the  control  of  the  Lodge, 
to  be  available  at  any  time. 

(D)  The  next  decision,  “Can  a Lodge  after  electing  a candidate  to  member- 
ship and  previous  to  his  admission,  have  they  or  not  the  light  to  reconsider  the 
matter  and  order  a new  ballot  for  the  candidate  ?”  Answered  in  the  affirmative. 
We  think  this  question  of  much  importance  and  should  be  well  understood.  For 
instance,  if  the  Lodge  ascertains  that  the  applicant  for  membership  made  false 
representations  in  order  to  gain  admission  into  the  Order,  then  the  Lodge  would 
clearly  have  the  right  to  reconsider  and  reject  the  applicant. 

(E)  The  next  decision  was  in  reply  to  the  question,  “A  brother  who  has  been 

a member  of  the  Order,  and  passed  all  the  Chairs,  and  had  been  a 
member  of  his  State  Grand  Lodge,  who  cannot  prove  satisfactorily  his  standing, 
having  no  card,  in  consequence  of  his  Lodge  having  ceased  to  work,  and  joins 
another  Lodge  by  initiation,  has  that  Lodge  a right  to  confer  over  again  the  De- 
grees on  the  brother  ? Or  does  his  initiation  entitle  him  to  the  rank  and  position 
he  formerly  held  in  the  Order?”  Replied  to  in  the  negative  as  follows  : That 

the  re-initiation  of  a member  was  illegal,  as  a brother  can  only  be  admitted 
by  Card,  &c.,  which  decision  we  deem  to  be  legal  and  in  accordance  with  law  and 
usage. 

(F)  The  next  decision  was  in  reply  to  the  question,  “Whether,  if  a Lodge 

had  conferred  the  Degrees  on  a brother,  situated  fas  described  in  the  preceding 
question  aud  reply)  would  they  be  compelled  to  refund  the  money  to  the  Brother 
which  he  paid  for  same.”  Replied  to  as  follows:  “That  if  the  member  was 

ignorant  of  the  law  and  acted  hona  fide,  he  ought  to  have  the  money  refunded,  if 
otherwise,  he  ought  to  forfeit  it.”  In  the  case  wherein  this  question  was  asked 
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and  reply  given,  the  Brother  expressed  the  desire  to  have  the  degrees  conferred 
on  him,  as  he  would  much  rather  pay  for  them,  than  go  to  the  trouble  of  hunting 
up  evidence  of  his  having  before  taken  them  ; and  under  the  circumstances  it  is 
the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  as  the  Lodge  acted  in  good  faith,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  brother,  the  money  should  be  forfeited  to  the  Lodge,  although  we 
must  add  that  the  proceedings  were  at  variance  with  the  Laws  and  usages  of  the 
Order. 

Your  Committee  are  sorry  to  be  informed  that  Bro.  Peel  will  not  be  present 
at  this  Session  (in  consequence  of  a death  in  his  family)  to  receive  tfc  e Testimo- 
nial so  honorably  earned  from  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  would  earnestly  endorse  all  that  the  Grand  Master  has  said 
with  regal'd  to  1).  D.  G.  M’s.  making  full  and  complete  semi-annual  Reports  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  as  such  reports  would  materially  assist  that  Officer  in  his 
arduous  duties,  and  in  making  out  the  statistics  for  this  Grand  Lodge. 

With  regard  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  the 
assassination  of  the  late  President  of  the  United  States,  Abraham  Lincoln,  your 
Committee  would  fully  endorse  the  action  of  the  Grand  Officers. 

With  regard  to  the  very  able  and  lucid  Report  of  our  efficient  and  Worthy 
Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Wigmore,  your  Committee  have  but  few  suggestions  to 
offer,  as  the  document  which  you  have  heard  read  this  morning,  in  every  particu- 
lar is  full,  clear  and  explicit  ; clearly  demonstrating  that  our  noble  Institution 
is  amply  fulfilling  its  mission  and  labor  of  love,  and  that  it  is  both  numerically 
and  financially  at  this  time,  in  as  healthy  a condition  throughout  this  Jurisdic  ■ 
tion  as  at  any  former  period  of  its  existence.  And  while  your  Committee  deplore 
the  loss  of  two  of  our  subordinate  Lodges,  yetwe  have  abundant  cause  for  congrat- 
ulation that  we  are  as  a whole  in  such  happy  and  prosperous  circumstances  as  are 
set  forth  in  that  Report.  Yonr  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Grand 
Master  be  instructed  to  appoint  a Committee  of  one  P.  G.  to  visit  the  defunct 
Lodges  mentioned  in  the  Report,  with  power  to  reclaim  the  Charters,  Books, 
Regalia,  Furniture  and  Funds  of  said  Lodge,  and  deposit  the  same  with  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

We  have  also  had  under  the  consideration  the  able  and  masterly  Report  of 
our  R.  W.  Grand  Representative,  Bro.  Bingham,  and  find  that  nothing  therein 
contained  calls  for  any  legislation  from  this  Committee  or  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
only  to  thank  most  cordially  that  faithful  and  efficient  officer,  for  the  able  and 
zealous  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties. 

In  conclusion  Brothers,  we  would  again  congratulate  this  Grand  Lodge  on 
the  prosperity  of  our  noble  and  beloved  Order.  May  it  continue  to  increase.

follows :

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GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodije  of  Canada  West , I.  0.  (>.  F.: 

Officers  anf  Representatives, — Permit  me  to  welcome  you  once 
more  to  tlie  mystic  circle  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Through  the  infinite  mercy  of  Divine  Providence  we  have  again 
been  permitted  to  assemble  together,  to  legislate  in  “Friendship,  Love 
and  Truth,”  for  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  ora  noble  Order. 

1.  It  affords  me  much  gratification  to  preside  over  your  delibera- 
tions at  this  time,  and  to  meet  so  many  old  familiar  faces.  But  that 
pleasure  is  alloyed  with  sorrow,  at  the  removal  from  this  earthly  en- 
campment of  those  devoted  and  time  honored  brethren,  Past  Grand 
Master  C.  Yale,  and  P.  D.  Grand  Master  Henry  Sewell.  While  we 
mourn  over  their  demise,  let  us  hope  that  our  loss  is  then  everlastmg 
gain,  and  that,  though  these  pillars  of  Odd  Fellowship  have  been  re- 
moved from  this  earthly  Lodge,  the  memory  of  the  good  deeds  they 
have  done  will  long  be  green  and  fresh  in  the  memory  of  the  Brother- 
hood. The  loss  of  Bro.  Yale  is  severely  felt  in  the  St.  Catharines  Dis- 
trict, where  he  was  regarded  as  a patriarch  indeed,  and  a connecting 
link  in  the  chain  of  our  fraternal  existence.  Long  and  sincerely  he 
labored  to  build  up  and  extend  the  influence  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  in 
the  evening  of  his  days  he  had  the  proud  satisfaction  of  seeing  that  his 
life  long  labors  had  not  been  altogether  in  vain, 

2.  Since  we  last  assembled  our  country  has  been  subjected  to  an 
invasion  by  a horde  of  ruffians  styling  themselves  Fenians,  who  endeav- 
ored to  render  our  homes  desolate,  and  deprive  us  of  that  beneficent 
system  of  government  under  which  we  have  been  so  abundantly  blessed 
as  a people  ; we  have  reason  to  feel  prond  of  the  spontaneous  response 
given  by  all  classes  of  the  people,  to  repel  the  invaders  and  drive  them 
back  in  disgrace  from  whence  they  came.  How  marked  a contrast 
does  there  exist  between  the  Fenian  organization  and  ora  own  ; there 
is  a fellowship  in  each,  but  while  theirs  is  avowedly  for  exciting  the 
worst  of  human  passions,  ours  is  calculated  to  cement  together  the 
kindliest  feelings  of  our  nature,  to  succor  the  widows  and  orphans,  to 
relieve  the  distressed,  and  so  act  under  the  divine  providence  of  God, 
as  to  attain  as  nearly  as  possible  the  summit  of  human  happiness. 

On  a former  occasion  my  predecessor  had  the  pleasure  of  submit- 
ting to  you  a communication  from  Bro.  Schuyler  Colfax,  of  Indiana, 
through  whom  was  transmitted  an  address  to  His  Excellency  Andrew 
Johnson,  President  of  the  United  States,  referring  to  the  assassina- 
tion of  Abraham  Lincoln,  late  President  of  the  United  States.  His  re- 
ply was  couched  in  very  complimentary  language,  and  dwelt  upon  the 
friendly  and  brotherly  feeling  expressed  in  our  letter.  I regret  to  state 
that  1 have  since  learned  that  this  brother  has  openly  countenanced 
the  Fenian  organization,  and  thus  placed  himself  in  a position  of  antag- 
onism to  us,  and  also  to  the  well  known  principles  of  ora  Order. 

3.  On  June  5th,  in  company  with  P.  G.,  A.  Purvis,  and  according 
to  arrangement  with  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  A.  Frew,  I paid  a visit  to 
Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  Hamilton.  This  Lodge  is  one  of  the  youngest 
in  the  jurisdiction,  but  the  membership  and  representation  show  her  to 
be  in  a flourishing  condition.  In  Bro.  Frew's  report  for  July,  he  says  : 
“The  prospects  of  our  Order  here  are  exceedingly  encouraging  ; during 
the  last  term  we  have  made  28  new  members,  conferred  92  degrees,  and 
since  the  first  of  the  month  we  have  had  eight  applications  for  mem- 
bership.” I feel  assured  that  if  harmony  continues  to  prevail  among 
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the  members  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  she  will  take  high  rank  in  the  Order, 
from  her  position  in  one  of  the  first  cities  of  the  West.  While  visiting 
the  above  Lodge,  the  minute  book  of  Burlington  Lodge  No.  17,  which 
had  been  recovered  by  the  energetic  endeavors  of  Bros.  Barr  and  Frew, 
was  handed  to  me.  The  last  meeting  held  by  this  Lodge  was  in  March, 
1848,  over  eighteen  years  ago.  The  records  contain  matters  of  much 
interest,  and  will  repay  the  curious  who  may  give  them  a careful 
perusal. 

4.  In  the  month  of  March  I received  a pressing  invitation  from 
D.  D.  Grand  Master,  John  Taylor,  to  visit  Brock  Lodge  No.  9,  to  attend 
their  anniversary  supper.  I could  not  at  the  time  comply  with  their 
wishes.  A short  time  after,  while  on  a business  journey  to  Montreal, 
I stayed  over  a few  hours  at  Brockville,  but  was  unable,  from  the  short 
notice  given,  to  obtain  a special  meeting.  This  was  during  the  first 
Fenian  excitement,  and  I found  Bro.  Taylor,  together  with  other  broth- 
ers, “doing  duty  at  their  country’s  call,”  thereby  giving  practical  evi- 
dence, that  while  we  as  Odd  Fellows  are  “fraternal  to  our  fellow  men,” 
we  are  at  the  same  tune  faithful  to  our  Queen  and  country.  Brock 
Lodge,  in  her  old  age,  is  still  healthy  and  vigorous. 

5.  On  Monday  evening,  July  16tli,  I visited  Forest  City  Lodge  No. 
38,  London.  A well  filled  Lodge  and  a bright  glare  of  scarlet  regalia 
greeted  my  eyes  as  I entered  the  room,  thus  reflecting  on  my  mind  the 
motto,  “zealous  in  the  cause  and  well  up  in  the  Order.”  I took  part  in 
an  initiation,  and  (although  early  in  the  term),  I was  much  pleased  with 
the  proficiency  of  the  several  officers.  Seven  petitions  were  presented. 

The  following  evening  I visited  the  officers  and  members  of  Eureka 
Lodge  No.  30.  The  meeting  to  me  was  an  interesting  one,  the  work 
was  prompt  and  correct,  showing  that  this  Lodge  is  a strong  pillar  in 
the  temple  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

From  among  the  warm-hearted  brothers  of  London,  I took  my  de- 
parture to  visit  Samaritan  Lodge  No.  35,  Ingersoll.  Arriving  there,  I 
found  awaiting  me  our  firm,  tried  and  true  brother,  D.  D.  Grand  Master, 
A.  Bristol ; after  an  hour’s  conversation  with  a few  of  the  brothers,  I 
proceeded  to  their  Lodge  room,  took  my  seat  amongst  them  in  due 
form,  and  the  business  of  the  evening  went  on.  I am  pleased  to  say  that 
a more  contented  and  happy  family  compact  it  never  lias  been  my  privi- 
lege to  witness.  Samaritan  Lodge  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
was  in  rather  a precarious  condition  : in  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master’s 
Report,  he  alludes  to  the  time  when  he  saw  but  little  hope  of  their 
surviving  long  as  a Lodge,  but  towards  the  close  of  the  term  he  for- 
warded a most  encouraging  report. 

I have  met  thrice  with  Union  Lodge,  No.  16,  in  an  official  capacity. 
I installed  the  officers  of  both  terms,  and  also  paid  an  official  visit  in 
June  last.  It  would  be  unbecoming  in  me  to  eulogize  my  parent  Lodge, 
I may,  however,  be  pardoned  for  the  just  pride  that  I cherish  in  hailing 
from  one  so  honored  and  revered  by  all  for  her  steadfast  adherence  to 
the  principles  of  the  Order.  She  is  now  as  she  has  ever  been — faithful 
and  true. 

6.  I regret  to  report  that  Long  Point  Lodge  has  been  compelled  to 
surrender  her  Charter.  In  a letter  from  Bro.  R.  Thoroughgood,  he  de- 
plores that  such  is  the  case,  giving  as  a reason  for  then-  discontinuing 
to  work,  a lack  of  interest,  and  inegular  attendance  of  the  members. 
He  enclosed  me  12.00  as  per  centage  due  Grand  Lodge  up  to  the  time 
that  the  Lodge  became  defunct,  and  informed  me  that  the  Charter,  W. 
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Books,  and  a quantity  of  blank  forms  were  in  his  hands,  I instructed 
him  to  forward  them  to  D.  D.  G.  M.  Lauterbach,  in  trust  for  Grand 
Lodge.  This  request  has  been  complied  with. 

I have  been  supplied  through  the  same  source  with  a list  of  broth 
ers  names  who  are  entitled  to  Cards  of  Clearance  from  the  time  Long 
Point  Lodge  became  defunct.  I would  most  respectfully  recommend 
that  said  Cards  be  issued  by  authority  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  to 
the  following  brothers,  viz  : — -George  Wetherly,  John  Wilson,  Thomas 
Simpson,  George  F.  Counter,  John  Reid,  Geo.  Werrett,  Chas.  Damyon. 
Thos.  Robertslaw,  John  S.  Austin,  Duncan  M.  Wilson,  and  Reuben 
Thoroughgood.  I have  to  commend  those  brothers  for  their  fidelity  to 
their  pledge  of  honor. 

Imperial  Lodge,  No.  37,  has  also  ceased  to  exist.  I am  in  receipt 
of  communications  from  Bros.  Smith  Mathews,  H.  C.  Forsyth  and 
others,  tendering  their  effects  and  funds  to  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  view 
of  joining  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  Brantford. 

7.  During  the  early  part  of  January  I received  a communication 
through  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  from  five  Scarlet  members,  pray- 
ing for  a Warrant  to  open  a Lodge,  under  the  name  and  title  of  Mount 
Zion  Lodge,  No.  46,  in  the  Village  of  Newbury,  C.  W.  I issued  said 
Warrant  and  commissioned  the  proper  officer  of  that  jurisdiction  to  in- 
stitute said  Lodge.  He  having  declined,  1 instructed  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  to  proceed  and  perform  that  duty.  He  accepted  the  trust, 
and  carried  out  the  same  on  the  18th  of  January,  in  company  with 
Grand  Warden  Beltz,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  R.  Kirkpatrick,  P.  G.  Anderson 
Chapman,  and  M.  Dawson.  The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  informs  me 
that  since  their  institution  he  has  paid  them  several  visits,  and  that 
they  are  making  daily  improvement  both  in  knowledge  of  the  work  and 
in  point  of  membership. 

8.  When  I accepted  the  office  of  Grand  Master  at  your  hands,  I did 
so  under  the  impression  that,  selecting  my  own  time,  I could  accom- 
plish a visit  to  every  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  ; in  this  I have  been  dis- 
appointed. I have  therefore  been  compelled  to  deny  myself  the  plea- 
sure of  visiting  the  following  Lodges,  viz  : Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29, 
Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  St.  Marys  Lodge,  No.  36,  Avon 
Lodge,  No.  41,  and  Frontier  Lodge,  No.  45.  Nevertheless,  I have  been 
in  constant  correspondence  w-itli  the  different  D.  D.  G.  M.’s  of  those 
districts  (whose  diligence  I take  pleasure  in  recording  here)  and  from 
all,  come  the  cheering  intelligence,  “We  are  increasing  in  membership, 
in  wealth,  and  position.”  The  powers  of  expansion  exhibited  in  the 
“Infant”  Lodge  at  Windsor  are  unprecedented  ; they,  truly,  are  giants 
in  latter  days. 

9.  Report  of  commisskm  to  Rond  Eau  Lodge  is  detailed  in  corres- 
pondence of  Bros.  Bennett  and  Snyder,  and  also  referred  to  in  a letter 
marked  A.  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary.  A card  of  clearance,  as 
ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  has  been  issued  to  Bro.  Graham  of  the 
late  Thames  Lodge,  Mitchell. 

10.  Points  of  law,  submitted  for  my  decision,  are  few  in  number, 
and  as  follows  : — 1st.  Query — Is  the  junior  P.  G.  of  a Lodge,  eligible  to 
be  sent  to  Grand  Lodge,  when  there  are  other  qualified  P.  G.’s  who  are 
willing  to  attend  ? Answer, — A junior  P.  G.  is  not  directly  speaking 
an  officer  of  a Lodge,  but  may  be  elected  a Representative  to  Grand 
Lodge.  (Page  148,  clause  5 of  revised  Digest. 

2nd.  A person  is  proposed  for  admission  by  card,  pays  his  fee  #5, 
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and  is  appointed  or  elected  to  office.  On  the  next  night  of  meeting 
some  of  the  members  take  exception  to  his  standing  in  the  community, 
alleging  that  he  is  engaged  in  an  unlawful  calling.  A committee  is  ap- 
pointed to  make  the  necessary  inquiries  in  the  case,  report  in  due  time 
to  the  Lodge  that  they  are  satisfied  beyond  doubt  that  the  party  in 
question  keeps  an  unlicensed  grogery.  The  Lodge  take  action  on  the 
report,  and  recommend  that  the  Five  Dollars  which  the  party  had  paid 
into  the  Lodge  be  given  back  to  him,  and  that  he  he  requested  to  con- 
sider his  membership  at  an  end.  He  accepts  the  money,  and  there  the 
matter  rested  for,  say  two  years  and  a half,  there  being  a mutual  under- 
standing that  no  membership  exists.  The  party  now  wishes  to  become 
a member  of  the  same  Lodge,  not  considering  himself  as  belonging  to 
any.  The  question  is.  how  can  it  be  done  ? Can  he  be  received  as  an 
Ancient  Odd- Fellow  ; or  is  he  actually  a member,  having  been  formerly 
received  '?  Did  the  mutual  understanding  between  him  and  the  Lodge 
two  and  a half  years  ago.  dissolve  his  connection,  he  having  received 
back  his  fee  ; or  is  he  still  a member  ? If  a member  must  he  pay  his 
two  and  a half  year’s  dues  before  he  can  be  accepted  as  good  on  the 
books  ? If  not  a member,  can  he  be  proposed  as  if  no  former  action 
had  been  taken  '?  In  short,  what  is  his  position  in  connection  with  the 
Lodge. 

Answer  given  by  referring  to  Digest,  page  89,  clause  19.  “If  a per- 
son be  illegally  elected  to  membership  through  fraud  or  mistake,  (as  to 
his  health  or  otherwise)  a majority  of  the  Lodge  can,  previously  to  his 
initiation,  order  a new  ballot ; but  if  the  fraud  he  not  discovered  until 
after  his  initiation,  the  party  must  be  regarded  as  a member,  and  can 
only  be  expelled  upon  a regular  trial.”  In  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going, I decided  that  the  Lodge  committed  an  error  in  returning  the 
fee  and  coming  to  an  understanding  of  the  kind.  If  the  Brother  has 
not  ceased  to  become  a member  from  non-payment  of  dues,  he  can 
make  himself  good  by  paying  all  arrearage,  or  by  compromise ; yet  the 
charge  would  still  be  pending. 

11.  I have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  a copy  of  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas,  U.  S.  In  looking  over  it  I find  the  following 
reference,  “No  action  has  yet  been  had  in  regard  to  procuring  charters 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  for  the  same  reason  as  assigned 
in  a former  report,  viz  : the  high  rate  of  exchange.  The  Subordinate 
Lodges  are  exceedingly  anxious  to  have  their  charters,  and  would  re- 
spectfully ask  some  definite  legislation  on  the  subject.” 

12.  According  to  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Grand 
Lodge,  appointing  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  as  a special 
committee,  to  draft  an  address  to  be  presented  to  Bro.  John  Peel.  The 
committee  have  carried  out  their  instructions.  The  address  and  Jewel 
were  presented  by  Grand  Rep.  Jas.  Smith,  assisted  by  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  at  a meeting  of  Eureka  and  Forest  City  Lodges,  and  in  the 
presence  of  P.  G.  Sire  J.  B.  Nicholson.  Bro.  Peel  made  a most  affection- 
ate reply,  and  all  present  were  delighted  with  the  social  reunion.  A 
copy  of  the  address  is  herewith  submitted  : 

TO  PAST  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTER,  JOHN  R.  PEEL. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother.— It  was  with  feelings  of  unalloyed  regret  to  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F.,  at  their  last 
session,  held  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  to  learn  that  a sudden  and  unexpected 
bereavement  in  your  family  would  prevent  you  from  being  present  at  that  meet- 
ing, and  thereby  deprive  them  of  the  pleasure  they  had  in  view  of  placing  upon 
their  records  the  high  estimation  in  which  you  were  held  by  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  a just  appreciation  of  your  ability  as  an  artist, 
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which  the  beautiful  design  presented  by  you  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a Charter, 
most  fully  and  substantially  proves. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  long  felt  its  inability  to  do  you  the  justice  which  the 
time  and  labor  you  have  spent  on  that  beautiful  design  fully  entitles  you ; but 
we  are  satisfied  that  is  not  so  much  the  real  value  of  the  article  that  may  be  ten- 
dered to  you  as  the  spirit  from  which  it  emanates,  that  we  can  assure  you  is 
unanimous,  and  only  to  be  regretted  by  all,  that  more  could  not  be  done.  There- 
fore, Dear  Brother,  please  to  accept  this  Jewel  of  the  Order  as  a slight  souvenir 
of  our  affectionate  regards  towards  you,  and  may  the  feelings  which  prompt  the 
gift  stimulate  you  to  still  persevere  in  spreading  faithfully,  wherever  your  lot  may 
be  cast,  the  healthy  and  beneficial  influence  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

May  the  All  seeing  Eye  of  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe  watch  over  you  during 
your  earthly  pilgrimage,  and  at  the  Great  Day,  when  all  shall  be  called  upon 
to  give  account  of  their  stewardship,  may  you  be  permitted  to  receive  the  everlast- 
ing Jewel  of  Eternal  Life,  and  with  the  right  hand  of  Angelic  Fellowship  be 
enrolled  a member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  above,  where  our  Heavenly  Father  rules 
and  presides  for  evermore.

The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  submitted  the  following 
report  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution. 

GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,,  I.  O.  O.  F. : 

In  compliance  with  the  Constitution  of  our  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  I 
herewith  submit  to  you  a report  upon  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

Brethren, — The  return  of  another  Grand  Lodge  meeting  should 
bring  with  it  the  solemn  and  peculiar  feelings  common  to  all  of  our  race, 
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who  are  alive  to  their  instincts  as  children  of  one  common  parent,  the 
lapse  of  another  year.  And  while  its  trials  and  sorrows  are  past,  we 
cannot  forget  the  manifold  blessings  and  privileges  with  which  we  have 
been  favored,  how  we  are  again  permitted  to  associate  ourselves  to- 
gether, under  the  mild  and  benign  banner  of  our  Order,  clasp  each 
others  hand  in  communion  and  fellowship,  and  unite  to  more  closely 
develop  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  Who  that  has 
a heart  to  feel,  must  not  at  this  hallowed  moment  and  under  such 
gracious  and  favorable  circumstances,  thankfully  render  the  tribute  of 
gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  his  kindness  in  sparing  our  lives  and 
permitting  us  once  more  to  meet  in  this  Hall,  consecrated  to  Friend- 
ship, Love  and  Truth. 

Since  our  last  annual  communication,  part  of  our  jurisdiction  has 
had  a visit  from  Past  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  J.  B.  Nicholson,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  speaking  of  that  worthy  Brother  brings  up  joyous  emotions.  His 
visit  to  Canada  will  never  be  forgotten.  Imbued  with  fervent  charity 
to  all  men — long  may  the  great  Master  of  the  universe  spare  him  to 
expound  the  gentle  teachings  and  grand  truths  to  which  he  gave  utter- 
ance in  the  halls  of  St.  Catharines,  Brantford,  London  and  Windsor — 
may  his  shadow  never  grow  less  and  immortality  crown  his  earthly 
transit. 

Immediately  after  the  Session  of  this  Grand  Body,  held  at  Hamil- 
ton, Canada  West,  I compiled  the  proceedings  thereof,  and  according 
to  a resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  caused  200  copies  to  be  printed  and 
forwarded  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Grand  Officers  -of  this  juris- 
diction ; also,  to  all  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments  through  the 
United  States. 

I have,  during  the  past  year,  received  the  proceedings  of  the  fol- 
lowing Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  viz : From  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Indiana,  Kansas,  California,  Maine,  Connecticut,  Oregon,  New  Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania,  Nebraska,  Wisconsin,  Kentucky,  Michigan  and 
Massachusetts,  and  from  the  Grand  Encampments  of  Wisconsin,  Indi- 
ana, Iowa,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  New  Hampshire,  Kentucky,  New  Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts  and  Illinois. 

1.  My  correspondence  for  the  past  year  will  be  laid  before  you  for 
your  inspection.  But  little  of  consequence  has  been  received. 

2.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  at 
the  last  year’s  Session,  and  adopted  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  (page 
327.)  I notified  Jared  M.  Gleeson  and  Chas.  M.  Male,  of  Lockport,  U. 
S.,  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Body  regarding  their  cards  of  clearance 
from  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  returned  the  one  dollar  “green  back” 
which  they  forwarded  for  said  cards. 

3.  The  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  last  year,  on  page  334  of 
the  Journal  of  Proceedings,  referring  to  the  presentation  of  the  Jewel 
to  P.  D.  Grand  Master  Peel,  has  been  duly  carried  into  effect. 

4.  The  By-Laws  of  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  46,  are  hereby  laid 
before  this  Grand  Body  for  approval. 

5.  On  July  13th,  1866,  I received  a letter  from  Columbia,  South 
Carolina,  dated  July  6th,  1866,  and  signed  by  John  Stork,  enclosing  30 
cents  m scrip  to  forward  13  circulars  to  the  different  Lodges  in  this 
jurisdiction  ; said  circulars  have  not  yet  arrived. 

6.  The  semi-annual  returns  for  both  terms  have  been  duly  received 
from  all  our  Lodges,  except  Imperial  Lodge  No.  37,  Burford  and  Long 
Point  Lodge  No,  42,  Simcoe,  T received  two  dollars  from  the  M,  W, 
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Grand  Master,  as  sent  to  him  from  Long  Point  Lodge,  being  the  amount 
due  Grand  Lodge  at  the  time  of  said  Lodge  breaking  up. 

7.  Your  Secretary,  since  his  arrival  in  Brantford,  received  from 
Bros.  Matthews  and  Findlay,  the  books,  papers,  funds,  &c.,  &c.,  belong- 
ing to  Imperial  Lodge,  with  an  Inventory  marked  B.  The  funds 
returned  to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  said  Brothers  amount  to  ($40)  forty 
dollars. 

The  Communication  received  by  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  will 
explain  the  position  of  Long  Point  Lodge  No.  42,  Simcoe. 

8.  On  the  29tli  of  November,  1865,  I received  from  D.  D.  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  Snyder,  and  P.  Grand  Bro.  J.  Bennett,  of  Chatham 
Lodge,  through  express,  property  of  Rond  Eau  Lodge  No.  49,  consist- 
ing of  books,  papers,  &c.,  &c.  On  receipt  of  said  property  your  Secre- 
tary caused  an  Inventory  to  be  taken  of  the  same  by  Grand  Warden 
Bro.  E.  Beltz,  of  Forest  City  Lodge,  and  Bro.  Craig,  of  Eureka  Lodge, 
London,  C.  W.  The  valuation  of  said  property  amounts  to  $36.35. 
The  Charter  and  Seal  of  said  Lodge  are  now  in  possession  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

9.  A circular  has  been  duly  received  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  C.  and 
R.  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  United  States,  informing  this  Grand 
Lodge  that  at  the  next  Session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S., 
the  revision  of  the  work  will  come  especially  before  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  consideration  and  final  action. 

10.  A communication  lias  also  been  received  from  the  R.  W.  G.  C. 
and  R.  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  United  States,  enclosing  slips 
of  the  new  forms  of  O.  B.  N.,  which  I distributed  to  the  different 
Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction. 

11.  In  accordance  with  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Returns, 
(page  327  of  last  year’s  Journal,)  regarding  the  overcharge  of  percent- 
age to  Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  report  was 
adopted,  I credited  Erie  Lodge  with  the  amount  overcharged. 

12.  At  the  Institution  of  Mount  Zion  Lodge  No.  46,  Newbury,  C. 
W.,  your  Secretary  disposed  of  all  the  effects  received  from  Rond  Eau 
Lodge,  except  the  Seal  and  Charter  to  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  at  the  valu- 
ation of  Bros.  Beltz  and  Craig,  and  Rond  Eau  Lodge  has  been  duly 
credited  on  the  books  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

13.  Your  Secretary  received  communications  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  New  Jersey  and  Massachusetts,  asking  for  all  back  numbers 
of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body.  There  not  being 
sufficient  numbers  on  hand,  I could  not  comply  with  the  request. 

14.  The  account  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
is  most  respectfully  laid  before  this  Grand  Lodge. 

15.  The  Income  and  the  Expenditure  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
past  year  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted,  which  I hope  will  prove 
in  every  way  satisfactory.

The  Grand  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  submitted  the  following  Report  : 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE’S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West , I.  O.  O.  F.  ; 

Officers  and  Representatives. — It  is  with  feelings  of  much  pleas- 
ure that  I,  as  your  Representative  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United ' States,  have  the  honor  to  submit  an  abstract  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  last  memorable  Session  of  that  Grand  Body,  which 
convened  in  the  Odd  Fellow’s  Hall,  North  Gay  Street,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  on  Monday  the  18th  September,  1865,  and  which  continued 
in  operation  during  the  entire  week. 

Tongue  could  not  tell,  nor  pen  fully  describe  the  unwonted  joy  and 
unbounded  felicity  manifested  throughout  the  membership  during  the 
whole  period  of  that  memorable  meeting  of  the  Brethren  on  that 
Mecca  of  Odd  Fellowship  ; nor  was  it  indeed  confined  to  the  members, 
for  citizens  generally  seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  as  to  who  would  do 
the  most  for  our  noble  cause. 

To  sav  that  the  meeting  of  1865  was  one  of  unusual  interest,  would 
be  saying  little  indeed  ; but  when  our  good  and  present  noble  Captain, 
Isaac  M.  Vetch  of  the  bark,  Odd  Fellowship,  took  the  helm,  according  to 
ancient  custom,  and  kindly  ordered  his  venerable  mate,  James  L. 
Ridgely,  to  pipe  all  hands,  joy  knew  no  bounds,  for  after  a voyage  of 
four  years  spent  in  war,  tumult,  and  trouble,  five  only  of  the  jolly  crew 
were  found  wanting,  viz  : the  Representatives  from  North  Carolina, 
Florida,  Canada  East,  Arkansas,  and  Oregon  ; the  last  two  were  re- 
ported in  good  health,  bub  from  causes  over  which  they  had  no  control, 
failed  to  answer  to  their  names. 

The  report  of  our  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  is  in  itself  a very  able 
production,  and  one  well  calculated  to  promote  harmony  and  love 
among  the  Brethren.  Neither  time  nor  space  will  permit  me  to  here 
give  it  you  word  for  word,  but  it  is  more  than  evident  that  he  has 
spent  a vast  amount  of  valuable  time  in  infusing  new  life  and  spirit

into  tlie  Order  generally,  more  especially  those  jurisdictions  which 
were  lagging  by  the  way.  Need  I say  that  already  he  has  reaped  a 
rich  reward,  and  to  his  untiring  zeal  in  writing,  speaking  and  visiting, 
may  be  attributed  the  fact  (to  a great  extent)  that  our  order  is  now  in 
its  good  and  present  prosperous  condition.  Among  his  many  decisions 
during  the  past  year,  I have  selected  the  following  as  requisite  for  sub- 
mission in  this  report. 

2nd.  That  a motion  for  reconsideration  of  a ballot  for  an  applicant 
for  membership,  who  has  been  rejected,  may  be  made  at  such  time  as 
the  local  law  of  a Lodge  may  specify  ; and  in  the  absence  of  any  local 
law  on  the  subject  a motion  for  reconsideration  may  be  made  at  any 
time,  provided  such  motion  is  made  by  those  depositing  the  blackballs. 

3rd.  If  the  local  law  so  provides,  a Lodge  may  go  through  its  reg- 
ular business,  close  in  due  form,  and  then  open  in  and  confer  any  of  the 
degrees. 

4th.  Where  the  law  of  a Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  pro- 
vides that  a Grand  Representative  is  an  elective  Grand  Officer  thereof, 
he  is  to  be  recognized  as  such  and  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  Order 
when  visiting  a Subordinate  officially. 

5th.  It  is  the  duty  of  a Subordinate  to  obey  the  decisions  of  its 
Grand  Lodge,  which  are  final  and  conclusive,  until  reversed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  upon  proper  application  thereto. 
Pending  such  appeal,  the  Subordinate  Lodge  is  not  entitled  to  any 
privileges  other  than  those  accorded  to  it  by  its  Grand  Lodge,  which 
may  enforce  its  decision  by  demanding  the  Charter  and  effects  of  the 
Subordinate  for  non-complicance  with  the  decision  appealed  from. 

6th.  A number  of  Subordinate  Lodges  cannot  legally  establish  a 
Union  Degree  of  Rebekah  Lodge,  and  hold  regular  meetings  thereof  for 
conferring  and  working  that  degree. 

7th.  When  a Grand  Master  and  Grand  Representative  of  the 
same  jurisdiction,  each  at  different  times  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  instruct  a Subordinate  Lodge  or  a D.  D.  Grand  Master,  in  the 
secret  work  of  the  Order  and  their  instructions  differ,  the  instructions 
of  the  Grand  Master  as  the  supreme  authority  in  the  jurisdiction,  are 
to  be  followed. 

8th.  A candidate  for  membership  in  the  Order,  who  has  been  elect- 
ed in  a Lodge  where  he  resides,  cannot  be  initiated  in  a Lodge  located 
where  he  may  temporary  reside,  upon  the  request  of  the  Lodge  electing 
him,  but  all  initiations  must  take  place  in  the  Lodge  in  which  the  ap- 
plicant is  elected. 

9th.  Societies  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  composed  of  ladies  in  pos- 
session of  that  degree,  the  Regalia  Room  and  the  work  of  that  degree 
used,  are  irregular,  unauthorized,  and  in  contravention  to  the  legisla- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

10th.  The  law  of  the  Session  of  1864,  prohibiting  anniversaries, 
&c.,  without  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Patriarch,  pre- 
dicated upon  the  promises  that  no  intoxicating  beverage  would  be  used, 
is  not  intended  to  prevent  Lodges  and  Encampments  from  joining  in  a 
public  procession  in  regalia,  in  connection  with  other  organizations 
when  invited  to  do  so  by  the  civil  authorities  ; and  permission  for  that 
purpose  may  be  obtained  from  the  respective  jurisdictions  under  such 
regulations  as  they  may  prescribe. 

These  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  severally  confirmed  by 
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the  Grand  Lodge,  except  the  7th,  which  was  modified  by  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge.  (See  page  3821,  3843,  Journal  G.  L.  U.  S.) 

The  report  of  our  venerable  and  highly  esteemed  Brother,  Grand 
Secretary  Ridgely,  is  complete  with  a vast  amount  of  information,  and 
fully  shows  that  our  beloved  Order  never  was  in  the  same  healthy  con- 
dition as  it  now  is  ; and  what  goes  far  to  substantiate  this  is  the  fact, 
that  the  revenue  also  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  1,  1865,  has 
far  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  finances  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  to  be  in  a most  satisfactory  condition,  the  total  amount 
to  the  credit  for  the  period  above  mentioned,  sums  up  $31,224.02,  while 
the'  disbursements  during  the  same  time  was  only  $17,425.02,  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $13,799.00. 

The  report  from  the  Finance  Committee,  and  which  is  substanti- 
ally as  follows,  was  adopted. 

Resolved, — That  the  Digest  hereafter  he  sold  at  $1.50  each,  with  a discount  of 
331  per  cent,  when  fifty  or  more  copies  are  purchased  at  one  time. 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  hereby  remits  the  tax 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  of  Virginia,  South  Carolina, 
North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Texas  ; and  of  Grand 
Lodges  of  Florida,  Arkansas  and  Vermont,  for  the  years  1861,  ’62,  ’63,  ’64. 

Resolved, — That  the  notes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  for  Representa- 
tive tax  for  said  five  years,  and  notes  of  Grand  Encampment  of  North  Carolina, 
given  for  taxes  and  supplies  previous  to  1861,  he  and  are  hereby  cancelled. 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish 
upon  reasonable  credit  to  such  institutions,  whatever  supplies  he  may  deem 
necessary,  during  the  current  year. 

The  consideration  of  the  last  three  clauses  of  this  report  drew  out 
a discussion,  in  which  many  noble  brothers  out-poured  the  essence  of 
then-  inmost  souls,  expressing  sentiments  hallowed  by  the  purest  prin- 
ciples of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  Yes,  men  and  Brothers  of  the 
North  and  South  there  met  and  gave  utterance  (breathings  of  peace 
and  harmony)  to  such  expressions  as  never  before  fell  from  human  lips. 
Joy  knew  no  bounds  : All  seemed  to  realize  that  beautiful  passage  m 
our  Ritual,  “That  the  wolf  and  the  lamb  were  about  to  lie  down  to- 
gether.” Yes,  and  in  reality  a little  child  could  easily  have  lead  all  as- 
sembled there,  they  were  so  impressed  with  the  magnanimous,  kindly, 
and  brotherly  feelings  so  beautifully  portrayed  during  the  occasion. 
All  was  peace  and  harmony. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  gave  decisions  of  law 
as  follows : — 

1st.  Question — What  is  meant  by  the  words,  “Satisfactory  evidence 
of  former  connection  with  the  Order.”  They,  the  Committee,  ex- 
pounded. 

1st.  “That  the  evidence  to  be  satisfactory,  must  come  from  the 
Lodge  of  which  the  person  was  formerly  a member.” 
y *■-  2nd.  “If  such  Lodge  be  extinct,  then  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  under 
whose  jurisdiction  the  Subordinate  existed.” 

3rd.  In  case  the  evidence  can  be  procured  from  neither  of  these 
sources,  then  the  party  may  be  admitted  into  the  order  by  initiation.” 

2nd  Q.  Upon  a question  as  “to  how  a Brother  expelled  or  suspend- 
ed, whose  Lodge  has  afterwards  become  extinct,  may  regain  member- 
ship,” the  interpretation  of  the  law  was  to  the  following  effect. 

“That  a Brother  who  has  been  expelled  for  non-payment  of  dues  or 
crime  from  a Lodge  which  subsequently  became  extinct,  can  only  re- 
gain membership  in  the  Order  through  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  which  the 
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Lodge  he  belonged  to  was  subordinate ; and  this  rule  applies  also  to 
the  patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order.” 

3rd  Q.  Upon  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  members  of  Lodges  and  En- 
campments visiting  other  Lodges  and  Encampments  in  a body,  and  in- 
troduced by  their  own  officers,  are  entitled  to  the  “honors  of  the  Order.” 
The  Committee  submit — 

“That  officers  and  members  of  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encamp- 
ments visiting  other  Lodges  and  Encampments  in  a body  and  intro- 
duced by  their  own  officers,  are  not  entitled  to  be  received  with  the 
honors  of  the  Order.” 

The  following  report  by  the  Committee  on  Legislation  was  adopted. 

Resolved, — That  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  of  this  Order  shall 
vote  by  ballot  upon  all  applications  for  final  cards,  made  in  accordance  with  ex- 
isting laws;  and  the  affirmative  vote  of  a majority  of  the  members  present,  shall 
be  necessary  to  the  granting  of  such  card. 

Resolved, — That  upon  such  ballot,  should  a majority  of  the  members  present 
refuse  their  consent  to  the  granting  of  a final  card  to  an  applicant  therefor  ; such 
applicant  upon  payment  of  all  dues  and  tendering  a written  resignation  of  his 
membership,  and  not  otherwise  disqualified,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
Secretary  or  Scribe,  under  seal,  a certificate  that  he  has  resigned  his  membership, 
and  such  certificate  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  that  the  Brother  was  in  good 
standing  at  the  time  of  his  resignation,  provided, — “That  upon  a refusal  of  a 
Lodge  or  Encampment  to  grant  such  withdrawal  card,  the  member  applying  for 
the  same  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Encamp- 
ment of  his  jurisdiction. 

Resolved, — That  visiting  and  withdrawal  cards,  heretofore  issued  by  any 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  attested  by  the 
seal  of  the  Grand  Body  issuing  the  same,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  as  ef- 
fectual as  if  the  same  had  borne  the  counter  signature,  or  fac  simile  thereof,  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved, — That  from  and  after  this  date,  expired  withdrawal  cards  may  be 
received  or  deposited  for  applications  for  charters  for  Subordinate  Lodges  and  for 
charters  for  Subordinate  Encampments,  where  the  holders  of  such  cards  are  con- 
tributing members  of  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Resolved, — That  the  place  designated  in  the  Charter  is  the  seat  of  a State 
Grand  Lodge,  until  properly  changed.  It  is,  however,  the  legal  right  of  a State 
Grand  Lodge  to  hold  its  sessions  from  time  to  time  at  such  place  within  its  own 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  determined  upon  at  any  preceding  meeting. 

The  consideration  of  having  an  honorary  membership  attached  to 
our  Order  was  referred  to  this  Committee,  who  reported  adversely  ; 
which  report,  notwithstanding  a strong  opposition  was  adopted. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  as  follows,  was  adopted  : 

Amend  Art.  16,  Sec.  4 of  Constitution,  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
words  “Provided,  however,”  and  adding  the  following  : — “That  when 
it  shall  be  satisfactorily  represented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  that  the  necessities  of  a State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand 
Jurisdiction  require  it,  a resolution  may  be  passed  by  a vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  Representatives  present  at  any  meeting,  granting  to  the 
particular  State,  District  or  Territorial  Jurisdiction  applying  therefor 
the  right  to  re-admit  to  membership  within  its  jurisdiction,  upon  such 
terms  as  it  may  prescribe,  suspended  members  of  the  Order  residing 
in  the  same,  who  may  have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues 
and  who  have  not  been  under  suspension  for  less  than  three  years,  and 
also  the  right  to  admit  members  of  defunct  Lodges  not  able  to  get  a 
card — it  being  distinctly  understood  that  so  soon  as  the  necessity  re- 
quiring it  shall  have  passed  away,  this  privilege  shall  be  yielded  up  by 
the  jurisdiction  receiving  it. 

The  By-laws  were  amended  as  follows,  viz  :

Strike  out  of  Art.  22  of  By-laws,  in  twenty-fifth  line,  Digest  page 
B,  the  words  “and  aprons  as  above  described,”  and  add  the  words 
“trimmed  with  yellow  lace  or  fringe  so  that  so  much  of  said  By-laws 
as  relates  to  the  regalia  of  the  Past  Chief  Patriarch,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows : — “Past  Chief  Patriarchs  shall  wear  purple  collars  or  sashes, 
trimmed  with  yellow  lace  or  fringe.” 

The  Degree  of  Rebekah  seems  to  stand  in  jeopardy,  as  the  special 
committee  appointed  on  that  head,  reported  unanimously  that  the 
same  be  abolished  ; but  upon  a resolution  the  report  was  laid  over  until 
the  next  session  of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  revision  of  the  secret  work  and  ritual  of  our  Order  was,  after 
a good  deal  of  consideration,  postponed  until  the  next  assembly  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ; officers  and  members  having  promised  to  report  verbally 
to  their  several  Grand  Bodies,  the  main  feature  of  the  proposed  alter- 
ation. 

A resolution  was  adopted  to  this  effect : “That  the  Grand  Corres- 

ponding and  Recording  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  publish 
in  the  appendix  to  the  revised  Journal,  the  debate  had  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  remitting  the  dues 
of  the  Southern  Grand  Bodies  ; and  also  to  collect  all  the  proceedings 
had  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  Wildey  Monument  and  con- 
nected thereunto,  including  the  speeches  made  on  the  stand  on  the  day 
of  the  dedication,  at  the  banquet  given  by  the  Corporation  of  Baltimore, 
and  by  the  merchants  and  business  men  of  Baltimore,  and  that  he  has 
full  power  and  discretion  to  omit  any  part  of  such  proceedings,  which, 
in  his  judgment,  may  be  proper.” 

One  of  the  mostJmportant  items  in  the  week's  exercises  was  the 
dedication  of  the  ’Wildey  Monument,  which  took  place  on  the  20tli 
September  last,  amid  great  eclat ; only  fancy  between  fifteen  and  six- 
teen thousand  members,  all  clothed  in  regalia  appropriate  to  rank,  and 
displaying  many  new  and  elegant  banners,  marching  in  one  grand  pro- 
cession, accompanied  by  numerous  military  and  other  bands  of  music, 
the  sweet  and  melodious  strains  of  which  enlivened  and  added  much 
to  the  pageantry  of  the  day.  Time  nor  space  will  not  permit  me  to 
give  a full  and  particular  description  of  the  monument,  and  proceedings 
in  connection  therewith.  That  day  will  certainly  form  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  our  beloved  Order  ; suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  sun  has  never 
shone  on  a day  more  memorable  in  the  annals  of  the  monumental  city 
than  the  one  on  which  was  unveiled  the  figure  of  Charity,  standing  on 
the  pillar  erected  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Wildey,  the  pioneer 
of  Odd  Fellowship  on  the  American  continent. 

I cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  mentioning  two  impor- 
tant attractions  which  added  much  to  the  grandeur  of  the  procession. 
One  was  a large  vehicle  drawn  by  six  magnificent  horses,  bearing  the 
beautiful  tent  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  in  which  was  seated  the 
Grand  High  Priest  wearing  his  gorgeous  robes,  on  either  side  of  whom 
sat  the  Guards  of  the  Tent,  arrayed  as  became  their  position.  The 
other  was  the  “Jewels  of  our  Order,”  otherwise  the  orphan  children, 
some  eight  hundred  or  more,  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  The  girls  were 
in  five  magnificent  chariots,  built  expressly  for  the  occasion,  each  drawn 
by  six  splendid  horses,  led  by  colored  grooms'  attired  in  Oriental  cos- 
tumes, which  had  a very  attractive  appearance.  Each  chariot  was 
draped  in  colors  representing  the  different  Subordinate  degrees,  viz.  : 
1st,  white ; 2nd,  pink;  3rd,  blue;  4th,  green;  and  5th,  red.  The  oc- 
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cupants  were  very  neatly  attired,  and  bore  in  their  hands  numerous 
decorated  banners  and  shields,  named  after  the  different  States  and 
Territories.  “Canada  West”  was  well  represented,  as  in  each  car  I 
perceived  some  fair  daughter  of  Eve  upholding  a banner  with  that  en- 
dearing name  thereon. 

There  was  only  one  disappointment  to  mar  the'  happiness  of  the 
day’s  proceedings,  and  that  was  the  absence  of  his  Excellency,  Presi- 
dent Johnson.  It  was  fully  anticipated  that  that  august  personage 
would  have  been  present ; although  the  Committee  made  every  effort 
to  secure  his  presence  amongst  us  on  that  important  occasion,  owing  to 
previous  Cabinet  engagements,  he  was  obliged  very  reluctantly  to  de- 
cline the  invitation. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  disappointment  the  day  passed  away 
most  pleasantly.  Tne  programme,  as  laid  down,  being  fully  carried 
out  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  and  to  the  glory  and  honor  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship generally. 

One  of  the  most  interesting,  and  at  the  same  time  beneficial  laws 
(especially  to  those  more  immediately  concerned),  carried  into  effect 
during  the  session,  was  the  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Lodges  and  En- 
campments of  Northern  and  Southern  New  York,  which  had  been  sep- 
arated for  a period  of  more  than  fifteen  years,  causing  to  each  jurisdic- 
tion a great  deal  of  difficulty  and  annoyance  during  that  time.  The 
Legislative  Committee,  to  whom  the  matter  was  submitted  for  consid- 
eration, submitted  a report  that  the  two  Grand  Bodies  be  united  and 
consolidated  ; and  they  also  reported  a resolution  to  satisfy  and  confirm 
the  enactment  of  those  two  Bodies  to  carry  the  union  into  effect,  and 
directing  that  the  Grand  Sire  issue  a proclamation  that  such  take  force 
from  and  after  Tuesday  following  the  third  Monday  in  August,  1866. 
With  the  exception  of  one  of  the  representatives  from  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  of  New  York  voting  in  the  negative,  the  above  report  was 
carried  unanimously  ; as  all  the  Officers  and  Representatives  were  too 
glad  of  the  opportunity  to  have  all  differences  existing  in  their  Juris- 
dictions forever  buried.  Immediately  on  the  Grand  Sire  declaring  the 
resolution  carried,  a scene  was  enacted  on  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
which  will  not  be  easily  forgotten  by  those  who  had  the  pleasure  of 
witnessing  the  proceedings.  The  Representatives  from  each  district  of 
Northern  and  Southern  New  York,  arose  and  grasping  each  other  by 
the  hand,  shook  hands  and  embraced  each  other  for  several  minutes, 
amid  the  greatest  applause  from  those  assembled. 

Several  resolutions  of  thanks  were  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  each  adopted  unanimously,  (for  brevity  sake,  I enumerate  the  par- 
ties without  going  fully  into  the  resolutions),  viz.  : To  the  corporate 
authorities  of  Baltimore  for  a splendid  banquet  given  by  them  in  Druid 
Hill  Park  ; to  the  merchants  and  business  men  of  Baltimore  for  a sim- 
ilar entertainment  in  the  new  Assembly  Rooms  ; to  Mr.  John  T.  Ford, 
for  an  invitation  to  performances  in  his  theatre  ; to  Artemus  Ward,  en- 
tertainment at  the  Concordia  House  ; to  Messrs.  Porter  & Dudley,  for 
the  privilege  of  the  Merchants’  Exchange  and  News  Room  ; to  Henry 
Tyson,  Esq.,  President  of  the  City  Railway  Co.,  for  tickets  for  the  use 
of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge ; to  the  Trustees  of  the  Peabody 
Institute  ; to  the  Superintendent  of  the  House  of  Refuge  ; to  the  gen- 
tlemen of  the  State  Tobacco  Warehouse  ; to  Messrs.  G.  W.  Gail  & Ax, 
and  to  all  others  whose  desire  to  render  the  visit  of  the  Grand  Repre- 
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sentatives  pleasant  and  profitable,  was  manifested  by  invitations  to 
visit  institutions  and  to  inspect  objects  of  general  interest. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Rep.  Stuart,  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
moved  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted  unanimously : 
Resolved, — That  the  thanks  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Body  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment 
of  Maryland,  for  the  excellent  collation  furnished  the  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  during  the  present  session. 

Resolved,  further,— That  this  R.  W.  Grand  Body  desires  to  express  and  does 
express  its  full  appreciation  of  the  consideration  of  fraternal  kindness  of  our 
Maryland  brethren  in  their  oft  repeated  and  continual  efforts  to  contribute  to  the 
pleasures  and  comforts  of  its  members,  while  attending  the  annual  session  in  the 
hospitable  “City  of  Monuments.” 

Officers  and  Brethren,  my  predecessors  have  heretofore  reported 
to  you  of  the  magnanimous,  generous,  and  fraternal  kindness  extended 
to  them  by  the  brethren  generally  on  their  attending  the  different  ses- 
sions of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  I have  only  to 
add  that  nothing  could  exceed  the  open-hearted,  courteous,  friendly  and 
brotherly  manner  in  which  I was  received  by  the  officers  and  members, 
and  not  only  by  them,  but  by  all  the  brothers  and  friends  with  whom 
I had  the  pleasure  of  meeting.  All  seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  as 
to  who  would  do  the  most  to  make  Canada,  as  they  called  me,  feel  at 
home  and  happy. 

In  drawing  to  a close,  I beg  hereby  to  tender  my  most  grateful  and 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  kindness  evinced  to  me  at  all  times  by  the 
officers  and  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge ; and  also  for  the  trust  at 
present  reposed  in  me.  Hoping  that  our  present  session  may  be  one 
fraught  with  much  good  and  that  our  deliberations  may  be  the  means 
of  spreading  the  glorious  and  noble  cause  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.

On  motion  of  Rep.  Woodyatt,  the  report  of  the  Grand  Represen- 
tative to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Distribution. 

By  the  instructions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  conferred  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  on  Rep.  Alexander  McBride, 
of  Erie  Lodge  No.  33  ; Rep.  James  McIntyre,  Samaritan  Lodge  No.  35  ; 
Rep.  W.  B.  Woodyatt,  Gore  Lodge  No.  34. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  2 o’clock. 


Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Grand  Lodge  met,  and  opened  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  Degree. 

M.  W.  Grand  Master  presiding,  and  on  call  of  roll  the  following 
Officers  and  Representatives  answered  to  their  names  : 

James  D.  Tait,  M.  W.  Grand  Master;  Henry  McAfee,  Deputy 
Grand  Master ; Richard  Wigmore,  Grand  Secretary  ; James  Smith,

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  revise  and  correct  the  minutes  of  last  session, 
as  printed,  submit  the  following  : 

We  find,  on  examination,  many  errors  of  minor  import,  but  propose  to  call 
attention  to  only  a few  of  the  most  important. 

On  page  213. — Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order — answer  “1”  refers, 
we  suppose,  to  question  from  Eureka  Lodge  on  page  214.  Answer  (2)  given,  but 
the  question  does  not  appear.  Answers  (3)  and  (4)  in  same  report  evidently  refer 
to  questions  on  page  214  by  Rep>.  Glover. 

We  also  find  a series  of  resolutions  marked  1,  2,  3,  4,  5 and  6,  commencing 
on  page  213,  which  it  seems  to  us  can  only  refer  to  a report  of  the  same  Com- 
mittee on  page  219-220.  But  a difficulty  arises  here,  because  two  sets  of  resolu- 
tions will  then  appear  on  adoption  of  the  same  report,  and  somewhat  conflicting. 
For  instance,  resolution  (D)  in  the  one  set  as  printed  is  adopted,  and  in  the  other 
it  is  lost.  On  reference  to  the  manuscript,  we  find  that  resolution  (D)  of  this 
Committee  on  Grand  Master’s  Report  was  lost.  The  fifth  resolution,  referring 
to  clause  “E  ” of  the  same  report  is  carried,  according  to  the  minutes  as  printed. 
The  recollection  rf  those  members  of  this  Committee  who  were  present  last 
session  is  positive  that  the  fifth  resolution  of  clause  “E  ” was  lost. 

On  reference  to  the  Digest,  page  69,  clause  11,  we  find  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  the  approval  of  that  Committee  as  expressed  in  said  clause 
and  resolutions,  are  in  direct  conflict  with  the  law,  which  more  fully  confirms 
the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  the  minutes  are  wrong  in  this  respect. 

On  page  234  in  a supplementary  Report  from  the  Grand  Secretary  on  Monu- 
ment Fund,  he  reports  f 6 balance  due  th  at  Fund,  whereas  a careful  examination 
of  his  main  report  will  show  a balance  of  $9.45  due  from  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
said  Fund  at  that  time. 

In  conclusion,  we  respectfully  submit  the  following  :

In  arriving  at  this  conclusion,  we  wish  it  distinctly  understood  that  it  is  from 
no  desire  to  dishonor  Bro.  Brown,  but  because  we  deem  it  unwise  to  establish  a 
precedent  so  dangerous  and  troublesome  as  th’s  might  become.

Williams  died  of  Typhoid 
Fever  on  Saturday,  9th  December,  1865.  That  he  had  paid  .$6  on  6th  February, 
1865,  which  according  to  the  By-laws  of  the  said  Lodge,  paid  up  the  dues  of  the 
late  Brother  to  December  31st,  1864.  That  in  July,  1865,  the  Secretary  of  the 
said  Lodge  had  duly  notified  the  late  Brother  that  he  was  bad  on  the  books,  and 
not  entitled  to  benefits,  of  which  no  notice  was  taken  by  the  late  Brother.  That 
a further  sum  of  $5  was  remitted  by  a member  of  St.  Marys  Lodge  to  Eureka 
Lodge  a week  before  the  Brother  died,  and  received  by  the  Secretary  of  Eureka 
Lodge  on  the  Tuesday  following  the  decease  of  Bro.  Williams.  That  on  the 
Saturday  previous  a telegraph  despatch  was  received  by  the  officers  of  Eureka 
Lodge,  notifying  them  of  the  death  of  Bro.  Williams.  That  the  said  Five  Dol- 
lars were  immediately  returned  to  Mrs.  Williams,  accompanied  with  the  instruc- 
tion that  she  was  not  entitled  to  widow’s  benefits. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  Eureka  Lodge, 
your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  Mrs.  Williams  has  no  legal  claim  to  benefits 
as  widow  of  the  late  Bro.  Williams,  and  would  not  even  had  the  said  Five  Dol- 
lars been  received  by  said  Lodge  on  the  day  it  is  claimed  to  have  been  remitted, 
as  six  weeks  would  have  had  to  elapse  ere  the  late  Brother  would  have  been  good 
upon  the  books  of  the  said  Eureka  Lodge.

We  entirely  concur  with  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  in  having 
proceedings  of  last  Session  printed  after  having  been  compiled  by  the  said  worthy 
Officer,  and  in  accordance  with  a resolution  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  the  adoption  of  said  proceedings,  if  such  are  found 
correct. 

Clause  2, — With  regard  to  the  correspondence  between  your  Grand  Secretary 
and  Jared  M.  Gleeson  and  Chas.  M.  Male,  of  Lockport,  New  York,  your  Com- 
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mittee  find  that  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  was  in  direct  accordance 
with  the  resolution  passed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Session. 

Clause  3, — In  reference  to  the  Peel  testimonial,  we  would  refer  to  the  report 
of  our  Committee,  in  clause  12  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master’s  address. 

We  would  recommend  your  Grand  Secretary  to  inform  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
New  Jersey  and  Massachusetts,  that  not  having  all  back  numbers  of  proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  we  would  be  most  happy  to  forward  to  each,  such  proceed- 
ings as  we  have  in  our  possession,  in  compliance  with  their  recpxest. 

Clause  10, — We  would  advise  your  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  to  acknowledge, 
with  thanks  of  this  Grand  Body,  the  receipt  of  a copy  of  the  “ Odd  Fellow’s 
Companion,”  published  by  M.  C.  Lilley  & Co.,  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution. 

Resolved, — That  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Committee  on  correspondence  be 
adopted.

Grand  Master  J.  D.  Tait,  from  the  special  Committee  appointed 
last  Session,  submitted  the  following  report  which,  on  motion  of  Rep. 
J.  W.  Ferguson,  was  laid  over  until  next  Session  for  more  mature 
consideration. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodqe  of  Canada  West  1.  O.  0.  F.: 

The  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  held  at  the  City  of  Hamilton,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  and' submitting 
to  this  Grand  Lodge  such  legislation  as  in  their  judgment  was  necessary,  to  pre- 
vent the  illegal  distribution  of  the  funds,  regalia,  furniture,  or  other  property  of 
Subordinate  Lodges  which  had  ceased  to  work,  by  the  members  of  such  Lodges 
submit. 

Your  Committee  report  that  the  amendments  introduced  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  at  their  last  Session,  into  the  obligation  to  candidates 
for  membership,  and  to  the  Officers  and  Subordinates  at  installation,  covers  the 
whole  ground  contemplated  in  the  appointing  of  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  ask  leave  to  introduce  the  following  resolution, 
viz  : — 

That  on  any  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  ceasing  to  work,  any  of 
its  Officers  or  members  illegally  taking  part  in  the  distribution  of  any  monies 
or  property  of  whatsoever  kind,  belonging  to  said  Lodge,  or,  not  using  all  due 
diligence  in  preserving  said  property  or  monies  and  having  the  same  sent  to  the 
Officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  upon  being  found  guilty  of  so  doing,  be  expel- 
led from  the  Order  and  published  as  such  in  every  working  Lodge  in  the  Juris- 
diction. 

Resolved, — That  when  everaLodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  surrenders  its  Charter 
and  other  effects,  that  if  there  are  any  monies  surrendered  at  the  same  time, 
that  such  money  shall  be  kept  as  a separate  trust  for  any  number  of  the  Brothers 
of  the  said  Lodge  (five  or  more)  who  were  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  the 
surrender  of  said  Charter  and  effects,  and  may  be  paid  over  to  the  Lodge  in  this 
Jurisdiction  ; or  such  part  or  parts  of  said  money  (on  resolution  submitted  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  and  carried,)  to  assist  said  Brothers  in  defraying  the  expense 
of  again  gaining  active  membership. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  in  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  instructed  the  D.  Grand  Master  to  con- 
fer the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  on  Bro.  J.  Chapman,  of  Eureka  Lodge. 

P.  G.  M.,  H.  C.  Bingham  submitted  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted. 
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Whereas,  Imperial  Lodge  No.  37  has  ceased  to  work,  and  the  Officers  and 
members  thereof  have  honorably  surrendered  to  this  Grand  Lodge  their  entire 
effects,  including  books,  regalia  and  funds  ; ancl  whereas,  at  least  eight  of  the 
members  of  the  said  Lodge  have  applied  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  clearance  cards, 
with  a view  to  unice  elsewhere,  ancl  thus  keep  their  connection  with  the  Order ; 
it  is  hereby 

Resolved, — That  so  many  of  the  Brothers  of  the  late  Imperial  Lodge  No. 
37  as  have  applied  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  clearance  cards,  ancl  whose  applica- 
tion has  been  constitutionally  granted,  shall  have  placed  to  their  credit  indi- 
vidually as  an  admission  fee  in  any  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  Province  to  which 
they  or  any  of  them  may  apply,  such  a proportion  of  the  funds  of  the  said  Imperial 
Lodge  as  may  be  required  to  pay  their  respective  admission  fees  as  members 
joining  by  card  ; provided  always,  that  such  application  or  applications  to  join  by 
card  shall  be  made  and  accepted  within  six  months  from  this  date,  and  provided 
also,  that  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  admission  fee  or  fees,  shall 
have  been  received  from  the  source  above  named  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  subsequent 
to  July  1st,  1866  ; and  provided  f urther , that  in  case  the  amount  so  received  is 
insufficient  to  pay  such  fee  or  fees  in  full,  then  the  amount  actually  received  shall 
be  divided  in  fair  proportions  to  their  respective  credits  as  above  mentioned, 
upon  the  conditions  and  within  the  time  aforesaid. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  J.  W.  Ferguson,  tlie  following  was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved, — That  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  adverse  to  the  precedent 
of  the  work  of  Grand  Lodge  being  transacted  in  the  Scarlet  Degree,  believing 
that  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  should  only  be  transacted  in  Grand  Lodge 
Degree. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Batty,  this  Grand  Lodge  instructed  the  Repre- 
sentative to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  United  States,  to  support  any  motion 
to  carry  out  the  Degree  of  Rebekali  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Rep.  W.  Mowatt,  of  Avon  Lodge,  rose  in  his  place  and  read  the  fol- 
lowing Eulogy  on  the  death  of  P.  D.  Grand  Master  Sewell,  of  Avon 
Lodge. 

Most  Worthy  Grind  Master, — I learn  from  the  very  able  address  which  you 
presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Representatives  of  the 
districts  of  deceased  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  make  a suitable  eulogy  on 
the  character  of  deceased  members.  I regret,  therefore,  that  it  devolves  upon  me, 
as  the  Representative  of  Avon  Lodge,  No.  41,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  to  have  to  refer  to  the 
decease  of  our  late  Brother,  Henry  Sewell,  who  was  a distinguished  member  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years  past,  and  also  an  active  and  useful  member  of 
Avon  Lodge.  My  regret  is  two-fold  in  its  character — first,  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments — and  second,  that  it  has  not  been  the  lot 
of  one  more  competent  than  I am,  to  do  that  justice  to  the  memory  of  our  de- 
ceased Brother  which  duty  demands.  Imbued  with  one  of  the  kindest  hearts, 
with  an  ardent  and  sincere  temperament,  with  a disposition  leading  almost  to  an 
extreme  in  the  dispensing  of  his  Charity,  and  in  the  manifesting  of  the  recipro- 
cal duties  of  friendship,  Brother  Sewellhas  left  few  equals,  and  I venture  to  say, 
no  one  more  heartily  devoted  to  the  true,  legitimate  interests  of  our  Order. 
Having  enjoyed  a close  intimacy  with  him  for  some  8 or  9 years  I speak  that 
which  I know,  and  testify  to  that  which  I have  seen,  when  I state  that  a more 
warm  hearted  friend  of  the  cause  has  not  been  left  in  our  ranks,  for  under  what- 
ever reverses,  his  zealous  exertions  to  promote  the  welfare  of  our  Order  never 
once  flagged.  But  it  is  not  so  much  in  this  Grand  Lodge  as  in  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  to  which  he  was  attached,  that  his  ever  cheerful  countenance  will  be  most 
missed,  for  seldom  indeed  was  there  ever  a meeting  but  he  was  there,  however 
pressing  his  other  engagements.  But  besides  being  an  ardent  friend  of  our  Order 
he  occupied  several  prominent  and  responsible  positions  in  his  lifetime.  He  took 
an  important  interest  in  fostering  the  Volunteer  movement  of  our  young  coun- 
try, and  held  the  position  of  Ensign  in  the  Stratford  Infantry  Company,  and  I 
need  not  say  that  had  he  been  spared  in  life  he  would  gladly  and  cheerfully  re- 
sponded to  his  country’s  call,  to  assist  in  rolling  back  the  tide  of  invasion  which 
threatened — and  still  threatens — “this  Canada  of  ours.”  The  deceased  was  for 
nearly  twenty  years  a member  of  the  Order,  the  “Manchester  Unity,”  but  some 
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six  years  ago  he  became  connected  with  the  Baltimore  Unity,  and  was  one  of  the 
Charter  members  of  Avon  Lodge.  In  his  family  relations  our  deceased  Brother 
enjoyed  an  enviable  position,  being  blessed  with  a most  amiable  partner  and  an 
affectionate  and  well-doing  family,  with  whom  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  common  deplore  their  sad  bereavement.  A kind  husband  and  a loving  father 
he  strove  to  walk  in  the  paths  of  duty,  and  he  has  descended  to  the  tomb  with 
his  character  unstained  by  sin,  unspotted  by  vice. 

The  late  Bro.  Sewell,  who  honorably  filled  the  office  of  Deputy  District  Grand 
Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  died  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  1866.

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge  go  into  secret  Session. 

When  the  R.  W.  Grand  Representative  James  Smith  rehearsed  the 
secret  work,  and  gave  a synopsis  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  Ritual. 

On  motion  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  H.  McAfee,  the  Grand  Lodge 
closed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  and  opened  in  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

Rep.  S G.  Dolson  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West , I.  0.  0.  F.: 

Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  as  the  result 
of  their  labors  upon  the  different  subjects  referred  to  them  by  the  Distribution 
Committee  : 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  find  the  manner  in  which  the  good  and  welfare 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  has  been  attended  to  during  the  past  year.  The  very 
able  reports  presented  show  conclusively  that  our  officers  have  not  neglected  any 
of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them. 

GRAND  master’s  VISITS. 

We  are  pleased  to  see  the  manner  in  which  the  visits  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  have  been  received  by  those  Lodges  he  has  been  enabled  to  visit,  and  the 
good  order  and  harmony  which  seems  to  prevail,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
annual  visits  of  Grand  Officers  upon  Lodges  in  their  jurisdiction  are  highly  desi- 
rable, and  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  Order. 

DEFUNCT  LODGES. 

We  deeply  regret  that  some  of  our  Lodges  have  seen  proper  to^close  up  their 
affairs  during  the  past  year,  but  it  is  a source  of  great  satisfaction  to  see  the  honor- 
able and  upright  manner  in  which  this  has  been  done,  and  reflects  credit  upon 
those  who  have  been  instrumental  in  its  accomplishment;  and  we  recommend 
that  the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Officers  in  closing  up  the  said  Lodges,  viz  : 
Long  Point,  Imperial  and  Rond  Eau  Lodges  be  approved.  Also  their  action  in 
instituting  Mount  Zion  Lodge  at  Newbury  is  correct,  and  we  recommend  that  a 
Charter  be  granted, 

CARDS  OF  GOOD  STANDING. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  should  any  of  the  members  of  these  defunct  Lodges 
require  any  evidence  of  good  standing  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  will  give  them  every  facility  in  his  power  to  enable  them  to  do  so,  and 
grant  certificates  to  all  those  whom  he  finds  to  be  in  good  standing,  by  their  pay- 
ing the  regular  fee  for  the  same ; and  any  members  of  defunct  Lodges  not  good 
upon  the  books  at  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  said  Lodge,  may  be  granted  cer- 
tificates of  good  standing  by  paying  up  all  dues  against  them  on  the  books  at  the 
time  of  closing,  which  will  enable  them  to  deposit  said  card  in  any  other  Lodge, 
the  nearest  to  their  place  of  residence,  should  they  desire  to  do  so,  and  continue 
in  membership  with  the  other  ; provided  always  that  there  are  no  other  charges 
pending  against  them. 

GRAND  master’s  DECISIONS. 

As  to  the  decisions  made  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  alluded  to  in  item  No. 
10  of  his  report,  we  find  to  be  correct,  and  recommend  their  confirmation. 
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CHARTERS  OP  SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 

The  Grand  Master  alluded  to  a copy  of  proceedings  received  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kansas,  wherein  the  subject  of  Charters  for  Subordinate  Lodges  is  men- 
tioned. We  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  inform  them  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  will  supply  them  with  what  copies  they  may  require  at  $2  each, 
American  funds,  for  we  are  satisfied  that  when  once  introduced,  other  Grand 
Bodies  will  be  anxious  to  purchase  more,  for  they  will  find  as  regards  the  item  of 
expenses,  they  never  can  have  a better  opportunity. 

TESTIMONIAL. 

We  are  pleased  to  find  that  the  Committee  appointed  to  procure  a testimo- 
nial to  P.  D.  Grand  Master,  J.  R.  Peel  have  completed  their  duties,  and  we  re- 
commend that  the  address  and  reply  to  the  same  he  entered  upon  our  minutes  as 
a further  evidence  of  our  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  our  respected  brother. 

PAST  GRAND  SIRE,  JAMES  B.  NICHOLSON’S  VISIT. 

The  visit  of  Past  Grand  Sire,  James  B.  Nicholson,  alluded  to  by  our  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  we  believe  has  fully  come  up  to  the  expectations  of  the  brethren, 
and  those  Lodges  who  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  him  will  look  back  to  that  time 
with  feelings  of  respect  and  admiration  for  that  distinguished  member  of  our 
Order  and  noble  champion  of  Odd  Fellowship ; and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  those 
jurisdictions  who  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  his  able  and  eloquent 
speeches  on  Odd  Fellowship  will  embrace  the  first  opportunity  in  their  power  of 
doing  so,  and  we  are  satisfied  they  will  never  have  occasion  to  regret  it. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE’S  REPORT. 

The  very  able  report  of  that  Grand  Officer  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  speaks  for  itself,  and  is  well  worthy  of  a care- 
ful perusal  by  any  who  take  an  interest  in  the  Order ; he  will  there  see  described 
one  of  the  greatest  epochs  in  the  annals  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  reunion  of  Re- 
presentatives from  the  Southern  Jurisdictions,  after  an  absence  of  four  years,  en- 
gaged as  they  were  in  fierce  civil  war,  is  a scene  which  it  is  to  Be  hoped  may  never 
be  witnessed  again,  notwithstanding  the  great  pleasure  which  was  experienced 
in  that  happy  re-union.  The  inauguration  of  the  Wildey  monument  is  also  full 
of  interest,  and  cannot  but  send  a thrill  of  joy  to  each  and  every  one  of  us,  to 
think  that  the  founder  of  the  cause  which  we  espouse  has  been  so  honorably  and 
triumphantly  consigned  to  his  last  resting  place  ; and  may  it  remind  us  all  that 
as  each  succeeding  year  is  revolving  around,  the.  sands  of  life  are  fast  wasting 
away,  and  the  places  which  now  know  us  will  soon  know  us  no  more  for  ever. 

QUESTIONS  SUBMITTED. 

The  question  proposed  by  Reps.  Ferguson  and  Barr,  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  viz  : 
“Can  a Lodge  initiate  a person  into  the  Order  without  the  payment  of  the  usual 
initiation  fee  and  quarterly  dues  prescribed  by  the  By-laws  of  said  Lodge  ?” 
Answer:  No. 

Also  question  proposed  by  Rep.  Barr,  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  viz : “A  person  who 
wishes  to  become  connected  with  our  Order  as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  but  not 
in  possession  of  a withdrawal  Card,  and  unable  to  get  one,  the  Lodge  to  which  he 
belonged  being  extinct,  how  is  he  to  be  admitted?”  In  answer,  we  refer  all  in- 
terested to  the  decision  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  as  laid  down  in  Grand  Representative’s  Report  for 
I860,  and  also  to  clause  3,  page  208,  of  our  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  for  1865  al- 
luding to  the  same  subject,  and  in  our  opinion  fully  answering  the  question. 

THE  FUTURE  OF  OUR  ORDER. 

Your  Committee  having  covered  all  the  subjects  referred  to  them,  would  say, 
in  conclusion,  that  as  regards  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  jurisdiction,  we  have  good 
cause  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  our  present  position,  and  good  prospects 
which  are  before  us  for  its  advancement.  The  future  of  our  Order  looks  bright 
and  hopeful ; from  every  quarter  we  hear  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  reviving  and 
progressing,  far  exceeding  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine,  and  in  proof  of 
what  we  here  assert,  we  recommend  to  you  a perusal  of  the  American  Odd  Fellow, 
published  by  Bro.  Orr,  of  New  York,  every  number  of  which  contains  glowing 
accounts  of  the  renewed  spirit  in  the  Order  from  all  jurisdictions,  and  should  be 
read  by  every  good  Odd  Fellow.  May  the  holy  principles  which  constitute  the 
rock  upon  which  our  fabric  is  based,  take  such  deep  root  in  the  hearts  of  our  pres- 
ent brotherhood,  that  will  encourage  us  to  advance  its  interests  in  such  a manner

S.  G.  Dolson,  P.  G.  M.,  arose  and  read  the  following  Eulogy  on  the 
death  of  Chauncey  Yale,  P.  G.  M.,  of  Union  Lodge  No.  16,  St.  Cathar- 
ines. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Representatives  : 

Death,  relentless  and  inexorable,  has  made  mournful  breaches  in  our  fraternal 
circle,  during  the  past  year,  and  forcibly  reminds  us  that  no  manly  virtues,  no 
endearing  and  social  qualities,  no  uprightness  of  character,  can  shield  us  from 
his  unerring  shafts. 

Brethren, — Let  us  pause  a moment  in  our  deliberations,  and  do  honor  to  one 
who,  when  living,  was  ever  ready  to  give  a helping  hand  to  the  cause  of  Odd 
Fellowship. 

Past  Grand  Master  Chauncey  Yale,  so  long  and  favorably  known  to  many  of 
you,  is  gone,  he  has  been  gathered  to  his  fathers,  his  seat  is  now  vacant,  his  voice 
is  lost,  his  earnest  pleadings  are  no  longer  heard,  his  silent  vote  is  no  longer  to 
be  seen  upon  our  weekly  records,  his  regalia  is  laid  aside,  like  a cast  off  garment, 
and  nothing  remains  but  the  treasured  recollections  of  associations  and  inter- 
course, many  of  us  have  engaged  in  with  him,  into  his  grave  let  us  deposit  this 
covenant  emblem,  sweet  memory.  May  his  rest  be  that  of  the  just  and  his 
awakening  be  among  those  who  shall  be  received  by  the  Father  of  us  all,  into 
the  Grand  Lodge  above,  where  meetings  never  end,  and  where  the  sublime  prin- 
ciples of  our  Order  are  fully  recognized  and  approved. 

Our  departed  brother  was  a good  and  tried  Odd  Fellow,  the  great  interest  he 
always  took  iu  the  Order  procured  for  him  the  confidence  of  his  brethren  and 
elevated  him  to  the  highest  position  in  our  gift  to  bestow.  He  not  only  held  the 
position  of  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  represented  us  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  during  the  same  time.  He  had  the  honor  of  being 
the  second  Grand  Master  in  our  jurisdiction,  and  was  installed  into  his  office  by 
our  departed  and  much  esteemed  brother,  P.  G.  Master,  Thomas  Reynolds  of 
Brockville,  eight  years  ago,  in  this  beautiful  town,  and  in  the  presence  of  many 
familiar  faces,  I see  assembled  here  again  to-day.  How  little  we  know  whose 
turn  may  come  next.  Brethren,  let  us  five,  that  when  death  closes  up  this 
earthly  scene,  we  may  be  prepared  to  meet  those  worthy  brothers  who  have  gone 
before. 

While  we  deeply  deplore  the  loss  of  worthy,  useful  and  zealous  members  of 
our  order  let  us  avail  ourselves  of  this  consolation,  that  our  loss  though  great, 
may  prove  to  be  his  eternal  gain,  and  cheerfully  bow  to  the  will  of  an  Almighty 
and  inscrutable  Providence.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Henry  McAfee,  then  read  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Master  Richard  Wigmore  and  his  own,  both  of  which  were, 
on  motion  of  Rep.  M.  D.  Dawson,  referred  to  Committee  on  Distribu- 
tion. 

LATE  GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  TF.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  West  I.  O.  0.  F. 

Officers  and  Representatives, — Preserved  by  Divine  Providence 
through  the  changes  of  another  year,  you  again  greet  each  other  at 
your  annual  assembly  in  which  I fain  would  join,  but  am  prevented  by 
circumstances  which  I cannot  control,  though  absent.  To  one  and  all  I 
would  wish  “ Mercy,  Grace  and  Peace”  to  be  multiplied. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  objects  of  our  Order,  allow  me 
to  congratulate  you  that  during  that  past  year  we  have  not  labored  in 
vain  nor  spent  our  strenth  for  naught,  a benign  Providence  has  crowned 
our  well  directed  energy  with  success.  My  brethren,  I am  happy  to 
report  that  our  country  for  the  past  year  has  been  in  peace,  and  noth- 
ing has  transpired  to  mar  the  harmony  and  prosperity  of  this  our 
country. 

“ We  cannot  but  hail  the  confederation  of  the  provinces  as  giving 
us  an  enlarged  sphere  of  operation  calculated  to  draw  our  members 
closer  together,  and  blend  us  more  essentially  into  one. 

“ Hence,  while  we  may  wash  the  Dominion  of  Canada  every  suc- 
cess, we  should  not  overlook  the  fact,  that  its  success  will  largely  de- 
pend on  those  to  whom  we  entrust  the  management  of  its  affairs.” 

Circulars  were  received  by  me  from  different  Lodges  in  the  South- 
ern States,  asking  for  aid  in  building  New  Lodge  Rooms,  &c.,  &c.  A 
few  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  responded  to  the  call,  and  forwarded 
contributions  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  amounts  were  duly  for- 
warded to  the  proper  quarter. 

I issued  a circular  to  all  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction,  asking  aid  for 
the  Quebec  sufferers,  who,  at  that  time  were  destitute  by  hundreds, 
with  nothing  but  the  canopy  of  heaven  for  their  covering. 

1.  I am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  call  was  duly  responded  to, 
and  over  one  hundred  dollars  (#100)  was  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
to  be  forwarded  to  the  Committee  in  Quebec,  but  on  account  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  funds  subscribed  by  the  people  of  this  and  the 
Old  Country  for  their  relief,  has  been  misapplied  by  the  Relief  Com- 
mittee, I deemed  it  but  right  to  retain  said  money  for  your  disposal. 
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Dec.  1st  I received  a circular  from  James  L.  Ridgely,  Esq.,  R.  W. 
Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S.,  request- 
ing that  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  should  set  apart  the  26th  day 
of  April,  (Thanksgiving  Day).  I accordingly  issued  a circular  to  all 
Lodges,  requesting  them  to  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

I am  most  happy  to  report  that  the  above  named  day  was  duly 
set  apart  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the  circular,  by  the  Brethren  of 
this  jurisdiction.  I also  received  a circular  from  the  same  source,  ask- 
ing for  aid  to  the  Southern  Lodges.  The  Grand  Secretary  will  inform 
you  what  amount  the  Lodges  subscribed  to  that  object. 

I received  a letter  from  D.D.  G.  Master,  W.  A.  Glover,  Erie  Lodge, 
asking  me  to  be  present  at  the  dedication  of  their  New  Hall,  on  the 
20tli  of  December.  Wishing  to  pay  that  Lodge  a visit,  I availed 
myself  of  the  invitation. 

. After  the  dedication  P.  G.  Master,  Bro.  Bingham,  who  had  also 
been  specially  invited,  gave  an  oration  which  was  listened  to  with 
marked  attention  by  all  present. 

2.  I received  a communication  from  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  John 
Barr,  of  Hamilton,  enclosing  a petition  from  five  Scarlet  members, 
asking  me  for  a warrant  to  open  another  Lodge  in  the  City  of  Hamilton, 
to  be  called  Unity  Lodge.  I complied  with  their  request,  and  on  the 
3rd  day  of  April  said  Lodge  was  duly  opened  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Bingham,  assisted  by  several  members  of  Excelsior  Lodge.  Bro.  Bing- 
ham will  please  accept  my  thanks  for  his  assistance  to  -me  on  that  oc- 
casion, also  Bros.  Ferguson,  Pierce  and  other  members  of  Excelsior 
Lodge. 

The  following  questions  have  been  submitted  to  me  : 

Can  a person  be  initiated  into  the  Order,  over  50  years  of  age  ? 
Answer,  No. 

Can  a person  be  initiated  into  the  Order  who  has  lost  his  right 
arm,  but  who  is  in  every  other  respect  fully  qualified?  Answer,  No. 

If  a Brother  has  lost  his  card  can  his  Lodge  grant  him  another  ? 

“Answer.” — A Brother  who  has  lost  or  been  dispossessed  of  his 
card  from  no  cause  which  should  impeach  his  own  conduct,  may  obtain 
a new  one  bearing  the  same  date,  from  the  Lodge  which  granted  the 
orignal,  they  being  the  judge  of  the  propriety  of  such  grant.  The  card 
if  issued  to  be  marked  duplicate  ou  its  face.  See  Journal,  page  1841, 
1883,  1899, 1952. 

3.  According  to  resolution  of  Rep.  Ford  on  page  254  of  last  year’s 
Journal,  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  regalia,  &c.,  &c.,  of  the  late  Rond 
Eau  Lodge.  On  my  visit  to  Chatham,  I sold  said  regalia  to  Chatham 
Lodge  for  the  sum  of  eighty  dollars,  said  amount  was  paid  and  duly 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  This  sale,  however,  was  made 
subject  to  your  approval. 

In  relation  to  resolution  of  Rep.  Ferguson  on  page  254  of  last  year’s 
Journal,  regarding  the  matter  of  getting  an  Act  of  Incorporation,  I beg 
to  say  that  nothing  has  been  done  ; but  I would  strongly  recommend 
that  action  be  immediately  taken,  as  a good  opportunity  is  offered 
since  the  Confederation  of  the  Provinces  has  been  accomplished. 

My  correspondence  for  my  term  of  office  is  most  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

You  will  find  by  the  report  of  your  Grand  Secretary,  that  the  funds 
and  membership  has  greatly  increased  during  the  past  year. 
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Brethren  I cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass,  without  referring 
to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  regarding  the  ad- 
mission of  Bro.  Brown  of  Mount  Zion  Lodge  to  a seat  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  as  Rep.  without  either  Certificate  or  Credentials  to  justify  such 
proceeding.  I bring  the  matter  to  your  notice,  and  respectfully  suggest 
greater  caution  in  future,  and  that  you  at  least  endeavor  to  show  your 
subordinate  Lodges  that  the  law  is  carried  out  to  the  very  letter  in 
this  Grand  Lodge,  then  and  only  then  will  the  dignity  of  our  Grand 
Body  be  respected. 

4.  Officers  and  Representatives, — I cannot  but  regret  that  owing 
to  an  Act  of  Parliament  I had  to  resign  the  honorable  position  of  Grand 
Master,  to  which  the  suffrages  of  my  Brethren  had  promoted  me.  I 
have  also  to  express  my  regret  at  being  deprived  the  privilege  of  meeting 
with  you  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  using  my  feeble  ability  in  assisting 
in  the  advancement  of  our  noble  Order.  I shall,  nevertheless,  watch 
anxiously  your  proceedings. 

Before  resigning,  I issued  the  following  circular  to  all  Lodges,  ex- 
plaining the  cause  :

Te  the  li.  IV.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  R.  W. 

Grand  Lodge,  C.  W. ; and  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Subordinate  Lodges 

under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  Canada  West : 

Brethren, — Having  through  a recent  enactment  of  th  Provincial  Parliament 
of  Canada,  been  forbidden  as  a Civil  officer  to  take  part  in,  or  hold  membership 
with  any  Secret  Order  or  Society,  I am  under  the  painful  necessity  of  resigning 
the  honorable  position  of  Grand  Master,  to  which  your  kindness  has  elevated  me ; 
and  not  only  this, — I must  entirely  sever  my  identity  as  a brother. 

This  mandate,  whether  judicious  or  otherwise,  I am  bound  to  respect,  and  I 
need  not  inform  you  that  nothing  hut  the  commands  of  an  authority  to  which  my 
position  in  life  hinds  me,  would  have  induced  me  to  take  this  step  ; but  it  is  una  - 
voidable— our  relations  must  be  severed,  deeply  as  I regret  it. 

I have,  during  my  term  of  office,  visited  every  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  which  was  at  too  great  a distance,  and  am  happy  to 
state  that  in  all,  the  vigor  of  youth  is  discernible,  as  indeed  it  cannot  otherwise 
be,  based  as  our  principles  are,  on  the  most  philanthropic  and  beneficent  designs. 
Numerically  and  financially,  the  Lodges  are  every  day  increasing  ; the  first  add- 
ing to  our  interest,  the  latter  to  our  means  of  doing  good. 

It  would  have  been  my  greatest  pleasure  to  have  retained  the  honorable  posi- 
tion of  Grand  Master  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  but  I would  not  be  doingjus- 
tice  to  myself  or  to  the  Order,  if  I retained  the  position  any  longer,  which  the  law 
of  the  land  deprives  me  of  enjoying.  J cannot,  but  shall  under  all  circumstances 
be  one  with  you  in  heart. 

If  my  assistance  in  your  deeds  of  Charity  will  avail  anything,  I need  no  other 
incentive  to  act,  than  the  knowledge  I already  possess  of  your  aims  and  designs, 
obtained  by  fifteen  years’  connection  with  the  Order. 

Brethren,  I hope  and  trust,  that  in  all  proper  efforts  to  sustain  the  principles 
of  your  noble  Order,  a guiding  Providence  will  direct  your  thoughts  and  steps. 

And  now,  Brethren,  I most  affectionately  bid  you  one  and  all — Farewell.

Henry  McAfee,  of 
Windsor,  the  Charter,  Books,  &c.,  in  my  possession,  the  property  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 
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I have  visited  all  Lodges  in  my  jurisdiction,  except  Brock  Lodge, 
Brockville,  which  my  time  would  not  permit  me  to  visit.  Everywhere 
I received  a cordial  welcome,  and  I am  happy  to  report  I found  all  our 
Lodges  working  harmoniously,  and  all  increasing  in  membership. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  my  Brethren  in  office  for  the  res- 
pect shown  to  me  during  my  official  career,  and  which  I cannot  forget. 
I bespeak  for  your  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  your  kind  appre- 
ciation for  his  services ; a better  Secretary  you  cannot  get,  and  I say 
keep  him  where  he  is,  if  you  can.  Bro.  King,  accept  my  warmest 
thanks  for  your  attention  as  Secretary  during  my  reign,  and  may  your 
shadow  never  grow  less. 

Brethren, — I wish  one  and  all  peace  and  prosperity,  with  an 
abundance  of  all  the  pleasures,  privileges  and  blessings  arising  out  of 
a common  brotherhood  in  which  I hope  all  mankind  will  yet  be  blend- 
ed. Brethren,  farewell,  and  may  our  watchword  ever  be,

GRAND  MASTER  S REPORT. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  O.  O.  F. : 

Officers,  Representatives  and  Past  Grands. — We  are  again  per- 
mitted through  the  protecting  care  of  a merciful  Providence  to  assemble 
in  Grand  Lodge,  to  legislate  for  the  noble  Order  and  principles  which 
we  all  love  and  revere. 

Brethren,  I am  unexpectedly  placed  in  the  position  of  Grand 
Master,  consequent  on  the  resignation  of  our  respected  Brother  Richard 
Wigmore,  Esq.,  whom  your  suffrages  placed  in  the  honorable  position 
of  Grand  Master  at  the  last  annual  communication,  the  causes  which 
compelled  him  to  resign  the  position  is  patent  to  you  all,  therefore,  it 
is  unnecessary  for  me  here  to  advert  further  to  them,  and  much  as  we 
deplore  his  loss  to  our  noble  cause,  we  must  bow  in  submission  to  the 
law  as  it  is. 

On  the  15th  day  of  May  last,  Grand  Master  Wigmore  resigned  to 
me  officially  the  Books  and  Stationery  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  at  the  same  time  notifying  me  that  his  connexion  with 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  was  then  severed. 

No  alternative  being  left  me,  but  to  take  the  helm  so  reluctantly 
dropped  by  onr  late  captain,  and  as  first  mate  take  charge  of  the  noble 
craft  until  this,  the  7th  day  of  August,  and  resign  her  safely  into,  I 
trust,  abler  and  better  hands  for  another  year’s  prosperous  voyage  in 
her  exalted  mission. 

Brethren,  during  my  short  incumbency,  I have  but  little  to  report 
legislatively  ; but  one  matter  was  submitted  for  my  action,  viz  : Chat- 
ham Lodge,  No.  29,  asks  under  date  of  June  3,  if  one  or  two  blackballs 
require  to  be  reconsidered  ; I replied  that  a candidate  was  elected 
where  only  one  or  two  black  balls  appeared  against  him  in  accordance 
with  the  constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  immediately  afterwards  I 
had  a letter  from  Bro.  John  Schneider,  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  Chatham 
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Lodge,  stating  that  it  was  the  custom  of  that  Lodge,  when  two  black 
balls  appeared  to  lay  the  ballot  over  for  one  week,  the  letters  referred 
to  are  herewith  submitted. 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  reports  from  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  of  the  following  named  Lodges,  are  received  and  herewith  sub- 
mitted, viz  : Union  Lodge,  No.  16,  Gore  Lodge,  No.  84,  St.  Marys 
Lodge,  No.  86,  Avon  Lodge,  No.  41,  Erie  Lodge,  No.  38,  Excelsior 
Lodge,  No.  44  ; from  these  as  well  as  from  the  semi-annual  returns  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  the  past  term  it  will  be  seen 
that  our  Order  is  steadily  on  the  increase,  both  numerically  and  finan- 
cially. 

In  the  report  of  our  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  you 
will  no  doubt  get  the  facts  and  figures  in  detail. 

Brethren,  on  one  or  two  matters  relating  to  the  interest  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  Order,  I would  respectfully  recommend  to  your 
earnest  consideration.  The  first  is  the  necessity  and  importance  of  con- 
tinuing the  Grand  Sec.  and  Treas.  in  office,  and  paying  him  a reason- 
able compensation  for  his  services.  The  duties  of  the  office  require 
both  time  and  talent,  which  in  my  opinion  should  be  paid  for,  and  when 
a competent  and  faithful  officer  fills  that  position,  it  would,  I think,  be 
for  the  interest  of  our  Order  at  large,  to  keep  him  there  as  long  as  he 
is  willing  to  serve,  and  remunerate  him  for  his  services.  Might  I cheer- 
fully add  that  the  present  iacumbent  is  in  every  sense  fitted  for  the 
position  both  in  talent,  zeal  and  ability. 

The  next  matter  I would  submit  for  your  consideration,  is  the 
propriety  of  locating  the  Grand  Lodge  permanently,  or  at  least  for  a 
term  of  years  at  some  central  and  convenient  point.  By  locating  the 
Grand  Lodge  permanently,  or  partly  so,  I think  a saving  might  be  ef- 
fected to  the  Grand  and  many  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  in- 
terests of  the  Order  as  well,  if  not  better  subserved  than  in  accordance 
with  the  present  system. 

One  other  matter  I would  beg  to  submit,  viz  : that  not  more  than 
two  representatives  from  any  one  Lodge  be  paid  mileage  and  per  diem 
from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; if  more  than  two  are  sent  by  any 
Lodge,  or  Lodges,  let  such  Lodge  pay  the  expenses  of  the  additional 
representatives  ; but  at  the  same  time,  if  a Lodge  is  entitled  to  more 
than  two  votes,  allow  the  representatives  from  that  Lodge  to  cast  the 
additional  vote  or  votes  such  Lodge  may  be  entitled  to. 

These  suggestions  are  made  for  your  consideration,  believing  as  I 
do,  that  if  adopted,  it  will  be  for  the  interests  of  our  Order,  as  that  is 
the  only  consideration  that  induces  me  to  place  them  before  you  at 
this  time. 

Officers,  Representatives  and  Brothers  : prosperity,  peace  and 
plenty  has  indeed  been  ours  in  the  past  year,  and  if  we  have  not  made 
as  rapid  progress  in  adding  new  Lodges  and  members  as  some  of  our 
Sister  jurisdictions  on  the  other  side,  yet,  I think  we  have  abundant 
reason  to  lift  up  our  hearts  and  hands  in  gratitude  to  the  Supreme 
Grand  Master  above,  in  that  he  has  aided  and  permitted  us  to  prosper 
as  we  have,  and  invoke  a continuance  of  His  blessing  in  the  future,  in 
order  that  our  humble  efforts  may  succeed  in  spreading  abroad  amongst 
our  fellow  men  the  glorious  and  lieavenborn  principles  of  Friendship  to 
all,  Love  to  our  Brethren  and  Truth  in  out’  intercourse  with  the  world 
at  large.  May  these  principles  characterize  and  animate  every  one  of 
us,  and  every  member  of  our  beloved  Order  throughout  the  globe. 
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Officers  and  Representatives,  I will  not  further  detain  you  from 
the  work  of  the  session  ; may  you  all  enter  upon  that  work  with  an  eye 
single  to  the  advancement  and  development  of  the  principles  of  our 
beloved  Order. 

I thank  you  most  cordially  for  the  confidence  heretofore  reposed, 
and  the  courtesies  always  extended  to  me  since  my  connection  with 
your  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  any  errors  have  at  any  time  been  committed, 
attribute  them,  my  brothers,  to  the  head,  and  not  to  the  heart,  for  that 
I am  sure  is  right  always  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  of  the  Order,  together  with  other  distin- 
guished visitors,  being  in  waiting,  the  chair  appointed  the  following 
Committee  of  Past  Grand  Masters  to  await  on  and  introduce  them, 
viz  : P.  G.  M.,  H.  C.  Bingham,  to  introduce  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  James 
P.  Sanders  ; P.  G.  M.,  S.  G.  Dolson,  to  introduce  P.  G.  Rep.  Terwilli- 
ger,  of  New  York  ; P.  G.  M..  James  D.  Tait,  to  introduce  P.  G.  M., 
John  W.  Orr,  of  New  York ; P.  G.  M.,  James  Smith,  to  introduce  G. 
W.  Dewe,  of  Michigan  ; P.  G.  M.,  James  Woodyatt,  to  introduce  P.  C. 
P.  A.  H.  King,  of  Baltimore  ; and  P.  G.  M.,  William  Bissell,  to  intro- 
duce P.  G M.,  Wm.  H.  Barnes,  of  Georgia,  and  P.  G.  Rep.  John  "White, 
of  New  York.  They,  after  being  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  were 
received  with  the  Grand  Honors,  and  after  a suitable  reply  from  the 
Grand  Sire,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  colleagues,  were  seated. 

J.  B.  King,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  then  submitted  his 
Annual  Report  and  financial  statement,  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Distribution : 

GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master , Officers  and  Representatives. 

Brothers, — Another  year,  fraught  with  many  of  the  changes  inci- 
dent to  human  life,  has  passed  since  last  we  met  in  the  town  of  Brant- 
ford. With  its  close  devolves  upon  me  the  necessity  of  rendering  an 
account  of  my  stewardship,  which  you  will  find  substantially  as  follows  : 

Immediately  at  the  close  of  the  session  I received  tenders  from 
the  Brantford  Expositor  and  Courier  for  printing  the  Journal  of  1866. 
The  latter  being  the  lowest,  I accepted,  and  with  all  due  despatch  com- 
piled the  minutes  of  the  session,  and  had  printed  (225)  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  copies,  of  which  I forwarded  the  usual  numbers  to  each 
of  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; also,  to  each 
Subordinate  Lodge  and  the  several  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments 
in  the  United  States. 

On  the  7th  August  I wrote  to  the  members  of  the  late  Imperial 
Lodge,  Burford,  the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to 
their  application  for  cards.  (See  pp.  251,  Journal  1866.)  And  on  the 
31st  October,  Bros.  Wm.  Douglass,  J.  R.  Douglass,  John  Collins,  and 
Lewis  W.  Evans,  each  paying  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  Impe- 
rial Lodge,  when  it  became  defunct,  and  together  with  Bros.  J.  R. 
Ramsay  and  S.  G.  Mathews,  applied  for  cards  of  clearance,  which  were 
duly  given  them,  and  they  each  having  applied  to  Gore  Lodge  No.  34, 
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of  Brantford,  for  deposit  of  card,  and  having  been  accepted,  I paid  to 
that  Lodge  the  amount  necessary  for  such  admission,  amounting  to 
(#48.50)  forty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

On  the  16th  August,  I received  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  fif- 
teen (15)  circulars  (referred  to  by  him  in  his  report,  pp.  349,  Jour.  1866), 
asking  aid  for  Palmetto  and  Congaree  Lodges,  of  Columbus,  S.  C., 
which  I at  once  forwarded  to  the  several  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction, 
and  in  response  received  from  Frontier  Lodge  #10.00,  and  from  Chat- 
ham Lodge  #6.90  ; in  all,  #16.00,  U.  S.  currency.  After  waiting  a suf- 
ficient time  to  hear  from  all  the  Lodges,  I forwarded  the  amount  to  the 
committee  appointed  to  receive  it,  which  has  been  duly  acknowledged. 

1.  As  directed  (pp.  250,  Journal  1866),  I wrote  to  Messrs.  M.  C. 
Lilley  & Co.,  publishers  of  the  “Odd  Fellow’s  Companion,”  thanking 
them  for  their  courtesy  in  sending  to  this  Grand  Lodge  a copy  of  their 
valuable  magazine.  I am  still  in  receipt  of  it,  and  would  suggest  the 
propriety  of  having  the  volume  completed,  neatly  bound.  I have  also 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  “Western  Odd  Fellow,”  a neat  monthly 
published  at  Mason,  Michigan  ; also,  “The  Olive  Wreath,”  published 
at  Chicago,  111. 

On  the  10th  August  I wrote  to  the  Pi.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas,  the  decision  of  this  Grand  Body  relative  to 
the  price  of  our  blank  Charters,  viz:  $2.00  cash,  U.  S.  currency  ; and 
on  the  15th  October  I received  from  that  Grand  Lodge  an  order  for 
twenty-five  copies,  which  I at  once  forwarded,  and  for  which  I received 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  American  funds. 

2.  On  the  20th  August  I wrote  to  Bro.  R.  Thoroughgood,  of  late  Long 
Point  Lodge  of  Simcoe,  asking  information  of  the  effects,  funds,  &c.,  of 
that  Lodge,  which  were  not  returned  or  surrendered  with  the  books, 
&c.  Receiving  no  reply,  1 wrote  to  Bro.  Geo.  F.  Counter,  of  the  same 
place.  Shortly  after  I had  the  pleasure  of  an  interview  with  the 
brother,  and  learned  from  him  that  the  funds  and  other  effects  of  that 
Lodge  had  been  divided  between  the  brothers  to  whom  cards  were  re- 
commended at  last  session  (pp.  228,  Jour.  1866.)  The  brother  told  me 
he  would  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  have  the  amount  received  by  each 
brother  properly  returned  to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  thereby  com- 
plying with  the  obligation  they  have  taken.  I have  heard  nothing 
from  them  since,  although  I have  written  to  Bro.  Counter  lately. 

On  the  3rd  September  I sent  to  each  State  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
United  States  a circular,  descriptive  of  oiir  blank  Charters,  with  the 
price  of  the  same.  In  reply,  I received  orders  from  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodges  of  Maryland  and  Illinois  for  samples,  which  I at  once  forwarded, 
but  have  received  no  reply. 

On  the  25th  September  I wrote  to  Bro.  J.  M.  O’Connor,  of  the  late 
Thames  Lodge,  of  Mitchell,  relative  to  the  effects  of  that  Lodge,  and 
received  in  reply  the  Secretary’s  and  Treasurer’s  books,  and  a few 
forms  of  but  little,  if  any,  value  ; together  with  a letter  asking,  if  in 
case  their  Charter  was  restored  to  them,  would  the  effects  surrendered 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  be  restored  also  ? To  which  I replied  that  they 
would,  but  have  heard  nothing  from  him  since. 

Received  a letter  from  Bro.  Escavaille,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of 
Maryland,  suggesting  that  if  the  blank  Charters  could  be  printed  with 
the  colored  tint,  leaving  the  letter  press  out,  they  might  command  a 
ready  sale  for  blanks  on  which  to  engross  complimentary  and  other 
resolutions  frequently  passed  by  subordinate  Lodges.  I at  once  wrote 
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to  W.  C.  Chewett  & Co.  (who  have  the  Charter  stone  in  keeping),  mak- 
ing enquiries  if  such  could  be  done,  and  learned  from  them  that  it 
could.  I wrote  to  Bro.  Escavaille  accordingly,  but  as  yet  received  no 
reply. 

3.  A fearful  fire  having  occurred  at  Quebec,  in  the  fall  of  the  year' 
1866,  by  which  some  10,000  of  our  fellow  beings  were  rendered  home- 
less, and  by  the  Providence  of  God  thrown  upon  the  charity  of  the 
world,  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  several  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction, 
asking  aid  in  their  behalf.  In  answer  to  which  I received  $102.35  from 
the  Lodges,  as  follows,  viz:  Brock  No.  9,  $15.;  Union  No.  16,  $5; 
Eureka  No.  30,  $10  ; Gore  No.  34,  $11 ; Avon  No.  41,  $7  ; Excelsior  No. 
44,  $20  ; Frontier  No.  45,  $13  ; St.  Marys  No.  36,  $15  ; Mount  Zion  No. 
46,  $2.35  ; Samaritan  No.  35,  $4 — $102.35. 

Large  sums  of  money  were  subscribed  for  the  same  purpose  in  all 
parts  of  the  Provinces  and  abroad,  and  it  being  alleged  that  the  money 
so  generously  contributed  was  not  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
given,  I deemed  it  prudent  to  withhold  the  amount  subscribed  by  the 
Lodges,  It  is  now  in  my  possession,  and  awaits  your  disposal. 

On  the  1st  December  I received  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary, 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  a proclamation  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire,  appointing  April  26th,  1867,  as  a day  of  thanksgiving  and  prayer, 
and  requesting  the  appropriate  authorities  to  issue  a circular  to  the 
Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  to  (that  effect.  Also,  at  the  same  time,  a 
copy  of  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  late  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  relative  to  the  destitution  of  the  Lodges  in  the  South- 
ern jurisdictions,  together  with  a circular  issued  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire,  requesting  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to  issue  a circular  to  the 
Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  appealing  for  aid  in  their  behalf ; both  of 
which  I at  once  placed  before  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  R.  Wig- 
more,  who  directed  me  to  issue  appropriate  circulars  in  each  case,  which 
duty  I duly  performed. 

4.  On  the  28th  December  I received  twenty-eight  copies  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  I at 
once  sent  to  the  various  officers  and  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge ; 
also  to  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges.  An  alteration  being  recom- 
mended in  the  form  of  semi-annual  returns,  I have  prepared  and  here- 
with submit  a new  form  of  semi-annual  returns,  which  conforms  to  the 
regulations  of  that  R.  W.  Grand  Body. 

During  January  I received  nearly  all  of  the  semi-annual  returns, 
ending  31st  December,  1866,  and  in  July  those  for  term  ending  30th 
June,  1867,  In  each  case  an  increased  interest  is  plainly  manifested. 

5.  On  the  25th  February,  I received  from  Hamilton  the  cards  of 
five  brothers,  together  with  an  application  for  a dispensation  to  open  a 
second  Lodge  of  the  Order  in  that  city.  By  the  direction  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  I filled  up  the  dispensation,  and  the  Lodge  was  duly  in- 
stituted by  P.  G.  M.,  H.  C.  Bingham,  on  the  3rd  April,  under  instruc- 
tions from  Grand  Master  Wigmore. 

6.  On  the  2nd  April,  Ireceived  from  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  Ridgley, 
a “Tract,”  published  hy  order  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  be  issued  to  State  and  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  at  a 
fixed  price  per  hundred,  and  to  be  supplied  to  Subordinate  Lodges  at 
cost ; said  “Tract”  is  ably  prepared,  and  calculated  to  advance  the 
interests  of  our  Order.  I would  recommend  that  a supply  be  ordered. 

7.  On  the  3rd  May,  1867,  I received  a letter  from  Selma,  Alabama, 
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asking  aid  for  the  Lodge  in  that  city,  and  asking  me  to  distribute  the 
same  amongst  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  Being  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  appeal  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  United  States, 
included  this,  as  also  all  other  Lodges  in  the  South,  and  with  the  ad- 
vice of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  I notified  the  brethren  accordingly. 
I also  received  a circular  from  Grenville,  S.  C.,  for  same  purpose,  both 
of  which  are  herewith  submitted. 

On  the  2nd  May,  I received  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  B. 
Wigmore,  a notice  of  his  formal  resignation  of  office,  together  with  a 
copy  of  his  circular  to  the  various  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  announ- 
cing this  fact. 

8.  I have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodges  of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Texas,  Indi- 
ana, West  Virginia,  Massachusetts,  Arkansas,  Connecticut,  Michigan, 
Virginia,  Missouri,  Ohio,  Kansas,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Ken- 
tucky, Nebraska,  District  of  Columbia,  New  Jersey,  and  New  York; 
and  of  the  Grand  Encampments  of  Illinois,  Texas,  Arkansas,  and  New 
Jersey. 

In  order  that  a more  extended  notice  of  their  contents  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction,  I would  respectfully  suggest 
that  your  committee  on  correspondence  examine  the  same  and  compile 
a report,  to  be  presented  at  this  session,  as  there  is  much  valuable  in- 
formation in  them  which  is  likely  to  be  of  great  interest  to  the  Brother- 
hood generally. 

Orders  for  supplies  are  continually  received,  without  the  seal  of 
the  Lodge  attached.  Such  neglect  invariably  causes  delay  in  sending 
the  supplies  or  information  sought  for. 

The  report  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  -was 
duly  forwarded,  together  -with  the  amount  due  by  this  Grand  Lodge 
for  representative  tax  and  supplies,  the  receipt  for  which  is  now  on 
fyle.

To  that  end  I would  recommend 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  procure  for  his  office  a 
small  letter  press  and  copy  book. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on  the  increased 
membership  and  much  improved  state  of  the  finances  during  the  year 
just  closed,  and  to  thank  you  all  kindly  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and 
forbearance  shown  me.  To  P.  G.  Masters  H.  C.  Bingham  and  James 
Woodyatt,  late  Grand  Master  R.  Wigmore  and  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Master  Henry  McAfee  am  I especially  indebted  for  valuable  assistance 
and  timely  advice. 

With  the  hope  that  the  business  of  this  session  may  be  transacted 
with  that  harmony  which  has  always  characterized  the  meetings  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  this  report  is  fraternally  submitted.

The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Rep.  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  James  Smith, 
then  read  his  Annual  report,  which,  on  motion  of  Rep.  Heron,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  : 

REPORT  OF  R,  W.  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE. 

To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  I.  0.  0.  F. 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Representatives  : — 
After  a lapse  of  another  year,  I again  have  the  honor  as  your  Grand 
Representative  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
to  appear  before  you,  to  submit  for  your  consideration  an  account  of 
my  stewardship  at  the  session  of  that  Grand  Body  which  commenced 
on  Monday,  the  17tli  day  of  September,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and 
which  concluded  on  the  following  Friday  evening  after  a most  agreeable 
and  harmonious  session. 

I have  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  be  a great  source  of  gratification 
to  all  members  in  this  jurisdiction  to  learn  of  the  extraordinary  success 
which  our  Order  has  met  with  during  the  past  year,  and  of  its  brilliant 
prospects  for  the  future. 

At  no  former  session  has  there  been  such  a representation  ; The 
jurisdiction  of  Canada  East,  alone,  being  unrepresented. 

I hereunder  submit  a copy  of  decisions  rendered  by  the  Grand 
Sire,  during  the  past  year,  all  of  which  were  approved,  see  page  3953 
and  3988. 

1.  When  the  Constitution  of  a Grand  body  designates  and  fixes 
the  place  of  its  meetings,  and  that  instrument  is  amended  so  as  to  per- 
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mit  the  Grand  Body  to  determine  by  resolution,  or  otherwise,  where 
its  sessions  shall  he  held  ; such  amendment  must  be  approved  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  until  approved  by  the  Grand 
Body,  must  continue  to  meet  at  the  place  required  by  its  Constitution 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.  (See  page  3953  & 3988  Jour-' 
nal.) 

2.  In  all  cases  where  a Lodge  is  about  to  ballot  for  a brother  to 
receive  his  degrees,  to  be  conferred  either  in  that  Lodge  or  in  a Degree 
Lodge,  the  Lodge  must  close  in  the  initiatory  degree  previous  to  open- 
ing in  the  degrees  to  the  balloted  for. 

3.  When  a Lodge  is  open  in  the  first  degree,  and  has  concluded  the 
business  to  be  transacted  in  such  degree,  and  desires  to  open  in  the 
second  degree,  the  Lodge  must  close  in  the  first  degree  before  opening 
in  the  second  degree,  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  by  the  Degeee 
Charge  Book,  and  the  same  rule  applies  to  all  degrees. 

4.  The  proceedings  of  a Lodge,  when  open  in  the  degrees,  may  be 
read  and  approved  at  such  time  as  the  local  law  may  provide,  either 
at  the  same  meeting  at  which  the  proceedings  took  place,  and  before 
closing  in  the  particular  degree,  or  at  a subsequent  meeting  when  open 
in  that  degree. 

5.  Certificates  issued  to  Members  of  an  extinct  subordinate  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  State  Grand  Body,  in  conformity  with  the  exist- 
ing laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  do  not  require  the 
countersignature  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary 
to  make  them  available,  but  all  such  certificates  are  to  -be  recognized 
by  every  Subordinate  to  which  they  may  be  presented,  whether  in  or 
out  of  the  jurisdiction  issuing  them  as  having  the  same  form  and  effect, 
and  entitling  the  holders  thereof  to  all  the  privileges  of  a card  of  with- 
drawal issued  by  an  existing  Subordinate  in  good  standing. 

6.  The  force  and  effect  of  the  law  regulating  membership  in  the 
Patriarchal  Branch  of  the  Order  is  not  checked  or  destroyed  by  the 
neglect  or  failure  of  the  Secretary  of  a Lodge  to  give  notice  to  an  En- 
campment of  either  the  granting  of  a ^withdrawal  card  to  one  of  its 
members  who  is  also  a member  of  an  Encampment,  or  the  renewal  of 
membership  in  a Lodge  by  deposit  of  card,  but  that  whenever  an  En- 
campment is  satisfied  of  the  fact,  in  whatever  form  it  may  be  presented 
of  the  withdrawal  of  one  of- its  members  from  a Lodge,  or  the  renewal 
of  his  membership  in  a Lodge,  in  either  case  it  is  sufficient  under  the 
existing  law  to  establish  the  status  of  an  Encampment  Membership. 

7.  The  A.  T.  P.  W.  required  of  a Brother  to  prove  himself  in  pos- 
session of  when  he  offers  to  visit  a Subordinate  on  a visiting  or  unex- 
pired withdrawal  card,  or  as  an  applicant  for  membership  therein  by 
deposit  of  a proper  card  is  the  A.  T.  P.  W.,  of  the  year  in  which  the 
card  was  issued  and  bears  date. 

8.  “ In  reply  to  a question,”  whether  a Lodge  after  its  adjourn- 
ment can  go  through  and  rehearse  the  “Old”  initiating  ceremony  of  its 
members.”  I gave  it  as  my  opinion  that  the  rehearsal  in  any  of  the 
Halls  or  Lodge  Rooms  of  the  Order  of  any  work  which  is  not  the 
present  recognized  work  in  use,  and  prescribed  as  such  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  is  clearly  against  all  propriety,  and  that 
such  a practice  is  highly  censurable,  improper,  and  irregular,  and 
should  not  be  permitted  by  the  Grand  Officers  of  a Grand  Body. 

9.  My  opinion  has  been  asked  from  several  quarters,  whether 
Raffies,  Lotteries,,  Gift  Enterprises,  &c,,  gotten  up  by  Hall  Associa- 

18 
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tions  and  Lodges,  ostensibly  for  building  Halls,  &c.,  were  not  in  violation 
of  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  tlie  United  States  prescribing  the 
manner  and  form  of  asking  relief  of  Subordinates,  and  invoking  my 
official  interposition  in  suppressing  such  schemes.  I gave  it  as  my 
opinion  that  they  were  not  prohibited  by  the  law  referred  to,  unless 
there  was  an  evident  design  to  evade  the  law  by  resorting  to  such 
schemes  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  relief,  where  the  requisite  per- 
mission could  uot  be  obtained  from  the  proper  authorities,  and  that  it 
was  competent  for  the  State  Grand  Bodies  to  prohibit  such  schemes 
emanating  from  their  jurisdictions,  or  being  laid  before  their  Subordi- 
nates, when  coming  from  any  other  jurisdictions.  This  plan  of  solicit- 
ing aid  is  obnoxious  to  the  moral  sense  of  the  Order  and  meets  with 
general  condemnation,  and  I respectfully  suggest  that  some  law  be 
enacted  at  this  session  controlling  all  applications  for  pecuniary 
assistance  in  every  form  in  which  they  may  be  presented  to  the  Order, 
whether  from  Hall  Associations,  Lodges,  Encampments,  or  otherwise, 
and  requiring  in  all  cases  the  approval  and  recommendation  of  the 
Grand  Bodies  or  Grand  Officers  of  the  jurisdiction,  from  which  such 
application  may  come  and  also  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  they  desire 
to  ask  aid. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  last  named  decision  was  referred, 
submitted  the  following  resolutions  which  were  adopted.  See  page 
3953  of  Journal. 

Resolved, — “ That  no  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  any  of  the  members 
thereof  ; shall,  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  resort  to  any  scheme  of  Raffles,  Lot- 
teries or  Gift  Enterprises,  or  schemes  of  hazard  or  chance  of  any  kind,  as  a 
means  to  raise  funds  for  any  purpose  of  relief  or  assistance  to  such  Subordinates, 
or  to  individual  members. 

Resolved, — “ That  no  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  entertain  any  application 
for  pecuniary  aid  or  assistance  under  whatsoever  scheme  it  may  be  presented, 
unless  the  same  be  authorized  by  the  Grand  Body,  or  its  principal  Grand  Officer, 
of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  aid  is  solicited,  and  in  accordance  with  the  form 
prescribed  for  such  purposes  by  this  Grand  Body.” 

The  Grand  Sire,  in  his  report,  referred  to  other  matters  of 
vital  importance  to  the  Order ; the  principal  of  which  were  the  uses 
and  abuses  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  report  page  4013,  adjourned  to 
next  session  ; of  the  privilege  granted  by  Grand  Bodies  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  to  members  of  the  Orderjresiding  in  their  limits  who  had  become 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  other  jurisdictions  (with  refer - 
erence  to  this  portion  he,  the  Grand  Sire,  suggested  that  a special 
resolution  be  adopted  at  this  session  for  the  guidance  of  all  Grand 
Bodies).  Adopted,  page  4011  Journal.  See  report,  page  3982. 

He  strongly  declaimed  against  the  expulsion  of  members  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  as  not  being  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  Oddfel 
lowship,  impolitic,  unjust,  and  confounding  misfortune  with  crime: 

To  the  present  system  of  suspending  members  for  non-payment  of 
dues  the  Grand  Sire  would  call  particular  attention: 

Clause  1.  The  Legislative  Committee  to  whom  these  latter 
suggestions  were  referred  reported,  (see  page  3994,  Journal)  suggesting 
that  a Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  report  at  next  session  on  the 
subject,  report  adopted  (P.  P.  4011.)  The  next  recommendation  of 
the  Grand  Sire ; I would  respectfully  call  the  particular  attention  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  to,  which  was,  to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Can- 
ada East,  the  work  altogether  ceasing  there  and  with  only  a slight 
vitality  in  the  Lower  Provinces.  In  consequence  of  which  he  suggests 
that  this  jurisdiction  be  extended  over  Canada  East  and  that  the 
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Grand  Sire  be  empowered  to  appoint  a special  Commissioner  to  visit 
the  sections  named,  with  full  authority  to  restore  Charters  of  extinct 
Lodges,  and  institute  new  ones  wherever  a Grand  Lodge  does  not 
exercise  jurisdiction.  The  special  Commissioner  to  he  also  clothed 
with  power  to  treat  with  the  Manchester  Unity  of  Odd  Fellows  in  the 
British  Possessions  of  North  America,  with  a view  to  an  alliance  and 
full  communion  with  them,  on  accepting  our  work. 

Rep.  Fitzhugli,  of  Virginia,  from  the  Legislative  Committee,  to 
whom  the  subject  was  referred,  made  a report,  (see  page  3965,  Journal,) 
from  which  the  following  is  an  extract. 

To  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  to  whom  that  portion  of  the  Grand 
Sire’s  report,  relating  to  the  Order  in  British  North  America,  has  been 
referred,  beg  leave  to  report,  that,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Order  that  the  whole  subject  should 
be  disposed  of  by  one  committee.  They  have  considered  the  same,  and 
as  the  result  of  their  deliberations  recommend  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Sire’s  suggestions,  and  among  others  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved, — That  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  he,  and  is 
hereby  requested  to  make  known  to  this  Grand  Body,  at  its  next  Annual  Session, 
whether  there  is  any  objection  to  extending  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Grand  Lodge 
over  the  Province  of  Canada  East,  in  the  event  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  after  hear- 
ing the  report  of  said  Special  Commissioner  and  such  other  information  as  may 
be  laid  before  it,  shall  judge  that  such  a course  be  proper;  all  of  which  were  con- 
sidered and  adopted.  (See  page  4007,  Journal.) 

The  report  of  our  noble  and  much  beloved  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  Ridgely,  was  submitted  ; and  contains  a vast  amount 
of  highly  interesting  and  important  revelations  as  to  our  present  position 
and  the  wonderful  strides  made  by  our  Order  during  the  past  year. 
His  report  shows  that  our  success  in  every  respect,  the  past  year,  has 
far  exceeded  that  of  any  similar  term  since  the  organization  of  the 
Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Right  Worthy  Grand  Treasurer,  Vansant,  submitted  a very  grati- 
fying account  of  his  Stewardship.  The  past  year’s  receipts  exceeded 
that  of  the  previous  year  in  the  sum  of  nearly  eight  thousand  dollars, 
(18,000.) 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  learn  from  the  same  report  that  the  work  of 
the  Wildey  Monument,  has  been  fully  completed,  and  that  all  expenses 
in  connection  with  the  same  have  been  paid.  There  still  remains  to 
the  credit  of  the  Monument  Fund  over  $2,  000,  the  interest  of  which  is 
to  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  keeping  in  repair  the  Monument  and 
appurtances  belonging  thereto,  and  to  such  improvments  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  its  discretion  may  deem  expedient. 

I would  call  the  particular  attention  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  following  matters  of  interest  to  be  considered  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

1.  “The  Degree  of  Rebecca,”  action  on  which  was  postponed  till 
next  session. 

2,  Revision  of  our  Ritual  was  likewise  deferred,  and  on  motion  each 
Grand  Rep.  was  permitted  to  take  home  with  him  a copy  of  the  work 
as  printed  with  positive  instructions  that  the  same  be  returned  to  the 
Right  Worthy  Grand  Secty.  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  next  Annual  Session  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
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United  States  was  on  motion,  decided  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  New 
York. 

On  Journal  page  3936,  Rep.  Norcross,  of  California, r submitted  the 
following  query,  viz  : 

Has  a Subordinate  Encampment  the  right  to  appropriate  its  funds 
to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  celebrating,  with  appropriate  cere- 
monies, the  26th  day  of  April,  the  Anniversary  of  the  introduction  of 
Oddfellowship  in  America, 

The  above  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Order  whose  report  (page  3959)  was  adopted.  (Journal  page  4007. 
That  the  question  of  the  right  of  any  Subordinate  to  appropriate  their 
funds  to  pay  the  expenses  of  celebrating  the  anniversary  of  the  intro- 
duction of  our  Order  in  America,  rests  exclusively  with  the  Members 
of  said  Subordinates.  This  Grand  Body  has  eschewed  all  right  to 
determine  such  questions,  and  has  decided  ; that  Subordinates  have 
power  to  regulate  and  control  their  own  financial  affairs,  a delicate, 
sacred,  and  highly  cherished  prerogative  with  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  will  not  unwisely  interfere.  (See  Journal  of  1855, 
page  2496,  and  1857,  page  2831. 

On  Journal  page  3962,  Rep.  Foss,  of  Illinois,  moved  the  following 
resolution  ; which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved, — -That  there  be  granted  to  the  jurisdictions  of  Illinois,  Georgia. 
Kentucky,  Arkansas,  Newbraska,  Florida,  Texas,  Canada  West,  Minnesota,  Ver- 
mont, New  Jersey  and  New  Hampshire,  therightto  admit  to  membership  within 
their  several  jurisdictions,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  right  and  just,  as  proposed 
by  Section  4, art  16  of  the  Constitution ; all  suspended  members  of  other  jurisdic- 
tions residing  within  the  several  jurisdictions  named  above,  who  may  have  been 
suspended  for  non  payment  of  dues  only,  and  such  members  of  defunct  Lodges  of 
other  jurisdictions  as  may  not  be  able  to  procure  proper  cards  or  other  vouchers. 

The  Legislative  Committee  relative  to  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Ellis, 
of  Maryland  ; and  the  amendment  of  Rep.  Barry  offered  thereto  (page 
3853,  Journal)  reported,  submitting  the  following  resolutions  (see  page 
3967)  which  were  adopted : (Page  4007,  Journal.) 

Resolved, — That  in  alf  cases  of  application  for  membership  in  Subordinate 
Lodges  or  Encampment  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  three  black  balls  shall  be  necessary  to  reject  the  candidate, 
but  if  the  application  shall  be  by  card,  a majority  only  of  the  Members  present  on 
ballot,  shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be  direct- 
ed to  transmit,  in  circular  form,  under  the  Seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge  a copy  of  the 
foregoing  resolution  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encampment  working  under 
the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge 

Through  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject  two  forms  of 
funeral  Service  ; were  submitted,  one  by  Rep.  Mayes,  of  Miss.,  and  the 
the  other  by  Grand  Chaplain  I.  D.  Williamson,  (page  3997)  and  upon 
resolution  the  consideration  of  the  same  was  postponed  till  next  session 
(see  page  4013  Journal.) 

A resolution  submitted  by  Rep.  Dennis,  of  Michigan,  in  approval 
of  the  American  Odd  Fellow  as  the  organ  of  the  Grand  Lodge  United 
States,  was  adopted ; thus  again  placing  upon  record  their  estimation  of 
Bro.  Orr’s  efforts  m the  publication  of  an  Odd  Fellows’  Journal. 

On  resolution  of  Rep.  Logan,  the  thanks  of  the  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Lodge  were  tendered  to  Past  Grand  Sire  Isaac  M.  Veitch. 
(Members  standing.)  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  procure  the  portrait  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Veitch,  the  same 
to  be  placed  in  the  Cabinet  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Body. 

The  following  highly  honored  and  Revered  Brothers  having  been 
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duly  elected  to  the  several  offices,  were  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Yeitcli, 
installed  into  their  respective  positions  for  and  during  the  present 
term,  viz  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  James  P.  Saunders,  Yonkers,  New, 
York;  Right  Worthy  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Edwin  D.  Farnsworth,  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee ; Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary 
James  L.  Ridgley,  Baltimore,  Maryland  : Right  Worthy  Grand  Treas- 
urer Joshua  Vansant,  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

The  appointed  officers  were  likewise  installed  as  follows  :

Upon  retiring,  Past  Grand  Sire  Yeitcli  delivered  an  eloquent 
address  in  every  way  suitable  to  the  occasion. 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  Sanders,  upon  taking  the  gavil  also 
addressed  the  Grand  Lodge.  His  remarks  were  well  timed,  fluent  and 
forcible  ; and  well  calculated  to  instill  a new  energy  in  all  present. 

Officers  and  Brethren,  again  I have  to  chronicle  the  courtesies 
which  were  extended  to  me  by  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the 
Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  of  the  many  good  Brethren  of 
Baltimore  and  elsewhere  during  my  sojourn  among  them.  I cannot 
fully  describe  either  with  pen  or  tongue,  the  fraternal  attentions  be- 
stowed me. 

Officers  and  Brethren,  I again  thank  you  most  cordially  for 
the  honor  conferred  on  me  in  placing  me  in  the  honorable  position  of 
Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  Brothers, 
the  condition  of  our  “ Order  ” is  such  as  to  give  us  renewed  energy  in 
spreading  abroad  its  noble  principles,  let  us  strive  earnestly  to 
strengthen  and  perpetuate  them.

2.  We  would  strongly  recommend  that  the  amount  of  money  subscribed  for 
the  relief  of  the  Quebec  sufferers,  to  which  attention  lias  been  called  by  clauses 
in  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary’s  Reports,  be  at  once  refunded  or  sent  to 
our  suffering  brethren  in  the  Southern  States,  subject  to  the  permission  of  the 
donors. 

3.  Clause  No.  3 of  Grand  Master  Wigmore’s  Report,  referring  to  the  sale  of 
regalia  to  Chatham  Lodge,  we  consider  perfectly  correct ; and  as  said  Lodge  have 
made  no  appeal  to  this  Grand  Body  for  a reduction  on  the  regalia,  they  must  be 
satisfied  with  their  bargain. 

4.  We  are  of  opinion  that  Clause  No.  2 of  Grand  Master  McAfee’s  Report,  re- 
commending a salary  for  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  is  a move  in  the 
right  direction,  and  we  would  recommend  that  a sum  be  appropriated  for  that 
purpose. 

We  consider  the  suggestions  in  Clauses  1 and  (5  of  Grand  Secretary’s  Report, 
referring  to  -‘Odd  Fellows’  Companion”  and  “Tract,”  published  by  order  of  the 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  advisable,  and  would  recommend  that 
the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  procure  the  same. 

5.  Your  Committee  ivould 'recommend  the  payment  of  the  account  of  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  are  happy  to  Hud  that  the  finances  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  are  in  such  a healthy  and  prosperous  condition,  and  that  the  books 
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and  accounts  of  your  Secretary  and  Treasurer  have  been  kept  in  so  creditable  a 
manner.  We  think  that  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  due  to  that  highly 
efficient  officer. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, — That  the  foregoing  report  be  adopted,  and  that  the  thanks  of  this- 
Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  his  very  faithful 
and  efficient  services  during  the  past  year.

Bro.  P.  G.  Master  James  Woodyatt  from  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 
To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West , I.  0.  O.  d . : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report  on  the  matters  submitted  to  them  : 

1.  The  late  M.  W.  G.  Master  having,  on  the  3rd  of  April  last,  issued  a war- 
rant for  opening  a Lodge  of  our  Order  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  to  be  hailed  as 
Unity  Lodge  Lodge  No.  47,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  action  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  confirmed,  and  that  a Charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge. 

2.  The  late  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Richard  Wigmore,  Esq.,  having  been 
compelled  to  resign  his  official  position  and  sever  his  connection  with  the  Order, 
your  Committee  recommend  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
comnrunicate  to  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master  the  deep  regret  the  members  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  feel  at  being  thus  deprived  of  his  valuable  services,  and  inform 
him  that  this  Lodge  sympathizes  with  him  in  his  compulsory  separation  from 
the  Order. 

3.  Your  Committee  cannot  recommend  thp  adoption  of  the  suggestion  made 
by  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  McAfee  relative  to  representation  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

4.  Your  Committee  highly  approve  of  the  Grand  Secrtary’s  action  in  with- 
holding the  cards  from  the  members  ot  Long  Point  Lodge,  as  recommended  last 
session,  and  suggest  that,  unless  the  funds  divided  amongst  said  members  be 
refunded  on  or  before  next  session  of  Grand  Lodge,  their  names  shall  be 
published. 

5.  Your  Committee  cannot  but  remark  on  the  flourishing  state  of  the  Order, 
as  evinced  by  the  statistical  table  submitted  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  and 
earnestly  hope  that  a like  prosperity  may  attend  the  Order  in  coming  and  future 
years. 

6.  Your  Committee  cannot  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  suggestion  of  the 
Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  that  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  extended 
over  the  Province  of  Canada  East,  as  we  deem  that  too  great  an  extent  of  terri- 
tory would  be  embraced  thereby,  causing  great  and  unnecessary  expense. 

7.  With  regard  to  the  petition  from  certain  members,  asking  for  a dispensa- 
tion for  a new  Lodge  to  be  opened  in  the  City  of  London,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  until  the  application  be  made  in  a proper 
manner  by  five  Scarlet  Degree  Members  holding  withdrawal  cards. 

Your  Committee  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved, — That  the  above  Report  and  recommendations  be  adopted.

Rep.  R.  Barbour,  from  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  • 
and  Legislation,  submitted  the"follo wing  report,  which  was,  on  motion 
of  Grand  Rep.  James  Smith, taken  up  clause  by  clause  : 

To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  and  Legislation,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  following  questions,  beg  to  report  as  follows : 

1.  A Brother  being  in  arrears  for  dues  over  twelve  months  : can  the  Lodge 
legally  charge  more  than  one  year’s  dues,  or  the  Brother  claim  as  a right  only  to 
pay  one  year?  Answer — He  cannot  claim  as  a right.  The  Lodge  can  com- 
promise. 

2.  Frontier  Lodge  No.  45,  of  Windsor,  would  ask  if  a Noble  Grand  has  power 
to  grant  sick  benefits  without  a vote  of  the  Lodge?  Answer — Vote  of  Lodge 
must  be  had. 

3.  Is  it  legal  to  withdraw  a proposition  for  membership  after  it  is  referred  to 
a committee  on  character,  before  it  is  submitted  to  the  Lodge?  Answer — No. 

4.  When  there  are  two  or  more  Lodges  in  the  same  town  or  vicinity,  and  a 
rejection  takes  place  in  one  Lodge,  is  it  proper  for  the  rejected  candidate  to  be 
admitted  in  the  other  Lodge  after  six  months,  without  reference  being  made  to 
the  Lodge  in  which  the  rejection  took  place  ? Answer — The  Lodge  first  rejecting, 
should,  in  courtesy,  be  consulted  as  to  the  propriety  of  receiving  the  candidate. 

5.  Can  honorary  members  be  admitted,  and  if  so,  on  what  terms  ? Answer — 
There  should  he  no  drones  in  the  hive. 

6.  Has  the  Noble  Grand  a double  vote  in  the  case  of  a tie  in  the  election  of 
officers  in  any  case?  Answer — The  Noble  Grand  has  only  a casting  vote. 

7.  After  a Brother  is  taken  sick,  can  he  make  himself  good  on  the  books  by 
paying,  or  sending  his  money  to  the  Secretary  before  he  is  reported  sick  ? Answer 
— No,  for  he  inflicts  an  injury  on  the  Lodge. 

8.  If  a Brother  is  rejected  for  degrees,  how  soon  can  he  apply  again  ? Answer 
— The  By-laws  of  the  Lodge  should  state. 

9.  Should  the  Degree  Master  be  elected  the  same  as  other  officers,  or  in  the 
Degree  Lodge  ? Answer — The  same  as  other  officers. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodrje  of  Canada  Went  I.  O.  0.  F. 

We.  your  Committee  on  Correspondence  have  examined  the  same,  and  find 
nothing  of  importance  to  submit  to  this  Grand  Body,  as  all  communications  have 
been  attended  to  by  the  Secretary. 

In  the  matter  of  collecting  a report  from  the  journals  of  the  different  State 
Grand  Lodges,  would  submit  as  follows  : — We  deem  some  such  report  desirable, 
but  it  is  impossible  for  any  Committee  during  a short  session  like  ours,  to  do 
justice  to  such,  and  we  would  advise  that  in  the  future  the  Grand  Secretary  who 
receives  these  journals  during  the  year,  and  has  time  to  review  them  carefully, 
should  make  out  a brief  report  as  possible  of  matters  of  general  interest  found  in 
such  journals.

H.  C.  Bingliaru,  P.  G.  M.,  from  tlie  Special  Committee,  appointed 
to  consider  the  communication  of  Eureka  Lodge,  30,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  wliich  was  considered  and  adopted. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodqe  of  Canada  West  1.  0.  O.  F.: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  petition  of  Eureka 
Lodge  No.  30,  praying  the  sanction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  of  reinstat- 
ing Mr.  Thomas  Brown,  submit  the  following  : 

Mr.  Brown  had  been  expelled  for  contempt  more  than  a year  since  ; he  hav- 
ing been  tried  for  insubordination  and  drunkenness  while  visiting  Forest  City 
Lodge,  was  found  guilty  of  insubordination.  He  failed  to  appear  either  upon  trial 
or  to  receive  the  reprimand  from  the  Noble  Grand  when  summoned.  This  repri- 
mand being  the  penalty  decided  upon,  he  was  then  expelled  for  contempt. 

Expulsion  totally  severs  a man’s  connection  with  the  Order,  and  he  stands  in 
a worse  position  than  he  ever  did  before  initiation,  and  should  certainly  be  sub- 
jected to  the  same  ordeal  before  re-admission  to  the  Lodge,  and  that  is  to  an  in- 
vestigation and  regular  ballot. 

Mr.  Brown  had  not,  as  we  are  informed,  even  made  the  amend  of  au  apology 
to  Forest  City  Lodge,  where  the  original  offence  was  committed. 

A reinstatement  under  the  circumstances  seems  to  a gross  trifling  with 
the  dignity  and  good  sense  of  the  Lodge  which  first  sentenced  him  to  a repri- 
mand, and  then  to  expulsion  because  he  would  not  receive  that  reprimand. 

We  find  that  he  has  now  been  reinstated,  simply  by  a vote  of  the  Lodge,  upon 
paying  six  months’  arrears  of  dues. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend,  that  when  Mr.  Brown  makes  suitable 
apology  to  Forest  City  Lodge;  pays  up  his  full  arrearages,  and  is  submitted  to 
the  ordeal  of  a regular  ballot  , that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  sanction  his  readmission.

Resolved, — That  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  contract 
with  the  publisher  of  the  American  Odd  lellow,  for  a copy  of  that  magazine  for 
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each  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the 
fluids  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved, — That  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary  he  requested  to  commu- 
nicate, through  the  columns  of  that  journal,  all  matters  of  general  local  interest 
to  the  brethren  in  this  jurisdiction. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Thos.  Partridge,  it  was  resolved  that  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  take  place  at  a quarter  to  three 
o’clock  this  afternoon,  immediately  before  the  exempli ftcation  of  the 
secret  work.

Your  Committee  on  Returns  having  examined  the  returns  of  the  various 
Lodges,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

1.  The  returns  of  Union  Lodge  No.  16,  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30,  Erie  Lodge  No. 
33,  St.  Marys  Lodge  No.  36,  Gore  Lodge  No.  34,  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  we  find 
correct. 

2.  The  reports  from  the  following  Lodges  we  find  incorrect  in  the  items  sta- 
ted: Brock  Lodge  No.  9,  as  to  number  of  members.  They  should  report  57  mem- 
bers, whereas  they  only  give  45. 

3.  Union  Lodge  Nos  16,  reports  for  December,  1866,  and  June,  1867,  inasmuch 
as  the  names  of  members  suspended  are  not  given,  nor  the  cause  of  suspension, 
they  giving  in  figures  4 in  each  report. 

4.  Samaritan  Lodge  No.  35 — Incorrect,  in  having  paid  Grand  Lodge  50  cents 
too  much, having  charged  themselves  with  $25  received  for  reinstatements, instead 
of  $2C,  they  being  entitled  to  one-fifth  of  that  amount  on  account  of  the  Widow 
and  Orphans’  Fund. 

5.  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38 — Incorrect  in  reporting  one  member  too  many. 

6.  Frontier  Lodge  No.  45 — Incorrect  in  total  membership,  they  reporting 
eleven  members  too  many. 

7.  Mount  Zion  Lodge  No.  46 — Report  one  member  less  than  they  should  do. 

8.  Unity  Lodge  No.  47 — The  report  of  this  Lodge  is  incorrect,  in  not  being 
signed  by  the  Secretary  and  V.  G.,  and  is  without  a seal. 

9.  Avon  Lodge  No.  41 — Report  four  members  short. 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  form  of  return  submitted 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  as  a substitute  for  the  one  now  in  use,  and  have  much 
pleasure  in  approving  thereof,  it  being  in  our  opinion  an  improvement  on  the  old 
one,  and  its  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  will  simplify  in  a great  measure  the 
work  of  sub-Lodges  in  making  their  returns,  and  save  the  committees  at  Grand 
Lodges  much  trouble.

McIntyre,  and  was  receiv- 
ed by  the  N.  G.,in  a few  happy  remarks,  who  tendered  the  Grand  Lodge 
the  free  use  of  their  fine  Hall  and  Committee  Rooms,  and  also  extend- 
ed an  invitation  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  become  the  guests  of  Samari- 
tan Lodge  at  a Dinner  to  be  given  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  that  evening. 
The  M,  W.  Grand  Master  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  accepted 
both. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  having  taken  the  chair,  called  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  order,  and  the  Grand  Warden  having  examined  those  present, 
by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  declared  the  Grand  Lodge  opened 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  read  his  Annual  Address  and  Re- 
port, which,  on  motion  of  James  Smith,  P.  G.  M.,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Distribution : 

GRA^fD  MASTER'S  REPORT. 
rJ  u the  H.  IV.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  O.  F. : 

Representatives,  Officers  and  Brothers, — We  have  again  met 
in  Annual  Session  to  legislate  for  the  welfare  of  our  noble  Order,  and 
in  accordance  with  a time -honored  custom  it  becomes  my  pleasing  duty 
as  Grand  Master  to  submit  to  you  a report  of  my  official  acts  during 
the  past  year. 

Brothers,  the  past  official  year  has  indeed  been  one  of  marked 
.prosperity  to  Odd  Fellowship,  not  only  in  this,  but  in  every  jurisdiction 
of  our  neighboring  Republic.  Never  since  our  Order  was  started  on  its 
hallowed  mission  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  have  we  had  greater 
cause  to  lift  up,  one  and  all,  our  hearts  and  voices  in  praise  and  thanks- 
giving to  our  Supreme  Grand  Master,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the 
Universe,  for  the  manifold  evidences  of  His  approval  of  our  humble 
efforts  in  the  great  cause  of  the  Brotherhood  of  man,  and  elevation  of 
the  human  character.  The  most  convincing  evidence  of  the  prosperity 
of  the  Order  for  the  past  year,  is  the  increased  representation  from  all 
of  the  new  Lodges. 

Brothers,  one  and  all,  I am  happy  to  meet  you,  and  I earnestly 
hope  that  your  deliberations  at  this  session  will  be  fraught  with  much 
good  for  the  increased  usefulness  and  prosperity  of  our  noble  Order  in 
this  jurisdiction. 

I will  now  proceed  to  give  you  m detail  a history  of  my  official 
doings  during  the  past  year,  and  should  errors  or  omissions  be  discov- 
ered therein,  attribute  them  to  the  head,  and  not  to  the  heart,  as  all 
my  acts  were  intended  for  the  best. 

1.  In  accordance  with  a resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last 
Session,  (see  page  430),  wherein  the  Executive  (Officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  instructed  to  take  the  requisite  measures  to  secure  an  Act 
of  Incorporation  for  the  Order  in  this  Province,  I have  to  report  that 
every  means  deemed  necessary  was  tried  to  accomplish  that  purpose, 
for  the  particulars  of  which  I beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  communi- 
cations from  and  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which  are 
herewith  submitted,  as  nearly  all  the  work  in  this  matter  was  done  by 
that  efficient  officer,  and  submitted  to  me  for  my  approval  from  time 
to  time.  I have  to  add  that  all  that  was  done  by  him  had  my  hearty 
approval,  and  I only  regret  that  we  failed  for  the  time  being  in  secur- 
ing for  our  Order  the  Act  applied  for.  This  lack  of  success  was  not 
from  any  factious  opposition  to  our  Order,  for  I happened  very  oppor- 
tunely to  be  in  Toronto  in  January  last,  and  in  company  with  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  other  distinguished  members  of  our 
Order,  was  introduced  to  many  members  of  the  Legislature  on  both 
sides  of  the  House,  and  I did  not  find  one  solitary  member  oppose  our 
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measure  on  principle.  From  conversation  with,  many  of  them  on  the 
subject  of  incorporation,  I have  grounds  to  hope  that  if  the  application 
is  renewed,  it  will  be  more  fortunate  at  some  future  Session. 

2.  Early  in  the  year,  an  application  in  proper  form,  accompanied 
with  the  withdrawal  cards  of  the  Constitutional  number  of  brothers, 
was  forwarded  to  me  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  for  a new  Lodge  to  be 
located  in  the  city  of  London.  As  there  were  already  two  good  work- 
ing Lodges  in  that  city,  before  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  I 
wrote  to  those  Lodges,  asking  them  if  the  interests  of  our  Order  would 
be  subserved,  and  if  the  project  had  their  approval.  On  receiving  their 
reply  in  the  affirmative,  on  Wednesday  evening,  September  18th  last, 
with  the  assistance  of  brothers  of  the  other  London  Lodges,  I instituted 
Dominion  Lodge  No.  48,  and  installed  the  officers ; after  which,  the 
Secretary  of  Forest  City  Lodge  rose  in  his  place  and  addressed  the 
Noble  Grand  of  the  newr  Lodge,  stating  that  as  all  the  brothers  consti- 
tuting the  Charter  members  were  from  Forest  City  Lodge,  lie  was  in- 
structed to  make  known  to  the  new  Lodge  their  appreciation  of  their 
efforts  in  extending  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  city  of  London, 
and  on  behalf  of  the  parent  Lodge  presented  to  them  a cheque  for  fifty 
dollars  donated  by  Forest  City  Lodge  to  its  offspring,  Dominion.  This 
was  genuine  Odd  Fellowship  ; and  is  it  to  be  wondered  that  a Lodge 
starting  under  such  favorable  auspices  is  now  on  a par  with  her  elder 
sisters  in  correct  working  ? To  the  brethren  of  Dominion  Lodge  I was 
under  many  obligations  at  that  time,  and  since,  for  their  hospitable 
and  brotherly  treatment  whenever  I have  visited  them. 

Brock  Lodge  No.  (i,  the  oldest  of  our  Lodges,  being  as  it  were  iso- 
lated on  account  of  its  location,  I was  very  anxious  to  be  able  to  visit. 
Much  to  my  gratification,  the  desired  opportunity  offered,  and  on  the 
evening  of  Saturday,  November  23rd  last.  I had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing with  the  brothers  of  that  Lodge  at  a special  meeting,  in  their  beau- 
tiful Hall  in  the  town  of  Brockville.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that 
the  brethren,  one  and  all,  entertained  me  in  the  most  hospitable  and 
agreeable  manner,  and  my  visit  to  them  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  On 
my  return  from  business  at  Ottawa  I again  met  them  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, their  regular  night  of  meeting.  Upon  this  occasion  I witnessed  an 
initiation  in  the  Ancient  form.  At  the  proper  time  I gave  the  Lodge 
such  instruction  in  the  work  as  I trust  will  be  beneficial  and  profitable, 
and  which  I believe  was  well  received.  They  are  a noble  band  of 
brothers  there,  and  I can  assure  you  that  the  Order  has  not  degenera- 
ted in  that  isolated  locality. 

On  Thursday  evening,  November  23rd,  I had  the  pleasure  of  visit- 
ing officially  Excelsior  Lodge  No  44,  at  Hamilton,  and  they  are,  I am 
pleased  to  say,  as  their  name  indicates,  excelsior  in  doing  their  work. 
I expected  this  from  them,  it  being  the  Lodge  of  my  respected  col- 
league, R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  Barr,  also  of  my  respected  brother, 
D.  D.  Grand  Master  Ferguson.  Excelsior  Lodge  lias  fitted  up  her  hall 
in  a style  which  is  a credit  to  them  and  the  Order  in  Hamilton. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  the  20th,  I had  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
Dominion  Lodge  in  London,  and  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  pro- 
gress made,  and  the  thorough  manner  in  which  Lodge  business  was 
disposed  of.  On  Friday  evening,  the  29tli,  I visited  Avon  Lodge  No. 
41,  at  Stratford,  supposing  it  to  be  their  regular  night  of  meeting,  as  it 
is  so  laid  down  in  the  Grand  Lodge  proceedings  of  last  session  ; unfor- 
tunately it  being  St.  Andrew's  eve,  and  a fearful  snow  storm  prevailing, 
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only  a few  of  the  brothers  were  out  at  the  special  meeting  called  for 
the  occasion.  1 left  the  brothers  of  Avon  Lodge  next  day,  hoping  to  be 
able  to  visit  them  at  some  future  time  on  their  regular  meeting  night, 
but  I am  sorry  to  say  I have  not  been  so  privileged. 

Monday  evening,  Jauuary  6th,  1868,  I was  present  officially  and 
installed  the  officers  of  Forest  City  Lodge,  No.  38,  in  London  ; and  on 
Tuesday  evening  the  7th,  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  and  installing 
the  officers  of  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  30,  in  London.  It  is  hardly  necessary 
for  me  to  add  that  Lodge  business  in  both  of  those  Lodges  is  done 
correctly.  On  Wednesday  evening  the  8tli,  I officially  visited  and  in- 
stalled the  officers  of  Unity  Lodge,  No.  47,  at  Hamilton.  This  being  a 
new  Lodge  I was  pleased  to  have  the  privilege  of  being  with  them 
on  that  occasion,  and  regretted  very  much  that  I had  not  the  assistance 
of  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Bro.  J.  W.  Ferguson,  who  was  so  seriously  indisposed 
as  to  be  unable  to  leave  his  room.  I had  expected  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Barr,  to  assist  me,  but  a prior  en- 
gagement on  his  part  prevented.  Unity  Lodge  at  that  time  was  not 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  her  elder  sister,  but  since  then,  I leam,  is 
mak;ng  great  efforts  to  outstrip  her.  May  nothing  ever  exist  between 
them  but  a generous  and  healthy  rivalry  to  see  who  will  do  most  in  the 
cause  of  genuine  Odd  Fellowship,  in  the  interesting  field  which  they 
occupy. 

Thursday  evening,  the  9th,  I had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  officially 
Gore  Lodge  No.  34,  at  Brantford.  A candidate  was  initiated,  and  sel- 
dom, indeed,  have  I ever  seen  the  whole  ceremony  so  well  performed. 
Every  officer  had  his  charge  perfect,  and  rendered  it  well.  It  was  a 
pleasure  to  me  to  see  it  so  remarkably  well  done,  though  it  could  hardly 
have  been  otherwise,  as  this  is  the  Lodge  of  Brothers  Bingham,  Wood- 
yatt,  and  King,  three  of  the  lights  of  our  beloved  Order  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion. I need  hardly  add  that  I was  handsomely  and  hospitably  enter- 
tained during  my  stay  amongst  the  Brantford  Brothers. 

3.  And  now,  Brothers,  I come  to  the  most  interesting  episode  in 
my  official  career.  I had  often  looked  with  longing  eyes  to  the  city  of 
Toronto  as  a vast  field  ready  for  the  laborers  in  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
to  this  end  had  been  using  every  effort  to  have  a Lodge  established 
there.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  with  the  support  and  co-operation  of 
Brothers  John  J.  Ramsay,  William  R.  Roberts,  and  M.  Blume,  who  had 
located  there  some  time  previously,  I succeeded,  and  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, January  14th,  Odd  Fellowship,  which  had  slumbered  in  Toronto 
for  over  a score  of  years,  was  again  awakened,  and  as  I believe  and 
hope  was  awakened  never  again  to  sleep  until  time  shall  be  no  more. 
On  the  evening  named,  with  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  Deputy 
Grand  Master  Barr,  Grand  Sec.  and  Treas.  King,  P.  G.  M.  Bingham, 
P.  G.  Secretary  Reid,  D.  D.  G.  M.  Purvis,  P.  G.  Wales,  P.  G.  M.  Bis- 
sell,  P.  D.  G.  M.  Brown,  and  Bros.  Tliorburn  and  Blanning,  represent- 
ing Gore,  Union,  Eureka,  Forest  City,  Excelsior,  and  Frontier  Lodges 
— the  petitions  and  cards  having  been  placed  in  my  hands— I proceeded 
to  institute  Canada  Lodge  No.  49,  in  one  of  the  Orange  Halls  of  the 
city.  The  Lodge  was  duly  instituted,  officers  installed,  and  a number 
of  candidates  initiated,  and  the  Brothers  of  the  new  Lodge  were  started 
on  their  career  of  usefulness  by  words  of  encouragement  from  all.  It 
affords  me  much  pleasure  to  add  that  Canada  Lodge  now’  meets  in  the 
Hall  of  the  Manchester  Unity  Lodges,  and  that  she  is  prospering  as 
-{veil  as  we  had  reason  to  hope.  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
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with  them  several  times  since,  and  to  assist  at  initiations  and  in 
Degrees. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  arrangements  were  made 
by  some  of  the  Lodges  to  secure  the  services  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Barnes  as  a Lecturer.  I am  happy  to  report  the  success  of  the  efforts 
both  on  the  part  of  the  Lodges  who  secured  him,  and  on  the  part  of 
the  Lecturer  ; and  I believe  the  success  he  met  with  in  Windsor,  Lon- 
don, St.  Catharines,  Hamilton,  Chatham,  and  Brockville,  warrant  me 
in  attributing  to  his  talent  and  tact  very  much  of  the  interest  taken  in 
the  Order  in  those  localities.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  know  that  he  is 
again  with  us  in  Grand  Lodge,  ready  and  willing  to  encourage  us  by 
liis  presence,  and  to- aid  us  with  his  counsel  and  instruction. 

On  Tuesday,  the  25th.  I visited  St.  Marys,  where  I had  the  pleas- 
ure of  meeting  officially  in  the  Lodge  a large  turn  out  of  the  brethren 
of  St.  Marys,  in  their  own  handsome  and  commodious  Hall.  After 
Lodge  business  was  disposed  of,  I was  escorted  by  the  brothers  to  the 
hotel,  wdiere  I was  kindly  and  hospitably  entertained  ; after  which  we 
separated,  all  hoping  for  the  pleasure  of  meeting  again  on  some  future 
occasion. 

4.  Having  received  a petition  and  withdrawal  cards  from  the  Con- 
stitutional number  of  brothers  to  form  a Lodge  at  Tilsonburg,  in  the 
County  of  Oxford,  I proceeded  there  in  company  with  D.  D.  Grand 
Master  Fletcher,  of  Samaritan  Lodge,  andBro.  Simons,  of  same  Lodge  ; 
and  on  Monday,  March  16tli,  instituted  Otter  Lodge  No.  50,  under  very 
favorable  and  flattering  auspices,  and  installed  the  officers,  after  which 
fifteen  candidates  were  duly  admitted  into  the  Lodge.  This  Lodge 
rather  took  me  by  surprise  (very  agreeably,  I must  confess),  for  I had 
not  anticipated  so  many  in  numbers  or  so  much  intelligence.  I am 
convinced  that  Otter  Lodge  will  take  high  rank  among  her  elder  sis- 
ters in  the  great  mission  of  Odd  Fellowship,,  and  will,  I trust,  do  much 
good  in  that  section. 

Wednesday  evening,  April  15th,  I visited  officially  Samaritan 
Lodge  No.  85,  at  Ingersoll.  This  Lodge,  I am  happy  to  say,  is  rapidly 
progressing,  adding  to  her  membership  some  of  the  best  men  in  the 
community.  You  are  now  their  guests,  and  can  judge  for  yourselves 
of  their  zeal  and  ability. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  June  9th,  in  company  with  fourteen  of  the 
Brothers  of  Frontier  Lodge  No.  45,  I visited  officially  Chatham  Lodge 
No.  29.  There  was  a full  turn-out  of  the  Chatham  brethren,  and  a 
highly  interesting  and  pleasant  meeting,  as  the  Chatham  brethren  are 
proverbial  for  their  large  hearted  hospitality.  I need  hardly  add  that 
we  were  sumptuously  entertained. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  June  24tli,  I visited  Mount  Zion  Lodge 
No.  46,  at  Newbury.  This  Lodge  is  small  in  numbers,  but  what  she 
lacks  in  that  respect  is,  I believe,  fully  made  up  in  the  zeal  and  energy 
of  the  few  good  and  true  Odd  Fellows  of  which  she  is  composed  ; and 
if  the  same  spirit  prevails  as  was  manifested  on  my  visit,  she  must 
prosper. 

5.  In  looking  over  our  jurisdiction,  it  seems  to  me  there  should  be 
a special  effort  made  to  extend  our  influence,  especially  east  of  Toronto, 
by  the  institution  of  New  Lodges,  and  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  measures  to  accomplish  these  ends. 

6.  On  Ufonday  evening,  July  6tli,  I again  visited  and  installed  the 
officers  of  Canada  Lodge  No.  49,  in  Toronto,  but  I am  grieved  to  add 
that  for  a short  time  previous  a feeling  had  prevailed  which  was  pre- 
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judicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Lodge,  and  which  resulted  that 
evening  in  several  of  the  officers  elect  refusing  to  he  installed.  A new 
election  was  resorted  to,  and  after  the  installation  seven  members  asked 
for  and  Avere  granted  withdrawal  cards,  amongst  them  the  retiring 
Noble  Grand,  Brother  Ramsay,  and  the  retiring  Secretary,  who  Avas 
V.  G.  elect.  I regretted  this  action  very  much,  and  used  all  my  per- 
suasive powers  to  prevent  it,  hut  in  vain. 

7.  Representatives,  I would  recommend  that  Charters  and  Work- 
ing Books  he  given  to  each  of  the  new  Lodges  previously  named,  for 
the  sum  of  Thirty  Dollars  each,  as  I had  told  them  all  that  Avas  the 
amount  they  Avould  be  charged. 

Brothers,  I have  much  pleasure  m stating  that  but  very  feAv  ques- 
tions of  a legislative  character  have  been  submitted  to  me  during  the 
year,  which  I take  to  be  a plain  indication  of  harmony  and  uniformity 
in  the  working  of  our  Lodges.  I have  visited  all  of  the  Lodges  but  two 
in  the  jurisdiction,  some  of  them  twice,  and  many  three  times  in  the 
past  year,  and  I congratulate  each  and  all  upon  their  correct  manner  of 
Avorking,  and  the  punctuality  and  dispatch  of  Lodge  business  ; and 
Avithout  undue  boasting,  I believe  our  Lodges  will  compare  favorably 
with  older  and  more  favored  jurisdictions. 

8,  9,  10.  Under  date  of  October  10th,  1867,  D.  D.  Grand  Master 
Ferguson  Avrote  me  that  the  custom  prevailed  in  Excelsior  Lodge  of 
members  vouching  for  brothers  without  the  term  password,  and  in  ar- 
rears sufficient  to  disqualify  them  from  receiving  it,  and  asking  my  de- 
cision. My  decision  was,  “That  a brother  in  arrears  sufficient  to  dis- 
qualify him  from  receiving  the  term  password  cannot  be  admitted  to 
the  Lodge.  See  Digest,  page  11,  section  4,  Arrears.”  And  that  Ex- 
celsior Lodge  voting  to  admit  a member  in  arrears,  after  being  so  refused 
admittance  by  order  of  the  N.  G.,  was  illegal.  Bro.  Ferguson  also 
asked,  “Should  the  candidate  be  put  in  possession  of  the  P.  W.  before 
retiring,  to  work  his  way. in  ?”  Answer, — “Before  retiring.” 

11.  D.  D.  G.  M.  Purvis,  of  Union  Lodge,  asks  : “ In  opening  the 
Lodge,  does  the  Warden  receive  the  Password  or  Explanation,  or  both  ?” 
My  reply  was,  that  the  Password  was  all  that  was  required  of  Brothers 
to  be  given  to  the  Warden  prior  to  opening. 

12-13.  Chatham  Lodge  No.  26  asks,  under  date  of  May  28,  as  fol- 
lows : “ Charges  having  been  preferred  by  one  Past  Grand  against 
another  Past  Grand  for  slander  ; if  there  are  not  sufficient  P.  G.’s  in 
good  standing  to  form  the  required  Committee,  is  it  legal  to  put  Scarlet 
Degree  members  on  said  Committee  ?”  Answer, — “ Yes,  if  there  are 
not  five  qualified  brothers,  the  peers  of  the  accused.”  An  appeal  has 
been  taken  by  Bro.  Thomas  Lawless,  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  against  the 
action  of  said  Lodge  and  of  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Bro.  Ferguson.  The  appeal 
is  herewith  submitted  without  comment,  marked  C. 

14.  I have  received  reports  from  the  folloAving  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters,  all  of  which  are  highly  encouraging,  and  sIioav  a marked 
degree  of  prosperity  and  correct  working  of  their  respective  Lodges, 
viz.  : District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  Taylor,  of  Brock  No.  9;  Purvis, 
of  Union  16  ; Smith,  of  Chatham  29 ; Heron,  for  Eureka  30,  Forest 
City  38,  and  Dominion  48,  of  London  ; C.  D.  Tufford,  of  Gore  34  ; Flet- 
cher, of  Samaritan  35  ; Marlatt,  of  St.  Marys  36  ; Ferguson,  for  Excel- 
sior 44,  and  Unity  47,  of  Hamilton,  which  are  herewith  submitted. 

15.  Brothers,  I believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  this  ftrand  Lodge 
has  abundant  means  to  provide  her  officers  and  representatives  with 
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the  Regalia  and  Jewels  of  tlieir  respective  offices,  and  I think  it  is  im- 
perative on  this  Grand  Lodge  to  do  so.  See  Digest  page  76,  section  10. 
I would  therefore  recommend  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  procure 
for  the  Grand  Officers  the  proper  and  appropriate  Regalia  and  Jewels, 
and  a sufficient  number  of  Past  Grands’  sashes  and  aprons  for  the  use 
of  the  Representatives. 

16.  I would  also  recommend  for  your  earnest  consideration  the  ex- 
pediency of  reviving  the  separate  office  of  Grand  Treasurer  in  this 
Grand  Lodge,  as  I believe  such  an  officer  did  once  exist  here.  I fail 
to  see  the  policy  or  economy  of  merging  the  offices  of  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Treasurer  in  one  incumbent ; I think  it  extremely  injudi- 
cious, and  should  be  abolished. 

17.  I believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  this  jurisdiction  is  entitled 
to  an  additional  representative  in  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge.  If  such 
is  the  fact,  which  you  will  learn  from  the  Report  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  you  will  have  the  right  to  elect  an  additional 
representative  to  that  R.  W.  Grand  Body  at  your  present  session  should 
you  so  elect.  This  fact  in  itself  is  an  evidence  of  the  increased  pros- 
perity and  progress  of  our  beloved  Order  in  the  year  just  closed. 

18.  I would  respectfully  recommend  that  such  changes  be  made 
in  the  Constitution  of  Subordinates  as  will  allow  the  admission  of 
members  with  unexpired  Withdrawal  Cards  over  the  prescribed  age  of 
50  years.  As  the  Constitution  now  stands,  there  is  no  provision  for 
this  class  of  members.  Allow  me  to  acid  that  in  my  judgment  many 
healthy  changes  might  be  made  in  Constitution,  and  to  this  end  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  that  a Committee  of  revision  be  appointed 
to  meet  in  the  recess,  and  report  at  the  next  Grand  Lodge  Session. 

19.  In  consequence  of  a geographical  change  in  the  name  of  this 
Province,  and  the  legislation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
you  will  be  required  to  make  such  changes  in  the  Constitution, 
Charters,  Seal,  &c.,  as  -will  conform  to  such  change. 

20.  On  the  28th  July,  I received  from  five  Brothers,  Scarlet  mem- 
bers of  Canada  Lodge  No.  49,  cf  Toronto,  their  withdrawal  Cards  and 
petition  to  institute  another  Lodge  in  the  city  of  Toronto.  I forwarded 
the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Bro.  King,  requesting 
him  to  make  out  a dispensation,  sign  my  name  to  it,  and  forward  the 
same  to  Deputy  Grand  Master  Barr,  with  commission  and  instructions 
to  proceed  to  Toronto  and  institute  the  new  Lodge.  I received  a 
letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary  stating  that  I must  have  overlooked 
that  provision  in  ovu  Constitution  requiring  ten  applicants  for  a new 
Lodge  in  a locality  where  one  already  existed.  I regretted  this  very 
much,  as  Canada  Lodge  had  granted  in  my  presence  their  full  sanction 
to  the  instituting  of  the  contemplated  new  Lodge.  And  although  it 
was  not  altogether  with  my  approval,  yet  as  the  field  is  very  large  in 
the  city  of  Toronto,  I believe  that  eventually  it  will  be  productive  of 
good,  and  I would  recommend  that  such  action  be  taken  as  will  be 
requisite  to  institute  another  Lodge  in  that  city. 

21.  Brothers,  we  have  in  our  jurisdiction  four  Lodges  of  the  Cana- 
dian Order  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  two  in  Toronto  and  two  in 
Hamilton,  and  as  they  are  isolated  and  cannot  affiliate  with  us,  would 
it  not  be  wise  in  us,  being  the  stronger,  to  extend  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship  and  invite  them  in  the  name  of  F.  L.  T.  to  come  into  our 
fold  ? — It  certainly  would  be  for  their  benefit  and  interest  to  do  so. 
The  recent  action  in  Australia  should  afford  us  encouragement  to  make 
an  effort. 
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I cannot  close  this  report  without  here  publicly  returning  my  sin- 
cere and  heartfelt  thanks  to  your  efficient  and  obliging  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  to  whom  I am  under  many  obligations 
for  his  prompt  and  business-like  manner  in  performing  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

Officers  and  Representatives,  allow  me  here  to  present  a synopsis 
of  the  work  of  our  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  for  the  past  year,  referring 
you  to  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  the  same

Brothers,  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on  the 
very  prosperous  condition  of  our  beloved  Order  in  our  j urisdiction  : and 
return  to  you  one  and  all  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  confidence 
reposed  to  me  at  all  times  since  my  first  connexion  with  this  Grand 
Lodge.  Commending  you  one  and  all  to  the  favor  and  protection  of 
ora1  Father  above.

T.  Partridge  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  destribution. 

GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master , Officers  and  Representatives. 

Brothers, — Once  again,  after  the  lapse  of  another  eventful  year, 
have  we  been  permitted  by  the  great  and  All-wise  Grand  Master  of  the 
Universe  to  assemble  in  Grand  Lodge,  to  hear  accounts  of  the  progress 
vve  have  made  during  the  year,  and  to  legislate  for  the  good  of  the 
Order.  With  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  devolves  upon  me  again  the 
duty  of  rendering  an  account  of  my  stewardship. 
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The  duties  specially  assigned  me,  by  resolutions  adopted  at  the 
last  session,  have  been  attended  to  as  far  as  practicable. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  session  I received  tenders  for 
printing  the  Journal  of  1867.  The  Conner  being  the  lowest,  I accepted, 
and  with  all  despatch  I compiled  the  Minutes,  and  had  printed  (300) 
three  hundred  copies,  sending  copies  to  each  Lodge,  Officer,  Past  Offi- 
cer, and  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  each  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Encampment  in  the  United  States. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Rep.  C.  H.  Hankinson  on  page 
287  of  Journal,  I had  inserted  in  the  Ottawa  Gazette,  Essex  Record , and 
Brant  Expositor,  the  proper  notice  of  our  intention  to  apply  to  the 
Legislature  of  Ontario  for  an  Act  of  Incorporation  for  our  Order,  which 
application  was  duly  made.  The  result  will  be  communicated  to  you 
hereafter. 

The  resolution  authorizing  a letter  of  condolence  and  sympathy  to 
our  late  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  R.  Wigmore,  on  account  of  his  being 
compelled  by  a Provincial  law  to  resign  his  position  in  the  Order,  has 
been  complied  with. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Smith  of  No.  47,  page 
287,  Journal  1867,  I wrote  to  the  Managers  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and 
Great  Western  Railways,  asking  them  to  grant  free  return  tickets  to  all 
Officers,  Representatives  and  Past  Grands  who  may  attend  the  session 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  Ingersoll,  on  the  5th  August.  1868.  The  Great 
Western,  with  its  accustomed  liberality,  at  once  acceded  to  the  request, 
and  instructed  me  to  have  printed  a form  of  certificate,  one  to  be  given 
to  each  member  here,  entitling  him  to  a free  return  ticket.  The  Grand 
Trunk  did  not  grant  the  request,  inasmuch  as  the  distance  to  be  trav- 
eled by  representatives  was  so  short. 

The  resolution  instructing  me  to  correspond  with  the  several 
Lodges  which  contributed  to  the  relief  of  the  Quebec  sufferers,  with  a 
view  to  ascertain  what  disposition  each  Lodge  wished  to  have  made  of 
the  amount  they  subscribed,  has  been  complied  with.  Union  Lodge 
No.  16,  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30,  and  Avon  Lodge  No.  41,  ordered  the 
amount  subscribed  by  them  to  be  returned  to  them,  in  all  #22  ; while 
Brock  No.  9,  Gore  34,  Excelsior  44,  Samaritan  35,  St.  Mary’s  36, 
Frontier  45,  and  Mount  Zion  46,  instructed  me  to  send  the  amounts 
donated  by  them  to  the  Southern  Relief  Fund.  I accordingly  sent  to 
Gr  ind  Corresponding  and  Recording  Sec”etary,  Jas.  L Ridgely,  a 
draft  for  #83.25  gold,  as  a donation  from  the  Lodges  in  Ontario  to  the 
Southern  Relief  Fund,  the  receipt  of  which  has  been  duly  acknow- 
ledged. 

1.  Agreeably  to  resolution  on  page  284,  Journal,  I instructed  Bro. 
J.  W.  Orr,  publisher  of  the  American  Odd  Fellow,  to  send  one  copy  of 
his  magazine  to  each  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction.  In  view  of  the  efforts 
put  forth  by  Bro.  Orr  for  the  advancement  of  our  Order  and  the  prin- 
ciples it  teaches,  I would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  subscrip- 
tion be  renewed. 

2.  With  regard  to  the  resolution  instructing  the  Grand  Officers  to 
invest  the  surplus  fund  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I would  say,  that  not 
knowing  what  amount  would  be  required  to  secure  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration applied  for,  we  could  not  tell  what  amount  there  would  be  left 
to  invest. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  session  I forwarded  to  D.  D.  G. 
M.,  James  Heron,  London,  the  resolution  of  the  committee  relative  to 
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the  admission  of  P.  G.  Thomas  Brown,  of  Eureka  Lodge,  and  in  due 
course  received  a reply  that  the  same  had  been  complied  with. 

On  the  25th  of  December  I received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  an  order  for  ten  blank  Charters,  which 
were  at  once  forwarded,  and  the  receipt  thereof  duly  acknowledged. 

B.  While  in  Toronto,  on  the  14tli  January,  1868,  assisting  at  the 
institution  of  Canada  Lodge,  I met  a brother,  James  George,  formerly 
a member  of  Home  Lodge  of  that  city,  who  delivered  to  me  the  minute 
and  other  books  of  that  Lodge,  which  had  been  in  Ins  keeping  since  the 
Lodge  became  defunct. 

4.  Bro.  J.  C.  Lindop,  once  a member  of  the  late  Elgin  Lodge,  St. 
Thomas,  wishing  to  become  a member  of  Samaritan  Lodge,  with  a view 
to  being  one  of  the  charter  members  of  Otter  Lodge,  and  having  no 
card,  applied  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  one.  By  direction  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  a card  was  given  him,  it  having  been  clearly  established 
that  he  was  not  one  of  those  brethren  who  took  part  in  the  proceedings 
which  caused  the  dissolution  of  late  Elgin  Lodge. 

5.  On  the  10th  February,  Grand  Rep.,  Bro.  James  Woodyatt,  re- 
ceived a telegram  from  Toronto,  stating  that  our  Act  of  Incorporation 
was  meeting  strong  opposition,  requesting  him  to  show  the  message  to 
me,  and  for  both  of  us  to  come  immediately  to  Toronto  to  look  after 
our  interest.  I telegraphed  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  for  instructions, 
who  at  once  replied,  deputizing  Bro.  James  Woodyatt  and  myself  to  go 
at  once  to  Toronto  and  use  our  utmost  exertions  to  secure  the  passage 
of  the  Act.  We  did  so,  hut  without  success.  (A  report  of  this  deputa- 
tion will  supplement  this  report — marked  B j 

6.  Mr.  Charles  Foster,  of  the  city  of  Hamilton,  represented  that  he 
was  a member  in  good  standing  in  late  Victoria  Lodge,  at  Caledonia, 
when  it  became  defunct,  and  requested  a Card  of  Clearance.  Not  hav- 
ing any  of  the  records  of  that  Lodge,  and  no  other  satisfactory  evi- 
dence, the  request  was  not  granted. 

7.  I received  on  the  5th  June  a number  of  circulars  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  Walker  Lodge  No.  19,  of  Huntsville,  Texas,  setting  forth  their 
misfortune  in  having  their  hall  and  effects  destroyed  by  fire,  and  ask- 
ing a donation  from  the  several  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction.  By  direc- 
tion of  the  Grand  Master,  I sent  one  circular  to  each  Lodge  in  this 
jurisdiction.  The  following  is  the  result,  viz : Gore  Lodge  84,  #6  ; Chat- 
ham Lodge  29,  $4 ; Frontier  Lodge  45,  #5,  U.  S.  currency. 

8.  The  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  Dominion  Lodge  No.  48,  Can- 
ada Lodge  No.  49,  and  Otter  Lodge  No.  50.  are  herewith  submitted. 

9.  Application  has  been  frequently  made  to  me  for  a copy  of  our 
Constitution,  together  with  the  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order  as  laid 
down  for  Subordinate  Lodges.  The  supply  printed  in  the  first  Journal 
of  Proceedings  is  now  exhausted ; and  with  a view  to  having  a new 
edition  printed,  I have  compiled  the  amendments  which  have  been 
adopted  from  time  to  time,  and  would  suggest  that  a number  be  printed. 

10.  Though  I have  written  to  one  or  two  Lodges,  and  given  them 
the  amendment  to  our  Constitution  relative  to  the  amount  of  contribu- 
tions to  be  set  apart  for  tli6  W.  & O.  Fund,  I find  they  persist  in  adher- 
ing to  the  original  law,  and  place  one-third  instead  of  one-fifth  to  the 
credit  of  that  fund. 

11.  As  a matter  of  convenience  and  reference,  I would  suggest  that 
your  Grand  Secretary  he  instructed  to  procure  a book  in  which  to  reg- 
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ister  the  names  of  all  Past  Grands  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
sent  in  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

12.  The  financial  statement  for  the  year  ending  30th  -June,  is  sub- 
stantially as  follows  :

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13.  But  one  case  of  appeal  lias  been  sent  in  for  your  action,  that  is 
the  case  of  Gore  Lodge  No.  34  versus  Alfred  Bax.  Mr.  Bax  being  a 
resident  of  Brantford,  applied  to  and  was  initiated  into  Avon  Lodge 
No.  41.  of  Stratford.  For  reasons  (which  are  stated  in  the  charge 
made)  a charge  was  made  against  Mr.  Bax  by  Gore  Lodge,  and  it 
would  appear  that  the  charge  had  been  sustained,  and  a penalty  in- 
flicted by  Avon  Lodge  upon  Mr.  Bax,  which  Gore  Lodge  deems  uncon- 
stitutional. Therefore  the  appeal. 

14.  The  correspondence  of  my  office  for  the  past  year  is  herewith 
submitted.  All  that  required  immediate  attention  has  been  attended 
to. 

15.  I find  that  the  new  form  of  Returns  adopted  at  the  late  session, 
and  which  is  now  in  use  by  the  Lodges,  answered  the  purpose  designed 
admirably,  both  in  simplicity  and  correctness.  I would  call  the  special 
attention  of  the  Committee  on  Returns  to  the  difference  in  the  amount 
of  W.  & O.  fund  and  general  funds  held  by  some  Lodges,  in  the  dime 
return  as  compared  with  the  December  return.  When  writing  to  the 
Lodges  referred  to  on  tlie  subject,  I have  been  informed  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  lias  no  right  to  interfere  (and  as  a consequence  no  right  to  ask 
questions  in  regard  to  the  correctness  of  Lodge  statements)  in  the 
matter  of  the  funds  of  a Lodge.  If  such  be  tlie  case,  I would  suggest 
that  tlie  items  referred  to  be  entirely  stricken  out  of  the  returns,  as  I 
believe  it  better  that  no  statement  of  the  resources  of  our  Order  lie 
given  to  the  fraternity,  than  that  a false  one  should  be  made. 

Tlie  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  tlie  following  Grand  Lodges  have 
been  received,  and  in  accordance  writh  the  resolution  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  page'  284,  Journal.  I have  prepared 
a brief  extract  from  each,  which  will  supplement  this  report.  The  re- 
port referred  to  was  submitted,  but  inasmuch  as  it  was  of  interest  only 
when  made,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  reprint  it  here. 

Tlie  annual  report  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Library  Association  of  Cal- 
ifornia ; also  the  report  of  Committee  on  reception  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  together  with  a copy  of  addresses  delivered  on 
the  26th  April,  in  Galveston,  Texas,  by  Bro.  W.  Carey  Crane,  have 
been  duly  received,  each  of  which  is  replete  with  matters  of  great 
nterest  to  Odd  Fellows  everywhere,  and  well  worthy  a perusal. 

16.  A recommendation  of  Grand  Master  Spragge,  of  Michigan,  is, 
I believe,  a good  one,  and  one  which,  if  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge, 
would  be  productive  of  much  good  to  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction.  I 
will  use  his  own  words  : "Past  Grand  Masters  should  lie  allowed  mile- 
age and  per  diem  for  attendance  at  the  Grand  Lodge  meetings,  as  I 
believe  their  aid  and  counsel  would  be  worth  vastly  more  to  the  juris- 
diction than  the  amount  it  would  be  necessary  to  expend  to  secure  their 
attendance  ; for  it  is  hardly  fair  to  expect  that  having  been  faithful 
servants  while  in  office,  they  should  be  under  an  expense  to  assist  us  in 
our  labors  of  love.” 

Inasmuch  as  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge  has  been  changed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  it  becomes  necessary  to  have 
our  Seals  altered  accordingly. 

17.  The  account  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  for  sup- 
plies and  Representative  tax,  is  herewith  submitted. 

I am  still  in  receipt  of  the  “Odd  Fellows’  Companion,”  published 
by  M.  C.  Lilley  & Co.,  Columbus,  Ohio  ; also  of  a weekly  paper  called 
the  “Mystic  Tie,”  published  in  Baltimore;  edited  by  Grand  Secretary 
Escavaile, 
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18.  One  more  matter  of  minor  importance  I would  call  your  atten- 
tion to;  that  is,  the  majority  of  Lodges  pay  their  percentage  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  current  funds,  while  a few  send  silver.  I would  sug- 
gest that  a uniform  rate  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge — either  all 
silver  or  all  paper.  There  is  quite  an  amount  of  silver  now  in  the 
treasury,  and  in  order  to  invest  it,  there  will  he  a loss  of  from  4 to  fi 
per  cent. 

And  now,  Brothers,  permit  me  tot  I tank  you  one  and  all  very  kindly 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  forbearance  I have  met  with  at  your 
hands.  I have  during  my  two  years'  term  of  office  endeavored  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  appertaining  to  that  office  faithfully ; to  what  extent 
I have  succeeded,  I leave  you  to  judge. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted.

By  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Secretary  then  read  the 
following  report  of  the  special  deputation  which  visited  Toronto  in  the 
interests  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  applied  for  by  the  Grand  Lodge ; 
when  Grand  Representative  James  Woodyatt  explained  at  length  the 
steps  taken  by  the  Committee.  On  motion  of  Rep.  John  Dodd,  the 
report  was  adopted  : 

Ixgerssoll,  August  5tli,  1808. 

Tu  the  M.  IV.  Grain J Master , Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  Grand 

Lodye  of  Ontario. 

Brothers, — We,  the  undersigned  committee,  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  to  visit  the  Legislature  of  Ontario,  with  a view  to  secure,  if  possible,  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  applied  for  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  beg  to  report. 

That  upon  receiving  the  instruction  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  H. 
McAfee,  we  at  once  proceeded  to  Toronto,  and  with  all  due  speed  called  upon  the 
several  members  of  the  House,  and  used  our  utmost  endeavors  to  obtain  their  in- 
fluence and  vote  in  favor  of  the  Act,  but  without  the  success  anticipated. 

Upon  former  visits  to  the  capital,  we  and  others  had  met,  not  only  from  the 
Hon.  E.B.  Wood  (who  had  the  Bill  in  charge),  but  from  other  prominent  mem- 
bers on  both  sides  of  the  House,  with  the  best  prospects  of  success  ; but  upon 
this  occasion  we  met  little  but  opposition,  not  from  any  direct  ill  Reeling  to  our 
Order,  but  from  the  precedent  it  would  be  establishing.  The  Hon.  Premier  gave 
us  to  understand  distinctly  that  the  policy  of  the  Government  was  decidedly 
averse  to  granting  charters  to  any  secret  society,  and  to  grant  our  prayer  would 
be  to  establish  a precedent  which  would  in  all  probability  cause  the  Government 
more  trouble  than  the  passage  of  the  Act  applied  for  could  possibly  do  us  good. 

In  view  of  this  and  the  decided  opposition  of  several  prominent  members  of 
the  House,  with  the  consent  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  we  withdrew  the  Bill 
for  the  session. 

We  have  to  return  our  warmest  thanks  to  Bros.  Trow  and  Fitzimmons,  and 
other  members  of  the  Legislature,  for  the  many  courtesies  shewn  us  while  at 

Toronto.

On  motion  of  Rep.  John  Smith,  seconded  by  Rep.  J.  J.  Dyas,  the 
following  was  unanimously  agreed  to  : 

Resolved, — That  a vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Grand  Representative  James 
Woodyatt  and  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  J.  B.  King,  the  committee  whose 
report  we  have  just  heard,  for  the  efforts  put  forth  by  them  to  secure  the  object 
sought  for. 

The  following  motion  of  Rep.  T.  Partridge,  seconded  by  Rep.  J. 
W.  Ferguson,  wTas  resolved  in  the  negative  : 
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llesolvecl, — That  the  hours  of  the  sessions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the 
present  session  he  as  follows  : From  9 o’clock  a.  m.,  till  12  o’clock  noon  : and  from 
2 o’clock  p.  m.  until  6 o’clock  p.  m. 

Grand  Representative,  James  Woodyatt,  then  read  his  Annual 
Report,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution: 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE’S  REPORT. 

To  the  H.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , I.  U.  U.  F. : 

Brethren, — Your  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  presents  the  following  report  of  the  proceedings  and 
transactions  of  that  body  at  its  Session  in  the  City  of  New  York,  com- 
mencing on  the  16th  of  September,  1867. 

The  Session  opened  at  Irving  Hall,  a spacious  and  commodious 
room,  tastefully  and  conveniently  fitted  up  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  for  the  occasion. 

M.  W.  Grand  Master  Gould,  in  an  address  of  welcome,  tendered 
the  use  of  the  Hall  for  the  purposes  of  the  Session.  The  address  was 
responded  to,  and  the  use  of  the  Hall  accepted  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  a full  representation  from  all  the  Juris- 
dictions being  present,  the  Session  was  opened  by  prayer,  offered  by 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Chaplain. 

P.  G.  Sire  Kennedy,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
presented  invitations  to  visit  the  several  places  and  institutions  follow- 
ing, viz  : The  Central  Park,  the  Hebrew  Benevolent  and  Orphan  Asy 
lum,  the  N.  Y.  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  the  New  York 
Juvenile  Asylum,  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Department,  the  Department 
of  Public  Charities  and  Corrections,  the  Board  of  Education  and 
others. 

The  terms  in  which  these  invitations  were  given,  and  the  accept- 
ance of  them  urged,  had  the  effect  of  convincing  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  they  were  welcome  and  honored  visitors  of  the  great 
City  of  New  York,  and  that  their  presence  had  been  anticipated  and 
prepared  for. 

The  best  response  that  could  be  given  to  such  friendly  greeting 
was  by  receiving  all  with  hearty  thanks,  and  respectfully  accepting  as 
many  of  them  as  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would 
permit.  I feel  warranted  in  stating  that  every  member  felt  delighted 
and  profited  by  the  many  pleasant  and  instructive  scenes  witnessed  by 
them,  and  that  they  will  long  cherish  the  remembrance  of  all  the  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  shown  to  them  while  attending  the  Session  of  1867. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  read  his  report,  congratulating  the  Repre- 
sentatives on  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  Order  in  nearly  all  the 
Jurisdictions  ; referring  to  the  general  observance  of  the  26th  of  April 
as  a day  of  thanksgiving  for  blessings  vouchsafed  ; stating  that  the 
amount  contributed  for  the  relief  of  the  Southern  Lodges  had  not  yet 
reached  a sufficient  sum,  and  suggesting  that  the  Grand  Lodges  loan 
to  the  several  Southern  Grand  Lodges  such  amounts  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  meet  the  wants  of  their  Subordinate  Lodges ; giving  a 
synopsis  of  the  work  performed  in  the  Lower  Provinces  and  Canada 
East  by  Bro.  P.  G.  M.  Fred.  D.  Stuart,  in  the  matter  of  resuscitating 
the  Order  in  these  Provinces  ; recommending  the  repeal  of  all  the  laws 
at  present  in  existence  with  regard  to  weekly  benefits,  and  that  the 
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matter  be  left  wholly  to  the  decision  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges  ; and 
submitting  the  following  decisions  made  by  him  during  the  recess,  viz  : 

1.  Public  Installations  cannot  be  held,  unless  the  State  Grand 
Body  has  given  consent  to  her  Subordinates  to  have  the  same  ; and 
where  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Jurisdiction  has  forbidden  the  same, 
the  Grand  Sire  has  no  power  to  interfere  with  his  decision.  The  deci- 
sion of  the  Grand  Master  is  binding  until  reversed  by  his  Grand  Lodge 
— unless  his  decision  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

2.  The  Lodge  to  which  the  applicant  belongs  is  entitled  to  the 
fees  for  degrees.  No  Lodge  has  the  right  to  give  a certificate  to  receive 
the  degrees  until  the  fees  are  paid.  It  is  the  duty  of  any  Lodge,  upon 
the  presentation  of  a duly  authenticated  degree  certificate,  if  the  bro- 
ther is  in  good  standing,  to  confer  the  degree  upon  the  candidate  hold- 
ing and  presenting  such  certificate. 

3.  The  Noble  Grand  has  no  power  to  set  aside  any  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  his  Lodge.  The  objectionable  section  must  be  repeal- 
ed or  amended  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  said  Constitution,  and  is 
binding  on  him  and  his  Lodge  until  so  repealed  or  amended. 

4.  The  Vice  Grand  of  a Lodge  has  no  right  to  call  a Past  Grand 
to  preside  over  his  Lodge  during  the  absence  of  the  Noble  Grand  ; and 
all  acts  done  by  the  Lodge  during  such  time  are  illegal,  and  should  be 
set  aside. 

5.  A Grand  Lodge  has  no  right  to  grant  more  than  one  ballot  and 
one  reconsideration  of  the  same,  to  a candidate  for  membership  in  a 
Subordinate  Lodge. 

6.  A Grand  Lodge  has  no  right  to  require  a residence  for  any  definite 
period  before  a brother  can  deposit  a withdrawal  card  from  a sister 
jurisdiction.  A law  of  such  a character  is  in  direct  violation  of  our 
principles. 

7.  The  If.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  having  decided 
by  her  Constitution  the  necessary  qualifications  for  membership  in  the 
Order,  no  Grand  Body  has  the  right  to  change  the  same. 

8.  A Subordinate  Lodge  about  the  ballot  for  degrees,  should  close 
informally  in  the  Initiatory  Degree  ; and  after  balloting  for  the 
degrees  in  the  several  degrees,  should  then  re-open  in  the  Initiatory 
degree,  and  close  the  Lodge  in  due  form. 

9.  A person  who  has  lost  an  arm , is  not  eligible  for  membership 
into  the  Order  by  initiation. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  then  read  Ins  Report,  a very  lengthy 
and  able  document,  containing  a notice  of  every  jurisdiction,  with  ex- 
tracts from  the  reports  of  several  Grand  Secretaries,  relative  to  the 
state  of  the  Order  in  their  jurisdictions  ; also,  the  statistics  of  the 
Order,  shewing  the  extent  and  usefulness  of  the  Institution  of  Odd  Fel- 
lowship. The  whole  document  will  well  repay  a careful  and  studious 
perusal. 

I would  also  commend  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  every 
member  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  the  Report  of  P.  G.  M.  Bro. 
Stuart  on  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  Lower  Provinces  and  Can- 
ada East,  with  a view  to  forwarding  as  far  as  possible  the  good  work 
set  on  foot  by  that  brother  in  those  Provinces. 

The  Report  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  presented  the  very 
gratifying  fact  of  a balance  of  cash  in  hand  of  $20,312.21,  and  a total  of 
assets  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  $28,762.21,  with  the  sum  of 
$11,195.00  on  Southern  •Jurisdictions’  Relief  account. 
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On  the  matter  of  Southern  Relief,  the  following  was  adopted  : That 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Treasurer,  be  appomted  a committee  to  disburse  the  Southern  Juris- 
diction Relief  Fund,  in  such  a manner  as  in  then-  judgment  will  most 
conduce  to  the  welfare  of  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  for  whom  tliis 
friendly  aid  has  been  proposed. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  reported  on  the  decisions 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  concurring-  in  the  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  5th,  6th,  7th 
and  9th,  recommending  that  the  4th  be  modified  to  read  as  follows, 
viz.  : While  it  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Grand  to  preside 
over  the  Lodge  in  the  absence  of  the  Noble  Grand,  the  cases  and  cir- 
cumstances are  numerous,  upon  occasions  of  Initiation  and  Grand  Visi- 
tation, when  there  might  be  great  propriety  in  the  acting  Noble  Grand 
•calling  to  his  assistance  the  best  experience  of  the  Lodge  ; 

And  recommending  that  instead  of  the  Stli  decision  the  following 
be  adopted,  viz. : That  a Subordinate  Lodge,  before  proceeding  to  bal- 
lot to  advance  brothers  in  the  degrees,  must  be  closed  in  the  initiatory 
degree  in  form  and  manner  as  prescribed  in  the  Charge  Book,  and  after 
having  regularly  been  closed  in  the  form  provided,  the  Lodge  must 
then  be  opened  in  the  degree  or  degrees  applied  for  in  the  form  and 
maimer  provided  in  the  Degree  Charge  Book,  page  3,  and  shall  not  bo 
opened  again  m the  Initiatory. 

The  subject  of  the  payment  of  weekly  benefits,  or  the  admission  of 
Honorary  or  Noil-Beneficial  Members,  being  optional  with  Grand  or 
Subordinate  Lodges,  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
some  time — first,  on  a resolution  laid  over  from  the  previous  Session, 
as  follows,  viz.  : “ That  the  several  jurisdictions  subordinate  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  authorized  and  recommended  to  provide  such 
suitable  legislation  as  may  be  requisite  to  enable  working  Lodges  and 
Encampments  to  receive  as  non-beneficial  members,  such  members  as 
may  have  baen  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  for  no  other 
cause.  Provided , — That  such  non-beneficial  members  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  office  or  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Lodges  or  Encampments  to 
which  they  may  be  admitted.” 

On  this  resolution  the  yeas  and  nays  were  taken,  your  representa- 
tive voting  “ yea.”  The  vote  was  : Yeas,  32  ; Nays,  64. 

Again  the  matter  came  up  in  a report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  the  subject  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  wa*  referred.  The  Committee  reported  as  fol- 
lows : “ That  the  payment  of  weekly  benefits  to  sick  members  is  the 
distinguishing  characteristic  of  our  Order,  and  may  be  regarded  as  the 
fundamental  principle  of  Odd  Fellowship,  which,  combined  with  the 
moral  precepts  and  teachings  of  the  Order,  has  made  our  organization 
so  eminently  successful.  The  repeated  affirmance  and  heretofore  con- 
sistent adherence  to  this  peculiar  feature  of  our  Order  induces  the 
Committee  to  dissent  from  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire.” 

The  above  report  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  consider- 
able discussion,  by  a very  decided  vote. 

The  Legislative  Committee  reported  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  : 

“ That  the  26th  of  April  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  established  as 
the  Anniversary  of  the  Order,  and  all  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments 
are  requested  to  urge  their  Subordinates  to  observe  the  day  in  some 
appropriate  manner.” 
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i1  The  same  Committee  also  reported  resolutions  requiring  subordi- 
nate Bodies 

“ 1st.  To  expel  members  who  shall  attach  to  any  chart,  certificate, 
diploma,  or  other  paper,  the  seal  of  any  Grand  or  Subordinate  Body." 

“ 2nd.  A like  penalty  for  publishing,  or  circulating  knowingly,  any 
unauthorized  diploma  or  certificate ; which  resolutions  were  adopted.” 

The  same  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Rep.  . 
Woodyatt,  in  relation  to  changing  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  West,  reported  the  following  resolution,  and  the  same  was 
adopted,  viz  : “That  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  changed,  and  that  jurisciction  shall  hereafter 
be  known  and  hailed  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and  the  Charter, 
Constitution  and  By-laws  of  that  jurisdiction  conform  to  the  change  of 
name  hereby  made.” 

On  the  subject  of  changing  the  name  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  the  Committee  on  Legislation  made  the  following 
report  : “The  Legislative  Committee,  to  whom  the  resolution  of  Rep. 
Woodyatt,  of  Canada  West,  in  relation  to  changing  the  name  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  had  been  referred,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  this  Committee,  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate  on  this  subject,  and  the 
Committee  ask  to  be  discharged  from  its  further  consideration.” 

This  report,  after  some  discussion,  was  adopted,  but  subsequently 
Rep.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  laid  on  the  table  a proposed  amendment,  to  the 
effect  that  article  1,  section  1,  of  the  Constitution  be  amended,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  Mords  “of  the  United  States.”  And  your  representative 
also  submitted  a proposed  amendment  of  the  same  article  and  section, 
by  striking  out  the  words  “Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,”  and 
inserting  “Supreme  Grand  Lodge."  These  amendments  will  come  up 
for  discussion  at  the  next  meeting,  when  I think  it  probable  that  either 
one  or  the  other  of  them,  if  not  adopted,  will  at  least  receive  the  vote 
of  a very  large  number  of  the  members.  ♦ 

The  Legislative  Committee  submitted  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted,  viz  : “That  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  a State 
Grand  Body,  it  may  be  expedient,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  allow  a Lodge 
or  Encampment  to  be  resuscitated  upon  the  application  of  five  of  the 
former  members  of  the  Lodge,  or  seven  of  the  former  members  of  the 
Encampment,  as.  the  case  may  be,  and  to  give  the  name,  charter  and 
effects  of  such  defunct  subordinates  to  such  applicants.  Provided,  that 
the  petitioners,  at  the  time  of  their  application,  shall  not  be  connected 
with  any  other  subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment." 

Article  4 of  the  By-laws  was.  on  a two-thirds  vote,  amended  by 
adding  the  following  to  the  concluding  sentence  : “Provided,  that  noth- 
ing contained  in  this  article  shall  operate  to  prevent  the  Grand  Lodge 
from  entertaining  and  granting,  or  instructing  the  Grand  Sire  to  grant 
in  the  recess,  the  application  for  a Grand  Charter  to  any  less  number 
of  Lodges  or  Encampmenls  who  may  regularly  petition  therefor,  and 
accompany  the  petition  with  reasons  which  shall  be  deemed  satisfac- 
tory for  such  grant  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  any  regular  session  ” 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submitted  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  : “That  the  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary  be  and  is 
hereby  requested  to  compile  and  publish  in  one  volume,  with  appro- 
priate title,  the  several  forms  for  Public  Installation,  Funeral  Proces- 
sion and  Funeral  Service,  Laying  Corner  Stones,  and  Dedicating  Halls, 
together  with  such  other  forms  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
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United  States,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Grand *C.  and  R.  Secretary 
may  be  proper  and  expedient.  The  volumes  to  be  furnished  to  Juris- 
dictions and  Lodges  at  $1.25,  and  when  prepared,  the  Grand  C.  and 
R.  Secretary  to  notify  the  several  jurisdictions  that  said  volumes  are 
subject  to  order.” 

The  above  is  a synopsis  of  the  legislation  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  at  its  late  session,  to  which  the  attention  of  this 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  is  more  particularly  directed.  To  have  attempted 
an  account  of  the  whole  work  would  have  required  the  copying  of  the 
Journal,  the  careful  perusal  of  which,  I have  no  doubt,  has  occupied 
and  will  occupy  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  every  member,  not  only  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  but  of  the  members  of  the  Order  generally  in  this 
jurisdiction.  I feel  satisfied  that  the  information  to  be  obtained  therein 
as  to  the  extent,  usefulness  and  importance  of  the  Order,  will  well  re- 
pay the  careful  reader,  and  impress  upon  him  more  profoundly  the 
idea  that  he  is  a member  of  an  organization  engaged  in  a great  and 
good  work. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  accept  my  warmest  thanks  for  the  oppor- 
tunity afforded,  as  your  representative,  of  making  the  acquaintance 
and  friendship  of  members  of  the  fraternity  from  all  the  jurisdictions 
in  which  our  Order  exists.  I assure  you  I did  indeed  feel  grateful  to 
you,  when  in  Grand  Lodge  I met  and  grasped  the  hand  of  friendship 
extended  from  Brothers  coming  from  East,  West,  North  and  South, 
coming  with  the  high  purpose  in  view  of  elevating  and  benefitting  their 
fellow  man. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Rep.  M.  Blume,  of  Canada  Lodge  No.  4!),  submitted  the  following 


resolution,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  : 
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Moved  by  Rep.  Blume,  Canada  Lodge  No.  49,  seconded  by  Rep.  McGregor, 
Frontier  Lodge  No.  45,  that  a part  of  the  amount  charged  to  Canada  Lodge  49 
for  supplies  and  regalia,  be  refunded. 

Rep.  W.  A.  Moore,  of  Erie  Lodge  No.  3B,  submitted  the  following 
resolution,  wliibli  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordi- 
nates : 

Resolved, — That  Erie  Lodge  No.  33  be  permitted  to  make  a By-law,  to  the 
effect  that  none  but  Past  Secretaries  shall  be  eligible  for  Vice  Grand. 

Rep.  J.  W.  Ferguson  submitted  the  following  question,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  : 

“ Has  a Noble  Grand  any  right  to  admit  a visitor  to  his  Lodge  who  does  not 
give  the  current  P.  W.  and  explanation  at  the  proper  door,  except  said  visitor 
presents  a travelling  or  clearance  card  and  proves  himself  in  the  T.  P.  W.  ? ” 

Reps.  Henry  Gibson  and  Tlios.  Henderson  submitted  the  follow- 
ing question,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the 
Order  : 

To  the  Gruntl  Master , Officers  and  Representatives  : 

As  several  members  of  the  Old  Thames  Lodge,  along  with  brothers  from 
Eureka  Lodge  and  others,  request  that  the  representatives  of  Avon  Lodge  bring 
the  matter  up  before  this  Grand  Lodge  that  they  are  anxious  to  resuscitate  that 
Lodge  on  the  old  Charter,  they  wish  to  know  on  what  conditions  they  would 
receive  the  same. 

Rep.  S.  G.  Dolson.  from  the  Committee  on  Distribution,  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  :

Brethren, — Your  Finance  Committee  beg  to  present  the  following  report  : 

1.  Clause  1 Grand  Master’s  Report,  recommending  the  granting  of  the  char- 
ters and  books  to  the  Lodges  organized  during  the  past  year,  for  the  sum  of  $30 
each,  we  approve  of. 

2.  Clause  15  same  report,  recommending  the  purchase  of  Grand  Lodge  re- 
galia, we  cannot  approve  of. 

3.  Clause  1 Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  recommending  the  continuation  of  the 
subscription  to  the  American  Odd  Fellow  for  distribution  among  the  Lodges  in 
the  jurisdiction,  we  approve  of. 

4.  Clause  2,  referring  to  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
stating  that  they  had  not  been  invested  in  accordance  with  resolution,  we  have 
considered,  and  beg  to  express  our  regret  that  such  is  the  case,  but  under  the  cir- 
cumstances we  exonerate  the  Grand  Officers  from  all  blame  in  the  matter.  We 
recommend  the  investment  of  the  funds  in  the  manner  proposed  and  approved  of 
at  last  Grand  Lodge  meeting.  See  page  287,  Journal  of  Proceedings. 

5.  Clause  9.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  have 
printed  100  copies  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  &c.,  ns  suggested  by 
him. 

(3.  Clause  10.  One-fifth  of  the  dues  being  the  legal  amount  to  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  W.  * O.  Fund,  we  recommend  that  that  proportion  and  that  onlv 
be  so  applied. 

7.  Clause  11.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to 

procure  a P.  G.’s  register  • 

8.  Clause  14.  We  have  carefully  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  find  them  correct ; the  balance  of  cash  on 
hand  being  $1,467.59. 

9.  Clause  16.  We  recommend  that  hereafter  the  sitting  P.  G.  M.  be  paid  his 
mileage  and  per  diem. 

10.  Clause  17.  We  recommend  the  payment  of  account  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  amounting  to  $249,  American  currency. 

11.  Clause  18.  We  recommend  that  hereafter  the  Grand  Lodge  tax  be  pa i cl 
only  in  bankable  funds. 

12.  With  regard  to  the  request  of  Canada  Lodge  No.  49,  we  cannot  recom- 
mend that  any  further  reduction  be  made  from  their  account  other  than  that 
which  applies  to  the  other  Lodges  instituted  during  the  past  year.

The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  at  9 a.m.,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  H.  McAfee.  Roll  called.  Present  :

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  yesterday’s  session  was,  on  motion 
of  Rep.  Partridge,,  dispensed  with. 

The  following  appeal  of  Bro.  T.  Lawless,  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No. 
44,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 
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To  the  N.  G.,  V.  G.,  Officers  and  Members  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44, 1.  0.  O.  F.  : 

Brethren, — I hereby  appeal  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  against 
the  decision  of  Bro.  J.  W.  Ferguson,  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  declaring  me  ineligible 
to  the  office  of  V.  G.  of  this  Lodge,  on  the  grounds  that  I had  not  served  two 
terms  in  subordinate  offices  previous  to  election  thereto ; and  I hereby  claim  my 
right  to  installation  into  said  office,  the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  following  being  the  grounds  ot  my  appeal  and  claim  : 

1.  That  I was  elected  to  said  office  of  V.  G.  by  the  votes  of  the  majority  of 
the  members  present  on  the  night  appointed  for  the  election  of  officers. 

2.  That  two  terms  (52  weeks)  service  in  a subordinate  office  previous  to  in- 
stallation into  the  office  of  V.  G.,  is  not  a necessary  qualification  for  said  office, 
because — 

3.  The  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  United  States,  emphatically  the 
supreme  law  of  the  Order,  declares  that  “26  nights’  service  in  an  inferior  office  is 
a sufficient  qualification  for  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  of  a Subordinate  Lodge,  pro- 
vided the  brother  has  attained  to  sufficient  degrees,  and  is  otherwise  competent.” 
(See  Digest,  under  head  of  “Officers  of  Subordinate  Lodges,”  Sec.  31.) 

4.  That  previous  to  the  night  of  installation  I had  served  26  consecutive 
nights  in  an  inferior  office,  to  which  I had  been  duly  appointed  and  installed,  and 
that  previous  to  my  appointment  to  said  inferior  office,  or  to  any  office  in  the 
Lodge,  I had  attained  to  the  Scarlet  Degree.  I therefore  claim  that  I am  law- 
fully entitled  to  said  office  of  V.  G.,  and  that  I should  be  installed  therein,  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

But  it  has  been  urged  in  opposition,  that  the  law  requiring  only  “26  nights’ 
service  in  an  inferior  office”  was  made  when  the  terms  of  office  were  three  months 
instead  of  six  months,  as  at  present.  This  view,  however,  is  erroneous  ; for  we 
find  that  under  the  same  head  as  formerly  quoted  from,  section  4,  that  “the  regu- 
lar term  of  official  service  in  a subordinate  Lodge  is  six  months.”  This  decision 
is  found  in  the  Journal  of  the  G L.  U.  S.,  on  pages  853,  899,  912)  1066,  showing 
it  to  have  been  given  previous  to  section  21,  which  appears  on  page  1067  of  the 
said  Journal. 

Again,  it  is  urged  that  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  should  lie  the 
rule  of  action  for  its  subordinates.  'With  all  due  deference  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  those  who  hold  this  opinion,  I maintain  that  in  this,  as  in  all  deliberative 
bodies,  the  highest  law  haviDg  jurisdiction  in  the  premises  should  always  prevail, 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  The  G.  L.  U.  S.  had  a right  to  make  this  law,  as 
we  find  by  the  first  article  of  its  Constitution,  and,  having  made  it,  no  inferior 
body  has  any  right  to  make  a law  conflicting  with  in  any  degree  whatever. 

But  then  it  is  urged  that  subordinate  Lodges  being  amenable  in  the  first  in- 
stance to  their  respective  Grand  Lodges,  have  not  the  right  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  provisions  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  conflicting  with  their  constitution.  This  idea, 
also,  is  false,  as  we  find  by  referring  to  the  Digest,  under  the  head,  “Lodges — 
Subordinate,”  Sec.  14,  where  it  says,  “the  Lodge  may  disregard  the  prohibitory 
clause,  and  do  those  things  expressly  allowed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,”  and  further,  that  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  will  afford  “due  protection  to  the  sub- 
ordinate upon  appeal,  properly  taken,”  for  such  action.

than  to  any  other  Lodge  of  this  Order.

Your  Committee  beg  to  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  receive  the  sum 
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of  $50  for  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year.  Your  Committee  find  the  account  of 
Bro.  H.  McAfee,  G.  M.,  $25.80,  correct,  and  recommend  its  payment.

By.  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  further  consideration  of  the 
report  was  laid  over  until  the  afternoon  session. 

James  Smith,  P.  G.  M.,  being  deputized  by  the  several  committees, 
asked  the  Grand  Lodge  if  it  was  just,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should 
hold  its  sittings  while  the  committees  are  in  session ; whereupon  the 
chair  declared  an  intermission  of  30  minutes. 

The  Grand  Lodge  resumed  business  at  11  o’clock. 

Rep.  S.  G.  Dolson,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  reported  as 
follows : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

1.  We,  your  Committee  on  Appeals,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  investigated 
the  appeal  of  Bro.  T.  Lawless,  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  against  the  decision  of 
D.  D.  G.  M.  Ferguson,  in  refusing  to  install  him  into  the  office  of  Vice  Grand, 
after  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  said  Lodge — his  election  having  been  pro- 
tested against,  on  the  ground  of  his  not  having  served  two  terms  in  a subordinate 
office. 

On  reference  to  the  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S.,  page  108,  sec.  31,  and  page  82,  sec.  14, 
we  find  that  Bro.  Lawless  is  entitled  to  said  office,  and  we  therefore  support  his 
appeal. 

Bro.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  J.  W.  Ferguson,  taking  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
for  his  guide,  which  states  that  a brother  must  have  filled  the  office  of  Secretary, 
or  have  served  two  terms  in  a subordinate  office  before  being  eligible  for  V.  G., 
had  no  alternative  but  to  refuse  to  install  him  ; but  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  being  supreme  over  any  subordinate  Grand  Lodge,  we  de- 
clare Bro.  Lawless  duly  elected  and  entitled  to  the  office. 

2.  On  the  appeal  of  Gore  Lodge  No.  34,  in  the  case  of  A.  Bax,  we  find  that  on 
being  questioned,  previous  to  admission  and  initiation  into  Avon  Lodge,  he  stated 
that  he  sometimes  stayed  in  one  place  and  sometimes  in  another,  but  that  he  in- 
tended to  make  Stratford  his  home  ; and  we  further  find,  that  on  the  representa- 
tion of  Gore  Lodge  that  he  has  practised  fraud,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  admis- 
sion into  the  Order,  a formal  charge  was  preferred  against  him,  and  upon  trial 
was  found  guilty,  and  suspended  from  the  Order  for  the  term  of  three  months. 

On  reference  to  Digest,  page  89,  sec.  19,  we  find  that  Avon  Lodge  proceeded 
in  due  form  and  punished  him,  for  having  practised  a fraud  on  the  Lodge;  at  the 
same  time,  we  would  caution  the  members  of  Avon  Lodge  to  be  more  careful  in 
the  future,  with  regard  to  residence  and  reception  of  candidates.

Wales,  in  amend- 
ment, that  the  2nd  clause  of  the  report  be  struck  out,  and  the  following 
substituted,  viz.  : That  the  case  be  referred  hack  to  Avon  Lodge  for  a 
new  trial ; which  was  not  agreed  to. 

Report,  as  amended,  adopted.

Rep,  S.  G.  Dolson,  from  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Order, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  and  adopted  : 

To  the  R.  J V.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , I.  0.  O.  F.  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  have  to  report  their  approval  of 
the  efforts  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  to  secure  an  Act  of  Incor- 
poration for  our  Order  in  this  Province,  regretting  only  that  they  were  unable  to 
effect  the  object  we  so  much  desire  and  need. 

They  are  happy  to  learn  for  once,  from  the  Grand  Master’s  Report,  that  the 
D.  D.  Grand  Masters  have  been  punctual  and  efficient  in  the  performance  oftheir 
duties,  and  especially  so  in  furnishing  minute  reports  to  him  of  the  affairs  of 
their  respective  jurisdictions. 

They  find,  on  examination  of  the  record  of  membership  in  this  Province, 
that,  for  the  first  time  in  our  history  as  a Grand  Lodge,  we  are  now  entitled  to 
two  representatives  in  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  have 
great  pleasure  in  advising  that  an  additional  representative  be  elected  to  that 
position. 

Your  Committee  cannot  at  present  advise  the  adoption  of  the  Grand  Master’s 
suggestions  in  relation  to  the  Manchester  Unity  of  Odd  Fellows  ; not  because 
we  do  not  desire  to  effect  an  affiliation  with  the  membership  of  that  Order,  for 
this  Grand  Lodge  has  repeatedly  for  years  past  given  abundant  evidence  of  its 
cordial  feeling  towards  that  Order,  but  because  all  efforts  in  the  past  have  been 
unsuccessful  and  we  can  pilfer  no  further  inducements  than  formerly.  Your 
Committee  can  only  re-amrm  the  good  wishes  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  assure 
the  membership  of  the  M.  U.  that  the  propositions  heretofore  made  are  still  open 
for  acceptance, 
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Your  Committee  deem  it  impracticable  to  adopt  the  Grand  Master’s  recom 
mendation  with  regard  to  a special  effort  for  opening  new  Lodges. 

The  petition  of  members  of  the  late  Thames  Lodge,  with  regard  to  re- 
suming their  Charter,  we  deem  more  appropriately  the  business  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Petitions,  and  advise  that  it  be  so  referred. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  with  the  interest  manifested  by  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  in  visiting  the  Lodges  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  also  with  the  frater- 
nal reception  invariably  extended  to  him. 

In  conclusion  they  beg  leave  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  report.

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next  meeting,  take  into  considera- 
tion the  desirability  of  forming  a Consolidated  Widow  and  Orphans’  Fund,  to  be 
placed  under  the  management  of  Trustees  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  supplementary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  which 
was  laid  over  at  the  morning  session,  was  now  taken  up  and  considered, 
when  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  by  Rep.  W.  Bissell  was  de- 
clared carried. 

There  being  a misunderstanding  as  to  the  question  before  the 
Grand  Lodge,  on  motion  of  Rep.  H.  G.  Abbott,  the  vote  was  reconsid- 
ered, when  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  declared  lost,  and 
the  amendment  of  Rep.  C.  E.  Peirce,  to  insert  $100  as  the  salary  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year, -was  declared 
carried.  Clause  two  of  the  report  was  adopted,  and  the  report,  as 
amended,  was  then  adopted. 

Rep.  J.  J.  Dyas  gives  notice, — That  at  the  next  session  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  he  will  move  that  article  2,  clause  4,  of  the  Constitution 
of  Subordinate  Lodges  be  so  amended  as  to  read  : “ That  one-third  of 
the  quarterly  contribution  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  W.  A O.  Fund,” 
instead  of  one-fifth,”  as  it  now  reads. 

Rep.  S.  G.  Dolson,  from  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  on  motion  of  Rep.  James  Bird,  taken 
up  seriatim  : 

To  the  Jl.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  /.  O.  ().  /''.  ; 

The  Legislative  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  on  the  subject  matter  referred 
to  them,  as  follows  : 

Clause  8. — In  Grand  Master’s  decision  with  regard  to  admission  of  members 
when  in  arrears,  Committee  say  such  brothers  cannot  be  admitted,  except  with 
the  consent  of  the  N.  G.  Also,  Grand  Master’s  decision — 

Clause  9,  with  regard  to  Excelsior  Lodge  voting  to  admit  a member  after  his 
being  refused  admittance  by  order  of  the  N.  G.,  being  illegal,  is  confirmed. 

Grand  Master’s  decision,  clause  10,  that  the  P.  W.  must  be  conferred  upon 
candidate  before  retiring,  is  confirmed . 

Clause  11. — Grand  Master  decides  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  give  the  P.  W. 
in  the  Lodge  Room.  The  Committee  say  that  bothP.  W.  and  explanation  should 
be  given. 

Clause  12. — In  the  matter  of  appeals  of  P.  Grands,  where  there  is  not  a suf- 
ficient number  of  P.  G.’s,  that  Scarlet  Degree  members  may  be  appointed,  this 
decision  is  approved. 

Clause  16. — As  to  the  office  of  Grand  Treasurer,  your  Committee  cannot  re- 
commend any  change  in  the  office  as  it  stands,  combined  with  that  of  Grand 
Secretary,  for  the  present. 
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Clause  18. — Your  Committee  would  say  that  Brothers  holding  unexpired 
withdrawal  Cards,  and  being  over  50  years  old,  cannot  be  again  received  into 
membership  of  any  Lodge,  according  to  our  Constitution. 

Clause  19 — Recommending  a revision  of  Constitution  and  changing  Grand 
Lodge  Seal  and  other  papers,  so  as  to  harmonize  with  our  new  name  as  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario,  is  highly  necessary,  and  we  trust  a special  committee  will  be 
appointed  to  sit  during  recess,  and  report  at  our  next  meeting. 

The  matter  referred  to  in  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  in  clauses  8,  4 and  6,  in 
regard  to  granting  of  cards  to  Bros.  James  George  and  J/C.  Lindop,  and  the  with- 
holding of  card  from  G.  Foster,  on  account  of  not  having  necessary  evidence,  is 
approved  by  the  committee. 

The  communication  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  referred  to  Legisla- 
tive Committee,  from  our  much  respected  and  highly  esteemed  Brother,  P.  G., 
Richard  Wigmore.  wishing  to  know  if  he  was  entitled  to  the  honors  of  Past  Grand 
Master,  having  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  for  about  nine  months,  and  then 
being  obliged  to  resign  the  office  in  consequence  of  anew  law  being  passed  by  our 
legislators,  compelling  all  Chiefs  of  Police,  and  other  subordinate  officers,  not  to 
belong  to  any  secret  societies. 

The  Committee  find,  on  referring  to  the  Digest  in  regard  to  this  matter,  that 
where  a Grand  officer  voluntarily  resigns  his  office  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the 
honors  of  said  office  ; and  whereas  it  is  well  known  to  you  all  that  our  worthy 
brother  did  not  voluntarily  resign  the  office,  but  was  compelled  to  do  so  by  this 
new  law,  we  would  therefore  recommend  that  Bro.  P.  G.,  Richard  Wigmore  be 
and  is  hereby  entitled  to  all  the  honors  connected  with  the  high  and  honorable 
position  of  a Past  Grand  Master. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Abbott  to  adopt  clause  one,  it  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Clauses  2,  B,  4,  5 and  6 were  considered  and  adopted. 

On  the  question  to  adopt  clause  7,  Rep.  J.  W.  Ferguson  moved  to 
stiike  it  out,  which  was  lost.  The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption 
of  the  clause,  it  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Clauses  8,  9 and  10  were  considered  and  adopted,  and  the  report 
as  a whole  was  adopted. 

Rep.  S.  G.  Dolson,  from  the  same  Committee,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  considered  and  adopted  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , /.  O.  O.  F.: 

The  subject  referred  to  in  the  Legislative  Committee,  on  the  motion  of  Rep. 
Henderson,  whether  the  N.  G.  has  the  authority  to  compel  the  officers  of  his 
Lodge  to  wear  their  dress  regalia.  Answer,—  Yes,  he  can,  when  they  have  no 
other  regalia  that  is  suitable  or  official  for  such  officers.”

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  City 
of  Hamilton,  Ontario,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  August,  1869.

Excelsior  and  Unity  Lodges  being  in  session,  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  Officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were. introduced  and 
received  with  the  honors,  and  tendered  by  the  N.  G.  of  Excelsior  Lodge, 
the  free  use  of  the  Lodge  Room  for  the  purposes  of  the  session,  in  a 
short  address,  replied  to  by  Grand  Master  Barr,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Bro.  T.  Lawless,  Past  Grand  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  then  read 
the  following  very  eloquent  address  of  welcome  to  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  liiyht  Worthy  Grand  Officers  and  Members 

of  the  liiyht  Worthy  Grand  Lodye  of  Ontario. 

Brethren, — It  is  with  feelings  of  pride  and  pleasure  that  I,  in  behalf  of  Ex- 
celsior Lodge  No.  44,  and  Unity  Lodge  No  47,  welcome  you  to  our  city  and  our 
Lodge  Room.  When  last  it  was  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  “Brethren  of  our 
friendly  Order”  in  the  “Ambitious  City”  to  welcome  your  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Body  among  them,  Odd  Fellowship  in  Hamilton  was  but  in  its  infancy  a mere 
sapling,  as  it  were,  contending  for  an  existence  against  the  elements  of  the  social 
and  moral  atmosphere  in  which  it  grew.  In  the  four  years  which  have  elapsed 
since  that  time,  it  has  grown  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  even  its 
best  friends,  and  to-day,  instead  of  extending  to  you  the  hand  of  a single  weak 
Lodge,  it  is  my  privilege  to  stretch  forth  on  behalf  of  two  active  and  growing 
ones,  the  strong  right  arm  of  Brotherly  Love,  and  grasp  jour  hand  with  the  grip 
of  Friendship  true.  While  congratulating  ourselves  upon  the  success  which  has 
attended  the  career  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  city,  we  feel  that  we  should  also 
congratulate  your  Right  Worthy  Grand  Body  upon  the  marked  progress  made  in 
the  numerical  and  financial  strength  of  our  beloved  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  as 
well  as  upon  its  establishment  and  extension  in  other  jurisdictions  within  the 
boundaries  of  that  great,  glorious  old  Empire  upon  which  the  sun  never  sets, 
and  of  which  our  Province  is  a portion.  It  is  scarcely  a year  ago  since  the  glad 
tidings  was  heralded  through  out  the  land  that  the  Ancient  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  in  Australia  had,  e.n  masse,  adopted  our  work,  and  joined  hands  with 
us  in  the  great  mission  of  human  melioriation ; and  now,  within  the  past  three 
months,  the  news  is  wafted  to  us' over  the  broad  bosom  of  the  Pacific,  that  the 
distant  colony  of  New  Zealand  has  added  another  link  to  the  golden  chain  of 
F riendship,  Love  and  Truth,  which  is  destined  to  bind  into  one  great  universal 
Brotherhood  ‘ all  nations  of  men  that  dwell  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,”  by  the

organization,  on  the  11th  of  March  last,  of  a GrandLodge  in  that  Province.  Cast- 
ing our  eyes  up  and  down  the  hroad  expanse  of  the  British  Empire,  resting  them 
here  and  there  upon  Lodges  of  our  beloved  Order,  witnessing  the  unparalleled 
success  which  is  attending  its  labors,  and  the  growing  desire  for  a closer  bond  of 
union  manifested  by  the  other  branches  of  the  Odd  Fellow  family,  gives  rise  to 
the  lovely  vision — -yea,  bids  us  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  an  Odd 
Fellow’s  card,  no  matter  where  issued,  will  be  a sure  passport  for  its  owner  into 
every  Odd  Fellow’s  Lodge  beneath  the  broad  canopy  of  Heaven — when  there 
shall  be  but  one  name  by  which  we  shall  be  known,  and  that  name — Odd  Fellow. 

It  is  but  a few  months  since  we  celebrated  the  semi-centennary  of  the  intro- 
duction of  Odd  Fellowship  to  the  continent  of  America— since  the  jubilee  song  of 
our  Order  was  wafted  o'er  hill  and  dale,  from  every  quarter  of  North  America, 
and  even  from  the  far-off  islands  of  the  sea.  The  half  century  that  has  elapsed 
since  Wildey  and  his  compeers  unfurled  the  banner  of  our  Order  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  has  marked  an  era  of  progress  in  Odd  Fellowship,  for  which  we  fail  to 
find  a parallel  in  the  history  of  any  kindred  society,  and  to  which  we  all,  and  es- 
pecially our  brothers  living  in  the  neighboring  Republic,  may  point  with  honest 
pride.  The  heartiness  with  which  the  “brethren  of  our  friendly  Order”  in  Onta- 
rio took  part  in  the  late  celebration,  forcibly  illustrates  the  truthfulness  of  the 
profession  that  we  are  brothers — that  whether  we  meet  beneath  the  “Red  Cross 
Flag”  of  Old  England,  or  the  “Star  Spangled  Banner”  of  Young  America, 

“The  Golden  Bands  that  Brothers  bind 
No  hand  on  earth  can  sever ; 

The  Golden  Heart  of  Human  kind 
Pours  out  its  wealth  forever.” 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Master. — Your  Right  Worthy  Grand  Body  has  come 
among  us  for  the  purpose  of  holding  its  Annual  Communication-  to  review  the 
labors  of  the  past,  and  to  take  counsel  together  for  future  usefulness.  May  the 
God  of  the  Widow  and  the  Orphan  be  with  you  and  watch  over  the  deliberations 
of  your  session,  that  whatever  plans  you  mature  or  business  you  transact,  you 
will  not  for  a moment  lose  sight  of  the  great  command  of  our  Brotherhood,  to 
“visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and  educate  the  orphan” — 
that  your  aim  may  be  to  lay  broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of  Brotherly  Love  in 
parts  where  now  unknown — and  that  when  you  go  hence  to  your  homes  and  your 
Lodges,  it  will  be  with  a broader,  deeper,  more  abiding  sense  of  the  high  and 
responsible  obligations  which  you,  in  common  which  the  rest  of  us, have  taken  at 
the  altars  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 

And  now  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  on  behalf  of  the  Brotherhood  in 
Hamilton,  I extend  to  you,  and  through  you  to  your  Right  Worthy  GrandLodge, 
the  grip  of  Welcome,  and  pray  that  the  Great  Father  of  its  all  will  be  with  you 
in  your  labors  of  Love. 

Bro.  Dr  ,J.  W.  Ferguson,  P.  G.,  then  read  the  annexed  Poem  :

The  Special  Meeting  of  the  Lodge  then  closed  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  duly  opened  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Warden,  by  direc- 
tion of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 

The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  then  appointed  the  following 
Committee  on  Credentials,  viz  : Thos.  Partridge,  D.  G.  M. ; J.  B. 
King,  Grand  Sec.  & Treas.,  and  James  Woodyatt,  Grand  Representa-

tive ; Henry  McAfee,  R.  W.  Grand  Representative  ; George  Wells,  R. 
W.  Grand  Marshal  ; R.  Barbour,  R.  W.  Grand  Conductor  ; John 
Noble,  R.  W.  Grand  Guardian.  And  also  a quorum  of  Representatives. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Session,  as  printed,  was  then,  on  motion 
of  Rep.  J.  Heron,  adopted. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  John  Barr,  then  presented  and 
read  his  Annual  Report  and  Address,  which  was  on  motion  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Distribution. 

GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  \V.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , 1.  O.  O.  F. : 

Officers  and  Brothers  : — Clause  A. — Another  year  has  passed 
away,  and  through  the  blessings  of  Divine  Providence  we  are  once  more 
privileged  to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  our  labors  of 
the  past,  and  legislate  for  the  further  advancement  of  our  beloved 
Order  ; it  therefore  becomes  my  duty  to  render  to  you  an  account  of 
my  stewardship  for  the  past  year. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity.  Three  new  Lodges 
have  been  added  to  our  number ; the  increase  of  membership  I will 
give  a synopsis  of  at  the  end  of  my  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I sub- 
mit my  official  acts  for  the  year,  and  while  doing  so  have  much  pleas- 
ure in  informing  the  Lodge  that  I made  an  official  visit  to  each  Lodge 
in  the  jurisdiction,  and  that,  on  each  of  their  regular  meeting  nights,  so 
that  I have  formed  a pretty  accurate  knowledge  of  the  working  of  the 
Order  throughout  the  Province. 

Clause  B. — Sept.  24. — Granted  dispensation  for  the  institution  of 
Bissell  Lodge  No.  51,  in  the  town  of  Mitchell,  and  requested  our  es- 
teemed Brother,  Thos.  Partridge.  D.  G.  M.,  to  attend  to  same  as  soon 
as  possible,  as  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  be  present,  whose  report  of 
this  duty  being  performed  I now  lay  before  you. 

Clause  C. — Aug.  23.— Instructed  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  to  procure  a new*  seal  for  Grand  Lodge,  on  account  of 
alteration  of  name  ; this  has  been  attended  to,  and  seal  now  in  use. 

Clause  D. — Sept.  18. — Authorized  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  to  order  100  new  Charters,  to  be  printed  by  Messrs. 
Chewett  & Co.,  Toronto,  who  offered  to  do  the  same  for  160.  I thought 
it  as  well  to  do  this,  as  the  old  ones  could  not  be  altered  to  look  well. 

Clause  E. — Oct.  6. — Authorized  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary 
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and  Treasurer,  to  invest  #500,  Grand  Lodge  Funds,  in  Dominion  Stock, 
which  has  been  done. 

Clause  F.— Oct.  21.— Granted  dispensation  for  the  institution  of 
Covenant  Lodge  No.  52,  at  Toronto.  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  assisted  by  Bro.  C.  E.  Peirce,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  duly  insti- 
tuted the  Lodge  and  installed  the  officers.  This  report  is  laid  before 
you. 

Clause  G. — Oct.  21. — Withdrawal  Card  granted  to  Bro.  J.  M. 
O’Connor,  of  late  Thames  Lodge,  Mitchell.  He  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  breaking  up  of  Thames  Lodge,  and  was  the  principal  party  in 
starting  Bissell  Lodge. 

Clause  H. — Nov.  23. — Withdrawal  Card  granted  to  Bro.  Henry 
Grey,  from  late  Thames  Lodge,  on  application  of  officers  of  Bissell 
Lodge  No.  51. 

Clause  I. — Nov.  30. — Withdrawal  Card  granted  to  Bro.  William 
McNeil,  from  late  Thames  Lodge,  on  application  of  officers  of  Bissell 
Lodge. 

Clause  -J. — July  15. — Withdrawal  Card  granted  to  Bro.  Christian 
Sackell,  from  late  Thames  Lodge,  on  application  of  Bro.  J.  M.  O’Con- 
nor, Bissell  Lodge. 

Clause  K. — March  15. — -Withdrawal  Card  granted  to  Bro.  Mc- 
Gregor, from  late  Rose  Lodge,  on  application  of  H.  McAfee,  Grand 
Representative . 

Clause  L. — April  20. — Instituted  Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No.  53,  at 
Clifton,  assisted  by  a large  deputation  from  Union  Lodge  No.  1G,  in- 
cluding P.  G.  M.  Dolson,  P.  G.  Purvis,  P.  G.  M.,  H.  McAfee,  D.  G.  M. 
Partridge,  and  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  King.  This  Lodge  is  in  good 
hands,  and  is  sure  to  prosper. 

Clause  M. — The  applications  in  each  case  for  the  institution  of  new 
Lodges,  was  signed  by  the  requisite  number  of  petitioners,  accompanied 
by  Grand  Lodge  fees,  which  was  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  where- 
upon I issued  the  dispensations,  and  the  Lodges  were  duly  instituted, 
and  hope  the  Grand  Lodge  will  sanction  and  direct  that  Charters  be 
granted  to  them,  viz  : 

Bissell  Lodge  No.  51,  Mitchell ; Covenant  Lodge  No.  52,  Toronto  ; 
Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No.  53,  Clifton. 

OFFICIAL  VISITS  MADE  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Clause  N. — Feb.  25. — In  company  with  Bro.  H.  McAfee,  Grand 
Rep.,  visited  Canada  Lodge  No.  49,  and  found  them  boldly  pushing  for- 
ward in  the  good  cause. 

Feb.  26. — Visited  Chatham  Lodge  No.  29,  accompanied  by  the 
same  worthy  Brother  ; working  well  and  in  a prosperous  condition. 

Feb.  27. — Visited  Frontier  Lodge  No.  45,  and  was  much  pleased 
with  the  working  of  this  Lodge  ; they  are  in  a high  state  of  prosperity, 
having  just  commenced  the  building  of  a new  hall,  which  is  to  be  com- 
pleted next  fall. 

Feb.  28. — Visited  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44  ; steadily  progressing  in 
the  good  work. 

March  2. — Visited  Covenant  Lodge  No.  52,  and  was  astonished  at 
the  rapid  progress  made  since  being  instituted  ; the  Officers  are  all 
well  up  in  their  work. 

March  5. — Visited  Gore  Lodge  No.  34,  in  company  with  a large 
party  of  Brothers  from  Excelsior  and  Unity  Lodges  ; was  highly 
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pleased  with  the  working  of  its  Officers,  and  the  general  prosperity  of 
the  Lodge. 

March  9. — Visited  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30  ; met  with  Bro.  J.  Smith, 
P.  G.  M.,  Bro.  Wigmore,  P.  G.  M.,  also  Bro.  Partridge,  D.  G.  M.  ; 
found  this  Lodge  just  as  I expected— in  a flourishing  condition,  and 
one  of  the  bright  stars  in  our  Order. 

March  11. — In  company  with  Bro.  Partridge,  D.  G.  M.,  and  Bro. 
H.  Beltz,  visited  Mount  Zion  Lodge  No.  46 ; they  are  progressing  slowly 
but  steadily  in  the  good  cause. 

March  15. — Visited  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38  ; there  met  Bro. 
Partridge,  D.  G.  M.,  and  Bro.  Jas.  Smith,  P.  G.  M.  ; this  is  one  of  the 
best  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction. 

March  17. — Visited  Samaritan  Lodge  No.  35  ; found  them  in  a 
very  healthy  condition,  and  progressing  steadily  onward. 

March  22, — In  company  with  Bro.  Partridge,  D.  G.  M.,  visited 
Otter  Lodge  No.  50  ; found  Brothers  taking  a lively  interest  in  the 
work,  and  progressing  slowly  ; about  moving  into  their  new  hall, 
which  I learn  they  have  since  done. 

May  4. — Visited  Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No.  53,  and  was  much 
pleased  with  the  progress  they  were  making,  being  so  recently  insti- 
tuted ; Brothers  well  up  in  work. 

June  23. — Visited  Unity  Lodge  No.  47  ; this  Lodge  has  made  rapid 
strides,  and  now  sends  three  Representatives. 

July  5. — Visited  and  installed  Officers  of  Bissell  Lodge  No.  51  ; 
highly  gratified  with  the  progress  made,  and  interest  taken  in  the 
Order  by  the  members. 

July  6. — Visited  and  installed  Officers  of  St.  Mary’s  Lodge  No  36  ; 
in  a flourishing  condition. 

July  7. — Visited  and  installed  Officers  of  Avon  Lodge  No.  41  ; an 
old  and  strong  Lodge,  doing  well. 

July  20. — Visited  Union  Lodge  No.  16  ; I need  hardly  say  that 
this  Lodge  ranks  second  to  none. 

July  22. — Visited  Dominion  Lodge  No.  48  ; progressing  rapidly  ; 
works  well  ; installed  some  of  their  Officers  ; met  Bro.  Partridge,  D. 
G.  M.,  and  Bro.  Bingham,  P.  G.  M. 

July  23.— Visited  File  Lodge  No.  33  ; progressing  slowly. 

July  27. — Visited  Brock  Lodge  No.  9 ; this  is  the  oldest  Lodge  in 
the  jurisdiction,  and  although  not  the  strongest  numerically,  consider 
themselves  second  to  none  in  love  for  the  Order  ; they  are  fitting  up  a 
hall  which  will  be  a credit  to  themselves  and  the  Order. 

This  closes  my  Official  visits  for  the  jurisdiction,  and  I can  surely 
assure  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  Order  generally  is  in  a flourishing 
condition. 

APPEALS. 

Clause  O. — Appeal  from  Bro.  W.  H.  MeElcheron,  P.  Cl.,  Excelsior  Lodge, 
against  the  decision  of  that  Lodge  regarding  a charge  which  he  preferred  against 
Bro.  Robert  Magill,  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  ; papers  attached. 

2nd — Appeal  from  Bro.  McMatli,  Erie  Lodge  No.  33,  against  the  action  of 
said  Lodge  for  expelling  one,  charged  with  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow, 
in  using  funds  of  said  Lodge  ; papers  attached. 

3rd — Appeal  from  Unity  Lodge  No.  47,  against  refusal  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  Pierce 
to  install  Bro.  Wm.  Harper,  P V.  G.,  who  was  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  N.  G., 
Bro.  Frew,  who  was  N.  G.,  having  resigned  the  office  according  to  agreement 
with  Bro.  Harper,  so  that  he,  (Bro.  Harper),  might  be  elected. 

I decided  that  Bro.  Harper,  being  eligible  to  the  office,  and  duly  elected 
should  be  installed,  and  ordered  that  such  should  be  done, 
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I consider  that  the  action  taken  in  this  case  by  Unity  Lodge  is  very  far 
wrong,  they  are  establishing  a very  bad  precedent,  and  is  the  second  case  of  the 
kind  which  has  occurred  in  the  same  lodge,  so  that  I could  not  but  notice  it  in 
my  report  ; I consider  I would  be  wanting  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty  to  pass  it 
over. 

The  case  is  this,  Bro.  Harper,  who  has  passed  through  the  V.  G.  chair  is 
candidate  for  the  office  of  N.  G.,  he  is  elected,  but  resigns  his  election  ; the  Lodge 
then  elect  P.  G.  Bro.  Frew,  who  occupies  the  chair  for  the  whole  term  except 
two  nights,  when  he  resigns  his  chair,  as  he  states  in  his  communication  to  that 
effect  ; that  he  does  so  as  previously  arranged — the  object  of  course  being  that 
Bro.  Harper  filling  the  close  of  the  term,  viz.  : one  or  two  nights,  gets  the  honor 
of  the  office.  If  this  is  constitutional  by  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  then  the  sooner  the  law  is  changed  the  better.  The  previous  case 
I understand,  was  something  of  the  same  nature.  I leave  the  matter  in  your 
hands  to  say  what  should  be  clone. 

DECISIONS. 

Clause  P.— 1st  Ques. — In  the  absence  of  any  Grand  Officer  or  P.  G.  of  the 
Lodge,  is  it  legal  for  the  N.  G.  to  request  another  P.  G.  of  a sister  Lodge  in  the 
same  jurisdiction  to  install  a Brother  to  the  office  of  Secretary  ? 

Ans. — Yes. 

2nd  Ques. — In  the  event  of  said  P.  G.  installing  him,  can  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  de- 
clare it  illegal  on  his  own  responsibility  ? 

Ans. — No. 

3rd  Ques. — Is  it  legal,  in  the  absence  of  a P.  G.,  to  ask  the  N.  G.  of  another 
Lodge  to  give  the  P.  G.’s  charge? 

Ans. — Yes. 

4th  Ques. — Has  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  announce  himself  at  the  door  of  the  Lodge 
as  such,  or  provided  he  comes  in  as  any  other  member  would  do,  is  he  at  liberty 
to  give  his  decision  as  D.D.  G.  M.  without  being  asked  to  do  so  in  that  capacity? 

Ans. — Not  necessary  for  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  announce  himself  at  door  of  Lodge  as 
such. 

5th  Ques. — Are  there  any  other  rules  for  installation  of  officers  besides  those 
laid  down  in  the  working  books  of  the  Lodge  ? 

Ans. — None. 

6th  Ques. — Can  a Lodge  declare  the  office  of  Secretary  vacant  from  absence 
of  officer  for  two  nights,  and  proceed  to  elect  another  to  the  office  without  receiv- 
ing the  written  resignation  of  the  brother  holding  such  office  ? 

Ans. — No.  The  officer  must  be  absent  four  successive  meetings  before  the 
office  can  be  declared  vacant,  and  then  must  have  vote  of  Lodge,  provided  notice 
of  such  motion  has  been  given  at  the  regular  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which 
the  vote  is  taken. 

7th  Ques. — Bro.  W.  S.  Moore,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Erie  Lodge  No  33,  sends  following 
question  for  decision  : A brother  of  Erie  Lodge  No.  33,  Mate  of  a schooner  on 

the  lakes,  got  a felon  on  his  hand,  suffered  great  pain  and  inconvenience,  and 
paid  out  some  money  for  medicine  ; also  asked  leave  of  the  Captain  to  quit  the 
vessel  and  go  home,  but  the  Captain  preferred  keeping  him  on  board,  and  paid 
his  wages  as  usual.  Bro.  claims  two  weeks’  benefit  from  Lodge.  Lodge  declined 
to  entertain  the  claim  on  grounds  set  forth  in  clause  22,  page  17,  of  Digest.  Was 
Lodge  entitled  to  pay  said  benefits. 

Ans. — That  if  brother  was  able,  to  go  about  his  usual  duties,  as  laid  down  in 
the  clause  referred  to  above,  he  was  not  entitled  to  benefits  ; but  if  unable  to  do 
so,  and  can  prove  that  such  was  the  case,  then  Lodge  was  entitled  to  pay  him 
his  benefits. 

8fch.  Ques. — Is  the  brother  who  has  only  held  a subordinate  office  for  two 
months,  eligible  for  an  elective  office  ? 

Ans.— No. 

9th  Ques. — If  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  conflicts  with  laws  of 
Grand  Lodge  of  United  States,  which  is  to  be  taken  for  our  guidance  ? 

Ans. — Grand  Lodge  of  United  States. 

10.  Ques. — Is  a brother  eligible  for  the  office  of  V.  G.  who  has  served  a full 
term  of  26  nights  in  a minor  office  ? 

Ans. — Yes. 

11th  Ques. — Can  a brother  be  nominated  to  an  office  without  his  being  pre- 
sent, but  has  signified  his  willingness  to  accept  ? 
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Ans. — Yes 

12th  Ques. — Iu  a newly  instituted  Lodge,  is  any  charter  member  other  than 
the  Rec.  Sec.  eligible  for  the  office  of  V.  G.,  without  having  served  two  terms  in 
office  ? 

Ans. — Yes  ; any  charter  member  is  eligible  for  the  chair  of  V.  G.  if  the  Rec. 
,Sec.  declines  the  position. 

Clause  Q. — I herewith  beg  to  hand  you  circular  received  from  Bro. 
Jas.  L.  Ridgely,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  G.  L.  U.  S.,  with  reference  to 
Regali  which  I had  printed,  and  a copy  sent  to  each  Lodge  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

Clause  R.— I received  a petition  from  Bro.  J.  J.  Dyas,  of  London, 
requesting  me  to  grant  dispensation  for  the  institution  of  Rebekali 
Degree  Lodge  in  that  City.  This  power  was  granted  us  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; but  I considered 
that  this  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  take  action  in  the  matter  before  dis- 
pensations could  be  granted,  therefore  I informed  the  applicant  that 
the  petition  would  have  to  lay  over  until  this  meeting.  I now  lay  the 
petition  before  you,  and  trust  you  will  take  action,  so  that  the  charter 
can  be  granted. 

Clause  S. — T submit  to  you  the  different  reports  of  the  D.  G.  M 
Masters,  so  far  as  received.  I am  sorry  to  see  that  so  few  of  them 
consider  it  their  duty  to  attend  promptly  to  sending  these  reports.  I 
should  hope  in  future  that  they  will  be  more  careful  and  prompt  in  re- 
porting the  state  of  their  several  Lodges  in  each  of  their  districts. 

Clause  T. — I would  recommend  this  Grand  Lodge  to  take  some 
more  decided  action  with  reference  to  the  use  of  the  charge  books.  I 
find,  in  making  my  official  visits,  that  only  a few  of  them  make  any 
attempt  to  commit  them  to  memory.  A few,  I am  glad  to  say,  do 
work  without  them,  hut  it  is  a very  small  nurfiber,  and  until  we  take 
some  decided  action  compelling  all  officers  to  have  their  charges  com- 
mitted to  memory  before  being  installed  into  office,  or  at  least  within 
two  weeks  thereafter,  that  their  office  be  declared  vacant,  and  each 
D.  D.  G.  M.  to  see  the  law  strictly  enforced,  and  a new  election  take 
place.  A law  such  as  this,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  only  way  of  having 
the  desired  effect. 

Clause  U. — You  are  aware  that  a circular  was  sent  to  each  Lodge 
recently,  accompanied  with  draft  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  organ- 
ize an  Odd  Fellows’  Provident  Association  for  this  Province.  I would 
ask  that  you  give  this  your  earnest  consideration  at  this  session.  I 
think  a Society  of  this  sort  will  be  of  immense  benefit  to  our1  Order.  It 
will  be  the  means  of  largely  increasing  our  membership,  besides  keep- 
ing all  members  good  on  the  books,  as  the  benefits  of  the  Society  are 
only  applicable  to  such  as  are  in  good  standing. 

Clause  Y. — I would  call  the  attention  of  the  Representatives  to  the 
publication  m our  midst  of  the  Canadian  Star,  devoted  to  the  interest 
of  our  dearly  beloved  Order,  and  hope  each  one  will  endeavor  to  in- 
crease the  circulation,  and  thereby  its  usefulness.  At  the  same  time 
I would  also  recommend  the  claims  of  the  American  Odd  Fellow , pub- 
lished by  Bro.  J.  W.  Orr,  P.  G.  M.,  New  York.  This  journal,  I consider 
invaluable,  and  hope  that  brothers  will  continue  to  give  the  same  their 
hearty  support,  and  if  possible  increase  the  list  of  subscribers  in 
Ontario. 

Clause  W. — I would  call  your  attention  to  a great  evil,  which  is 
gaining  strength  in  our  midst,  and  if  some  action  is  not  taken,  I am 
sure  will  seriously  damage  the  interest  of  the  Order.  I allude  to  the

electioneering  for  officers  botli  in  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges. 
No  election  takes  place  hut  we  see  less  or  more  of  it ; and  what  is  the 
consequence  ? Brothers  are  elected  to  fill  these  honorable  positions 
who  are  not  qualified  to  fill  them.  Then  Lodges  must  droop,  and  the 
best  interests  of  the  Order  are  sacrificed  to  enable  a member  to  pass 
through  the  chairs.  I hope  you  will  give  this  matter  your  earnest  con- 
sideration, and  see  if  some  means  cannot  he  taken  whereby  we  may 
overcome  this  evil. 

Clause  X. — I refer  you  to  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  for  par- 
ticulars of  membership,  &c. 

Clause  Y. — I think  such  a Report  as  this  speaks  for  itself  as  to  our 
prosperity  ; and  while  on  this  subject,  I would  recommend  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  appoint  a salaried  agent  or  special  commissioner  to  visit 
the  various  localities  in  this  jurisdiction  where  Lodges  ought  to  be  lo- 
cated, and  I am  convinced  in  my  own  mind  that  ere  another  year  pass 
away  we  would  number  at  least  50  Lodges,  instead  of  only  20  as  at 
present.  Is  this  not  what  we  all  wish  to  see  ? I do  not  think  the 
Grand  Lodge  funds  can  he  put  out  at  better  interest  than  this.  I know 
now  of  some  dozen  or  more  places  that  are  preparing  for  a start,  and 
by  a little  exertion  on  our  part  the  end  would  he  gained.  Brothers, 
try  this,  and  I feel  confident  of  the  result — in  two  years  we  would  num- 
ber 100  Lodges. 

Clause  Z. — You  will  see  from  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  how 
the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  invested,  which  I hope  meets 
with  your  approval. 

Clause  &. — I would  here  suggest  that  if  the  members  of  Lodges 
would  study  more  closely  their  Constitutions  and  By  laws,  and  the 
Digest  of  the  Laws,  both  of  this  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  much  of  the  correspondence  might  be  dispensed  with. 

I beg  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Brethren  for  the  exceedingly  kind 
manner  with  which  I have  been  received  in  my  visitations  ; for  the  ad- 
vice and  help  received  from  the  brethren  who  have  assisted  ; and  in 
particular  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Bro.  King,  for 
Ids  kindness  and  advice,  and  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  he  has 
responded  to  the  calls  I have  made  upon  him.  And  now,  in  conclusion, 
allow  me,  in  surrendering  the  trust  which  you  so  generously  confided 
to  me,  to  return  thanks  to  one  and  all,  and  hope  that  some  good  may 
result  to  our  Order  for  our  labors  of  the  past  year  in  our  prosperous 
condition  throughout  this  jurisdiction.  May  the  prosperity  of  the  Order 
in  this  Province  long  continue  !

To  the  M.  IF.  Grand  Master , Officers  and  Representatives  : 

Brethren, — Time,  in  its  unceasing  flight,  has  again  brought  us 
together  in  annual  conference,  and  we  have  great  cause  for  thankful-

ness  that  we  have,  as  an  Order,  been  permitted  to  add  to  the  past  the 
record  of  another  year’s  progress  in  the  cause  of  “Human  benefaction.” 

I think  that  the  statistics  to  be  herewith  submitted  will  bear  me 
out  in  saying,  that  during  no  year  of  our  history  has  Odd  Fellowship  in 
this  jurisdiction  made  greater  progress  than  during  the  past. 

This  day  brings  us  to  the  time  when  I shall,  for  the  third  time, 
render  you  an  annual  account  of  my  stewardship. 

Those  duties  specially  assigned  me,  by  resolution  at  our  last  an- 
nual session,  have  been  promptly  attended  to. 

At  the  earliest  practicable  moment  after  the  close  of  the  last  ses- 
sion, I asked  for,  and  received  tenders  for  printing  the  Journal  of  1868. 
That  of  the  Brant  Expositor  being  in  every  way  satisfactory,  was,  by 
direction  of  the  Printing  Committee,  accepted,  and  with  all  due  des- 
patch I compiled  the  minutes  of  the  session,  and  had  printed  400  copies 
(in  pursuance  of  resolution  of  Rep.  C.  E.  Peirce,  page  830,  Journal  1868) 
— copies  of  which  were  sent  to  all  Officers,  Past  Grand  Officers  and 
Representatives  of  this  Jurisdiction,  as  also  to  each  of  the  State  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  in  the  United  States. 

1.  The  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  following  State  Grand 
Lodges  have  been  duly  received,  an  abstract  from  each  of  which  will 
supplement  this  report,  viz.  — Alabama,  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Califor- 
nia, District  ol  Columbia,  Florida,  Georgia,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky, 
Kansas,  Louisiana,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Massachusetts,  Maine, 
Michigan,  Maryland,  Missouri,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Nebraska,  Oregon,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Texas,  Yergmia  and 
Wisconsin. 

The  resolution,  instructing  :ne  to  convey  to  Tlios.  Swinyard,  Esq., 
the  Manager  of  the  G.  W.  R.,  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the 
courtesy  of  free  return  tickets  to  delegates  attending  the  Session  of 
1868,  was  promptly  attended  to,  and  the  resolution  instructing  me  to 
apply  to  that  gentleman  for  a like  courtesy  this  year,  has  been  carried 
out.  His  reply  is  as  follows  :

2.  The  subscription  to  the  “ American  Odd  Fellow  ” for  one  copy 
to  each  subordinate  Lodge  has  been  continued  as  per  resolution,  page 
417,  Journal  1868,  and  its  influence  is  decidedly  for  good,  and,  as  I be- 
lieve, to  a great  extent,  the  Order  owes  its  present  very  prosperous 
condition  to  the  literature  of  the  Order,  would  recommend  that  the 
subscription  be  still  further  renewed. 

The  correspondence  of  the  past  year  has  been  very  extensive,  and 
as  for  as  practicable  has  been  promptly  attended  to.  All  of  which  is 
herewith  submitted. 

Three  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted  since  our  last  session,  viz  : 
Bissell  Lodge  No.  51,  at  Mitchell,  15th  Oct.,  1868,  Covenant  Lodge 
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No.  52.  Toronto,  and  Niagara  Falls  No.  53,  at  Clifton,  April  21,  1869. 
All  of  which  have  sent  in  very  encouraging  reports. 

3.  Semi-annual  returns  have  been  received  from  all  Lodges  for 
both  terms,  ending  respectively  31st  December,  1868,  and  30th  June, 
1869,  a complete  abstract  form  which  will  accompany  this  report. 
From  the  manner  in  which  some  of  the  returns  are  made  up,  I should 
judge  that  the  Lodges  have  neglected  to  keep  a duplicate  of  their  re- 
turns, one  of  the  principal  errors  being  the  number  of  members  per 
last  report.  The  necessity  for  correctness  in  this  respect  is  very  ap- 
parent, as  upon  it  depends  the  reliability  of  our  return  to  Grand  Lodge 
U.  S.  As  a partial  remedy  for  this  evil,  I would  suggest  that  theform  ofa 
semi-annual  return  he  hound  and  furnished  to  Lodges  at  cost,  and  that 
it  be  part  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M’s  duty  to  see  that  the  return  is  copied  into 
this  book  before  the  Officers  are  installed  or  the  P.  W.  given.  But  two 
Lodges  report  orphans  in  their  charge,  while  a number  of  Lodges  have 
two  or  more  widows,  some  of  whom  have  orphans.  The  whole  amount 
paid  for  their  relief  is  charged  as  paid  for  relief  of  widowed  families, 
instead  of  a certain  sum  for  widows,  and  a certain  sum  for  support  of 
and  educating  orphans.  I beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  these  matters. 

4., — The  resolution  relative  to  investing  the  surplus  funds  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  has  been  carried  out  and  the  following  investments  made, 
viz  :Dominion  stock  #500,  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  #250,  U.  S.  5 20s. ,200 
premium  on  gold — 133f — #166.13,  total  #916.13.  The  half-yearly  divi- 
dend of  6 per  cent,  on  the  Dominion  stock  has  been  received. 

The  deposit  in  the  P.  O.  Department  Savings  Bank  is  drawing  in- 
terest at  four  per  cent.  The  interest  coupons — 6 per  cent,  in  gold — 
are  still  attached  to  the  5-20  bonds,  due  July  1st,  1869,  and  pay- 
able half-yearly. 

5.  The  blank  charters  on  hand  for  use  of  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction 
before  the  change  of  name  was  made,  not  being  suitable  for  present 
wants,  I obtained  from  Messrs.  W.  C.  Cliewett  & Co.,  lithographers,  by 
direction  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  one  hundred  copies,  so  altered  as 
to  meet  present  requirements. 

On  the  15tli  Nov.  1868,  I received  from  J.  L.  Ridgely,  Grand  Cor. 
and  Rec.  Secretary,  a number  of  forms  of  questions  to  be  answered  by 
subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  I at  once  distributed  them, 
and  immediately  on  their  return  forwarded  them  all  to  the  Grand  Cor. 
and  Rec.  Secretary,  G.  L.  LT.  S. 

6.  A circular  received  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan, 
accompanied  with  a blank  charter  (sample),  is  herewith  presented. 

On  the  4tli  May,  1869,  1 received  from  J.  A.  Kennedy,  P.  G.  Sire, 
(and  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  on  the  celebration  of  April  26,  1869,  the  50th  or  Semi- 
Centennial  Anniversary),  a circular  requesting  me  to  send  him  a de- 
tailed statement  of  our  doings  throughout  this  Province  on  that  occa- 
sion. As  the  best  means  of  complying  with  that  request,  I issued  a 
circular  to  the  several  Lodges,  asking  them  to  send  me  an  account  of 
then-  doings  upon  that  day.  Each  Lodge  responded  promptly,  and  all 
the  matter  received  I at  once  forwarded  to  Bro.  Kennedy.

J.  L.  Ridgely,  rel- 
ative to  tickets  to  Representatives  attending  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  is  presented.

Grand  Representatives,  James  Woodyatt  and  Henry  McAfee,  then 
submitted  their  Annual  Report,  which  was,  on  motion  of  Rep.  James 
Smith,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  : 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REPORT. 
io  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , /.  O.  O.  F. 

Officers  and  Brothers, — Your  Representatives  attended  the  ses- 
sion of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  held  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  commencing  on  Monday  the  21st  September,  1868,  and 
continuing  in  session  for  six  days. 

All  the  Grand  Officers  (except  the  R.  W.  Grand  Chaplain,  who  was 
detained  by  illness  on  the  way),  and  Representatives  from  every  juris- 
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diction  were  present — one  hundred  and  ten  Representatives  answering 
to  their  names.  Grand  Chaplain,  I.  D.  Williamson,  in  his  letter  to  the 
Grand  Sire  announcing  his  inability  to  be  present,  speaks  so  affect- 
mgly,  that  we  desire  every  member  of  the  Order  should  hear  his  words. 
He  wrote  : 

“ My  ardent  desire  is,  while  I live,  to  serve  the  Order  that  I have 
loved  so  long  and  so  well ; and  when  I die  I want  to  die  with  the  har- 
ness on.  Please,  therefore,  do  not  count  me  out  jet,  but  get  some  brother 
to  officiate  for  m e pro.  tern.,  until  it  shall  be  definitely  settled  whether 
or  not  P will  be  possible  for  me  to  reach  Baltimore  during  the  session. 
Please  bear  a message  of  love  from  me  to  the  brothers  who  shall  assem- 
ble at  this  Annual  Session,  and  say  to  them  that  in  the  day  of  weak- 
ness and  suffering  my  love  for  them  and  for  the  great  principles  in 
furtherance  of  which  they  are  laboring  is  deepened  and  quickened  ; and 
looking  back  from  old  age  through  the  labors  of  a busy  life,  there  is  no 
part  of  those  labors  upon  which  I look  with  a more  calm  and  deep  sat- 
isfaction than  upon  that  which  has  been  devoted  to  the  interests  of  our 
beloved  Order.  And  if  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence  this  should 
be  the  last  message  from  me,  my  last  words  to  them  are,  be  ye  faithful 
even  unto  the  end." 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  submitted  his  Report,  in  which  he  said : 
The  past  year  has  more  fully  developed  our  greatness  ; from  nearly 
every  jurisdiction  comes  up  the  sound  of  ‘rejoicing ; our  altars  burn 
brightly,  and  the  incense  therefrom  is  scattered  abroad  so  profusely 
that  the  attention  of  the  good  and  virtuous  is  called  to,' and  they  are 
compelled  to  take  cognizance  of  the  great  benefits  resulting  to  mankind 
from  our  united  efforts  to  promulgate  our  great  principles.  Acknow- 
ledged everywhere  as  an  established  Order,  our  cause  has  taken  deep 
root  m the  human  heart,  and  we  have  but  for  the  future  to  reap  the 
fruits  planted  by  the  early  pioneers  of  our  Order.  Surely  we  have 
great  cause  for  congratulation  to  ourselves ; and  especially  should  we 
at  the  commencement  of  our  Annual  Session,  render  devout  thanks  to 
the  ever  living  God  for  the  many  blessings  that  we,  as  an  Order,  have 
received  at  His  hands,  and  beseech  Him  that  His  face  may  not  be 
turned  away  from  us.  From  the  reports  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  it  will  be  perceived  that  never  since  our  existence  as  an 
Order  have  we  received,  in  one  year,  so  numerous  a body  of  members 
into  our  fold  ; nor  is  this  increase  confined  to  any  particular  jurisdic- 
tion ; all  seem  to  have  enjoyed  the  fruits  of  prosperity,  and  from  nearly 
every  jurisdiction  comes  up  the  glad  sounds  of  victory.  The  number 
of  members  received  the  past  year  into  our  Subordinate  Lodges  ex- 
ceeds forty  thousand.  Nor  should  we  be  ashamed  of  the  men  who 
have  been  received  among  us  ; from  numerous  visitations  made  during 
the  past  few  years,  I have  been  forcibly  impressed  that  we  are  adding 
such  strength  to  our  numbers  that  they  will  be  felt  in  time  to  come ; 
men  who  have  learnt  our  principles,  who  have  seen  our  work  in  the 
world,  and  are  convinced  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  a reality,  and  thus 
being  convinced,  they  have  given  us  the  benefit  of  their  counsel,  help 
and  countenance.  The  growth  is  a healthy  one,  and  will,  I am  sure, 
endure  to  the  end.  The  finances  of  our  Order,  not  only  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  but  in  our  subordinates,  never  were  in  better  condition  ; our 
treasuries  are  augmenting,  and  everywhere  peace  and  prosperity  in  our 
Order  is  the  standing  word. 

The  Grand  Sire  urged  upon  the  members  the  advisability  of  using 
the  public  Press  in  giving  accounts  of  annual  and  other  meetings. 
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He  also  reported  that  under  the  guidance  of  Special  Deputy,  Bro. 
Meacham,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  in  Australia,  had  adopted  the 
work  of  our  Order,  thus  bringing  to  our  standard  about  four  thousand 
members. 

The  following  decisions  were  made  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  dur- 
ing the  year,  which  were  all  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz  : 

1.  Tlie  Seal  of  a Lodge  or  Encampment  is  in  the  official  care  of  the  Secretary 
or  Scribe.  They  have  no  right  to  use  the  same,  except  as  authorized  by  their 
Lodge  or  Encanrpment,  or  in  the  legitimate  business  of  the  Lodge  or  Encamp- 
ment when  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  the  Seal. 

2.  A Certificate  to  authorize  a Brother  to  receive  his  Degrees  away  from  the 
location  of  his  Lodge,  can  only  be  granted  by  application  to  his  Lodge  at  a regu- 
lar session.  “When  open  as  a Degree  Lodge,  the  application  cannot  be  made. 

3.  A Brother  in  possession  of  a travelling  or  visiting  Card,  is  not  thereby  de- 
prived of  holding  office,  or  of  his  rights  as  a member  of  his  Lodge. 

4.  Travelling  or  visiting  C irds  are  only  intended  to  be  used  by  a brother 
when  travelling  or  visiting  beyond  his  State  jurisdiction.  The  A.  T.  P.  W.  can- 
not be  used  by  a brother  while  visiting  a Lodge  within  his  own  State,  and  a N.  G. 
of  a Lodge  within  the  same  jurisdiction  would  be  justified  in  refusing  to.admit 
the  brother  unless  he  has  the  P.  W.  of  the  term. 

5.  The  R.  H.  S.  of  the  N.  G.  temporarily  occupying  the  N.  G.  chair,  has  no 
right  to  authorize  a brother  to  confer  the  term-word  upon  another  brother  of  the 
same  Lodge  to  enable  him  to  visit  other  Lodges. 

6.  There  is  no  such  rule  in  the  Order  “as  to  change  the  place  of  trial  of  the 
brother.”  He  must  be  tried  in  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  where  he  is  a member, 
and  where  the  charges  are  preferred.  No  other  Lodge  or  Encampment  has  juris- 
diction in  the  matter. 

7.  A D.D.  G.  Sire  has  no  right,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  to  take  the  C.  P.’s 
chair  in  an  Encampment.  He  can  only  take  such  chair  when  surrendered  to  him 
for  installation  of  the  Officers. 

8.  A brother  holding  a travelling  or  visiting  Card  is  entitled  in  visiting  to 
use  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  in  force  at  the  time  his  Card  was  granted. 

9.  An  Officer  elected  cannot  be  installed  in  office  by  proxy. 

10.  A Special  Deputy  appointed  to  institute  a Lodge  or  Encampment,  fulfils 
his  duty  when  such  Lodge  or  Encampment  is  instituted,  and  he  has  made  report 
of  the  same. 

11.  All  members  of  the  Order  are  in  duty  bound,  while  in  their  Lodge  or  En- 
campment, to  be  governed  by  the  well  known  usages  of  the  Order,  and  in  case  of 
their  refusal  it  is  proper  to  prefer  charges  against  them  for  conduct  unbecoming 
an  Odd  Fellow.  No  member  can  claim  indulgence  on  account  of  his  official  po- 
sition in  the  Order. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  Report,  a most  able  and 
valuable  document,  giving  extracts  from  the  reports  and  letters  re- 
ceived from  the  several  jurisdictions,  showing  that  with  scarce  an  ex- 
ception most  gratifying  results  have  been  reached  during  the  year. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  year  were  #29,- 
080.86,  being  composed  of  the  following  items,  viz  :

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The  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  several  State  Jurisdictions 
will  well  repay  a careful  perusal.  In  conclusion  of  his  report,  the 
Grand  Secretary  said  : — “ Thus  have  we  built  upon  the  foundation  laid 
in  1819,  a superstructure  whose  lofty  dome  towers  heavenward,  opens 
wide  its  portals  to  the  weary  and  careworn,  and  cordially  invites  the 
good  and  true  to  co-operative  labor  in  aid  of  suffering  man.  While  our 
hearts  swell  with  just  pride  in  the  review  of  our  labors  and  their  fruits 
in  fifty  years,  and  our  imagination,  taking  wings  and  vaulting  into  the 
great  future,  fifty  years  hence,  looks  out  upon  the  scene  then  existant, 
let  us  not  be  led  to  exultation  ; let  us  never  forget  that  it  is  God  who 
hath  given  us  the  victory,  that  it  is  His  wisdom  which  has  guided  our 
counsels,  His  Providence  which  has  shielded  us  from  external  danger 
and  saved  us  from  internal  dissensions,  by  the  inspiration  of  a unity 
and  concord  which  challenges  comparison  in  the  affairs  of  men.  Let 
us  thank  Him  earnestly  for  an  enlightenment  which  has  lifted  us  often 
in  advance  of  the  age  in  which  we  have  acted,  and  which  has  supplied 
us  a nerve  and  energy  so  effective  as  to  enable  us  to  counteract  ignor- 
ance and  prejudice,  and  to  overcome  the  vexatious  delays  and  hindran- 
ces which  these  weapons  have  often  interposed  in  our  path  ; and  above 
all,  let  us  thank  Him  for  the  magnitude  and  value  of  our  offering  upon 
the  great  altar  of  humanity.” 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  submitted  his  report,  showing  a total 
of  disbursements  during  the  year  of  181,684.85.  And  that  the  total 
assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  129,325.82,  a gain  of  $563.61  during  the 
year. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  session,  as  provided  by  law,  the  election 
of  Grand  Officers  took  place,  resulting  in  the  choice  of  E.  D.  Farnsworth, 
of  Tennessee,  as  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  ; Fred.  D.  Stuart,  of  District  of 
Columbia,  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  ; James  L.  Ridgely,  of  Maryland, 
R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  ; Joshua  Yansant,  of  Maryland,  R.  W.  Grand 
Treasurer. 

The  Legislative  Committee  submitted  the  following  Resolution, 
which  was  adopted,  viz  : That  where  all  the  brothers  who  may  cast 
black  balls  against  an  applicant  for  membership  voluntarily  make  a 
motion  for  a reconsideration  of  the  ballot,  the  same  may  be  reconsid- 
ered, and  in  such  case  the  vote  on  the  reconsideration  shall  be  by  ball 
ballots  ; and  if  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsid- 
eration shall  be  had  ; whereupon  the  application  shall  he  over  till  the 
succeeding  meeting,  when  another  ballot  shall  be  had  with  ball  ballots, 
and  if  the  same  be  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  applicant  he  shall 
thereby  be  elected  ; but  if  one  or  more  black  balls  appear  in  either  bal- 
lot, the  applicant  shall  be  rejected  ; and  in  no  case  shall  a reconsid- 
eration be  had  except  upon  the  voluntary  motion  of  all  those  who  cast 
the  black  balls ; and  never  more  than  one  reconsideration  in  the  same 
case  shall  Re  allowed.  And  provided  always,  that  such  reconsideration 
shall  be  had  within  the  four  meeting  nights  next  succeeding  the  re- 
jection. 

The  following,  from  the  same  Committee,  was  adopted,  viz  : That 
any  State  Grand  Lodge  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  confer  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  Past  Official  Degrees  upon  Past  Grands  of  another 
State  Jurisdiction  upon  the  presentation  of  a Visiting  Card  from  their 
own  Lodge,  and  also  a Certificate  executed  by  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  whose  jurisdic- 
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tion  such  Past  Grands  belong,  that  they  are  eligible  and  entitled  to 
the  same. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  submitted  the  following  report  upon 
the  appeal  of  Past  Grand  C.  E Peirce,  which  was  adopted,  viz.  : — The 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  has,  however,  legislated  upon  this 
subject,  and  declared  that  twenty-six  nights’  service  as  an  inferior  offi- 
cer is  a sufficient  qualification  for  the  chair  of  Vice  Grand  ; provided 
of  course  the  brother  has  attained  to  sufficient  degrees,  and  is  other- 
wise competent.  This  is  the  Supreme  law,  and  it  appearing  clearly 
that  Bro.  Lawless  has  rendered  the  necessary  service  in  an  inferior 
office,  has  attained  the  required  degrees,  and  was  otherwise  competent, 
your  Committee  conclude  that  he  was  eligible  and  entitled  to  be  instal- 
led into  the  office  of  Vice  Grand,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario 
erred  in  not  sustaining  his  appeal  ; we  therefore  recommend  for  your 
adoption  the  following  resolution  : — Resolved , — That  the  appeal  of  Past 
Grand  C.  E.  Peirce,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  sustained. 

On  report  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  the  fol- 
lowing was  adopted,  viz.  : Resolved, — That  when  a financial  officer  of 

a subordinate  Lodge  refuses  to  settle  his  accounts,  and  deliver  all 
monies,  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  same,  over  to  the  Lodge, 
he  cannot,  of  right,  demand  a Card  of  Clearance  - and  a Lodge  may  re- 
fuse to  grant  such  Card  until  the  brother’s  accounts  are  adjusted,  and 
the  Lodge  is  satisfied  that  he  is  clear  of  the  books  and  free  from  all 
charges  of  whatsoever  kind. 

The  following  was  also  adopted,  viz.  : — The  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order  having  had  under  consideration  the  query  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  Ontario,  submitted  by  Rep.  Woodyatt,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing, to  wit  : What  is  the  position  in  the  Order  of  a brother  who  is 
over  fifty  years  of  age  holding  a Withdrawal  Card  less  than  one  year 
old  ; can  he  be  admitted  to  membership  by  any  Lodge,  or  is  legislation 
in  the  matter  required  ? — Beg  leave  respectively  to  report,  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  subject  matter  contained  in  the  query  is 
one  for  local  legislation. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  with  a view  to  devising 
some  general  plan  or  system  by  which  Lodges  paying  then  members 
sick  benefits  can  adjust  their  dues  so  as  to  meet  the  demands  made 
upon  their  treasury  without  impoverishing  them,  submitted  a series  of 
questions  to  be  answered  by  the  several  Lodges  (see  pp.  4381  and 
4382),  copies  of  which  have  been  forwarded  to  each  Lodge. 

On  the  subject  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  a special  committee  re- 
ported, recommending  that  the  Grand  Lodges  subordinate  to  the  R. 
W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  be,  and  they  are  hereby  autho- 
rised and  empowered  to  institute  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of 
Rebekah  at  such  places  as  they  may  deem  proper  within  their  terri- 
torial limits  ; to  possess  the  powers  and  enjoy  the  privileges  following. 
(See  Journal  pp.  4383  and  4384).  The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  on  the  question  of  ad- 
mitting to  membership  persons  who  have  lost  an  arm,  reported  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted,  viz.  : 

Resolved, — That  the  question  of  eligibility  to  membership  into  the  Order  by 
initiation,  of  persons  who  have  lost  a limb,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  remitted 
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to  the  jurisdiction  and  disposal  ofthe  subordinate  Lodges  to  which  admission  is 
asked. 

The  Special  Committee  on  book  of  forms  submitted  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted,  viz.  : 

Resolved, — That  the  forms  as  prepared  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  authorised 
by  the  resolution  of  last  session,  together  with  the  form  for  laying  corner  stones 
of  Odd  Fellows’  Halls,  prepared  and  now  submitted  by  the  Committee,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  approved  and  adopted. 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Secretary  have  the  same  stereotyped  and  printed 
in  the  revised  edition  of  the  Digest. 

Rep.  Davies,  of  New  Hampshire,  moved4  “ That  a Lodge  is  obli- 
ged to  accept  the  care  of  a sick  brother,  member  of  another  Lodge,  on 
his  application  to  them  for  watchers.  That  when  a Lodge  accepts  the 
care  of  a sick  brother,  a member  of  another  Lodge,  its  members  are 
under  the  same  obligations  to  watch  with  him  as  though  the  sick  bro- 
ther was  a member  of  their  Lodge,  and  are  subject  to  the  same  pen- 
alties.” 

To  which  the  following  amendment  was  moved  and  adopted  : That 
the  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire  on  this  subject  m the  words  following — 
“ These  questions  are  matters  for  State  legislation.  It  is  the  moral 
duty  of  every  Lodge  to  see  that  a brother  in  distress  be  attended  to, 
and  a Lodge  or  members  fail  m their  duty  should  they  neglect  to 
do  so,” — be  offered  as  the  decision  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Special  Committee  on  that  subject,  reported  the  following, 
which  was  adopted,  viz.  : 

Resolved . — That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  adopt  for  an  Odd  Fellows’  Flag 
the  pattern  or  design  (presented  by  the  special  committee  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  to  wit  : The  flag  to  be  manufactured  of  white  material — either  bunting, 

satin,  or  cotton  cloth-  as  may  be  selected  by  those  desiring  one.  The  propor- 
tions to  be  ll-19ths  of  the  length  for  the  width.  The  emblems  to  consist  of  the 
three  links,  to  be  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  Hag,  with  the  letters  I.  0.  O.  F.  to 
be  painted  or  wrought  in  Scarlet  color,  and  the  name  of  the  State,  District  or 
Territory  using  it,  and  trimmed  with  material  of  the  same  color.  Wherever  the 
Hag  is  to  be  used  by  Encampments,  there  should  be  added  two  crooks. 

Resolved, — That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secrectary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
procure  a Hag  of  suitable  size  and  proportions  as  above  described  for  this  Grand 
Lodge,  to  be  used  for  the  first  time  at  the  celebration  of  our  50th  anniversary,  on 
the  2fith  of  April,  and  in  addition  to  the  emblems  add  the  letters  G.  L.  U.  S. 

Rep.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  moved  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Eesolved, — That  when  a brother,  who  holds  a current  Visiting  Card,  wishes 
to  visit  a Lodge  or  Encampment  in  the  jurisdiction  to  which  he  belongs,  but 
without  the  term  password  or  check  word,  the  presentation  of  his  Visiting  Card 
shall  make  it  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  to 
communicate  to  him  the  pass  or  check  of  the  jurisdiction,  after  ascertaining  that 
the  person  presenting  it  is  the  legal  holder  of  the  Card. 

The  following  was  also  adopted  : 

The  Legislative  Committee  having  been  instructed  to  report  suitable  legis- 
lation to  enable  a brother  to  visit  Lodges  or  Encampments  within  the  limits  of 
the  jurisdiction  in  which  he  may  hold  membership  upon  a travelling  card  and 
T.  P.  W.,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following,  being  Article  25  of  our  By- 
laws, amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  object  contemplated  : 

“The  T.  P.  W.  is  primarily  designed  for  the  use  of  brethren  who  are  travel- 
ling beyond  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  to  which  they  belong,  but  may  also  be 
used  in  the  jurisdiction  to  which  brothers  belong  who  have  received  it  in  good 
faith  for  said  primary  purpose  ; and  in  order  that  each  brother  may  be  properly 
instructed  in  it,  and  visiting  brethren  from  other  jurisdictions  be  properly  exam- 
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ined,  the  two  highest  elective  officers  of  a Lodge,  and  the  Chief  Patriarch  and 
Senior  Warden  of  an  Encampment,  are  to  be  privately  put  in  possession  of  the 
word  at  the  time  of  their  installation,  that  they  may  be  qualified  either  to  give  or 
to  receive  it.  The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Patriarch  of  a State  and  their  regu- 
lar deputies  should  also  be  in  possession  of  it.” 

The  Special  Committee  on  that  subject  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

The  Special  Committee  apiiointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Sire’s  report  in  regard  to  the  public  Press,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report 
that  they  heartily  concur  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Grand  Sire  in  reference  to 
the  employment  of  the  public  Press  as  an  agency  for  advancing  the  interests  of 
the  Order.  We  believe  that  notices  of  time  and  place  of  meeting  published  in 
the  local  papers  would  encourage  punctual  attendance  in  the  Lodges,  would  be  a 
standing  invitation  to  visitors,  and  keep  Odd  Fellowship  before  the  public  mind. 
We  also  believe,  that  a liberal  sujqiort  should  be  afforded  our  own  Press  by  the 
brethren  of  the  Order,  and  in  this  opinion  we  are  further  sustained  by  the  views 
so  well  expressed  in  the  report  of  our  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary.  We  therefore  re- 
commend the  passage  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved, — That  the  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to 
bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  their  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  this  Order  submitted  the  following, 
which  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Article  16,  Section  4 of  this  Constitution,  provides,  that  when  it 
shall  be  satisfactorily  represented  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  that  the  necessities  of  a 
State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Jurisdiction,  aj>plying  therefor  the  right  to 
re-admit  to  membership  within  its  jurisdiction  “upon  such  terms  as  it  may  pre- 
scribe,” suspended  members,  &c. 

Query. — Do  the  words,  “upon  such  terms  as  it  may  prescribe,”  refer  to  the 
jurisdiction  to  whom  such  power  is  granted  ? 

Respectfully  report  that,  upon  a caretul  examination  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  referred  to,  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  refers  to  the  State  J urisdic- 
tion,  to  which  such  power  is  granted. 

Rep.  Dannals,  of  California,  moved  the  following  motion,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved, — That  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  this  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
be  held  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  State  of  California,  and  that  the  offi- 
cers and  members  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to  assemble  at  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  on  the  tenth  day  of  September,  1869,  to  be  conveyed  thence  by  the 
Great  Pacific  Railroad  across  the  continent  to  the  said  city  of  San  Francisco,  and 
that  the  mileage  to  be  paid  to  the  Representatives  by  this  R.  W . Grand  Lodge, 
on  that  occasion,  shall  be  computed  from  their  respective  homes  to  and  from  the 
said  city  of  Omaha,  excepting  the  Representatives  from  the  jurisdictions  on  the 
Pacific  slope,  whose  mileage  shall  be  computed  to  and  from  San  Francisco;  pro- 
vided that  if  the  said  Pacific  Railroad  shall  not  be  completed  and  running  regular 
trains  through  between  Omaha  and  Sacramento  city  by  the  first  day  of  August, 
1869,  so  that  the  Representatives  can  be  conveyed  through  without  change  of  cars 
or  detention;  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  shall  on  that  day  issue 
his  Proclamation  calling  the  Grand  Lodge  to  assemble  in  Annual  Communication 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  change  of  name,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing, the  consideration  of  which  was  deferred  until  next  session  : 

First, — Is  a change  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  necessary,  advisable  or 
expedient  ? 

Secondly. — If  yea,  what  should  the  name  be  ? 

Thirdly. — If  determined  upon,  when  should  the  proposed  amendment  go  into 
effect? 

The  arguments  in  favor  of  the  change  seem  to  be,  first,  that  the 
actual  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  already  extended  beyond 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  United  States,  embracing  the  Dominion  of 
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Canada  and  the  British  Provinces  ; while  further  extension  whereby 
the  continent  of  Australia  is  to  be  annexed,  is  already  provided  for,  its 
name  should  be  such  as  will  properly  represent  the  full  extent  of  its 
legislative  and  judicial  authority,  and  the  unlimited  agency  it  proposes 
to  exercise  in  the  promulgation  of  the  great  principles  of  the  Order. 
Second.— That  prejudices  in  the  minds  of  worthy  and  intelligent  citi- 
zens of  other  countries  existing  because  of  the  limited  territorial  and 
political  character  of  the  present  name,  will  be  removed,  and  the  in- 
crease of  membership  and  the  extension  of  our  influence  greatly  faci- 
litated. 

However  advisable , for  these  considerations,  a change  of  name  of 
this  Grand  Body  at  the  proper  time  may  be,  your  Committee  do  uot 
see  in  them  any  urgent  present  necessity  for  the  change  proposed  ; and 
we  therefore  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  suggest  any  change  to  take 
effect  at  a very  early  date. 

In  considering  the  subject  with  all  the  arguments  before  us,  plausi- 
ble, as  they  do  in  truth  appear,  we  cannot  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
the  Order,  as  heretofore  established  outside  of  the  territorial  limits  of 
the  United  States,  has  not  always  maintained  a successful  existence. 
While  it  is  true,  that  the  Lodges  in  Ontario,  or  Canada  West,  have 
continued  their  work  successfully  for  the  last  thirteen  or  fourteen  years, 
it  is  equally  true  that  prior  to  1855  they  had  almost  become  extinct, 
And  if  the  Order  in  the  Lower  Province  is  now  in  an  improved  condi- 
tion, we  are  induced  to  think  it  is  fairly  to  be  attributed,  in  part  at 
least,  to  the  labors  of  the  Special  Commissioner  whom  the  Grand  Lodge 
found  it  necessary  within  the  last  two  years  to  send  to  that  jurisdiction. 

What  the  result  of  the  enterprise  in  Australia  will  be,  remains  to 
be  ascertained.  Prudence  would,  therefore,  seem  to  forbid  any  incon- 
siderate or  hasty  action  at  this  time.  If  the  previous  want  of  stability 
in  Lodges  heretofore  instituted  in  any  other  country  has  been  in  any 
manner  attributable  to  the  limited  terrritorial  and  political  character 
of  the  name  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  a change  therein  will  aid  the 
Brotherhood  in  these  outside  jurisdictions  in  filling  up  their  Lodges  and 
extending  their  operations  and  influence,  the  assurance  that  at  some 
future  time  when  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  those  jurisdictions  shall 
be  of  so  permanent  a character  as  to  justify  it,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
can  without  too  heavy  an  expenditure  of  means  make  the  necessary 
provision  for  it — the  change  shall  take  place — ought,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Committee,  to  be  satisfactory  to  those  who  desire  the  change 
proposed. 

The  information  received  by  the  Committee  leads  them  to  the  con- 
clusion that  a change  at  the  present  time  would  be  very  inexpedient  in 
a pecuniary  point  of  view. 

Another  reason  for  delay  is  the  necessity  for  a change  in  the  cor- 
porate name  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  can  only  be  effected  by  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  as  the  Legislature  of  that 
State  does  not  meet  again  until  January,  1870,  such  alteration  in  the 
Charter  cannot  sooner,  and  may  not  then  be  secured. 

In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  your  Committee  have  deemed 
it  the  wiser  course  to  prepare  and  submit  an  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution, so  framed  as  to  provide  a change  of  the  present  name  to  one 
which  seems  to  be  acceptable  to  all  with  whom  they  have  conversed, 
if  a change  is  to  be  made ; but  postponing  its  operations  until  such  time 
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as  will  secure  a satisfactory  test  of  the  reasons  for  and  against  a change. 

We  therefore  respectfully  submit  the  annexed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  subject : 

Amend  Article  1,  Section  1 of  the  Constitution  (to  go  into  effect  on  and  after 
the  first  of  January,  1872),  by  striking  out  of  the  2nd  line  the  words,  “ Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,’’  and  insert  the  words,  “ Supreme  Grand  Lodge.” 
Amend  Article  XVII  of  the  Constitution  (to  go  into  effect  on  and  after  the 
1st  of  January,  1372),  by  striking  out  at  the  end  of  the  Article  the  words,  “The 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,”  and  insert  the  words,  “The  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge.” 

The  foregoing  is  but  a synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ; to  have  given  a full  report  of  all  that  was  transacted  would 
have  implied  copying  the  Journal.  We  respectfully  commend  that  pub- 
lication to  every  brother  in  this  jurisdiction,  feeling  assured  that  a 
careful  perusal  of  it  will  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  love  and  zeal 
of  all  who  read  it  for  the  principles  and  in  the  work  of  the  Order  we 
all  so  much  love. 

In  conclusion,  we  tender  you  our  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  high 
honor  conferred  upon  us  m making  us  your  representatives  to  so  august 
a body  as  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

The  representative  whose  term  now  expires  surrenders  his  trust 
into  your  hands,  with  the  earnest  hope  that  in  any  action  he  has  taken 
as  your  representative  he  has  carried  out  your  views,  and  with  the 
warmest  wishes  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario.

The  Grand  Lodge  called  to  order  ; Grand  Master  in  the  chair. 

Officers  all  present,  and  a quorum  of  Representatives. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Morning  Session  were  read,  and  a few  altera- 
tions ordered  to  be  made,  after  which  the  Minutes  were  adopted. 

Rep.  H.  C.  Bingham,  from  the  Committee  on  Distribution,  submit- 
ted the  following  report,  which  was  on  motion  adopted  :

Grand  Master,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Representatives  to 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  for  the  purpose  of  assigning  the  various  sub- 
jects therein  referred  to,  to  appropriate  Committees,  recommend  the  following: 

That  Clauses  B,  F,  G,  H,  I,  J,  K.  L,  M,  and  R,  of  the  Grand  Master’s  Report, 
and  Clause  1 of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer’s  Report,  be  assigned  to  the 
Committee  on  Petitions  and  Correspondence.

That  Clause  5,  6,  & 7,  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer’s  Report  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

In  regard  to  the  Report  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Representatives  to  the  R.  W.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OF  THE 

ODD  FELLOWS’  PROVIDENT  ASSOCIATION  OF  ONTARIO, 

ORGANIZED  AT  HAMILTON,  JUNE  8TH,  1869. 


Preamble. 

Whereas,  the  objects  of  Odd  Fellowship,  whose  laws  command  us  to  “visit 
the  sick,  to  relieve  the  distressed,  to  bury  the  dead,  and  to  educate  the  orphan,” 
contemplate  the  furnishing  of  pecuniary  assistance,  on  the  death  of  members,  and 
Whereas,  it  is  desirable  to  provide  for  a more  extended  application  of  this 
principle  than  at  present  obtains,  by  furnishing  to  the  families  of  deceased  Odd 
Fellows  a greater  amount  of  pecuniary  assistance  than  they  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  their  Lodges ; therefore,  we,  whose  names  are  hereunto  annexed,  do 
mutually  agree  to  form  ourselves  into  an  Association  tor  that  purpose,  to  be 
known  as  “The  Odd  Fellows’  Provident  Association  of  Ontario;”  and  to  be 
governed  by  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  ; 

ARTICLE  I. — Name,  Object. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  “Odd  Fellows’  Provident  Associa- 
tion of  Ontario  its  object  being  to  furnish  pecuniary  assistance  to  the  widows 
and  orphans  or  heirs  and  administrators  of  Odd  Fellows  who  become  members  of 
this  Association,  in  addition  to  that  which  may  accrue  from  Lodges  at  the  death 
of  their  natural  protectors. 

ARTICLE  II. — Membership. 

Sec.  1. — The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  not  be  less  than  Five 
Hundred  persons,  and  shall  be  composed  of  members  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  who  are  in  good  standing  in  some  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario,  at  the  time  of  their  admission,  and  who  shall  subscribe  to  these 

miles. 

Sec.  2.  The  conditions  of  membership  in  this  Association  shall  be : 
a.  That  every  person  applying  for  admission  to  this  Association  must  be  a 
hona  fide  member,  in  good  standing,  of  some  regular  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  the  Province  of  Ontario ; and  must  not  at  the  time  of 
his  application  be  more  than  sixty  years  of  age,  nor  be  receiving  sick  benefits 
from  his  Lodge.  He  must  accompany  his  application  with  a certificate  of  the 
aforementioned  facts,  signed  by  the  N.  G.  and  R.  S.  of  his  Lodge,  under  seal. 

h.  That  when  applying  for  admission  to  this  Association,  he  must  present  to 
the  Board  to  which  he  applies  a medical  certificate  of  health  ; and  must  deposit 
along  with  his  application  the  necessary  admission  fee,  which  shall  be  returned 
to  him  in  case  of  the  non-acceptance  of  his  application. 

c.  That  he  must  continue  in  membership  in  some  regular  Lodge  of  the  Or- 
der ; and  in  order  to  entitle  his  heirs  to  benefit  at  his  death,  he  must  at  that  time 
be  a member  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge. 

d That  he  must,  within  thirty  days  after  being  notified  of  the  death  of  a 
member  of  this  Association,  pay  into  the  funds  thereof  the  levies  provided  for  in 
Article  III ; and  in  case  he  shall  neglect  to  do  so,  he  shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  ben- 
efits for  his  heirs,  unless  he  shall  show  to  the  Board  of  Directors  that  such  neg- 
lect was  unavoidable, 
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e.  That  in  case  of  forfeiture,  as  aforesaid,  he  can  again  entitle  himself  to 
benefits  for  his  heirs  on  payment  of  the  regular  admission  fee.  and  presenting  the 
necessary  medical  certificate  of  health. 

ARTICLE  III. — Finances. 

Sec.  1. — Funds,  a.  The  funds  of  this  Association  shall  be  derived  from  ad- 
mission fees,  and  levies  made  at  the  death  of  members. 

b.  The  admission  fee  shall  be  Two  Dollars  each  for  persons  under  forty  years 
of  age,  with  an  additional  fifty  cents  for  each  year  if  over  that  age,  and  not  over 
sixty  years.  The  levies  to  be  made  at  the  death  of  any  member  shall  be  One 
Dollar  and  Ten  Cents  per  capita  on  the  survivors. 

c.  The  receipts  of  this  Association  shall  be  divided  into  two  funds,  named 
respectively  the  Benefit  Fund  and  the  W orking  Fund ; from  the  first  of  which 
shall  be  paid  all  benefits  accruing  to  the  heirs  of  deceased  members,  and  from  the 
other  necessary  working  expenses. 

d.  Ninety  per  cent,  of  all  admission  fees  shall  be  placed  at  the  credit  of  the 
Benefit  Fund,  and  the  remaining  tenpercent.  at  the  credit  of  the  Working  Fund, 
while  of  the  levies  made  ten-elevenths  shall  be  placed  at  the  credit  of  the  Benefit 
Fund,  and  one-eleventh  at  the  credit  of  the  Working  Fund. 

e.  All  receipts  on  account  of  the  Benefit  Fund  shall  be  placed  at  the  credit  of 
the  Association  in  some  chartered  bank,  to  be  drawn  therefrom  as  required  only 
on  the  cheque  of  the  President  and  Secretary;  and  any  portion  of  the  Working 
Fund  not  required  for  immediate  use  may  be  disposed  of  in  a like  manner. 

Sec.  2 — Benefits,  a.  The  benefits  payable  by  this  Association,  at  the  death 
of  a member,  shall  be  a sum  equal  to  one  dollar  for  every  member  whose  name 
shall  appear  as  good  on  the  books  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  at  the  time  when 
the  death  occurred,  the  name  of  the  deceased  included,  which  sum  shall  be  paid 
(not  sooner  than  thirty  days  and  not  later  than  sixty  days  from  the  day  on  which 
the  death  occurred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors),  to  the 
widow  and  orphans  or  heirs  and  administrators  of  the  deceased  member;  provided 
always,  that  the  number  of  members  belonging  to  the  Association  does  not,  at 
that  date,  exceed  One  Thousand;  but,  in  case  the  membership  exceeds  that  num- 
ber, then  no  greater  sum  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  shall  be  paid  at  the  death 
of  any  one  member  ; and  so  long  as  a sufficient  sum  shall  remain  at  the  credit  of 
the  Benefit  Fund  of  this  Association  to  pay  the  necessary  benefits  at  the  death  of 
a member  and  leave  intact  a reserve  fun  dor  margin  equal  to  one  maximum  benefit 
(One  Thousand  Dollars),  no  levies  shall  be  made  upon  members  when  a death 
occurs  ; but  as  soon  as  the  balance  becomes  insufficient  to  meet  this  requirement, 
a levy  of  One  Dollar  and  Ten  Cents  upon  each  of  the  members  shall  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  balance  to  the  required  amount. 

b.  On  the  death  of  a member  of  this  Association,  the  person  or  persons  en- 
titled to  receive  benefits  by  reason  of  such  death,  shall  make  a written  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  said  benefits,  which  application  shall  be  presented 
to  the  N.  G-.  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  deceased  was  a member,  who  shall  certify 
to  the  correctness  thereof,  then  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Local  Managers 
nearest  said  Lodge  who  shall  countersign  it  and  forward  it  to  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  who,  on  ascertaining  from  his  books  that  the  deceased  was  entitled  to 
benefits,  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  30  days  and  within  60  days  after  the  day  on 
which  the  death  occurred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
draw  on  the  Benefit  Fund  for  the  necessary  amount  and  pay  over  the  same  as 
directed  in  the  following  clause,  (c). 

c.  When  any  person  becomes  entitled  to  benefits  as  determined  in  the  preced- 
ing clause  ( b ),  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall,  at  the  expiration  ot  30  days  or 
within  60  days  from  the  day  on  which  the  death  occurred,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  draw  the  amount  necessary  from  the  Benefit 
Fund  and  transmit  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Local  Managers,  through 
whom  the  application  was  made,  who  shall  hand  it  to  the  N.  G.,  whose  certificate 
accompanied  the  application,  and  he  shall  pay  it  to  the  proper  claimants,  taking 
receipt  for  it,  forwarding  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  IV. — Officers. 

The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a President,  a Vice-President,  and  a 
Secretary-Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  as  provided  in  Article  V, 
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ARTICLE  V. — Management. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Association  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of 
Directors,  and  a Board  of  Local  Managers  in  each  District  formed  by  G.  L.  of 
Ontario  for  G.  L.  purposes. 

[Clause  A.  Provided,  always,  that  until  the  formation  of  two  or  more 
Boards  of  Local  Managers,  the  Hamilton  Board  of  Local  Managers  shall  consti- 
tute a Provisional  Board  of  Directors  ; but  immediately  on  the  formation  of  a 
second  Board  of  Local  Managers  under  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  a Perman- 
ent Board  of  Directiors  shall  be  formed,  who  shall  assume  directing  control, 
leaving  the  Hamilton  Board  to  perforin  the  duties  of  a Lo.  al  Board  only.] 

Sec.  2.  Every  Board  of  Local  Managers  shall  be  composed  of persons 

elected  by  the  members  of  the  Association  belonging  to  each  Lodge  in  a District, 
who  shall  meet  monthly,  (or  more  frequently,  if  necessary,]  and  shall  annually, 
in  the  month  of  July,  elect  a President,  a Vice-President,  and  a Secretary  : also 
two  of  its  members  for  every  Lodge  in  the  District  in  which  it  is  located,  to 
represent  it  in  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  ii.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of representatives  from 

the  Grand  Lodge  on  Ontario,  provided  said  representatives  are  members  of  the 
Association  who  do  not  represent  any  Local  Board,  and  such  representatives 
from  each  Board  of  Local  Managers  as  are  provided  for  by  Section  2 of  this 
Article.  It  shall  meet  annually  on  the  day  after  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ontario,  at  the  same  place,  and  at  such  meeting  shall  elect  the  Officers  named 
in  Article  IV.  The  business  office  of  the  Association  shall  be  located  at  Hamil- 
ton. 

Sec.  4.  The  duty  of  the  Board  of  of  Directors  shall  be  to  exercise  a general 
directing  control  over  the  affairs  of  the  Association ; to  direct  the  levying  of 
assessments  on  members,  to  be  collected  by  Boards  of  Local  Managers  ; to  pay 
through  the  proper  Local  Board,  on  the  death  of  a member,  to  the  heirs  or  ad- 
ministrators of  deceased,  as  directed  in  Article  III,  the  benefits  due  to  them, 
after  the  claim  has  been  approved  of  by  the  Local  Board  through  which  it  is  to 
be  paid  ; and  to  perform  such  other  acts  as  may  from  time  to  time  appear  neces- 
sary for  the  welfare  and  perpetuity  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  d.  The  duties  of  the  several  Boards  of  Local  Managers  shall  be  to  admit 
members  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Article  II  ; to  collect 
all  fees  and  assessments  from  members  belonging  to  their  respective  districts, 
forwarding  the  same  along  with  the  names  of  members  paying  them  to  the  Sec.- 
Treas.;  to  investigate  the  circumstances  attendingthe  death  of  any  member,  and 
report  thereon  in  prescribed  form  to  the  Board  of  Directors  ; to  pay  over  benefits 
to  claimants  as  soon  as  funds  are  received  from  the  Sec.-Treas.  for  that  purpose  ; 
and  to  exercise  a general  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  their 
respective  districts. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Salaries. 

No  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  this  Association,  except  on  a four-fifth  vote,  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VII. — Disabilities. 

Any  member  of  this  Association  who  shall  omit  to  pay  all  levies  which  may 
be  made  upon  him,  at  the  death  of  members,  by  the  proper  time  ; or  who  shall 
not  be  continuously  a member  of  some  regular  Lodge  of  the  Order,  shall  forfeit 
his  membership  in  this  Association,  and  can  renew  it  only  by  again  paying  the 
prescribed  admission  fee,  and  producing  the  necessary  certificate  of  health  ; and 
any  member  who  shall  not  be  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge  at  the  time  of  his 
death  ; or  who  shall  die  of  any  disease  contracted  through  drunkenness  or  any 
grossly  immoral  habit  ; or  who  shall  make  false  representations  as  to  his  age  at 
the  time  of  his  admission  ; or  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  this  As- 
sociation, shall  forfeit  all  rights  to  benefits  for  his  heirs. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — Amendments. 

None  of  the  foregoing  rules  shall  be  suspended,  annulled,  altered  or  amended, 
except  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present ; and  no  amendment  shall  be  proposed  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Board  unless  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  sent  to  each  Board  of 
Local  Managers  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  at  which  it 
is  to  be  discussed. 
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The  Roll  of  Lodge  was  called  for  the  presentation  of  business. 

Rep.  William  Bissell,  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Is  it  right  and  constitutional  to  pay  an  insaire  brother  weekly  sick  benefits, 
while  he  is  provided  for,  from  another  source  ? 

Referred  to  Committee  on  the  State  of  Order. 

Rep.  M.  D.  Dawson,  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Has  a N.  G.  a right  to  withhold  the  salute  preventing  a brother  from  retiring 
at  any  other  time  than  during  initiation  '?  If  so,  when  and  under  what  cireum- 
stances  ? 

Referred  to  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 

Rep.  M.  D.  Dawson,  of  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38,  submitted  the 
following : 

Will  the  Grand  Lodge  define  the  proper  mode  to  be  observed  by  subordinate 
Lodges,  of  balloting  for  Representatives  ? 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Legislation. 

Rep.  H.  Blam,  Covenant  Lodge  No.  52,  submitted  the  following : 

Can  the  amount  charged  Covenant  Lodge  for  Working  and  Degree  Books  be 
refunded  ? 

Referred  to  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 

Rep.  J.  J.  Dyas,  of  Dominion  Lodge  No.  48,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing : 

Are  donations  to  Lodges  subject  to  the  Grand.  Lodge  tax  ? 

Referred  to  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 

Rep.  Samuel  Flory,  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing : 

If  a brother  enters  a Lodge  when  working  in  the  initiatory  degree,  and  should 
have  received  the  blue,  scarlet,  or  any  other  degree,  is  the  brother  entitled  to  sit 
in  the  Lodge  with  a white  apron,  provided  there  is  no  other  regalia  in  the  ante- 
room for  him  to  put  on  ? 

Referred  to  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 

The  following  appeal  of  C.  B.  Taylor  against  the  action  of  Avon 
Lodge  was  read  : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  0.  0.  F. 

Sirs  and  Brothers, — The  undersigned,  a P.  Grand  of  Avon  Lodge,  begs 
most  respectfully  to  appeal  from  a decision  of  a Committee  of  said  Lodge,  wherein 
charges  were  preferred  against  me  to  the  following  effect,  viz. : Fraud. 

Some  time  ago  I had  occasion  to  borrow  $50  from  a Mr.  Grant,  said  note  en- 
dorsed by  one  Thos.  Boughridge,  and  circumstances  over  which  I had  no  control 
provented  me  from  paying  it  when  due,  but  made  arrangements  with  Mr.  Grant 
to  pay  interest  monthly  until  principal  was  paid,  which  he  agreed  to;  but  as  soon 
as  Heft  or  immediately  after,  on  account  of  me  not  paying  this,  a charge  was 
preferred  against  me  for  Fraud,  by  Bro.  Mowatt  of  said  Lodge.  Now — 

First, — Has  the  Lodge  any  jurisdiction  in  the  above,  as  the  par-ties  interested 
are  not  members  of  the  Order,  and  had  recourse  to  common  law,  the  matter  being 
a purely  business  transaction. 

Second, — That  circumstances  beyond  my  control  prevented  my  attendance 
before  the  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  said  charge. 

Third, — That  I never  repudiated  the  obligation  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  note 
mentioned  in  the  above  complaint,  but  on  the  contrary  paid  interest  until  the 
time  he  sued  it  in  court ; and  was  and  still  am  willing  to  pay  the  principal  as 
soon  as  circumstances  will  permit,  which  always  seemed  satisfactory  to  the  plain- 
tiff until  my  removal  from  Stratford, 
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A Brother  of  the  Lodge  notified  me  that  I was  suspended  on  account  of  said 
charge  preferred,  hut  was  not  notified  officially  by  the  Lodge— not  one  letter  I re- 
ceived having  the  seal  attached 

And  being  anxious  to  be  actively  connected  with  the  Order  which  I have 
loved  so  long, and  from  which  I believe  have  been  unjustly  suspended, I respect-, 
fully  ask  the  Grand  Lodge  to  instruct  Avon  Lodge  to  reinstate  me  into  my  former 
position  in  said  Lodge. 

I enclose  a copy,  or  rather  the  original,  containing  the  charge  that  was 
brought  and  sworn  against  me,  the  contents  of  which  is  false  to  the  core.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — As  Chairman  of  Committee  I write  you.  No  doubt 
you  know,  ere  this,  that  a charge  has  been  preferred  against  you  by  Bro.  William 
Mowatt,  for  fraud.  The  evidence  that  we  have  against  you  is  contained  in  the 
following : 

Rafferitch  vs.  Taylor. 

County  of  Perth,}  I,  Theobald  Rafferitcli,  of  the  Township  of  Downie,  in  the 

To  Wit , j said  County,  Innkeeper,  make  oath  and  say  : 

1st.  That  some  three  years  ago  Mr.  Chas.  B Taylor  came  to  me  with  a note  for 
$50,  and  asked  me  to  endorse  it  for  him,  as  the  note  was  payable  to  W.  Mowatt 
or  bearer. 

*.  2d.  When  the  note  came  due,  which  was  in  three  months  after,  Mr.  Taylor 
told  me  he  would  pay  it,  and  I would  have  no  trouble  at  all  about  it. 

3rd-  I spoke  to  him  twice  after  * about  the  note,  when  he  said  that  he  had 
paid  part  of  the  note,  and  would  soon  pay  the  balance.  The  note  was  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Alexander  Grant,  of  Stratford. 

4th.  At  another  time  subsequent  to  this  Taylor  said  he  had  paid  the  note  in 
full  and  would  show  it,  but  he  had  destroyed  it,  or  mislaid  it,  or  lost  it ; but  I 
might  rest  assured  it  was  all  right. 

5tb.  Believing  these  statements,  I paid  no  more  attention  to  the  matter  until 
shortly  before  Taylor  went  away,  when  I got  a letter  from  a lawyer  demanding 
payment  of  the  note  for  Grant.  Immediately  afterwards  I was  sued  in  the  Di- 
vision Court,  and  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Grant,  let  me  off  by  paying  $41.50,  he  paying 
the  costs  himself,  as  he  believed  I was  badly  used  in  the  matter. 

6th.  I had  no  acquaintance  with  Taylor,  except  when  I was  a member  of 
Avon  Lodge,  where  Taylor  also  was.  I did  not  think  that  he  could  be  capable  of 
acting  so  deceitfully  towards  me.  I never  had  any  other  transaction  with  Taylor 
before  nor  since. 

All  of  which  is  sworn  to  before  a J.  P.  Likewise  the  signature  of  Mr.  Rai'fer- 
itch  attached. 

Now,  Bro.  Taylor,  it  is  for  you  to  give  us  your  defence,  so  that  we  maybe 
able  to  lay  the  case  clearly  before  the  Lodge  at  the  next  meeting,  24th.  The  mat- 
ter has  probably  been  hanging  long,  but  I can  assure  you,  sir,  that  we  have  been 
as  anxious  about  the  matter  as  you  have  been. 

Bro.  Taylor,  be  kind  enough  to  answer  this  by  return  of  post,  as  it  will  re- 
quire all  our  time  to  act  upon  it  before  meeting  night.

Moor  and  others  in  the  Lodge,  when  I 
wanted  the  Lodge  to  decide  whether  it  was  a Lodge  or  individual  transaction, 
that  the  Lodge  had  nothing  to  do  with  me.

1.  That  on  the  7th  day  of  May,  1868,  I charged  Bro.  Robert  Magill  in  Excel- 
sior Lodge  No.  44, 1.  O.  O.  F.,  in  this  city,  with  conduct  derogatory  to  said  Lodge 
and  Order,  as  per  Article  six,  section  first,  clause  first,  of  our  Constitution. 

2.  That  said  charge  was  duly  investigated  by  a Committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  and  their  report  upon  the  same  submitted  to  the  Lodge. 

3.  That  said  Committee  reported  the  charge  sustained. 

4.  That  the  Report  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee,  and  the  charge 
again  reported  sustained 

5.  That  the  Committee  in  their  seeond  report  stated  that  the  accused,  al- 
though duly  notified,  had  failed  to  appear. 

6.  That  on  motion,  the  report  was  received,  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

7.  That  the  Lodge  refused  to  comply  with  a written  request  that  the  evidence 
on  which  the  Committee  based  their  decision  be  read  in  open  Lodge. 

8.  That  I stated  to  the  Lodge  that  I was  prejiared  to  produce  still  further 
evidence,  (and  of  such  a character  that  could  not  be  impeached)  if  considered 
necessary.

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The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  consider  the  amendment  of 
Rep.  John  Smith,  which  was  under  discussion  when  the  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned  last  evening,  which  was  as  follows  :

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sion  goes  to  show  that  it  was  a Lodge  transaction.  We  find  the  third  ground  of 
appeal  not  sustained  because  we  have  no  evidence  whatever  touching  the  ques- 
tion before  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  therefore  submit  the  following : 

Resolved, — That  the  appeal  be  dismissed,  in  the  meantime,  for  lack  of  evi- 
dence to  sustain  it.

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  beg  most  respect- 
fully to  report : 

That  we  have  examined  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master’s  Address  as  sub- 
mitted to  us.  and  with  regard  to  decisions  we  have  pleasure  to  state  that  they  are 
correct,  and  strictly  in  accordance  with  Constitution. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Grand  Master  has  cause  to  complain  of  the.  dire- 
liction of  duty  evinced  by  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  in  not  submitting  to  him  the 
reports  at  the  time  which  our  laws  provide  that  such  should  be  done.  We  trust, 
however,  that  in  future  such  officers  will  attend  more  faithfully  to  the  duties  al- 
lotted to  them. 

With  regard  to  Clause  T of  Grand  Master's  Report,  calling  upon  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  make  it  imperative  on  Subordinate  Lodges  compelling  officers  to  learn 
charges  and  working,  your  Committee  do  not  consider  it  necessaryfor  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  take  any  action  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  but  would 
leave  the  matter  to  local  jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  fully  endorse  the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter relative  to  the  Canadian  Staw&nd  American  Odd  Fellow,  and  hope  the  mem- 
bers will  take  particular  notice  thereof  and  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

Your  Committee  would  specially  express  themselves  with  regard  to  the  in- 
terest shown  by  our  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  in  visiting  every  Lodge  in  our 
jurisdiction,  that  great  credit  is  thereby’  due  to  him  in  losing  so  much  time  in 
making  his  visits.  » • 

To  the  following  questions  submitted  by  members,  your  Committee  have 
carefully  examined  them,  and  herewith  beg  to  submit  our  replies  thereto  ;• 

Ques.  1. — P.  G.  M.,  Bro.  Wm.  Bissell,  Forest  City  Lodge:  Is  it  right  and 
Constitutional  to  pay  an  insane  Brother  weekly  sick  benefits  while  he  is  provided 
for  from  another  source  ? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Digest,  page  15,  and  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
"United  States,  pages  1993,  2137,  2177. 

Ques.  2. — Rep.  M.  D.  Dawson,  Forest  City  Lodge:  Has  a N.  G.  a right  to 
withhold  the  salute,  thus  preventing  a brother  from  retiring  at  any  other  time 
than  during  initiation ; if  so,  when  and  under  what  circumstances  ? 
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Answer. — The  only  law  we  can  find  on  the  subject  is  Role  of  Order  No-  22 

Ques.  4. — Rep.  .T.  J.  Dyas,  Dominion  Lodge  : Are  the  donations  to  Lodges 
subject  to  the  Grand  Lodge  tax? 

Answer. — Yes.  Article  8,  Clause  1,  Section  1,  of  Constitution  states  thatthis 
Grand  Lodge  is  entitled  to  10  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  After  deducting 
Widow  and  Orphan  Fund,  we  would  recommend  that  said  clause  be  amended  so 
as  to  exempt  donations.' 

Ques.  5. — Rep.  Hu-  Blain,  Covenant  Lodge  : Can  the  amount  charged  Cove- 
nant Lodge  No.  52,  for  working  and  degree  books,  be  refunded  ? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  the  Grand  Lodge  sees  fit.  The  law,  however,  on  the  sub- 
ject will  be  found  in  Constitution,  page  13,  Article  7,  Clause  5. 

Ques.  7. —Rep.  S.  Flory,  Eureka  Lodge : If  a brother  enters  a Lodge  when 
working  in  the  Initiatory  Degree,  and  should  have  received  the  Blue,  Scarlet,  or 
any  other  Degree,  is  the  brother  entitled  to  sit  in  the  Lodge  with  a white  apron, 
providing  there  is  no  other  regalia  in  the  ante-room  for  him  to  put  on  ? 

Answer. — See  Constitution,  Page  31,  Article  7,  Section  1,  Clause  3.  Your 
Committee,  nevertheless,  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  unjust  to  refuse  a 
Brother  admittance  who  would  not  be  able  at  the  time  to  procure  a regalia  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rank  he  attained  in  the  Order. 

Ques.  8. — Is  a Brother  who  has  only  held  a subordinate  office  for  two 
months,  eligible  for  an  elective  office  ? 

Answer. — We  would  amend  by  adding  the  following: — “Unless  no  other 
qualified  Brother  would  accept  the  position,  or  in  case  of  a newly  instituted 
Lodge.” 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  Report  as 
now  submitted.

2.  Your  Committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity -ofappointing  a 
Soecial  Commissioner  to  visit  the  various  localities  throughout  this  jurisdiction 
likely  to  be  suitable  places  for  the  establishment  of  our  beloved  Order,  the  said 
Commissioner  to  use  every  legitimate  and  proper  means  in  his  power  to  induce 
gentlemen  whom  he  thinks  will  make  fit  members  and  good  Odd  Fellows,  either 
to  join  some  Lodge  convenient  to  their  place  of  residence,  and  there  take  the  de- 
grees requisite  to  enable  them  to  petition  for  a warrant  to  institute  new  Lodges 
in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  form,  or  make  any  other  arrangements  which 
may  be  consistent  with  the  usages  of  the  Order. 

2.  Your  Committee  would  also  urge  the  advisability  of  members  of  adjacent

James  Woodyatt,  second- 
ed by  Rep.  J.  Hunter,  moved  in  amendment  the  following,  which  pre- 
vailed : 

Resolved , — That  clause  3 be  stricken  out. 

On  motion  to  adopt  clause  4,  Rep.  Samuel  Flory,  seconded  by  Rep. 
J.  Heron,  moved  in  amendment  the  following,  which  was  not  agreed  to  : 

Resolved, — That  as  many  names  be  placed  on  the  ballot  as  the  Lodge  is  en- 
titled to  Representatives. 

The  Report  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Rep.  J.  J.  Ramsay,  from  the  Committee  on  Returns,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  R.  IF7.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , I.  U.  O.  F. : 

Your  Committee  on  Returns  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  examined 
the  semi-annual  returns  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  : 

The  semi-annual  return  of  Brock  Lodge  No.  9,  we  find  to  be  correct,  except- 
ing the  total  membership  returns,  in  which  we  find  an  error,  which  we  cannot 
account  for,  but  which  is  corrected  by  the  Permanent  Secretary  of  said  Lodge  in 
a list  of  members,  forwarded  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  subsequent  to  the 
semi-annual  return.

LTnion  Lodge  No.  16 — an  error  was  discovered  in  the  return  for  the  term  end- 
ing June  30th,  1869,  in  having  placed  the  names  of  those  who  ceased  to  be  mem- 
bers for  N.  P.  D.  in  the  suspension  column,  and  the  names  of  members  suspended 
not  given. 

Chatham  Lodge  No.  29 — an  error  in  each  of  the  semi-annual  returns  of  this 
Lodge  was  discovered  ; in  the  one  for  the  term  ending  Dec.  31,  1868,  four  mem- 
bers are  reported  suspended,  while  the  name  of  only  one  is  given  ; also  the 
omission  of  the  Vice-Grand’s  signature.  In  the  return  for  the  term  ending  June 
30,  1869,  six  members  are  reported  suspended,  and  their  names  are  omitted. 

Eureka  Lodge  No.  30,  we  find  correct. 

Erie  Lodge  No.  33 — injsemi-annual  report  for  term  endiugDec.  31, 1868,  an  error 
occurs,  in  having  reported  one  member  too  many  in  good  standing.  In  report  for 
term  ending  June  30th,  1869,  we  find  a rnistatement  in  total  membership  (as  per 
last  report)  ; also  a mistake  in  the  members  in  good  standing  in  reporting  43, 
while  we  find  them  entitled  to  47. 

Gore  Lodge  No.  34 — in  the  report  for  term  ending  June  30,  1869,  we  find  the 
names  of  five  brothers  suspended,  while  only  two  are  acknowledged  in  the  sum- 
mary. 

Samaritan  Lodge  No.  35,  we  find  correct. 

St  Marys  Lodge  No-  36,  we  find  correct. 

Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38,  we  find  correct. 

Avon  Lodge  No.  41 — in  the  report  for  term  ending  June  30th,  1869,  we  find  a 
mistake,  they  having  reported  in  total  membership  93,  which  should  be  94. 

Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  we  find  correct. 

Frontier  Lodge  No.  45 — in  a report  for  term  ending  Dec.  31st  we  find  in  the 
summary  twelve  initiated,  while  the  names  of  only  eleven  are  given. 
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Mount  Zion  Lodge  No.  46 — we  find  incorrect,  it  having  reported  total  mem- 
bership in  the  report  of  term  ending  Dec.  31st,  1868,  to  be  31  instead  of  30.  We 
also  find  the  amount  of  Grand  Lodge  dues  to  be  not  at  all  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  members  reported  in  good  standing. 

Unity  Lodge  No.  47 — we  find  a mistake  in  each  report,  in  total  membership 
they  are  claiming  one  more  than  they  are  entitled  to. 

Dominion  Lodge  No.  48,  we  find  correct. 

Canada  Lodge  No.  49— in  report  for  term  ending  June  30,  1869,  we  find  in  the 
total  membership  in  good  standing  to  be  68,  while  it  should  be  69. 

Otter  Lodge  No.  50,  we  find  correct. 

Bissell  Lodge  No.  51,  we  find  correct. 

Covenant  Lodge  No.  52,  correct. 

Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No  53,  correct. 

Clause  3 of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  which  was  referred  to  your 
Committee  on  Returns  for  your  consideration,  has  been  examined  and  your  Com- 
mittee would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  that  clause,  and  that  the

The  Grand  Master,  T.  Partridge,  then  submitted  his  Annual  Report, 
which  was  on  motion  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  : 
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GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT- 

To  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodqe  of  Ontario > 

I.  O.  O.  F. : 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and  custom,  re- 
quire the  Grand  Master  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office,  the  condition  of  tire  order  in  this  jurisdiction, 
likewise  his  official  acts  and  matters  pertaining  thereto.  The  following 
report  is  respectfully  submitted. 

When  elected  to  my  present  position,  I determined  to  make  every 
effort  to  discharge  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  me  by  virtue  of  my 
office  of  Grand  Msfster,  believing  it  to  be  my  bounden  duty  to  counter- 
balance any  lack  of  ability,  by  zeal  and  perseverance. 

I have  visited  a large  majority  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  during 
my  term  of  office,  and  have  much  pleasure  and  gratification  in  report- 
ing the  general  uniformity  and  correctness  which  exists  throughout  the 
jurisdiction  in  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order.  -The  result  is  no  doubt 
mainly  owing  to  the  faithful  performance  of  duty  hy  their  respective 
Representatives 

It  was  my  purpose  and  desire  to  have  visited  all  the  Lodges 
throughout  Ontario,  but  principally  owing  to  ill  health,  I was  prevent- 
ed from  doing  so. 

I regret  to  have  to  reiterate  the  remarks  of  my  predecessor  in 
office,  Past  Grand  Master,  John  Barr,  relative  to  the  neglect  of  a large 
majority  of  the  D.  D.  G.  Masters  to  send  in  their  reports,  as  it  is  main- 
ly by,  and  through  the  reports  of  the  D.  D.  that  the  Grand  Master  is 
supplied  with  information  upon  which  to  base  his  report  ; and  would 
respectfully  suggest  that  some  immediate  action  be  taken  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  remedy  this  neglect. 

From  among  the  almost  innumerable  questions  which  have  been 
submitted  for  my  decision,  I deem  only  the  following  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  embody  in  my  report  : 

1.  That  Withdrawal  or  Clearance  Cards  must  be  granted  by  ballot. 

2.  A member  who  is  debarred  from  benefits  by  the  non-payment 
of  dues,  cannot  by  paying  his  dues  entitle  himself  to  benefits  for  a sick- 
ness commencing  while  he  was  so  disqualified. 

3.  That  a candidate  must  have  received  the  three  Past  Official 
Degrees  before  he  can  he  nominated  for  the  Office  of  Degree  Master. 

4.  That  the  emblems  of  the  Ovder  cannot  be  used  for  business 
purposes. 

5.  That  an  applicant  for  membership  by  card  (in  force)  must  be  in 
possession  of  the  A.  T.  P.  W. 

6.  That  the  Noble  Grand  has  the  power  of  appointing  all  the  ap- 
pointed officers  of  a Lodge,  except  the  supporters  of  the  V.  G.,  it  being 
understood  that  appointments  are  made  with  the  approval  of  the 
majority  of  the  Lodge. 

7.  When  the  holder  of  a Withdrawal  Card  has  deposited  it,  and 
thereby  becomes  a member  of  another  Lodge,  the  Lodge  issuing  the 
card  has  no  power  to  annul  it. 

8.  That  a Lodge  may,  of  its  own  option,  initiate  a candidate  who 
can  neither  read  nor  write. 

9.  That  a sitting  Noble  Grand  has  no  right  to  cast  a ballot  for  an 
Elective  office. 

Petitions  for  the  following  Lodges  have  been  issued ; and  believing 
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the  best  interests  of  the  Order  would  be  promoted  by  granting  war- 
rants for  their  institution,  I have  done  so  accordingly,  and  organized 
them  personally  on  the  days  and  times,  and  at  the  localities  herein- 
after mentioned,  at  the  sacrifice  of  my  personal  and  professional 
business  which  I felt  assured  must  inevitably  follow.  The  following 
comprises  the  Lodges  above  referred  to,  for  which  I recommend  regu- 
lar charters,  viz.  :

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  annual 
communication,  I executed  a Charter  for  Victoria  Lodge  No.  1 (Daugh- 
ters of  Rebekah)  and  instituted  the  same  at  the  City  of  London,  on  the 
third  day  of  December,  1869 ; the  report  of  said  Lodge  is  herewith 
submitted. 

On  the  twenty-first  day  of  January  last  past,  at  the  solicitation 
of  Bro.  S.  A.  Cohen,  who  represented  to  me  that  everything  was  in 
readiness  to  organize  a Lodge  in  the  City  of  Kingston,  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  myself  proceeded  to  Kingston  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  but  on  my  arrival,  much  to  my  surprise,  we  found  that  this 
statement  of  Brother  Cohen  was  wholly  untrue  ; in  fact,  not  even  a 
room  had  been  engaged  or  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  we  were  at 
last  reluctantly  compelled  to  return  without  accomplishing  the  object 
of  our  mission,  though  feeling  anxious  to  revive  and  re-establish  the 
Order  in  that  city.  By  perseverance  I succeeded  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  April,  following,  in  obtaining  a foothold,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
Bro.  John  Taylor,  P.  G.,  of  Brock  Lodge,  had  the  gratification  of 
organizing  Prince  Arthur  Lodge,  No.  59,  and  installing  the  officers 
thereof. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  energy,  promptness 
and  ability  with  which  the  Grand  Secretary  has  executed  the  official 
duties  appertaining  to,  or  connected  with,  his  office.  The  duties  year 
by  year  are  becoming  more  and  more  onerous,  and  during  the  past  year 
have  been  unusually  embarrassing  and  burdensome,  and  I cannot,  in 
justice  to  that  officer,  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  without  express- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  the  inadequacy  of  his  salary  in  comparison  with 
the  work  and  labor  performed  ; and  also,  that  I would  do  an  act  of  in- 
gratitude by  passing  over  in  silence  the  many  and  continued  personal 
obligations  and  acts  of  kindness  rendered  me  by  him  during  my  occu- 
pancy of  office.  Upon  request  of  R.  J.  Eggleton,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  of  Bissell 
Lodge,  I granted  permission  to  Dr.  Mulheron,  also  a member  of  Bissell 
Lodge,  to  deliver  a lecture  upon  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  village  of  Sea- 
forth, which  was  followed  soon  by  the  estabhshment  of  Fidelity  Lodge 
No.  55,  at  Seaforth. 

In  February  last  I received  an  application  by  letter  from  Bros.  C. 
S.  Male  and  Richard  Warriner,  formerly  members  of  the  late  Industry 
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Lodge,  Grafton,  for  cards  of  clearance,  and  upon  careful  investigation, 
gleaned  that  Bro.  Warriner  was  not  implicated  in  the  disruption  of  In- 
dustry Lodge,  and  that  Bro.  C.  S.  Male  was  fully  exonerated  from  all 
blame,  which,  upon  reference  to  the  report  of  P.  G.  M.,  H.  C.  Bingham, 
in  reference  to  the  demise  of  said  Lodge,  will  more  clearly  appear. 

Representatives  and  Brothers,  I am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  Order  in  this  Province  is  in  a healthy  and  prosperous  con- 
dition, its  financial  and  numerical  increase  being  far  in  excess  of  any 
former  year  ; in  proof  of  which  I insert  the  following  synopsis. 

[This  synopsis  being  substatially  the  same  as  the  recapitulation  in 
the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  is  omitted  here.] 

It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  attempt  to  mention  the  names  of 
every  one  who  has  kindly  assisted  me  during  the  past  year  ; the  mem- 
bers generally  appear  to  me  to  vie  with  one  another  in  rendering  every 
assistance  in  their  power  for  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
Among  the  number  I may  more  particularly  mention  Bros.  P.  G.  M.’s 
Richard  Wigmore  andH.  C.  Bingham,  District  Deputy,  Hugh  Blain  and 
Grand  Conductor  M.  Blume. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  duty  as  your  Chief  Executive  Officer,  I have 
endeavored  to  act  without  fear,  favor  or  partiality,  and  kept  in  view 
the  fact  that  “ no  footstep  in  life  can  ever  be  retrodden .” 

In  conclusion,  Brothers,  I thank  you  one  and  all  for  your  kind  as- 
sistance and  co-operation  so  often  needed  and  so  freely  tendered.

The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  submitted  his  Annual 
Report  and  Statement,  which  was  on  motion  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Distribution  : 

GRAND  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master , Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  R.  TV. 

Grand  Lodye  of  Ontario. 

Brothers, — For  the  fourth  time  I now  submit  to  you  the  annual 
statement  of  the  doings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  also  an  account  of  the 
business  transacted  in  my  office. 

The  year  has  indeed  been  one  of  unexampled  prosperity,  and  is,  I 
trust,  a fair  indication  of  what  we  may  expect  for  the  coming  year. 

Clause  1. — As  early  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  last  session,  I 
asked  for  and  received  tenders  for  printing  the  Journal  of  1869.  That 
of  the  Brantford  Expositor  being  satisfactory  I accepted,  and  with  all 
despatch  I compiled  the  minutes  and  proceedings  of  the  session,  and 
had  printed  500  copies  (m  pursuance  of  resolution  to  that  effect,  Jour- 
nal of  1869,  p.  381),  copies  of  which  were  at  once  sent  to  each  Lodge, 
member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  to  each  State  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  United  States,  as  also  to  each  State  Grand  Encampment. 

Clause  2. — Those  duties  specially  assigned  me  by  resolution  have 
been  promptly  attended  to.  The  return  due  the  Grand  Lodge,  United 
States,  has  been  promptlv  sent ; I bought  a draft  on  New  York  for 
#265.50,  the  amount  due  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
for  representative  tax  and  supplies,  and  sent  the  same  per  Jas.  Wood- 
yatt,  Grand  Representative,  the  receipt  whereof  was  duly  acknow- 
ledged. 
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Clause  3. — The  resolution  authorizing  me  to  have  printed  in  book 
form  blank  returns,  has  been  carried  into  effect,  and  each  Lodge  sup- 
plied with  one  copy,  for  which  I have  charged  75c. 

Clause  4. — As  per  resolution  on  page  377,  Journal  of  1869,  I had 
printed  a number  of  copies  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision 
of  Constitution,  and  sent  to  each  Lodge  a number  of  copies,  with  a cir- 
cular, stating  that  any  amendment  or  alteration  the  Lodges  might  sug- 
gest would  have  to  be  sent  me  in  time  to  give  each  Lodge  three  months’ 
notice  thereof.  Alterations  and  amendments  were  received  from  Chat- 
ham Lodge  29,  Frontier  Lodge  45,  Covenant  Lodge  52,  Collingwood 
Lodge  54,  Gore  Lodge  34,  which  were  at  once  printed  and  distributed. 

Clause  5. — Application  having  been  made  as  per  resolution  to  that 
effect  (page  377  of  Journal,  ’69)  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment,  one 
hundred  dollars  of  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  was  loaned  to  that  body. 

Clause  6. — Agreeably  to  resolution,  page  375  of  Journal  ’69, 1 asked 
for  a price  list  of  Regalia  from  the.  several  leading  manufacturers  in  the 
United  States,  which  were  duly  received,  and  by  direction  of  the  Grand 
Master  I requested  Messrs.  Sisco  Bros,  of  Baltimore,  D.  B.  Harrington 
of  Chicago,  and  J.  O.  Melick  of  Detroit,  to  send  samples,  which  was 
done.  That  sent  by  Bro.  J.  O.  Melick,  of  Detroit,  from  the  factory  of 
Mrs.  Wm.  Curtis,  being  deemed  the  best,  was  chosen,  together  with  the 
set  of  Jewels  accompanying  them,  and  seeing  the  necessity  of  some 
secure  receptacle  for  the  same,  I had  made  a leather  case  for  them  ; 
there  were  no  hooks  to  the  Jewels,  which  want  I have  supplied".  I sent 
Charters  to  the  following  Lodges:  Bissell  Lodge  No.  51,  Mitchell; 

Covenant  Lodge  No.  52,  Toronto  ; and  Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No.  53, 
Clifton. 

Clause  7. — In  pursuance  of  resolution  of  Rep.  J.  W.  Ferguson,  page 
376  of  Journal  ’69,  I subscribed  for  one  copy  of  the  “ Canadian  Star  of 
Odd  Fellowship  ” for  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  paying  therefor  the  sum 
of  $25. 

Clause  8. — In  pursuance  of  resolution,  page  381  of  Journal  ’69,  I 
instructed  Bro.  J.  W.  Orr  to  continue  to  send  one  copy  of  the  “Ameri- 
can Odd  Fellow  ” to  each  Lodge,  which  I believe  has  been  done. 

Clause  9. — The  resolution  on  page  375  of  Journal  ’69,  instructing 
me  to  refund  the  sum  of  five  dollars  to  Dominion  Lodge  No.  48,  Lon- 
don, has  been  attended  to,  and  the  money  paid. 

Clause  10. — The  correspondence  of  the  past  year  has  been  very  ex- 
tensive, and  as  far  as  practicable  has  been  promptly  attended  to  ; the 
whole  of  which  is  now  laid  before  you.  It  has  all  been  of  the  most  satis- 
factory nature.  I am  under  many  obligations  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
for  many  courtesies  and  favors  extended  to  me. 

Clause  11. — I communicated  with  the  G.  W.  Railway,  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway,  and  the  Canadian  Navigation  Co  , with  a view  to  a re- 
duced rate  of  fare  for  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  their  fami- 
lies ; the  application  was  most  favorably  considered  by  each  Company, 
and  special  rates  granted.  The  correspondence,  together  with  a copy 
of  the  circular  issued,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Clause  12. — The  returns  of  all  Lodges  for  the  term  ending  31st 
December,  1869,  were  duly  received  ; and  also  for  the  term  ending 
30th  June,  have  been  received,  many  of  which  show  that  due  care  has 
not  been  exercised  in  their  getting  up.  A little  extra  trouble  taken  in 
making  out  the  semi-annual  Reports  would  save  your  Grand  Secretary 
much  trouble  and  anxiety. 
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Clause  13. — The  financial  statement,  assets,  &c.,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  herewith  submitted.  The  large  amount  expended  is  account- 
ed for,  by  the  purchase  of  Regalia  and  Jewels,  printing  report  of  Com- 
mittee on  Revision,  and  for  supplies  purchased  for  the  new  Lodges  in- 
stituted, many  of  them  requesting  me  to  procure  them  an  outfit  of  • 
Books,  Forms,  &c.,  which  I did;  allowing  each  Lodge  to  pay  for  the 
same  when  paying  for  the  usual  supplies  at  the  end  of  the  term  ; this 
course  has  been,  I believe,  appreciated  by  the  Lodges,  and  I have  to  • 
ask  your  approval  of  the  course  pursued. 

Clause  14. — A number  of  appeals  have  been  sent  me  ; one  by  P. 
G.  Thos.  Brown,  of  Eureka  Lodge,  against  the  action  of  that  Lodge,  in 
the  matter  of  Bro.  McIntyre  ; by  P.  G.  C.  B.  Taylor,  late  of  Avon 
Lodge,  against  the  action  of  that  Lodge  expelling  him  ; M.  D.  Dawson, 
of  Forest  City,  against  the  action  of  that  Lodge  in  its  action  with  the 
family  of  Bro.  Lester  ; by  P.  G.,  J.  M.  O’Connor,  of  Mitchell,  against 
the  action  of  Bissell  Lodge  in  its  election  of  Representative  ; Bro.  Wig- 
more  of  Eureka  Lodge,  against  the  action  of  that  Lodge  in  the  case  of 
J.  H.  Irwin.  All  of  which  are  herewith  submitted. 

Clause  15. — The  following  accounts  have  been  received,  viz  : From 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  for  Representative  Tax 
and  Supplies,  $331.00.  From  Union  Lodge  No.  16,  for  the  expenses  in- 
curred at  the  institution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  $128.00.  From  Gore 
Lodge  No.  34,  for  the  same  purpose.  $40.00. 

Clause  16. — I received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  a letter,  asking  if  we  had  any  blank  Char- 
ters for  American  jurisdictions  to  sell ; I replied  that  we  had,  and  would 
supply  them  at  $2.00  each.  I have  received  from  them  an  order  for 
six  blanks,  but  on  looking  over  I find  that  the  supply  has  been  exhaust- 
ed. Messrs.  Chewett  & Co.,  of  Toronto,  have  on  hand  one  hundred 
copies  of  blanks,  from  the  stones  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which 
we  can  purchase  for  $50.00.  I have  to  ask  you  whether  it  would  be 
advisable  to  purchase  them  to  fill  so  small  an  order.  Finding  that  the 
expenses  of  the  primary  session  would  reach  a very  high  figure,  in 
order  not  to  be  short  of  funds,  I withdraw  again  from  the  Post  Office 
Department  the  sum  of  $290.00. 

Clause  17. — By-Laws  of  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  61  ; as  also  some 
amendments  made  by  Gore  Lodge  No.  34,  and  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44, 
are  herewith  submitted.  I have  a copy  of  the  new  book  of  forms, 
issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  U.  S.,  copies  of  which  may  be  ordered. 

Clause  18. — The  Annual  Rex?orts  of  the  following  State  Grand  Lodges 
have  been  received,  viz : Alabama,  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Connecticut, 
District  of  Columbia,  Delaware,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Lower 
Provinces  B.  N.  A.,  Louisana,  Minnesota,  Massachusetts,  Michigan, 
Mississippi,  New  York,  Nebraska,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island,  South  Carolina,  Texas,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin. 
And  from  the  following  Grand  Encampments  : Connecticut,  District  of 
Columbia,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Pennsylvania  and  West  Virignia.

Masters  H.  C.  Bingham  and  S.  G.  Dolson,  who  waited  upon  and  intro- 
duced the  Brother,  who  was  welcomed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Representatives  then  submitted  their  Annual  Report, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

To  the  R.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , I.  O.  O F. 

Officers,  Representatives,  and  Brothers, — The  undersigned, 
your  representatives,  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  attending  the 
Forty-fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  held  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  California,  on  Monday,  Sept. 
20th,  18G9. 

A large  majority  of  the  Representatives  and  Grand  Officers  met  in 
the  city  of  Chicago  on  the  6th  of  September,  and  were  most  kindly  and 
fraternally  entertained  during  their  stay. 

On  the  morning  of  the  8th  September  the  Officers  and  Representa- 
tives left  Chicago  for  Omaha,  Nebraska,  where  the  overland  journey 
was  really  to  commence,  and  arrived  there  in  due  course,  without  any 
unusual  detention. 

At  10  o’clock  a.  m.  of  the  10th  September  the  Grand  Officers, 
Grand  Representatives  and  Past  Grand  Sires  and  P.  G.  Representatives 
were  placed  on  board  a special  train  of  Pullman  Palace  Sleeping 
Coaches,  under  the  escort  of  a Special  Committee  of  four  Brothers 
delegated  from  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  California, 
viz. . G.  Rep.  A.  J.  Gunnison,  G.  Rep.  C.  W.  Dannals,  P.  G.  Rep.  D.  B. 
Woolf,  and  P.  G.,  Rep.  Lewis  Soher. 

The  party,  including  twenty-two  ladies,  (wives  and  daughters  of 
some  of  the  more  favored  members  of  the  Order)  being  all  ready,  the 
words  “go  on”  were  given,  and  the  iron  horse,  with  his  precious  living 
freight  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  Odd  Fellows  and  Odd  Fellow- 
esses,  started  on  the  ever  memorable  trip  across  the  continent. 

It  would  not  be  in  place  here  to  give  a detailed  account  of  the 
journey,  or  the  incidents  occurring  from  day  to  day.  A few  noted  in- 
cidents immediately  connected  with  our  noble  Order  may  not  be  inap- 
propriate here.  At  Sturgis,  Michigan,  we  met  with  the  Lodge  there. 
A splendid  Grand  Rep.  Regalia  was  presented  to  Grand  Rep.  R.  H. 
Morrison,  by  the  brethren  of  the  Lodges  of  St.  Joseph  County.  The 
presentation  was  made  by  Bro.  Gen.  W.  L.  Stoughton. 

At  Chicago  the  brethren  took  the  assembled  members  of  the  G:  and 
Lodge  out  in  carriages,  and  shewed  them  all  the  points  of  interest  in 
and  around  the  city. 

At  Omaha  a grand  banquet  and  concert  was  given  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Lodges  of  that  young  and  vigorous  city,  the  Governor  of 
the  State,  Grand  Master  Sanders,  making  the  welcoming  address.  Also 
an  able  speech  from  Bro.  Ira  Millard,  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 

At  Laramie  we  found  a strong  and  vigorous  Lodge  of  our  Order  ; 
at  Winnemucca  we  were  met  and  welcomed  to  the  State  of  Nevada  by 
G.  M.  Hayden,  and  a Committee  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  juris- 
diction ; at  Truckee  another  Committee  of  the  California  Brothers  rnet 
us  and  welcomed  us  to  the  borders  of  the  Golden  State  ; and  at  Coifax, 
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on  the  other  side  of  the  great  Sierra  Nevadas,  the  Sisters  of  Rebecca 
sent  on  board  our  train  an  abundant  supply  of  the  delicious  fruits  of 
that  celebrated  country. 

On  Sunday,  the  12th,  at  three  o’clock  p.  m.,  our  train  halted  in 
“Echo  Canon,”  the  most  celebrated  and  grandly  sublime  spot  on  the 
whole  route,  and  all  having  got  out  of  the  cars  and  assembled  around 
the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  W.  Venable,  of  Kentucky,  the  solemn 
and  impressive  service  of  the  Episcopal  Church  was  read  by  our  good 
Brother,  and  listened  to  by  a devout  and  attentive  body  of  men  and 
women.  It  was  a sublime  and  solemn  sight  to  behold  such  a body  of 
men  and  women  rendering  the  free  offering  of  grateful  hearts  to  the 
great  and  good  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe.  To  commemorate  the 
event,  the  Grand  Sire  named  the  spot,  where  the  services  were  held, 
“Odd  Fellows’  Temple.” 

On  Wednesday,  September  15th,  a grand  procession  of  the  Order, 
in  Regalia,  was  formed  and  marched  through  some  of  the  principal 
streets  of  Sacramento,  to  the  site  of  the  new  Odd  Fellows’  Temple, 
where  the  Grand  Officers  formally  laid  the  foundation  stone.  In  the 
evening  a grand  banquet  was  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States. 

At  5 a.  m.  on  Thursday,  the  16th,  we  were  again  on  board  the 
cars  ; this  time  the  cars  of  the  Western  Pacific  R.  R.,  and  in  due  course 
were  all  safely  landed  at  Alameda,  on  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  where 
all  were  most  hospitably  and  bounteously  entertained  by  P.  G.  Rep., 
Nathan  Porter,  at  his  beautiful  residence.  After  being  refreshed  both 
outwardly  and  inwardly,  we  were  soon  on  board  the  ferry  boat,  and  safely 
landed  at  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  the  end  of  our  long  journey.  The  sight 
that  met  us  there,  and  the  truly  fraternal  welcome  we  received,  was 
ample  compensation  for  all  the  perils  and  hardships  of  the  long  jour- 
ney. A procession  was  formed  of  thousands  of  Odd  Fellows,  all  in 
regalia,  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Encampment  of  California,  also  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  being  in  the  line.  The  streets 
through  which  we  marched  were  alive  with  the  citizens,  and  the  build- 
ings were  decked  with  flags,  banners  and  arches.  It  was  a gala  day  in 
the  city  of  San  Francisco,  and  we  hope  a memorable  day  in  the  annals 
of  our  Order.  The  procession  halted  at  and  filed  into  the  California 
Theatre,  where  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  was  formally 
welcomed  by  Grand  Master  Harmon,  which  was  replied  to  by  the  Grand 
Sire  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

On  Friday,  the  17th  September,  the  Grand  Lodge  were  on  board 
the  steamer  “Senator,”  of  the  North  Pacific  Transportation  Company, 
by  special  invitation,  and  steamed  around  the  magnificent  Bay  of  San 
Francisco  to  the  different  points  of  interest,  and  out  through  the  Golden 
Gate  to  the  great  Pacific  Ocean.  The  pleasure  of  that  excursion  will 
never  be  forgotten  by  those  who  were  privileged  to  participate  in  it. 

At  8 a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  Monday,  the  20th  September,  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Officers,  P.  Grand  Sires  and  Representa- 
tives, assembled  in  Covenant  Hall,  Odd  Fellows’  building,  Montgomery 
street,  San  Francisco,  where  having  been  formed  by  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Marshal,  moved  to  Pacific  Hall,  the  place  provided  for  the  holding  of 
the  Annual  Session  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S. 

Upon  arriving  at  the  Hall,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  California, 
Bro.  John  B.  Harmon,  gave  an  eloquent  and  touching  address  of  wel- 
come to  the  G.  L.  U.  S, 
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The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  E.  D.  Farnsworth,  responded  in  suitable 
terms  on  behalf  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  this  interesting  ceremony  of  reception,  an 
interchange  of  fraternal  greetings  between  the  brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  took  place,  after  which,  by  invitation  of  the  Grand  Master  of 
California,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  took  the  chair,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California  retired.

JAMES  P.  SANDERS,  of  New  York,  and 
Representatives  from  twenty-nine  Grand  Lodges  and  sixteen  Grand 
Encampments. 

A quorum  being  present,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  called  upon  the 
Grand  Chaplain  to  address  the  Throne  of  Grace ; after  which  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  reported  Representatives  from  eleven  other 
Grand  Lodges  and  fifteen  Grand  Encampments,  the  whole  number  of 
jurisdictions  represented  being  forty  Grand  Lodges  and  thirty-one 
Grand  Encampments,  comprising  one  hundred  and  fifteen  members,  in 
addition  to  the  Representatives  from  Australia  and  the  Sandwich 
Islands. 

After  the  transaction  of  the  business  incident  to  the  organization, 
the  Reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  were  presented  ; for  which  see  Jour- 
nals of  Proceedings  G.  L.  U.  S. 

DECISIONS  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

First. — A Brother  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  in  good  standing,  desiring 
a Certificate  of  his  grade  to  enable  him  to  join  an  Encampment,  is  en- 
titled to  receive  the  same  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  m due  form 
upon  application,  and  no  vote  of  the  Lodge  is  necessary  for  such  cer- 
tificate. 

Second. — The  Grand  Sire  has  no  power  to  authorize  Royal  Purple 
Degree  members  to  wear  Aprons  at  the  celebration  on  the  26th  of  April, 
1869,  or  on  any  other  occasion. 

Third. — The  Grand  Sire  has  no  power  to  authorize  subordinates 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Grand  Bodies  to  apply  to  sister 
Lodges  outside  the  jurisdiction  for  pecuniary  aid  for  building  Odd  Fel- 
lows’ Halls. 

Fourth. — The  costumes  worn  in  the  G,  R.  D.  cannot  be  used  on 
public  occasions. 
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Fifth. — A Brother  of  the  Patriarchal  Degree  is  entitled  to  receive 
the  Semi-Annual  Password. 

Sixth. — Voting  in  a Lodge  is  by  the  usual  sign  of  an  Odd  Fellow, 
except  on  ballot  for  membership,  and  is  prescribed  by  the  work. 

Seventh.— A Patriarch  under  suspension  in  his  Encampment  is  not 
eligible  to  office  in  a Grand  Encampment,  and  should  such  a Patriarch 
be  elected  it  is  not  competent  to  install  him. 

Eighth. — It  is  unlawful  for  the  Charge  Books,  or  others  containing 
or  relating  to  the  Secret  Work  of  the  Order,  to  be  taken  from  the  Lodge 
Room. 

Ninth.—  The  N.  G.  of  a Lodge  being  the  proper  custodian  of  such 
books,  may  entrust  them  to  his  subordinate  officers  for  the  purpose  of 
qualification  while  in  the  Lodge  Room. 

Tenth. — The  laws  of  the  Order  prohibit  the  writing  of  the  Initia- 
tory Charges,  as  well  as  all  other  parts  of  the  Secret  Work. 

Eleventh. — The  O.  B.  N.  of  N.  G.,  page  30  of  the  Charge  Book, 
fully  answers. 

Twelfth. — A Lodge  or  Encampment  has  the  right  to  visit  other 
Lodges  or  Encampments  when  accompanied  by  its  presiding  officers, 
outside  its  own  jurisdiction  without  cards  or  A.  T.  P.  W. 

Thirteenth.— Not  adopted. 

Fourteenth. — Grand  Officers  should  address  the  Chairs  as  other 
members ; Grand  Honors  should  be  given  them  immediately  after  their 
recognition  by  the  Officers  of  the  Lodge. 

Fifteenth. — I do  not  understand  that  gloves  are  dispensed  with  for 
members  of  R.  P.  Degree. 

Sixteenth. — A Lodge  is  bound  to  recognize  and  give  a member  a 
P.  G.  Regalia  who  is  admitted  by  card  certifying  tiiat  he  is  a P.  G.,  if 
he  has  not  P.  O.  Degrees. 

Seventeenth. — Suspension  for  cause  cannot  be  indefinite  nor  for 
any  unreasonable  length  of  time. 

Eighteenth.— Not  adopted. 

Nineteenth. — A member  visiting  a Subordinate  Lodg6  by  card 
shall  be  examined  in  the  A.  T.  P.  \V . and  also  in  the  degree  in  which 
the  Lodge  is  open. 

Twentieth. — An  Encampment  cannot  expel  from  the  Order  only 
from  its  own  body  ; hence  trials  should,  if  possible,  be  had  in  the 
Lodges,  as  loss  of  membership  in  a Lodge  severs  connection  with  an 
Encampment. 

Twenty -first. — A Grand  Lodge  of  a State  may  confer  the  power  on 
the  Grand  Master  during  the  recess  to  grant  a petition  from  a Subor- 
dinate Lodge  to  restore  an  expelled  member  to  said  Lodge. 

Twenty- Second. — A Grand  Lodge  of  a State  pursuant  to  law  may 
authorize  public  installations  by  Subordinate  Lodges,  Journal  2971, 
2972. 

The  returns  shew  that  there  were  on  June  30th,  1869,  3,446 
Lodges,  besides  Nevada,  and  769  Encampments,  besides  Vermont  and 
California.

LEGISLATION  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 

was  of  a negative  character.  Few  of  the  propositions  presented  re- 
ceived affirmative  action.  Most  of  the  important  matters  were  post- 
poned until  the  next  session,  others  were  to  be  reported  on,  and  many 
others  failed  to  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

DEGREE  OF  REBEKAH. 

Many  propositions  were  introduced  bearing  on  this  Degree,  and  we 
are  pleased  to  notice  that  all  tended  towards  perfecting  and  making 
this  beautiful  adjunct  of  our  Order  more  attractive  and  useful.  The 
following  was  adopted,  viz. : — 

Resolved , — That  each  jurisdiction  be,  and  is  hereby  antliorised  to 
prepare  a suitable  form  of  charter  for  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges. 

Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  a 
form  for  instituting  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  and  the  Installation  of  the 
Officers  of  the  same  respectfully  ask  leave  to  present  their  report  at  a 
Secret  Session  of  this  Grand  Body.  The  forms  presented  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  Secret  Session  were  adopted. 

We  would  commend  the  subject  of  this  Degree  to  the  especial  con- 
sideration of  this  Grand  Lodge,  believing  that  a careful  attention  to 
the  same,  and  wise  legislation  thereon,  would  make  the  Degree  in  our 
jurisdiction  a valuable  auxiliary  in  the  cause  of  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  BY-LAWS. 

Article  Twenty-second  of  the  By-laws  was  amended  by  adding  at 
the  close  of  the  first  section,  after  the  words  “ Initiatory  Degree,” 
“ Among  those  who  may  have  attained  the  Royal  Purple  Degree, 
Rosettes  composed  of  black,  yellow  and  purple,  may  be  worn  on  the 
collars,  either  in  connection  with  the  other  colors,  or  as  a separate 
Rosette.” 


NEW  RULE  OF  ORDER. 

The  following  new  Rule  of  Order  was  adopted  : — When  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  by  a vote  determined  to  adjourn  for  the  day,  the  Grand  Sire 
before  declaring  the  body  adjourned,  shall  call  upon  the  Chairman  of 
the  several  Standing  Committees  to  give  any  notice  they  may  have  with 
regard  to  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  several  Committees. 
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INTRODUCTION  OF  CANDIDATES. 

Resolved , — That  the  subject  of  the  introduction  of  more  than  one 
candidate  at  the  same  time,  in  any  of  the  Patriarchal  Degrees,  be 
referred  to  the  Grand  Representatives,  with  instructions  to  submit  the 
same  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  for  decision 
thereon  : — 

Respectfully  report,  that  it  appears  to  be  the  practice  in  most  of 
jurisdictions,  to  introduce  more  than  one  candidate  at  a time  in  the 
Patriarchal  and  Golden  Rule  Degrees,  but  in  no  instance  except  in 
opening  new  Encampments  can  there  be  more  than  one  person  intro- 
duced at  one  time  into  the  Royal  Purple  Degree. 

INTRODUCING  THE  ORDER  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

Arrangements  were  made  by  virtue  of  legislation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  introduce  the  Order  into  Germany,  China  and  Japan. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

To  strike  out  the  words  “ Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ” and 
insert  instead  the  words  “ Supreme  Grand  Lodge,”  two  amendments 
were  postponed  (we  regret  to  say)  until  the  next  Annual  Session. 

The  following  amendment  was  adopted  : — Amend  Article  XVI., 
Section  4,  by  striking  out  the  words  “ upon  such  terms  as  it  may  pre- 
scribe,” and  insert  the  words  “ upon  such  conditions  as  this  Grand 
Lodge  may  prescribe.”  This  refers  to  the  admission  of  suspended 
members  of  other  jurisdictions,  and  members  of  defunct  Lodges,  not 
able  to  get  a card. 

SUPPLIES. 

The  only  change  made  in  the  price  of  supplies  was  the  reduction 
in  the  price  of  Odes  for  Lodges  and  Encampments  to  five  cents,  and 
fixing  the  price  of  Encampment  Charge  Books  at  the  same  rate  as 
charged  for  Lodge  Charge  Books. 

CONCLUSION. 

If  an  apology  is  required  for  the  length  of  this  report,  your  Repre- 
sentatives have  only  to  say  that  the  year  1869  will  in  the  distant  future, 
as  well  as  the  immediate  present,  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  most,  if 
not  the  most  important  year  in  the  history  of  the  Order;  and  the 
events  that  transpired,  and  are  matters  of  record  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  demand  more  than  a passing  notice.  The  meet- 
ing of  that  body  on  the  far  away  shores  of  the  mighty  Pacific  Ocean, 
was  an  event  of  no  ordinary  magnitude,  and  being  the  first  and  only 
national  body  of  men  assembled  in  the  beautiful  city  of  San  Francisco, 
its  advent  was  hailed  with  delight  by  citizens  of  all  classes.  The 
attentions  bestowed  on  every  hand  manifested  that  much  importance 
was  attached  to  the  great  convocation  of  men  and  brethren,  represent- 
ing not  only  every  State  and  Territory  of  the  American  Union  as  well 
as  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  but  also  the  Continent  of  Australia  and  the 
Islands  of  the  Pacific — those  who  were  fortunately  permitted  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  journey  “ across  the  Continent  ” experienced  the  most 
pleasing  sense  of  pleasure  in  the  grand  excursion,  and  are  satisfied  that 
meeting  projected  and  successfully  carried  out  by  the  brethren  of  Cali- 
fornia, will  be  productive  of  good  to  all,  and  to  our  Order  everywhere. 
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Ten  years  ago  a meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in 
San  Francisco  in  1869,  was  not  thought  of,  who  shall  say  that  in  1879  it 
will  not  hold  its  Annual  Session  in  London  or  Berlin  ? — we  live  in  an  age 
of  progress  Odd  Fellowship  is  a progressive  institution,  and  with 
enlightened  and  judicious  men  at  its  head,  its  extension  to  every  part 
of  the  civilized  globe  is  not  only  possible  but  probable. 

Let  us  then  go  on  in  the  good  work,  and  in  our  Subordinate  Lodges, 
and  in  every  situation  in  which  we  may  be  placed,  do  our  whole  duty 
as  members  of  this  noble  fraternity,  and  aid  in  extending  the  sentiment 
of  brotherhood  until  the  blessings  of  our  Order  are  known  and  appre- 
ciated wherever  the  cry  of  anguish  is  heard,  or  the  tear  of  sorrow  falls. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  testifying  our  gratitude  for  the 
many  acts  of  kindness  received  from  the  Brotherhood  on  our  journey  ; 
more  especially  in  Chicago,  Omaha,  Colfax,  Sacramento  and  San  Fran- 
cisco. To  the  Committee,  who  in  the  long  journey  from  the  Missouri 
River  to  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  were  thoughtful  only  of  the  comfort 
and  pleasure  of  their  guests,  too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded — we 
cannot  enumerate  all  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  tokens  of  kindness 
manifested  in  various  ways.  To  one  and  all  we  are  grateful  and 
fraternally  thankful. 

To  our  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  through  whose 
partiality  we  were  permitted  to  make  that  wonderful  journey  “ across 
the  Continent,”  and  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  only  body  of 
men  on  this  Continent  that  can  boast  of  a representation  from  every 
State  and  Territory  in  the  United  States  and  Canada— we  return  our 
heartfelt  and  brotherly  acknowdedgments  for  the  distinguished  honor.

By  Rep.  H.  E.  Buttery,  of  Forest  City  Lodge: — When  the  Minutes  of  a 
Lodge  are  truly  recorded,  is  it  lawful  for  the  N.  G.  to  decide  those  Minutes  incor- 
rect, because  he  deems  the  action  of  the  Lodge  illegal? 

By  Rep.  T.  T.  Irving,  of  Avon  Lodge: — Is  a Brother  who  has  not  been  quite 
six  months  a member  of  a Lodge,  entitled  to  sick  benefits  for  sickness  commenc- 
ing during  the  six  months  ? 

By  Rep.  W.  Mowatt,  Avon  Lodge; — What  is  the  meaning  of  Clause  5,  Section 
2,  Article  5,  in  regard  to  annuities  ? 

By  Rep.  W.  Mowatt,  of  Avon  Lodge  : — Is  the  granting  of  any  amount  to 
Trustees  of  a Widow  of  a deceased  Brother,  who  died  in  arrears,  for  his  dues — a 
grant  for  Lodge  purposes  ; and  does  it  require  a two-thirds  vote  and  three  weeks, 
notice  to  carry  such  grant  ? 

By  Rep.  W.  F.  Roome,  of  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  46; — Would  business  of  any 
kind  transacted  in  the  absence  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice-Grand  (the  Past 
Grand  filling  the  chair),  be  legal  ? 

By  Rep.  R.  Mathison,  of  Gore  Lodge  No.  34  : — Is  it  necessary  when  electing 
Representatives  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  nominate  Candidates  ? 

By  Rep.  R.  Taylor,  of  Canada  Lodge,  No.  49  : — If  a Lodge  chooses  to  elect  a 
Physician,  and  the  Candidate  be  a member  of  the  Lodge,  is  it  necessary  he  should 
be  a Scarlet  Member  ? 

By  Rep.  W.  R.  Roberts,  of  the  same  Lodge : — Is  a Lodge  responsible  for  the 
debts  contracted  by  its  Committee,  appointed  by  it,  on  Pic-Nic  or  Excursions, 
&c.  ? 

By  Rep.  W.  D.  Kennedy,  of  Unity  Lodge  No.  47: — The  Secretary  of  Fidelity 
Lodge,  Seafortli,  commissioned  a member,  W.  D.  Kennedy,  to  procure  certain 
regalia,  &c.,  for  the  proper  working  of  the  Lodge.  Mr.  Kennedy  went  to  Bro.  J. 
C.  White  gave  him  the  order  for  the  same ; the  goods  were  submitted  to  W.  D. 
Kennedy  as  their  agent,  and  accepted.  The  bill  was  presented  through  W.  D. 
Kennedy,  and  Fidelity  Lodge  now  refuse  to  pay  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  charged ; although  it  can  be  proved  that  disbursements  were  made  to 
over  75  per  cent,  of  the  amount  charged.  Query — Will  the  Grand  Lodge  be  will- 
ing to  entertain  the  matter  by  examining  into  it,  and  ordering  such  payment  as 
may  be  deemed  right — or  will  they  by  refusing  to  act,  risk  the  exposure  by  the 
parties  proceeding  by  the  ordinary  course  of  law.  ? Bros.  W.  D.  Kennedy,  John 
Richmond  and  Griffith  would  be  glad  to  give  evidence  if  required. 

By  Rep.  John  Murray,  of  Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No  53  : — The  Charter  Mem- 
bers of  Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No.  53,  w'ere  old  contributing  members  of  Union 
Lodge  No.  16,  and  Frontier  Lodge  No.  45;  they  took  withdrawal  Cards  for  the 
purpose  of  instituting  the  Lodge  at  Niagara  Falls.  vVhat  fee,  if  any,  should  they 
pay  to  the  new7  Lodge  ? 
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By  Rep.  John  Murray,  of  same  Lodge  : — Is  it  compulsory  upon  all  Brothers 
present  at  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  to  vote  when  balloting  for  membership? 

The  following  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  : 

By  Rep.  J.  N.  Mathews,  of  Otter  Lodge  No.  50  : — Can  a Lodge  do  away  with 
the  office  of  Permanent  Secretary,  by  repealing  the  By-law  regarding  such  office  ? 

By  Rep.  John  Richmond,  of  Excelsior  Lodge: — Can  the  Grand  Lodge,  at 
any  time  during  its  session,  do  business  in  a Degree  which  will  allow  Scarlet 
members  to  visit  ? 

On  motion  of  Rep.  H.  C.  Bingham,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  to 
meet  again  at  7 o’clock  P.  M.,  in  order  to  give  the  several  Committees 
an  opportunity  of  getting  up  their  reports.

The  Committee  on  Finance  submit  the  following  Report  and  Resolutions  : — 
Having  examined  the  Books  and  Vouchers  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  we  have  pleasure  in  assuring  the  Grand  Lodge  that  we  find  them  cor- 
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reet  in  every  respect,  and  in  accordance  with  his  Report  to  which  you  have 
listened. 

In  reference  to  the  purchase  of  Charters  from  Messrs.  Chewett  & Co.,  of 
Toronto,  we  advise  the  purchase  of  say,  twenty-five. 

We  shall  consider  the  recommendation  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master, 
and  fully  concur  in  his  views  in  regard  to  an  increase  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s 
salary. 

We  find  also  that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  fully  carried  out  the  instructions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session  in  every  particular  in  a prompt  and  satis- 
factory manner. 

In  conclusion,  we  submit  the  following : — 

Resolved, — That  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  in  regard  to  the  Books  and 
Vouchers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  adopted  as  the  opinion  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.

Digest,  page  75,  Journal  1U62  and  1089,  also  resolution  passed  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  session  of  1867,  vThen  it  was  resolved  that  in  future  all  the  -work  apper- 
taining to  this  Grand  Lodge  be  transacted  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  page  289. 

With  regard  to  letter  from  D.  D.  G.  M.  Bird,  of  St.  Catharines,  to  the  R.  W. 
G.  Secretary,  asking  if  a N.  G.,  who  having  served  only  three  months  and  re- 
signs his  position,  can  he  resign  with  the  honors  of  the  office  ? 1(  our  Committee 

think  that  when  a N.  G.  serves  in  office  only  a certain  portion  of  his  term,  and 
resigns,  he  loses  all  honors  connected  with  such  office,  or  in  other  words  he  must 
serve  the  time  specified  by  the  Constitution.

Resolved,— That  that  part  of  the  Grand  Master’s  report  in  reference  to  neg- 
lect of  duty  on  the  part  of  D.  D.  Grand  Masters,  should  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation,  as  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  implies  need  of  new 
legislation. 

Resolved, — That  Jthe  nine  decisions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  in  each 
case  approved. 

Resolved, — That  the  report  of  your  Reps,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing,  there  being  nothing  therein  re- 
quiring action  on  the  part  of  this  Committee. 

Resolved, — That  question  (1)  by  Rep.  Buttery,  be  answered— No. 

Resolved, — That  question  (2)  from  Avon  Lodge,  be  answered- -No,  except  by 
special  vote,  as  required  in  cases  of  special  relief. 

Resolved, — That  question  (3)  from  Avon  Lodge,  be  answered  as  follows  : One- 
fifth  of  the  annual  dues  paid  by  a brother,  multiplied  by  twenty,  shall  be  the 
largest  amount  payable  annually  to  a widow,  and  that  amount  multiplied  by  four 
shall  be  the  maximum  amount  payable  to  a widow  in  any  other  form.

Resolved, — That  question  (8)  by  Rep.  Roberts,  be  answered— Y’es,  in  the  ab- 
sence cf  definite  instructions. 

Resolved, — That  question  (9)  by  Rep.  Kennedy,  be  answered  as  follows : This 
Grand  Lodge  does  not  deem  it  advisable  to  enter  into  the  settl  ment  of  differ- 
ences in  business  affairs  between  members  of  the  Order,  or  between  Subordinate 
Lodges  and  other  parties,  but  would  advise  that  the  parties  interested  in  this  case 
submit  the  matter  in  dispute  to  the  arbitration  of  members  of  the  Order  qualified 
to  judge  of  the  merits  of  the  case.

Murray,  be  answered — No,  unless  the 
By-laws  of  the  Lodge  require  it. 

From  an  examination  of  the  Grand  Master’s  report,  and  from  all  other  sources

members  in  good  standing  thirty-five  (35),  should  be  forty-four  (44);  it  also 
reports  suspension  of  members  on  July  1st,  when  the  Report  should  have  been 
closed  in  June. 

Gore  Lodge,  No.  34. — Is  found  correct. 

Samaritan  Lodge,  No  35. — Also  correct. 

St.  Mary’s  Lodge,  No.  36. — In  Report  of  term  ending  31st  December,  1869, 
gives  members  in  good  standing  thirty-one  (31),  should  be  seventy-three  (73).  In 
the  Report  of  term  ending  June  30th,  1870,  gives  total  increase  four  (4)  should  be 
(6);  total  decrease  none,  should  be  two  (2):  members  in  go>d  standing  eiglity- 
three  (83),  should  be  eighty-two  (82). 

Forest  City  Lodge,  No.  38. — In  Report  ending  Dec.  31st,  1869,  we  find  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  (156),  should  be  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine,  having  omitted  to  include  their  Past  Grands,  as  members  in  good 
standing.  Report  ending  June  30th,  1870,  correct. 

Avon  Lodge,  No.  41. — Report  ending  December  31st,  1869,  correct.  In  the 
Report  ending  June  30,  1870,  we  find  a special  relief  case,  in  which  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  $100),  was  donated  to  a widow ; and  which  should  have  been  in- 
cluded in  amount  paid  to  support  of  widows. 

Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  44. — We  find  correct,  exceptingthe  Report  ending  June 
30th,  1870,  not  being  signed  by  the  Yice-Grancl. 

Frontier  Lodge,  No.  45. — In  Report  ending  Dec.  31st,  69,  a mistake  occurs  in 
giving  the  total  membership,  per  last  report  as  123,  which  should  have  been  121, 
consequently  the  present  membership  should  be  128,  instead  of  130 ; and  the 
members  in  good  standing  should  be  99,  instead  of  101.  The  Report  ending  June 
30th,  1870,  is  found  correct. 

Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  46. — In  their  Report  ending  Dec.  31st,  1869,  we  find 
an  error,  in  inserting  in  their  summary  two  members,  as  suspended,  when  there 
were  none  suspended;  and  in  making  the  total  membership  in  arrears  twenty- 
three  (23),  which  should  be  twenty-one  (21)  ; and,  in  the  Report  ending  June  30th 
1870,  the  total  membership  per  last  Report,  is  given  as  41,  which  should  be  43. 

Unity  Lodge,  No.  47. — The  Report  for  term  ending  31st  Dec.,  1869,  correct. 
In  Report  for  term  ending  June  30th,  1870,  there  are  three  reported  as  suspended

wrong  column  of  Report,  being  that  of  suspended  and  cause,  instead  of  ceased  to 
be  members.  The  present  membership  is  reported  as  121,  which  should  be  122. 
Members  in  good  standing  are  reported  96,  and  should  be  97. 

Dominion  Lodge,  No.  48.  —We  find  correct. 

Canada  Lodge,  No.  49. — In  the  Report  for  term  ending  31st  Dec.,  1869,  two 
members  withdrawn,  are  not  inserted  in  the  summary;  the  total  decrease  should 
he  three  instead  of  one  ; net  increase  should  he  51,  instead  of  54  ; present  mem- 
bership should  be  119,  instead  of  106;  members  in  good  standing  should  be  105 
instead  of  106.  In  Report  ending  June  30th,  1870,  total  membership,  per  last 
Report,  should  be  119  instead  of  123  ; present  membership  should  be  130,  instead 
of  134  ; members  in  good  standing  should  be  116  instead  of  120. 

Otter  Lodge,  No.  50. — Correct 

Bissell  Lodge,  No.  51. — In  Report  for  term  ending  Dec.  31st,  1869,  total  mem- 
bership in  good  standing  is  reported  49,  which  should  be  34.  In  the  Report  for 
term  ending  June  30th,  1870,  five  who  ceased  to  be  members  are  not  reported  in 
the  summary;  total  increase  is  given  5,  which  should  be  10 ; nett  increase  is 
given  9,  should  be  4 ; present  membership  given  60,  should  be  55  ; members  in 
good  standing  are  reported  as  44,  which  should  be  39. 

Covenant  Lodge,  No.  52. — -Correct.

Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  55. — In  the  Report,  an  error  occurs  in  the  receipts  ; the 
item  “ dues  less  one  third,  $34.76,”  should  be  “ dues  less  one  fifth  $41.72  ;”  per 
centage  due  the  Grand  Lodge,  should  be  $30.87,  instead  of  $30.18. 

Queen  City  of  Ontario,  No.  56. — Correct,  except  reporting  one  Past  Grand, 
to  which  it  is  not  entitled. 

Maple  Leaf,  No.  57  —Correct,  excepting  the  same  error  that  occurred  in 
Queen  City  Lodge. 

Howard  Lodge,  No.  58. — The  Report  is  dated  July  6th,  which  should  have 
been  dated  in  June  ; number  admitted  by  Card  was  seven  instead  of  one  ; the 
report  does  not  include  its  charter  members  ; total  increase  is  given  as  20,  which 
should  be  26  ; nett  increase  is  given  as  18,  which  should  be  24  ; it  also  claims  a 
Past  Grand  to  which  it  is  not  entitled. 

Prince  Arthur  Lodge,  No.  59. — Correct- 

yv ardsville  Lodge,  No.  60. — Omits  to  return  its  charter  members  ; total 
increase  and  nett  increase  should  be  11  instead  of  6;  the  returning  of  “ five  mem- 
bers as  per  last  report  ” should  be  omitted. 

Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  61. — In  its  report  omitted  to  state  the  names  of  its 
Charter  members  as  admitted  by  Card,  and  also  omitted  them  in  the  summary  ; 
total  increase  35,  which  should  be  41. 

Huron  Lodge,  No.  62 — Correct,  exceptingjno  seal,  and  no  mention  of  the  fact. 

Victoria  Lodge  No.  1,  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  we  find  to  be  correct. 

In  regard  to  clause  12  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  which  was 
referred  to  your  Committee,  we  would  respectfully  state  that  proper  care  has  not 
been  taken  in  preparing  the  Reports,  and  can  fully  endorse  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary’s  statement  to  that  effect  ; and  we  would  urge  on  Subordinate  Lodges 
the  importance  of  paying  special  attention  to  this  matter  in  future.

M.  D.  Dawson  vs.  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

In  the  matter  of  M.  D.  Dawson  against  the  decision  of  Forest  City  Lodge, 
London,  in  withholding  benefits  from  Bro.  Lister,  they  having  paid  same  to  the 
amount  of  $518.  Your  Committee  find  that  on  examination  of  the  accounts  which 
the  appellant  admitted  to  be  correct,  said  Bro.  Lister  was  reported  sick  on  31st 
Dec.,  1866,  at  which  time  he  was  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  $4.70,  which  sum 
was  paid  on  the  same  date.  That  your  Committee  consider  from  evidence  pro- 
duced and  the  above  facts,  that  said  Bro.  Lister  was  not  entitled  to  benefits  dur- 
ing that  sickness,  and  therefore  sustain  the  action  of  the  said  Forest  City  Lodge 
in  now  refusing  any  further  benefits.

We  also  find  the  following  Past  Grand’s  Certificates  in  due  form,  viz. : WT.  M. 
Chapman,  P.  G.,  of  Victoria  Lodge  No.  64,  Hamilton. 

Your  Committee  find  that  there  are  no  returns  due  from  St.  Thomas  and 


Oxford  Lodges,  yet  these  Lodges  send  in  Certificates  of  having  elected  Represen- 
tatives. While  "the  precedent  has  been  established  of  admitting  Representatives 
from  Lodges  instituted  after  June  30th,  we  feel  that  Lodges  so  instituted  are  not 
entitle/d  to  Representation,  from  the  fact  that  they  have  not  contributed  any- 
thing towards  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  their 
Representatives  ; and  further,  that  it  may  happen  that  a Lodge  which  reported 
June  30th,  showing  101  members,  may  elect  3 Representatives  ; before  July  1st 
ten  may  withdraw  and  start  a new  Lodge  and  elect  a Representative,  thus  there 
would  be  four  Representatives  on  the  101  members.  We  recommend  that  in 
this  instance  the  Representatives  elected  and  present  be  admitted  as  such,  but 
that  some  legislation  be  had  upon  the  subject  to  prevent  its  recurrence  in  the 
future. 


We  find  that  the  Representatives  of  Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29,  have  come  with 
only  P.  G.  Certificates.  The  name  of  each,  viz.:  Jno.  Schneider,  JohnP.  Young, 
and  George  Turner,  are  on  the  return.  We  are  satisfied  that  the  Brothers  have 
been  duly  elected  to  represent  Chatham  Lodge,  and  recommend  that  they  be 
admitted  as  such. 

We  find  the  Certificate  of  Robert  Evans,  Representative  of  Victoria  Lodge, 
No.  64,  has  the  seal  pinned  on.  Such  is  contrary  to  the  law,  yet  we  are  con- 
vinced Bro.  Evans  has  been  duly  elected,  and  recommend  that  his  certificate  be 
accepted. 

We  find  that  W.  D.  Kennedy  and  J.  J.  Ramsay  have  been  duly  elected  to 
represent  “ The  Toronto  Lodge,”  and  we  have  presented  certificates  from  M.  E. 
Snider  and  J.  J.  Ramsay  of  having  been  elected  Representatives  ; in  the  absence 
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of  any  communication  from  the  Lodge  showing  that  Brother  Kennedy  had  re- 
signed his  position,  we  cannot  recommend  the  admission  of  Bro.  Snider. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  such  Representatives  and  Bast  Grands  as 
have  not  already  received  the  G.  L.  Degree,  he  now  admitted  and  instructed.  , 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  beg  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  Report.

GRAND  MASTER’S  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  T1 . Grand  Lodye  o f Ontario,  /.  0.  O.  F. : 

Brethren  — I cordially  greet  you  on  the  recurrence  of  another  an- 
nual meeting  of  this  Grand  Body. 

By  the  continued  favor  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  universe,  we 
have  been  once  more  permitted  to  assemble  together,  and  it  becomes 
our  duty  to  render  thanks  to  Him  for  the  many  privileges  and  blessings 
enjoyed  since  our  last  yearly  communication. 


* * This  refers  to  the  word  “ Herald  ” in  the  list  of  appointed  Officers,  as  it 
appears  in  the  constitution  as  adopted  in  1870, 
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It  affords  roe  unmingled  pleasure  to  meet  the  representatives  and 
members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  this  beautiful  hall,  lately  dedicated  to 
the  use  of  our  Order,  in  this  the  “ Queen  City  ” of  Ontario,  confident 
that  our  deliberations,  conducted  in  the  spirit  of  forbearance  and 
brotherly  love,  may  prove  beneficial  to  the  brotherhood. 

Our  beloved  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  by  the  patient  labor  of  its 
members  and  the  inherent  excellence  of  the  principles  upon  which  it  is 
founded,  has  overcome  the  many  hindrances  to  its  progress,  and  has 
taken  its  place  high  among  the  great  and  benevolent  institutions  des- 
tined to  become  a blessing  to  the  country.  Its  onward  progress  is  now 
bright  with  the  sunshine  of  prosperity  as  it  marches  on  to  fraternize 
the  world. 

Clause  1.- — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  and  unexampled 
prosperity  within  our  borders,  for  which  we  have  every  reason  to  be 
grateful.  Both  numerically  and  financially  the  increase  has  been  be- 
yond our  most  sanguine  expectations. 

Within  the  past  year  fourteen  new  Lodges  have  applied  for  Char- 
ters, and  to  which  warrants  have  been  granted,  subject  to  your  ap- 
proval and  confirmation.

I received  petitions  for  two  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  one  of  which 
(Ruth  No.  2)  was  instituted  at  the  town  of  Stratford,  on  the  10th  day 
of  May  last,  by  Deputy  Grand  Master  Brother  John  Gibson,  I consent- 
ing and  approving,  so  far  as  I was  able  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
to  such  institution,  and  for  which  I ask  your  approval. 

Clause  2. — By  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session, 
I have  executed  Charters  for  the  following  Lodges  : — Collingwood  No. 
54,  Fidelity  No.  55,  Queen  City  of  Ontario  No.  56,  Maple  Leaf  No.  57, 
Howard  No.  58,  Prince  Arthur  No.  59,  Wardsville  No.  60,  Corinthian

Clause  3. — There  has  been  an  increase  of  membership  in 
the  Lodges  instituted  before  the  term  ending  30th

Present  membership  3,595  00 

The  annual  receipts  of  Subordinate  Lodges  is $28,865  95 

Widows’  and  Orphans’  Fund  accumulated 23,238  07

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There  have  been  21  deaths  during  the  past  year,  among  whom  we 
have  to  deplore  the  death  of  our  late  Grand  Warden,  J.  Wright,  of 
Brock  Lodge  No.  9. 

The  general  statistics  of  the  Order  will  no  doubt  appear  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Grand  Representatives,  yet  I cannot  forbear  giving  a state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  receipts  and  expenditure  for  relief  for  the  last

Amount  paid  for  relief  during  the  four  decades  mentioned  amounts 
to  #12,775,030.42,  leaving  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expenditure  of 
#18,548,983.91.  These  statements  show  at  a glance  the  vast  import- 
ance to  which  our  Order  has  attained.  I felt  it  an  incumbent  as  well 
as  a pleasing  duty,  as  directed  by  the  Constitution,  to  visit  all  the 
Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  while  on  such  visits  it  was  expected 
under  ordinary  circumstances  to  give  satisiactory  explanations  of  all 
questions  of  practice  and  law  necessary  for  the  information  of  each 
Lodge,  waiting  for  that  purpose,  the  publication  of  the  digest  compiled 
by  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  of  all  laws  laid  down  to  and  including  the  last  ses- 
sion, most  of  my  labors  were  within  the  last  months  of  my  term.  In 
some  places  I found  it  impossible  to  meet  in  person  Lodges  for  whose 
members  I have  the  highest  esteem  and  respect,  yet  by  the  kindness  of 
Bro.  J.  Gibson,  D.  G.  M.,  J.  J.  Ramsay,  G.  W.,  and  P.  G.  Masters  Bros. 
H.  McAfee  and  Smith,  with  two  exceptions  I have  accomplished  that 
duty. 

Clause  4. — Your  Grand  Body  at  its  last  session  prepared  and  re- 
vised Constitutions  both  for  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  subordinates, 
making  such  amendments  and  additions  as  the  experience  of  your  past 
representatives  found  to  be  in  accord  with  law  and  the  wants  and  re- 
quirements of  the  jurisdiction. 

These  Constitutions  were  submitted  by  your  Grand  Representa- 
tives to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  and  approved. 

The  revised  Constitutions  made  it  imperative  on  most  Lodges  to 
revise  their  By-Laws — copies  of  which  will  be  presented  for  your 
approval. 

Clause  5. — In  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master’s  Report  for  the 
year  1859,  it  is  stated  that  St.  Mary’s  Lodge,  No.  36,  was  the  only 
Lodge  then  in  this  jurisdiction  meeting  in  a Hall  of  their  own.  Since 
that  time,  and  up  to  the  present,  not  only  St.  Mary’s  but  Union  at  St. 
Catharines,  Frontier  at  Windsor,  Erie  at  Port  Burwell,  and  Otter  at 
Tilsonburg  have  become  owners  of  their  Lodge  Rooms.  These  prop- 
erties have  an  estimated  value  of  over  #30,000,  and  it  has  become 
almost  a matter  of  necessity  as  well  as  economy  that  Lodges,  when  it 
is  possible,  should  have  some  place  of  their  own  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  and  carrying  out  the  philanthropic  objects  of  our  Institution. 
Not  only  have  these  several  Lodges  become  possessed  of  lands  and 
buildings,  but  all  have  accumulated  funds,  in  some  instances  of  con- 
siderable amounts,  held  and  expended  for  the  charitable  and  benevo- 
lent purposes  of  our  Order, 
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Under  such  circumstances  it  has  been  thought  advisable  that  some 
legislation  should  be  asked  for — by  Parliament — to  enable  Lodges  to 
hold  such  property  not  altogether  dependent  on  the  life  of  a single  or 
comparatively  small  number  of  individuals, and  your  Grand  Body  passed  a 
resolution  authorizing  certain  of  its  officers  to  take  the  necessary  pro- 
ceedings to  procure  such  Legislation.  The  first  application  was  not 
successful  with  the  then  Parliament.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Ontario  such  application  was  again  renewed,  and  Cap.  9,  C.  S. 
C.,  wras  so  amended  that  without  any  considerable  cost  Lodges  can 
become  incorpora, ted,  and  as  such  hold  property  to  a limited  extent,  as 
mentioned  in  said  Act. 

Some  of  the  Lodges  under  your  jurisdiction  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  said  amended  Act,  and  are  now  bodies  corporate  and 
politic. 

A question  under  these  proceedings  has  been  raised,  as  to  whether 
a Lodge  taking  advantage  of  this  Act  of  Incorporation  could  not  hold 
their  property  free  from  the  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  continue 
to  act  in  contempt  of  its  mandates. 

I am  not  pressed  with  fear  of  the  probability  of  such  an  occur- 
rence, yet  the  matter  is  before  you  for  your  consideration. 

The  incorporation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  also  be  a matter  for 
your  careful  notice. 

Clause  6. — Notwithstanding  the  care  and  labor  bestowed  on  the 
revised  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  some  omissions  occur  calling 
for  your  attention,  among  which  is  some  authority  to  grant  charters 
for  Rebecca  Degree  Lodges,  as  well  as  power  to  enable  the  Grand 
Master  to  grant  warrants  for  the  establishment  of  such  Lodges. 

I have  received  an  application  for  the  institution  of  a Degree  Lodge 
at  London,  and  believing  that  uniformity  in  the  work  wmuld  be  thus 
increased,  I recommend  favorable  consideration  of  the  petition. 

Clause  7. — At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  decision  No  2 
of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master,  mentioned  in  his  report  was  con- 
firmed. 

In  the  matter  of  appeal,  Past  Grand  Brown  vs.  Eureka  Lodge,  No. 
30,  this  decision  is  apparently  contradicted.  In  consequence  this 
Lodge  has  not  obeyed  the  decision  last  referred  to,  and  Past  Grand 
Brown  complains  of  the  action  of  that  Lodge.  I have  required  said 
Lodge  to  produce  before  you  a certified  copy  of  all  proceedings  held  in 
reference  to  this  matter,  and  recommend  a full  and  complete  determi- 
nation of  the  same.  In  the  matter  of  appeals,  there  is  much  uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  proper  mode  of  procedure,  and  I would  recommend 
this  matter  to  your  consideration. 

A number  of  appeals  as  to  the  matter  of  practice,  Ac.,  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  for  your  determination. 

Clause  8. — I have  received  applications  for  writhdrawTal  cards  from 
Bro.  N W.  Moore,  Elijah  Moore,  Thos.  L.  Lindop,  &c.,  late  members 
of  Elgin  Lodge,  and  after  careful  examination  have  granted  such  cards. 

Clause  9. — I have  to  report  of  the  Deputy  District  Grand  Masters 
more  favorably  than  my  predecessor,  yet  some  of  them  have  not  ful- 
filled the  duties  assigned  them. 

I have  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  praise  of  the  reports  sent 
me  by  D.  D.  G.  M.  Bro.  Henry  Robertson,  of  Collingwood ; Bros 
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Male,  of  Oshawa  ; Nicholson,  of  Strathroy  ; J.  Murray,  Niagara  Falls  ; 
H.  Plain,  of  Toronto;  W.  F.  Roome,  Newbury  ; John  Smith,  Hamilton  ; 
J.  Gibson,  Stratford ; J.  McDonald,  of  Ingersoll ; D.  D.  Rose,  of  Sea- 
forth  ; and  J.  Hunter,  of  London ; P.  G.  M.  H.  McAfee,  who  kindly 
consented  to  act  in  the  preparation  of  the  information  contained  in 
their  communications. 

I would  in  this  matter  recommend  to  my  successor  the  groupin. 
Lodges,  under  the  superintendance  of  one  D.  D.  G.  M.,  when  conv( 
ently  located. 

Clause  10. — I have  made  the  following  decisions  upon  questions 
submitted  to  me  : 

1.  Is  a brother  who  has  been  admitted  as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow 
to  pay  fees  for  degrees  ? Answer — No,  provided  he  can  prove  himself 
in  such  degrees. 

2.  Can  a Brother  holding  withdrawal  card  or  otherwise  over  50 
years  of  age  be  admitted  as  an  honorary  member  of  a Lodge  ? An- 
swer— No  ; but  Lodges  may  by  their  by-laws  provide  for  the  admission 
of  members  over  50  years,  holding  withdrawal  cards. 

3.  Can  a Lodge  continue  to  work  without  making  by-laws  '?  An- 
swer— Certainly,  but  in  many  instances  it  would  be  inconvenient. 

4.  Can  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow  who  has  not  or  cannot  procure  a 
card  of  clearance,  in  consequence  of  the  Lodge  having  ceased  to  work 
of  which  he  was  a member  and  the  records  destroyed,- be  admitted  to 
membership  and  how  ? Yes ; but  only  by  initiation. 

5.  Can  a Brother  holding  a visiting  card  in  force,  visit  a Lodge 
while  he  has  not  the  A.  T.  P.  ? Such  Brother  must  have  A.  T.  P.  be- 
fore he  can  be  admitted. 

6.  Has  a D.  D.  G.  M.  power  to  introduce  visitors  without  proper 
cards  in  force  ? Such  power  is  restricted  to  elected  grand  officers  only. 

7.  At  an  election  of  officers  more  than  one  name  was  written  on 
each  ballot.  Was  such  proceedings  lawful  ? Answer — The  law  re- 
quires only  one  name  to  be  written  on  each  ballot. 

8.  Is  it  necessary  that  the  Degree  Master  should  have  Past  Secre- 
tary’s degree  ? Certainly. 

Numerous  questions  relating  to  practice  have  been  answered, 
which  require  no  particular  record. 

I am  happy  to  report  great  uniformity  prevails  in  the  unwritten 
work,  and  in  all  the  work,  except  in  matters  of  accounts  in  the  several 
Lodges — perhaps  it  would  be  well  that  some  complete  and  concise 
system  should  be  recommended. 

Clause  11. — The  members  of  Prince  Arthur  Lodge  petitioned  for 
leave  to  change  the  name  of  their  Lodge  to  Kingston.  I granted  this 
request  subject  to  your  approval. 

Upon  the  application  of  Brother  Varey,  D,  D.  G.  S.,  Montreal,  I have 
granted  permission  to  Mount  Royal  Lodge  No.  1,  of  Quebec,  to  initiate 
candidates  resident  in  Ontario,  but  nearer  that  Lodge  than  any  in  On- 
tario. 

I received  valuable  aid  and  assistance  in  instituting  Lodges  from 
Past  Grand  Masters  Partridge,  Woodyatt,  Bingham  and  Wigmore,  as 
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well  as  from  Deputy  Grand  Master  J.  Gibson,  G.  Warden  J.  J.  Ram- 
say, and  G.  Herald  M.  Blume. 

1 would  also  refer  to  tlie  despatch  and  consistency  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  J.  B.  King  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  his  office,  and 
also  bring  to  your  notice  the  increased  duties  he  will  be  required  to 
perform,  owing  to  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  Lodges  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

I find  throughout  the  whole  jurisdiction,  a deep  individual  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  an  institution  which  exhibits  itself  m the  progress 
lief  ore  indicated  ; and  while  we  have  exceeded  in  prosperity  our  most 
sanguine  expectations,  the  cloud  is  only  yet  as  a man's  hand  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

And  now,  while  about  to  surrender  the  trust  reposed  in  me  by 
your  suffrages  a year  since,  I have  many  recollections  of  kindness  in 
the  past  of  all  with  whom  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  act,  and  ask  a 
like  support  and  consideration  for  my  successor.

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  Annual  report  and  Financial 
Statement  and  Statistical  table  as  follows  : — 

GRAND  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Toronto,  August  2,  1871. 

To  the  M.  'IF.  Grand  Master,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  It.  W 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  my  office,  I herewith  submit 
my  fifth  Annual  Report  of  business  transacted,  together  with  a table 
of  statistics  and  the  financial  statement,  showing  the  amounts  received 
and  som'ce,  and  total  amount  expended  during  the  year  just  closed. 

1.  The  duties  specially  assigned  to  me  at  the  last  session,  as  well 
as  those  devolving  upon  me  in  the  routine  of  office,  have  been  attended 
to. 

2.  The  correspondence  of  the  year,  copies  of  circulars  received  and 
issued,  &c.,  are  herewith  submitted. 

3.  I purchased  from  Messrs.  C'hewett  & Co.,  of  Toronto,  25  Blank 
Charters,  as  per  resolution  page  406,  Journal  1870,  six  of  which  I sold 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermout. 

4.  Agreeably  to  resolution  page  422,  I converted  the  stock,  bonds, 
&c.,  held" by  this  Grand  Lodge  into  cash.  The  Dominion  Stock  was 
bought  at  101  prern.  and  sold  at  1084  prein.,  deducting  1 per  cent,  for 
selling  ; being  a net  profit  of  64  per  cent. 

5.  I filled  up  and  forwarded  charters  to  the  several  Lodges  insti- 
tuted last  year,  as  directed  on  page  405,  Journal  1870. 

6.  I duly  notified  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ontario  that  the  loan 
of  one  hundred  dollars  made  the  previous  year  has  been  renewed,  in 
compliance  with  their  request. 

7.  By  direction  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  I issued  a circular  and 
addressed  a copy  to  each  Lodge  embracing  the  circular  of  the  M.  W, 
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Grand  Sire,  E.  D.  Farnsworth,  relative  to  the  Degree,  so  called,  “ The 
Oriental  Order  of  Humility,”  which,  I believe,  has  resulted  in  the  sup- 
pression of  that  work. 

8.  I duly  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the 
Annual  Report,  together  with  the  amount  due  that  body,  and  2 copies 
of  the  revised  Constitution,  &c.,  and  2 copies  of  the  Journal  of  1870. 
My  haste  to  have  the  Constitution  and  Journal  printed  in  time  to  sub- 
mit to  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  U.  S.,  will,  1 trust,  ex- 
cuse any  irregularity  that  may  he  found  in  the  Journal. 

9.  I received  tenders  and  had  printed  500  copies  of  Journal,  ap- 
pending the  revised  Constitution,  as  adopted  at  Brockville  in  1870,  as 
per  resolution  of  Jas.  Smith,  P.G.M.,  page  421,  Journal,  copies  of  which 
I at  once  sent  to  each  Lodge,  to  each  officer,  P.  G.  officer  and  Rep.  to 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  each  State  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  En- 
campment. 

10.  As  per  resolution  of  Rep.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  page  421  Jour.,  I 
prepared  a list  of  Lodges  and  officers,  with  the  names  of  the  officers  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  sent  the  same  to  the  Canadian  Almanac  for 
publication. 

11.  As  per  resolution,  page  414  Jour.,  I sent  #40  to  Gore  Lodge 
and  #88  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  16,  St.  Catharines.  Receipts  for  same 
were  duly  received,  but  Union  Lodge  refuses  to  accept  the  amount 
sent,  as  m full  of  demand,  still  holding  that  the  Lodge  is  entitled  to 
the  payment  m full  of  their  account. 

12.  I received  a letter  from  one,  Brother  Max  Boehm,  of  Montreal, 
making  enquiry  as  to  mode  of  procedure  to  have  a lodge  instituted  in 
that  City.  I at  once  forwarded  the  letter  to  F.  D.  Stewart,  M.  W. 
Grand  Sire,  inasmuch  as  this  Grand  Lodge  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  I am  happy  to  state  that  as  a result  of  the  en- 
quiry a Lodge  has  been  duly  instituted,  and  is  now  in  good  working- 
order,  with  every  prospect  of  abundant  success. 

13.  I am  in  receipt  of  a letter  from  Bro.  J.  L.  Ridgely,  Grand  Cor. 
and  Rec.  Sec.,  asking  for  a complete  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  from  its  first  session  to  this  date  As  there  are  no  copies 
of  the  proceedings  for  1861  or  1862,  I could  not  comply  with  the 
request. 

14.  The  returns  of  the  several  Lodges  have  been  duly  received, 
and  for  the  most  part  very  promptly,  though  I must  say  that  sufficient 
care  has  not  been  exercised  in  their  preparation,  which  the  Com- 
mittee on  returns  will  undoubtedly  notice.  In  accordance  with  Clause 
10  of  Art.  4,  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  I have  been  compelled  to  re- 
cord the  following  fines  against  the  Lodges  hereafter  named  : Excelsior 
Lodge,  No.  44,  #4  ; Unity  No.  47,  #4,  and  Victoria,  No.  64,  #2,  being  for 
delay  in  forwarding  their  returns,  &c.  In  the  case  of  Excelsior  Lodge, 
Bro.  Jno.  Smith,  I).  D.  G.  M.,  writes  me  that  the  fault  lies  with  him, 
and  not  with  the  Lodge,  lie  holding  their  returns  until  he  should  re- 
ceive the  rest.  I would  suggest  that  in  this  instance  the  lines  be 
remitted. 

15.  The  account  of  Queen  City  of  Ontario  Lodge,  No.  56,  is  dis- 
puted, they  refusing  to  pay  for  certain  supplies  sent,  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  not  received.  In  each  case  the  supplies  were  mailed  at 
once  as  a reference  to  my  Daily  Journal  and  Day  Book  will  show. 
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16.  I have  received  several  letters,  asking  information  relative  to 
organizing  Degree  Lodges  ; as  there  is  no  provision  in  our  constitution 
for  instituting  such  Lodges,  and  ascertaining  from  Bro.  J.  L.  Ridgely 
that  the  Legislation  on  the  subject  was  local,  I applied  to  Bro.  J.  B. 
Nicholson,  who  kindly  sent  me  copies  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  also  a copy  of  Subordinate  Degree  Lodge 
Constitution,  with  a form  of  the  charter  issued  by  that  State  to  Degree- 
Lodges.  At  my  request,  Bro.  Cl.  T.  Campbell  of  London  has  drafted  a 
series  of  articles  on  the  subject,  which  are  herewith  snbmitted. 

17.  There  being  no  definite  form  laid  down  in  our  Constitution  for 
making  or  submitting  appeals,  much  doubt  exists  as  to  the  proper 
course  to  pursue.  I would  recommend  that  extra  legislation  be  had 
upon  this  subject  at  the  present  session. 

18.  The  account  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.  for  Representa- 
tive tax  and  supplies,  amounting  to  $572.50  is  herewith  submitted. 

19.  An  account  from  Messrs.  Siddons  & Dawson,  of  London,  for 
printing  the  address  of  Bro.  T.  Partridge  G.  M.,  of  last  year,  is  also 
presented. 

20.  An  account  of  ($76)  seventy-six  dollars  is  also  presented  from 
Bro.  J.  W.  Orr,  publisher  of  the  A.  O.  F.  Thirty-six  dollars  of  this 
account  I can  vouch  for  as  correct,  as  that  amount  is  for  18  copies  of 
the  American  Odd  Fellow  sent  to  Lodges  during  1869,  and  as  ordered  at 
the  Session  of  1869.  Last  year  there  was  no  provision  made  for  con- 
tinuing the  subscription,  bilt  Bro.  Orr,  without  instructions,  continued 
to  send  the  Magazine.  If  they  have  been  duly  received  by  the  lodges, 
I would  recommend  that  the  account  be  paid,  and  further  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  continue  to  subscribe  for  one  copy  of  the  American  Odd 
Fellow  to  each  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction,  as  I fully  believe  the  money 
so  spent,  productive  of  a great  amount  of  good. 

21.  The  Odd  Fellows  Companion , published  by  M.  C.  Lilley  & Co., 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  has  been  regularly  received  by  this  office  ; it  is  a 
magazine  replete  with  useful  information,  and  should  be  read  by  every 
Odd  Fellow. 

22.  I have  received  a bound  volume  of  the  proceedings  of  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  from  its  first  session  in  1856,  to  its  session  in 
1866 — reprinted. 

23.  In  the  appointment  of  Deputy  District  Grand  Masters,  I think 
a reform  is  very  much  needed,  that  office  in  many  cases  being  a much 
more  important  one  than  is  generally  supposed.  I think  the  jurisdic- 

should  be  divided  into  districts,  appointing  some  prominent  and 
posted  Brother  Deputy  over  several  Lodges — requiring  said  Deputy  to 
Vi-sil  each  Lodge  in  his  District  at  least  once  in  each  Quarter,  to  care- 
fully note  the  working  of  each  Lodge,  correct  any  and  all  irregularities, 
and  at  the  end  of  each  Term  carefully  inspect  the  Returns  of  the  said 
Lodges  before  accepting  them  from  the  Lodges  or  installing  their 
Officers  ; and  that  each  Lodge  visited  by  its  D.  D.  G.  M.,  should  pay 
that  Officer’s  expenses.  I believe  such  a course  would  eventuate  in 
the  work  being  more  uniformly  done  and  be  a benefit  to  every  Lodge. 
In  a jurisdiction  growing  as  rapidly  as  ours  is,  it  is  next  to  impossible 
for  any  Grand  Master,  no  matter  how  much  time  he  may  have  at  his 
disposal,  to  visit  every  Lodge  oftener  than  once  annually,  and  in  the 
case  of  new  Lodges  they  have  to  work  upon  the  instructions  received 
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— as  they  understand  them— at  the  Institution  of  the  Lodges,  which  in 
many  cases,  where  there  is  so  much  work  to  do  in  a single  evening,  is 
but  very  imperfectly  understood ; thus  irregularities  creep  in,  and  re- 
main unchecked,  may  be,  until  the  Representative  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
goes  back  to  his  Lodge  and  corrects  them. 

24.  P.  G.  Master  Jas.  Woodyatt,  has  by  consulting  with  the  Hon. 
Treasurer  of  Ontario,  succeeded  in  having  an  Act  passed  during  the  last 
Session  of  the  Legislature  of  Ontario,  it  being  an  amendment  to  Cap. 
71,  Con.  Statutes  of  Canada,  whereby  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  can 
become  incorporated.  I purchased  from  the  Queen’s  Printer  50  copies 
of  the  Act,  as  assented  to,  and  sent  one  copy  to  each  Lodge.  Some 
Lodges  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Amended  Act,  and 
thus  become  incorporated.  Inasmuch  as  in  the  case  of  a Lodge  be- 
coming defunct,  it  might  be  necessary  to  use  law  to  get  possession  of 
its  effects,  in  order  to  fully  carry  out  the  requirements  of  our  Constitu- . 
tion,  in  such  cases  provided,  I would  suggest  that  the  Grand  Officers 
be  empowered  or  instructed  to  have  this  Grand  Lodge  incorporated. 
This  course  has  been  adopted,  I believe,  with  a view  to  carrying  out 
the  wishes  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  expressed  in  a resolution  adopted 
in  August,  1867,  authorizing  the  Grand  Officers  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  have  the  Order  in  Ontario  incorporated.  The 
effort  then  put  forth  failed,  and  the  first  favorable  opportunity  that  pre- 
sented itself  was  embraced  with  the  above  result. 

25.  I would  again  suggest  the  advisability  and  almost  necessity  of 
passing  a law  to  pay  our  Past  Grand  Masters  mileage  and  per  diem  for 
attendance  at  our  Grand  Lodge  Sessions.  It  frequently  happens  that 
Past  Grand  Masters,  having  received  full  honors  from  their  respective 
Lodges  are  not  elected  as  Representatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and 
consequences  over  which  such  Past  Grand  Officers  (who  have  spent 
very  much  valuable  time  in  the  service  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
Order  generally)  have  no  control,  may  prevent  their  attendance  at  our 
Annual  Session,  and  thus  the  best  talent  the  Jurisdiction  possesses 
becomes  shelved,  and  we  loose  the  benefits  we  might  receive  from  their 
counsel  and  advice,  a loss  we  can  ill  afford,  when  so  trifling  expense 
would  almos't  ensure  their  attendance. 

26.  I find  that  Art  11,  clause  8 of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  has  not  been  observed.  I have  prepared  a book  with  a view  to 
carrying  into  effect  said  Law,  which  each  present  member  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  should  sign,  as  well  as  each  new  member,  upon  whom  the  Grand 
Lodge  Degree  shall  be  conferred. 

27.  One  of  the  injunctions  delivered  to  Noble  Grands  upon  their 
installation  is,  that  they  require  their  laws  to  be  frequently  read  in  the 
Lodge.  Were  such  a course  more  frequently  adopted,  I think  members 
would  be  greatly  benefited  and  many  appeals  prevented,  as  thus 
Lodges  would  understand  their  laws  and  more  faithfully  execute  them. 

28.  I have  prepared  and  herewith  submit  a table,  showing  the  rate 
of  mortality,  with  amount  of  benefits  paid  during  the  past  ten  years. 
Such  a table  may  be  interesting  and  useful,  as  Lodges  which  pay  certain 
benefits,  should  know  upon  what  basis  they  formed  their  promises. 

29.  The  following  appeals  have  been  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge, 
viz. : one  from  John  Richmond,  P.  G.,  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  Ham- 
ilton, appealing  against  the  action  of  Excelsior  Lodge  in  granting  sick 
benefits  to  Bro.  J.  W Ferguson,  as  set  forth  in  the  appeal : an  appeal 
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from  C.  B.  Taylor,  P.  G.,  of  Avon  Lodge  No.  41,  Stratford,  now  resid- 
ing in  Detroit,  appealing  against  the  action  of  Avon  Lodge  in  charging 
him  quarterly  dues  during  the  time  he  was  illegally  suspended  by  that 
Lodge,  as  set  forth  in  Lis  appeal.  Also  an  appeal  by  M.  Blume,  P.  G., 
of  Canada  Lodge,  No.  49,  against  tlie  action  of  Canada  Lodge,  in  elect- 
ing Bro.  Carmichael  to  the  office  of  Per.  Sec.  of  that  Lodge,  and  further 
appealing  against  the  ruling  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Bro.  H.  Blain,  in  the 
same  matter,  as  set  forth  in  the  appeal.  An  appeal  by  W.  D.  Kennedy 
P.  G.  , of  Covenant  Lodge,  No.  52,  against  the  action  of  Covenant  Lodge, 
in  reconsidering  an  unfavorable  ballot  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Courans,  and 
further  against  the  ruling  of  H.  Blain,  D.D.GM.,  in  said  case,  as  set  forth 
in  the  appeal.  Three  appeals  by  John  Smith,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  of  Hamil- 
ton. against  the  action  of  Unity  Lodge,  No.  47,  as  set  forth  in  Lis 
appeals. 

oO.  1 purchased  from  the  K.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
50  copies  of  the  revised  Digest  of  Laws  just  published  by  that  body, 
all  of  which  I have  sold,  many  to  subordinate  Lodges,  and  some  to 
individual  members.  I have  since  ordered  a further  supply  of  25  copies 
but  they  have  not  yet  come  to  hand.

Kentucky,  Nebraska,  Arkansas,  Minnesota,  Lower  Provinces  of  B.  N. 
A.  And  of  the  following  named  Grand  Encampments : — Illinois,  On- 
tario, Iowa,  Maine,  District  of  Columbia,  Wisconsin,  Ohio. 

Clause  32. — The  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  following  Lodges 
are  herewith  submitted : — Brock,  No.  9,  Chatham,  No.  29,  Covenant, 
No.  52,  Niagara  Falls,  No.  53,  Collingwood,  No.  54,  Maple  Leaf,  No.  57, 
Howard,  No.  58,  Kingston,  No.  59,  and  Florence  Nightingale,  No.  66. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 
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The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following  for  the  establish- 
ment and  working  of  Degree  Lodges  (provisionally)  : 

DEGREE  LODGES. 

Clause  1. — Whenever  it  may  appear  to  the  brethren  of  any  Lodge 
or  Lodges  in  any  district  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario,  that  it  would  be  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the 
Order  to  establish  a Degree  Lodge  in  such  District,  it  shall  be  proper 
for  them  to  authorize  ten  brothers  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  to  make  a 
written  application  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  that  effect. 

Clause  2. — Such  application  shall  he  signed  by  the  full  number  of 
the  brethren  so  authorized,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  Charter 
Fee  ($5),  by  a certificate  from  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  that  the  petitioners  are 
properly  qualified,  and  by  a certificate  over  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  or 
Lodges  with  which  they  are  connected,  that  they  are’ members  in  good 
standing,  and  that  they  have  been  duly  authorized  by  their  Lodge  or 
Lodges  to  apply  for  such  charter. 

Clause  3. — On  receipt  of  a formal  application  for  a charter  as 
above  required,  the  Grand  Master  may  issue  a warrant  for  the  imme- 
diate establishment  of  a Degree  Lodge. 

Clause  4. — As  soon  as  the  necessary  authority  shall  have  been  ob- 
tained from  the  Grand  Master,  the  brethren  petitioning  shall  summon 
all  Scarlet  Degree  members  in  good  standing  in  their  Lodge  or  Lodges 
and  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers;  after  which  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  shall 
duly  institute  the  Degree  Lodge  and  instal  the  officers  elect,  after  the 
manner  and  form  prescribed  for  the  institution  and  installation  in  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges — so  far  as  these  forms  shall  be  applicable. 

Clause  5. — The  elective  officers  of  a Degree  Lodge  shall  consist  of 
a N.  G..  V.  G.,  Secretary,  and,  if  required,  a Treasurer.  The  N.  G.,on 
his  installation,  shall  anpoint  a W.,  C.,  I.  G.,  O.  G.,  R.  S.  N.  G.,  and  L. 
S.  N.  G. 

Clause  6. — The  N.  G.  must  be  a P.  G.  having  the  three  P.  O.  De- 
grees. All  other  officers  must  be  Scarlet  Degree  members  in  good 
standing  in  a Subordinate  Lodge. 

Clause  7.— The  application  of  a brother  for  any  degree,  with  the 
fee  for  the  same,  must  be  received  by  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  where  he 
shall  be  ballotted  for  by  the  members  of  the  degree  for  which  he  ap- 
plies. If  he  be  not  opposed  by  more  than  three  brothers  present,  he 
shall  he  deemed  eligible,  and  a certificate  to  that  effect  granted  him  ; 
which  certificate,  on  being  presented  to  the  Degree  Lodge,  shall  be  its 
authority  for  conferring  the  degree.  Immediately  upon  the  conferring 
of  any  degree,  official  information  of  the  fact  shall  be  made  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Degree  Lodge  to  the  R.  S.  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Clause  8. — A Degree  Lodge  may,  with  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges  connected  with  it 
present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting  of  such  Subordinate,  charge 
its  members  an  entrance  fee  and  stated  dues.  Should  no  fee  be 
charged,  the  expenses  of  the  Degree  Lodge  shall  be  borne  by  the  Lodge 
or  Lodges  from  which  its  members  are  drawn. 

Clause  9. — A Subordinate  Lodge  may  provide  by  its  By-laws  for 
the  payment  to  the  Degree  Lodge  of  a part  or  the  whole  of  the  regular- 
charge  for  the  degrees  ; in  which  case  the  Degree  Lodge  shall  pay  to 
ibis  Grand  Lodge  8 per  cent,  of  the  amount  so  received. 
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Clause  10. — The  Degree  Lodge  shall  make  returns  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  every  six  months  of  the  degrees  conferred  during  the  term  past, 
and  of  its  funds,  particularizing  the  sources  from  whence  such  funds 
have  been  derived. 

Clause  11. — Any  Degree  Lodge  failing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  Clause  10  of  this  article  shall  pay  to  this  G.  L.  a fine  of  Two 
Dollars  for  every  month  that  may  elapse  before  its  semi-annual  return 
shall  be  placed  in  the  possession  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  12.— Any  Degree  Lodge  failing  to  make  a return  for  twelve 
months  shall  become  liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  its  charter,  which  may 
he  recalled  by  the  G.  M.  or  G.  L.  ; and  any  Degree  Lodge  failing  to 
meet  for  three  months  shall  become  extinct,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
tli 3 officers  last  installed  to  transmit  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  charter, 
books,  funds,  and  other  property  of  said  Lodge. 

Clause  18. — Degree  Lodges  shall  transact  their  general  business  in 
the  White  Degree. 

Clause  14. — Loss  of  good  standing  or  suspension  of  membership  in 
the  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  at  once  and  similarly  affect  the  member's 
standing  in  the  Degree  Lodge  ; a reinstatement  in  the  Subordinate 
shall  work  immediate  reinstatement  in  the  Degree  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Representatives  then  snbmitte  1 their  report  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES 
1 o the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodr/e  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  O.  F.  : 

Your  Representatives  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  submit  a synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  that  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  Forty-sixth  Annual  Session. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  on  Monday,  the 
19th  of  September,  1870,  and  closed  on  the  following  Saturday. 

All  the  officers,  four  Past  Grand  Sires  and  one  hundred  and  seven- 
teen representatives  were  present;  forty  Grand  Lodges  and  thirty-one 
Grand  Encampments  were  represented,  only  one  jurisdiction  (Arkansas) 
was  unrepresented. 

The  session  was  a very  busy  one,  the  whole  time  of  the  members 
being  devoted  to  work. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  are  able  and  instructive  docu- 
ments, written  in  so  concise  a manner  that  to  attempt  making  extracts 
from  them  would  do  them  an  injustice,  we  therefore  commend  a care- 
ful perusal  of  them  by  all  members,  feeling  assured  that  they  will  well 
repay  the  time  occupied.  They  show  conclusively  that  numerically 
and  financially  the  Order  made  great  progress  during  the  year,  and 
that  in  moral  and  social  standing,  it  bids  fair  to  take  the  foremost  place 
among  the  institutions  of  the  world. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire  affecting  this  branch  of  the  Order 
confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  are  as  follows,  viz : — 

A brother  renouncing  Odd  Fellowship,  his  Lodge  cannot  regard 
such  renunciation  as  a resignation  of  membership.  It  has  no  effect  what- 
ever upon  his  membership  or  standing  in  the  Lodge. 

The  position  of  the  Warden  is  in  front  of  the  Right  Supporter  of 
the  Noble  Grand. 

Final  cards  are  granted  only  by  vote  of  the  Lodge,  the  vote  to  be 
had  by  ball  ballot. 
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When  charges  are  to  be  preferred  against  the  Noble  Grand  of  a 
Lodge,  they  are  properly  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Grand,  to  he 
brought  before  the  Lodge ; but  there  is  no  reason  why  any  brother 
may  not  prefer  such  charges. 

The  vote  by  which  a withdrawal  card  was  authorized  cannot  be 
reconsidered  or  rescinded. 

Article  twenty-four  of  the  by-laws,  prescribes  the  regalia  for  Past 
Officers  of  every  description. 

A Grand  Master  when  visiting  as  such  in  his  own  jurisdiction  should 
wear  the  regalia  and  jewels  of  his  office. 

The  following  legislation  was  had  upon  reports  of  committees  on 
the  State  of  the  Order : — 

A member  of  a Subordinate  Lodge,  who  is  also  a Grand  Officer, 
may  vote  m the  lodge  at  an  election  of  Officers,  clothed  in  his  official 
regalia. 

The  Noble  Grand  of  a Lodge  has  no  right  to  put  a motion  to  a 
Lodge  while  the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  conducting 
an  election  therein,  or  installing  the  officers. 

The  official  visitations  of  Fred  D.  Stewart,  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  to  Southern  jurisdictions,  was  approved  and  his  work  commended. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Degree  is  not  a necessary  qualification  for  the 
office  of  D.  D.  Grand  Master. 

It  is  not  imperative  on  subordinates  to  have  the  duties  of  Chaplain 
regularly  performed  on  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies. 

On  reports  of  the  Legislative  Committee  the  following  was  adopt- 
ed viz  : — 

That  the  law  prohibiting  the  use  of  the  names  and  numbers  of 
defunct  Lodges  from  being  used  by  new  Lodges  be  not  repealed. 

That  no  Lodge-room  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Body 
shall  be  used  for  the  conferring  of  any  degrees  or  secret  work  not  pro- 
vided for  by  the  existing  laws  of  the  Order ; and  that  any  officer  of 
Subordinate  or  other  Lodge  or  Lodges,  who  may  aid  or  permit  such 
degrees  to  be  conferred  in  such  Lodge-rooms,  shall  be  guilty  of  a viola- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  Order,  provided  that  this  resolution  shall  not  be 
interpreted  so  as  to  affect  any  such  proceedings  as  may  be  had  in  such 
Lodge-rooms  by  other  secret  associations  not  under  the  color  of  Odd- 
fellowship. 

That  the  honors  of  the  Order  lie  accorded  to  D.  D.  Grand  Masters 
when  visiting  Subordinates  officially. 

That  Grand  Lodges  may  return  surrendered  charters,  unclaimed, 
for  not  less  than  five  years,  upon  the  petition  of  the  requisite  number; 
although  but  one  of  the  petitioners  may  have  been  a former  member  ; 
provided  that  it  must  be  apparent  that  due  diligence  has  been  had  to 
procure  the  required  number,  or  no  surrendered  funds  or  effects  shall 
be  returned  with  the  charter,  and  that  a charter  fee  be  paid. 

Several  cases  of  appeal,  most  of  them  involving  nice  points  of  law 
and  matter  of  considerable  importance  to  the  Order,  as  well  as  of  much 
interest  to  individual  members,  were  carefully  dealt  with  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals  ; and  were  fully  considered  and  discussed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  ; the  great  length  of  the  reports,  covering,  as  they  do, 
the  whole  ground  in  each  case,  must  be  considered  sufficient  reason  for 
not  copying  them  here  ; they  will  be  found  on  pages  4857,  5858,  4871, 
4878,  4875,  487G,  of  the  Journal  G.  L.  U.  S. 

One  of  the  reports  showing  the  necessity  for  strict  compliance  with 
rules  of  the  G,  L.  we  insert  as  follows  : The  Committee  on  Appeals 
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to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  S.  G.  Rigby  from  the  decision  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Lower  Provinces  of  British  North  America,  in  the 
case  of  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  2,  vs  John  R,  Harris,  respectfully  re- 
port : — 

That  said  appeal  fails  to  comply  with  nearly  all  requirements  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  in  cases  of  appeal.  It  is  not  printed,  but  a parcel  of 
loose  paper  containing  the  evidence  taken  by  the  Trial  Committee. 
(Journal  of  Grand  Lodge  of  United  States,  4339.)  therefore  your  com- 
mittee offer  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  not  entertain  said  appear. 

A Special  Committee  reported  on  the  subject  of  suspension  for 
non-payment  of  dues  and  reinstatement,  a series  of  resolutions,  the 
substance  of  which  is  as  follows  : — 

1.  One  year’s  arrears  subjects  members  to  suspension. 

2.  May  be  reinstated  within  one  year,  upon  payment  of  one  year’s 
dues,  comfortably  to  the  terms  of  the  local  law. 

3.  After  one  year',  upon  payment  of  the  fee  charged  for  initiates  of 
the  same  age. 

4.  Applicants  for  reinstatement  and  withdrawal  card,  to  join  an- 
other subordinate  in  same  jurisdiction,  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  suspension,  may  be  reinstated  and  granted  final  cards  upon  pay- 
ment of  one  years’  dues  and  the  price  of  card. 

5.  After  five  years  from  suspension,  a member  wishing  to  join  an- 
other Subordinate  in  same  jurisdiction,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a dis- 
missal certificate  upon  payment  of  one  dollar. 

6.  Any  suspended  member  for  non-payment  of  dues,  wishing  to 
unite  m another  jurisdiction  with  the  Order,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a dismissal  certificate  upon  payment  of  one  dollar. 

7.  In  all  cases  when  the  Subordinate  refuses  to  reinstate,  the  mem- 
ber applying  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a dismissal  certificate  upon  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar. 

8.  Provision  is  made  for  members  of  extinct  subordinates. 

9.  Authorizing  the  deposit  of  dismissal  certificate  to  be  provided 
by  Grand  corresponding  Secretary  as  supplies,  but  no  right  of  visita- 
tion to  attach  in  virtue  of  them.  Form  of  dismissal  certificate  pre- 
scribed. 

The  representatives  of  Indiana  placed  upon  the  journal  their  pro- 
test against  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  sixth  and  seventh 
resolutions,  permitting  members  in  arrears  to  demand,  and  compelling 
Subordinates  to  grant,  certificates  of  previous  membership,  writh  no 
power  to  prevent  unworthy  members  obtaining  readmission  in  another 
jurisdiction  on  such  certificate. 

On  Digest,  the  committee  recommend  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopt, 
the  acceptance  of  Bro.  John  H.  White’s  Digest,  and  authorize  him  to 
complete  it  so  as  to  include  the  legislation  of  the  session  of  1870,  the 
publication  of  the  work  to  be  under  his  immediate  supervision,  three 
thousand  copies  ordered,  bound  in  a style  uniform  with  the  revised 
Journal,  and  price  of  the  book  to  be  fixed  by  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  at  a prescribed  percentage  on  cost. 

A report  was  adopted  authorizing  the  Grand  Officers  to  take  the 
proper  steps  for  introducing  the  order  into  Barbadoes. 

A Special  Committee  laid  on  the  table  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, to  authorize  payment  of  mileage  and  per  diem  to  Past  Grand 
Sires. 

A Special  Committee  of  which  Representative  Harmon,  of  Cali- 
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forma,  is  Chairman,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a general  revision  of  the 
Constitution,  and  to  present  such  revised  work  at  the  next  session. 

A resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  Subordinates  to  admit  as 
non-beneficial,  lion-affiliated  Odd  Fellows  who  have  been  in  member- 
ship for  ten  consecutive  years,  and  who  are  over  fifty  years  of  age,  up- 
on terms  to  be  prescribed  by  the  local  law. 

A Special  Committee  reported  at  length  on  schools  and  asylums, 
commending  the  subject  to  the  earnest  favor  of  the  Grand  Bodies,  and 
inviting  early  attention  in  the  premises. 

On  the  subject  of  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into  Germany,  the 
Grand  Lodge  approved  the  course  pursued  by  the  Grand  Sire  and 
Grand  Secretary,  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  service  render- 
ed by  the  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  Baron  Gerolt,  and  the 
Hon.  George  Bancroft,  Generals  Banks  and  Scliurz,  and  tender  thanks 
to  them. 

The  appointment  of  John  F.  Morse,  P.  G.  M.,  as  special  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  for  the  Germanic  States  and  Switzerland,  was  fully  endor- 
sed, and  a vote  of  thanks  was  ordered  to  Templar  Lodge,  San  Fran- 
cisco, for  the  open  hearted  gift  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  in  aid  of  the 
work  of  establishing  the  Order  ;n  Germany. 

On  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  several  reports  and  resolutions  were 
submitted,  debated  and  action  taken  thereon,  the  reports  will  be  found 
on  pages  4900,  4901,  4902,  4908,  4828. 

A report  was  adopted  recommending  that  in  all  cities  and  towns 
where  Odd  Fellows  are  associated  in  considerable  numbers,  efforts 
should  be  made  to  connect  with  their  Lodges,  Odd  Fellows’  Libraries, 
and  setting  forth  that  the  object  is  one  of  great  importance  and  its 
encouragement  is  promotive  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Order. 

It  was  resolved,  that  the  representatives  be  requested  to  inform 
their  respective  jurisdictions  that  all  Lodges  subordinate  to  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  whenever  desiring  to  submit  their 
respective  Constitutions,  or  amendments  thereto,  to  this  Grand  Body 
for  approval,  shall  be  required  first  to  furnish  the  Grand  Secretary  a 
complete  copy  of  their  Constitution,  with  all  amendments  thereto, 
accomapnied  with  a certificate  from  the  State  Grand  Lodge  or  En- 
campment, or  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  (when  such  Lodge 
or  Encampment  may  be  under  the  immediate  care  or  jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States)  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and 
the  seal  of  the  Grand  Body  or  Subordinate  attached. 

A resolution  was  adopted  to  the  effect  that  no  Lodge,  Encamp- 
ment or  Degree  Lodge,  shall  hold  any  meeting  for  work  or  business  up- 
on Sunday,  except  for  funeral  purposes. 

A committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  prepare  a more  suitable  fun- 
eral service,  and  report  the  same  at  next  session. 

In  secret  session  a recognition  sign  was  adopted,  with  unanimous 
and  decided  approval. 

Several  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  proposed,  and,  under 
the  rule,  laid  over  until  next  session,  they  propose  change  of  name  ; 
change  in  the  number  of  votes  required  to  alter  the  work  ; that  except 
on  this  continent  the  age  at  which  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Order  be  left  to  local  legislation  ; biennial  instead  of  annual  meetings, 
and  that  the  place  of  meeting  shall  not  be  elsewhere  than  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  oftener  than  once  in  three  years.

Nos.  1 and  6,  to  Committee  on  Petitions.

H,  C.  Bingham,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Order,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  seriatim,  as 
read  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  0.  F. 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  Order,  offer  as  their  report  the  following  re- 
solutions : — 

1 Resolved, — That  the  consideration  of  clause  8 and  11,  G.  M’s.  Address, 
properly  belong  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  and  that  they  be  so  referred. 

2 Resolved, — That  G.  M.’s  decision  No.  1 be  approved. 

3 Resolved, — That  G.  M.’s  decision  No.  2 be  approved. 

4 Resolved,— That  G.  M.’s  decision  No.  3 be  approved. 

5 Resolved, — That  G.  M.’s  decision  No.  4 be  amended  so  as  to  read:  “Yes, 
either  by  initiation  or  by  obtaining  a Card  from  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  which 
he  belongs.” 

6 Resolved, — That  G.  M.'s  decision  No’ 5 be  approved,  when  he  has  the  term 
P.  W.,  except  in  his  own  jurisdiction. 

7 Resolved, — That  G.  M ’s  decision  No.  6 be  approved. 

8 Resolved, — ThatG.  M.’s  decision  No.  7 be  approved. 

9 Resolved, — That  G.  M.’s  decision  No.  8 be  approved. 

In  the  election  of  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  when  there  are  two  a 
tie  and  the  lowest,  should  they  both  be  dropped,  or  should  the  N.  G give  his 
casting  vote  which  of  the  two  should  be  dropped?  and  2nd,  If  the  two  lowest  are 
a tie  and  there  are  only  three  altogether,  should  the  highest  be  declared  elected 
or  proceed  to  ballot  for  him  so  that  he  may  have  the  proper  majority.

Is  it  necessary  for  all  the  appointed  officers  in  Excelsior  Lodge  to  have  at- 
tained the  Scarlet  Degree. 

12  Resolved, — That  question  by  Excelsior  Lodge,  be  answered:  “No,  unless 
the  By-laws  require  it.” 

When  a Visiting  Brother  will  not  comply  with  the  decisions  of  the  Lodge, and 
will  not  retire  when  requested,  what  steps  should  the  Lodge  take  to  have  the  N. 
G.  obeyed  ? 

13  Resolved, — That  question  by  Excelsior  Lodge  be  answered,  “Prefer  a 
charge  against  the  offender.” 

Is  it  competent  for  a Grand  Officer  to  annouuce  himself  in  his  official  capacity 
and  having  received  the  grand  honors,  and  afterwards  when  a question  is  asked 
of  him  for  him  to  state  that  he  is  not  in  his  official  capacity,  but  merely  paying 
a friendly  visit  ? 

14  Besolved,— That  question  by  Frontier  Lodge  be  answered  : “Competent, 
but  pot  consistent.” 
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If  a candidate  for  membership  be  balloted  for  and  rejected,  can  the  Noble 
Grand  order  afresh  ballot,  without  first  the  Brothers  having  cast  the  black  balls 
request  a reconsideration  ? 

15  Resolved , — That  question  by  Frontier  Lodge  be  answered,  “No.” 

Is  a Brother  in  good  standing  entitled  to  benefits  for  one  week’s  sickness,  say, 
from  the  1st  of  August  to  the  8th  of  do.,  and  reported  out  of  care  of  Lodge  at  the 
latter  date. 

16  Iiesolved, — That  question  by  Frontier  Lodge  be  answered,  “Yes,”  unless 
By-Laws"say  he  shall  not  receive  benefits  for  first  week’s  sickness. 

At  the  regular  communication  of  Unity  Lodge,  No.  47,  held  on  Wednesday, 
the  12th  day  of  July,  1871,  on  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  being  read, 
Bro  P.  G.  John  Smith  made  several  objections  to  them;  one  of  his  objections  was 
ordered  to  be  corrected,  the  others  being  over-ruled  the  N.  G.  declared  the  min- 
utes confirmed'  Bro.  P G.  John  Smith  still  objecting,  he  was  called  to  order  by 
the  N.  G.  . Bro  P.  G;  John  Smith  then  stated  that  he  was  there  as  D.  D.  G,  M. 
on  official  business,  that  the  N.  G.  had  no  power  to  call  him  to  order,  and  gave 
notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Lodge  he  would  bring  in  a charge  of  Insub- 
ordination agamst  the  Lodge  and  demand  its  Charter. 

The  Lodge  has  since  heard  nothing  more  of  the  matter,  and  now  wish  to 
know  what  action  they  can  take  to  obtain  reparation  for  the  indignity  offered  to 
the  Lodge  bj'  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  Bro.  John  Smith. 

17  Resolved, — That  question  by  Unity  Lodge  be  answered  as  follows:  “Try 

him  for  insubordination  ” 

Is  it  right  on  the  election  of  a Degree  Master,  for  those  having  no  degrees  to 
vote  for  such  officer. 

18  Resolved, — That  question  by  Corinthian  Lodge  be  answered:  “Yes,  where 
a Subordinate  Lodge  confers  its  own  degrees. 

Would  it  be  consistent  with  the  rules  of  our  Order,  t*  provide  that  in  the 
event  of  a member  in  good  standing  withdrawing  by  card  and  going  to  another 
Lodge,  for  the  Lodge  from  which  he  withdraws  to  provide  that  the  benefits  con- 
tinue for  six  months  after  said  withdrawal  ? 

19  Resolved, — That  question  by  Florence  Nightingale  Lodge  be  answered  as 
follows  : “May  be  done  as  a special  grant,  but  not  consistent  or  advisable  as  a 
rule.” 

Are  all  Charter  Members  forming  a new  Lodge  expected  to  pay  a fee  into  the 
funds  of  said  new  Lodge  on  deposit  of  Card,  or  only  such  of  them  as  were  old 
contributing  members  of  other  Lodges  ? 

20  Resolved — That  question  by  Rep.  Mara,  Lucan  Lodge,  be  answered  as  on 

page  409,  Journal  of  1870  : “All  charter  members  will  pay  the  regular  fee  for 

deposit  of  Card,  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  new  Lodge.” 

1st.  Has  the  Outside  Guardian  any  right  to  leave  his  place,  and  come  into 
the  Lodge  Room  and  vralk  around  at  any  time  he  pleases,  and  leave  the  outside 
door  unprotected,  without  the  consent  of  the  Noble  Grand  ? 

2nd.  Is  it  correct  for  him  to  go  in  and  out  of  Lodge  Room  without  giving  the 
usual  salute  to  Noble  and  Vice  Grands  ? 

3rd.  Has  he  a right  to  come  into  Lodge  at  his  pleasure,  and  go  round  the 
room  to  any  part  talking  with  the  brethren  and  moving  resolutions,  without  the 
Inside  Guardian  or  some  other  brother  being  appointed  to  take  his  position  while 
he  is  in  tire  Lodge  Room,  he  being  paid  to  attend  to  this  Office  ? 

21  Resolved, — That  the  three  questions  submitted  by  James  Smith,  P.  G.  M. 
come  more  properly  within  the  Province  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  and  the  N.  G. 
thereof. 

In  the  case  referred  to  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment, 
your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  entire  matter  is  based  on  two  ques- 
tions, viz  , “Can  a possessor  of  Encampment  Degrees  wear  regalia  of  such  de- 
grees in  a Subordinate  Lodge  ?”  and,  should  a brother  obey  the  decisions  of  the 
Lodge  he  is  visiting  ?”  We  therefore  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

21.  Resolved, — That  Encampment  Regalia  may  be  worn  in  a Subordinate 
Lodge  by  a visitor,  but  not  by  a member  of  the  Lodge. 

23.  Resolved,-  -That  the  decisions  of  a Lodge  during  its  session,  should  be 
obeyed  by  visitors  as  well  as  members.

That  we  have  had  the  question  at  issue  before  us,  and  the  evidence  produced 
is  such  as  to  show  conclusively  to  your  committee  that  Bro.  McIntyre  was  not  a 
member  of  Eureka  Lodge,  from  the  fact  that  the  N.  G.  had  declared  said  Brother 
to  have  forfeited  his  membership,  for  nonpayment  of  dues,  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Lodge,  and  ordered  that  his  name  be  entered  on  the  Black  Book,  which 
was  done,  and  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  any  action  was  ever  taken  by  the 
Lodge  to  reinstate  him,  except,  so  far  only  as  the  Per  Secretary  appears  to  have 
continued  his  account  and  received  his  money,  which  your  committee  consider 
was  not  sufficient  for  reinstating  this  Brother,  as  that  could  not  be  done  without 
the  consent  of  the  Lodge  at  a regular  meeting.  With  these  facts  before  your 
committee,  we  consider  that  there  is  no  further  action  in  the  matter  necessary  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  than  to  report  that  Eureka  Lodge  No.  30,  is  fully  justified  in 
witholding  benefits  from  the  widow  of  the  late  Bro.  McIntyre.

Thomas  Brown,  Past  Grand,  asked  permission  to  appeal  to  the  R. 
W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  was,  on  motion,  granted. 
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Rep.  Cl.  T.  Campbell  submitted  the  following,  which  stands  as  a 
notice  of  motion  to  amend  the  Constitution  : 

Whekeas,  it  is  advisable  to  carry  out,  as  far  as  possible,  the  principle  of  allow- 
ing Subordinate  Lodges  free  control  of  the  expenditure  of  their  funds,  for  those 
charitable  purposes  contemplated  by  our  Order,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved, — 1st.  That  Clauses  6 to  10  inclusive,  Article  V.,  Constitution  Sub- 
ordinates, be  repealed,  and  the  following  inserted  in  their  stead : 

“Clause  6. — Every  member  qualified  as  required  by  the  By-laws,  if  rendered 
incapable  of  following  his  usual  occupation  by  any  sickness  or  disability,  not  oc- 
casioned by  immoral  conduct  on  his  part,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
general  fund  of  this  Lodge,  such  weekly  sick  benefit  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By- 
laws.” 

“Clause  7. — The  Lodge  shall,  by  its  By-laws,  make  such  provision  as  it  may 
deem  fit  for  the  payment  out  of  its  general  fund  of  benefits,  to  defray  the  funeral 
expenses  of  a Brother  or  Brother’s  wife,  and  for  the  relief  of  Brothers  in  distress 
or  other  deserving  persons,  and  also  for  the  payment  from  its  W.  and  O.  fund  of 
benefits,  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Brothers.” 

That  all  after  the  word  “quarter,”  in  Clause  4,  Article  V.,  Constitution  Sub- 
ordinates, be  struck  out,  and  the  following  inserted  : 

“This  Lodge  shall  place  such  portion  of  its  general  funds  to  the  credit  of  the 
W.  and  0.  fund,  as  it  may  see  fit,  provided  it  be  not  less  than  one-fifth  nor  more 
than  one-third,  the  remainder  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  benefit 
fund.” 

That  Clause  1,  Article  VIII.,  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge,  he  repealed  and 
the  following  inserted : 

‘ This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  each  Subordinate,  the 
sum  of  fiftv  cents  a year,  payable  half-yearly,  for  each  unsuspended  member  on 
its  books,  as  shown  by  its  semi-annual  returns.” 

That  all  after  the  words  “Grand  Lodge,”  in  Clause  9,  Article  IV.,  Constitu- 
tion Subordinates,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  inserted : 

“The  same  being  twenty-five  cents  for  each  unsuspended  member  on  said 
return.” 

Rep,  J.  Richmond,  from  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  agreed  to  :

49  and  50  are  contrary  to  Section  321,  page  71,  Digest,  and  By-law  53  is  contrary 
to  Section  1777,  page  379. 

Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38 — We  have  found  correct,  except  Nos.  79  and  82. 
which  ai-e  contrary  to  Section  321,  page  71,  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S-  By-laws  sealed 
but  not  signed . 

Avon  Lodge  No.  41 — We  have  found  correct,  except  By-laws  57  and  59,  which 
are  contrary  to  Section  321,  page  71,  Digest, 

Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  46 — We  have  found  correct,  except  Clause  1,  Article  1., 
which  is  contrary  to  Clause  5 of  Article  2,  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges, 
and  Clause  2,  Section  2,  .Article  VII  , which  is  contrary  to  Digest,  page  71,  Sec- 
tion 321.  By-laws  neither  signed  nor  sealed. 

Dominion  Lodge  No.  48 — We  have  found  correct  and  properly  signed  and 
sealed. 

Canada  Lodge  No,  49 — We  have  found  correct,  except  the  latter  part  of  the 
first  Clause  of  No.  11)  which  is  contrary  to  Digest,  page  7,  Section  11,  and  also 
No.  52,  which  is  contrary  to  Digest,  page  71,  Section  321 . By-laws  neither  signed 
nor  sealed. 

Covenant  Lodge  No.  52 — We  find  correct,  except  By-law  No,  52,  which  if 
contrary  to  Digest  page  71,  Section  321.  By-laws  neither  signed  nor  sealed. 

Niagara  Falls  Lodge  No.  53— We  have  found  correct,  except  No,  60,  which 
is  contrary  to  Digest,  page  71,  Section  321  ; No.  61,  which  is  considered  harsh 
and,  also,  impossible  to  practice,  and  No.  62,  which  is  contrary  to  Digest,  page 
379,  Section  1777. 

Collingwood  Lodge  No.  54— We  find  correct,  excepting  No.  51,  which  is  con- 
trary to  Digest,  page  71,  Section  321.  By-laws  signed  but  not  sealed. 

Maple  Leaf  Lodge  No  57 — We  have  found  correct,  except  Vo.  55,  which  is 
contrary  to  Digest,  page  71,  Section  321 ; No.  57,  also,  is  contrary  to  Digest,page 
379,  section  1777.  By-laws  have  seal  impressed  but  are  not  signed  by  the  officers , 

Howard  Lodge  No.  58 — We  have  found  correct,  except  No.  58,  which  is  con- 
trary to  Clause  321,  page  71,  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S.,  and  No.  60,  which  does  not  con- 
form to  section  1777,  page  379,  Digest. 

Kingston  Lodge  No.  59 — We  have  found  correct,  except  Clause  3,  Article  III, 
and  Clause  2,  Article  XIII,,  which  are  contrary  to  Section  321.  page  71,  Digest, 
as  also  Clause  4,  Article  XllI  , which  is  not  in  accordance  with  Section  1777, page 
379,  Digest. 

Wardsville  Lodge  No.  60 — We  have  found  correct,  with  the  following  ex- 
ceptions: The  latter  part  of  By-law  38  contravenes  Clause  5,  Article  V.,  Consti- 
tution of  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  By-laws  Nos  79  and  82  are  contrary  to  Digest, 
page  71,  Section  321.  By-laws  neither  signed  nor  sealed. 

Corinthian  Lodge  No.  61  We  have  found  correct,  except  By-laws  53  and  56 
which  are  not  in  accordance  with  Section  321,  page  71,  of  Digest.  By-laws  sub- 
mitted are  neither  signed  or  sealed. 

Huron  Lodge  No.  62 — We  have  found  correct,  except  in  the  following  parti- 
culars : By-law  N o.  6 contravenes  Clauses  7 and  8 of  Article  6,  Constitution  of 
Subordinates.  By-law  No  44  contravenes  Clause  10  of  Article  10,  Constitution 
of  Subordinates,  and  By-laws  Nos.  54  and  57  are  contrary  to  Section  321,  page  71 
Digest  G.  L U.  S In  Clause  33,  fourth  line,  the  word  ‘’time”  should  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  word  “term  ” By-laws  not  signed  or  sealed. 

Victoria  Lodge  N o.  64  — We  found  correct,  except  as  follows : By-law  No.  2 
makes  no  provision  for  returning  the  fee  ($2)  which  accompanys  a proposition  to 
a rejected  candidate.  By-law  43  is  contrary  to  section  321,  page  71,  Digest,  and 
By-law  45  is  contrary  to  Section  1777,  page  379.  By-laws  are  not  signed  nor 
sealed 
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Florence  Nightingale  Lodge  No  66— We  have  found  correct,  except  By-law 
52,  which  is  contrary  to  Clause  621,  page  71,  .Digest.  By-laws  are  neither  signed 
nor  sealed 

Hope  Lodge  No  69 — We  have  found  correct,  except  the  following  : By-law 
No.  6 makes  no  provision  for  returning  the  fee  ($2)  which  accompanies  a proposi- 
tion to  the  rejected  candidate-  By-law  N o 60  is  contraryto  Clause  5,  Article  V, 
of  Constitution.  By-law  52  and  56  are  contrary  to  Section  321,  page  71,  Digest. 
By-law  58  is  contrary  to  Section  1777,  page  379,  Digest  By-law  64  is  contraryto 
Cla.uses  7 and  8,  of  Article  VI  , Constitution-  In  By-laws  25,  26  and  27,  no  pro- 
vision is  made  for  admitting  Ancient  Odd-Fellows,  over  50  years  of  age.  as  pro- 
vided by  Clause  5,  Article  it.,  of  the  Constitution

are  contrary  to  Section  321,  page  71,  Digest.  By-laws  submitted  are  neither 
signed  nor  sealed

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We  find  by  the  Report- of  The  Toronto  Lodge  No.  71,  that  J.  H.  Cornish  was 
regularly  elected  one  of  the  Representatives,  but  at  the  meeting  of  the  Lodge 
held  on  August  5th  he  resigned  his  position,  and  that  P.  G.,  M.  E.  Snider,  of  Co- 
venant Lodge  No.  52,  was  regularly  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.

This  is  the  largest  number  of  Lodges  ever  instituted  in  any  one 
year  in  this  jurisdiction.  It  must  be  gratifying  to  every  good  Odd  fel- 
low to  note  this  rapid  advance  of  our  Order  in  Ontario,  giving  such 
plain  indications  that  our  sublime  principles,  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth,  will  yet  assert  their  sway  not  only  over  our  own  country,  but 
over  the  whole  civilized  world.  I am  indebted  to  J.  B.  King  G.  S.,for 
instituting  Nipissing  Lodge, No.  79,  and  to  many  of  the  brethren  through 
out  the  jurisdiction  of  their  able  assistance  on  similar  occasions. 

The  following  1 degree  Lodges  have  been  instituted  during  my  offi- 
cial term  by  dispensation  : 

Reynolds,  No.  1,  at  London,  instituted  by  D.D.G.M.,H.E.  Buttrey. 

Metropolitan. No.  2,  at  Toronto, instituted  by  I>.D.G.M.,F.T.  Barker. 

Burlington,  No.  8, at  Hamilton, instituted  by  D.D.G.M.,  J.  Richmond 

Yale,  No.  4,  St.  Catharines,  instituted  by  D.D.G.M,,J.  B.  McIntyre. 

I find  those  Degree  Lodges  to  be  a great  benefit  where  two  or  more 
subordinates  are  working — the  members  taking  a greater  interest  in  our 
degree  work,  and  being  more  uniformly  instructed. 

I received  a petition  from  five  members  of  the  late  Rond  Eau  Lodge 
No.  40,  praying  that  their  charter  and  effects  might  be  restored  to 
them,  as  they  were  again  prepared  to  work  the  Lodge.  I therefore  re- 
stored to  them  the  charter  and  resuscitated  the  Lodge  on  the  18th  of 
July,  with  five  applicants  for  charter,  two  admitted  by  card,  and  12 
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initiated.  The  Lodge  is  m good  hands.  I would  recommend  that  value 
to  the  amount  of  #115  35  received  by  this  Grand  Body,  be  returned  to 
Rond  Eau. 

I also  received  a petition  from  a sufficient  number  of  brothers  in' 
Toronto  praying  to  have  another  Lodge  instituted  in  that  city.  Hear- 
ing that  difficulties  had  arisen  between  the  members  of  some  of  the 
lodges,  I called  the  Grand  Secretary  to  my  assistance,  and  visited  To- 
ronto, in  order  to  affect,  if  possible,  an  amicable  settlement.  After 
hearing  both  sides  of  the  question,  I thought  it  advisable  not  to  grant 
the  required  dispensation,  but  recommended  the  apphcants  to  again 
affiliate  with  their  lodges,  until  harmony  would  be  restored.  My  advice 
was  readily  followed  with  one  or  two  exceptions. 

I also  received  several  communications  from  Stratliroy,  with  a view 
to  the  organization  of  a second  lodge  in  that  town,  but  believing  that 
the  brethren  of  Howard  Lodge  were  not  prepared  for  “swarming,”  and 
that  the  interests  of  the  Order  would  not  be  advanced  by  such  a pro- 
ceeding, I refused  my  consent. 

VISITATIONS. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  I have  visited  every 
Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  during  the  year.  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
duty  I have  travelled  eight  thousand  miles,  and  the  time  occupied  in  so 
doing  has  not  been  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty  days.  Although 
this  has  been  attended  with  considerable  labor  and  personal  loss  of 
time,  yet  it  has  been  to  me  a great  source  of  gratification  in  being  able 
to  meet  the  brethren  in  their  respective  lodges  ; and  I have  good  reason 
to  believe  it  has  not  been  altogether  unprofitable  to  them.  Everywhere 
I have  been  received  with  the  cordiality  and  fraternal  kindness  due  to 
a brother,  as  well  as  the  respect  due  to  the  Grand  Master  It  would 
be  impossible  for  me  to  refer  to  the  special  interest  attached  to  each 
visit.  Those  were  most  pleasing  to  me  where  I found  the  brethren 
harmoniously  engaged  m carrying  out  the  literal  work  of  the  Order  in 
the  lodge  room,  and  exemplifying  our  principles  in  their  intercourse 
with  each  other.  And  in  the  very  few  cases  where  I noticed  any  slight 
laxity  or  indifference  on  the  part  of  either  officers  or  members,  I was 
gratified  by  the  close  attention  they  gave  to  my  instructions,  and  the 
earnest  desire  for  improvement  manifested  by  all. 

On  Tuesday,  September  11,  1871,  in  company  with  D.  G.  M.  Mur- 
ray, I joined  the  brethren  of  Florence  Nightingale,  Corinthian,  Eastern 
Star,  Warriner  and  Durham  Lodges  in  an  excursion  to  Rochester, where 
we  received  such  a fraternal  greeting,  from  the  brethren  of  the  differ- 
ent Lodges  of  that  city  as  will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  who  partici- 
pated in  the  day’s  enjoyment. 

On  the  11th  of  October,  in  company  with  a number  of  brothers  of 
Brockville,  I visited  Ogdensburg  Lodge,  No.  98,  New  York  State,  where 
we  met  and  assisted  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Marshal  of  that 
State  to  instal  the  officers  of  said  Lodge  ; the  first  visit  of  any  Grand 
Officers  they  have  had  for  a period  of  over  twenty  years. 

A short  time  ago,  I received,  through  the  G.  S.,  a letter  from  the 
N.  G.  of  Barrie  Lodge,  speaking  despondingly  of  their  condition,  and 
asking  what  they  should  do  to  add  interest  to  their  meetings.  Think- 
ing the  brethren  would  be  benefitted  by  a special  visitation,  I called  to 
my  assistance  Grand  Representative  Woodyatt,  and  on  the  evening  of 
the  we  met  with  them  and  installed  their  officers,  after 

which  they  were  addressed  and  encouraged  at  some  length,  more  parti- 
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cularly  by  Bro.  Woodyatt.  I feel  justified  in  saying  that  we  left  the 
brothers  of  that  lodge  much  the  better  for  our  visit. 

DEDICATIONS,  ETC. 

On  November  1st  assisted  by  P.  G.  M.  Bingham  and  other 
brethren,  I dedicated  the  new  and  commodious  Hall  of  Howard  Lodge 
to  the  principles  of  our  Order  in  the  presence  of  a large  audience,  after 
which  a very  pleasant  and  profitable  evening  was  spent. 

On  the  9th  November,  assisted  by  P.  G.  M.’s  McAfee  and  Smith, 
and  a large  number  of  brethren.from  Windsor,  Wardsville,  Bothwell, 
Newbury  and  Detroit,  I dedicated  a spacious  and  beautiful  hall  to  the 
principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  for  Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29. 

The  new  Hall  erected  by  the  members  of  Friendship  Lodge  was 
duly  dedicated  by  P.  G.  M.  Bingham  acting  as  Grand  Master.  This  is 
a beautiful  structure,  an  oni ament  to  the  place  and  a credit  to  the 
members  of  the  Lodge. 

On  June  17th,  assisted  by  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary,  and  the 
members  of  Avon  Lodge,  Stratford,  I laid  the  corner  stone  of  a.n  Odd- 
Fellows  Hall  in  the  town  of  Stratford,  which  will  soon  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupation. When  completed  it  will  be  the  largest  building  owned  by  any 
lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  will  be  a credit  to  the  Order  as  well  as  an 
ornament  to  the  town. 

RELIEF. 

Clause  2. — On  the  11th  October  I issued  a circular  to  the  Lodges, 
appeahng  to  them  for  aid  on  behalf  of  the  sufferers  by  the  great  fire  in 
Chicago,  and  right  nobly  did  they  respond  to  the  call,  contributing  for 
that  purpose  nearly  $2,000.  I appointed  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary, 
J.  Woodyatt,  Grand  Representative,  and  A.  D.  Clement,  Grand  Trea- 
surer, a committee  to  receive  donations  and  forward  to  the  commit- 
tee at  Chicago  ; which  duty  they  faithfully  performed.  They  have  my 
warmest  thanks.  Circular  and  report  of  the  committee  are  annexed  to 
this  report. 

Some  of  the  Lodges  also  contributed  to  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  in 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  to  the  amount  of  nearly  three  thousand  dollars. 

DISPENSATIONS  AND  DECISIONS. 

Clause  3. — Dispensations  have  been  granted  to  several  Lodges  in 
connection  with  minor  matters  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  particularize. 
Among  others  was  one  to  Barrie  Lodge  ; permitting  the  election  of  a 
Scarlet  Degree  member  as  Noble  Grand— all  qualified  members  refusing 
to  serve. 

A great  variety  of  questions  have  been  submitted  to  me  for  ruling  ; 
but  as  they  have  been  all  plainly  answered  by  a reference  to  our  laws, 
I have  not  considered  them  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  especially 
noted,  except  the  following,  which  will  come  before  you  in  connection 
with  an  appeal. 

Question — Is  an  applicant  for  admission  by  card  to  be  dealt  with  ac- 
cording to  our  constitution,  or  according  to  Digest,  clause  158  ? 

Answer — According  to  our  constitution,  where  three  or  more  black 
balls  appear,  the  applicant  must  be  declared  rejected. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Clause  4. — I have  according  to  resolution  of  last  session,  page  806) 
journal  of  proceedings,  appointed  a committee  on  laws  of  subordinates) 
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consisting  of  the  following  named  Bros.  H.  C.  Bingham,  T.  Partridge, 
Cl.  T.  Campbell,  F.  T.  Barker  and  Henry  Robertson.  The  same  brethren 
were  also  appointed  a committee  on  constitution  of  Degree  Lodge. 
(Journal  of  1871, 

I have  also  appointed  a committee  on  dividing  the  jurisdiction  into 
districts  as  authorized  by  resolution  of  Grand  Lodge,  page  795,  proceed- 
ings 1871  ; said  committee  consisting  of  Bros.  James  Smith,  R.  Wigmore, 
Wm.  Bissell,  W.  N.  Ford  and  John  Hunter, 

Clause  5. — At  our  present  rate  of  increase,  in  two  or  three  years 
there  will  be  no  Lodge  room  in  the  Province  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date this  Grand  Lodge.  I would  therefore  recommend  that  the  consti- 
tutisn  be  so  amended  that  one  representative  suffice  for  a Ludge  of  one 
hundred  members  or  less,  and  that  no  Lodge  have  more  than  two  re- 
presentatives. 

I would  further  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  pay  the  officer 
called  upon  to  institute  new  Lodges,  as  in  many  cases  the  Lodge  insti- 
tuted is  not  in  a position  to  pay  that  brother,  and  some  of  my  predeces- 
sors are  not  yet  refunded  their  money  expended  by  them  to  reach 
several  of  these  places. 

Clause  6. — I have  granted  a withdrawal  card  to  Bro.  Wm.  Allen, 
of  late  Rose  Lodge,  Amlierstburg,  and  to  Bro.  Wm  Scott,  of  the  old 
Oxford  Lodge,  Woodstock,  also  several  dismissal  certificates  to  brothers 
desirous  of  instituting  new  Lodges. 

Clause  7. — Several  communications  in  reference  to  a disputed 
election  to  membership  in  Toronto  ; one  from  John  McMath,  complain- 
ing that  the  action  of  Erie  Lodge  in  his  case,  and  others  of  various  de- 
grees of  importance,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

I have  received  satisfactory  and  cheering  reports  from  the  follow- 
ing District  Deputies  : C.  J.  Dewey,  Brockville ; J.  B.  McIntyre,  St. 
Catharines  ; Cl.  T.  Campbell,  Woodstock  ; F.  T.  Barker,  Toronto  ; 
John  P.  doling,  Chatham  ; Hugh  McColl,  Stratliroy  ; H.  E.  Buttery, 
London;  G.  W.  Hare,  Pt.  Burwell ; E.  R.  Carpenter,  Collingwood. 
From  more  than  three-fourtlis  of  the  districts  I have  received  no  offi- 
cial information  whatever.  Brothers  who  take  the  office  of  D.  D.  G. 
M.,  seem  to  forget  that  they  have  duties  to  perform  as  well  as  honors 
to  bear. 

Clause  8. — I refer  you  to  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report  for  the 
statistics  of  the  Order  in  Ontario  for  the  year.  From  that  you  will 
receive  conclusive  evidence  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  unexampled 
prosperity — far  beyond  anything  in  the  previous  history  of  our  juris- 
diction. With  66  Lodges  working  with  a membership  of  over  5.000, 
we  have  certainly  every  reason  to  feel  proud  of  our  numerical  in- 
crease ; while  we  can  point  with  satisfaction  to  the  results  of  our 
benevolent  labors  in  the  expenditure  of  over  $6,000  for  relief. 

Let  our  past  success  only  stimulate  us  to  renewed  exertions,  so 
that  we  may  make  our  beloved  Order  a mighty  influence  for  good  in 
the  land.  Let  every  brother,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  remem- 
ber his  obligations,  and  faithfully  perform  his  allotted  task ; so  shall 
our  future  prosperity  exceed  our  brightest  hopes.

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  Annual  Report  and  Financial 
Statement,  and  Statistical  Tables,  as  follows  : 

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master , Officers  and  Repret eutatives  of  the  R,  W. 

Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  : 

In  accordance  with  the  law  defining  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, I have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  following,  my  sixth  annual 
report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year,  and  before  proceeding  further, 
I take  pleasure  in  congratulating  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  very 
great  increase  in  Lodges  and  Membership,  upon  the  harmony  that 
prevails,  and  upon  the  liberalitv  that  has  been  shown  by  the  Brother- 
hood in  response  to  the  several  calls  for  relief  during  the  past  year. 

1.  The  resolution  instructing  me  to  convey  the  thanks  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  Great  Western  and  Grand  Trunk  Railways,  for  reduced 
fares  to  Toronto,  has  been  attended  to,  and  believing  that  by  a personal 
interview  with  W.  K.  Muir,  Esq.,  the  manager  of  the  G.  W.  R..  I could 
obtain  still  further  reduction  of  rates  to  oui  Representatives,  I waited 
upon  that  gentleman,  accompanied  by  Bro.  J.  Barr,  P.  G,  M.,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  half  fares  for  the  Brothers  and  their  families,  which 
is  quarter  fare  less  than  formerly  granted  by  that  Company.  The 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  also  gives  us  double  journey  tickets  for  single 
fare. 

2.  The  resolution  authorizing  the  printing  of  five  hundred  copies 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Session  of  1871,  was  carried  out,  and 
as  soon  as  printed,  copies  wTere  sent  to  each  Officer,  Representative, 
Lodge,  and  State  Grand  Lodges,  and  Grand  Encampments. 

3.  In  accordance  with  permission  given,  I had  made  a large  and 
commodious  desk,  suitable  for  the  increasing  business  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  it  being  too  large  and  cumbersome  to  carry  from  place  to  place, 
I have  had  the  old  desk  refitted  for  travelling  purposes. 

4-  The  loan  to  the  Grand  Encampment  was  renewed,  and  an  addi- 
tional one  liunered  dollars  that  body,  as  per  report  of  Finance  Com- 
mittee, page  464,  jour.  1871. 

5.  The  returns  of  all  the  Lodges  for  term  ending  31st  December, 
1871,  were  all  received  in  due  time,  excepting  those  of  Amity  Lodge 
No.  80,  Prescott,  which  were  not  sent  until  July — being  six  months 
behind — for  which,  according  to  constitution,  I have  fined  that  Lodge 
twelve  dollars. 

The  returns  for  the  term  ending  30th  June,  were,  for  the  most 
part,  promptly  sent  in,  and  show  that  more  than  the  Ordinary  care 
was  taken  by  the  Officers  in  making  them  out,  and  yet  there  is  vast 
room  for  improvement.  I have — very  reluctantly — compelled  to  close 
my  report  without  the  returns  of  Excelsior,  44,  Hamilton,  and  Barrie, 
63,  Barrie,  although  I have  used  every  effort  in  my  powTer  to  have  them 
in  before  doing  so,  hawing  telegraphed  the  officers,  and  held  my  report 
open  until  July  31st.  I would  suggest  that  some  legislation  behad  this 
Session,  with  a view  to  compelling  all  returns  to  be  in  prior  to  July  20. 

The  supply  of  blank  returns  becoming  exhausted,  I carefully  re- 
vised the  former  and  had  a supply  printed,  and  I believe  if  they  are 
correctly  filled  up,  the  statistics  compiled  from  them  will  be  reliable. 

6.  I fear  that  our  Grand  Officers  when  visiting  Subordiate  Lodges, 
devote  all  their  time  to  instruction  in  the  Secret  Work  of  the  Order, 
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neglecting  altogether  the  very  important  end  that  could  be  gained  by  a 
careful  scrutiny  of  the  books,  observing  that  the  minutes  are  properly 
written  up,  and  the  financial  hooks  correctly  kept.  As  the  prosperity 
of  the  Lodge  greatly  depends  upon  carefully  kept  financial  affairs,  I 
believe  it  would  be  profitable  both  to  this  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordin- 
ates, to  enact  such  legislation  as  will  tend  to  uniformity  m this  respect. 

7 The  expenses  of  the  year  have  not  been  increased  beyond  the 
sum  actually  necessary,  considering  the  large  number  of  new  lodges 
organized. 

8.  On  the  8th  of  October,  1871, 1 received  from  Mr.  J.  T.  Gilkison, 
of  Brantford,  the  Working  and  Degree  Books  of  the  late  Burlington 
Lodge,  No.  17,  Hamilton.  They  having  been  in  the  possession  of  that 
gentleman  since  the  Lodge  became  defunct. 

9.  Enquiries  having  been  made  by  a great  many  Brothers  and 
others,  as  to  the  mode  of  procedure  to  have  a Lodge  of  our  Order  organ- 
ized, I prepared  and  had  printed  a sheet  of  instructions,  attached  to 
which  is  a blank  application  for  a warrant.  I beleive  it  has  had  a 
beneficial  effect. 

10.  A law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S., 
requires  that  the  returns  of  all  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  shall  be  made 
up  to  December  31,  (instead  of  June  30,  as  formerly,)  and  require  'that 
Representative  Tax,  and  amounts  due  for  Supplies,  must  be  sent  with 
the  return.  In  compliance  with  the  circular  issued  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  U.  S,,  to  the  above  effect,  I forwarded  to  James  L.  Ridgely,  the 
account  for  this  year,  which  makes  the  expenses  account  show  having 
paid  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  for  two  years  1871-2. 

By  sending  cash  with  orders  for  supplies  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  U. 
S.,  a discount  of  ten  per  cent,  is  obtained,  a benefit  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  which  I have  availed  myself  of.  A further  increase  of  expenses 
appear  from  this  fact,  that  from  a number  of  localities  where  new 
Lodges  were  in  contemplation,  I have  been  written  to  know  if  I could 
supply  them  with  all  the  printed  supplies  necessary  to  the  working  of  a 
Lodge’,  finding  that  by  having  a number  of  books  made  up  at  one  time, 
I could  supply  the  new  Lodges  much  cheaper  than  when  getting  a 
single  set  of  books  up,  I ordered  of  Messrs.  Stewart  & Mathison  a sup- 
ply of  Order,  Receipt,  Question,  and  Blank  Books,  and  Registers.  The 
new  Lodges  now  get  for  $5  the  same  number  of  books  that  were  pre- 
viously charged  $7  for,  besides  a small  revenue  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
by7  way  of  profit  on  the  supplies. 

11.  In  reference  to  the  circular  issued  immediately  after  the  great 
fire  at  Chicago  appealing  for  aid  to  our  distressed  brothers,  the  sum  of 
$1857  90  was  raised  and  duly  forwarded  to  Bro.  E.  B.  Sherman,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Relief  Committee,  of  that  city,  and  its  receipt  duly 
acknowledged.  The  subsequent  disasterous  fire  in  Wisconsin  and 
Michigan  also  appealed  for  help,  and  the  sum  of  $260  92  was  sent  me 
for  the  aid  of  distressed  brothers  in  those  States.  A complete  state- 
ment of  the  Special  Relief  will  supplement  this  report.

John  Gibson,  being  present,  stated  in  answer  to  a question,  that  no  provision 
had  been  made  bv  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  for  conferring  the  Degree  of 
liebekah  on  qualified  Brothers  and  their  wives.  That  any  Officer  in  possession 
of  the  Degree  might  confer  it.  But  that  no  Officer  or  Brother  could  be  com- 
pelled to  confer  it ; any  Officer  or  Brother  n ight  refuse  to  confer  it  if  he  choose. 
The  Digest  states  positively,  (see  page  107,  sec  502)  that  certain  officers  of  a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  must  be  in  possession  of  the  Degree  before  they  can  be  installed- 

Question. — Whose  duty  is  it  to  confer  the  Degree  on  the  Officers  elect. 

By  Unity  Lodge  No.  47  : 

At  a regular  meeting  of  Unity  Lodge  No.  47,  a candidate  for  admission  to 
membership  being  balloted  for  was  declared  rejected— four  black  balls  being  cast 
against  him.  No  objection  was  made  to  the  ballot  that  evening.  At  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  four  Bros,  stood  up  and  stated  they  were  the  Bros, 
who  cast  the  black  balls  at  the  previous  meeting,  and  requested  a re-consider- 
ation of  the  ballot.  By  a vote  of  the  Lodge  it  was  allowed. 

Question — Was  the  re-consideralion  legal ; no  request  having  been  made  for 
one  on  the  night  the  ballot  was  taken  ? 

A motion  having  been  duly  made,  seconded  and  put  to  the  Lodge  by  the  N. 
G.  in  the  chair — can  any  motion  that  doeB  not  actually  amend  the  original  motion 
before  the  l.odge  be  put  as  an  amendment  ? 

By  Clinton  Lodge  No.  88  : 

Would  it  be  legal  for  a Subordinate  Lodge  to  elect  to  the  office  of  N.  G.  a 
Scarlet  Member  in  absence  of  all  qualified  Brothers,  and  all  Past  Grands  refus- 
ing, without  a dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  ? 

By  Walkerton  Lodge  No.  84  : 

Can  a Brother  while  acting  in  the  capacity  of  an  elective  officer  fill  an  ap* 
pointed  office  at  the  same  time. 

The  following,  Moved  by  Rep.  P.  B.  Hatch,  seconded  by  Rep.  M. 
D.  Dawson,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved — That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  per  Diem  be  instructed  to 
compute  the  mileage  for  this  session  at  the  rate  of  four  cents  per  mile  and  $2 
per  day. 

Rep.  J.  J.  Dyas  from  the  Committee  on  Distribution  submitted  the 
following  report  which  was  adopted  : — 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  O.  F.  : 

The  Committee  on  Distribution  beg  to  recommend  that  of  the  report  of  the 
M.  W.  G.  M.,  clauses,  1,  3,  4,  6 and  8,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of 
the  Order. 

Clause  2,  to  a special  committee  of  five  members. 

Clause  5,  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

Clause  7,  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Of  the  report  of  the  R.  W.  G.  S.,  that  clauses  1 and  2 be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Petitions  and  Correspondence. 

Clauses  3,  4,  7 and  10,  the  “Statement  of  Receipts”  and  “Recapitulation,”  to 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Clauses  6,  8 and  9,  and  the  “Statistical  Table  of  Lodges,”  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 
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Clause  11,  and  all  other  references  to  relief  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  to  the 
special  committee  on  clause  2 of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master’s  report. 

Clause  5,  to  the  Committee  on  Returns. 

All  of  the  R.  W.  G.  Treasurer’s  report  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

And  append  the  following  : 

Resolved — That  the  above  report  be  adopted.

That  the  report  does  not  bear  the  im- 
print of  the  Lodge  Seal ; that  there  is  a doubt  in  the  minds  of  your  committee  as 
to  the  figures  in  total  membership,  per  last  report  130,  and  present  membership 
139,  being  correct.  Your  committee  are  under  the  impression  that  the  49  mem- 
bers suspended  should  be  added  to  the  above,  making  it  read:  Total  membership 
per  last  report,  179  ; present  membership,  188.  But  this  does  not  effect  the  num- 
ber of  membership  in  good  standing,  viz.,  124,  as  reported.  Your  committee 
would  recommend  that  the  representatives  from  Excelsior  I.odge  No.  44,  be  ad- 
mitted to  seats,  and  that  the  report  be  returned  in  order  to  have  the  discrepancies 
filled  up  correctly,  and  would  recommend  that  it  be  included  in  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary’s report.

3rd — Can  members  arrange  to  omit  a meeting  on  account  of  not  having  suf- 
ficient Scarlet  members  to  form  a quorum  and  return  the  full  term  ? 

Rep.  Geo.  Midgely  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  ou  State  of  the  Order : 

At  a regular  meeting  of  Unity  Lodge  held  this  evening,  it  was  resolved,  on 
motion,  that  the  following  question  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a 
decision : 

Would  it  be  contrary  to  the  Constitution  to  have  a By-law  to  read  as  follows  : 

On  the  decease  of  any  bona  fide  member  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  in 
good  standing  in  the  Lodge, the  sum  of  $50  shall  be  allowed  as  funeral  benefits,  to 
be  disposed  of  as  provided  by  the  Constitution.  Also,  the  sum  of  $1  for  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Lodge  in  good  standing,  shall  be  likewise  appropriated  and 
paid  to  his  nearest  competent  relative  or  legal  representative.  Each  and  every 
member  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  taxed  the  sum  of  $1  to  reimburse  the  treasury,  and 
if  not  paid  within  three  months,  such  non-payment  shall  disqualify  the  brother 
from  any  Lodge  benefits  in  the  si  me  manner  as  if  he  was  in  arrears  for  Lodge 
dues. 

Rep.  C.  F.  Pashley  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

A member  of  Lucan  Lodge  wishes  to  know  if  our  Order  has  any  recognized 
mode  by  which  a member  may  ascertain  whether  a person  with  whom  he  is  in 
correspondence  by  letter  is  a member  of  otn-  Order,  other  than  by  a direct  ques- 
tion to  that  effect. 

Rep.  Geo.  Wright  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

A candidate  is  proposed,  and  proposition  is  referred  to  usual  committee,  which 
reports ; the  report  is  received  and  adopted ; but  previous  to  the  ballot  being 
t ken,  it  is  stated  that  the  candidate  is  suffering  from  congestion  of  the  lungs. 

Is  it  competent  for  the  Noble  Grand,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lodge,  to 
postpone  the  ballot  for  one  week  ? 

Rep.  H.  McColl,  submitted  the  following,  which  were  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

1st- -Is  a brother  entitled  to  get  the  semi-annual  P.  W.  at  the  first  regular 
meetings  in  July  and  January,  until  he  pays  the  quarterly  dues  in  full  in  advance  ? 

2nd — Is  he  considered  in  arrears  after  he  fails  to  so  pay  in  advance  ? 

3rd — What  is  the  proper  legal  mode  of  electing  Representatives  ? 

Jth — In  case  of  a vacancy  in  any  elective  office,  from  any  cause,  must  nom- 
ination, election  and  installation  take  place  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution, 
as  provided  for  regular  elections,  etc  ? 

5th — Is  a brother  who  takes  a withdrawal  card  entitled  to  get  with  it  the 
A.  T.  P.  W.? 

Rep.  J.  MeFedries  submitted  the  following,  which  were  referred 
to  the  same  committee  ?

Is  it  imperative  on  the  N G.  to  refuse  admittance  to  a member  of  another 
Lodge  who  has  not  the  term  password,  while  at  the  same  time  he  has  ample  evi- 
dence that  such  brother  is  entitled  to  such  password,  being  good  on  the  boohs  ? 

Can  a brother  be  admitted  on  the  travelling  password  alone,  without  card  ? 

The  following  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  : 

Moved  by  Rep.  G.  W.  Jessop, 

Seconded  by  Rep.  Wm.  Rodgers, 

That  Clause  No.  8 of  Constitution,  which  reads  : “ The  rejection  of  any  can- 
didate for  membership  shall  be  immediately  intimated  to  every  subordinate  Lodge 
within  the  Province,  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,”  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,  viz:  “ The  rejection  of  any  candidate  for.  membership  shall  be 
immediately  intimated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and  in  places  where  there 
is  more  than  one  Lodge,  to  the  other  Lodges  in  same  place.” 

Rep.  J.T.  Hornibrook  submitted  the  following,  which  were  referred 
to  Committee  oil  State  of  the  Order  : 

Can  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  give  his  decision  before  the  N.  G.  has  given  his  ? 

Can  a Committee  on  Character  report  without  first  seeing  the  candidate  in 
person  and  asking  him  the  usual  questions  ? 

Rep.  Thos.  Renwiek,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  same  committee  : 

A candidate  for  admission  by  initiation,  on  being  examined  in  the  ante-room 
was  found  to  be  unable  to  sign  his  name. 

Question — Was  it  legal  to  initiate  him  ? 

Rep.  J.  McFeclries,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

Has  the  N.  G.  the  right  to  witholdthe  term  P.  W.  from  a member  of  another 
Lodge,  who  has  an  order  for  the  same  from  his  Lodge,  while  a charge  is  pending 
against  such  brother  for  misconduct. 

Rep.  Isaac  Smith,  submitted  the  following  which  were  referred  to 
same  committee  : 

Is  a Jr.  Past  Grand  eligible  for  election  as  representative  to  Grand  Lodge  be- 
fore the  returns  are  made  up,  on  the  first  meeting  in  July  ? 

Has  the  N.  G.  the  power  to  appeal  to  his  Lodge  to  support  his  decision  in  op- 
position to  D.  1).  G.  Master’s  decision,  on  questions  of  dispute  ? 

Rep.  J.  W.  Jones,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

Does  clause  9,  of  article  2 of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  prevent  appli- 
cation for  admission  being  made  to  any  Lodge  of  this  Order,  by  a person  who  has 
been  twice  rejected  ? 

Rep.  G.  W.  Jessop  submitted  the  following,  which  were  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

Can  a Lodge  elect  a Degree  Master  when  one  is  not  provided  for  by  its  By- 
Laws  ? 

Is  it  competent  for  a N.  G.  to  give  the  term  P.  W.  to  a member  of  another 
Lodge  on  an  order  from  the  N.  G.  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  brother  is  a member 
when  it  distinctly  says  in  the  N.  G.’s  O.  B.  N.  that  he  will  give  the  T.  P.  W.  to’ 
no  one.  wb^is  not  a member  of  his  Lodge. 

Rep.  J.  O.  Campbell,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  same  committee  : 
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Can  the  proposer  of  a candidate  be  permitted  to  withdraw  a proposition  after 
the  Investigation  Committee  report  unfavorable. 

Rep.  Wm.  Murphy,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

Is  it  imperative  for  a brother  joining  a Lodge  by  card,  in  this  jurisdiction,  to 
have  the  Annual  T.  P.  W.,  he  having  been  a member  of  a Lodge  in  this  juris- 
diction.

James  Gillis,  of  Exeter  Lodge  No.  67  ; Bro.-  Thomas.  McAdam,  of  Maple  Leaf 
Lod^e  No.  57,  and  find  them  in  due  form,  and  would  recommend  that  the  obli 
gation  be  administered  to  them,  and  that  they  be  admitted  to  this  R.  W.  G 
Lodge  as  representatives  of  their  respective  Lodges.

After  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow  has  deposited  his  card,  a committee  appointed, 
reported  favorable,  balloted  for,  duly  elected  and  declared  so,  but  before  being 
introduced  he  demands  his  card.,  has  the  i^odge  a right  to  give  it  back  to  him  or 
not  ? 

Rep.  E.  G.  Chant,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

Is  the  Lodge  Doctor  expected  to  furnish  medicine  with  advice  ? Is  it  cus- 
tomary in  the  Order  so  to  do  ? 

Is  it  advisable  or  expedient  to  admit  Ancient  Odd  Fellows  over  the  age  of 
fifty  ? 

Would  this  Grand  Lodge  recommend  or  advise  Subordinate  Lodges  to  patro- 
nize the  Benevolent  Association  of  Hamilton  ? 

Rep.  J.  H.  Glass,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 0 

Is  a Scarlet  Member  who  has  not  passed  the  Noble  Grand’s  chair,  eligible 
for  the  office  of  Vice-Grand  in  a regulai-ly  instituted  Degree  Lodge  ? If  so,  can  a 
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Vice-Grand  so  elected  confer  Degrees  in  the  absence  of  the  Degree  Master  ? 

Rep.  Wm.  Lewis,  submitted  tlie  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  same  committee  : 

A brother  of  Excelsior  Lodge  gets  his  withdrawal  card  ; removes  from  the 
city  ; within  a year  returns  and  wishes  to  deposit  his  card  in  Excelsior  Lodge 
again.  On  submitting  his  card  the  N.  G.  decided  that  it  was  not  necessary  to 
ballot  for  the  brother,  though  some  of  the  brothers  drew  his  attention  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  necessary  to  ballot.  After  taking  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  the  N.  G. 
declared  the  brother  a member  of  Excelsior  Lodge.  At  a subsequent  meeting  of 
the  Lodge,  the  N.  G.  reversed  his  decision,  and  ordered  the  ballot  to  be  passed  ; 
the  result  of  which  was  the  rejection  of  the  brother. 

Did  the  fact  of  the  N.  G.  having  declared  the  brother  a member  of  Excelsior 
Lodge  constitute  him  one  ? 

Had  the  N.  G.  a right  to  reverse  his  first  decision  ? 

Rep.  John  Ritchie,  Jr.,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  same  committee. 

If  a brother  receives  from  another  brother  the  P.  W.  illegally,  what  is  the 
correct  action  to  take  in  the  case. 

The  following,  moved  by  Rep.  E.  Gf.  Chant,  seconded  by  W,  N.^ 
Ford,  P.  G.  M.  was  resolved  in  the  negative. 

That  this  Grand  Lodge  devote  one-half  hour  each  day  to  the  secret  work  of 
the  Order. 

Past  Grands  Edwards  and  Gawler,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  being  in 
waiting,  the  Chair  appointed  a Committee  who  waited  upon  and  intro- 
duced the  visitors. 

Reps.  C.  Vonguuten  and  Robert  Barbour,  of  St.  Mary's  Lodge,  No. 
36,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Order  : 

The  Representatives  of  St-  Mary's  Lodge,  No.  36,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  questions  for  decision.  The  case  is  as  follows  : 

A brother’s  wife  died  ; the  brother  was  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  $1  50. 
Our  new  By-laws  do  not  grant  any  funeral  benefits  for  that  purpose,  the  old  By- 
laws did,  and  the  omission  of  that  clause  was  regretted  by  the  Committee  and 
the  Lodge.  The  sympathy  of  the  Lodge  was  with  the  brother  to  present  him 
with  a sum  of  money  to  help  to  defray  the  funeral  expenses.  A notice  of  motion 
was  given  that  from  that  night  two  weeks,  it  shall  be  moved  that  the  amount  of 
fifteen  dollars  be  granted  to  the  brother.  At  the  proper  time  the  motion  was  put 
and  carried  by  the  Lodge.  The  N.  G.  demurred,  and  ruled  the  motion  out  of 
order,  and  wanted  the  case  deferred  for  future  consideration.  An  appeal  from 
his  decision  was  made  to  the  Lodge  and  said  appeal  was  sustained  by  the  Lodge. 

What  action  shall  the  Lodge  take, if  the  N.  G.  still  refuses  to  sign  the  Order? 
Or,  is  the  N.  G.  justified  in  the  course  he  is  taking  against  the  wishes  of  the 
Lodge  ? 

We  append  our  By-laws  with  the  questions  to  assist  in  the  decision.

1 —  In  regard  to  the  first  part  of  clause  five  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Master's  Report,  we  recommend,  and  now  give  notice,  that  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  motion  will  be  made  to  alter  Article  2,  clause  5,  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Grand  Lodge,  so  that  after  the  words  “shall  be”  in  the  sixth  line 
shall  read  as  follows— 75  or  less,  one  representative  ; from  75  to  150  two  represen- 
tatives ; and  if  150  three  representatives,  and  that  three  shall  be  the  extreme  num- 
ber any  shall  elect. 

2 —  In  regard  to  the  latter  part  of  Clause  5,  we  would  recommend  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  take  no  action. 

3 —  In  regard  to  the  question  of  Representative  E.  G.  Chant,  of  Durham,  No. 
78,  we  would  recommend  that  Article  2,  clause  8,  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordi- 
nate Lodges,  be  so  amended  that  it  shall  read  “The  rejection  of  any  candidate  for 
membership  shall  be  intimated  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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Ontario,  at  the  end  of  each  month  during  which  the  rejection  takes  place,  and 
that  in  cities  and  towns,  where  there  are  two  or  more  Lodges,  notice  shall  also  lie 
sent  to  each  of  them  during  the  week  of  such  rejection. 

And  we  would  further  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  he  instructed  to 
prepare  a tabular  form,  on  which  shall  be  entered  all  rejections,  expulsions,  sus- 
pensions,  &c.;  to  be  sent  by  him  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  at 
the  end  of  each  month. 

The  resolution  of  Representatives  Jessop  and  Rodgers  is  embodied  in  the 
foregoing.

“Is  it  competent  for  a N-  G.  to  give  the  term  P W.  to  a member  of  another 
bodge,  on  an  order  from  the  N.  G.  of  the  Lodge  to  which  the  brother  is  a mem- 
ber ?” 

We  reply,  Yes,  when  the  order  is  verified  by  the  seal  of  the  Lodge. 

4th — On  the  question  of  Representative  Murphy,  of  Wardsville  Lodge,  No.6(J 
as  follows  : 

“Is  it  imper-ative  for  a brother  joining  a Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  by  card, to 
have  the  A.  T.  P.  W.,  he  having  been  a member  of  a Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction?’’ 

We  reply,  Yes. 
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5th — On  the  question  of  the  Representatives  of  Brock  Lodge.  No.  0,  as  fol- 
lows 

“Has  the  N.  G.  of  a Lodge  power  to  retain  the  Chair  when  Degrees  are  about 
to  be  conferred,  the  Lodge  having  elected  a Degree  Master  ?” 

On  this  subject  we  can  find  no  legislation,  and  therefore  reply,  Yes;  but  that 
it  would  be  inexpedient  for  the  N.  G.  to  do  so.

4th— “Has  the  N.  (4.  the  power  to  appeal  to  this  Lodge  to  support  his  de- 
cision,in  opposition  to  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master’s  decision  ?” 

We  reply,  No. 

5th — From  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  83  : — 

“Would  it  be  legal  for  a Subordinate  Lodge  to  elect  to  the  office  of  N G.  a 
Scarlet  Member,  in  the  absence  of  all  qualified  brothers,  without  a dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  ?” 

We  reply,  Yes,  by  dispensation  from  theD.  D.  G.  Master

3rd— “What  is  the  proper  legal  mode  of  electing  Representatives  ?” 

To  this  we  reply  by  particular  reference  to  clause  7 of  the  Constitution  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  clause  8,  article  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  and 
clause  11  of  the  By-Laws  of  Howard  Lodge. 

4th — “In  case  of  a vacancy  in  any  elective  office  from  any  cause,  must  nomi- 
nation, election  and  installation  take  place  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
as  provided  for  regular  elections,  &c.  ?” 

We  reply,  Yes  ; except  that  installation  may  take  place  upon  the  night  of 
election,  in  the  case  of  filling  a vacancy.

To  the  It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  submit  the  following, — 

1 On  the  question  of  Constellation  Lodge,  No.  85,  as  follows  : 

“ (Jan  a proposer  of  a Candidate  be  permitted  to  withdraw  a proposition 
after  the  Investigating  Committee  report  unfavorably  ?” 

To  this  question  your  Committee  reply,  No. 

2.  On  the  question  of  Unity  Lodge  No.  <•?,  as  follows  : 

“Would  it  be  contrary  to  Constitution  to  have  a By-law  to  read  as  follows  : 
On  the  decease  of  any  bona-fide  member,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  in 
good  standing  in  the  Lodge,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  shall  be  allowed  as  a funer- 
al benefit,  and  be  disposed  of  as  provided  by  Constitution  ?” 

To  this  question  your  Committee  answer,  No. 

3.  Oil  the  question  of  Unity  Lodge  No.  47,  as  follows  : 

“ Would  it  be  contrary  to  Constitution  to  have  a By-law  to  read  as  follows  : 
The  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  member  of  the  Lodge  in  good  standing 
shall  be  likewise  appropriated  and  paid  to  his  nearest  competent  relation,  orlegal 
representative  ; each  and  every  member  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  taxed  to  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  to  reimburse  the  treasury,  and  if  not  paid  within  three  months 
such  non-payment  shall  disqualify  the  brother  from  any  Lodge  benefits  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  ne  was  in  arrears  for  Lodge  dues  ?” 

To  this  your  Committee  answer,  Yes. 

4.  On  the  question  of  Constellation  Lodge  No.  85,  as  follows  : 

“ The  Vice-Grafid  of  our  Lodge  was  elected  and  installed,  although  his  dues 
were  unpaid.  An  objection  was  raised  against  his  installation  by  the  Noble 
Grand,  but  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Brother  Symons,  proceeded  to  instal  him.  His  dues 
still  remain  unpaid.  Question : What  action  should  the  Lodge  take  in  the 

matter  ?’’ 

To  this  question  your  Committee  answer  : Prefer  a charge  against  the  D. 

D.  Grand  Master. 

5.  On  the  question  of  Constellation  Lodge  No.  85,  as  follows  : 

“Our  By-laws  say  five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  Question  : Must  those  five  members  have  the  ScarletDegree  ?” 
Your  Committee  answer,  No,  unless  By-laws  so  require. 

6.  On  the  question  of  Constellation  Lodge  No.  85  : 

“ Can  members  arrange  to  omit  a meeting  on  account  of  not  having  suffi- 
cient Scarlet  Members  to  form  a quorum  and  return  the  full  term  ?” 

The  answer  to  question  No.  5,  renders  answer  to  this  unnecessary. 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  :

The  Finance  Committee  desire  to  submit  the  following  Report  : 

They  recommend  1st— That  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  in  pro- 
curing the  necessary  desks  for  the  use  of  Grand  Lodge  (as  mentioned  in  Section 
3 of  his  report),  in  transmitting  returns  and  representative  tax  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  and  in  procuring  supplies  (as  stated  in  the  10th  section  of  his 
report),  be  approved. 

2‘  That  the  loan  of  $200  to  the  Grand  Encampment  be  renewed  for  another 
year,  in  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  in  the  communication  from  that 
Grand  Body. 

3.  That  while  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year  have 
been  very  reasonable  aud  marked  with  due  economy,  your  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  if  the  Province  was  judiciously  divided  into  districts,  and  suitable 
brethren  appointed  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  t\  e M.  W.  G.  M.  would  be 
saved  a great  deal  of  unnecessary  trouble,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  large  expense 
for  the  visitation  of  Subordinate  Lodges. 

4.  That  the  books  of  the  R W.  Grand  Secretary  and  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer 
have  been  examined  by  your  Committee  and  found  correct,  though  some  typo- 
graphical errors  and  other  mistakes  occur  in  the  printed  reports  of  those  well 
tried  and  efficient  officers,  which  your  Committee  have  corrected- 

5.  Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  payment  of  the  following  accounts 
which  they  have  examined  and  found  correct,  viz  : 

C.  E.  Stewart,  printing  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  $28.00  ; Buckingham  & 
Matheson,  printing  Grand  Master’s  Report  $6.55 ; the  R.  W.  Grand  Master’s  ac- 
count, travelling  expenses,  &c.,  for  the  year,  $443.10. 

6.  With  respect  to  the  “ Recapitulation  ” in  the  R W.  Grand  Secretary’s 

Report,  your  Committee  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  correctness  of  the 
memberhips  or  amounts  paid  for  relief,  but  find  the  Treasurer’s  statement 
correct  which  shows  the  sum  of  $3783.07  in  the  hands  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Trea  surer.  r 

7.  That  in  view  of  the  great  increase  of  labor  devolving  upon  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  the  great  importance  of  the  office,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that  his  salary  should  be  augmented  by  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  current  year.

Rep.  M.  E.  Snider,  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order. 

“Has  the  officer  instituting  a Degree  Lodge  the  power  to  take  the  name  of  a 
Charter  member  off  of  the  Charter,  he  being  absent  at  the  time  of  institution, 
sickness  being  the  cause  of  the  absence. 

Rep.  J.  O.  Campbell  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  same  Committee  : 

“The  Vice  Grand  of  Constellation  Lodge  No.  85,  was  elected  and  installed 
while  in  arrears:  can  he  hold  his  position,  or  must  the  office  be  declared  vacant 
and  another  election  had  ?” 

P.  G.  M.’s,  F.  M,  Foster,  D.  W.  Dean,  J.  Spragge,  and  W.  C.  Earl, 
R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  of  Ohio,  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  were 
most  attentively  listened  to, 

James  Woodyatt,  Grand  Representative  to  G.  L.  U.  S.,  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to  a special  committee  : 
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GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , /.  O.  O.  F. 

Your  Representatives  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution 
and  custom  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  submit  the  subjoined  synopsis  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  last  session  of  that  Right  Worthy  Grand  Body,  held 
at  the  city  of  Chicago,  in  September  last. 

On  arriving  at  the  hall  provided  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  an 
address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  John  G.  Rogers,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter, on  behalf  of  the  brotherhood  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  was  res- 
ponded to  by  Fred.  D.  Stuart,  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  in  an  able 
manner. 

The  following  decisions  were  made  by  the  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Sire  during  recess,  viz. : 

The  initiation  of  a candidate  is  only  complete  (finished),  when  he 
has  been  introduced  to  the  Lodge. 

1st. — When  an  officer  is  under  charges,  his  functions  as  such  cease 
until  the  question  of  his  guilt  or  innocence  has  been  determined  by  the 
Lodge. 

2nd. — A Noble  Grand  has  no  right  to  refuse  to  put  any  legitimate 
question  to  his  Lodge — his  differing  from  the  Lodge  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  matter. 

3rd. — It  is  a brother’s  right  to  vote  a secret  ball  ballot ; he  may 
conceal  or  expose  the  character  of  his  vote,  at  his  pleasure. 

4th. — Every  brother  present  in  a Lodge  or  Encampment  is  obliged 
to  vote,  unless  excused  bv  the  Lodge  or  Encampment,  and  no  particu- 
lar number  of  votes  is  necessary,  so  long  as  a quorum  is  present. 

5th. — There  is  no  reason  why  persons  akin  to  each  other,  no  mat- 
ter how  close  the  relation,  should  not  hold  office  at  the  same  time  in 
the  same  Lodge. 

6th. — Officers  elect  having  been  examined  m the  ante-room,  when 
they  enter  for  installation,  do  not  address  the  chairs. 

7th. — There  is  no  law  against  installing  officers  in  any  suitable 
hall,  outside  the  Lodge  room,  provided  the  form  of  public  installation 
is  used. 

8tli. — Questions  of  law  must  go  from  Subordinate  Lodges  to  the 
District  Deputy  or  Grand  Master.  After  a Grand  Master  has  decided 
a question  for  a Subordinate  Lodge,  said  Lodge,  if  not  satisfied,  can 
only  seek  redress  by  an  appeal  properly  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  said  Lodge  must  abide  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  until  said 
decision  is  reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

9th. — A Subordinate  Lodge  is  the  proper  tribunal  to  try  all  delin- 
quency where  the  charge  is  cognizable  under  the  laws. 

10th. — A brother  withdrawing  from  his  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  (with  others)  a new  Lodge,  and  failing  to  appear  when  the 
Lodge  is  instituted,  cannot  be  considered  as  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers. If  he  wishes  to  join  that  or  any  other  Lodge,  his  card  must  be 
presented  regularly,  and  he  must  be  balloted  for  according  to  law. 

11th. — No  Lodge  or  Encampment  has  a right  to  refuse  a dismissal 
certificate  to  a suspended  member  who  makes  proper  application  for 
the  same.  The  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  insure 
to  him  this  right,  and  Subordinate  Bodies  must  conform  to  them. 
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12tli. — No  brother  can  visit  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
except  upon  a voucher  from  a representative  from  the  State  from  which 
he  hails,  and  no  representative  is  authorized  to  vouch  for  any  visitor, 
unless  he  is  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge  and  Encampment,  is  a Past 
Grand,  and  in  possession  of  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  ; and  by  being  a 
Past  Grand  is  meant  having  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  inasmuch  as  it 
would  be  absurd  to  admit  a visitor  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  who  was  not  qualified  to  visit  a State  Grand  Body. 

1 otli. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  a State  has  no  power  to  appoint  a com- 
mittee of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  try  a brother  of  a Subordinate  Lodge. 
It  may,  however,  order  a Subordinate  Lodge  to  try  a member,  and  to 
the  order  the  Subordinate  Lodge  must  yield  obedience. 

14th.— A Lodge  may  appoint  or  elect  a Chaplain,  and  he  would  be 
called  an  officer  because  he  holds  an  office,  but  holding  that  office  would 
not  make  him  eligible  for  an  elective  office. 

15tli. — All  voting  in  the  Subordinate  and  Degree  Lodges  is  by  the 
U.  S.  of  an  O.  F.,  unless  otherwise  provided.  The  exception  is  not 
alone  to  a ballot  for  membership,  as  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire, 
1869,  would  seem  to  indicate,  but  to  advancing  to  degrees,  balloting  for 
withdrawal  cards,  suspending  or  expelling  members,  and  reinstating 
them,  electing  officers,  reconsidering  a ballot  for  membership,  when  the 
Yeas  and  Nays  are  ordered,  etc.,  in  which  cases  provision  is  made  by 
law  for  voting  otherwise. 

16tli. — The  honors  are  given  to  elective  Past  Grand  Officers  visit- 
ing outside  of  their  own  jurisdictions,  after  they  have  been  recognized 
(addressed  the  chairs),  and  have  been  introduced  to  the  Noble  Grand 
by  name  and  rank. 

17tli. — The  Grand  Sire  has  no  authority  to  revive  a defunct  En- 
campment instituted  by  a Grand  Encampment,  which  is  itself  defunct. 

18th. — Any  brother  who  has  retired  and  wishes  to  re  enter  the 
Lodge  (the  same  evening)  may  use  the  Yice-Grand’s  P.  W.,  or  the  P.  W. 
of  the  current  term  for  that  purpose. 

19tli. — The  Warden’s  position  is  in  front  of  the  R.  S.  of  the  Noble 
Grand,  and  he  cannot  deliver  his  charge  from  any  other  place,  without 
a violation  of  law. 

20th. — A Past  Grand  Master  has  a right  to  announce  his  title  as 
such  at  the  inner  door  when  visiting  a Subordinate  Lodge  on  ordinary 
occasions,  but  he  is  not  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  Order  unless  he 
visits  on  official  business,  which  he  should  announce.  Rank  refers  to 
the  highest  grade  or  title  attained. 

21st.— Members  holding  expired  withdrawal  cards  are  competent 
applicants  for  Charters  for  new  Lodges.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  age 
of  the  card. 

22nd. — A member  of  one  Lodge  can  prefer  charges  against  a mem- 
ber of  another  Lodge.  He  may  submit  his  complaint  to  his  own  Lodge, 
which  should  demand  or  request  an  investigation  of  the  charges  by  the 
Lodge  to  which  the  brother  charged  belongs.  Or  the  brother  com- 
plaining, may  place  the  charges  in  the  hands  of  any  member  of  the 
Lodge  to  which  the  accused  belongs,  and  the  said  brother  would  have 
a right  and  should  lay  them  before  his  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge  should 
take  action. 

28rd. — There  is  no  law  preventing  members  holding  dismissal  cer- 
tificates from  being  applicants  for  Charters  for  new  Lodges. 

24th. — There  is  no  authority  for  an  Elective  Officer  of  a State 
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Grand  Body  to  introduce  into  a Subordinate  Lodge  a brother  holding 
an  expired  withdrawal  card— it  cannot  be  done  legally. 

Decisions  numbers  2,  4,  5,  6,  7,  9. 10,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  18,  19,  20, 
21,  23  and  24.  were  sustained.  Numbers  1 and  17  were  reversed.  Num- 
bers 3,  8 and  11  were  amended  as  follows  : All  after  the  word  ballot 

in  No.  3 to  be  stricken  out.  Number  8 to  read  thus  : 

No  Lodge  or  Encampment  subordinate  to  any  State  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodge  or  Encampment  has  a right  to  present  questions  of  law 
direct  to  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  for  his  decision.  All  such  ques- 
tions must  go  through  the  channel  provided  by  the  local  law. 

Number  11  to  read  as  follows  : 

No  Lodge  or  Encampment  has  the  right  to  refuse  a Dismissal  Cer- 
tificate to  a member  snspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  who 
makes  proper  application  for  the  same.  The  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  insure  to  him  this  right,  and  Subordinate  Lodges 
must  conform  to  them. 

And  in  lieu  of  decision  No.  22,  the  following  resolution  was  substi- 
tuted and  adopted : 

Resolved , — That  in  the  absence  of  any  local  regulation  upon  the 
subject,  a member  of  one  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  desiring 
to  prefer  a charge  or  charges  against  a member  or  members  of  another 
Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  shall  present  such  charge  or  char- 
ges in  the  usual  form  to  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  if  he 
(the  accuser)  is  a member.  Said  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  forth- 
with forward  to  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  to  which  the  accused  may 
belong,  a certified  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges,  over  the  signatures  of 
the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  or  the  Chief  Patriarch  and  Scribe,  and 
attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment,  and  the  Lodge  or 
Encampment  to  whom  such  charge  or  charges  shall  be  sent  shall  pro- 
ceed to  hear  and  determine  the  same  in  like  manner,  as  if  preferred  by 
a member  of  its  own  body. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  also  drew  the  attention  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  following  resolutions,  emanating 
from  the  Legislative  Committee,  which  was  adopted,  and  which  read 
as  follows : 

Resolved , — 1st.  That  no  member  of  the  Order  shall  either  directly 
or  indirectly  use  or  sanction  the  use  of  the  emblems,  the  name  of  any 
of  the  titles  or  the  mottoes  or  the  initials  thereof  of  this  Order,  in  the 
prosecution  of  any  private  business  or  enterprise. 

Resolved — 2nd.  That  no  member  or  officer  of  any  Lodge  or  En- 
campment of  this  Order  shall  either  directly  or  indirectly  use  or  per- 
mit the  use  of  his  name  as  such  member  or  officer  in  any  private  busi- 
ness or  enterprise. 

Resolved — 3rd.  That  a member  of  this  Order  shall  not  use  any  o 
its  emblems,  its  name,  or  any  of  its  titles,  its  mottoes,  or  the  initials 
thereof,  in  any  advertisement  or  public  display,  not  authorized  by  some 
law  of  the  Order. 

Resolved — 4tli.  That  any  member  of  the  Order  or  officer  of  a 
Lodge  or  Encampment  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  of  the  offences  de- 
fined and  set  forth  in  the  three  preceding  resolutions,  shall  be  con- 
sidered guilty  of  a fraud  upon  the  Order,  and  shall  be  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  membership,  at  the  option  of  his  Lodge  or  Encampment 
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Resolved — 5th.  That  the  foregoing  shall  not  be  construed  to  any 
periodical  or  newspaper  now  published  or  hereafter  to  be  published  in 
the  interests  of  the  Order  in  good  faith,  by  a member  or  members  of 
the  Order  in  good  standing  ; unless  such  publication  shall,  under  cover 
of  the  interests  of  the  Order,  give  publicity  to  any  of  the  signs, 
emblems,  mottoes,  or  other  secrets  of  the  Order,  in  advertisements  or 
otherwise,  for  the  benefit  of  individuals  or  companies,  or  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  own  private  interests. 

Resolved, — Oth.  That  if  any  such  periodical  or  newspaper  shall  of- 
fend against  the  provisions  of  this  regulation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  to  warn  said  periodical  or  newspaper  to 
discontinue  said  conduct,  and  in  the  event  of  continuance  of  such  pub- 
lication or  advertisement  and  persistent  disobedience  to  said  warning, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  prefer  charges  against  the 
offending  party  or  parties,  before  his  or  their  Subordinate  Lodge,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Lodge  to  arraign  and  try  the  party  or 
parties  so  charged,  and  upon  the  conviction  of  the  offence  to  suspend 
or  expel  the  member. 

And  it  is  with  exceeding  gratification  to  be  able  to  report  to  you 
that  the  records  show  that  the  highest  degree  of  prosperity,  both  num- 
erically and  financially,  prevail  throughout  each  jurisdiction. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  an  appeal  was  decided  by 
the  Lodge  and  Rep.  Blain  asked  permission  to  appeal  to  the  li.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  The  subject  matter  in  substance 
was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  which  Committee  reported  a s 
follows;  The  following  resolution  has  been  referred  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee  for  consideration,  and  report ; 

Resolved , — That  in  case  illegal  ballots  be  cast  upon  ballot  for 
membership  in  a Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  (such  illegality 
being  that  the  brothers  voting  upon  such  application  were  disqualified 
by  the  By-laws  of  the  subordinate)  such  ballot  may  be  declared  void  by 
the  presiding  officer,  and  a new  ballot  be  immediately  had.” 

The  law  bearing  on  this  subject  is  to  be  found  in  section  ISO  of  the 
Digest,  which  in  effect  decides  that  it  is  competent  for  a majority  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  but  not  for  an  officer  alone,  to  order  a new  ballot 
when  an  election  is  either  fraudulent  or  illegal  ; but  when  the  election 
is  favorable,  such  order  must  be  made  previous  to  the  applicant's  in- 
itiation. The  ordering  of  the  new  ballot  in  such  cases  necessarily  in- 
volves the  abrogation  of  the  former  ballot.  The  Committee  do  not  re- 
commend any  action  on  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  existing  legisla- 
tion already  meets  the  question  raised  by  it.  They  therefore  ask  to  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

This  in  effect  reverses  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  last  year. 

Article  10  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
was  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Annual  Returns  shall  be  made  by  each  State  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Body,  in  which  shall  be  embraced  the  names  of  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe, 
the  time  and  place  of  the  next  annual  session,  the  number  of  subordin- 
ates under  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  aggregate  membership  in  good 
standing  in  the  same  ; as  well  as  the  aggregate  number  of  initiations, 
re-instatements,  admissions  by  card,  withdrawals  by  card,  expulsions 
and  deaths,  and  the  number  suspended  or  dropped  ; the  number  of 
brethren  relieved,  and  amount  of  such  relief  ; the  number  of  widowed 
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families  relieved,  and  the  amount  of  relief  ; the  amount  paid  for  bury- 
ing the  dead  ; the  amount  paid  for  the  education  of  orphans,  and  the 
whole  amount  of  receipts. 

Forms  of  these  reports  shall  be  furnishnd  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 
Said  returns  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording- 
Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
with  the  dues  thereon,  in  money  current  at  par  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland. 

Article  26  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
was  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  January  and  terminate  on  the  thirty -first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, and  all  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  shall 
make  their  annual  reports,  as  required  by  article  10,  to  correspond 
with  the  fiscal  year. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  be  permitted  to  add  that  much  valuable 
information  will  be  found  by  a careful  perusal  of  the  correspondence 
and  reports  of  the  several  officers  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  for  the  past  year.  ,

1st — The  notice  of  Representative  Cl.  T.  Campbell  for  repealing  Article  V. 
clauses  (5  to  10 inclusive,  of  the  constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  recommend 
that  it  be  not  adopted. 

2nd — We  recommend  that  the  notice  of  Representative  Campbell  to  repeal 
Clause  1,  Article  VIII,  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  substitute  therefor, 
“This  Grand  Lodge  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  from  each  subordinate,  the  sum 
of  fifty  cents  a year,  payable  half-yearly,  from  each  unsuspended  member  on  its 
books,  as  shown  by  its  semi-annual'  returns,”  be  adopted. 

Also,  that  the  amendment  to  Clause  IX,  Article  IV,  Constitution  of  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  be  adopted.

Rep.  R.  Griffith  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  : 

A brother  applies  for  a withdrawal  card,  four  black  balls  are  cast  against  the 
granting  of  the  card,  there  being  17  balls  in  all  cast.  The  N.  G.  in  error  declares 
the  card  refused  No  objection  was  taken  to  said  decision  at  the  time  ; but  some 
weeks  after  a brother  objects  to  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  and  claims  that,  the  card 
was  granted. 

Question— Is  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  binding  ? 

Second— Referring  to  the  above,  what  action,  if  any,  should  the  Lodge  take 
in  the  matter. 

Rep.  H.  E.  Buttery,  submitted  the  following,  which  stands  as  a 
notice  of  motion  to  amend  Constitution.  Article  2,  clause  5 ; 
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I beg  to  give  notice  that  at  the  next  session  of  this  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Lodge,  I will  move  to  amend  article  2,  clause  5,  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge, 
by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  report,  and  insert  as  follows  : “Shall  be  1U0 

or  less,  one  Representative,  if  over  100  and  under  200,  two  Representatives,  if 
over  200,  three  representatives.” 

Rep,  M.  D.  Dawson,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject, 
submitted  the  following  report  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Your  Special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  clause  2,  of  the  Grand  Master's 
Report,  and  clause  11  of  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  and  other  references  to  out- 
side relief,  submit  as  follows  : that  they  consider  the  prompt  action  of  the  Grand 
Master  in  making  an  appeal  to  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  for  substantial  as- 
sistance for  our  suffering  brethren  in  Chicago,  from  the  effects  of  that  devastat- 
ing and  disastrous  fire,  highly  commendable.  The  generous  and  almost  instan- 
taneous response  from  a large  number  of  Lodges  is  conclusive  evidence,  not  only 
of  their  appreciation  of  his  consideration  and  thoughtfulness,  but  of  the  universal 
sympathy  of  the  brethren  of  Ontario. 

It  is  cheering  to  know  that  though  divided  by  distance,  and  separated  by 
nationality,  the  same  precious  virtues,  which  form  the  foundation  and  corner- 
stone of  odd  Fellowship,  are  practically  known  and  felt  in  the  hearts  of  Odd 
Fellows  throughout  Ontario.. 

We  are  also  glad  to  notice  that  the  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  brethren  were 
not  forgotten  in  their  sufferings.  Eureka,  Forest  City,  and  Gore  Lodges,  having 
contributed  generously  in  both  instances,  and  the  amount  contributed  promptly 
forwarded  through  the  proper  channel,  and  duly  acknowledged  by  the  Relief 
Committee  of  those  States. 

Besolred,-  -That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  due  and  arc  hereby  ten- 
dered to  the  Grand  Master,  John  Gibson,  as  well  as  to  the  Committee  appointed 
by  him  to  receive  relief,  J.  B.  King,  G.  Sec.,  James  Woodyatt,  G.  Rep.,  and  A.  D. 
Clement,  G.  Treas.,  for  their  successful  services  in  so  worthy  and  righteous  a 
cause. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master 
and  Grand  Secretary  be  a Standing  Committee  of  Relief,  with  power  to  grant 
a reasonable  assistance  from  the  funds  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  in  case  of 
similar  emergencies,  or  when  any  sudden  calamity  may  have  overtaken  Odd  Fel- 
lows in  this  or  sister  jurisdictions  reducing  them  to  a state  of  distress.

To  the-  Bight  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Brother  J 
Zimmerman,  of  The  Toronto  Lodge,  No.  71,  in  favor  of  W.  D.  Kennedy,  vs.  The 
Toronto  Lodge,  No.  71,  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  investigation  : 

1st.— Bro.  Kennedy  made  application  by  card  for  admission  to  membership 
in  The  Toronto  Lodge. 

2nd. — His  application  was  referred  to  Committee,  reported  cnin  regular  man 
ner  and  a ballot  taken,  when  more  than  two  black  balls  appeared,  and  the  V.  G. 
announced  the  candidate  rejected,  notwithstanding  which  the  N.  G.  announced 
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Bro.  Kennedy  elected.  Considerable  discussion  seems  to  have  arisen  in  regard 
to  the  matter,  as  to  the  number  of  black  balls  necessary  to  reject. 

8rd. — The  T).  D.  O.  M.  being  present,  referred  the  N.  G.  and  the  Lodge  to, and 
read  Clause  IV,  article  II,  of  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates,  which  plainly 
says  that  three  black  balls  shall  reject.  He  also  quoted  and  read  other  authority, 
which  the  N.  G.  thought  at  the  time  justified  his  decision,  but  which  by  the  D.  D 
G.  M.  was  deemed  inapplicable  to  the  case. 

Ith. — Brother  Kenned}-,  who  had  been  in  the  Lodge  previous  to  the  ballot, 
was  also  consulted  as  to  the  law,  and  informed  as  to  the  result  of  the  ballot,  and 
as  to  the  oral  opinion  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  The  D.  D.  G.  M.  wished  the  matter  laid 
over  for  a week  to  give  time  for  a written  decision.  Notwithstanding  the  facts  in 
the  case,  and  the  opinion  and  request  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  a vote  of  the  Lodge  was 
taken  sustaining  the  declaration  of  the  N.  G.  that  Brother  Kennedy  was  elected, 
whereupon  the  N.  G.  ordered  Brother  Kennedy’s  introduction  as  a member  of  the 
Toronto  Lodge.  He  was  accordingly  introduced  and  subsequently  took  part  in 
the  discussions  in  regard  to  his  own  case. 

5th.  After  written  decisions  from  the  D.  D G.  M.,  and  also  from  the  Grand 
Master,  who  had  been  communicated  with  by  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  the  Lodge  and 
Brother  Kennedy,  which  decisions  were  adverse  to  the  action  of  the  N.  G.  and 
the  Lodge,  Brother  Kennedy  applied  for  a Withdrawal  Card. 

6th. — This  application  brought  up  the  question  as  to  Brother  Kennedy's 
position. 

7tli. — Was  he,  when  making  application  for  a Withdrawal  Card,  a member 
of  the  Toronto  Lodge  or  not?  And  this  it  seems  to  your  Committee  to  be  the 
main  question  to  settle  before  deciding  upon  the  further  action  had  by  the  Lodge 
in  the  matter. 

Htli, — It  seems  to  be  admitted  now  by  ail  the  parties  to  this  appeal,  that 
Brother  Kennedy  was  rejected,  and  that  tin  declaration  of  the  N.  G.,  and  the 
action  of  the  Lodge  in  sustaining  him  (the  N.  G.)  and  the  introduction  of 
Brother  Kennedy  as  a member  of  The  Toronto  Lodge,  were  illegal.  If  Brother 
Kennedy  was  rejected  it  seems  only  natural  and  fair  to  conclude  that  all  the 
subsequent  action  of  the  Lodge  in  this  matter  that  night  was  illegal,  null  and 
void.  But  a decision  of  the  G.  L.  U S.,  see  Digest,  page  249,  1151,  might  throw- 
doubt  upon  Brother  Kennedy’s  position  when  applying  for  his  Withdrawal  Card, 
if  he  had  completed  the  action  necessary  to  constitute  him  a member  of  The 
Toronto  Lodge  ; but  this  he  did  not  do,  and  from  the  information  laid  before  us, 
never  has  done  ; we  refer  to  the  act  of  signing  the  Constitution  and  By-, 
Laws  of  The  Toronto  Lodge.  Article  2,  Clause  6 of  the  Constitution  reads: 
“ Every  member  on  his  admission  shall  sign  a promise  to  support  and  abide  by 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge,  and  to  pay  all  legal  demands 
against  him  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  a member.”  Also  see  Digest,  page  248, 
1145. 

9th. — With  this  law7  Brother  Kennedy  has  not  complied,  and,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee,  was  never  either  legally  or  illegally  a member  of  The 
Toronto  Lodge.  He  was  simply  a Brother,  informally  introduced  after  having- 
placed  his  card  in  possession  of  the  Lodge,  and  having  been  formally  and  legally 
rejected. 

I Otli. — Having  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  in- 
troducing Bro.  Kennedy  as  a member  of  the  Toronto  Lodge  was  illegal,  and  act- 
ing in  obedience  to  the  subsequent  decisions  and  instructions  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M., 
and  we  believe  also  of  the  Grand  Master,  The  Toronto  Lodge  refused  to  grant 
Brother  Kennedy  a Withdrawal  Card  from  the  said  Lodge  : but  they  did  do 
what  was  right  and  proper  for  them  to  do  in  the  case  of  a rejected  member,  that 
is,  they  returned  him  the  card  and  fees  which  he  had  placed  in  their  possession 
with  a view  to  admission,  but  which  card  and  fees,  by  a legal  ballot,  they  had  re- 
jected. 

11th.— It  is  urged  on  behalf  of  the  appellant  that  Brother  Kennedy  should 
notbe  made  to  suffer  on  account  of  the  informal  and  illegal  action  of  The  Toronto 
Lodge,  provided  such  action  did  not  rise  through  any  misrepresentation  or  fault 
of  his.  To  this  proposition  your  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to  assent,  but  we 
cannot  close  our  eyes  to  the  fact,  as  set  forth  in  the  appeal,  that  Brother  Kenned} 
was  not  a novice  in  Odd  Fellowship.  On  the  contrary  lie  was  an  intelligent  Past 
Grand,  and  regarded  apparently  as  an  authority.  Occupying  that  position  he 
urged  upon  the  N.  G.,  and  The  Toronto  Lodge  an  utter  disregard  of  law  and 
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usage.  He  advised  the  Noble  Grand  to  a* disregard  of  Law,  notwithstanding  the 
opinion  of  the  D D.  G.  M.  that  the  law  was  adverse  to  him.  The  opinion 
of  your  Committee  is  that  (as  between  Brother  Kennedy  and  the  Lodge) 
the  Toronto  Lodge  is  the  only  party  aggrieved.  But  further,  had  the  Toronto 
Lodge  acted  in  every  respect  in  a legal  and  formal  manner,  Brother  Kennedy’s 
card  and  fees  would  in  that  case  certainly  have  been  returned  to  him.  They  did 
not  act  in  every  respect  in  a legal  manner,  but  your  Committee  fail  to  see  how 
any  wrong  had  been  done  to  Bro.  Kennedy  by  or  through  said  illegality,  because 
they  returned  to  him  his  card  and  fees,  exactly  as  they  would  have  done  had  no  il- 
legal or  informal  action  occurred. 

12th.—  Your  Committee  have  been  thus  lengthy  and  explicit  in  order  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  may  so  far  as  in  the  power  of  your  Committee  be  able  to  arrive 
at  a correct  decision  in  the  matter. 

13th. — The  Committee  might  briefly  have  reported  a resolution  dismissing  the 
appeal,  being  satisfied,  upon  examination  of  the  papers  laid  before  us,  it  should 
be  so  dismissed,  but  we  deemed  it  our  duty  to  the  parties  to  the  appeal  and  to 
this  Grand  Lodge  , to  give  our  reasons  for  the  conclusion  we  arrived  at. 

14th. — In  conclusion  we  submit  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved, — That,  in  the  appeal  of  Brother  J.  Zimmerman  on  behalf  of  P.  G., 
W.  D.  Kennedy  against  The  Toronto  Lodge,  No.  71,  the  action  of  the  said  Lodge  in 
returning  Brother  Kennedy’s  card  and  fees  be  sustained,  and  that  the  appeal  of 
Brother  J.  Zimmerman  be  dismissed.

Your  Committee  did  not  deem  it  their  duty  to  examine  the  Constitutions  of 
Subordinates  as  printed,  but  thought  best  to  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that,  as  in 
this  case,  similar  irregularities  may  occur  in  others. 

Your  Committee  think  it  advisable  that  Subordinate  Lodges  be  instructed  to 
to  have  all  amendments  to  their  By-Laws  approved  and  ordered  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  printed  in  slips,  and  pasted  in  appropriately  in  their  By-Laws  as  soon  as 
they  are  in  receipt  of  the  Journal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  containing  the  required 
instructions. 

We  believe  that  the  By-Laws  of  many  of  our  older  Subordinate  Lodges  con- 
tain the  same  errors  as  have  been  founc^n  the  laws  submitted  at  this  session  to 
this  Committee,  and  we  recommend  that  all  Lodges  whose  By-Laws  have  not 
been  submitted  at  this  session,  be  instructed  to  amend  their  By-Laws  in  accor- 
dance with  the  decisions  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  submit  the  same  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  session.

The  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  the  transactions  of  this  Lodge, 
he  shall  conduct  all  correspondence,  and  report  promptly  to  their  respective 
Lodges  the  names  of  Brothers  upon  whom  Degrees  are  conferred  by  this  Lodge, 
and  also  the  date  and  the  name  or  names  or  numbers  of  the  Degrees  conferred. 
He  shall  make  out  for  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  each  term 
a report  of  the  names  of  the  Officers  for  the  current  term,  and  the  numbers  of 
each  degree  conferred.  He  shall  enter  in  a separate  book  or  record,  the  name  of 
every  Brother  receiving  Degrees,  together  with  the  name  of  his  Lodge,  and  date 
of  receiving  the  said  Degrees,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by 
his  charge  of  Office  and  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

No  Brother  shall  be  eligible  for  the  Office  of  Degree  Master  who  has 
not  received  the  Past  Official  Degrees  of  the  Order,  and  who  is  not  in  good 
standing  in  some  Subordinate  Lodge  of  this  order  in  Ontario. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

No  Brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  the  Deputy  Degree  Master  who 
is  not  a Past  Grand  in  good  standing  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Degree  Lodge  shall  have  power  to  adopt  necessary  rules  and  regulations 
for  its  government,  conformable  to  this  Constitution,  and  to  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  and  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
Order. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

P'ive  members  shall  form  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  this 
Lodge  shall  have  power  to  suspend  or  expel  a member  when  his  conduct  shall 
render  it  necessary,  such  suspension  or  expulsion  to  be  decided  upon  in  accor-

1st — On  the  question  of  Uxxity  Lodge  No.  47  : Whose  duty  is  it  to  confer  the 
degree  of  Rebekalx  on  the  offieex-s  elect  ? 

We  reply,  the  sitting  N.  G, 
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2nd— At  a regular  meeting  of  Unity  Lodge,  a candidate  was  balloted  for  and 
declared  rejected,  four  black  balls  being  cast ; no  objection  was  made  to  the  ballot 
that  evening.  The  next  evening  four  Brothers  declared  they  were  the  parties 
who  had  cast  the  four  black  balls  on  the  previous  evening,  and  requested  a recon- 
sideration, which,  by  a vote  of  the  Lodge  was  allowed.  Was  the  reconsideration 
legal,  no  request  having  been  made  on  the  night  the  ballot  was  taken  ? 

It  is  not  stated  whether  the  reconsideration  was  granted  by  a unanimous 
ballot  ; the  words  used  are  by  a vote  of  the  Lodge.  Your  Committee  say  the  re- 
consideration was  legal  so  far  as  the  time  is  concerned  ; but  can  not  say  whether 
it  was  or  not  in  other  respects. 

3rd — A motion  having  been  made  and  seconded  and  put  to  the  Lodge,  can 
any  motion  that  does  not  actually  amend  the  original  motion  be  put  as  an  amend- 
ment. 

The  Committee  reply,  see  Rules  of  Order. 

Your  Committee  cannot  consistently  close  their  Report  without  referring  to 
the  fact  that  nearly  half  the  questions  submitted  to  this  Grand  Lodge  and  refer- 
red, are  questious  that  need  not  be  brought  here  at  all.  They  are,  many  of  them, 
questions  which  should  never  be  asked  here,  because  they  are  either  questions  so 
generally  understood  that  any  one  should  be  able  to  answer  them,  or  else  they 
are  unimportant,  or  perhaps  worse,  ridiculous.  The  same  questions  are  submit- 
ted here  year  after  year,  and  decisions  or  answers  given,  when  a little  time  and 
study  on  the  part  of  the  questioner  would  enable  him  to  find  the  answer  to  his 
question  in  the  Journal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  else,  as  is  often  the  case,  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  his  own  Lodge. 

In  a jurisdiction  like  this,  increasing  in  numbers  and  new  Lodges,  new,  com- 
plicated and  very  important  questions  necessarily  arise,  and  to  such  as  these 
your  Committee  are  desirous  of  giving  every  consideration  possible.  To  say  the 
least  we  could  give  much  more  careful  consideration  to  matters  of  real  impor- 
tance if  our  time  was  not  so  largely  taken  up  in  writing  our  reports  upon  subjects 
already  answered,  or  else  of  no  importance. 

We  would  advise  that  hereafter  all  questions  to  be  referred  to  this  Committee 
shall  be  presented  to  them  before  the  close  of  the  first  days  session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  any  year  in  order  to  entitle  such  questions  to  consideration.

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend,  taking  into  consideration  the 
time  consumed  at  the  meeting  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  in  answering  ques- 
tions and  determining  matters  of  law,  submitted  while  this  Lodge  is  in  session, 
that  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  a proposition  be  made,  to 
submit  all  such  questions,  questions  in  dispute,  and  questions  of  law  or  practice 
already  decided,  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 

That  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  shall  at  such  time,  and  so  often  as  may  be  considered 
necessary,  and  at  least  once  in  a year,  call  a meeting  of  all  the  Past  Grands  in 
good  standing  in  his  district,  who  shall  decide  all  such  questions,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom  report  of  the  same  shall  be  made 
by  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master.

We  find  that  Chatham  Lodge,  No.  29,  on  a total  membership,  not  suspended 
of  164,  with  only  117  members  in  good  standing,  has  elected  four  Representatives 
The  returns  show  per  capita  tax  paid  on  164,  and  the  names  of  only  three  Repre- 
sentatives elected.  Certificates  for  four  Representatives  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee. 

We  find  by  a communication  from  Eureka  Lodge,  over  seal,  that  R.  Wigmore 
P.  G.  M.,  and  P.  G.  Geo.  Powell,  Jr.,  were  duly  elected  as  representatives  of  this 
Lodge,  but  owing  to  circumstances  over  which  they  had  no  control  they  resigned, 
and  that  P.  G.’s  Jas.  Heron  and  Wyatt  were  duly  elected.  We  recommend  that 
they  be  admitted. 

We  find  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  72,  has  elected  three  (3)  Representatives 
though  entitled,  on  87  members,  to  two.  There  are  only  two  Representatives 
present,  who  state  that  P.  G.  O’Donovon  will  not  be  present.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  P.  G’s  J.  A.  Parker  and  J.  A.  Campbell  be  permitted  to  rep- 
resent that  Lodge. 

We  find,  by  the  returns  of  Forence  Nightingale  Lodge,  No.  66,  that  D.  Weir 
has  been  elected  one  of  the  Representatives,  but  a telegram  in  possession  of  your 
Committee  requests  that  the  name  of  P.  G.  Powers  be  substituted.  Bro.  Powers 
has  the  necessary  credentials  we  therefore  recommend  that  he  be  admitted. 

We  find  that  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  with  a total  membership  of  105 — 87  in  good 
standing — has  returned  three  Representatives  as  duly  elected. 

We  find  Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  61  with  a total  membership  of  110 — 97  in 
good  standing — has  returned  only  two  Representatives,  yet  has  sent  three  with 
certificates  of  election. 

We  find  Durham  Lodge  No.  78,  with  a total  membership  of  56 — 54  in  good 
standing  - has  only  returned  one  Representative,  though  entitled  to  two — which 
number  have  presented  proper  credentials. 

Your  Committee  are  under  the  impression  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session  to  so  alter  the  Constitution — Art  2,  Clause  5 — 
that  Lodges  should  be  entitled  to  representation  on  the  numbers  on  which  they 
pay  per  capita  tax.  We  therefore  recommend  that  Chatham  Lodge,  No,  29  be 
allowed  four  Representatives  : Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  three  Representatives  ; 
Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  61  two  Representatives  ; Durham  Lodge,  No.  78  two  Re- 
presentatives, as  mentioned  in  the  preceding  clauses. 

We  also  find  that  Beaver  Lodge.  No.  82  ; Walkerton  Lodge,  No.  84  ; Golden 
Star  l.odge,  No.  101,  have  not  returned  the  name  of  any  Representatives  as  hav- 
ing been  elected,  but  each  Lodge  has  its  Representation  present  with  proper  cre- 
dentials. Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Brothers  be  admitted  to  repre- 
sent the  Lodges  named,  at  the  same  time  deprecating  the  carelessness  of  Lodge 
Secretaries  in  not  properly  filling  up  their  returns  in  this  respect— a neglect  which 
not  only  causes  this  Committee  a great  deal  of  extra  labor,  but  delays  the  work 
of  the  Annual  Session. 

We  find  that  the  returns  of  The  Toronto  Lodge,  No.  71,  show  P.  G’s.  G.  J. 
Fitzsimmons  and  J.  H.  Cornish  as  duly  elected.  A communication  from  that 
Lodge  states  that  they  both  have  resigned,  and  that  in  their  stead  P.  G’s.,  H.  W. 
Murdock  and  F.  T.  Barker,  of  Convent  Lodge  No.  52,  have  been  elected.  We  re- 
commend that  they  be  admitted  as  representatives  of  the  Lodge  named. 

We  find  that  J.  M.  Laurie,  a Representative  elect  of  Empire  Lodge,  No.  87, 
has  resigned,  and  that  P.  G.  Harper  Wilson  has  been  duly  elected  in  his  stead. 
We  recommend  that  he  be  admitted  as  Representative.

Representatives  : allow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  prosperity 
of  our  beloved  Order  in  this  jurisdiction.  It  must  be  gratifying  to  us 
all  to  note  this  rapid  growth  and  advance  of  our  Order  in  Ontario,  giv- 
ing such  plain  indications  that  the  sublime  principles  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship has  an  abiding  place  in  the  hearts  of  its  membership.  I will  take 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  John  Gibson,  P. 
G.  M.,  of  Stratford,  for  the  valuable  assistance  I have  received  at  his 
hands  ; I am  indebted  to  him  for  instituting  St.  Clair  Lodge,  No.  105  ; 
and  to  J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary,  and  James  Woodvatt,  G.  R. , and 
D.  G.  M.,  George  Wright,  R,  W.  G.  Marshal,  H.  Wilson,  G.  Guardian, 
James  F.  Morey,  of  Ingersoll,  and  to  many  of  the  brethren  throughout 
the  jurisdiction,  for  their  able  assistance  on  similar  occasions. 

CLAUSE  8. — DEDICATIONS. 

Sept.  12,  1872,  assisted  by  a number  of  Brethren  of  Howard  Lodge, 
I dedicated  the  new  and  commodious  hall  of  Peabody,  No.  99,  Watford, 
to  the  principles  of  our  Order,  after  which  a very  pleasant  evening  was 
spent  with  the  brethren. 

December  2,  1872,  assisted  by  J.  F.  Morey,  G.  Guardian,  and  Hugh 
Kerr,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  of  Samaritan  Lodge,  I dedicated  to  the  principles 
of  F.  L.  and  T.,  a beautiful  Lodge  Room  to  the  brethren  of  Otter  Lodge, 
Tilsonburg,  the  ceremonies  being  performed  in  public.  I have  reason 
to  believe  that  much  good  has  resulted  to  the  Lodge  from  that  meet- 
ing. 

January  1,  1878,  the  Hall  of  Durham  Lodge,  Port  Hope,  was  pub- 
licly dedicated,  and  largely  attended  by  the  brethren  of  the  eastern 
Lodges. 

January  2,  1873,  I dedicated  a beautiful  Lodge  Room  for  the 
brethren  of  Lindsay.  These  enterprising  brethren  have  shown  to  the 
outer  world  that  they  have  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  at 
heart, 

January  15th.  the  new  hall  erected  for  the  brethren  of  St.  Thomas 
Lodge,  St.  Thomas,  was  publicly  dedicated  in  the  presence  of  a large 
assembly.  The  hall  is  an  ornament  to  the  place,  and  a credit  to  the 
members  of  the  Lodge. 

January  21st,  with  the  assistance  of  P.  G.  M.,  Bingham,  I publicly 
dedicated,  for  the  brethren  of  Oxford  Lodge,  Ingersoll,  a spacious  and 
beautiful  hall  to  the  principles  of  our  Order. 

July  8th,  a similar  work  was  performed  with  the  assistance  of  P. 
G.  M.,  Bingham  and  a number  of  brethren  from  St.  Thomas  and  Tilson- 
burg, which  will  result  in  much  good  to  the  Order  in  Aylmer. 

CLAUSE  5. — DISPENSATIONS  GRANTED. 

Numerous  applications  have  been  made  to  me  during  the  year  for 
permission  to  hold  anniversaries,  excursions,  pic-nics,  balls,  &c.,  some 
in  the  name  and  regalia  of  the  Order  ; all  of  which  were  cheerfully 
granted,  believing  them,  when  properly  conducted,  for  the  good  and 
welfare  of  the  Order.  In  each  case  my  dispensation  was  granted 
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with  the  proviso,  and  upon  the  express  condition  that  no  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  of  any  kind  should  be  offered  to  the  members  or  guests 
present  on  the  occasion  ; and  I am  happy  to  be  able  to  announce  that 
so  far  as  I have  learned  or  been  informed  the  law  has  not  been  violated. 
In  my  opinion,  among  the  noblest  and  grandest  tenets  of  our  Order, are 
its  moral,  social  and  fraternal  features.  There  should  be  cultivated 
among  the  Lodges  and  members  more  friendly  relations;  more  familiar 
acquaintances,  more  brotherly  love,  and  more  practical  illustrations  of 
the  principles  of  the  great  brotherhood  of  man. 

clause  6. 

Official  Reports  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters  of  this  jurisdiction  have  in 
most  cases  been  made  at  proper  intervals  during  the  year  ; however, 
in  some  cases  the  position  has  been  sadly  neglected. 

CLAUSE  7 

From  the  almost  innumerable  questions  which  have  been  submitted 
for  my  decision,  I deem  only  the  following  of  sufficient  importance  to 
embotly  in  my  report : 

Question  submitted  from  Avon  Lodge,  No.  41,  Stratford,  and  ap- 
peal taken  from  the  decision  of  W.  Gibson.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing questions  by  P.  G.,  Henry  Gibson — 

Question  1. — Isa  vote  of  the  Lodge  necessary  to  receive  a proposi- 
tion for  membership  ? 

Question  2. — Is  a vote  necessary  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  such  proposition  before  the  ballot  is  taken  on  the  candidate  ? 

The  D.  D.  G.  M.  decided  both  questions  in  the  negative.  Appeal 
was  taken  to  the  Grand  Master.  I concurred  fully  with  the  decisions 
of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  as  being  in  accordance  witli  the  Constitution  govern- 
ing Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction. 

All  other  questions  have  been  readily  answered  by  referring  to  the 
Digest  and  Journals  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

clause  8. 

A dispensation  was  granted  to  Lindsay  Lodge,  No.  100,  permitting 
the  election  of  a Scarlet  Degree  Member  as  N.  G.,  there  being  no 
other  qualified,  the  dispensation  was  granted. 

clause  9. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  this  R W.  Grand  Lodge  of  last 
session,  (page  921  of  Journal  of  Proceedings,)  I re-appointed  the  Com- 
mittee on  Laws  and  Subordinates  to  meet  two  days  previous  to  the 
session,  consisting  of  the  following  named  brothers  : — H.  C.  Bingham, 
P.  G.  M.  ; T.  Partridge,  P.  G.  M ; and  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  P.  G. 

The  Committee  which  was  appointed  for  dividing  the  jurisdiction 
into  Districts  I did  not  think  necessary  to  re-appoint,  as  their  labors 
were  not  completed  at  the  last  session. 

CLAUSE  10 — CIRCULAR  ISSUED 

Upon  the  Return  of  your  Representatives  from  the  G.  L.  U.  S., 
they  suggested  to  me  the  advisability  of  inviting  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  to  hold 
their  session  of  1874  in  Ontario.  In  accordance  with  their  wish  I caus- 
ed a circular  to  be  issued  to  the  different  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  as 
to  the  advisability  of  such  an  undertaking.  I have  no  hesitation  in 
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stating  that  it  that  honorable  body  were  invited  to  this  jurisdiction  it 
would  be  a lasting  benefit  to  the  Order  in  Ontario. 

CLAUSE  11 — OFFICIAL  LABORS. 

During  the  past  year  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  officially 
nearly  all  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  I can  congratulate  this 
It.  W.  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction. 
I assure  you,  brethren,  no  one  feels  deeper  interested  m the  good  and 
welfare  of  our  Order,  or  its  future  progress  and  or  prosperity,  than  your 
bumble  servant.  My  wish  is  that  the  Supreme  Master  of  the  Universe 
will  bless  all  our  undertakings  for  good. 

In  conclusion  with  this  clause,  I officially  visited  Barrie  Lodge 
and  found  the  field  large  but  the  laborers  few.  There  seems  to  be  a 
general  dissatisfaction  and  bad  management  on  the  part  of  the  first 
officers  of  the  Lodge.  The  consequence  will  be,  I am  afraid,  the  sur- 
render of  its  Charter.  There  will  doubtless  be  a number  of  Grand 
Lodge  Cards  applied  for  should  the  Lodge  cease  to  work  ; I would 
therefore  recommend  to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  that  a minute  enquiry 
be  made  in  each  case  before  the  cards  be  granted. 

CLAUSE  12. 

During  the  past  year  I received  a circular  from  the  R.  W.  G.  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  asking  permission  from  this  juris- 
diction to  apply  to  its  subordinates  for  pecuniary  aid  to  assist  the  breth- 
ren of  Manchester  Lodge,  No.  34,  Yazoo  City,  Miss.,  for  assistance  to 
rebuild  their  hall,  recently  destroyed  by  fire. 

The  document  will  be  laid  before  your  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence, and  I trust  that  this  R.  W.  G.  Lodge  will  give  it  a careful  con- 
sideration. 

CLAUSE  13. — REPRESENTATIVES. 

I refer  you  to  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report  for  the  statistics  of 
the  Order  in  Ontario,  for  the  year.  From  that  you  will  receive  conclu- 
sive evidence  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  unexampled  prosperity  in 
this  jurisdiction. 

To  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  R.  W.  G.  Secretary  I desire  to  express  my  sin- 
cere regards,  and  to  acknowledge  my  personal  obligations  for  his  usual 
kindness  a nd  assistance  in  our  official  relations,  and  for  the  prompt  and 
faithful  discharge  of  every  duty. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

During  the  past  year,  after  being  properly  satisfied,  I granted  a 
Grand  Lodge  Card  to  Brother  David  J.  Woodward,  of  Erie,  Pa.,  gran- 
ted May  14tli,  to  allow  him  an  opportunity  of  again  affiliating  with  our 
Order,  for  which  I ask  your  approval. 

During  the  past  month,  Howard  Lodge,  No.  58,  of  Strathroy,  met 
with  a serious  disaster  by  fire,  losing  the  whole  of  their  paraphernalia, 
Charter,  and  everything  in  connection  with  the  working  of  their  Lodge. 
Finding  such  to  be  the  case,  I issued  a dispensation  until  this  R.  W.  G. 
Lodge  should  assemble,  and  I would  therefore  recommend  that  a dupli- 
cate Charter  be  presented  to  Howard  Lodge  in  place  of  the  one  des- 
troyed by  fire,  in  accordance  with  Digest,  75,  sec.  337. 

Representatives  : I cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass  without 
calling  your  attention  to  the  immediate  necessity  of  legislating  to  the 
end  that  some  means  may  be  adopted  to  lessen  the  labors  of  your 
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Grand.  Master,  for  I can  assure  you,  from  experience,  that  the  position 
is  one  of  great  labor  and  anxiety  ; and  without  recommending  any  par- 
ticular plan  of  getting  at  the  desired  object,  I leave  the  whole  subject 
to  this  R.  W.  G.  Lodge.  I would,  however,  recommend  that  some  Con- 
stitutional action  be  immediately  taken  to  lessen  the  duties  of  your  M. 
W.  G.  M. 

Representatives  : before  surrendering  my  trust  to  my  successor,  I 
should  be  doing  violence  to  my  own  heart  were  I at  this  time  to  neglect 
thanking  you  for  the  distinguished  honor  I have  received  by  your  suff- 
rage. To  be  the  Grand  Master  of  such  a jurisdiction,  at  the  period  of 
its  greatest  prosperity  and  usefulness  is  a distinction  to  which  no  gen- 
erous nature  can  be  insensible.  To  have  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  so 
noble  a body  as  this,  is  a memory  that  shall  ever  sweeten  my  cup  of 
life,  and  refresh  my  soul  as  it  passes  from  earthly  scenes  to  the  solemn 
audit  of  eternity.  And  now,  in  conclusion,  my  brethren,  let  me  beseech 
one  and  all  to  strive  to  enhance  the  happiness  of  each  other,  so  far  as 
is  possible  in  your  capacity,  discarding  all  sentiments  of  hate  and  ven- 
geance, displaying  liberality  of  thought  and  magnanimity  of  feeling : let 
us  plight  an  undying  hostility  to  vice,  and  render  homage  to  wisdom 
and  virtue  ; let  dignity,  sobriety  and  truth  give  a tone  and  manliness 
to  all  our  discussions  and  intercourse  ; let  each  brother  daily  appreci- 
ate the  Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the  Fatherhood  of  God. 

In  the  hope  and  with  the  prayer  that  this  session  may  be  charac- 
terized by  the  usual  good  fellowship  incident  in  our  Councils,  and  with 
grateful  and  fraternal  greetings  to  all,  I summon  you  to  the  dispatch 
of  the  business  before  you

with,  a printed  copy  being  in  possession  of  every  member,  and  that  it  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Distribution. 

Resolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Officers,  and  Representatives  of  the  R.  JV. 

Grand  Lodye  of  Ontario,  /.  O.  O.  F.  : 

I take  pleasure  in  presenting  this  my  seventh  annual  report  of  the 
business  of  the  year, and  in  so  doing  have  to  offer  my  congratulations  to 
the  Order  for  the  degree  of  prosperity  which  has  been  vouchsafed. 

The  duties  devolving  upon  me  by  special  resolution,  as  also  the  or- 
dinary routine  duties  have  been  punctually  attended  to. 

1.  Immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  last  session  I compiled  the 
minutes  and  had  printed  five  hundred  copies,  of  which  I forwarded 
copies  to  each  Officer,  Representative,  and  to  each  Lodge  ; also  to  each 
State  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment. 

2.  I duly  forwarded  the  resolution  of  thanks  passed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  Great  Western  and  Grand  Trunk  Railways  (page  920), 
and  have  received  from  each  Company  reduced  fares  for  Representa- 
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tives,  &c.,  to  the  present  session.  Though  the  reduction  is  not  so  great 
as  in  former  years  yeti  am  informed  the  present  arrangement  is  general 
as  regards  societies  meeting  this  year. 

3.  A new  edition  of  the  Charge  Books  having  been  issued  I procured 
from  the  Grand  Cor.  and  Rec.  Secretary  one  hundred  and  seventy -five 
copies  and  at  once  issued  a circular  to  the  Lodges  notifying  them  that 
I had  the  new  hook  ready  for  delivery.  Most  Lodges  promptly  ordered 
copies,  though  some  are  not  yet  supplied.  I would  recommend  that 
all  old  Charge  Books  be  at  once  called  in  and  destroyed,  in  order  chat 
Lodges  may  have  the  new  and  complete  book  only,  thus  securing  uni- 
formity. Lodges  that  purchased  the  Pictorial  Edition  and  have  not 
exchanged  them  for  the  new  revised  edition  can  do  so  at  an  expense  of  $1 
for  each  copy  exchanged. 

4.  I duly  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Cor.  and  Rec.  Secretary,  J.  L. 
Ridgley,  the  Annual  Report  of  this  jurisdiction,  together  with  the 
amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  receipt  of 
which  has  been  acknowledged. 

5.  Upon  receipt  from  J.  L.  Ridgley  of  copies  of  the  revised  Journal 
of  the  Session  of  1872,  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  I at  once 
forwarded  one  copy  to  each  Lodge  and  Officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
The  Journal  is  replete  with  information  that  should  be  carefully 
studied.  If  Lodge  Officers  would  occasionally  look  over  this  report,  as 
well  as  the  report  of  our  own  jurisdiction,  they  would  find  information 
which  would  frequently  save  letters  to  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand 
Secretary  on  very  trivial  questions. 

6.  I have  received  from  the  Chicago  Relief  Committee  a number  of 
copies  of  their  final  report  very  neatly  bound  in  paper.  The  report 
seems  to  be  very  carefully  compiled  and  gives  a complete  history  of  the 
extensive  labors  of  that  Committee  from  its  appointment  until  its  dis- 
charge, and  as  a history  of  the  immense  liberality  of  our  Order  is  in- 
valuable. I have  sent  one  copy  to  each  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction 
which  contributed  to  the  fund  and  to  each  Grand  Officer,  also  to  other 
Lodges,  as  far  as  the  supply  I had  sent  me  would  go. 

7.  I duly  issued  a circular  to  the  Lodges  calling  their  attention  to 
the  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  with  regard  to  notifying  this  office  of 
rejections,  suspensions,  &c.  Lodges  have  for  the  most  part  complied 
with  the  instructions,  and  I have  monthly  sent  out  a complete  list  com- 
piled from  the  statements  supplied  by  the  Lodges.  The  first  two 
months  I wrote  the  statements,  but  finding  from  the  greatly  increasing 
number  it  would  be  impossible  to  continue  writing  them,  I have  since 
had  them  printed,  though  with  as  much  care  and  secrecy  as  if  written 
in  my  own  office.  I consider  the  notifying  Lodges  of  rejections  as  en- 
tirely useless — except  in  places  where  two  or  more  Lodges  exist — as 
the  law  requiring  a six  months’  residence  obviates  the  necessity  of  the 
notice.  I am  led  to  believe  that  some  old  Lodges  do  not  observe  that  law, 
and  take  in  members  before  they  are  residents  of  the  locality  the  required 
time.  Lodges  that  violate  this  law  would  not  take  the  trouble  to  ex- 
amine the  Black  Book  to  find  if  the  candidate  had  been  expelled  or 
rejected.  While  these  very  frequent  rejections  by  some  Lodges  are  ex- 
pensive and  laborious,  I believe  much,  almost  irreparable  mischief  is 
often  done  by  them,  and  the  harmony  of  the  Lodges  affected,  which 
might  be  avoided  by  the  Lodges  adopting  a By  Law  requiring  one 
week’s  notice  from  any  Brother  who  intended  to  propose  a candidate. 
A word  to  the  intending  proposer  would  induce  him— in  the  majority  of 
cases — to  withdraw  the  name.  The  Lodges  with  which  I am  more  in- 
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timately  acquainted  have  such  a By-Law,  and  as  a consequence,  a re- 
jection is  very  rare.  I trust  the  Grand  Lodge  will  take  action  in  this 
matter. 

8.  The  semi-Annual  Returns  from  all  Lodges  excepting  Barrie 
Lodge,  No.  63,  have  been  received  for  terms  ending  respectively  Dec. 
31st,  1872,  and  June  30th,  1873.  These  returns  show  a large  increase 
in  funds  and  membership  and  exhibit  a large  amount  of  money  expend- 
ed for  relief.  Yet  a great  many  of  them  are  very  indifferently  made 
out  and  evidently  are  not  what  it  is  intended  they  should  be— a careful 
and  exact  resume  of  the  Term.  Some  Lodges  shew  a number  of  bro- 
thers relieved  but  no  amount  paid  for  relief  ; others  a large  sum  paid 
for  relief  but  no  brother  relieved.  Others  shew  their  annual  receipts  to 
be  |500  or  $1,000  and  yet  have  little  or  no  money  in  either  funds. 
These  returns  to  be  of  any  use  should  be  correct,  and  as  the  blanks  are 
supplied,  it  seems  that  a very  little  labor  and  thought  would  make  them 
more  correct.  The  custom  adopted  by  some  Lodges  of  making  the 
office  of  Secretary  a stepping  stone  to  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  is,  I be- 
lieve. an  injurious  one.  Much  of  the  success  of  Lodges  depends  upon  its 
Secretary,  therefore  the  best  talent  the  Lodge  contains  for  the  office 
should  be  secured  and  if  possible  kept  in  office  even  though  a salary 
should  be  necessary  to  do  so. 

9.  I duly  notified  Erie  Lodge,  No.  33,  of  the  action  had  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  appeal  of  John  McMatli,  late  of  Erie  Lodge,  and 
have  received  from  that  Lodge  a copy  of  trial  and  action  of  that  Lodge 
on  the  case. 

10.  During  the  year  twenty  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted  and  one 
ceased  to  work,  leaving  a present  total  of  eighty-six  working  Lodges, 
with  an  aggregate  membership  of  6,745,  truly  a large  army  of  men  en- 
gaged in  the  good  work  of  relieving  and  comforting  the  afflicted.  The 
value  of  the  relief  paid  in  dollars  and  cents  can  easily  be  estimated, but 
the  many  words  of  kindness,  sympathy  and  encouragement  are  of  un- 
told value. 

11.  Realizing  the  benefit  sustained  by  the  Order  from  the  very 
complete  report  of  the  session  held  in  Brockville,  and  published  in  the 
daily  papers,  I would  suggest  the  advisability  of  employing  some  com- 
petent brother  connected  with  this  Grand  Lodge  to  report  each  annual 
session. 

12.  A number  of  the  Lodges  have  based  their  representation  on 
the  number  of  members  not  suspended,  that  being  the  number  on  which 
the  capitation  tax  is  calculated.  The  Constitution  reads  that  “each 
Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  on  the  number  of  members  in 
good  standing.”  I have  written  to  the  Lodges  which  have  elected 
more  Representatives  than  allowed  by  the  clause  above  referred  to. 
The  matter  was  probably  overlooked  when  revising  the  Constitution. 
It  is  necessary  that  some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  decide  the  Representation  that  Lodges  are  entitled  to. 

13.  A number  of  Lodges  are  in  arrears  for  account.  I would  re- 
spectfully call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  Clause  9,  Art.  5 of 
its  Constitution. 

14.  Some  Lodges  are  also  using  singing  odes  of  their  own  printing. 
I would  call  your  attention  to  Section  807,  Digest  Laws  G.  L.  U.  S. 

15.  The  receipts  for  Per  Capita  tax  this  year  have  been  $3075.15 
against  $3223.38  percentage  last  year,  a saving  in  favor  of  the  Lodges 
of  $148.23  with  20  more  Lodges  and  a largely  increased  membership. 
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\ slight  difference  in  the  above  figures  with  the  'statement  of  receipts 
appears,  but  is  accounted  for  by  two  Lodges  having  paid  their  percent- 
age, due  June  30th,  1872,  in  Aug.  1872. 

^ 10.  The  journals  of  the  following  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  En- 
campments have  been  received,  and  contain  much  of  useful  information 
and  well  repay  perusal :

17.  A careful  abstract  from  the  Semi-Annual  returns  ; statement 
of  receipts  for  the  year  : table  of  mortality,  &c.,  are  herewith  presented. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  confidence 
so  long  reposed  in  me  ; subordinate  Lodges  for  kind  consideration  m in- 
vitations to  attend  various  entertainments  ; and  to  the  Grand  Officers 
and  members  generally  for  many  acts  of  courtsey.

States,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribu- 
tion. 
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GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REPORT. 

To  the  R.  IF.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , I.  O.  O.  F. 

As  required  bv  the  Constitution,  your  Representatives  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  at  its  Session  of  1872. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  on 
Monday,  the  16tli  day  of  September,  and  closed  on  Saturday,  the  21st. 
having  held  two  or  three  meetings  each  day. 

The  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland,  with  de- 
putations from  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  of  the  city 
and  vicinity,  in  procession  escorted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  Room,  when  the  W.  M.  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Win.  R. 
Cressy,  in  an  eloquent  address,  welcomed  the  members  to  the  birth- 
place of  American  Odd  Fellowship. 

All  the  Grand  Officers,  Representatives  from  every  Jurisdiction, 
two  Past  Grand  Sires,  Bro.  Hugo  Wollheim,  Special  Deputy  Grand 
She  for  Germany,  and  a large  number  of  visitors,  were  present.  All 
manifested  a deep  interest  in  the  work  and  progress  of  the  Order. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  give  a very  full  and 
gratifying  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  all  parts  of  the 
world  where  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  prevails. 

The  Grand  Sire,  during  the  year,  made  the  following  decisions, 
viz.  : 

1.  In  a case  where  a state  law  provides  that  when  a vote  shall 
have  been  taken  on  all  the  forms  of  punishment  without  result  in  favor 
of  either,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  commence  again  with  the  highest 
order  of  punishment,  and  if  need  be,  go  through  again,  and  so  continue 
until  some  order  of  punishment  be  affixed.  I have  ruled  that  such 
law,  being  in  conflict  with  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  which  expressly  provides  otherwise,  is  of  no  force  or  effect, 
and  that  a vote  of  the  Lodge  refusing  to  affix  a penalty  of  expulsion  is 
final,  subject  only  to  appeal. 

2.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  has  not  said  how  many 
black  balls  shall  reject  a candidate,  except  so  far  as  applies  to  Subor- 
dinate Lodges  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction — that  says,  three 
black  balls  rejects,  &c,  Digest  secs.  127, 188. 

3.  There  is  no  law  compelling  a lodge  to  give  a brother  his  de- 
grees, no  matter  how  good  he  may  stand  on  the  books  of  the  Lodge  ; 
he  must  go  through  the  ballot-box,  be  balloted  for,  and  it  is  for  the 
voters  to  decide  whether  lie  shall  advance  or  not,  and  no  one  under 
our  present  system  can  question  their  right  to  reject  or  refuse  to  con- 
fer the  degrees  on  any  brother. 

4.  “When  an  application  is  made  for  membership,  it  becomes  at 
once  the  property  of  the  Lodge.  As  to  withdrawing  said  application, 
the  word  may  is  made  use  of  (Digest,  see.  1180)  to  show  that  the  Lodge 
has  control  over  the  matter,  and  having  control,  may  refuse  to  allow 
the  application  to  be  withdrawn.  The  parties  who  present  the  appli 
cation  may , and  indeed  are,  the  proper  persons  to  ask  for  a withdraw- 
al ot  an  application  for  membership.  They  make  their  wish  known  to 
the  lodge  officially,  before  the  report  of  the  Committee  is  presented, 
and  the  permission  to  withdraw  the  application  is  granted  by  a vote  of 
the  lodge  : of  course  any  one  can  object,  but  if  a majority  say  the  ap- 
plication may  be  withdrawn,  that  ends  it. 
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5.  The  laws  of  the  order  contemplate  the  payment  of  benefits  to 
all  members  in  good  standing,  (Digest,  secs.  152,  154  ;)  but  said  laws 
also  leave  it  with  State  authorities,  or,  if  they  do  not  act,  with  Subordi- 
nates, to  prescribe  when  the  benefits  are  to  be  given.  For  instance,  a 
State  Grand  Body  may  say  that  no  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
benefits  until  he  shall  have  attained  the  Scarlet  Degree;  and  it  may  say 
also,  that  card  members  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  until  they  shall 
have  been  members  for  six  months  or  more  after  depositing  ; or  a State 
Grand  Body  may  enact  a law  to  the  effect  that  card  members  shall  be 
entitled  to  benefits  at  once, and  that  initiates  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits 
from  the  night  of  initiation. 

0.  When  State  Grand  Officers  grant  cards  under  the  general  law, 
the  brother  recieving  the  card  is  entitled  to  the  A.  T.  P.  W.,and  a Noble 
Grand  must  communicate  the  same  to  the  brother  on  his  presenting  a 
certificate  from  the  Grand  Secretary  who  issued  the  same,  requesting 
the  word  to  be  given. 

7.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  or  to  the  officers  of  that  R.  W Body,  for  a warrant  or  dispensation 
to  open  a Lodge  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  or  in  any  State  or  Territory 
where  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge,  notwithstanding  existing  Lodges  in 
said  States  or  Territories  may  be  under  the  temporary  supervision  of  a 
neighboring  or  contiguous  jurisdiction,  as  in  the  case  with  Utah. 

8.  As  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  (Digest, 
1386,  1337),  says  : “That  to  be  in  possession  of  the  degree  of  Rebekah 
is  a necessary  qualification  for  office  in  all  Lodges  which  have  received 
it,”  all  the  officers  must  be  in  possession  of  it.  The  Warden,  Outside 
Guardian,  and  other  appointed  officers  of  a Subordinate  Lodge,  are  as 
much  officers  of  the  Lodge  as  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand  are, 
though  of  a different  grade. 

!).  Any  brother  of  the  Order  suspended  indefinitely  for  cause,  no 
matter  when,  should,  under  the  existing  general  law,  (Digest,  secs. 
1782,  1788,)  be  at  once  reinstated  or  restored  to  membership 

10.  A Subordinate  Lodge  does  not  relinquish  its  prerogative  (an 
inherent  right)  to  confer  the  degrees  on  its  own  members.  Either  of 
the  five  degrees,  or  the  degree  of  Rebekah,  by  agreeing  that  a Degree 
Lodge  shall  be  instituted.  (Digest,  513). 

11.  No  officer,  nor  of  course,  member,  can  enter  or  retire  from  an 
Encampment,  when  open  and  working  as  such,  without  the  proper  sign, 
Ac.,  (addressing  the  chairs),  except  the  Junior  Warden  in  charge  of  a 
candidate.  (Secret  Journal.) 

12.  No  Subordinate  Lodge  can  reinstate  an  expelled  member  of  its 
own  motion.  The  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  the  Lodge  is 
subordinate,  or  of  the  Grand  Master,  by  its  authority,  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  authorize  the  restoration.  (Digest,  861.) 

13.  If  there  is  no  local  law  prescribing  what  vote  is  necessary  to 
reinstate  an  expelled  member,  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
thejsame  vote  which  expelled  from,  ought  to  be  had  to  restore  to  mem- 
bership. 

14.  It  requires  ten  (10)  members  to  form  or  make  a quorum  in  a 
regular  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge.  (Digest,  clause  509,  sec.  4.) 

15.  On  an  appeal  to  me  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of 
Massachusetts,  who,  in  view  of  the  existence  of  a clause  in  the  by-laws 
of  Oriental  Lodge  No.  10,  of  that  jurisdiction,  as  follows : “If  a brother 
dies  within  less  than  seven  days  after  being  taken  sick,  the  sick  benefit 
for  one  week  shall  be  added  to  the  funeral  benefit,”  decided  that  the 
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whole  intent  and  purpose  of  the  clause  referred  to  was  to  meet  just 
such  cases — that  is,  sudden  death,  and  that  the  one  week’s  benefit 
should  be  added  to  the  funeral  benefit.  I concurred  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Grand  Master,  and  so  ruled. 

The  question  having  arisen  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  whe- 
ther a certificate  granted  by  a Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  Minnesota,  setting  forth,  under  seal  of  the  Lodge,  and  attest  of  the 
officers  thereof,  that  a brother  had  passed  the  chairs  of  said  Lodge,  and 
was  entitled  to  the  Past  Official  and  Grand  Lodge  Degrees,  could  be  re- 
ceived and  accepted  as  evidence  of  his  being  so  entitled,  he  presenting 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  said  certificate  and  a certificate  from 
a Lodge  in  Michigan — which  he  joined  sometime  before  by  card,  prop- 
erly authenticated,  as  a Past  Grand — stating  that  he  had  been  elected 
to  represent  said  Lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  Being  present,  I said,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  certificate  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan  by  Brother  George  Laidley,  the  duly  authenticated  represen- 
tative to  the  said  Grand  Lodge  from  Saginaw  Lodge  No.  42,  setting 
forth  that  he  (Brother  Laidley)  is  entitled  to  the  Past  Official  Degrees, 
said  certificate  being  under  the  seal  of  Vermillion  Lodge  No.  8,  belong- 
ing to  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  and  attested 
by  the  officers  of  said  Lodge,  is  sufficient  evidence  under  the  f/eneral  lair 
of  the  fact  that  said  Brother  Laidley  has  passed  the  chairs  in  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  and  is  entitled  to  receive  the  Past  Official  and 
Grand  Lodge  Degrees. 

The  following  inquiries  were  propounded  to  me  : 

1.  Can  an  Encampment,  under  any  circumstances,  confer  a degree 
on  the  same  night  that  the  application  for  the  degree  is  made  ? 

2.  Does  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  an  Encampment  suspend  all 
proceedings  in  reference  to  the  subject  under  consideration  until  the 
decision  of  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patriarch  or  R.  W.  Grand  Encamp- 
ment is  ha  d ? 

8.  If  question  number  2 is  answered  in  the  affirmative,  what  dis- 
position must  be  made  of  the  nomination  of  a candidate  for  office  when 
the  eligibility  of  the  candidate  is  called  m question  and  the  matter  is 
appealed  to  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Patriarch  or  the  Right  Worthy 
Grand  Encampment  ? 

4.  What  is  the  duty  of  a D.  D.  Grand  Patriarch  when  an  Encamp- 
ment is  about  to  confer  a degree  in  violation  of  law,  or  do  any  other 
unlawful  act,  after  having  been  notified  by  him  of  the  illegality  of  the 
proposed  action  ? 

5.  Can  a D.  D.  Grand  Patriarch,  who  is  a member  of  an  Encamp- 
ment, declare  an  act  of  an  Encampment  void,  when  his  knowledge  of 
such  act  is  obtained  by  reason  of  his  presence  in  the  Encampment  as  a 
member  of  the  same,  and  when  the  Encampment  has  not  requested  his 
official  opinion  ? 

G.  Can  a Chief  Patriarch,  who  has  declared  a pending  motion  ille 
gal,  and  whose  decision  has  been  reversed  on  an  appeal  by  the  En- 
campment refuse  to  put  the  motion  and  vacate  the  chair  ? 

Also,  is  it  according  to  Parliamentary  usage  to  make  a motion  to 
establish  a negative  of  a proposition  and  the  affirmative  of  another,  or, 
in  other  words,  to  move  to  reject  a proposition  and  adopt  or  substitute 
another  ? 

To  which  I replied : 

1.  That  the  subject  is  left  for  local  legislation. 
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2.  As  a general  rule,  when  an  appeal  is  taken  from  the  action  of  a 
Lodge  or  Encampment,  all  proceedings  in  reference  to  the  matter  are 
suspended;  but  not  in  the  particular  case  you  refer  to,  (question  3.) 
The  installation  must  go  on.  (See  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  pp.  24(58  and  2501.) 

4.  The  duties  of  D.  D.  Grand  Patriarchs  or  D.  D.  Grand  Masters 
are,  or  should  be,  defined  in  the  local  1 iw  (or  commission,)  and  they  can- 
not go  beyond  said  law.  They  are  required  to  report  persistent  viola- 
tions to  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Patriarch. 

5.  District  Deputies  may  improperly  declare  certain  acts  of  Subordin- 
ate Lodges  and  Encampments  null  and  void,  but  that  does  not  make 
them  so  ; as  before  said,  they  must  report  all  violations.  Of  course  they 
may,  with  propriety,  point  out  errors,  and  call  attention  to  violations 
of  law,  but  that  is  all. 

6.  No — see  second  decision  of  Grand  Sire  last  session. 

Lastly — N» — sucli  a motion  is  unparliamentary  and  unknown  in 
our  legislation. 

On  the  8th  of  September  1871,  in  reply  to  an  enquiry  from  the 
Grand  Master  of  Missouri,  substantially  as  follows  : “What  is  the  status 
of  members  of  a suspended  subordinate  from  any  cause  (who  at  the 
time  of  such  suspension  were  in  good  standing)  upon  the  restoration  of 
its  charter  and  its  resumption  of  work?”  I replied  that  those  who  ap- 
plied for  and  obtained  the  return  of  charter  and  authority  to  resume 
work  are,  as  a matter  of  course,  at  once  restored.  The  rest  of  the  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  acquire,  by  virtue  of  the  revival  of  the  subordinate 
certain  rights  and  privileges.  The  question  is,  what  is  the  extent  of 
these  rights  and  privileges  ? They  unquestionably,  in  so  far  as  the 
mere  suspension  of  membership  was  inseparable  from  the  sus- 
pended condition  of  the  Lodge,  have  the  same  right  to  unite  in  the  ap- 
plication for  restoration  of  charter  as  those  who  do  apply,  and  having 
failed  to  do  so,  they  do  not  thereby  superadd  any  further  disability  to 
to  their  position.  They  are  therefore  entitled  to  be  readmitted  to  mem- 
bership, or  rather  to  resume  membership  upon  payment  of  all  arrears 
against  them  at  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  the  Lodge,  and  such  other 
dues  as  may  have  occured  since  they  were  notified  of  its  resumption  of 
work,  unless  special  causes  exist  to  the  contrary.  Whilst  the  right  of 
the  member  to  readmission  is  undoubted,  yet  it  must  be  taken  in  this 
instance,  as  in  all  others,  to  be  subject  to  the  inherent  right  of  the 
Lodge,  of  self -protection,  which  is  the  paramount  law  where  such  issue 
is  involved.  Many  reasons  may  be  imagined  why  all  the  members 
should  not  necessarily  be  readmitted.  Perhaps  in  the  case  reported, 
page  1477,  Journal,  from  Illinois,  the  very  cause  of  the  surrender  of 
charter  was  to  get  rid  of  obnoxious  members  whose  presence  and  mem- 
bership destroyed  the  harmony  and  prosperity  of  the  Lodge,  and  if,  ne- 
cessarily, such  members  could  be  admitted  without  challenge,  upon  the 
restoration  of  the  charter,  the  real  object  would  lie  defeated.  I decide 
that  all  the  members  of  Cliillicothe  Lodge  who  were  in  good  standing 
at  the  time  the  Lodge  ceased  to  work,  or  when  it  became  suspended, 
are  entitled  to  readmission  upon  payment  of  the  proper  dues  charge- 
able, if  no  special  cause  otherwise  exists,  of  which  the  Lodge  is  to  be  the 
judge : and  that  the  proper  dues  are  the  amount,  if  any,  appearing  on 
the  books  at  the  time  of  surrender  of  charter,  or  ceasing  to  work,  and 
such  other  dues  as  may  have  accrued  since  the  member’s  knowledge  of 
restoration. 
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ONE  BALLOT  AND  ONE  RECONSIDERATION. 

It  lias  been  suggested  that  section  139,  Digest,  relating  to  ballots 
and  reconsideration,  is  of  different  construction.  The  ground  is  taken 
that  a ballot  is  not  complete  until  its  results  are  declared  hv  the  Noble 
Grand.  And  if,  by  authority  of  a State  law,  the  first  vote  is  not  deci- 
sive, the  Lodge  maj  vote  again  until  a decision,  in  conformity  with  said 
law,  is  had  and  declared  : and  such  is  held  to  be  but  one  continuous 
ballot,  and  consistent  with  the  139tli  section  of  the  Digest.  The  sug- 
gestion appearing  to  me  to  have  weight,  I respectfully  refer  it  to  your 
consideration.  The  determination  of  the  question  is  important,  as  it 
involves  the  subordinate  law  on  the  subject  in  many  jurisdictions. 

IMPROPER  USE  OF  THE  NAME  AND  PRESTIGE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  last  session  my  attention  was 
called  to  certain  advertisements  of  a private  business  nature,  by  parties 
connected  with  the  Order,  which,  on  examination,  I deemed-  to  he  in 
violation  of  the  law.  (Journal,  page  5143  and  5199') 

In  obedience  to  what  I conceived  to  be  my  duty,  I addressed  a 
communication  to  each  of  the  parties  referred  to,  pointing  out  the  ob- 
jectionable parts  of  their  publications,  and  requesting  them  in  courteous 
language,  to  remove  them,  taking  care  to  point  out  the  law  of  this 
R.  W.  Grand  Body  on  the  subject.  Explanations  were  made,  and  ar- 
guments were  adduced,  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  law  had  not  been 
violated,  or  if  so,  certainly  not  intentionally.  To  prove  that  the  publi- 
cations complained  of  by  me  were  not  in  violation  of  law.it  was  claimed 
that  Grosh’s,  Donaldson’s  and  other  Odd  Fellows'  Manuals  and  works 
which  contain  much  that  belongs  exclusively  to  the  Order,  especially 
the  emblems  and  their  significations — which  are  published  on  account 
of,  and  for  individual  gain — had  been  sanctioned  by  the  authorities,  or 
if  not  so,  had  been  approved  and  countenanced  by  some  of  the  most 
distinguished  members  of  the  Order,  which  I confess  cannot  be  contro- 
verted ; nevertheless,  a violation  of  a law  by  others,  no  matter  under 
what  distinguished  auspices  or  approval,  was  no  defence,  in  my  judg- 
ment, and  only  serves  to  enforce  more  cogently  our  duty  m the 
premises. 

In  this  connection,  I beg  to  call  your  attention  to  what  I conceive 
to  be  an  infringement  of  the  laws  of  this  R.  W.  Body.  I have  reference 
to  the  publication  of  charts,  banners  and  other  designs  of  various  kinds, 
displaying  the  emblems  of  the  Order,  and  in  many  cases  classifying  and 
arranging  them  according  to  the  respective  authors’  ideas  of  their  par- 
ticular place  in  the  work.  Having  been  applied  to  for  permission  to 
publish  such  charts,  &c.,  I have  emphatically  stated  that  I did  not 
possess  the  authority  to  do  so ; furthermore  that  the  use  of  such  charts, 
which  is  practised  in  many  Lodges  and  Encampments,  in  illustrating 
the  principles  of  the  Order,  is  a violation  of  law,  and  would  not  be 
tolerated. 

The  right  to  publish  everything  connected  with  the  Order — em- 
blems, charts,  formulas,  &c., — I have  always  regarded  as  belonging 
exclusively  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States ; whether  such 
claim  has  been  fully  enforced  heretofore  or  not,  I deem  it  absolutely 
necessary  to  do  so  at  this  time — -as  well  in  view  of  the  injury  being 
done  by  the  use  of  such  erroneous,  unauthorized  publications,  as  for  the 
benefit,  financially,  which  would  accrue  to  this  R.  W.  Body, 
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I have  frequently  been  interrogated  as  to  whether  there  is  any  re- 
lation existing  between  this  R.  W.  Body  and  any  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, or  whether  it  has  at  any  time  endorsed  or  recommended  any  of 
said  institutions,  to  which  I,  of  course,  answered  negatively.  That  the 
entire  Order  may  be  properly  informed  on  this  subject,  I have  deemed 
it  highly  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  matter,  and  respectfully 
refer  you  to  a letter  from  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  jurisdiction  of  On- 
tario, and  my  reply  thereto. 

My  correspondence  in  regard  to  improper  publications  is  herewith 
submitted. 

The  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  7,  9, 12,  13,  14  and  15  decisions,  and  2,  3,  5 and  6 
questions  and  replies  were  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  who 
made  the  following  report,  viz : 

That  they  approve  of  decisions  1,  2,  3,  5,  7,  9,  12  and  14,  and  of  the 
answers  to  inquiries  2,  3,  5,  and  0 ; they  also  approve  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Sire  in  reference  to  the  improper  use  of  the  name  and  prestige 
of  the  Order. 

That  decision  No.  13  should  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee. That  No.  14  is  decided  correctly. 

In  reference  to  decision  No.  4,  we  report: — An  application  for  mem- 
bership may  be  withdrawn  before  the  report  of  the  Committee  thereon 
is  presented,  but  not  subsequently.  If  the  report  is  recommitted  td  the 
Committee,  it  is  then  too  late  to  withdraw  the  name  -of  the  candidate. 
State  Grand  Lodges  are  perfectly  competent  to  decide  whether  it  is 
necessary  to  obtain  permission  of  the  Lodge  to  withdraw  an  application 
for  membership  prior  to  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

This  report,  after  considerable  debate  on  the  decisions  4 and  13, 
was  recommitted,  with  instructions  to  report  on  decision  No.  13 ; and 
the  Committee,  supposing  that  was  the  only  portion  recommitted,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz.  : 
That  they  approve  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  opinion  as  therein  expressed. 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  the  other  decisions  failed  to  receive  the  eon- 
firmation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; nevertheless  they  must  be  taken  as 
binding  until  reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Decisions  6,  8.  10,  and  11,  and  questions  and  answers  1 and  4 were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  who  reported,  re- 
commending that  decisions  6,  10  and  11  and  answers  1 and  4 be  affirm- 
ed. 

That  in  reference  to  decision  No.  8 the  following  be  substituted, 
viz  : That  a State  Grand  Body  having  accepted  the  Degree  of  Rebekah 
and  allowed  it  to  be  communicated  to  its  subordinates,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Elective  Officers  only  of  the  subordinates  to  be  instructed  in  the 
work  of  the  degree  before  installation  into  their  respective  chairs. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  subject  of  the  “History  of  Oddfellowship”  was  referred  to  a 
Committee  consisting  of  Bros.  McKinstry,  of  Ala  ; Garey,  of  Md  ; Lin- 
denberg  of  O.  ; Simpson,  of  Penn.  ; and  Porter  of  Mass.  ; to  report 
next  session. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  reported  and  the  report  was  adopted, 
That,  when  upon  a ballot,  the  number  of  black  balls  required  to  reject 
(by  law  of  the  jurisdiction)  are  cast,  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  to 
be  rejected,  and  it  is  not  lawful  for  the  application  to  be  referred  for 
further  investigation  and  a new  ballot  at  some  future  meeting.’’ 

The  same  Committee  reported  the  following,  which  was  adopted, 

viz: 
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Without  further  legislation  by  this  Grand  Lodge  it  is  not  compet- 
ent for  a Subordinate  Lodge  to  make  a By-Law  restricting  membership 
to  persons  over  a certain  age.  The  qualifications  for  admission  to  the 
Order  are  defined  by  Article  16,  Sec.  2,  of  the  Constitution,  no  Grand 
or  Subordinate  Lodge  has  the  right  to  change  the  same. 

As  this  decision  renders  Clause  1 of  Article  2 of  Constitution  for 
Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  invalid,  particular  attention  is 
called  to  it, 

On  the  report  of  Finance  Committee  the  price  of  Cards  and  Dis- 
missal Certificates  was  reduced  to  fifteen  cents, 

On  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  a Charter  was 
granted  for  a “ Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,”  constituting  the 
Order  therein  under  certain  restrictions  an  independent  sovereignty, 
similar  to  that  which  formerly  existed  in  British  North  America. 

The  several  Reports  of  the  Committee  onAppeals,  being  too  lengthy 
for  insertion  in  this  Report,  are  recommended  to  the  careful  perusal  of 
the  members. 

With  regard  to  the  appeal  of  W.  D.  Kennedy  from  the  action  of 
this  R.  IV.  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  your  Representatives  were 
not  intrusted  with  the  duty  of  presenting  said  appeal  ; on  the  contrary, 
the  senior  representative  was  given  to  understand  that  several  repre- 
sentatives of  other  jurisdictions  had  undertaken  to  present  said  appeal; 
we  therefore  deemed  it  unwise  to  obtrude  our  services.  The  result  was 
the  appeal  was  not  presented  until  the  last  day  of  the  session,  when 
Representative  Stokes,  of  Pennsylvania,  presented  it  and  moved  that 
it  lay  over  until  next  session,  without  prejudice  to  either  party. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Committee  the  following  was 
adopted,  viz.  : 

When  a member  has  been  suspended  for  cause,  and  the  suspension 
has  continued  five  years  or  more,  subordinates  may.  in  their  discretion, 
make  a suitable  remission  of  the  accrued  dues  to  encourage  reinstate- 
ments, or  commute  the  same  upon  payment  of  a satisfactory  amount. 

From  the  same  Committee  the  following  was  adopted,  viz.  ; Relat- 
ing to  the  proper  disposition  of  funds  of  defunct  Subordinate  Lodges 
which  are  surrendered  to  Grand  Lodges,  the  use  of  said  funds  is  auth- 
orized. to  assist  Lodges  in  need  ; also  for  the  assistance  of  widows  and 
orphans,  if  any,  of  such  defunct  Lodges,  or  to  any  relief  fund  which 
may  exist  in  the  jurisdiction,  except  always,  where  the  fund  is  held  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  as  a specific  trust. 

From  the  same  Committee  the  following  amendment  to  By-Law 
No.  22  was  adopted,  viz.  • The  regalia  for  a Past  Grand,  who  is  also  a 
Past  Chief  Patriarch,  may,  in  lieu  of  any  other  regalia  to  which  he  may 
be  entitled,  be  a scarlet  collar,  trimmed  with  white,  the  collar  not  to  be 
more  than  five  and  a-half  inches  wide  with  a roll  of  purple  two  inches 
wide,  trimmed  with  yellow,  the  collar  to  be  united  in  front  with  three 
links,  The  above  described  regalia  may  be  worn  by  a brother  who 
has  passed  the  chairs  m a Lodge  and  in  an  Encampment  in  any  Grand 
or  Subordinate  Lodge  or  any  Grand  or  Subordinate  Encampment. 
The  collar  may  be  of  scarlet  velvet,  with  white  metal  trimmings,  and 
the  roll  of  purple  velvet,  with  yellow  metal  trimmings. 

From  the  same  Committee  the  following  was  adopted,  viz.  : 

That  when  a member  is  being  tried  by  a Subordinate  Lodge  for 
violating  the  obligations  or  divulging  the  secrets  of  any  of  the  degrees, 
members  who  have  not  attained  the  degrees  specified  in  the  charge 
should  he  required  to  retire  from  the  Lodge  during  the  trial, 
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From  the  Judiciary  Committee  the  following  was  adopted,  viz.  : 

A member  of  Lodge  “A”  visits  Lodge  “B,”  at  the  meeting  after  the 
installation  of  officers  for  a new  term,  but  prior  to  the  installation  in 
Lodge  “A,”  not  having  the  S.  A.  P.  W.  for  the  new  term  may  or  may 
not  the  Noble  Grand  admit  lnm  on  the  S.  A.  P,  W.  of  the  previous  term, 
which  still  remains  in  force,  or  good  in  Lodge  ‘ ' A " ? The  member  of 
Lodge  “A”  cannot  be  admitted  unless  he  gives  the  new  password  used 
in  Lodge  “B.” 

From  the  same  Committee  the  following  was  adopted,  viz.  : 

That  it  is  the  duty  of  any  Lodge,  upon  the  presentation  of  a duly 
authenticated  degree  certificate,  if  the  holder  is  in  good  standing  to  con- 
fer the  degrees  upon  the  candidate  holding  and  presenting  such  certifi- 
cate. 

Also  on  the  question  whether  a retiring  Noble  Grand  is  eligible  to 
the  office  of  Representative,  the  following  was  adopted,  viz.  : That 

when  a Noble  Grand  ceases  to  be  such  and  has  become  a Past  Grand, 
he  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  Representative  to  the  State  Grand  Lodge, 
and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  if  in  the  latter  instance 
he  possesses  all  other  requisite  qualifications. 

The  following  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  was  adop 
ted,  viz.  : 

That  the  prosperity  and  success  of  our  brethren  abroad  is  a source 
of  profound  gratification.  Touching  the  wish  expressed  in  Australia, 
Peru  and  the  Sandwich  Islands,  that  our  laws  relating  to  qualifications 
for  membership  as  regards  “Color,”  the  Committee,  for  very  cogent 
reasons,  decline  to  recommend  such  legislation  so  long  as  the  Lodges 
in  these  countries  work  under  our  jurisdiction.  They  also  decline  to  re- 
commend an  appropriation  for  a special  deputation  to  Australia. 

Rep.  Morse,  of  California,  moved  the  following,  which  was  adop- 
ted, viz. 

Resolved, — That  a Committee  of  live  be  appointed,  to  whom  should  be  assign- 
ed the  duty  of  considering  and  preparing  a system  of  dues  and  benefits  for  our 
Order  which  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  present  perfected  know] edge  upon  the 
subject  of  insurance  and  guarantees,  and  report  the  same  to  this  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  session. 

The  Committee  is  composed  of  Rep.  Morse,  of  California  ; Nichol- 
son, P.  G.  Sire,  of  Pennsylvania,  Rsp.  Leech,  of  Iowa  ; Edwards,  of 
West  Virginia,  and  Dowden  of  Kentucky. 

Several  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  either  rejected  or 
indefinitely  postponed,  among  them  one  for  altering  the  name,  your 
representatives  believing  that  a change  in  that  respect  is  necessary 
and  will  ultimately  prevail,  gave  the  requisite  notice  for  a change, 
which  was  cheerfully  seconded  by  several  able  representatives  of  other 
jurisdictions. 

A great  length  of  time  was  spent  in  secret  session.  The  action 
had  therein  is  shown  to  a considerable  extent  in  the  new  Charge  Books 
now  in  possession  of  the  Lodges.  Suffice  it  to  say  here  that  great  in- 
terest and  zeal  was  manifested  to  make  the  work  as  correct  and  com- 
plete as  possible  ; a diagram  of  a Lodge  room  showing  the  proper 
positions  of  officers,  &c.,  was  recommended  as  shown  on  page  5586  of 
the  revised  Journal.  Jewels  for  Subordinate  Officers  were  adopted  as 
shown  on  page  5622  of  said  Journal. 

The  endeavor  of  your  representatives  has  been  to  make  tins  report 
as  concise  as  possible,  and  therefore  much  that  appears  in  the  revised 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  has 
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been  omitted,  which  is  nevertheless  of  considerable  moment  and  inter- 
est to  the  whole  brotherhood  of  this  jurisdiction  and  will  well  repay  a 
careful  reading  and  consideration.

When  our  by-laws  say  a candidate  must  reside  in  the  town  six  months  before 
he  can  be  proposed,  or  that  he  must  be  examined  by  the  Lodge  physician  and  his 
certificate  must  be  in  the  Lodge  before  he  is  balloted  for  : and  should  a candidate 
be  elected  before  it  was  discovered  that  he  had  not  resided  in  the  town  six 
months,  or  that  he  was  elected  before  he  had  been  examined  by  the*  Lodge  phy- 
sician; and  when  either  of  these  irregularities  have  been  discovered,  is  it  right 
for  the  N.  G.,  to  declare  such  an  election  illegal,  and  when  the  sai  1 by-laws  have 
been  confirmed,  to  order  a new  ballot  ? 


Western  City  Lodge,  No.  98,  Rep.  John  Oswald,  submitted  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  same  Committee  : 

1st.  Three  black  balls  being  deposited  against  a candidate,  two  of  which  arc 
acknowledged  to  be  a mistake,  is  the  candidate  elected,  or  lias  there  to  he  a new 
ballot  ? 

2nd.  Has  a candidate  to  pay  one  quarter’s  dues  on  the  night  of  his  initia- 
tion ? 

3rd.  When  is  a member  thirteen  weeks  in  arrears,  when  the  by-laws  call  for 
the  dues  to  be  paid  iu  advance  ? 

Belleville  Lodge,  No.  81,  Rep.  W.  J.  Diamond,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing, which  was  referred  the  same  Committee  : 

The  retiring  Chaplain,  who  was  duly  appointed  and  filled  said  office  for  the 
term  ending  June  30th,  last  past,  was  nominated  to  fill  the  office  of  P.  S.  for  the 
present  term.

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers, — I take  the  liberty  of  appealing  against  the  de- 
cision of  Minto  Lodge  No.  98,  for  expelling  me  from  the  Order  illegally. 

The  case  is.  I was  expelled  for  fraud  or  keeping  back  Lodge  property.  When 
the  said  Lodge  was  instituted, I was  elected  as  Secretary,  and  the  Initiation  Fees 
and  other  moneys  were  collected  by  me,  the  N.  G.,  and  R.  S. ; when  the  Treasurer 
was  elected,  I paid  over  what  funds  I had,  excepting  four  dollars,  which  I retain- 
ed until  I could  get  a settlement  from  the  others,  and  refunded  all  funds  except- 
ing Ancient  Odd  Fellows’  Fees. 

When  the  Returns  were  made  up  for  last  January,  there  appeared  a deficiency 
of  $20,  which  the  Lodge  accused  me  of  having  ; they  then  served  me  with  a 
notice  asking  me  to  help  find  out  the  difficulty  ; I went,  and  could  not  find  out 
the  difficulty  at  that  time,  but  went  down  again  with  the  N.  G.,  and  made  out  a 
Statement  showing  where  the  money  was,  and  showing  that  I only  owed  them 
four  dollars,  which  I offered  to  pay  at  any  time  they  would  take  it. 

The  N.  G.,  read  my  statement  to  the  Lodge  and  they  served  me  with  a notice 
to  appear  on  the  21st  day  of  April  last  past,  at  the  regular  Lodge  meeting,  to 
answer  a charge  of  fraudulently  and  illegally  keeping  Lodge  funds.  I went,  and 
was  asked  what  I had  to  say,  I told  them  I had  not  the  money,  and  asked 
for  a trial,  so  that  I might  have  witnesses  examined  and  try  and  prove  my  inno- 
cence, which  they  refused  : I then  was  ordered  to  retire  ; a ballot  taken,  and  I 
was  informed  that  I was  expelled.  I afterwards  notified  them  that  I should  ap- 
peal to  the  Grand  Lodge  against  their  decision,  and  asked  them  for  a copy  of  the 
minutes  with  reference  to  the  case,  which  was  refused  I afterwards  came  to 
live  in  Mitchell.  The  members  of  that  Lodge  ; have  told  gentlemen  from  this 
place,  who  did  not  belong  to  the  Order,  that  I was  a scoundrel,  and  cheated  them 
out  of  money,  &c.  All  I now  ask  is  fair  play  and  justice,  and  that  you  will 
examine  my  case  and  let  me  know  the  result  as  soon  as  possilde.

McMath  admits  having  appropriated  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  > 
but  asserts  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  it  was  not  a Lodge  transaction 
and  he  subsequently  tendered  the  amount  to  the  said  Lodge,  which  was  re  - 
fused. 

3rd.  That  Bro.  McMath  is  still  willing  to  make  restitution  of  the  amount 
wrongfully  retained  as  aforesaid, 
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4Ui  That  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  the  evidence  laid  before  it, and 
to  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  respectfully  referred,  that  Erie  Lodge  and  certain 
of  the  members  thereof  have  been  guilty  of  gross  irregularities  in  lending  the 
Lodge  funds  to  members  thereof,  and  in  afterwards  destroying  the  notes  held  in 
security  of  said  loans,  which  have  never  yet  been  repaid. 

5th.  That  the  evidence  taken  at  the  trial  of  Bro.  McMath , and  produced  be- 
fore your  Committee,  does  not,  in  their  opinion,  justify  such  a grave  punishment 
as  expulsion. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  an  investi- 
gation into  the  affairs  of  Erie  Lodge,  above  mentioned,  and  of  the  said  charge 
against  Bro.  McMath  be  had,  either  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  by  some  mem- 
ber of  this  Grand  Lodge,  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Erie  Lodge,  with  full 
Dower  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  the 
brother  so  appointed  be  required  to  report  to  tiffs  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  annual 
communication. 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  : 

Resolved, — That  the  above  Report  be  adopted.

The  Finance  Committee  beg  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  Report  : 

1st.  That  in  reference  to  Clause  13,  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  the  Commit- 
tee recommend  that  Clause  9,  Art.  5,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be 
strictly  enforced  hereafter,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  so  advise  the  several 
subordinate  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction. 

2nd.  The  Committee  are  at  a loss  to  discover  the  object  to  be  served  by  hav- 
ing Clause  15  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  referred  to  them. 

3rd.  The  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  recommending  that  this  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  make  a grant  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
John  Murray,  to  reimburse  him  to  some  extent  for  the  saei  i ice  made  by  him  for 
his  services  last  year. 

4th.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  thirl y dollars  be  granted 
to  Rond  Eau  Lodge  No.  40. 

5th.  The  Committee  having  examined  the  books  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secre» 
tary  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  find  that  the  cash 
balance  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  was  $3,783.07,  and  the  cash  receipts 
of  the  year  wei-e  $5,031  65  making  a total  of  $8,814.72.  The  cash  payments  dur- 
ing the  year  were  $4,960.39  ; leaving  a balance  of  $3,854.33. 

6th.  The  Committee  regret  to  say  that  the  accounts  of  this  R.  W.  G.  Lodge 
are  not  kept  in  such  a way  that  your  Committee  can  audit  the  same.  They  find 
many  payments  made  for  which  no  proper  voucher  has  been  produced  to  your

committee.  The  cash  accounts  of  the  officers  in  question  seem  to  he  a transcript 
of  each  other-  -each  allowing  the  same  cash  balance  in  hand.  The  Treasurer 
keeps  the  cash  in  the  Bank  mixed  with  his  own  private  funds,  iustead  of  a sep- 
arate account,  and  with  a separate  Bank  book,  and  although  large  balances  are  in 
hand  from  time  to  time,  no  investments,  temporary  or  otherwise,  have  been 
made  of  such  funds.  Moreover,  the  accounts  of  neither  officer  have  been  balan- 
ced during  the  year. 

7th.  The  Supplies  account  is  likewise  unsatisfactory,  inasmuch  as  there  is  no 
separate  account  kept  by  the  Secretary,  shewing  the  cash  paid  for  such  supplies 
or  realized  from  the  various  sales  thereof. 

8th.  The  Committee  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  accounts  of  this 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  should  hereafter  be  audited  by  two  Auditors,  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  they  be  paid  therefor. 

9th.  The  Committee  are  surprised  to  find  that  no  tenders  were  asked  for  the 
Printing  of  tins  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year,  and  recommend  that  here- 
after all  work  be  done  by  tender. 

10th.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  execute  a new  bond, 
with  two  sureties,  for  the  gross  sum  of  Six  Thousand  Dollars — himself  in  two 
thousand,  and  a similar  amount  for  each  surety. 

11th.  The  Committee  likewise  recommend  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
execute  a bond  for  the  gross  sum  of  three  thousand  Dollars — himself  in  one 
thousand,  and  a like  amount  for  each  surety. 

12th.  The  Committee  recommend  that  in  view  of  the  increase  of  the  work  of 
this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  salary  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  be  fixed 
at  $500  for  the  current  year. 

13th.— The  Committee  recommend  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  be  paid 
a salary  of  $100  for  the  current  year 

14th.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  funds  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
be  deposited  in  such  of  the  chartered  banks  of  this  Province  as  will  allow  the 
highest  rate  of  interest. 

15th.  In  consideration  of  the  services  of  Bros.  Robert  Mathison  and  Thomas 
Woodyatt,  the  Committee  recommend  that  they  be  paid  their  mileage  and  per 
diem,  during  the  present  sittings  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

16th.  The  Committee  hereafter  recommend  that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
keep  the  accounts  of  this  R.  W Grand  Lodge,  according  to  the  system  known  as 
Double  Entry,  and  that  he  pay  over  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  all  the  funds 
that  come  into  his  hands,  once  a month,  and  all  accounts  to  be  paid  by  order  on 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer.

The  following  moved  by  Rep.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Rep.  R. 
Griffith,  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative  : 

Resolved, — That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  be  instructed  to  calculate  the 
mileage  of  Representatives  on  the  basis  of  the  nearest  Railway  route. 

The  consideration  of  the  reports  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  clause  10  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  referring  to  invit- 
ing the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  hold  its  session  of  1874  in 
Ontario — being  the  special  order  for  this  hour — the  question  being  on 
the  adoption  of  the  report  and  resolution,  it  was  moved  by  Rep.  M.  E- 
Snider,  seconded  by  Rep.  K.  G.  Chant,  in  amendment,  as  follows  : 
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Resolved , —That  all  after  the  word  “that”  in  the  resolution  of  the  majority  re- 
port be  stricken  out  and  the  following  inserted.  “That  our  Representatives  to 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  he  instructed  to  invite  that  Grand 
Body  to  hold  its  session  of  1874  in  Ontario.” 

On  motion  Rep.  Jno.  Richmond  was  allowed  to  withdraw  the  min" 
ority  report  of  the  Committee. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  of  Rep.  M- 
E.  Snider. 

Rep.  W.  F.  Roome  moved,  seconded  by  Rep.  R.  Gibb,  to  amend  the 
amendment  as  follows  : 

Resolved , — That  the  Report  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  further 
consider  the  question,  to  estimate  the  cost,  and  how  the  money  should  be  raised 
so  that  this  Grand  Lodge  may  be  able  to  vote  intelligently  on  the  question. 

The  question  now  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  of  Rep. 
W.  F.  Roome.  it  was  resolved  in  the  negative. 

The  questiou  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  of  M.  E- 
Snider,  it  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurring  upon  the  adoption  of  the  Majority 
Report  of  the  Committee,  it  was  adopted. 

Reps.  John  Lawrence  and  Wm.  Bissell,  P.  G.  M.,  on  motion  were 
granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session. 

H.  C.  Bingham,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subor- 
dinates, presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  considered  seriatim 
as  read  : 

lo  the  R.  IT.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , 1 . O.  O.  F.  : 

The  above  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  accompanying 
the  appointment  of  the  same,  submit  for  approval  the  following  : 

Several  amendments  to  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates  having  been  adopt- 
ed at  the  last  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  Windsor,  your  Committee  deemed 
it  advisable  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  but  few  of  the  Lodges  have  made  the 
alterations  ordered,  but  continue  to  use  and  distribute  their  Constitutions  as 
though  they  had  never  been  amended.  This  leads  to  confusion  and  inconveni- 
ence in  many  ways,  but  more  especially  to  new  Lodges,  which  are  continually 
copying  the  Constitutions  and  By-Laws  of  older  Lodges,  supposing  them  to  be 
correct,  when  in  may  important  particulars  they  are  wrong. 

In  many  cases  we  find  that  alterations  ordered  by  this  Grand  Lodge  one  and 
two  years  since,  in  the  matter  of  By-Laws,  have  not  yet  been  made.  Whether  this 
state  of  affairs  is  the  result  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those  who  should  attend 
to  it,  or  of  indifference  and  contempt  of  the  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is 
not  for  us  to  say,  but  it  does  appear  useless  for  this  Committee  to  report  the 
same  errors  in  the  same  cases  year  after  year  ; indeed,  it  is  worse  than  useless, 
because  time  thus  spent  would  be  better  spent  in  the  more  careful  revision  of  the 
Laws  of  new  Lodges  which  are  sent  here  for  the  first  time  fotr  approval  and  cor- 
rection. 

On  account  of  the  length  of  our  report,  we  have  embodied  our  views  in  as 
few  words  as  possible,  consistent  with  making  ourselves  understood.

Naomi  116,  have  presented  no  Ry-lawsfor  approval. 

It  seems  remarkable  and  unaccountable,  that  with  a plain  enactment  in  the 
Constitution  for  Subordinate  Lodges,  that  By-laws  and  all  amendments  to  the 
same,  shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate,  certified  by  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  and  the 
signatures  of  the  N.  G.  and  Secretary,  that  scarcely  one  in  ten  of  those  submitted, 
are  properly  certified. 

In  the  Report  of  your  Representatives  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  at  this  session,  we  are  informed  that  the  enactment  in  Article  2, 
Clause  2,  of  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates,  restricting  admission  to  our  Lodges 
to  men  not  over  50  years  of  age,  is  invalid,  and  this  will  of  course  necessitate  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  for  Subordinates,  as  well  as  to  the  By-laws  of  a 
great  many  of  the  Subordinates  on  these  matters. 

Year  after  year  this  Committee  is  called  upon  to  revise  the  laws  of  the  same 
Lodges,  and  upon  exactly  the  same  points.  The  necessity  for  this  should  not  be 
repeated,  and  need  no«  be,  if  the  Lodges  will  attend  at  once  to  the  correction  of 
their  laws  as  pointed  out. 

This  should  be  done  by  means  of  blank  and  printed  slips,  pasted  on  in  their 
appropriate  places,  and  not  upon  fly  leaves  in  the  beginning  or  end  of  their  By- 
laws. Instead  of  giving  authorities  repeatedly  in  our  report,  we  have  thought 
better  to  give  references,  by  means  of  srr  all  letters  to  foot  notes  at  the  end  of  our 
report,  citing  the  authorities  in  each  case. 

Believing,  if  immediate  attention  is  given  to  these  corrections  and  recom- 
mendations, that  uniformity  will  be  secured,  that  less  misunderstanding  of  law 
will  arise,  and  that  easier  tasks  will  be  assigned  the  Committee  on  By-laws  in 
future,  we  cheerfully  and  hopefully  conclude  what  has  been  to  us  a tedious  and 
perplexing  work,  and  we  fear,  a tedious  report  to  you. 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  :

twice  in  each  year — the  necessary  expenses  of  such  two  official  visits  to  be  borne 
by  this  Grand  Lodge— unless  other  visits  are  ordered  by  the  M.  W.  G.  M.,  in  such 
case,  the  expenses  of  such  visits  shall  also  be  paid  by  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

3rd.  As  to  Clause  3,  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  each  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction,  not 
already  supplied  with  the  same,  with  two  copies  of  the  new  Charge  Book,  charg- 
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in"  therefor  as  in  the  case,  of  ordinary  supplies  ; and  that  all  old  Charge  Books  in 
the  Jurisdiction  he  called  in  and  destroyed. 

4t.h.  As  to  Clause  7.  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  Clause  8,  of  Ai’ticle  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges 
be  struck  out,  and  that  the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof  : “The  rejection 
of  any  candidate  for  membership,  shall  be  immediately  intimated  to  every  subor- 
dinate Lodge  in  the  City,  Town  or  Village  in  which  such  rejection  takes  place.” 

5tli  As  to  Clause  12,  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary's  Report,  your  committee 
recommends  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution. 

6th. — As  to  Clause  14,  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary's  Report,  your  Committee 
considers  that  the  practice  of  Lodges  using  Singing  Odes,  printed  otherwise  than 
as  provided  for  by  Section  807,  Digest,  is  illegal,  and  should  be  discontinued  at 
once. 

7tli.  As  to  the  first  put  of  the  question  of  Rep.  Diamond, of  Belleville  Lodge, 
“Can  Subordinate  Lodges  have  their  By-laws  so  amended  as  to  compel  members 
to  pay  their  regular  contributions  or  dues  semi-annualy,  instead  of  quarterly,  as 
at  present  ? Answer. — No. 

2.  “If  not,  is  it  not  advisable,  in  the  interest  of  the  Order,  to  have  the  Con 
stitution  so  amended  as  to  enable  them  to  pass  such  a Clause,  in  order  that  mem- 
bers may  be  clear  upon  the  books  during  the  possession  by  them  of  the  Term  Pass 
Word  ?”  Answer. — Your  Committee  thinks  it  not  advisable  at  present. 

8th.  As  to  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Representatives’  Report  submitted  to  us 
we  recommend  that  Clause  1,  of  Article  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinate 
Lodges  be  struck  out,  and  that  the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof  : “Can- 

didates for  membership  in  this  Lodge  must  be  white  males,  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  of  good  moral  character,  and  in  sound  health,  and  resident 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge,  at  least  six  months.” 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  :

Be  with  us  at  this 
time  ; direct  and  guide  us  in  our  deliberations,  and  grant  that  the  spirit  of  peace, 
harmony  and  love  may  prevail  among  us  at  all  times  ; and  when  our  labors  on 
earth  are  ended,  may  we  enter  into  the  rest  prepared  for  Thy  faithful  servants, 
and  with  all  Thy  redeemed  family  unite  in  ascribing  praise  to  Thy  Holy  Name, 
for  ever  and  ever. — Amen. 
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The  R.  W.  Grand  Marshal,  by  direction  of  the  chair,  proclaimed 
tho  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business.

lo  the  R.  W.  Orancl  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  0.  F,: 

Officers  and  Representatives, — At  the  close  of  another  year’s 
labors  in  the  cause  of  Oddfellowship  we  meet  again  in  Annual  Session 
for  the  transaction  of  busine33.  It  affords  me  very  great  satisfaction 
to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  signal  success  which  has  fol- 
lowed our  efforts  in  every  department  of  our  benevolent  work.  We 
have  been  providentially  preserved  from  misfortune  of  a serious  nature, 
and  the  work  has  advanced  in  all  directions  with  a harmony  and  steadi- 
ness in  most  respects  very  satisfactory.

The  above  list,  as  will  be  seen,  exhibits  a most  gratifying  advance 
upon  any  previous  year’s  operation  in  the  matter  of  organizing  new 
Lodges.  I am  sure  it  will  strike  the  most  sanguine  as  even  exceeding 
what  they  might  reasonably  have  expected  ; and  is  only  an  additional 
testimony  borne  to  the  increasingly  high  estimation  in  which  the 
principles  of  our  beloved  institution  are  held  by  the  public. 

With  two  exceptions,  all  these  Lodges  have  been  instituted  by  the 
Deputies  of  the  Districts  in  which  they  are  located.  As  you  relieved 
me  from  visitations  by  the  change  you  made  last  year,  I have  entrusted 
this  part  of  the  work  almost  entirely  to  the  District  Officers  ; and  I 
think  there  is  no  reason  to  regret  that  the  step  was  taken. 

2.  As  soon  as  convenient  after  entering  upon  the  duties  of  my  of- 
fice, I issued  a circular  to  the  District  Deputies  throughout  the  juris- 
diction, reminding  them  of  the  increased  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
their  office,  and  impressing  upon  them  the  importance  of  using  every 
effort  to  promote  the  progress  of  the  Order  in  their  several  Districts. 
I have  reason  to  hope  that  this  circular  has  not  been  without  favorable 
results  . * 

8.  In  the  month  of  October  last  a very  urgent  appeal  was  made  by 
the  R.W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  to  all  the  jurisdictions  upon  this  contin- 
ent, m behalf  of  the  sufferers  by  yellow  fever  in  the  cities  of  Memphis 
and  Shreveport.  On  mutual  consultation,  the  Executive  thought  it 
desirable  to  send  immediate  aid.  We,  therefore,  appropriated,  and  sent 
with  all  convenient  despatch,  $100  from  the  Grand  Lodge  funds.  We 
also  thought  the  case  of  sufficient  import  to  appeal  to  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  for  help,  and  accordingly  issued  a circular  to  this  intent.  I am 
pleased  to  observe  that  the  appeal  met  with  a most  liberal  response 
and  that  the  very  munificent  fund  of  $947  50  was  contributed  by  the 
jurisdiction.  1 submit  the  action  upon  the  distressing  subject  with  the 
fullest  assurance  that  it  will  meet  with  your  entire  approval. 

4.  A very  considerable  number  of  questions  have  been  submitted 
to  me  during  the  year.  The  greater  number  of  them  have  been  answer- 
ed so  frequently,  both  by  my  predecessors  and  this  Right  Worthy  Grand 
Lodge,  through  its  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  from  year  to 
year,  that  I deem  it  unnecessary  more  explicitly  to  refer  to  them.  A 
few,  however,  demand  more  than  a passing  notice. 

Query  1. — “Where  a Lodge  expels  a brother,  within  what  time 
must  he  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Lodge,  in  order  to  have  the 
matter  brought  up  before  the  Grand  Lodge  ?” 
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My  answer  was  in  substance,  as  follows  : The  matter  has  been  left 
for  local  legislation  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge.  This  Jurisdiction 
has  not  legislated  upon  it.  I see  no  hindrance,  therefore,  to  a brothers 
presenting  his  appeal  at  any  time  convenient  to  himself  before  the  ses- 
sion of  Grand  Lodge,  following  the  action  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Query  2. — “ If  a member  holding  the  office  of  D.  D.  G M.  takes 
his  Withdrawal  Card  from  the  Lodge  with  which  he  was  connected,  and 
does  not  deposit  it  in  another  Lodge,  does  he  continue  to  be  D.D.G.M. 
by  virtue  of  his  appointment,  and  can  he  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  while  he  holds  the  Withdrawal  Card  ?” 

Answer  — No 

Query  3. — “ Can  the  installing  officer  demand  the  Semi-Annual  Re- 
turns and  Grand  Lodge  tax,  and  would  he  be  justified  in  refusing  to 
proceed  with  the  installation  ceremony  if,  instead  of  giving  them  to 
him,  the  Lodge  decided  to  send  them  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  direct- 
ed by  the  Constitution  ?” 

Answer. — Yes  if  he  is  a properly  authorized  officer. 

Query  4. — “Can  a Lodge  pay  out  of  its  funds  money  for  the  hire  of 
a Band  to  attend  a Brother’s  funeral  ?” 

My  answer  was  substantially  as  follows  : — Local  law  regulates  the 
matter  to  some  extent ; but  a Lodge  would  not  be  warranted  in  exceed- 
ing the  amount  specified  by  its  By-laws  as  the  sum  devoted  to  funeral 
expenses  on  the  decease  of  a Brother. 

I cannot  leave  this  subject  without  one  or  two  observations.  I find 
that,  in  very  many  instances,  questions  have  been  submitted  to  me 
directly  without  any  recognition  of  the  Deputy  for  the  District  whence 
they  emanate.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  this  is  un- 
just to  your  District  officers,  and,  in  addition,  entails  an  unnecessary 
amount  of  labor  upon  your  presiding  officer.  I am  persuaded  that  any 
efficient  D.  D.  could  dispose  of  nine  out  of  ten  of  all  the  questions  sub- 
mitted to  me  during  the  past  year  almost  at  sight.  It  is  most  import- 
ant that  it  should  be  distinctly  understood  by  all  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  that  their  only  legitimate  channel  of  appeal  is  through  the 
Deputy  for  their  own  District.  I am  sensible  that,  in  most  instances, 
this  want  of  courtesy  is  not  deliberate,  and  I therefore  think  it  the  more 
desirable  that  the  Lodges  should  be  made  to  understand  their  duty,  as 
well  as  their  privilege,  upon  this  important  point. 

5.  After  a year’s  experience  of  the  arrangement  consummated  at 
the  last  session  of  this  K.  W.  Grand  Body,  by  which  the  jurisdiction 
was  divided  into  Districts  of  certain  definite  limits,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  those  Districts  placed  in  the  hands  of  Deputies,  it  may  reason- 
ably be  expected  that  I should  offer  an  expression  of  opinion  upon  its 
success  and  the  expediency  of  its  continuance.  I must  own  to  having 
felt  great  anxiety  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  lest  the  Order  might 
suffer  in  consequence  of  the  change.  I soon  became  satisfied,  however, 
that  under  judicious  management,  and  with  efficient  District  officers, 
the  interests  of  the  Order  would  be  materially  subserved,  and  the  most 
unequivocal  benefit  would  result.  Additional  experience  on  the  part  of 
these  officers,  with  the  same  amount  of  fidelity  to  the  trust  reposed  in 
them  as  has  characterized  many  of  the  District  Deputies  during  the 
past  year,  will  give  results  such  as,  I am  sure,  will  leave  it  beyond  the 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  candid  person  that  the  present  arrangement, 
with  such  modifications  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  expedient 
for  its  greater  effectiveness,  will  prove  a great  boon  to  the  jurisdiction. 
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Before  leaving  this  branch  of  my  Report,  I desire  to  make  one  sugges- 
tion which  commends  itself  to  me  from  the  experience  of  the  past 
year.  In  my  humble  judgment,  the  rotation  of  officers  is  not  always 
expedient.  When,  for  instance,  we  find  that  we  have  a Deputy  in  any 
District  whose  services  to  the  Order  in  his  special  jurisdiction  have 
been,  in  all  regards,  efficient  and  acceptable  to  the  majority  of  those  in 
whose  interests  he  has  been  laboring,  he  ought  to  be  continued  in  the 
office,  if  he  is  willing  to  accept  the  honor  and  responsibility  at  the  hands 
of  the  presiding  officer.  One  year’s  incumbency  of  the  office  will  be 
barely  sufficient  for  him  to  acquire  such  experience  as  it  is  most  essen- 
tial he  should  have.  I shall  be  glad,  therefore,  to  see  this  principle  ad- 
opted, not  only  with  regard  to  this,  but  all  other  offices  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

6.  I am  compelled  to  repeat  the  same  complaint  as  I find  has  been 
pretty  uniformly  made  by  my  predecessors,  regarding  the  failure  of 
the  District  Deputies  to  report  according  to  instructions.  This  is  a 
grave  omission  under  the  new  order  of  things,  as  the  entire  oversight 
of  the  Lodges  in  each  District  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  these 
officers.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  jurisdiction  can,  therefore,  only 
have  a causual  knowledge  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Order 
at  any  point,  unless  these  reports  are  faithfully  forwarded  at  the  pro- 
per time.  It  might  be  well,  for  a time  at  least,  for  the  Grand  Master 
to  issue  a circular  to  the  Deputies  at  the  close  of  each  term,  reminding 
them  of  this  essential  point  in  their  duties.  In  many  cases,  doubtless, 
the  omission  is  the  result  of  forgetfulness  until  the  time  has  passed. 

7.  A great  many  applications  have  been  made  during  the  year  for 
dispensations  for  various  purposes,  the  most  prominent  among  which 
have  been  those  to  enable  the  members  of  Subordinate  Lodges  to  wear 
regalia  at  certain  public  demonstrations.  I have  invariably  discourag- 
ed the  parade  of  our  regalia  outside  of  our  own  Lodge  rooms,  but  have, 
of  course,  yielded  when  pressed,  to  previously  established  precedent.  I 
should  be  glad  if  this  Grand  Lodge  would  let  its  voice  be  heard  upon 
this  question  during  its  present  Session. 

8.  A number  of  new  Halls  have  been  dedicated  to  the  principles 
and  usages  of  our  Order  during  the  year.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to 
be  present  and  share  m the  festivities  of  three  of  those  interesting  oc- 
casions. I am  bound  to  say  that,  where  I have  had  the  opportunity  of 
judging  as  to  the  comfort,  convenience  and  elegance  of  our  Halls,  they 
have  uniformly  given  evidence  of  a degree  of  self-denying  energy,  en- 
teipnse  and  good  taste,  second  to  those  of  no  other  kindred  Society  in 
existence. 

9.  At  the  last  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of 
United  States,  it  was  agreed,  with  very  great  unanimity,  that  a history 
of  Odd- Fellowship  upon  this  continent  would  be  highly  desirable  ; and 
Bro.  Ridgely,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary, 
was  very  judiciously  selected  to  undertake  the  work.  I received  a 
communication  from  this  very  Worthy  Brother  in  April  last,  inviting 
cc-operation  from  this  jurisdiction.  As  a complete  history  of  our  Order 
from  its  inauguration  in  America  until  the  present,  would  be  a most 
valuable  treasure,  I trust  that  you  will  adopt  such  legislation  in  the 
premises  as  will  materially  aid  Bro.  Ridgely  in  his  woik,  and  give 
Oddfellow  hip  in  Ontario  its  proper  status  among  the  various  jurisdic- 
tions on  this  continent. 
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10.  t venture  to  submit  some  suggestions  for  your  consideration 
during  the  present  session.  As  the  number  of  Lodges  has  very  con- 
siderably increased  in  some  Districts  during  the  past  year,  thus  en- 
tailing very  heavy  responsibilities  upon  the  Deputies,  I would  suggest 
a readjustment  in  several  cases. 

11.  1 find  that  the  subject  of  appeal  in  its  details,  has  been  left  en- 
tirely to  local  legislation.  As  this  is  a matter  of  vital  importance,  and 
this  jurisdiction  has  adopted  no  legislation  upon  the  subject,  I would 
suggest  the  propriety  of  immediate  action.  Following  precedent,  as 
found  in  other  legislative  bodies,  there  need  not  be  a moment’s  hesita- 
tion. But,  apart  from  this,  expediency,  in  my  judgment,  demands 
some  judicious  modification  of  our  constitution  by  which  this  question 
can  be  put  in  definite  shape,  so  as  to  render  it  necessary  that  appeals 
should  be  presented  according  to  a prescribed  form  and  within  some 
limited  time  after  the  action  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge. 

12.  The  year  has  passed  without  any  very  serious  complications 
requiring  Executive  interference.  Several  appeals  have,  however,  been 
placed  in  my  hands,  one  against  my  own  ruling,  and  others  by  breth- 
ren against  the  action  of  their  Lodges.  In  the  case  of  one  of  these 
appeals,  I am  pleased  to  say,  such  a compromise  has  been  effected  by 
mutual  consultation  with  those  more  immediately  concerned,  as  is  en- 
tirely satisfactory  to  all  .without  the  slightest  detriment  to  any  of  the 
grand  principles  of  the  Order.  Others  of  these  appeals  have  been  laid 
over  for  your  own  adjudication.  It  will,  therefore,  be  unnecessary  for 
me  further  to  refer  to  them. 

13.  There  is  one  other  subject  which,  it  seems  to  me,  fairly  claims 
some  consideration  at  your  hands.  The  basis  upon  which  representa- 
tion to  this  Grand  Lodge  is  established  does  not  strike  me  as  altogether 
just.  As  the  law  now  stands,  for  instance,  Subordinate  Lodges  must 
pay  per  capita  tax  upon  all  their  members,  while,  in  the  election  of  re- 
presentatives, the  number  of  such  representatives  is  regulated  entirely 
by  the  number  of  members  in  good  standing.  It  would  seem  to  me  to 
be  only  reasonable  that,  if  Lodges  are  compelled  to  pay  per  capita  tax 
for  all  their  members,  they  should  be  represented  at  this  ft.  W.  Grand 
Body  upon  the  same  principle.  I commend  this  subject  to  your  serious 
consideration,  with  full  confidence  that  you  will  be  able  to  legislate  so 
as  to  meet  the  difficulty  in  a satisfactory  way. 

14.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  my  predecessor  last  year, 
Barrie  Lodge  had  then  ceased  to  be  in  active  operation,  and  grave  fears 
were  very  justly  entertained  lest  a surrender  of  the  charter  would  be 
the  issue.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  say  that  negotia- 
tions having  in  view  the  resuscitation  of  the  Lodge,  were  opened  in  the 
month  of  May  with  Bro.  King.  The  necessary  instructions  were  at 
once  communicated  to  the  brethren  who  made  the  application,  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  myself  visited  Barrie  on  the  15th  of  July.  After 
a careful  enquiry  into  the  previous  history  of  the  Lodge  and  the  causes 
which  led  to  its  failure,  we  organized  it  according  to  prescribed  regu- 
lations. I am  now  hopeful  that  with  the  lesssons  of  the  past  and  such 
aid  as  I have  endeavored  to  secure  towards  rendering  the  brethren 
more  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  Barrie  Lodge 
need  not  give  us  any  further  cause  for  solicitude.  One  observation  may 
not  be  inopportune  before  leaving  this  subject.  I was  strongly  impress- 
ed from  the  history  of  this  Lodge  with  the  urgent  necessity  there  is 
when  a new  Lodge  is  organized  at  any  point  distant  from  those  already 
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in  operation,  for  making  ample  provision  that  suitable  instruction  both 
as  to  the  secret  work  and  as  to  the  proper  management  of  all  its  affairs 
may  be  communicated  to  its  first  officers.  I very  much  fear  that  this 
is  a great  want  in  many  of  our  new  Lodges  ; and  I would  like  to  impress 
upon  all  brethren  who  undertake  the  work  of  District  Deputies,  the  im- 
perative duty  of  watching  faithfully  over  all  the  Lodges  committed  to 
their  care.  No  brother  should  accept  the  position,  under  the  present 
arrangement,  unless  he  is  prepared  to  pay  at  least  two  official  visits 
during  the  year  to  every  Lodge  in  his  District. 

15.  Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session, 
relative  to  the  case  of  Bro.  McMath  vs.  Erie  Lodge,  I entrusted  the  in- 
vestigation to  Bro.  Ferguson,  of  St.  Thomas,  the  D.  D.  for  that  District, 
and,  at  his  request  for  aid  in  the  matter,  associated  with  him  Bro.  Mc- 
Whinnie,  the  D.  D.  for  the  adjoining  District,  who  very  kindly  placed 
his  services  at  my  disposal.  The  report  of  these  brethren  will  be  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration  and  will,  I trust,  be  satisfactory  to  all 
concerned. 

16.  I regret  to  say  that  in  consequence  of  the  severance  by  Bro.  G. 
W.  Jessop,  of  his  connection  with  the  Order,  and  pressing  business  en- 
gagements in  the  case  of  Bro.  Mowat,  it  has  been  necessary  to  appoint 
new  Auditors  for  the  year.  The  securing  of  substitutes  has  been  a 
matter  of  considerable  embarrassment  by  reason  of  the  lateness  of  the 
hour  at  which  I became  acquainted  with  the  inability  of  these  brethren 
to  discharge  the  duty  to  which  you  appointed  them  a year  ago.  I am 
pleased  to  say,  however,  that  through  the  kindness  of  Bros.  W.  Baden- 
ach,  of  Toronto,  and  A.  R.  Narraway,  of  Brantford,  I succeeded  in  secur- 
ing efficient  and  timely  aid  ; and  I am  persuaded  that  the  labors  of 
these  brethren  will  be  altogether  satisfactory. 

Lest  my  arrangement  of  the  Committee  on  the  Laws  of  Subordin- 
ates may  strike  some  brethren  as  somewhat  unusual.  I desire  to  offer  a 
word  of  explanation.  I found,  on  looking  over  the  list  of  representatives 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  two  of  the  brethren  who  formerly  acted  upon 
this  Committee  had  not  been  elected  by  their  Lodges  as  representatives. 
It  was  found,  moreover,  that  the  expenses  of  the  present  session  pro- 
mised to  be  unusually  heavy;  because  the  great  majority  of  the  Lodges 
are  situated  far  to  the  west  of  this  city,  thus  rendering  mileage  and  per 
diem  a very  heavy  item  of  expense.  As  a matter  of  economy,  therefore, 
as  well  as  from  the  assurance  that  the  brethren  substituted  would  give 
entire  satisfaction,  I have  thought  it  wise  to  make  the  change.  This 
principle,  I may  add,  has  been  adopted  in  the  arrangement  of  all  the 
other  standing  Committees. 

I should  be  doing  violence  to  all  the  higher  and  more  generous 
feelings  of  our  nature  if  I were  to  conclude  this  report  without  a word 
expressive  of  my  deep  indebtedness  to  all  the  Brethren  whose  aid  and 
counsel  I have  solicited  during  my  imcumbency  of  the  very  responsible 
office  to  which  you  elected  me  a year  ago.  All  with  whom  I have  come 
in  contact  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  have  treated  me  with 
a generosity  and  consideration  above  what  I felt  that  I deserved.  To 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  I am  under  special  obligation  for  the 
promptitude  and  precision  with  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties, and 
for  the  many  useful  hints  he  has  frequently  given  me,  always  with  a 
delicacy  and  courtesy  which  inspired  me  with  confidence.  That  he  may 
long  be  spared  to  labor  in  his  present  capacity  with  the  same  fidelity 
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as  has  thus  far  characterized  the  administration  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  is  my  most  earnest  wish. 

And  now,  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I summon  you  to  the 
despatch  of  business,  with  the  devout  prayer  that  you  may  have 
Divine  direction  in  all  the  deliberations  of  the  present  Session.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  Annual  Report  as  fol- 
lows : 

GRAND  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

lo  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  I.  O.  O.  F. 

In  obedience  to  the  law  requiring  the  same,  I beg  to  submit  my 
eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  doings  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under 
your  jurisdiction,  and  in  doing  so  must  again  congratulate  this  Grand 
Lodge  upon  the  very  marked  progress  made  during  the  year — at  no 
time  in  the  history’  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  have  we  had  such 
abundant  cause  for  thankfulness  as  at  present. 

1.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  last  session  I compiled  the 
minutes  of  the  same  and  called  for  tenders  for  printing  the  Journal  of 
1873.  The  tenders  of  Messrs.  Siddons  and  Dawson,  of  London,  was 
the  lowest,  when  the  cost  of  sending  MSS.  and  proofs  back  and  for- 
ward was  considered,  in  connection  with  the  tender,  it  made  it  exceed 
the  tender  of  the  Expositor  office.  I accordingly  consulted  the  M.  W 
Grand  Master  and  the  Committee  on  Printing  on  the  subject  and  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  the  last  mentioned  office.  As  soon  as  the 
Journal  was  printed  I sent  the  usual  number  of  copies  to  each  Lodge, 
also  one  copy  to  each  officer,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  to  each  State 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

I also  asked  from  the  local  printing  offices  tenders  for  printing  cir- 
culars, &c.,  as  required  during  the  year.  The  Expositor  being  the  low- 
est and  otherwise  satisfactory,  I accepted. 

2.  Agreeably  to  a resolution,  page , Journal  of  1873, 1 forward- 

ed resolution  of  thanks  to  the  several  railway  companies,  for  the  re- 
duced rates  of  fare  to  our  last  session,  and  in  may  last  I requested 
from  the  same,  as  also  from  the  Canadian  Navigation  Company’,  re- 
duced rates  to  Kingston,  which  I received,  as  reported  to  the  Lodges 
by  circular  of  July  1st  ult.  The  Toronto  and  Nipissiug  Railway  re- 
quired a guarantee  of  twenty  five  passengers  before  they  would  issue 
tickets  at  reduced  rates.  Not  being  in  a position  to  comply  with  this 
requirement  I was  unable  to  secure  reduced  rates  by  this  road. 

3.  In  pursuance  of  a resolution  to  that  effect,  I have  prepared  a 
new  form  of  Semi-Annual  Returns,  which  I believe  is  more  simple  in 
its  arrangement  than  the  former  Returns,  therefore,  more  easily’  filled 
up  by  the  Secretaries.  It  calls  for  information  sought  for  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  which,  if  correctly  given,  will  be  of 
uncalculable  benefit  to  the  Order  ; it  is  the  cost  of  working  the  Lodges. 
Many  Lodges  seem,  from  their  report  to  be  reckless  of  expenses,  regard- 
less of  the  fact  that  they  promise  to  each  member  on  his  admission  a 
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certain  benefit,  and  it  is  only  by  a strict  economy  in  the  management 
of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Lodge  that  it  can  fulfil  its  promises. 
The  accompanying  statistical  report  will  show  the  position  of  each 
Lodge  in  this  particular.  I would  recommend  that  Lodges  having  old 
form  of  Return  book  be  allowed  to  exchange  the  same  for  the  new  at 
cost,  say  forty  cents ; other  Lodges  to  be  charged  (75)  seventy-five 
cents  each. 

4.  At  the  last  session  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  the  Degree  work  was  revised.  It  was  ordered  that  the  new 
work  should  be  exchanged  for  the  old  at  an  expense  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  copy  exchanged.  A.s  soon  as  the  new  edition  was  received  I issued 
a circular  to  the  Lodges  to  that  effect.  Most  of  the  Lodges  have  made 
the  exchange.  The  old  books  returned  by  the  Lodges  have  been  burned 
by  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S.,  and  a credit  allowed  for  the  same. 

5.  A number  of  Lodges  have  sent  in  their  By-laws  for  approval, 
some  requesting  me  to  read  and  return  approved  or  otherwise,  at  once. 
Not  having  such  authority  I could  not  comply  with  their  request.  New 
Lodges  labor  under  great  difficulty  before  they  get  their  By-laws  print- 
ed, and  to  obviate  this  I would  suggest  that  legislation  be  had,  either 
in  the  shape  of  a model  code  of  By-laws,  or  empowering  the  Committee 
on  Laws  of  Subordinates  to  approve  new  By-laws  during  the  year.  All 
the  By-laws  submitted  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  of 
Subordinates. 

6.  A number  of  appeals  have  been  presented  and  await  your  action. 

7.  During  the  current  year,  embracing  the  returns  of  two  full  terms 
ending  30th  July,  1874,  there  ha.s  been  received  the  following  amounts 
of  money,  a detailed  statement  of  which  supplements  this  Report  : —

8.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  some  legislation  be  had  at 
the  present  session  with  a view  to  having  the  Returns  of  Lodges  sent 
in  more  promptly,  else  it  will  be  entirely  impossible  for  your  Grand 
Secretary  to  submit  as  correct  a report  of  the  doings  of  the  Lodges  as 
you  really  require.  Until  my  report  closes  I cannot  make  a footing  of 
the  various  items  and  consequently  cannot  give  a comparison  which 
would  be  interesting  and  instructive.  I have  kept  my  report  open  from 
the  15th  of  July  until  the  27th,  hoping  to  get  in  the  Returns  of  Districts 
Nos.  5 and  8,  but  at  that  late  date  I was  compelled  to  close  without 
them,  after  which  there  is  barely  time  to  get  the  books  closed  and  Re- 
port printed  in  time  for  the  annual  meeting. 

9.  As  soon  as  the  printed  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  was  received,  I sent  one  copy  to  each  Lodge 
each  Past  Grand  Master,  and  each  Officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

10.  The  printed  proceedings  of  the  several  State  Grand  Lodges 
have  been  duly  received  and  are  now  on  file  in  my  office  ; they  contain 
a vast  amount  of  useful  information,  and  shew  that  the  Order  in  each 
State  is  rapidly  progressing,  and  nobly  accomplishing  the  mission  de- 
signed by  its  authors. 

11.  During  the  year  warrants  lias  been  issued  for  twenty-eight 
new  Lodges,  each  of  which  have  been  instituted.  There  are  now  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  working  Lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  8488 
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members;  being  an  increase  of  twenty-nine  Lodges  (Barrie  Lodge  hav- 
ing been  resuscitated)  and  1714  members  over  last  report,  with  the  Re- 
turns of  five  Lodges  to  come  in,  viz  : Collingwood,  54  ; Florence 
Nightingale,  66  ; North  Star,  68  ; Durham,  78  ; and  Gananoque,  114. 
(These  returns  are  now  all  received  and  included  in  statistical  tables.) 

12.  Immediately  prior  to  our  last  Session,  I received  notice  from 
Niagara  Falls  Lodge,  No.  58,  that  they  have  delivered  two  Pictorial 
Charge  Books  to  the  Grand  Master,  Bro.  J.  Murray,  and  requested 
credit  for  the  same.  Having  ascertained  from  Bro.  Murray  that  the 
books  were  in  iiis  possession,  I gave  the  Lodge  credit.  When  the  books 
were  returned  they  proved  not  to  be  the  Pictorial  edition,  and  I charged 
the  Lodge  accordingly.  The  sum,  three  dollars,  ($3)  has  been  paid, 
but  under  protest. 

13.  By  enactment  of  the  last  session  of  the  Local  Legislature, 
provision  was  made  whereby  our  Grand  Lodge  may  become  incorpor- 
ated. I therefore  requested  P.  G.  Thomas  Woodyatt  to  prepare  the 
necessary  papers  for  that  purpose,  which  are  herewith  submitted,  and 
on  which  the  necessary  action  should  be  taken. 

14.  The  following  is  a statement  of  the  donations  made  by  the 
several  Lodges,  in  response  to  a circular  issued  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  for  aid  of  the  sufferers  by  Yellow  Fever  epidemic  in  Memphis 
and  Shreveport.  The  correspondence  of  which  is  herewith  submitted  :

15.  A change  having  been  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  in  the  prices  of  supplies,  I would  suggest  that  the  present  sched- 
ule of  prices  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  referred  to  a Committee  for  revi- 
sion. 


16.  With  regard  to  certain  Supplies  procured  and  sold  to  Lodges 
during  the  past  year,  I would  say,  that  a number  of  new  Lodges  re- 
quested me  to  furnish  them  with  a complete  outfit,  as  they  could  not, 
in  there  several  localities  (some  in  very  small  towns)  procure  suitable 
books,  blanks,  etc.  I therefore  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Lodge  and  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  get  a number  printed,  which  I did, 
and  have  sold  them  at  prices  considerably  less  than  the  same  supplies 
could  be  gotten  up  for  singly,  and  have  given  general  satisfaction.  I 
submit  my  action  in  this  respect  for  your  approval,  and  if  satisfactory, 
would  suggest  that  the  course  adopted  be  continued  during  the  coming 
year. 

17.  The  Desk  procured  a few  years  since — though  thought  at  the 
time  large  enough  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
some  time  to  come — is  now  too  small.  The  very  largely  increased 
number  of  Lodges,  makes  greater  office  accommodation  necessary.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  procure  a suit- 
able Desk  for  his  office,  and  to  sell  the  Desks  now  in  use. 

18.  The  large  and  varied  correspondence  of  the  past  year,  together 
with  the  accompanying  Tables  and  Statements,  are  herewith  submitted. 

19.  In  conclusion,  I have  again  to  tender  to  all  officers  and  mem- 
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bers  with  whom  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  corresponding  during  the 
year  my  warmest  thanks  for  many  courtesies  extended,  and  for  their 
continued  confidence.

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REPORT. 


Kingston,  August  5th,  1874. 

Jo  the  R.  IV.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario , /.  O.  O.F. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Law,  your  Represen- 
tatives have  the  honor  to  snbmit  a synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
49th  Annual  Session  of  the  R.  W.  G.  L.U.S.,  held  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  Sept.  15th,  1878.  All  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
were  present  excepting  the  Grand  Sire,  in  whose  absence  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  M.  J.  Durham  took  the  Chair.  Every  jurisdiction  under 
its  authority  was  represented,  the  attendance  was  greater  than  at 
any  previous  session,  and  a very  large  amount  of  business  was  trans- 
acted. 
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PROGRESS  OF  THE  ORDER.

NEW  LODGES. 

During  the  recess  dispensations  were  issued  by  the  Grand  Sire  for 
seven  new  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the 
G.  L.  U.  S.,  being  located  in  the  U.  S.,  South  America,  Europe  and 
Canada.  Among  these  were  Mizpah,  Nov.  3,  April  9th,  1873,  at  Mont- 
real and  Winnipeg,  Nov.  1 May  21,  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.  The  action 
of  the  Grand  Sire  was  confirmed,  and  charters  granted  to  the  several 
Lodges.  Charters  were  also  granted  to  three  new  Grand  Lodges,  viz  : 
Switzerland,  British  Columbia  and  Montana. 


LEGISLATION. 

Some  idea  of  the  legislation  of  the  session  may  be  gained  from  the 
following  selections  from  the  decisions,  and  resolutions. 

1.  A Subordinate  Lodge  cannot  refuse  to  forward  an  appeal 
against  its  own  action. — pp,  5834-5877. 

2.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  visiting  Committee  to  investigate  every 
case  of  application  for  benefits,  and  report  whether  or  not  the  applicant 
is  entitled.  If  the  local  law  forbids  benefits  in  cases  of  sickness  aris- 
ing from  immoral  conduct,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  report  on 
that  point,  and  if  the  applicant’s  sickness  arise  from  such  a.  cause,  ben- 
efits may  be  refused  without  the  necessity  of  a trial. — pp.  5838-5878. 

When  a Past  Grand  is  called  to  the  chair  without  objection,  and 
does  actually  preside,  the  action  during  his  occupany  of  the  chair,  is 
not  therefore  void  . — pp.  5582-5937. 

3.  Renunciation  of  Odd- Fellowship  by  a member  of  the  Order 
does  not  relieve  his  Lodge  from  paying  benefits  so  long  as  he  remains 
in  good  standing. — pp.  5889-5938. 

4.  In  a trial  for  slander  it  was  held  that  the  specification  should 
be  definite,  and  that  the  proof  for  the  entire  sentence  used,  and  of  the 
character  of  the  slandered  party  should  be  permitted. — pp.  5846- 
5935 

5.  The  name  of  an  applicant  for  membership  may  be  withdrawn 
before  the  report  of  the  Committee  is  presented  without  consent  of  the 
Lodge,  but  not  after. — pp.  5919-5950,  (This  reverses  a decision  of  the 
Grand  Sire  the  year  previous.) 

6.  No  member  or  members  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encamp- 
ment shall  vote  upon  any  question  in  which  he  or  they  may  be  inter- 
ested. or  in  which  he  or  they  intend  becoming  interested  by  reason  of 
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his  or  their  connection  or  intended  connection  with  any  Lodge  or  En- 
campment of  this  Order,  then  existing  or  about  to  exist  or  with  any 
other  organization,  and  should  a member  so  vote  he  shall  upon  the 
discovery  and  proof  of  the  fact  be  considered  guilty  of  unbecoming  con- 
duct, for  which  he  may  be  suspended  from  the  Order,  and  the  Lodge 
or  Encampment  in  which  the  offence  was  committed,  may  in  case  said 
member  has  joined  some  other  Lodge  or  Encampment,  institute  charges 
for  said  offence  in  said  other  jurisdiction,  with  the  right  to  appeal  from 
its  decision  should  the  Brother  be  acquitted  of  the  charge. — pp.  5776- 
5785. 

7.  Hereafter  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  of  membership  in  degree 
Lodges  of  the  daughters  of  Rebecca,  except  by  such  Rules  and  usages 
as  apply  to  Brothers  in  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  all  legislation  incon- 
sistent with  this  resolution  is  hereby  repealed. — pp.  5915-5949. 

8.  The  decision  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  is  final  until  reversed  by 
its  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  case  of  reversal  by  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
Subordinate  is  bound  to  obey  the  mandate  of  its  superior  even  though 
an  appeal  be  taken  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  until  that  mandate  be  reversed 
by  the  supreme  body  unless  the  local  law  provides  for  a stay  of  pro- 
ceedings, pending  an  appeal. — pp.  5945-5953. 

9.  A State  Grand  Lodge  cannot  grant  a charter  to  a Subordinate, 
outside  its  own  jurisdiction. — pp.  5887-5938. 

10.  A Grand  Lodge  cannot  refuse  admission  and  membership  to  a 
Past  Grand,  properly  accredited  from  his  Lodge. — pp.  5922-5951. 

11.  Grand  Lodges  may  regulate  the  matter  of  the  members  of  ex- 
tinct Suborinates  in  their  respective  jurisdictions  that  have  been  ex 
tinet  more  than  20  years. — pp.  5903-5949. 

12.  In  1872,  Grand  Sire  Stuart  made  the  following  decisions,  “in  a 
case  when  the  state  law  provides  that  when  a vote  shall  have  been 
taken  on  all  the  forms  of  punishment,  without  result  in  favor  of  either, 
the  N.  G.  shall  commence  again  with  the  highest  order  of  punishment, 
and  if  need  be  go  through  again,  and  so  continue  until  some  order  of 
punishment  be  fixed.  I have  ruled  that  such  law  being  in  conflict  with 
the  law  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  is  of  no  force  or  effect,  and  that  a vote  of 
the  Lodge  refusing  it  to  affix  a penalty  of  expulsion  is  final  subject  only 
to  appeal.”  The  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  the  time  and  mode  of  vot- 
ing upon  penalties  after  conviction  for  misconduct  is  a matter  for  leg- 
islation of  the  several  Grand  Lodges. — pp.  5279-5919-5950. 

13.  The  law  requiring  officers  to  wear  jewels  is  not  complied  with 
when  they  are  wrought  in  the  regalia. — pp.  5945-5953. 

Case  of  W.  D.  Kennedy,  P.  G. 

An  appeal  was  presented  from  John  Zimmermon  on  behalf  of  W. 
1).  Kennedy,  P.  G.  against  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  On- 
tario, (see  Journal  Ontario  page  539),  a majority  of  the  Committee  to 
whom  the  question  was  referred  reported  adversely  to  the  action  of  our 
Grand  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Rep.  Beharrel,  of  Indiauia,  from  the  Committee  on  appeals,  made 
the  following  Report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule  : 

To  the  Pi.  IV.  Grand  Lodje  of  the  United  States  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
John  Zimmerman,  on  behalf  of  William  D.  Kennedy,  P.  G.,  against  the 
action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  have  had  the  papers  re- 
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ferring  to  this  case  before  them.  They  present,  in  a clear  manner,  all 
its  peculiarities.  We  find  that  William  D.  Kennedy,  P G.,  made  ap- 
plication by  card  for  admission  to  membership  in  Toronto  Lodge  ; that 
his  application  was  referred  to  a Committee  and  reported  on  favorably, 
and  a ballot  was  taken.  The  Noble  Grand  of  the  Lodge  announced 
that  the  candidate  was  elected,  although  there  were  three  black  balls 
in  the  box.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Noble 
Grand  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge  sustained  the  Noble  Grand,  where- 
upon the  said  William  D.  Kennedy  was  introduced  in  the  Lodge,  his 
election  was  announced  to  him,  and  subsequently  he  took  part  in  the 
discussions  of  the  Lodge. 

Subsequently,  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master  gave  a decision  adverse  to 
the  action  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  a vote  of  the  Lodge  sustaining  him, 
when  said  Wm.  D.  Kennedy  applied  for  a withdrawal  card,  which  ap- 
plication brought  up  the  question  of  the  position  of  Wm.  D.  Kennedy, 
Past  Grand,  in  that  Lodge.  Was  he  a member  of  that  Lodge  or  not  ? 

It  appears,  from  a copy  of  the  minutes  of  “The  Toronto  Lodge,” 
that  he  was  regularly  proposed  for  admission  by  card.  The  commit- 
tee reported  favorably.  A ballot  was  had,  and  the  Noble  Grand  de- 
clared him  elected.  The  D.D.  Grand  Master  was  present  cn  the  night 
when  the  ballot  was  had,  and  was  asked  for  his  decision,  but  he  defer- 
red giving  it  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Lodge.  The  Noble  Grand 
was  pressed  to  decide,  and  accordingly  he  did  so,  in  accordance  with 
the  declaration  lie  had  already  made,  viz  : That  Wm.  D.  Kennedy, 

Past  Grand,  was  a member  of  “The  Toi’onto  Lodge.” 

An  appeal  was  taken  from  his  decision  to  the  Lodge,  and  the 
Lodge  sustained  him  in  it.  Wm.  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  seeing 
there  was  a difference  of  opinion  as  to  his  election,  asked  for  a with- 
drawal card.  The  withdrawal  card  was  not  granted,  but  after  a letter 
was  read  from  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and 
the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master  was  given,  the  Noble  Grand  of 
the  Lodge,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master, 
that  Bro.  Kennedy  had  not  been  elected  a member  of  said  Lodge,  re- 
turned the  card  and  accompanying  fee  to  said  brother. 

Bro.  John  Zimmermen  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  D.  D. 
Grand  Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and  said  Grand  Lodge 
dismissed  the  appeal  and  sustained  the  action  of  the  Noble  Grand  of 
the  Lodge  in  returning  W.  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  his  card  and  fee. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  section  130  of  Digest  of  Laws, 
&c. , of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  covers  this  case,  and 
according  to  said  section  Wm.  D.  Kennedy,  Past  Grand,  was  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes  a member  of  “The  Toronto  Lodge,”  though  he  did 
not  sign  a promise  to  support  and  abide  by  the  Constitution,  &c.,  of 
Toronto  Lodge.  We  would  offer  for  adoption  the  following 

Resolved, — That  the  appeal  be  sustained,  and  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario  be  reversed.

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To  the  R.  IV.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  undersigned,  a minority  of  your  Committee  on  Appeals,  ,to 
which  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Wm.  D.  Kennedy,  against  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  differing  in  opinion  from  the  majority 
of  the  committee,  presents  his  views  of  the  case. 

The  local  law  of  Ontario  enacts  that  at  an  election  of  a candidate 
for  membership,  either  by  initiation  or  deposit  of  card,  more  than  two 
black  balls  reject. 

Bro.  W.  D,  Kenned}*  made  application  for  admission  to  *‘The  To- 
ronto Lodge,”  by  deposit  of  card  ; when  the  ballot  was  taken  more  than 
two  black  balls  appeared.  The  Vice  Grand,  to  whom  as  well  as  to  the 
Noble  Grand,  the  ballot  box  had  been  taken  for  examination,  declared 
the  candidate  rejected.  The  Noble  Grand  declared  the  candidate  elec- 
ted. An  appeal  was  taken  form  the  ruling  of  the  Noble  Grand  to  the 
Lodge  ; a majority  vote  sustained  the  Noble  Grand,  and  the  candidate 
was  introduced  as  a member.  He  did  not,  however,  sign  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  Lodge,  which  is  required  by  the  local  law,,  An  appeal  was 
taken  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  decided  that  Bro.  Kennedy  was  not 
a member  of  the  Toronto  Lodge,  and  directed  said  Lodge  to  hand  him 
back  his  card  and  fees,  and  notify  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  of  his 
rejection.  The  Lodge  complied  with  the  directions  of  the  Grand 
Master.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  which  sustained  the  Grand  Master,  and 
it  is  from  the  action  of  said  Grand  Lodge  that  this  appeal  is  made. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  lias  decided  that  when  a 
person  has  been  initiated  into  the  Order,  whether  his  election  was 
legal  or  not,  he  must  be  held  to  be  a member,  and  that  the  only  mode 
of  dealing  with  him  must  be  by  charges,  trial,  expulsion,  &c. 

The  reason  for  such  legislation  is  obvious  : the  initiate  has  acquir- 
ed knowledge  and  assumed  obligations  that  would  be  exceedingly  un- 
wise to  meddle  with  by  declaring  his  membership  void.  He  could  not 
be  deprived  of  the  knowledge,  and  he  should  not  be  released  from  the 
obligation  ; but  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  membership  by  deposit 
of  card,  the  position  is  entirely  different  : in  such  a case  as  the  one 
here  under  notice,  the  party  acquired  no  knowledge,  assumed  no  new 
obligations  ; he  did  not  even  take  upon  him  the  responsibility  that 
w'ould  follow  the  signing  the  constitution  ; it  therefore  seems  eminently 
proper  that  a law  should  prevail  differing  from  the  law  quoted  as  much 
as  the  cases  differ,  so  that  improper  conduct  may  be  promptly  dealt 
with,  and  that  which  is  wrong  may  at  once  be  put  right,  and  that  a 
minority  of  the  members  of  a Lodge  may  be  efficiently  protected. 

I respectfully  submit  the  following. 

Resolved, — That  the  appeal  he  dismissed,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ontario  he  sustained. 

JAMES  WOODYATT. 

Both  reports  being  under  consideration,  Past  Grand  Sire  Stuart 
moved  “that  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  be  postponed 
until  next  session,  to  enable  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario  to  file  an  ad- 
ditional record,”  which  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative.  (p.  p.  5857, 
5925,  5948.) 

The  duty  will  therefore  devolve  upon  this  Grand  Lodge  of  placing 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.  such  a statement  of  the  case  as 
will  be  most  effectual  in  securing  the  dismissal  of  the  appeal.

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DUES  AND  BENEFITS. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  a previous  Session  to  consider  the 
matter  of  Dues  and  Benefits  made  an  elaborate  report,  showing  that 
our  system  requires  immediate  reconstruction  to  place  it  upon  a satis- 
factory basis  The  Committee  strongly  favored  the  idea  of  the  adop- 
tion of  a scale  of  dues  rising  in  accordance  with  the  age  of  members 
when  admitted.  Without,  however,  submitting  any  scale  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Committee  asked  to  be  continued  for 
another  year,  in  order  to  obtain  additional  information,  and  recommen- 
ded the  several  Grand  Bodies  to  cake  steps  to  ascertain  the  following 
facts  : 

1.  The  Number  at  each  age. 

2.  The  amount  of  sick  and  funeral  benefits,  as  shown  by  the  By- 
law of  the  Gi’and  Lodge. 

3.  Number  of  weeks’  sickness  for  which  benefits  are  paid. 

4.  The  amount  of  productive  property,  i.  e.,  Real  Estate,  Notes, 
Bonds,  Mortgages,  or  any  other  property  yielding  a revenue,  p.p.  5906, 
5949. 

The  matter  is  one  of  vital  importace  to  the  Institution,  and  is 
earnestly  recommended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
its  Subordinates.  We  are  pleased  to  know  that  it  has  already  receiv- 
ed some  attention  in  this  Jurisdiction,  for  at  our  last  Session  a care- 
fully prepared  table  of  yearly  dues,  upon  the  same  plan  as  that  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  of  the  G.L.U.S.,  was  submitted  by  one  of 
our  Lodges  and  approved. 

“ THE  HISTORY  OF  ODD-FELLOWSHIP.” 

The  Grand  C.  & R.  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  L.  Ridgely,  was  requested 
to  act  as  historigrapher  of  the  Order,  with  authority  to  supervise  and 
direct  the  preparation  of  a history  of  Odd-Fellowship  for  publication 
under  the  auspices  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S..  The  sum  of  13,000,00  was  ap- 
propriated for  the  payment  of  expenses  attendant  on  performance  of 
his  duties,  p.  p.  5832 — 5877. 

It  might  be  well  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  making  a record  of  such  facts  in  connection  with  the  history  of  the 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  as  might  be  found  useful  by  the  histori- 
grapher in  the  preparation  of  his  work. 

CHANGE  OF  NAME. 

In  accordance  with  notice  given,  Representative  Woodyatt  brought  for- 
ward his  motion  relative  to  changing  the  style  and  name  of  the  G.  L. 
U.  8.,  but  it  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  following  notice  of  motion  was  then  given  by  Representative 
McKinstry,  of  Alabama,  seconded  by  Reps.  White  of  New  York,  Car- 
ter and  Lindenburg  of  Ohio,  Porter  of  Mass.,  Noetner  of  Oregon,  Stokes 
of  Penn.,  and  Dowden  of  Kentucky  : Amend  Article  I,  Section  1,  by 
striking  out  the  words  “ of  the  U.  S.,”  so  that  it  shall  read,  “ This 
Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.” 

REVISION  OF  WORK. 

The  Grand  Lodge  Revised  in  secret  session  the  Subordinate  De- 
gree Book,  the  Degree  Lodge  Installation  Books,  Rebecca  Degree  Book 
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Grand  Lodge  Charge  Book,  and  the  Ritual  of  Grand  and  Subordinate 
Encampments. 

MUTUAL  AID  ASSOCIATION. 

The  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  being  called  to  the  subject,  it 
was  deemed  inexpedient  to  legislate  upon  it  at  present,  it  being  thought 
better  to  wait  and  see  the  results  of  the  experiments  made  in  that 
direction  by  the  voluntary  associations  now  in  existence  (p.  5946.) 


OTHER  QUESTIONS. 

Several  subjects,  such  as  the  Sunday  law,  the  color  question,  the 
extension  of  time  of  Subordinate  Lodge  officers,  &c.,  were  brought  up 
for  consideration,  but  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make  no  alterations 
in  the  existing  laws  on  these  matters. 

NEXT  SESSION. 

The  next  Session  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  will  be  held  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  and  will  commence  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1874.

1th.  That  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  from  admissions  made  by  promi- 
nent members  of  Erie  Lodge,  that  the  expulsion  of  Bro.  McMath  was  pre-deter- 
mined  upon,  and  that  the  brethren  who  had  been  prominently  connected  with 
the  illegal  handling  of  Lodge  funds,  were  only  too  glad  to  get  hold  of  anything 
upon  which  to  rest  a charge  and  to  secure  the  expulsion  of,  to  them,  a trouble- 
some member. 

5th.  That  the  evidence  produced  on  the  trial  of  Bro.  McMath,  that  he  had 
violated  his  sacred  pledge,  wherein  he  promised  not  to  ‘ defraud  the  Lodge  to  the 
amount  of  anything,”  and  all  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  said  charge  do 
not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  wariant  his  expulsion. 

6tli.  That  your  Committee  fully  concur  in  the  principle  of  common  justice, 
that  no  man’s  position  and  character  should  be  injured  or  prejudiced  before  the 
public  through  his  connection  with  a Secret  Society  ; and  being  fully  convinced 
that  had  Bro.  McMath  been  a member  of  a Lodge  where  such  irregularities  and 
illegal  handling  of  Lodge  moneys  could  not  be  tolerated,  he  would  now,  in  all  proba- 
bility, be  found  a member  enjoying  all  the  privileges  and  freedom  guaranteed  to 
members  who  conduct  themselves  honestly. 

7th.  Your  Committee  would,  in  consequence  of  the  points  set  forth  in  this 
Report  and  information  had,  most  respectfully  recommend  that  Bro.  McMath  be 
re-instated,  on  payment  of  the  ten  dollars  in  dispute  and  such  other  amount  as 
demanded  by  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

W e therefore  submit  the  following  :

Pro.  R.  H.  Dyas  borrowed  the  sum  of  $700  from  Bro.  Isaac  Frederick,  and 
some  months  subsequently  failed  in  business,  making  an  assignment. 

Bro.  Frederick,  together  with  other  creditors  (necessary  to  do  so)  accepted  a 
compromise  from  Bro.  Dyas. 

Bro.  Frederick  afterwards  preferred  a charge  against  Pro.  Dyas  for  mali- 
ciously defrauding  him  out  of  a large  sum  of  money,  and  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd  Fellow 

The  trial  Committee  reported  that  Bro.  Dyas  acknowledged  that  he  had 
wronged  Bro.  Frederick,  but  not  intentionally,  and  recommended  his  expulsion, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  submit  that  the  above  was  purely  an  account  between  two 
members,  and  according  to  Clause  1082,  Digest : “The  Lodge  has  no  right  to  in- 
terfere in  the  matter.” 

Resolved, — That  the  appeal  be  sustained,  and  Ivy  Lodge  be  instructed  to  re- 
instate Bro.  R H.  Dyas  to  membership 

Resolved, — That  the  foregoing  be  adopted.

2 Some  weeks  after,  the  N.  < . remaiked  in  the  Lodge  room,  that  he  had 
made  some  mistake  of  Bio.  Pryke’s  application,  as  there  were  a majority  of  white 
balls  in  the  ballot. 

3.  'tthe  annual  meeting  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  held  at  Windsor,  in 
August,  1872,  Rep.  Oriffith,  of  Excelsior  Lodge  No.  44,  submitted  two  questions 
touching  the  above  points,  and  which  were  leferred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order.  For  report  of  said  committee,  and  adoption  of  the  same  see 
pages  501,  502,  Journal  1872. 

4.  On  the  visit  of  P.  G.  M.,  Murray  to  said  1 odge  (during  the  year  of  his  in- 
cumbency), Bro.  Griffith  asked  the  Grand  IVi  aster  (referring  to  above  proceedings 
held  at  Windsor),  “whether  Bro.

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  Clauses  2, 
4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  12,  14,  and  part  of  Clauses  2 and  16  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master’s  Re- 
port, an  l Clauses  11,  12  and  14  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  Report,  beg  to  say  : 

That  we  have  duly  considered  the  several  matters,  which  are  touched  upon 
in  the  above  clauses,  and  with  a view  of  preventing  any  misunderstanding  in  the 
matter,  we  shall  speak  of  them  in  rotation  as  they  appear  in  the  several  Reports. 
We  therefore  respectfully  submit  the  follows  : 

Grand  Master's  Report. 

Clause  2. — We  think  that  on  account  of  the  changes  made  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  duties  of  the  M.  W.  G.  M',  the  circular  was  required, 
and  that  the  results  were  favorable  to  a great  extent. 

Clause  3. — We  concur  in  the  opinion,  that  the  case  was  of  sufficient  import- 
ance, that  an  appeal  should  be  made  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  are  very 
much  pleased  to  hear  that  it  met  with  such  a liberal  response . 

Clause.  4. — With  regard  to  the  four  questions  which  are  answered  in  the 
clause,  we  would  say  that  the  answer  to  query  one  is  correct,  see  Con  of  Sub., 
article  6,  clause  15.  Likewise  the  answer  to  Query  2,  see  D.  White’s  Digest,  261 
and  304.  Also  that  to  query  3,  see  Ont.  Dig  pp.  104  and  Con.  of  Sub.,  article  4, 
clauses  8,  9 and  10.  We  agree  with  the  answer  to  query  4,  as  regards  the  funds 
proper  of  the  Lodge,  bat  think  that  where  there  is  a contingent  fund  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Lodge,  it  is  sometimes  expedient  to  pay  out  for  special  purposes, 
more  than  the  amount  specified  by  the  By-Laws. 

We  agree  with  the  observations  made  at  the  latter  end  of  this  clause,  and 
certainly  think  that  a great  many  unnecessary  questions  are  asked  which  a care- 
ful examination  of  the  Digest  would  answer.  We  also  think  that  it  should  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  the  only  legitimate  channel  of  communication  is  through 
the  Deputy  of  the  District,  and  sincerely  trust  that  on  the  part  of  every  Lodge, 
no  such  want  of  courtesy  shall  occur  during  the  present  year. 

Clause  5.— We  fully  agree  with  the  first  part  of  this  clause  but  do  not  concur 
in  the  latter  part,  as  we  think  the  present  system  is  all  that  is  necessary,  and 
that  the  services  of  any  efficient  officer  will  hardly  be  overlooked. 

Clause  6.— We  agree  in  the  opinion  that  the  failure  of  a Deputy  District 
Grand  Master  to  report  is  a grave  omission  on  his  part,  and  think  that  if  the 
proposed  circulars  were  issued  they  would  perhaps  help  the  matter  to  some  ex- 
tent. 

Clause  7. — We  heartily  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
with  regard  to  outside  parades  of  our  Order. 

Clause  8. — We  are  glad  to  hear  that  during  the  year  a number  of  new  halls 
have  been  dedicated  to  the  principles  and  uses  of  our  Order,  and  are  pleased  to 
find  that  the  Order  is  so  prosperous. 

Clause  12.  We  are  very  pleased  to  find  that  there  have  been  so  few  appeals, 
and  think  that  this  is  a sign,  that  most  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  juris- 
diction are  working  in  harmony. 

Clause  14. — We  congratulate  the  M.  W.  G.  M.,and  the  Order  in  Ontario,  upon 
the  success  that  attended  the  efforts  to  resuscitate  Barrie  Lodge,  and  are  very 
pleased  to  observe  that  this  is  the  onlv  Lodge  which  had  to  give  up  its  Charter 
for  some  time  past,  and  that  now  it  has  been  resuscitated,  it  leaves  the  list  of 
Lodges  unbroken  from  No.  44  to  the  last  Lodge  instituted,  No.  144. 

Clause  16. — We  concur  in  the  M.  W.  G.  Master’s  arrangements  with  regard 
to  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  the  Laws  of  Subordinates,  and  think 
that  the  same  principle,  upon  which  the  other  Standing  Committees  were  ap- 
pointed, will  give  general  satisfaction. 

The  Grand  Secret.ary’s  Report. 

Clause  2. — With  regard  to  this  clause,  we  must  say  that  we  highly  deprecate 
such  a state  of  affairs,  and  think  that  the  parties  to  blame,  be  they  the  District 
Deputies  or  the  Subordinate  Lodges  mentioned,  should  receive  a reprimand  from 
ths  R.  W.  Grand  Body,  so  that  a like  state  of  affairs,  should  not  occur  again. 

Clause  12. — We  think  that  this  clause  should  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Clause  14. — We  highly  appreciate  the  action  taken  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  in  the  Memphis  and  Shreveport  affair,  and  I think  the  Subordinate 
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Lodges  are  to  be  complimented  rrpon  their  liberal  response,  and  the  magnificent 
sum  donated  by  them  for  that  purpose.

In  conclusion,  we  your  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  the  necessity  of 
the  D.  D.  Grand  Master  being  instructed  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  Secre- 
tary the  importance  of  their  being  more  careful  in  filling  out  their  semi-annual 
return,  as  the  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  they  are  at  present  made  out,  es- 
pecially among  the  older  Lodges,  is  very  much  to  be  regretted,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  Lodges  having  old  form  of  return  books,  be  instructed  to  return  them 
to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  obtain  the  new  ones,  as  they  are  superior  in  conve- 
nience and  arrangement.

H.  C.  Bingham,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  Committee  on  State  of  the 
Order,  submitted  the  following  Report,  which  was  considered  and 
adopted : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  0.  O.  F.: 

. The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  submit  the  following : 

On  the  question  by  Rep.  James  A.  Montgomery: 

‘‘Would  it  be  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Order  to  abolish  the  use  of 
Charge  Books  during  the  initiatory  ceremony,  and  during  the  opening  and  closing 
ceremony  ?” 

Answer. — Yes,  so  far  as  possible.  See  Outario  Digest,  page  121,  7th  decision. 

On  the  question  by  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  61 : 

“Is  it  lawful  for  a Lodge  to  loan  the  funds  to  any  brother  of  the  Lodge  by 
mortgage,  note,  or  otherwise  ?” 

Answer.  —The  only  legislation  affecting  this  matter  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  is 
embodied  >n  Ontario  Digest,  page  60,  1st  decision. 

On  the  question  by  Western  City  Lodge  No.  93  : 

“Can  a Lodge  legally  fine  any  of  its  officers  for  being  absent  from  a regular 
meeting,  when  there  is  not  a quorum  ?” 

Answer  - Yes,  if  the  By-laws  provide  for  fining  such  officers  for  absence.  In 
this  case  the  fine  seems  the  more  reasonable,  because  the  absence  of  said  officers 
might  have  been  the  cause  of  the  want  of  a quorum  referred  to. 

On  the  questions  by  Rep.  J.  B.  Meacham  : 

1st.  “Can  a Lodge  pass  a By-law  to  the  effect  that  no  brother  should  receive 
the  P.  W.  until  he  has  paid  up  his  dues  six  months  i ' advance  ?” 

Answer  — Yes.  See  Ontario  Digest,  page  88,  3rd  decision. 

2nd.  “Can  a member  of  the  Manchester  or  Canadian  Order  become  a member 
of  our  Order  ?” 

Answer  — Yes.  Ontario  Digest,  page  73,  3rd  decision. 

3rd.  “In  the  absence  of  the  Noble  Grand,  Vice  Grand,  and  all  Past  Grands, 
with  a quorum  of  members  present,  can  a Lodge  be  opened,  and  how?” 

Answer  — In  the  absence  of  all  parties  properly  qualified  to  preside,  a Lodge 
cannot  be  opened. 

On  the  questions  by  Unity  Lodge  No.  47,  viz  : 

1st.  “If  the  N.  G.  of  a Lodge  resigns  his  position,  say  three  or  four  mouths 
before  the  close  of  his  term,  can  a brother  who  is  eligible  be  nominated  and  elec- 
ted the  same  evening  that  the  resignation  is  received?” 

Answer.— No.  Ontario  Digest,  page  124,  2nd  decision.  Constitution  Subor- 
dinates, Art.  3,  Clause  4. 

2nd.  “Can  any  Past  Grand  present  proceed  to  instal  a Noble  Grand  (elected 
to  fill  a vacancy)  on  the  evening  of  election,  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  not  having  been  no- 
tified of  the  resignation,  election  or  installation,  and  not  being  present,  from  the 
fact  of  not  knowing  that  such  installation  would  take  place?” 

Answer. — Yes.  Ontario  Digest,  page  69,  7th  decision ; also  page  70,  4th  de- 
cision. 

On  the  question  by  Walkerton  Lodge  No.  84  : 

“Can  a Noble  Grand  rule  a report  out  of  order,  emanating  from  the  Finance 
Committee  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  as  Auditors,  because  the  Finance 
Committee  reported  the  officers  guilty  of  direliction  of  duty  in  not  having  degree 
meetings  at  the  appointed  time,  and  for  not  declaring  members  suspended  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  according  to  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge  ?” 

Answer. — It  is  impossible  to  define  the  limit  of  a Noble  Grand’s  right  in  de- 
ciding questions  of  order,  because  so  much  is  left  to  his  own  judgment,  subject 
always  to  an  appeal  to  the  Lodge  from  his  decision  ; but  judging  of  what  seems 
set  forth  in  this  question,  we  should  not  deem  the  report  out  of  order  for  the 
causes  stated. 

Your  Committee  have  several  questions  in  hand,  received  too  late  to  entitle 
them  to  consideration,  but  would  state  that  the  most  of  them  have  repeatedly 
been  answered,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Ontario  Digest. 
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In  conclusion,  we  submit  the  following :

Woodyatt,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Digest 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
considered  and  apopted. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

Your  special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  to  compile  and  publish 
a book  of  Laws,  Decisions,  &c.,  &c.,  respectfully  report  : 

'that  as  early  as  possible  they  took  the  matter  into  consideration,  and  find- 
ing that,  in  order  to  insure  completeness,  the  work  must  of  necessity  be  largely 
done  by  one  person,  and  being  fully  persuaded  that  H.  C.  Bingham,  P.  G.  Mas- 
ter, was  quite  competent  to  perform  the  duty,  the  Committee  requested  him  to 
prepare  the  manuscript,  subject  to  revision  and  final  approval  of  the  -whole  Com- 
mittee, for  which  purpose  a meeting  was  had  in  Siratford,  when  the  work  was 
approved  and  after  mature  deliberation  it  was  decided  to  ask  for  tenders  for  the 
printing  and  binding  of  500,  800  and  1000  copies,  in  half  and  full  law  sheep,  on 
the  supposition  that  the  book  would  contain  about  two  hundred  pages. 

Tenders  were  received  from  the  Brantford  Expositor,  London  Advertiser, 
Stratford  Beacon,  London  Herald,  and  Messrs.  Bell  & Co.,  of  Toronto. 

After  examination  of  the  Tenders  and  consultation  with  all  the  Elective 
Grand  Officers’  the  tender  of  Bro.  M.  D.  Dawson,  of  the  London  Herald  was 
accepted  for  one  thousand  copies  in  full  law  sheep  binding,  the  printing  and  paper 
for  #262,  and  the  binding  at  30  cents  per  copy.  If  over  two  hundred  pages  the 
extra  number  to  be  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  for  the  printing  and  paper  as  per 
tender. 

It  was  expected  that  the  work  would  be  ready  for  sale  by  the  time  the  Grand 
Lodge  assembled  or  before.  This  we  regret  is  not  the  case,  at  the  same  time  no 
blame  can  be  attached  to  the  printer,  who  we  feel  sure  has  used  due  diligence, 
and  has  done  his  utmost  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  ; but  the  time  was 
too  short.  It  is  so  far  advanced  as  that  the  style  and  character  of  it  can  be  seen 
and  judged  of. 

Bro.  R.  Matliison  P.  G.,  a practical  printer,  kindly  responded  to  the  request 
of  the  Committee  to  undertake  the  proof  reading  and  supervision  of  the  work 
while  in  the  printers  hands. 

Your  Committee  hope  and  believe  that  they  have  succeeded  in  producing  a 
digest  of  the  Laws  and  Decisions  of  this  R W.  Grand  Lodge,  which  will  be  of  im- 
mense usefulness  and  advantage  to  the  members  of  the  order  in  this  jurisdiction, 
one  that  if  carefully  read  by  them  will  in  great  measure  render  unnecessary,  many 
of  the  calls  again  and  again  made  on  the  M.  W.  Gfrand  Master  for  decisions,  and 
one  that  is  confidents  illy  submitted  for  the  approbation  ot  the  Grand  Lodge  with 
the  hope  that  the  entire  edition  will  at  an  early  day  be  in  the  hands  of  attentive 
and  appreciative  readers. 

It  has  been  the  aim  and  desire  of  your  Committee  to  keep  the  expense  as  low 
as  was  consistent  with  having  the  work  well  done,  and  this  they  hope  they  have 
accomplished.  The  cost  over  and  above  the  tender  has  been  one  Hundred  and 
Fifty  Dollars,  which  added  to  the  printing  and  binding  will  make  the  whole  cost 
of  the  work  about  eightv  three  cents  per  copy  for  a book  that  your  Committee 
deem  well  worth  one  dollar. 

We  respectfully  request  that  an  order  in  favor  of  the  Committee  maybe 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  $150,  less  $14,  the  amount  paid  for  the 
committee  in  attending  the  meeting  in  Stratford.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  above  case,  beg  to 
report  as  follows  : 

1st.  Bro.  Fiddes  was  taken  sick  in  the  year  1873,  and  received  from  the  Lodge 
his  sick  benefits  up  to  11th  August,  1873. 

2nd.  A doubt  arising  in  the  Lodge  as  to  the  exact  state  of  health  of  Bro. 
Fiddes,  and  his  ability  to  perform  daily  work,  a special  committee  of  three  phy- 
sicians was  appointed  to  visit,  examine,  and  report  on  these  points. 

3rd.  The  reports  of  the  three  physicians,  given  separately,  did  not  agree  as  to 
Bro.  Fiddes’  state  of  health,  or  his  ability  to  perforin  daily  work.  In  addition  to 
above,  the  regular  Lodge  Physician  reported,  •“  his  sickness  is  more  imaginary 
than  real,”  and  “his  inability  to  do  ordinary*  labor  is  in  my  mind  owing  to  a want 
of  ambition,  and  the  exercise  requisite  to  the  maintenance  of  good  health.” 

4t,h.  On  the  evidence  before  the  Lodge,  furnished  by  the  four  physicians,  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  statements  from  members  of  the  Lodge  who  had  at  dif- 
ferent times  visited  Bro.  Fiddes,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Lodge  not  to  pay  anysick 
benefits  subsequent  to  11th  August,  1873. 
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5th.  The  health  of  Bro.  Fiddes,  in  January  and  February,  becoming  more 
impaired,  on  23rd  February,  1874,  the  question  again  coming  before  the  Lodge, 
Bro.  Fiddes,  on  the  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  by  vote  of  the  Lodge, 
was  again  paid  his  benefits,  commencing  from  that  date. 

6tli.  Bro.  Fiddes  presented  his  claim  for  sick  benefits,  from  lltli  August, 
1873,  to  23rd  February,  1874,  and  the  Lodge  resolved  not  to  admit  or  pay  the 
claim. 

7th.  From  this  action  of  the  Lodge,  Bro.  Fiddes  appeals  to  this  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge,  and  prays  that  Forest  City  Lodge  No.  38,  be  directed  and  requested  to  pay 
his  claim  for  said  benefits. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Lodge,  with  all  the  evidence  before 
it,  and  fully  knowing  all  the  local  circumstances,  is  the  best  judge  of  the  claim  of 
Bro.  Fiddes  for  sick  benefits,  between  the  11th  Airgust,  1873,  and  the  23rd  Feb- 
ruary, 1874.  No  sufficient  evidence  has  been  placed  before  your  Committee  to 
prove  that  the  Lodge  has  acted  unfairly  or  illegally  in  rejecting  the  claim,  while 
it  is  the  undoubted  right  of  a brother  to  appeal  to  the  R W.  Grand  Lodge  on  the 
points  taken,  by  Bro.  Fiddes.  Still  the  action  and  decision  of  a Subordinate 
Lodge  in  such  cases  should  not  be  changed  or  interfered  with,  except  on  the  clear- 
est and  most  satisfactory  evidence. 

Therefore  resolved,  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed.

We  leam  from  the  papers  which  we  have  carefully  examined  that  the  com- 
mittee refused  to  take  evidence  in  the  case  except  as  to  such  circumstances  as 
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occurred  after  the  accused  Brother  had  become  a member  of  the  order. 

We  also  find  that  although  the  Brother  admitted  his  guilt  as  to  part  of  the 
charges  of  a most  painful  and  disgraceful  nature,  the  committee  at  their  request 
were  discharged  without  imposing  any  penalty  whatever  on  the  Brother  for  his 
offence. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  a most  unquestionable  want  of  fairness  was  shown 
the  appellant,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  sustained,  and  the 
Maitland  Lodge,  No.  119,  be  required  to  hold  a new  trial,  and  to  receive  all  evi- 
dence bearing  upon  the  question,  whether  the  circumstances  occurred  before  or 
after  the  Brother’s  admittance,  or  whether  from  Brothers,  or  persons  outside  of 
our  -order.

The  Warden  and  Conductor  having  examined  all  present,  declared 
them  duly  qualified,  whereupon,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  the 
Grand  Marshal  declared  the  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

Pending  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  the  following,  moved  by  Rep. 
J.  W.  Redick,  seconded  by  Rep.  John  Graham,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved, — That  Reps.  Henry  Lanxon  and  H.  Walker  be  granted  leave  of 
absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

The  Minutes  of  the  former  Session  were  read  and  adopted. 

George  Irwin,  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  elect,  submitted  his  bond, 
which  cn  motion  was  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  accordance  with  the  notice  of  motion  given  at  the  last  Session 
by  Rep.  W.  J.  Diamond,  the  following  amendment,  moved  by  Rep. 
Hugh  Walker,  seconded  by  Rep.  J.  W.  Redick,  was  considered,  and 
resolved  in  the  negative  : 

Resolved, — That  Clause  5 of  the  Constitution  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  be 
amended,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows  : 

“Every  Lodge  within  the  Jurisdiction  shall  at  its  first  meeting  in  the  month 
of  July,  annually,  elect  by  ballot  from  its  Past  Grands  in  g<  od  standing,  a Rep- 
resentative or  Representatives,  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : One  Representative 
where  the  number  of  members  returned  in  the  next  preceding  Semi-Annual 
Report  shall  be  100  or  less  ; over  100,  two  Representatives,  and  no  more.” 

The  reading  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per 
Diem,  which  was  under  consideration  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjour- 
ned, was  continued,  and  the  Report  adopted. 

The  following,  moved  by  Rep.  J.  Craig,  seconded  by  Rep.  C.  B. 
Stevens,  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative :

Rep.  J.  W.  Hunt,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  that  subject,  sub- 
mitted the  following  Report,  which  was  considered  and  adopted ; 

Jo  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  1.  O.  0.  F.: 

Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  touching  the  matter  of  appeal  in  the 
case  of  W.  D.  Kennedy,  which  was  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
and  referred  back  by  them  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  additional  records,  beg  leave 
to  report  as  follows ; 
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That  in  our  opinion — as  the  whole  matter  rests  on  the  fact  that  the  said  W. 
D.  Kennedy  did  not  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  Toronto  Lodge  on  the 
night  of  his  admission  ; and  as  Clause  G,  Article  2 of  the  Constitution  of  Subor- 
dinate Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  staes  : “That  every  member,  on  his  admission, 
shall  sign  a promise  to  support  and  abide  by  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the 
Lodge,  and  pay  all  legal  demands  against  him  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  a mem- 
ber,” (which  clause  has  been  confirmed  l>y  subsequent  decisions  of  this  R.  W.  G. 
Lodge.)  [See  865,  897  Journal,  page  74,  2nd  decision  : “Membership  commences 
with  the  introduction  to  the  Lodge  after  the  candidate  has  signed  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws.”] 

Therefore  your  Committee  maintain  that  the  action  of  this  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge,  in  dismissing  the  appeal  of  W.  D.  Kennedy,  was  correct  and  proper,  for 
the  following  reasons 

1st.  < lause  1132  of  White’s  Digest,  states  that  “The  time  at  which  a person 
who  is  elected  to  membership,  either  by  card  or  on  an  original  application  for 
initiation,  is  to  be  considered  a member  of  the  Lodge  electing  him,  is  a matter 
that  can  very  properly  be  left  to  local  legislation  This  Grand  Lodge  not  having 
decided  whether  it  shall  date  from  the  time  of  his  election,  or  the  time  he  signs 
the  Constitution  and  By-laws.  So,  also,  as  to  a ceremony  of  introduction  of  a 
brother  admitted  by  Card.” 

2nd.  Clause  1133  of  Digest  reads  : “Whether  a brother  who  has  applied  for 
membership  by  Card  in  an-Encampment  or  Lodge,  can  be  considered  a member 
thereof  before  he  has  been  introduced  and  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-laws, 
or  whether  he  is  a member  and  subject  to  dues  from  his  election,  is  a matter  for 
local  legislation.”  1858  Journal  2951,  2976 

3rd.  Clause  1145  of  Digest  reads  : “When  a brother  applies  for  membership 
on  deposit  of  Card,  and  is  elected  and  signs  the  Constitution,  his  Card  should 
remain  in  the  Lodge.  But  if  the  local  law  dates  membership  from  the  time  of 
signing  the  Constitution,  the  brother  elect  who  fails  to  appear  and  sign  the  same, 
may  demand  the  return  of  his  Card  ; because,  until  he  signs  the  Constitution,  he 
is  not  a member  of  the  Lodge.” 

4th.  Clause  1925  : “When  Card  may  be  withdrawn  after  deposit.” 

When  a brother  applies  for  membership  on  deposit  of  Card,  and  is  elected 
and  signs  the  Constitution,  his  Card  should  remain  in  the  Lodge. 

So,  also,  if  the  local  law  date  membership  from  the  time  of  the  applicant’s 
election,  the  Card  should  then  remain  in  the  Lodge  after  election,  and  the  appli- 
cant cannot  demand  its  return  whether  he  signs  the  Constitution  or  not. 

Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  foregoing  extracts  from 
the  Digest  clearly  show  that  local  laws  govern  the  case  entirely,  and  (as  before 
stated  in  this  Report)  our  Constitution  states  that  a candidate  must  sign  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  at  the  time  of  his  admission  before  becoming  a mem- 
ber Therefore  we  consider  that  this  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  has  clearly 
proven  its  case,  and  hope  our  Representative  to  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  will  press  the 
matter  before  that  R.  W.  Grand  Body  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability. 

We  submit  the  following  : That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare 
a copy  of  the  above  Report,  that  the  same  be  certified  as  correct,  and  signed  by 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of 
this  R W.  Grand  Lodge.

Rep.  W.  S.  Campbell,  from  the  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordin- 
ates, submitted  the  following  Report  : 
lo  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Your  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  have  examined  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  submitted  to  them  as  carefully  as  the  time  at  their  disposal  would 
permit,  and  recommend  them  approved,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  noted. 
We  find  that  very  many  of  the  Lodges  have  failed  to  mark  the  necessary  cor- 
rections in  their  Constitutions,  consequent  upon  the  legislation  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  during  the  last  few  years.  Other  Lodges  have  failed  to  comply  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Grand  Lodge ; and  instead  ot  making  the  corrections  on 
printed  slips,  pasted  in  their  appropriate  places,  have  written-  them  on  fly  leaves 
at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  book.  We  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Lodges 
in  our  Report  to  the  alterations  in  the  Constitution  which  they  should  have 
made.  Instead  of  repeating  the  authorities  for  the  corrections  required  in  the 
body  of  the  report,  we  have  given  references  to  foot  notes  at  the  end,  as  was 
done  by  your  Committee  last  year.

Though  summoned  to  meet  two  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  large  amount  of  work  devolving  upon  your  Committee  in  the  exami- 
nation of  the  By-laws  of  so  many  different  Lodges,  has  rendered  it  difficult  for  us 
to  perform  our  duties  as  thoroughly  as  we  could  have  wished,  and  makes  it  pos- 
sible that  some  errors  may  have  escaped  our  notice.  Considering  this  fact,  and 
also  considering  the  impropriety  of  Lodges  working  for  months  under  By-laws 
which  have  not  been  approved,  it  appears  to  us  highly  advisable  that  some  altera- 
tion in  the  existing  custom  should  be  adopted,  by  which  by-laws  might  be  revised 
and  approved  during  recess,  subject  to  a reference  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the 
session  following.  At  the  last  two  sessions,  had  not  a considerable  share  of  the 
work  been  accomplished  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  by  the  brothers 
who  severally  filled  the  office  of  chairman,  it  would  have  been  almost,  if  not 
altogether,  impossible  for  us  to  have  satisfactorily  performed  our  duty. 

In  revising  the  By-laws  of  the  different  Lodges,  numerous  inconsistencies, 
ambiguities  of  expression,  errors  in  grammar,  and  mistakes  of  various  kinds, 
have  come  under  our  notice  ; but  as  they  have  not  been  in  direct  conflict  with 
the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order,  we  have  not  thought  it  our  duty  to  lengthen 
out  our  Report  by  any  reference  to  them.  We  consider,  however,  that  it  would 
be  of  great  advantage  to  have  a model  code  of  By  laws  drawn  up  by  this  Grand 
Lodge.  The  adoption  of  this  code  by  the  Lodges  would  not,  of  course,  be  com- 
pulsory ; but  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  have  the  effect  of 
securing  its  adoption  very  generally,  especially  by  those  that  may  hereafter  be 
organized. 

Many  of  the  older  Lodges , and  a number  of  Lodges,  organized  during  the 
last  two  years,  havo  not  submitted  their  By-laws  for  revision,  though  expressly 
ordered  so  to  do  by  the  Constitution,  Art.  8,  Clause  2.  Among  them  are  : St. 
Clair,  105  ; Laurel,  110  ; Peterboro’,  111 ; Trenton,  113 ; Gananoque,  114 : Naomi, 
116  ; Sydenham  Valley,  120  ; Saxon,  121  ; Palmerston,  123  ; Stella,  125  ; Mizpah, 
127  ; Oakville,  132 ; Oobourg,  136  ; Ancaster,  138  ; Garnet,  139  ; Leamington, *140; 
Capital,  141;  Concord,  142  ; Bay  of  Quinre,  143  ; Ridgetown,  144  ; Riverside,  145; 
Vivian,  146 ; Model,  147. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved, — That  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodges  above  reported  on  be  approved 
subject  to  the  corrections  made  by  the  Committee. 

Resolved, — That  the  attention  of  the  Lodges  that  have  not  submitted  their 
By-laws  be  espe  cially  called  to  their  violation  of  the  Constitution. 

Resolved, — That  all  Lodges  be  instructed  to  forward  their  By-laws  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  immediately  after  adoption,  as  required  by  Art  8,  Clause  2,  of 
their  Constitution,  instead  of  waiting,  as  many  of  them  now  do,  till  the  Session 
of  Grand  Lodge 
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Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  to  convene  the  Committee 
on  Laws  twice  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  should  he  deem  it  advisable 
for  the  purpose  of  revising  such  By-laws  as  may  be  submitted. 

Resolved, — That  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  at  its  interim  ses- 
sions, on  being  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Master,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Sub- 
ordinates, until  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  following,  when  the  Committee 
shall  make  its  report. 

Resolved, — That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a model  code  of  By- 
laws for  Subordinates,  to  report  at  next  session  of  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  obligations  to  their  worthy  chairman, 
Bro.  01.  T.  Campbell,  for  the  great  assistance  rendered  them  by  his  having  gone 
over  a portion  of  the  work  of  said  Committee  previous  to  the  assembling  of  this 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  and  their  deep  regret  that  owing  to  sickness  in  his  family  he 
has  been  prevented  from  meeting  with  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee  find  that  some  of  the  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  still  con- 
tinue to  pay  a larger  amount  of  benefits  than  is  authorized  by  the  Constitution, 
for  Subordinates,  Art.  5,  Clauses  6 and  8-  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
Art.  5,  Clauses  6 and  8,  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  oft-repeated  decisions  of 
the  R.  W.  G.  L,  U.  S.  (See  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S.,  page  27,  sec.  106 ; page  38,  sec- 
159  a ; page  39,  sec.  164;  page  123,  sec  574;  page  223,  sec  1074.)  And  your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  Clauses  6 and  8,  Art.  5,  Laws  for  Subordinates,  be 
amended  so  as  to  agree  with  the  above  mentioned  decisions. 

We  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution :

d.  Some  weekly  benefits  must  be  paid— Digest,  sec.  154,  Journal  Ontario, 
pp.  634-647.  ( Reports  of  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates.) 

e.  A member  under  charges  retains  all  his  rights — Digest,  sec.  1823, 1832. 

/.  Suspended  members  cannot  be  restored  before  the  term  of  suspension  has 
expired,  unless  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  - Digest,  1677. 

g.  Authority  is  only  given  to  the  N.  G.  to  call  special  meetings — Constitution 
Subordinates,  Art  4,  Clause  2. 

h.  Constitution  Subordinates,  Art.  5,  Clauses  6-10,  The  amounts  specified 
by  the  Committee  are  the  highest  that  can  be  given,  unless  the  dues  be  increased. 
Lodges  may  give  as  benefits  a less  amount  if  they  wish. 

i.  Qualifications  for  elective  officers  are  defined  in  Constitution  of  Subordi- 
nates, Art.  3.  If  a candidate  possesses  these,  he  is  eligible  for  office.

The  Reports  of  the  several  Grand  Officers  show  a continued  in- 
crease in  membership  and  great  prosperity  in  the  Order  generally.

Apparently  we  have  again  cause  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon 
the  prosperous  aspect  disclosed  by  the  figures  presented  in  the  above 
table.  Our  numbers  are  rapidly  gravitating  toward  half  a million  in 
alliance,  and  our  aggregate  annual  revenue  in  gross,  approximates 
five  millions  of  dollars.  These  are  grand  figures,  but  do  they  repre- 
sent a solid  and  healthful  condition  ? This  is  an  important  inquiry. 
We  have  no  means  from  our  present  system  of  ascertaining  the  amount 
of  our  net  gain  per  annum  in  the  general  revenue,  hence,  until  some 
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plan  is  adopted  to  obtain  light  on  this  subject  we  shall  ever  be  in  a sea 
of  doubt  touching  the  pecuniary  solidity  of  the  Order.  We  should 
know,  with  equal  certainty,  the  disbursements  of  the  Subordinates  as 
their  receipts,  in  fact,  the  knowledge  of  the  latter,  in  the  absence  of 
the  former,  is  comparatively  valueless.  It  would  appear  that  such 
information  is  an  indispensible  element  of  knowledge  in  reaching  just 
conclusions  as  to  the  solvency  and  proper  prosperity  of  the  Subordi- 
nates. True  it  is,  that  as  a general  principle,  our  laws  refer  to  these 
bodies’  exclusive  control  over  their  finances  ‘within  their  legitimate  ap- 
plication ; but  the  Grand  Lodge  may,  which  nobody  doubts,  inquire 
into  and  collect  data,  with  a view  to  legislation  on  the  subject  of  the 
proper  relation  between  dues  and  benefits  ; it  may,  with  equal  pro- 
priety, make  like  enquiries  upon  cognate  subjects  in  contemplation  of 
the  general  welfare.  It  is  not  at  all  improbable,  that  out  of  the  four 
and  a half  millions  of  gross  annual  aggregate  revenue  reported,  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  amount  is  consumed  in  disbursements  other  than 
relief.  If  thirty  three  per  cent,  be  added  to  this  for  relief,  as  returned, 
viz  : $1,490,274  72,  there  remains  but  seventeen  per  cent.,  or  $726,- 
725  82,  as  actual  gain  to  the  aggregate  capital  of  the  Order.  This 
would  present  a comparatively  unstable  system,  looking  to  the  inevi- 
table increased  responsibilities  of  the  Subordinates,  as  their  member- 
ship advance  in  years.  This  suggestion  is  made  with  diffidence. 
Ought  not  our  statistical  returns  to  be  enlarged  so  as'to  supply  light  in 
this  direction. 

The  following  are  the  decisions  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  during 
the  recess,  with  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  same  : 

Second,  Can  the  Officers  of  a Degree  Lodge,  after  conferring  the 
Scarlet  Degree  upon  brothers,  then  confer  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  upon 
them  and  others  who  have  taken  the  Scarlet  Degree  ? Answer.  No. 

Third.  Can  a brother  who  holds  an  unexpired  Withdrawal  Card 
from  his  Lodge  be  a competent  petitioner  for  an  Encampment  ? 
Answer.  No. 

Fourth.  Is  it  admissable  for  Odd  Fellows  to  appear  in  regalia  at 
the  funeral  of  a Daughter  of  Rebekah,  the  friends  of  the  deceased  re- 
questing the  same  ? Answer.  No. 

Fifth.  Is  it  competent  for  a Lodge  or  committee  thereof,  on  the 
trial  of  a brother  under  charges,  to  refuse  admission  to  or  exclude  from 
the  room  during  such  trial  any  member  of  the  Lodge  who  is  in  good 
standing,  except  as  is  provided  in  the  proceedings  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.S., 
Journal  1872,  at  page  5563  ? Answer.  In  the  negative. 

Sixth.  I have  decided  upon  inquiry,  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitutions  of  the  last  session,  found  on  pages  5836-7  and 
6848-9,  so  far  as  the  second,  fourth  and  ninth  paragraphs  of  the  first 
report  relate  thereto,  and  paragraphs  ten  and  eleven  of  report  number 
three,  applies  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges,  whether  under  the  immediate 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  not. 

The  first,  second,  third  and  fifth  decisions  were  approved. 

The  fourth  decisions  was  modified  so  as  to  read,  “Odd  Fellows 
may  appear  in  regalia  at  the  funeral  of  a Daughter  of  Rebekah,  in  case 
they  first  obtain  permission  to  do  so  from  the  proper  Grand  Officers  of 
the  jurisdiction.”  See  § 1622,  Digest  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 

The  sixth  decision,  in  so  far  as  it  holds  that  the  decisions  of  1873, 
therein  referred  to,  in  respect  to  the  Vice- Grand  examining  the  ballot 
and  announcing  the  result,  apply  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges,  whether 
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under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  or  not  was  dis- 
approved ; and  the  true  rule  in  this  case  is,  that  a Subordinate  Grand 
Body  may  allow  its  Subordinates  to  enact  By-laws  providing  for  the 
examination  by  the  Vice-Grand,  or  other  officer,  of  the  ballot,  and  for 
his  making  known  the  result  of  his  examination  to  the  Lodge,  it  being 
the  business  of  the  Noble  Grand  alone  of  deciding  the  question  of  the 
election  or  rejection  of  the  candidate. 

“A  Past  Grand  who  has  been  appointed  by  a D.  D.  G.  M.  to  instal 
the  officers  of  the  Lodge,  is  not  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  Order 
when  he  appears  for  that  purpose.”  This  answer  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee confirmed  as  a correct  exposition  of  the  law  on  the  subject,  and 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  following  questions  were  also  propounded  to  the  Deputy  Grand 
Sire  : 

When  a member  is  in  arrears  to  an  amount  that,  under  the  laws 
of  his  Lodge  or  Encampment,  disqualifies  him  from  receiving  benefits 
in  case  of  his  sickness,  is  he  entitled  to  admission  to  his  Lodge  or  En- 
campment and  to  the  S.  A.  P.  W. 

2.  Is  a member  not  entitled  to  the  S.  A.  P.  W.  to  be  permitted  in 
his  Lodge  or  Encampment  ? Is  not  every  member  who,  by  the  laws, 
is  permitted  to  be  in  his  Lodge  or  Encampment  entitled  to  vote  and 
participate  in  any  business  that  may  come  before  the  Lodge  or  En- 
campment ? 

They  were  answered  as  follows  : 

1.  A member  is  entitled  to  admission  in  his  Lodge,  and  to  the  S.  A. 
P.  W.  until  he  is  dropped,  suspended  or  expelled. 

2.  A member  is  entitled  to  be  in  his  Lodge  room,  and  to  vote,  until 
he  is  dropped,  suspended  or  expelled. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  decided,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  concurred 
that  these  two  answers  require  qualification,  so  as  to  conform  to  § 1538 
Digest,  which  provides  that, 

“Whether  a member  of  a Subordinate  Lodge  must  have  his  ac- 
count settled  up  to  the  last  day  of  the  Past  term  to  entitle  him  to  re- 
ceive the  P.  W.  of  the  current  term,  and  whether  a brother  thus  in 
arrears  has  a right  to  sit  in  his  own  Lodge  without  the  P.  W.,  prior  to 
suspension,  are  questions  to  be  determined  by  the  proper  authorities, 
and  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  jurisdictions  in  which  they  arise 
and  not  by  this  Grand  Lodge,” 

NEW  LEGISLATION. 

The  following  was  adopted,  amending  the  law  of  1864,  p.  3709,  § 
1047,  Digest  : 

Resolved,  That  all  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  shall  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  Lodge -rooms  and  ante-rooms  or  halls  connected  with 
or  adjoining  thereto,  when  under  the  control  of  any  Subordinate  or 
Degree  Lodge  or  Encampment  of  this  Order. 

Resolved,  That  every  provision  m conflict  with  the  foregoing  reso- 
lution, as  well  as  all  regulations  respecting  the  use  of  edibles  in  Lodge 
or  Encampment  rooms,  heretofore  passed,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§1919«  of  Digest  was  amended  to  make  it  better  understood,  with- 
out changing  its  meaning,  and  now  reads  : 

Every  brother  present  in  a Lodge  or  Encampment,  if  qualified  to 
vote,  is  obliged  to  vote  on  all  questions,  unless  excused  by  the  Lodge  or 
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Encampment  ; and  no  partiu  lar  number  of  votes  is  necessary  so  long 
as  a quorum  is  present. 

Resolved , That  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  are 
authorized  to  grant,  by  ballot  vote  of  a majority  of  the  members  pre- 
sent at  a regular  meeting  Withdrawal  Cards  to  members  who  may  ap  - 
ply  in  person  or  by  letter  for  such  cards. 

Resolved , That  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  are 
authorized  to  admit  to  membership  by  deposit  of  card,  by  such  vote  as 
is  required  for  ordinary  admission,  the  holders  of  Regular  Withdrawal 
Cards  granted  as  above  provided. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  several' jurisdictions  sub- 
ordinate to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authoriz- 
ed to  cause  to  be  conferred  the  honorary  desree  of  Past  Secretary  on 
any  Past  Grand  in  good  standing  who  has  served  a lawful  term  as 
Vice  Grand  and  Noble  Grand  in  a Subordinate  Lodge. 

Resolved, — That  this  Grand  Lodge  commend  the  great  work  of  the 
General  Relief  Associations,  instituted  by  members  of  this  Order,  to 
the  fostering  care  of  the  several  State  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  here- 
by recommends  such  action  as  may  induce  each  jurisdiction  to  make 
ample  provision  for  compensating  other  jurisdictions  for  expenses  paid 
and  costs  incurred  in  the  relief  of  brothers  in  distress,  who  claim  the 
same  under  a Visiting  Card,  as  brothers  in  good  standing. 

Resolved, — That  a member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  evidenc- 
ed by  holding  an  unexpired  Visiting  Card,  issued  in  conformity  with 
laws  of  the  Order  by  his  Lodge  or  Encampment,  and  having  the  A.  T. 
W.  P.,  being  in  distress,  or  pretending  so  to  be,  and  needing  money, 
and  who  having  asked  for  and  received  from  a Lodge  or  Encamp- 
ment, or  a member  thereof,  a sum  of  money  under  the  assurance  and  pro- 
mise that  he  will  return  or  repay  the  same  within  a given  time, or  so  soon 
as  he  returns  home,  but  who  shall  neglect  so  to  do  after  a reasonable 
time  thereafter,  without  a satisfactory  excuse  being  rendered,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd-Fellow  ; and  due  notice 
of  such  facts  having  been  officially  communicated  to  his  Lodge!  by  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment  so  loaning  him  the  money,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  his  Lodge  to  notify  him  of  such  indebtedness  or  loan,  and  to  demand 
payment  thereof,  and  if  he  then  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  same,  his 
Lodges  shall  prefer  charges  against  him,  try  him,  and  if  found  guilty, 
and  without  sufficiently  mitigating  circumstances,  to  expel  him  from 
the  Order.  If  there  be  such  mitigating  circumstances,  then  to  impose 
such  penalty  as  the  Lodge  may  deem  best. 

Resolved, — That  the  respective  State  Grand  Lodges  cause  the 
foregoing  resolution  to  be  embodied  in  their  proceedings,  and  the  at- 
tention of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  especially  called 
to  it. 

The  special  committee  on  dues  and  benefits  report  that  during  the 
past  year  they  have  had  ample  evidence  of  the  great  interest  felt  by 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  their  financial  standing  ; yet  the  data  fur- 
nished has  not  reached  that  degree  of  completeness  essential  to  a final 
and  satisfactory  report.  Twenty-four  jurisdictions  make  ample  re- 
turns as  to  the  number  of  weeks  sickness  paid  ; and  others  have  sup- 
plied information  of  more  or  less  value.  But  the  statistics,  so  far  as  they 
have  been  gathered,  are  merely  approximations  of  the  actual  facts. 
This  is  clearly  shown  by  a careful  examination  of  the  semi-annual  re- 
ports in  relation  to  management  expenses.  By  deducting  the  amount  ex* 
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pended  fox'  relief  fx'ora  the  total  expenditures,  the  amount  paid  for 
working  expenses  ought  to  appear.  Yet  many  Seci’etaries,  notwith- 
standing they  ai’e  requested  on  the  blank  report  not  to  do  so,  persist 
in  adding  the  amount  of  money  invested  during  the  term  to  the  expen- 
ditures ; thus  swelling  the  latter  out  of  all  due  proportion,  and  creat- 
ing erroneous  impressions  as  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  a Lodge.  An 
examination  of  five  reports  will  show  this  conclusively.  They  report 
15,408.00  expended  for  relief,  and  the  total  amount  paid  out  as  $9,- 
985.90.  A statisticau  examining  those  reports  would  conclude  that 
the  cost  of  running  each  of  the  Lodges  was  $1,791.56  per  annum.  A 
false  conclusion,  as  inquiries  have  shown  that  in  each  instance  the  in- 
vestment of  funds  have  been  charged  as  an  expense.  Attention  is  call- 
ed to  this  subject,  in  the  hope  that  Secretaries  and  auditing  committees 
will  exercise  more  care  and  judgment  in  their  reports,  so  that  greater 
accuracy  may  be  eventually  reached. 

As  the  committee  is  continued,  with  instructions  to  further  report 
at  the  next  session,  they  therefore  desire  to  urge  upon  Grand  Lodges 
a steady  compliance  with  the  recommendations  made  in  their  report 
of  1873  ; and  by  so  doing,  in  a few  years  we  will  have  sufficient  and 
reliable  data  upon  which  to  base  practical  action  for  the  guidance  of 
of  Lodges  when  considering  how  much  dues  should  be  paid  into  their 
treasuries  in  order  to  enable  them  to  pay  a certain  amount  of  benefits 
and  thus  give  each  and  every  Lodge  the  ability  to  fulfil  its  engage- 
ments to  its  members. 

Cases  have  occurred  in  which  a person  had  entered  the  Order 
under  an  assumed  name,  and  desired  to  resume  his  proper  name  ; but 
on  two  occasions  the  G.  L.  U.  S.  decided  that  neither  his  Lodge  nor 
his  Grand  Lodge  could  give  him  relief  by  allowing  him  a card  by  his 
real  name,  or  by  using  it  on  their  records.  This  harsh  and  hai'dly 
reasonable  restriction  is  removed  by  the  declaration  that  the  subject 
is  a proper  one  for  local  legislation. 

A new  form  of  funei’al  cei'emonv  and  also  a form  for  anniversary 
celebrations  was  adopted,  the  full  text  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
revised  journal  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S. 

In  preparing  the  Digest  of  Ontario  the  Committee  inadvertently 
included  certain  forms,  the  copyright  of  which  is  vested  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  and  the  following  was  adopted  in  ref- 
erence thereto  : 

Resolved.  —That  all  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies,  and  individual 
members  thereof,  of  this  Order,  are  hereby  directed  to  refrain  fi’om 
printing,  publishing,  and  issuing  any  article  entered  upon  the  list  of 
supplies  that  form  a part  of  the  source  of  revenue  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  or  its  agents,  dis- 
continue the  sale  and  issue  of  any  Digest  or  Book  of  Forms  containing 
the  established  forms  of  this  Grand  Lodge- 

The  following  reports  of  the  Committee  on  appeals  were  adopted. 
They  are  given  in  full  because  each  of  them  contains  points  of  consid- 
erable import  to  the  whole  Order. 

Fo  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodqe  of  the  United  States  : 

On  the  appeal  of  Lincoln  Lodge  No.  44.  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  against  Sey- 
mour Lodge  No.  204,  of  the  same  State,  report  that  the  facts  of  the  case  are  as 

•follows  : 
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Be  it  resolved  by  Seymour  Lodge  No.  204,  J.  O.  O.  F.,  “1st.  That  we  believe 
it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Order  in  Seymour,  that  another  Lodge  of  Odd 
Fellows  be  instituted  in  this  eity.i 

“2nd.  That  in  case  a part  of  the  members  of  Seymour  Lodge  desire  to 
start  another  Lodge  in  Seymour,  that  this  Lodge  shall  divide  its  General  and 
Orphan  Funds  with  said  new  Lodge,  equally  in  prc  portion  to  the  members  that 
go  into  the  new  Lodge,  as  compared  with  that  remain  in  this  Lodge  in  good 
standing. 

3 That  should  a Lodge  be  instituted  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  resolutions 
that  the  two  Lodges,  should  they  so  desire,  shall  occupy  the  same  Hall  and  hold 
the  lease  and  fixtures  in  common,  and  each  according  to  their  membership  bear 
their  proportion  of  the  expense,  and  receive  their  proportion  of  the  income  of 
the  same. 

“4.  That  these  resolutions,  when  adopted  by  the  Lodge,  shall  be  spread  on 
the  minutes  of  the  Lodge,  and  shall  be  binding  on  the  same,  and  shall  not  be 
changed  or  modified,  except  by  a.  written  resolution  offered  and  read  in  open 
Lodge,  at  least  one  week  before  final  action  is  had  on  the  same  ; and  no  change 
shall  be  made  to  the  detriment  or  disadvantage  of  the  hew  Lodge  after  cards 
have  been  drawn  and  steps  taken  to  institute  the  same.” 

Acting  on  the  good  faith  of  said  Seymour  Lodge  in  passing  said  resolutions, 
forty-four  members  of  said  Lodge,  on  the  13th  of  May,  1873,  withdrew  therefrom 
and  organized  said  Lincoln  Lodge.  Afterwards,  to  wit  : on  the  10th  of  June, 

1773,  said  Lincoln  Lodge,  by  a Committee,  made  a demand  on  Seymour  Lodge 
for  a division  of  the  property  thereof,  as  provided  for  by  said  resolutions,  which 
demand  said  Seymour  Lodge  refused  to  comply  with.  Lincoln  Lodge  appealed 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  asking  that  Seymour  Lodge  should  be  compelled 
to  comply  with  the  resolutions,  and  divide  the  property  accordingly.  The  said 
Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  appeal,  and  ordered  Seymour  Lodge  to  comply. 
From  which  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  this  appeal  is  taken  by  Seymour 
Lodge.  ' 

By  a resolution  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  passed  in  1868,  ( White’s  Digest,  1062)  it  is 
provided  that  donatious  made  to  assist  petitioning  brothers  * * by  the 

parent  body  * * * for  the  purpose  of  instituting' new  Lodges  * * 

are  allowable,  and  in  no  sense  to  be  regarded  as  a division  of  the  funds  of  ;the 
Lodge.  In  consonance  with  the  said  resolution  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  it  is  provided 
by  the  general  Taws  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Indiana,  Chapter  7,  Section  1— that 
the  funds,  property,  etc.,  of  Subordinate  Lodges  are  not  * * * to  be 

divided  * * * among  the  members  individually,  or  between  one 

Lodge  and  another,  except  to  fliose  who  may  withdraw  therefrom  for  the  pur- 
pose of  organizing  a new  Lodge.  * * * 

Your  i 'ommittee  therefore  find  that  said  Seymour  Lodge,  in  1871,  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  said  resolutions,  had  a right  to  pass  the  same.  It  will 
be  seen  by  reference  to  pp.  5776  and  5785,  journal  proceedings  of  the  G L.  U. 
S.  that  at  the  present  time  the  members  -withdrawing  from  the  parent  Lodge 
would  not  have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  proposition  of  dividing  the  funds,  but  that 
was  not  the  law  in  1871.  The  resolutions  aforesaid  having  been  lawfully  passed 
and  the  withdrawing  members  having  acted  thereon  in  good  faith,  it  was  clear- 
ly the  duty  of  the  Said  Seymour  Lodge  to  have  complied  with  the  same  in  letter 
and  spirit,  and  your  Cotnmittee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  : 

Kesolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Seymour  Lodge  be  dismissed.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

In  the  appeal  brought  by  J.  S.  McMahon  against  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  44,  of 
Ontario,  the  Committee  report.  The  facts  of  the  case  are  as  follows  : 

1st  Bro.  John  Pryke,  of  said  Excelsior  Lodge,  in  April,  1872,  applied  for  a 
withdrawal  card.  A ballot  was  taken,  and  the  N.  G.  declared  that  the  card  was 
not  granted.  With  this  result  the  applicant  was  satisfied.  He  did  not  question 
the  vote  or  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  He  did  not  receive  a card,  nor  was  one  ever 
tendered  to  him,  and  he  was  content  to  remain  a member  in  the  Lodge,  which  he 
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did  from  choice. 

2nd.  Some  weeks  after  the  vote  was  taken,  in  a casual  conversation,  the  N. 
G.  remarked  that  he  had  made  -a  mistake  in  declaring  the  vote,  as  there  were  a 
majority  of  white  balls  in  the  ballot. 

3rd.  About  eighteen  months  after  said  vote  was  had,  during  all  of  which 
time  Bro.  Pryke  remained  a respected  and  faithful  member  of  said  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Master  of  Ontario,  declared  in  effect  that  by  said  vote  a withdrawal  card 
was  granted  to  Bro.  Pryke,  and  that  he  thereby  ceased  to  he  h inembei  of  said 
Lodge,  by  reason  of  which  decision  he  has  ever  since  been  refused  admittance  to 
the  Lodge  and  the  privileges  of  membership— in  short  is  suspended. 

The  above  are  all  the  facts  properly  belonging  to  the  case,  and  which  it  is 
necessary  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  consider  ; but  as  belonging  to  the  incidents  of 
the  case  your  Committee  further  report,  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario,  which  convened  between  the  time  of  the  ballot  and  that  of 
making  said  decision  by  the  Grand  Master,  certain  abstract  questions  were  asked 
bearing  on  the  case,  though  the  fact  was  not  made  known,  and  the  Committee  of  said 
Grand  Lodge,  to  which  they  were  referred,  was  ignorant  thereof,  These  ques- 
tions were,  as  abstract  questions,  answered  correctly  by  said  Committee,  and  ap- 
proved by  said  Grand  Lodge,  and  were  as  follows  : 

1st.  A brother  applies  for  a withdrawal  card  ; four  black  balls  are  cast 
against  the  granting  of  the  same— there  being  seventeen  balls  in  all  cast ; ttie  N. 
G„  in  error,  declared  the  card  refused.  No  objection  being  taken  to  the  said  de- 
cision at  the  time  ; but  some  weeks  afterward  a brother  objects  to  the  decision  of 
the  N.  G.,  and  claims  that  the  card  was  granted. 

Question. — Is  the  decision  of  the  N.  G.  binding  ? 

Answer.— No.  The  vote  of  the  Lodge  granted  the  card,  Section  243 
Digest. 

2nd.  Referring  to  the  above,  what  action,  if  any,  should  the  Lodge  take  in 
the  matter  ? 

Answer. — It  should  give  the  brother  the  card. 

It  appears  that  the  said  Grand  Master  assumed  that  the  said  questions 
and  answers  applied  to  this  case,  and  that  by  the  adoption  thereof  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  it  became  his  duty  to  decide  that  a card  was  granted  to  Bro.  Pryke,  and 
that  thereby  Bro.  Pryke  ceased,  in  fact,  to  be  a member  of  said  Excelsior  Lodge. 
In  this  your  Committee  believe  that  said  Grand  Master  erred.  In  the  first  place, 
said  questions  and  answers  covered  more  than  appears  in  the  case,  and  vet  did 
not  embrace  all  the  elements  thereof,  and  should  not  have  been  made  the  basis 
of  said  decision.  For  instance,  the  facts  of  the  case,  as  described  by  the  record, 
do  not  show  the  number  of  ballots  cast,  or  that  four  black  balls  were  adversely 
cast,  yet  the  first  question  assumes  this.  Nor  is  it  stated,  in  putting  the  interro- 
gations, that  the  applicant  for  the  card  was  content  with  the  result,  and  no  lon- 
ger desired  his  card.  Had  the  questions  contained  these  elements,  the  answers 
thereto  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  different,  and  the  Grand  Master  could  not 
have  reached  his  conclusions.  And  this  Committee  finally  declare  that  brother 
Pryke  did  not  lose  his  membership  in  Excelsior  Lodge.  The  decision  of  the  N. 
G.  was  prima  facia  conclusive  that  the  card  was  not  granted,  and  that  decision 
has  never  been  lawfully  questioned  or  reversed. 

Had  Brother  Pyke  ascertained  that  the  ballot  entitled  him  to  a card,  he 
might  have  demanded  and  obtained  it.  It  was  his  right,  but  being  content  with 
the  ruling  and  the  result,  the  Grand  Master  had  no  authority,  and  especially 
againt  the  desire  of  the  Lodge,  to  declare  that  he  was  no  longer  a member,  and 
thus  effect  his  suspension. 

Your  Committee  therefore  reccomend  the  passage  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  -That  Brother  Jno.  Pryke  was  a member  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  No, 44, 
of  Ontario . at  the  time  of  the  decision  of  the  G rand  Master  ; that  his  appeal  be 
sustained,  and  that  said  Excelsior  Lodge  is  hereby  instructed  to  forthwith  read- 
mit him  to  the  privileges  of  membership  in  said  Lodge. 

Rep.  Hickok,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  made  the 
following  Report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule  ; 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  Isaac  Elsasser,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  from  the  decesion 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  your  Committee  offer  the  following  report, 
viz  : 
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It  appears  that  Brother  William  Cooper,  of  Bayou  City  Lodge,  No.  121,  was 
elected  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Vice  Grand,  was  duly  installed,  and 
served  in  the  same  to  the  end  of  the  term,  a period  of  three  weeks.  Brother 
Cooper  was  not  elected  Noble  Grand  for  the  next  succeeding  term,  but  the  Noble 
Grand  elected,  served  until  nearly  the  close  of  the  term  when  he  resigned. 

Bro.  Cooper  was  then  elected  Noble  Grand  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the 
term.  Bro.  Elsasser,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  “refused  to  install”  Bro.  Cooper  on  the  ground 
that  he  “was  not  eligible  for  advancement  as  Noble  Grand,  as  he  served  only 
three  nights  as  Vice  Grand,  and,  in  accordance  with  our  laws,  it  requires  a ma- 
jority of  the  nights  of  the  term  to  entitle  one  to  receive  the  Past  Official 
Degrees.” 

From  this  decision  Bro.  Cooper  appealed  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of 
Texas,  N.  B.  Highsmith,  who  reversed  the  decision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  Bro. 
Cooper  was  installed.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  sustained  its  Grand  Master, 
and  from  this  action  Bro.  Elsasser  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States. 

It  is  true  that  the  general  law  requires  service  of  a majority  of  the  nights  of 
a term  to  entitle  a Brother  to  the  honors  of  the  office,  but  there  is  an  exception 
set  forth  in  Article  1391,  Digest  G.  L.  U.  S.,  giving  said  honors  to  the  Brother 
who  may  be  elected  to  fill  an  unexpired  term. 

Bro.  Cooper  was,  therefore,  as  fully  entitled  to  honors  and  Past  Official  De- 
grees as  Vice  Grand,  and  eligible  for  election  and  installation  as  Noble  Grand  as 
if  he  had  served  a majority  of  nights  in  other  circumstances. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  fur- 
consideration  of  the  subject  : 

Resolved,—  That  the  appeal  of  Isaac  Elsasser  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas 
be  dismissed,  and  the  action  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  affirmed. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Benjamin 
Fletcher,  Jr  , P.  G.  R.,  of  New  Hampshire,  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  that  jurisdiction,  beg  leave  to  respectfully  report  : 

The  Grand  Master’s  decision  was  made  on  the  following  question  : “ Can  a 

Lodge  compel  the  Noble  Grand  to  give  the  number  of  black  balls  cast 
in  case  the  applicant  is  rejected  ?”  He  decided  that  they  cannot  ; an 
appeal  was  taken  from  this  decision  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  body  refused 
to  sustain  the  appeal. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hamp- 
shire was  correct,  and  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its 
adoption- 

Resolved, — That  the  appeal  of  Benj.  Fletcher,  Jr.,  be  dismissed. 

lo  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

Past  Grand  L.  F.  Delesdernier  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Texas,  declaring  the  legality  of  Article  No.  32  of  the  general  laws  for 
Subordinate  Lodges  of  that  jurisdiction.  This  Article  after  providing  for  the 
mode  of  petition,  appointment  of  the  Committee  of  Investigation,  etc.,  in  the 
case  of  applications  for  membership  in  Subordinate  Lodges  continues  : 

“ Should  the  report  of  the  < 'ornmittee  be  favorable,  the  Lodge  shall  proceed 
to  ballot  for  the  candidate,  and  if,  after  balloting,  the  balls  should  all  be  white  in 
the  ballot-box,  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  : but  should  there  be 
one  black  ball,  the  balloting  shall  be  renewed,  and  if  on  the  second  ballot  one 
black  ball  still  appears,  the  election  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  regular  meeting, 
when  a ballot  shall  be  entered  into.  (In  the  interim  of  the  first  and  second 
night’s  balloting,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  brother  who  cast  the  black  ball  to 
state  to  the  Noble  Grand  his  reasons  for  his  vote,  which  shall  be  made  known  to 
the  Lodge  by  the  Noble  Grand,  without  giving  the  name  of  the  brother,  previous 
to  the  second  balloting.)  And  on  the  second  night’s  balloting,  if  not  more  than 
one  black  ball  appears,  the  applicant  shall  be  considered  duly  elected  ; but 
should  there  be  two  or  more  black  balls,  either  on  the  first,  second  or  third  bal- 
lot. the  applicant  shall  be  considered  rejected,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Grand  Secretary.  Nevertheless,  such  person  may  again  be  proposed  at 
the  expiration  of  six  months  from  such  ballot,  and,  if  elected,  shall  be  received

into  the  Order.  Iu  case  the  brother  casting  the  black  ball  does  not  give  his  rea- 
sons to  the  Noble  Grand  by  or  before  the  next  Lodge  night,  then  the  Noble 
Grand  shall  so  announce  to  the  Lodge, and  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  elected 
without  a further  ballot.” 

Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  tliisjlaw  is  a clear  violation  of  the  well 
established  principle,  that  “a  Grand  Lodge  has  no  right  (to  permit  its  Suborni- 
nates)  to  grant  more  than  one  ballot  and  one  reconsideration  of  the  same  to  a 
candidate  for  membership  in  a subordinate,”  (see  Digest,  section  139)  and  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Resolved ,-  That  the  appeal  of  Past  , Grand  L.  F.  Delesdernier  be  sus- 
tained. 

1 o the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  A.  D. 
Jones,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska,  most 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  find  the 
facts  to  be  as  follows  : 

Section  2 of  Article  13,  of  the  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  requires  that  ap- 
plication for  Cards  shall  be  made  personally,  or  in  writing.  In  accordance  with 
this  law,  at  a meeting  of  State  Lodge  No.  10,  Omaha,  held  April  21st,  1873,  Bro. 
H.  Webber,  a member  of  said  Lodge,  made  application  personally  for  a With- 
drawal Card.  Before  the  ballot  was  had,  a motion  to  adjourn  was  adopted,  and 
the  Lodge  proceeded  to  close.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  April  28th, 
the  N.  Grand  stated  that  no  application  for  a Withdrawal  Card  was  before  the 
Lodge,  from  which  an  appeal  was  taken,  and  the  appeal  sustained  by  the  Lodge. 
From  the  Lodge  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  then  to  the  Grand 
Master,  who  sustained  the  Lodge.  The  11.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  at  its 
session,  May  19,  1873,  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  from  which 
action  A.  D.  .Tones,  P.  G.  M.,  appeals  to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the  action  of  the  R.  W. Grand  Lodge  of  Ne- 
braska was  correct,  as  an  application  being  once  made  in  accordance  with  the 
law  it  is  not  necessary  to  renew  it.  We  therefore  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Alfred  D.  Jones,  P.  G.  M.,  from  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  be  dismissed. 

lo  the  R.  IV.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Joseph  S. 
Brewster,  P.  G.  M.,  and  ten  other  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania, 
from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  ease  of  Charles 
Wallace  vs.  Lehicton  Lodge  No.  244,  would  respectfully  report  : That  it  ap- 
pears from  the  record  before  us,  that  this  case  is  on  all  fours  with  the  case  of 
Hermitage  Lodge  No.  165,  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  decided  in  1869. 
Journal  p 4591,  4614.  White’s  Digest,  Section  102.  Iu  this  case  as  in  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  reviewed  upon  an  appeal,  a question  of  fact  after  it 
had  been  passed  upon  by  the  proper  tribunal  under  the  local  law,  in  direct  con- 
travention to  its  own  By-laws,  which  say  “such  appeal  must  be  confined  to  mat- 
ters of  law,  or  of  irregularity  or  unfajrness  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Appeal  Com- 
mittee.” The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pa.,  in  the  case  of  Wilson  vs.  Friendship  Lodge 
No.  23,  decided  that  such  a review  could  not  be  had.  Journal  Grand  Codge  of 
Pennsylvania,  semi-annual  session  1862,  p.364.  365  ; and  what  is  still  more  curi- 
ous, is  the  fact,  that  in  this  same  case,  said  Grand  Lodge  made  the  same  ruling, 
(see  same  Journal  p.  372.)  If  then  this  Grand  Lodge  was  right  in  1869,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  was  right  in  the  Wilson  case  of  1872,  the  decision 
here  appealed  from  must  be  reversed.  We  might  rest  this  case  here,  but  as  there 
is  another  point  in  the  appeal  of  some  importance  to  the  brotherhood, we  confident- 
ly ask  to  be  pardoned  for  referring  to  it,  and  that  is,  that  the  punishment  imposed 
was  excessive.  In  this  case  the  charge  was,  by  the  law  of  the  land,  (if  commit- 
ted) a misdemeanor.  We  do  not  desire  to  palliate  the  offence  but  simply  call  it 
what  the  law  calls  it  ; and  we  cannot  but  express  the  view  that  the'  punishment 
imposed  by  the  Lodge  was  excessive,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
should  have  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  on  that  ground  alone,  even  if  the 
other  ground  had  been  untenable.  Ten  years'  suspension  is  practically  an  ex- 
pulsion : the  former  may  be  imposed  by  a mere  majority,  according  to  the  Penn 
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syivania  law,  whilst  the  latter  penalty  requires  a two-thirds  vote.  This  Lodge 
ought  to  decl  ire  that  under  the  name  of  suspension,  by  a mere  majority  vote, 
that  a Lodge  shallnot  practically  expel  a member  for  an  alleged  offence. 

We  therefore  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved, — That  the  appeal  of  Joseph  S.  Brewster,  P.  G M.,  and  others  from 
the  decision  of  the  -rand  Lodge  of  Pennsylasnia,  be  sustained,  and  said  decision 
be  reversed,  and  that  said  Grand  Lo  Ige  be  instructed  to  direct  Lehicton  Lodge 
No  224  to  reinstate  Bro.  Charles  Wallace  to  his  former  rank  and  standing  in  said 
Lodge. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodqe  of  the  United  States  : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Hugh  Lath- 
am, P.  G.  M.,  in  relation  to  the  difficulty  existing  between  Bro.  Newman  Cross 
and  Potomac  Lodge  No  38,  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Virginia,  respectfully  report, 
that  the  said  Cross  was  on  the  sick  list  and  receiving  benefits  from  his  Lodge,  and 
without  notice  to  him  a Committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  state  of 
his  health  ; the  Committee  made  enquiry  ex  parte,  andj  upon  their  report  the 
Lodge  ceased  to  pay  him  benefits.  Afterwards  on  the  2nd  of  August,  1872, 
charges  were  preferred  against  said  Cross  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow 
on  the  following  grounds  : 1st.  For  receiving  benefits  when  not  sick,  and  when 

he  was  able  to  work  to  the  following  degree,  “ that  a citizen  saw  him  saw  and 
split  wood  and  carry  it  in  his  house,”  and  another  person  saw  him  “ mend  his 
fence  and  clean  up  his  yard.”  A Committee  tried  the  case,  who  reported  that 
the  charges  were  not  sustained,  but  volunteered  to  report  to  the  Lodge  that  he 
was  not  then  entitled  to  benefits  under  the  law,  (a  most  extraordinary  conclu- 
sion) and  the  Lodge  do  not  restore  him  to  benefits,  although  he  claimed  to  be 
sick,  aDdso  far  as  the  record  is  concerned  he  was  in  the  same  condition  as  when 
he  was  receiving  benefits,  and  had  not  been  reported  as  well  to,  his  Lodge  except 
as  reported  by  said  Committee.  There  are  four  certificates  from  respectable 
physicians  in  the  record,  showing  that  Bro.  Cross  was  an  invalid,  suffering  from 
organic  affection  of  the  heart,  which  incapacitates  him  necessarily  from  the  per- 
formance of  manual  labor,  and  thereby  renders  him  incapable  of  supporting  him- 
self by  his  own  exertions.  One  of  the  physicians  had  been  Vice  Grand  and 
Noble  Grand  of  Potomac  Lodge,  and  during  the  entire  time  Bro.  Cross  received 
his  benefits.  Your  Committee  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  said  Cross  was 
sick  and  entitled  to  his  benefits  when  his  Lodge  ceased  to  pay  them,  wherefore 
they  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  sustained  with  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Hugh  Latham,  P.  G.  M.  be  sustained. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  of  Virginia  be  directed  to  order  Potomac 
Lodge  to  re-open  the  case  of  Bro.  Cross,  and  give  him  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  undersigned,  the  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  which  was 
referred  the  appeal  of  William  l).  Kennedy,  against  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario,  differing  in  opinion  from  the  majority  of  the  committee,  pre- 
sents his  views  of  the  case. 

The  local  law  of  Ontario  enacts  that  “at  an  election  of  a candidate  for  mem- 
bership, either  by  initiation  or  deposit  of  card,  more  than  two  black  balls 
reject.” 

Bro.  William  D.  Kennedy  made  application  for  admission  to  The  Toronto 
Lodge  by  deposit  of  Card  ; when  the  ballot  was  taken  more  than  two  black  balls 
appeared.  The  Vice  Grand,  to  whom,  as  well  as  to  the  Noble  Grand,  the  ballot 
box  had  been  taken  for  examination,  declared  the  candidate  rejected  ; the  Noble 
Grand  declared  the  candidate  elected.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  the 
ruling  of  the  Noble  Grand  to  the  Lodge.  A majority  vote  su  taiue  l the  Noble 
Grand,  and  the  candidate  was  introduced  as  a member.  He  did  not,  however, 
sign  the  constitution  of  the  Lodge,  which  is  required  by  the  local  law.  An  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  decided  that  Bro  Kennedy  was  not  a mem- 
ber of  “The  Toronto  Lodge,”  and  directed  said  Lodge  to  hand  him  back  his  card 
and  fees,  and  notify  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  of  his  rejection.  The  Lodge 
complied  with  the  directions  of  the  Grand  Master.  An  appeal  was  taken  from 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  which  sustained 
the  Grand  Master,  and  it  is  from  the  action  of  said  Grand  Lodge  that  this  appeal 
is  made. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  has  decided  that  when  a person  has 
been  initiated  into  the  Order — whether  his  election  was  legal  or  not — he  must 
he  held  to  he  a member,  and  that  the  only  mode  of  dealing  with  him  must  he  by 
charges,  trial,  expulsion,  etc.,.  The  reason  for  such  legislation  is  obvious  ; the 
initiate  has  acquired  knowledge  and  assumed  obligations  that  it  would  be  ex- 
ceedingly unwise  to  meddle  with  by  declaring  bis  membership  void.  He  could 
not  be  deprived  of  the  knowledge  and  he  should  not  be  released  from  the  obli- 
gation But  in  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  membership  by  deposit  of  card  the 
imsition  is  entirely'  different.  In  such  a case  as  the  one  here  under  notice  the 
parly  acquired  no  knowledge,  assumed  no  new  obligation  ; he  did  not  even  take 
upon  him  the  responsibility  that  would  follow  the  signing  of  the  Constitution. 
It  therefore,  seems  eminently  proper  that  a law  should  prevail  differing  from  the 
law  quoted  as  much  as  the  cases  differ,  so  that  improper  conduct  may  be  promp- 
tly dealt  wilh,  and  ibat  which  is  wrong  may  at  once  be  put  right,  and  that  a 
minority  of  the  members  of  a Lodge  may'  be  efficiently  protected. 

I respectfully  submit  the  following. 

Revolved, — That  the  appeal  be  dismissed,  and  that  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario  be  sustained. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  two  appeal  cases  from  On- 
tario, have  been  decided,  the  one  so  long  pending,  Zimmerman  vs.  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  more  recent  one  of 
McMahon  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge,  against  that  body. 

The  following  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  sub- 
mitted : 

Article  4,  Sec.  8. — In  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from 
office  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  or  in  case  he  should  absent  himself  for 
six  months  or  upwards  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  and  the 
British  North  American  possessions,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  from 
physical  causes  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  R.  W.  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  shall  act  in  his  place,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  exercise  the  duties  of  said  office  until  the 
next  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  In  case  of  the  death,  resig- 
nation, removal,  absence  or  inability  of  both  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and 
R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  all  said  duties  and  powers  shall  be  exercised 
by  the  Junior  Past  Grand  Sire  competent  to  till  said  office,  and  at  the 
first  communication  thereafter,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  elect 
and  install  a M.  W.  Grand  Sire  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  to  till  any 
vacancy  that  may  be  occasioned  thereby  ; provided,  however,  that  a 
mere  temporary  or  transient  visit  beyond  said  limits,  not  exceeding 
the  aforesaid  period  of  time,  shall  not  be  construed  as  to  work  a for- 
feiture of  the  office.

Callahan  of  Maine  ; H.  R.  Dyer,  of  Vermont  ; George  N.  Nichols,  of 
Georgia  ; C.  N.  Hickok,  of  Pennsylvania  ; John  Hamlin  of  Nebraska  ; 
John  F.  Driscol  of  Rhode  Island  ; I Harris,  of  New  Jersey  ; G.  Nun- 
gesser,of  Louisana  ; W.  C.  Earl,  of  Ohio  : 

Amend  Article  1,  Section  1,  by  striking  out  the  words  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  of  the  In  dependent  Order  of,  so  that]  it  shall  read, 
as  follows  ' 

Article  _.  Sec.  i. — This  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name  style 
and  title  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  of  Amencan  Odd  Fellowship. 

Amend  Article  1.  Section  1.  by  striking  out  the  words  ‘'of  the 
United  States”  so  that  it  may  read  ; 
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Article  i.  Sec.  i.— -This  Lodge  will  bs  known  bv  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  the  Supreme  Grand  L Mgeof  American  Odd  Fellowship. 

J.  C.  Smith,  of  Illinois,  Seconded  by  Representatives  John  W.  Mc- 
Quiddy , of  Indiana  : T.  B.  Needless,  of  Illinois  ; Samuel  Ryan,  Jr.,  of 
Wisconsin  ; Tlios.  C.  Porter,  of  Massachusetts  ; James  Woodyatt,  of 
Ontario  ; B.  J.  F.  Hanna,  of  Kansas. 

Resolved , That  Bro.  J.  L.  Ridgely,  the  present  Historiographer  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  be  earnestly  requested’  to  retain  that  position,  and 
to  write,  as  soon  as  his  health  permits,  the  history  of  the  first  decade 
of  the  Order  in  America ; and  that  he  be  authorized  to  employ  an  as- 
sistant or  assistants  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $500  during  the  en- 
suing year.

Whereas,  The  reception  that  has  been  accorded  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  by  the  brotherhood,  as  well  as  by  the  cit- 
izens of  Atlanta  and  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  has  been  most  cordial 
and  genero  s,  almost  oppressive  in  its  kindness,  not  only  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  a holy,  but  personally  ti  its  Representatives,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  their  families  accompanying  them,  and 

Whereas,  We  cannot  do  justice  to  the  pleasurable  and  grateful 
emotions  which  throng  our  hearts  in  contemplation  of  a greeting  so 
kind  and  noble,  without  at  least  attempting  to  give  them  expression, 
therefore  be  it

Spencer,  Mayor,  and  to  the  Hon.  H.  V.  M.  Miller,  and  to  the  authori- 
ties and  citizens  of  the  beautiful  city  of  Atlanta,  whom  they  represent, 
we  offer  expressions  of  our  warm  appreciation  of  their  courteous  at- 
tentions, assuring  them  that  we  shall  bear  with  us  to  our  homes  and 
various  State  and  Provincial  Jurisdictions  memories  the  most  delight- 
ful of  our  sojourn  in  the  “ Empire  State  of  the  South,’’  and  of  our  in- 
tercourse with  its  wrarm-hearted,  hospitable  people  ; and  last,  but  not 
least,  -would  we  mention  with  especial  gratitude  the  kindness  shown 
by  the  fair  ladies  of  Atlanta  to  the  adies  accompanying  our  various 
delegations. 

Resolved, — That  to  the  Sir  Knights  of  Coeur-de-Lion  Commandery 
of  Knights  Templars, of  Atlanta, we  tender  the  assurance  that  the  recol- 
ection of  our  visit  to  their  Asylum,  and  of  their  magnanimous  reception 
of  our  fraternity,  will  ever  be  cherished  by  us  as  the  tarrying  for  a 
brief,  but  most  pleasant  period  in  one  of  the  green  spots  by  the  way- 
side  of  life’s  rugged  journey. 

Resolved, — That  we  appreciate  the  courtesy  and  hospitality  of  the 
distinguished  gentlemen  of  the  Atlanta  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
beg  to  return  to  them  our  warmest  thanks  for  the  pleasure  they  have 
given  us,  and  to  reciprocate  the  hope  expressed  by  so  many  of  our 
newly-made  Southern  acquaintances,  that  the  feelings  and  interests  of 
all  sections  of  our  common  country  may  be,  for  all  time  to  come 
mutually  and  indissolubly  united. 

Resolved, — That  as  a slight  token  of  the  good  faith  of  the  foregoing 
resolutions,  and  of  our  desire  to  leave  in  the  city  of  Atlanta  some  me- 
mento of  our  visit,  which  we  trust  may  not  be  unacceptable  to  our 
kind  friends  of  the  South,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary"  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  forward,  as  soon  as  it  can  conveniently  be  done,  a full  set  of 
the  bound  Journals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  includ- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  present  session,  to  the  State  Library  at 
Georgia,  asking  acceptance  of  the  same  as  a slight  indication  of  the 
pleasurable  experiences  of  the  members  of  this  Body  at  this  annual 
communication. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  under  the  seal 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  be  sent 
severally  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  to  each  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  of  Atlanta,  the  Mayor  of  Atlanta,  Coeur-de-Lion  Commandery, 
and  the  Atlanta  Board  of  Trade,  and  also  be  furnished  to  the  papers 
0f  the  city  for  publication. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  necessary  to  offer  an  explanation  for  the 
appearance  of  this  report  in  the  appendix  of  the  Journal  of  Ontario  for 
1874.  Having  noticed  that  the  same  course  has  been  taken  in  other 
jurisdictions  and  by  that  means  the  information  contained  in  the  Re- 
port is  given  to  the  several  Lodges  nearly  a year  sooner  than  it  could 
be  by  the  course  hitherto  adopted,  consultation  was  had  wTith  all  the 
Elective  officers  and  several  other  prominent  members  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge,  and  finding  it  to  be  the  unanimous  opinion  of  those 
brothers  that  such  action  would  be  decidedly  advantageous,  the  pub- 
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lication  of  the  Journal  has  been  delayed  beyond  its  usual  time  for  the 
purpose  of  including  this  report. 

Trusting  that  the  course  taken  will  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  being  deeply  impressed  with  the  sense  of  the  respon- 
sibility resting  upon  us  and  the  high  honor  conferred  in  being  your  rep- 
resentatives. the  whole  is  respectfully  submitted.

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PREAMBLE. 

Wheh  .as,  it  has  been  found  expedient  and  of  tlie  utmost  import- 
ance to  the  well-being  of  all  organized  Institutions,  to  govern  the  same 
by  sound  and  uniform  laws  and  regulations  ; — 

Therefore  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,*  of  the  Independ- 
eut  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  with  a view  of  insuring  a co-operation  and 
uniformity  of  action,  of  providing  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order, 
and  of  securing  more  effectually  the  permanence  of  the  blessings  to  be 
derived  from  the  right  exercise  of  those  ennobling  and  heaven-born 
principles,  of  Friendship , Love  and  Truth , on  which  it  is  founded,  doth 
ordain, declare  and  establish  the  following  Articles  as  the  Constitution 
for  the  government  thereof. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE  AND  POWERS. 

SECTION  I. TITLE. 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  known  and  hailed  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  “The  Right  Worthy  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
West,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.” 

[This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  known  and  hailed  by  the  name,  title 
and  style  of  “ The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. — Adopted  1873.] 

SECTION  II. — POWERS. 

Clause  1. — This  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
Odd  Fellowship,  within  that  section  of  the  Province  of  Canada  called 
and  known  as  Canada  West,  being  the  Superior  Tribunal  of  all  subor- 
dinate Lodges  within  its  jurisdiction. 

* This  was  changed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  in  1873. 
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[This  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  Odd-Fellowship,  with- 
in that  section  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  called  and  known  as  On- 
tario, being  the  Superior  Tribunal  of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  within  its 
jurisdiction. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  2. — No  Lodge  can  be  formed,  nor  continue  to  exist,  within 
its  jurisdiction,  without  the  express  sanction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  3. — It  possesses  within  its  jurisdiction  the  right  and  power 
of  granting,  suspending  or  annulling  Charters  for  proper  cause  ; of  re- 
ceiving, hearing  and  determining  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Subor- 
dinate Lodges,  and  of  redressing  all  grievances  arising  therein  ; of  reg- 
ulating the  means  of  its  own  support  ; and  of  performing  all  such  other 
acts  and  things  as  shall  have  for  their  object  the  promotion  of  the  true 
and  best  interests  of  the  Order,  or  shall  appertain  to  it  by  ancient 
usage  or  custom,  and  are  not  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  or  the 
regulations  of  the  Order. 


ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

SECTION  I. — QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP. 

Clause  1 — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  its  Elective  and 
Appointed  officers,  formally  .installed,  of  its  Past  Grands,  duly  qualified 
and  of  regular  Representatives  from  the  several  Lodges  under  its  juris- 
diction, who  shall  have  been  duly  elected,  as  provided  in  Section  II.  of 
this  Article. 

[This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  all  duly  qualified  Past 
Grands  within  its  jurisdiction,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privile- 
ges pertaining  to  their  rank,  as  prescribed  by  the  Usages  and  Laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ; but  for  Legislative  purposes 
it  shall  be  purely  a representative  body  : Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  2. — Any  Past  Grand  on  presenting  a Certificate  of  his 
official  services,  and  after  satisfactory  examination  in  the  Degrees  per- 
taining thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree. 

Clause  3. — No  Representative  shall  be  admitted  to  a seat  in  this 
Grand  Lodge  unless  duly  certified  as  having  been  elected  thereto  ; nor 
until  he  has  been  instructed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  and  has  sign- 
ed a promise  faithfully  to  support,  maintain  and  abide  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

[No  Past  Grand  shall  be  admitted  as  a Representative  in  this 
Grand  Lodge  unless  duly  certified  as  having  been  elected  thereto  ; nor 
until  he  has  been  instructed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  and  has  sign- 
ed a promise  faithfully  to  support,  maintain  and  abide  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Adopted  1873.] 
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Clause  4. — Every  Past  Grand  Master,  in  good  standing  in  a Subor- 
dinate Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  in  tbjs 
Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  have  the  power  of  debating  and  making 
motions,  but  in  no  case  shall  they  have  the  power  of  voting,  unless  they 
be  also  grand  Representatives. 

[Every  Past  Grand  Master,  in  good  standing  in  a Subordinate 
Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  and  all  elective  officers  in  this  .Grand 
Lodge,  shall  have  the  right  of  debating  and  making  motions.  Adop- 
ted 1873.] 

SECTION  II. — ELECTION  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Clause  1. — Every  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction,  shall,  at  its  first 
meeting,  in  the  month  of  July,  annually,  elect  by  ballot  from  amongst 
its  Past  Grands  in  good  standing,  a Representative  or  Representatives, 
as  follows  : that  is  to  say,  one  Representative  where  the  number  of 
members  in  good  standing,  returned  in  the  next  preceding  Annual  Re- 
port, shall  be  less  than  50,  and  one  Representative  for  each  additional  50 
members  over  that  number,  such  Representatives  to  serve  for  a period 
of  one  year  from  the  day  previous  to  that  appointed  for  the  Annual 
Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

[Every  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  in 
the  month  of  July,  annually,  elect  bjr  ballot  from  amongst  its  Past 
Grands  m good  standing,  a Representative  or  Representatives  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say  : One  Representative  where  the  number  of  members 

in  good  standing,  returned  in  the  next  preceding  semi-annual  report 
shall  be  100  or  less,  over  TOO  and  under  200,  two  Representatives  ; over 
200,  three  Representatives.  Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  2. — Any  Lodge  not  having  a properly  qualified  P.  G.,  may 
choose  one  so' qualified  from  any  other  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction, 
to  represent  it  in  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  like  period. 

[In  all  ballotiqgs,  only  one  name  shall  be  written  upon  any  ballot. 
Adopted  1873.] 

SECTION  III. 

Clause  1. — The  resignation  by  any  member  of  his  office  of  Repre- 
sentative, must  be  addressed  in  writing  to  the  N.  G of  his  Lodge  which 
shall  proceed  at  its  first  opportunity  to  consider  the  same,  and  either 
accept  or  refuse  the  resignation,  as  may  seem  expedient. 

[The  resignation  of  any  member  of  his  office  as  Representative, 
must  be  addressed  in  writing  to  the  N.  G.  of  his  Lodge,  which  shall 
proceed  at  its  first  opportunity  to  consider  the  same,  and  either  accept 
or  refuse  the  resignation,  as  may  seem  expedient  ; and  if  such  resig- 
nation be  accepted,  the  Lodge  may  at  once  proceed  to  elect  another 
qualified  member  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Adopted  1873.] 

SECTION  IV. TRIAL  OF  MEMBERS. 

Clause  1. — Whenever  charges  affecting  the  character  or  standing 
of  any  member  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  writing,  by 
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one  or  more  members  thereof,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  referred  to 
a Committee  of  five  members,  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  shall,  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  examine  into  the  charges,  and  report  the 
result  of  such  examination  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  2. — Should  the  Committee  report  such  charges  unfounded, 
or  as  not  having  been  proved,  such  report  shall  be  accepted  as  final, 
and  the  charge  dismissed. 

Clause  3. — Should  the  Committee  report  the  charges  as  proved  in 
whole  or  in  part,  a special  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  con- 
vened with  all  possible  despatch,  at  which  the  member  thus  charged 
shall  be  heard  in  his  defence  ; and  having  heard  the  same,  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  proceed  to  determine  the  case,  by  the  acquittal,  reprimand, 
suspension  from  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  expulsion  therefrom 
of  the  implicated  member,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  deem  fit  and  pro- 
per. 

[Should  the  Committee  report  the  charges  as  proved,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  having  heard  the  member  thus 
charged,  in  his  defence,  shall  proceed  to  determine  the  case,  by  ac- 
quittal, reprimand, suspension  from  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  ex- 
pulsion therefrom  of  the  implicated  member,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may 
deem  fit  and  proper. — Adopted  1873.] 

[In  case  the  Committee  should  find  the  charges  proven,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  against  an  Elective  Officer  (the  Grand  Lodge  not 
being  in  Session),  they  shall  communicate  the  fact  to  the  other  Elec- 
tive Officers  ; should  such  officers  deem  it  advisable,  they  shall  con- 
vene a Special  Meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  proceed- 
ing as  provided  in  Clause  15. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  4. — Whenever  a member  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled, 
intimation  of  the  same  shall  be  forthwith  given  to  the  N.  G.  of  his 
Lodge,  from  which  time  he  shall  cease  to  be  a member  of  the  order. 

[Whenever  any  member  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled,  intimation 
of  the  same  shall  be  forthwith  given  to  the  N.  G.  of  his  Lodge,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  may  require  that  he  be  tried  by  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  to  which  he  belongs. — Adopted  1873.] 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

SECTION  I.— ELECTIVE  OFFICERS. 

Clause  1. — The  Elective  Officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be — 
The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master. 

“ Right  Worthy  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

“ “ “ Grand  Warden. 

“ “ “ Grand  Secretary. 

“ “ “ Grand  Treasurer. 

“ “ “ Grand  Representatives, 
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[To  be  elected  by  ballot. — The  words  “To  be  elected,  &c.,”  added 
1873.] 

Clause  2. — These  Elective  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  after 
previous  nomination,  such  nomination  and  election  to  take  place  at  the 
Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  the  first  meeting  thereof. 

[These  Elective  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  after  previous 
nomination,  such  nomination  and  election  to  take  place  at  the  Annual 
Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  on  the  second  day  of  the  Session,  at 
4 o’clock  p.  m. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  3. — At  each  election  the  presiding  Officer  shall  appoint  two  of 
the  members  present  as  Tellers, who  shall  present  the  ballot-box  to  each 
member  as  his  name  is  called  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  having 
collected  all  the  ballots,  shall  examine  the  same,  and  report  the  result. 

[At  each  election  the  presiding  Officer  shall  appoint  two  of  the 
members  present,  as  Tellers,  who  shall  preside  at  the  ballot-box,  and 
allow  each  member  as  his  Lodge  is  called  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  to 
deposit  his  ballot , and,  when  the  balloting  is  completed , shall  examine  the 
same  and  report  the  result. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  4. — Each  Elective  Officer,  the  Grand  Representative  ex- 
cepted, shall  be  chosen  separately,  by  a majority  of  the  votes  given. 
Should  there  be  no  choice  of  such  officer  at  any  ballot,  a new  ballot  shall 
forthwith  take  place  among  the  members  present  ; and  after  each  bal- 
lot the  name  of  the  Candidate  who  shall  have  received  the  smallest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  withdrawn. 

Clause  5. — All  Candidates  for  elective  offices  must  have  received 
the  three  past  Official  Degrees. 

Clause  6. — The  Elective  Grand  Officers  shall  be  installed  immedi- 
ately after  the  completion  of  the  election,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  officers  shall  serve  until  the  next  Annual 
Session,  and  until  the  installation  of  their  successors. 

[The  Elective  Grand  Officers,  except  the  Grand  Representatives, 
shall  be  installed,  according  to  the  Grand  Lodge  order  of  business,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  serve  until  the 
next  Annual  Session,  and  until  the  installation  of  their  successors. 
Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  7. — The  sitting  Grand  Master  or  any  P.  G.  Master,  or  the 
highest  officer  present,  shall  instal  the  Grand  Master  elect,  who  shall 
thereafter  instal  the  other  officers. 

Clause  8. — Should  any  officer  elect  fail  to  present  himself  for  in- 
stallation at  the  time  duly  appointed  for  that  ceremony,  his  office  shall 
be  declared  vacant,  unless  sufficient  cause  be  shown  for  such  non-at- 
tendance, and  the  members  present  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  fill  the 
same  by  a new  election,  the  successful  Candidate  at  which  shall  be 
immediately  installed.  Should  sufficient  cause  be  shown,  as  aforesaid, 
the  installation  of  the.  officer  elect,  so  absent,  may  take  place  at  such 
time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  G.  Lodge  may  then  specially  direct. 
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Clause  9. — The  Grand  Representative  or  Representatives  to  rep- 
resent this  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  to 
he  elected  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  said 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge. 

SECTION  II. — APPOINTED  OFFICERS. 

Clause  1. — The  appointed  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be — 
The  Worthy  Grand  Marshall, 

“ “ “ Conductor, 

“ “ *'  Guardian, 

to  be  nominated  by  the  Grand  Master  immediately  after  his  install- 
ation, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  A Right  Worthy 
Grand  Chaplain  may  be  appointed  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same 
manner. 

[The  appointed  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  : 

The  Worthy  Grand  Marshall. 

“ “ “ Conductor, 

“ “ “ Guardian. 

“ “ “ Chaplain. 

To  he  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  immediately  after  his  installation 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  2. — The  Grand  Master  shall,  as  soon  after  his  installation  as 
may  be,  nominate,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a 
Right  Worthy  Grand  District  Deputy,  for  each  District  into  which  this 
jurisdiction  may  be  divided  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  within  which  one 
or  more  subordinate  Lodges  may  be  in  operation. 

[Should  a vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Grand  Representative,  R. 
W.  Grand  Warden,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  or  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer, 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a person  to  be  chosen  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  remaining  Elective  Officers,  provided  always  that  the  per- 
son so  chosen  shall  serve  only  until  the  next  Annual  Session  of  this 
Grand  Lodge, when  in  the  event  of  the  term  of  the  vacant  office  being  still 
unexpired,  the  Representatives  present  shall  elect  by  ballot  a person 
to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired  term. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  3.— All  the  above  mentioned  appointed  officers,  except  the 
R.  W.  G.  Chaplain,  must  be  in  possession  of  the  three  past  official  de- 
grees. 

Clause  4. — The  Grand  Master  may  appoint,  as  Janitor,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  any  Brother  of  the  Order  of  the  Scarlet 
Degree,  and  in  good  standing,  to  take  charge  of  the  outer  door. 

SECTION  III. — VACANCIES. 

Clause  1. — Any  office,  the  occupant  of  which  may  have  been  ab- 
sent without  satisfactory  excuse  being  made  on  his  behalf,  from  four 
successive  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  declared  vacant  by 
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the  Grand  Lodge,  on  motion  to  that  effect  ; provided  notice  of  such 
motion  shall  have  been  given  at  a regular  meeting,  at  least  two  weeks 
previous  to  that  at  which  it  is  decided  ; and  that  a copy  of  such  notice 
shall  have  been  transmitted  to  said  occupant. 

Clause  2. — Any  vacancy  in  office  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  after  the  announcement  of  the  same,  by  election 
or  appointment,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
for  in  the  previous  sections,  and  for  the  residue  of  the  time  of  the  for- 
mer incumbent. 

SECTION  IV. — DUTIES  AND  POWERS. 

Clause  1. — The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  present  ; he  shall  preserve  order  and  de- 
corum therein,  and  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  however,  to 
an  appeal  to  this  Grand  Lodge  ; he  shall  have  the  casting  vote  upon 
all  occasions  when  the  Grand  Lodge  is  equally  divided,  except  in  the 
election  of  officers  ; he  shall  appoint  pro  tern.,  in  the  absence  of  the 
regular  incumbents,  all  officers  whose  appointment  is  not  otherwise 
provided  for  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : sign  all  requisite  orders  on  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  all  regular  documents  requiring  his  signature, 
and  transmit,  or  cause  to  be  transmitted  regularly,  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  each  term,  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  within  this 
jurisdiction,  the  Pass-Word  received  from  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  IT.  S.;  he  shall  ex-officio,  be  a member  of  all  Committees  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  whose  meetings  he  may  choose  to  attend  ; he  shall  have 
power  in  the  absence  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Grand 
District  Deputy,  to  appoint  a qualified  Past  Grand  to  open  newly 
chartered  Lodges,  install  their  officers,  and  present  their  Charters  ;and 
he  shall,  in  person,  or  by  Deputy,  visit  and  inspect  the  books,  proceed- 
ings, and  work  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction, 
once  in  each  year,  or  oftener,  if  he  may  deem  it  necessary  in  the  fur- 
therance of  their  interests. 

[The  following  was  added  to  this  Clause  at  Session  of  1873  : The 

necessary  expenses  incurred  in  making  such  visit  to  be  defrayed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.] 

Clause  2. — The  II.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  act  as  the  Assist- 
ant of  the  Grand  Master,  and  during  the  absence  of  that  officer  shall 
be  invested  with  all  his  powers.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  removal  from  office  of  the  Grand  Master,  he  shall,  ex  officio, 
become  Grand  Master,  until  the  next  regular  Session  thereafter. 

[The  following  was  added  to  this  Clause  at  Session  of  1873  : And 

shall  receive  the  Honors  of  the  office.] 

Clause  3. — The  R.  W.  G.  Warden  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master ; he  shall  assist  the  Grand  Master  in  the

ceremonies  of  the  Order,  and  in  the  preservation  of  decorum  in  the 
Grand  Lodge ; he  shall  confer  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree  on  all  Past 
Grands  qualified  to  receive  it ; and  shall,  subject  to  the  Grand  Master, 
have  charge  of  the  Lodge  Room  during  all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

[And  in  the  event  of  a vacancy  in  the  office  of  R.  W,  D.  Grand 
blaster,  he  shall,  ex-officio , become  Deputy  Grand  Master  until  the  first 
regular  Session  thereafter. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  4. — The  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  shall  attend,  in  person,  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  when  absent,  shall  transmit 
the  books  and  records  thereof  ; he  shall  keep  a just  and  true  record  of 
all  proceedings,  and  intimate  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  such  portion 
thereof  as  may  affect  it ; he  shall  preserve  all  books,  and  file  all  docu- 
ments belonging  to  his  office,  attest  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  inform  him  of  all  charges  to  be  made  against  Subordinate 
Lodges  for  Dispensations,  Cards,  &c.,  transmit  for  his  examination  all 
returns  from  Subordinate  Lodges  ; pay  over  to  him  forthwith,  all  monies 
coming  into  his  hands  on  account  of  this  Grand  Lodge ; receive  all 
documents  relative  to  the  Grand  Lodge ; and  submit  the  same  to  the 
Grand  Master,  at  the  Grand  Lodge,  if  in  Session  : conduct  all  corres- 
pondence on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; furnish  all  Committees  with 
such  official  documents  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  reference,  if  re- 
quired so  to  do  ; transmit  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  a regular  report 
of  the  Order,  made  up  to  the  30tli  day  of  June,  in  each  year  ; notify 
all  Subordinate  Lodges  of  each  regular  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  its  commencement ; prepare  all  Charters 
granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ; affix  the  Grand  Seal  to  such  Charters, 
and  to  all  other  documents  requiring  it ; perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer  in  his  absence,  and  attend  to  all  other  business  not 
herein  enumerated,  and  coming  properly  within  his  duty. 

[The  duty  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend,  in  per- 
son, every  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  when  absent  shall  trans- 
mit the  books  and  records  thereof  ; he  shall  keep  a just  and  true  re- 
cord of  all  proceedings,  and  intimate  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  such 
portion  thereof  as  may  affect  it  ; he  shall  also  keep  a just  and  true 
account  between  each  Subordinate  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
also  of  the  affairs  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ; he  shall  preserve  all  books 
and  fyle  all  documents  belonging  to  his  office  ; attest  all  orders  drawn 
on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  pa}'  over  to  him  forthwith  all  moneys  coming 
into  his  hands  on  account  of  this  grand  Lodge ; receive  all  documents 
relative  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Master, 
at  the  Grand  Lodge,  if  in  Session ; conduct  all  correspondence  on  be- 
half of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; furnish  all  Committees  with  such  official 
documents  as  may  be  necessary  for  then  reference  ; transmit  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  a regular  report  of  the  Order,  made 
up  to  the  30tli  day  of  J une  in  each  year ; notify  all  Subordinate 
Lodges  of  each  regular  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  least  two 
weeks  previous  to  its  commencement : prepare  all  Charters  granted  by 
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the  Grand  Lodge  ; affix  the  Grand  Seal  to  such  Charters,  and  to  all 
other  documents  requiring  it ; perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  in  his  absence  ; and  attend  to  all  other  business  not  herein 
enumerated,  and  coming  properly  within  his  duty  He  shall  have  his 
books  properly  closed  by  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  and 
shall  have  a sufficient  number  of  his  Financial  Statement  and  Statisti- 
cal Table  printed  for  the  use  of  each  Officer  and  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ; and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  upon  at 
each  Annual  Session. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  5. — The  R.  W.  G.  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge 
of  the  moneys  of  this  Lodge,  depositing  the  same  in  some  Chartered 
Banking  Institution  of  this  Province,  to  be  named  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
within  three  days  at  furthest,  after  receipt  thereof,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  ; he  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him 
by  the  Grand  Master,  and  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
none  other  ; he  shall  keep  his  accounts  in  a fair,  clear  and  legible 
manner,  exhibiting  in  as  far  as  possible,  the  sources  of  all  receipts,  and 
the  destination  of  all  disbursements,  with  the  amount  of  both  ; he 
shall  have  his  accounts  closed  immediately  before  every  regular  Session, 
and  submit  them  thereat  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  execute,  in 
favor  of  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Warden 
in  trust,  a satisfactory  Bond  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties. 

Clause  6. — The  R.  W.  G.  Representative  shall  attend  the  Meetings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  act  thereat  on  behalf  of  the  various 
Lodges  within  its  jurisdiction  ; they  shall  be  furnished  with  certificates 
of  election  in  the  form  required  by  the  supreme. Grand  Lodge. 

[The  R.  W.  Grand  Representatives  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  act  ti.ereat  on  behalf  of  the 
various  Lodges  within  this  jurisdiction ; they  shall  be  furnished  with 
certificates  of  election  in  the  form  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States.  They  shall  also  attend  the  meetings  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  submit  a synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  at  the  Sessions  thereof,  attended  by  them. — 
Adopted  1878.] 

Clause  7. — The  R.  W.  G.  Chaplain  shall,  when  present,  open  and 
close  every  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  according  to  his  office,  if  re- 
quired so  to  do. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Chaplain  shall,  when  present,  open  and  close 
every  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge  with  prayer. — Adopted  1873. 

Clause  8. — The  W.  G.  Marshall  shall  examine  Past  Grands  apply- 
ing for  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree,  and  shall  otherwise  assist  the  Grand 
Master  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  according  to  his  office. 

Clause  9. — The  W.  Grand  Conductor  shall  assist  the  Grand  Mar- 
shall in  the  ceremonies  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  take  his  place 
during  his  absence. 

B 
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The  R.  W.  Grand  Conductor  shall  assist  the  Grand  Marshall  in  the 
ceremonies  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; he  shall  securely  guard  the  outer 
door  of  the  Lodge  Room  ; he  shall  permit  no  one  to  enter  without  ex- 
amination, and  receiving  from  him  the  semi-annual  P.  W.;  he  shall 
receive  the  Cards  of  Travelling  Brothers  desiring  to  visit  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Grand  Guardian  to  be  laid  before 
the  Grand  Lodge.— Adopted  1873. 

Clause  10. — The  W.  Grand  Guardian  shall  have  the  charge  of  the 
inner  entrance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Room,  and  permit  none  to  enter  or 
depart  without  the  usual  formalities. 

Chaise  11. — Each  R.  W.  Grand  District  Deputy  shall  act  as  the 
organ  of  the  Grand  Master,  with  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges 
situated  within  the  District  over  which  he  may  be  appointed  ; it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  Order  is  performed  therein 
uniformly  and  correctly,  and  to  install  the  Officers  of  such  Lodge  or 
Lodges,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  by  some  competent  Officer;  he 
shall  be  entrusted  with  the  charge  of,  and  shall  countersign  and  issue 
all  Dispensations  granted  to  any  Lodge  in  his  District ; he  shall  report 
to  the  Grand  Master,*  previous  to  each  Regular  Session,  such  Dispen- 
sations as  may  have  passed  through  his  hands,  tqgether  with  all  other 
matters  coming  within  his  sphere  of  duty  ; and  he  shall  remit  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  all  Dues,  Dispensations,  Charges,  and  other  Funds, 
which  may  have  been  received  by  him  on  account  of  this  Grand  Lodge* 
as  soon  after  receipt  of  the  same  as  may  be. 

Clause  12. — Each  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Secretary 
shall  attend  every  meeting  of  the  Annual  Session  at  which  his  term 
has  closed,  and  all  Grand  Officers  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  speci- 
fied in  this  constitution,  perform  all  such  others  as  the  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge  may  from  time  to  time  enjoin,  f 


ARTICLE  IV. 

COMMITTEES. 

SECTION  I. — STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Clause  1.  The  Elective  Grand  Officers,  exclusive  of  the  Grand 
Representatives,  shall  constitute  an  Advisory  Board,  who  shall  meet 
on  the  summons  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to 
render  assistance  and  advice  to  the  Grand  Master,  on  such  matters  as 
he  shall  deem  it  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  to  in- 
troduce and  submit  to  its  notice  and  consideration,  during  the  recess  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

* The  following  words  were  added  here  in  1870,  “ At  least  two  weeks.” 
fThis  clause  was  left  out  of  the  Session  in  1870. 
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[The  Elective  Grand  Officers  shall  constitute  an  Advisory  Beard, 
who  shall  meet  on  the  summons  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  duty  of 
which  shall  be  to  render  assistance  and  advice  to  the  Grand  Master, 
on  such  Matters  as  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties,  to  introduce  and  submit  to  its  notice  and  consideration, 
during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  2. — The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Master  at  the  opening  of  each  Annual  Session  to  serve 
until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  unless  sooner  discharged  by 
vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : — 

Committee  on  Credentials  ; 

Committee  on  Returns ; 

Committee  on  Finance  ; 

Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinates  ; 

Committee  on  Appeals. 

The  following  were  added  at  Session  of  1870  : — 

Committee  on  Printing  ; 

“ “ Legislation  ; 

“ “ State  of  the  Order 

“ “ Mileage  and  Per  Diem  ; 

“ “ Petitions  and  Correspondence. 

Clause  3. — The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  he  composed  of 
three  Members  who  shall  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  without  delay, 
on  the  qualification  of  Brothers  claiming  admission  as  Representatives, 
and  on  the  validity  of  their  Credentials. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, of  whom  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  one.  who  shall  report  to 
this  Grand  Lodge,  without  delay,  on  the  qualification  of  Brothers 
claiming  admission  as  Representatives,  and  on  the  validity  of  their 
Credentials. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  4.  —The  Committee  on  Returns  shall  consist  of  three  Mem- 
bers, and  shall  examine  and  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  without  delay, 
on  the  regularity  of  the  Returns  of  Subordinate  Lodges. 

Clause  5. — The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  accounts  and  claims  against 
this  Grand  Lodge,  previous  to  their  being  ordered  for  payment ; to  ex- 
amine, at  each  Regular  Session,  all  financial  books  and  accounts  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,'  and  report  thereon  ; and  to  suggest  such  measures 
of  finance  as  they  may  find  to  be  expedient  and  necessary. 

Clause  6 — The  Committee  on  Appeals  shall  be  composed  of  at 
least  one  member  from  each  Subordinate  Lodge  represented,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  Appeals  and  Grievances  from  Subordinate  Lodges, 
or  from  members  thereof,  (unless  in  the  case  of  charges  against  mem- 
bers of  this  Grand  Lodge,)  on  which  they  shall  report  without  delay, 
recommending  such  action  in  the  case  as  they  may  consider  necessary ; 
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provided  always  that  no  member  of  this  Committee  shall  act  as  such, 
on  any  appeal  to  which  he  may  be  himself  a party. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  of 
whom  three  shall  form  a quorum,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  Ap- 
peals and  Grievances  from  Subordinate  Lodges,  or  from  members 
thereof,  (unless  in  the  case  of  charges  against  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,)  on  which  they  shall  report  without  delay,  recommending  such 
action  in  the  case  as  they  may  consider  necessary ; provided  always 
that  no  member  of  this  Committee  shall  act  as  such,  on  any  Appeal  to 
which  he  himself  may  be  a party. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  7. — The  Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordinate  Lodges  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  By-Laws  of 
Subordinate  Lodges,  sent  in  for  approval,  on  which  they  shall  report 
at  the  earliest  opportunity,  pointing  out  all  regulations  therein  (if  any,) 
which  may  violate  or  conflict  with  the  Laws  and  Usages  of  the 
Order,  and  generally,  as  to  all  such  matters  relative  thereto,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

The  Commtttee  on  Printing  shall  consist  of  three  members,  of 
whom  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  one,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  relative  to  the  printing  required  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
necessary  correction  and  condensing  of  material  for  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  previous  to  publication. — Adopted 
1870. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  shall  consist  of  three  members,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  pertaining  to  the  making  or 
amending  of  Laws. — Adopted  1870. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  decisions  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  during  the  recess,  all  questions  relating  to  the  interpretation  of 
the  Laws  and  Usages  of  the  Order  in  this  Province,  and  all  matters 
concerning  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Order. — Adopted  1870. 

The  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  a table  of  the  mileage  and 
per  diem  of  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in 
accordance  with  such  resolutions  as  may  be  adopted  from  time  to 
time,  fixing  the  rate  of  such  Mileage  and  Per  Diem. — Adopted  1870. 

The  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Correspondence  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  Petitions  and  Correspon- 
dence.— Adopted  1870. 

SECTION  II. — SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 

Clause  1. — All  Special  Committees  shall  be  named  by  the  Grand 
Master,  unless  provided  for  by  special  vote,  and  shall  be  held  bound  to 
report  at  the  next  meeting  of  their  appointment,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

All  Special  Committees  shall  be  named  by  the  Grand  Master, 
unless  provided  for  by  Special  vote,  and  shall  report  at  the  next 
meeting  following  their  appointment,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  this 
Grand  Lodge. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  2. — The  final  reports  of  all  Committees  must  be  made  in 
writing. 
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The  Reports  of  all  Committees  must  be  made  in  writing. — Adopted 
1870. 


ARTICLE  Y. 

SECTION  I. 

Clouse  1. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  August  in  each  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be  appointed 
at  the  preceding  Session  thereof. 

Clause  2. — The  Grand  Master  shall  have  the  power  to  convene 
special  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  wherever,  in  his  judgment,  it 
would  be  for  the  true  interests  and  benefit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Oddfellowship  generally  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  importance  of 
the  subject  matters  for  consideration  is  such  as  to  justify  the  expenses 
necessarily  involved)  in  such  meetings. 

The  Grand  Master  shall  have  the  power  to  convene  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Grand  Lodge,  whenever  and  wherever,  in  his  judgment,  it 
would  be  for  the  true  interest  and  benefit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Odd 
Fellowship  generally  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  importance  of  the 
subject  matters  for  consideration  is  such  as  to  justify  the  expense 
necessarily  involved  in  such  meetings  ; provided  always,  that  three 
weeks  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  of  the  time 
and  object  of  such  meeting.— Adopted  1870. 

Clause  3. — At  the  Annual  Session,  the  Returns  and  Reports  of  the 
several  Subordinate  Lodges,  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
presented  ; the  newly  elected  Representatives  shall  be  admitted  to 
to  their  seats,  the  Grand  Officers  shall  be  elected  and  installed;  and 
all  manner  of  business,  within  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  transacted  in  due  form. 

Clause  4.— At  any  Special  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  no  matter  sub- 
mitted for  consideration  shall  be  so  acted  on  thereat  as  to  affect  in  any 
way  the  Funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

At  any  Special  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  other  than  that  for  which  the  meeting  was  called. — Adopted 
1870. 

Clause  5. — At  all  Regular  and  Special  meetings  this  Grand  Lodge 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  found  expedient. 

SECTION  II. — AVORKING. 

Clause  1. — To  constitute  a Regular  Special  Meeting  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  there  must  be  a majority  of  the  Representatives  of  all  the 
Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  present. 

Clause  2. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  opened  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
Degree,  and  by  Resolution  thereof  may  be  closed  in  that,  and  opened 
in  the  Scarlet  Degree  for  the  transaction  of  business,  in  order  to  enable 
Brethren  of  that  Degree  to  be  present  and  witness  its  proceedings. 
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Clause  3. — All  questions  before  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present. 

All  the  business  of  this  Grand  Lodge  during  its  Sessions  shall  be 
transacted  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Degree. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  4. — All  the  Representatives  present  shall  vote  upon,  and  a 
majority  thereof  shall  decide  all  questions  before  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  the  Yeas  and  Nays,  if  called  for  and  seconded,  shall  be  regularly 
recorded  on  the  minutes. 

All  the  Representatives  present  shall  vote  upon,  and  a majority 
thereof  shall  decide,  all  questions  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  and  the  Yeas  and  Nays,  if  called  for  and 
seconded,  shall  be  regularly  recorded  on  the  minutes. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  5. — The  Representatives  of  any  Lodge  which  may  have 
failed  to  make  its  Annual  Returns  within  one  month  after  the  close  of 
any  Annual  or  semi-Annual  term,  shall  have  no  right  to  vote  in  this 
Grand  Lodge  until  after  such  Annual  or  semi-Annual  Return  shall 
have  been  made. 

No  Representative  shall  be  entitled  to  a vote  in  this  Grand  Lodge 
while  auy  semi-annual  Report,  percentage,  or  account  is  due  this  Grand 
Lodge  by  the  Lodge  he  represents. — Adopted  1870. 

SECTION  HI. — RETURNS. 

Clause  1. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  transmit  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  latter, 
a Return  up  to  the  30th  June  then  last  past,  containing  full  informa- 
tion as  to  the  work  of  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  for  the  then 
preceding  year,  their  present  state,  prospects,  and  all  such  other  par- 
ticulars as  may  be  required  by  the  Form  of  Annual  Return  which  the 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Clause  2. — Such  Returns  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  amount  of 
dues  accruing  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  VI- 
REGALIA  AND  JEWELS. 

SECTION  I. — REGALIA. 

Clause  1.  —The  Regalia  of  the  Officers  a nd  Members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  shall  consist  of  a Scarlet  Sash  or  Collar  about  three  inches  in 
width,  trimmed  with  Satin  or  white  Lace  or  fringe,  and  a Scarlet 
Apron  trimmed  in  like  manner. 

Past  Grands  shall  wear  scarlet  collars  or  sashes,  trimmed  with 
white.  The  collars  or  sashes  may  be  trimmed  with  silver  lace  or 
fringe  ; those  having  attained  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  may  have 
trimmings  of  yellow  metal. — Adopted  1872. 
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The  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  Grand  Lodges, 
shall  wear  the  regalia  of  Past  Grands  as  above  defined.  The  regalia 
for  a Past  Grand,  who  is  also  a Past  Chief  Patriarch,  may,  in  lieu  of 
any  other  regalia  to  which  he  may  be  entitled,  be  a scarlet  collar, 
trimmed  with  white,  the  collar  not  to  be  more  than  five  and  a-half 
inches  wide,  with  a roll  of  purple  two  inches  wide,  trimmed  with  yel- 
low, the  collar  to  be  united  in  front  with  three  links.  The  above  des- 
cribed regalia  may  be  worn  by  a brother,  who  has  passed  the  chairs  in 
a Lodge  or  in  an  Encampment,  in  any  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge,  or 
any  Grand  or  Subordinate  Encampment.  The  collar  may  be  of  scarlet 
velvet,  with  white  metal  trimmings,  and  the  roll  of  purple  velvet  with 
yellow  metal  trimmings. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  2. — Members  having  attained  the  Royal  Purple  Degree 
may  wear  Trimmings  of  Yellow  Metal,  and  may  also  wear  a narrow 
Purple  Collar  trimmed  with  Yellow  Metal,  having  attached  to  it  any 
Jewel  which  they  may  be  entitled  to  wear  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  8. — No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  unless  clothed  in  appropriate  Regalia. 

SECTION  II. — JEWELS. 

Clause  1. — The  Jewels  of  the  Officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall 
he  as  follows  . — For  Grand  Master,  the  Sun  ; for  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
the  Crescent ; for  Grand  Warden,  the  Hour  Glass  : for  Grand  Secre- 
tary, Crossed  Pens  ; for  Grand  Treasurer,  Crossed  Keys  ; for  Grand 
Marshall,  Crossed  Batons  ; for  Grand  Conductor,  Crossed  Wands;  for 
Grand  Guardian,  Crossed  Swords  ; all  of  the  above  to  be  of  White 
Metal,  (except  the  G.  M.’s  and  D.  G.  M.’s  which  shall  be  yellow)  and 
to  be  enclosed  with  a five-pointed  open  Star  ; such  Star  to  be  of  yellow 
metal  for  the  elective  officers,  and  of  white  metal  for  the  appointed 
officers. 

Clause  2. — The  Jewels  of  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  not  being- 
officers,  or  past  elective  officers,  shall  be  Crossed  Gavils  of  white  metal, 
-within  a five-pointed  open  Star  ; such  Star  to  be  of  yellow  metal  for 
those  having  attained  the  R.  P.  Degree,  and  of  white  metal  for  others. 

Clause  3. — Past  elective  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge'shall  be  en- 
titled to  wear  the  Jewels  of  the  offices  they  have  respectively  filled, 
with  a white  setting  round  the  external  margin  of  the  Star. 

The  Jewel  for  a Past  Grand  Master  is  a sun,  with  a hand  and 
heart ; for  a Grand  Master,  a sun,  with  the  scales  of  justice  impressed 
thereon  ; for  a Deputy  Grand  Master,  a half -moon  ; for  a Grand  War- 
den, crossed  gavels  ; for  a Grand  Conductor,  a Roman  Sword ; for  a 
Grand  Guardian,  crossed  swords  , for  a Grand  Marshall,  a baton ; all 
of  white  metal. — Adopted  1870. 

The  jewel  of  a Grand  Representative  or  Past  Grand  Representa- 
tive, is  a medal  three  inches  in  diameter,  having  on  one  side  the  coat 
of  arms  of  his  State,  surrounded  by  an  ornamental  edging  of  silver. 
(For  Uegalia  of  Subordinates,  see  Constitution  of  Subordinates.) — Adopted 
1870. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 
SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 


SECTION  I. — INSTITUTION. 

Clause  1. — Brothers  desirous  of  establishing  a new  Lodge  under 
this  jurisdiction,  shall  transmit  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  a written  applica- 
tion to  that  effect,  accompanied  by  their  Cards  of  Clearance,  or  the 
Certificate  of  the  Grand  District  Deputy  of  the  District,  that  the  same 
are  in  his  possession,  and  by  Certificates  of  their  having  attained  the 
Scarlet  Degree. 

Clause  2. — Such  application  must  be  signed  in  ever}7  instance  by  at 
least  five  Brothers  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  ami  be  accompanied  by  the 
sum  of  seveu  pounds  ten  shillings,  being  the  Charter  Fee.  Should  one 
Lodge,  or  more,  be  already  established  in  the  proposed  location,  the 
signatures  of  at  least  ten  brothers,  qualified  as  above,  shall  be  requisite. 

Such  application  must  be  signed  in  every  instance  by  at  least  five 
brothers  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  and  be  accompanied  by  the  sum  of 
thirty  dollars,  being  the  Charter  Fee.  Should  one  Lodge,  or  more, 
be  already  established  in  the  proposed  location,  the  signatures  of  at 
least  ten  brothers,  qualified  as  above,  shall  be  requisite. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  3 — On  receipt  of  a formal  application  for  a Charter,  as 
above  required,  the  Grand  Master,  with  the  consent  of  the  Advisory 
Board,  may,  if  deemed  necessary,  issue  a warrant  for  the  immediate 
institution  of  the  Lodge  petitioned  for. 

On  the  receipt  of  a formal  application  for  a Charter,  as  above  re- 
quired, the  Grand  Master  may  issue  a warrant  for  the  immediate  insti- 
tution of  the  Lodge  petitioned  for. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  4. — Every  application  for  the  Establishment  of  a Lodge, 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  shall 
report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  5. — The  necessary  Charges  and  Lectures  shall  be  furnished 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  every  new  Lodge  on  its  institution,  to  be  paid 
for  at  such  rates  as  may  be  charged  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge. 
The  travelling  expenses  of  the  Instituting  officer  shall  also  be  payable 
by  the  Lodge  instituted. 

Clause  6. — The  first  Noble  Grand  of  a new  Lodge  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  Past  Tice  Grand  and  Past  Secretary  Degree,  in  addition  to  the 
degrees  acquired  by  actual  service. 

1 The  first  Noble  Grand  of  a new  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
Past  Vice-Grand  and  Past  Secretary's  Degree,  and  the  first  V.  G.  shall 
he  entitled  to  the  Past  Secretary’s  Degree,  in  addition  to  the  Degrees 
acquired  by  actual  service, — Adopted  1.870.] 
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SECTION  II. — GOVERNMENT. 

Clause  1. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  stand  invested  with  fall  power, 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  issue,  for  the  government  of  its  Subordinate 
Lodges,  the  Form  of  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order,  ordained  by  the 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  government  of  Subordinate  Lodges 
under  its  immediate  jurisdiction,  with  the  requisite  changes  of  style 
therein  made  ; and  it  may  add  to  such  Constitution  any  clauses  not 
conflicting  with  those  so  ordained  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  or 
with  the  general  Laws  or  principles  of  the  Order ; and,  from  time  to 
time,  afterwards  may  add  to,  amend,  or  repeal  such  additional  Clauses  : 
Provided  always,  however,  that  copies  of  the  Constitution,  so  to  be  is- 
sued, and  of  all  resolutions  enacting,  amending,  or  repealing  any  such 
additional  Clause,  or  Clauses  thereof,  shall  be  immediately  forwarded, 
in  duplicate,  to  the  Superior  Grand  Lodge,  authenticated  by  the  Seal 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary ; one  of  such  duplicate  copies  to  be  returned  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  certified  as  appioved  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be. 

[This  Grand  Lodge  shall  stand  invested  with  full  power,  and  it 
shall  be  its  duty  to  issue,  for  the  government  of  its  Subordinate 
Lodges,  a form  of  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order.  Provided  always, 
however,  that  copies  of  the  form  of  Constitution  so  to  be  issued,  and  of 
all  resolutions  enacting,  amending,  or  repealing  the  same  or  any  part 
or  Clauses  thereof,  shall  be  immediately  forwarded,  in  duplicate,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  authenticated  by  the  Seal  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  signature  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary ; one  of  such  duplicate  copies  to  be  returned  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  certified  as  approved  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be.— Adopted 
1870.] 

Clause  2. — Every  Subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  must 
adhere  strictly  to  its  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Order,  as  issued  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  ; and  also  to  the  By-Laws  framed  by  the  Lodge  in  ac- 
cordance therewith,  and  confirmed  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall,  in 
all  cases,  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  further  regulations  that  may 
from  time  to  time  be  promulgated  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  8. — No  Public  Celebration  of  any  land,  shall  be  held  by 
Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  nor  any  contro\ersy  entered  into  relat- 
ing to  the  Order  through  the  public  prints,  without  the  express  permis- 
sion of  the  Grand  Master,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master. 

Clause  4. — No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  Honorary  Membership 
in  any  Subordinate  Lodge,  nor  hold  Membership  in  more  than  one 
Subordinat3  Lodge  at  the  same  time ; and  no  Lodge  shall,  by  remission 
or  otherwise,  exempt  any  of  its  members  from  the  payment  of  the 
dues  levied  by  law. 
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[No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  Honorary  Membership  in  any  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge,  nor  hold  membership  in  more  than  one  Subordinate 
Lodge  at  the  same  time. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  5. — No  communication  from  a Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be 
recognized  as  official,  unless  attested  by  its  Secretary,  and  having  its 
Seal  affixed,  of  which  seal  an  impression  in  lead  will  be  furnished  by 
this  Grand  Lodge,  as  soon  as  may  be. 

Clause  6. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  divide  Canada  West:|;  under  its 
jurisdiction,  into  Districts,  making  such  arrangements  thereof,  from 
time  to  time,  as  circumstances  may  suggest  and  require  and  as  shall 
seem  most  fit  and  expedient. 

Clause  7. — The  Grand  Lodge,  or  in  its  recess,  the  Grand  Master 
thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue  Dispensations,  countersigned  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  to  any  Lodge  under  its  jurisdiction,  to  exempt  it,  in 
any  particular  case,  from  the  operation  of  any  of  the  various  regula- 
tions, other  than  financial,  by  which  it  is  governed,  or  to  enable  it 
to  proceed  in  any  matter  with  other  than  the  usual  and  prescribed 
formalities,  whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  may  deem 
it  for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  Order  so  to  do. 

SECTION  III. — FORFEITURE  OF  CHARTER. 

Clause  1. — Any  Subordinate  Lodge  failing  to  make  the  returns  and 
pay  the  dues  required  by  its  Constitution,  for  twelve  months,  shall  be- 
come liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  its  Charter,  which  may  thereupon  be 
recalled  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  by  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  any 
regular  session. 

Clause  2. — In  the  event  of  any  Lodge  failing  to  meet  for  three  con- 
secutive months,  it  shall  thereby  become  extinct  ; and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  officers  last  installed  to  transmit  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the 
Charter,  Books,  Funds,  and  other  property  of  said  Lodge. 

- Clause  3. — Members  of  extinct  Lodges,  who  were  clear  of  the 
Books  of  such  Lodge,  at  the  time  of  its  dissolution,  or  who  shall  have 
paid  to  this  Grand  Lodge  all  arrears  then  due,  may,  upon  application 
to  the  Grand  Secretary,  receive  a Card  of  Clearance  under  the  Seal  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  which  shall  have  all  the  force  of  a Card  of  Clear, 
ance  regularly  granted. 

[The  following  was  added  to  this  at  the  session  of  1870  : Provided 
always  that  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary ‘shall  be  satisfied 
that  the  applicant  was  not  implicated  in  the  breaking  up  of  Lodge,  or 
in  the  illegal  distribution  or  use  of  the  funds  of  the  same.]

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ARTICLE  VIII. 

FUNDS. 

SECTION  I. — RECEIPTS. 

Clause  1. — This  grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  follow- 
ing sums  from  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  : —for  every  charter  issued 
to  a new  Lodge,  the  sum  of  seven  pouuds  ten  shillings;  for  every 
blank  form  of  Visiting  Card  or  Card  of  Clearance,  the  sum  of  nine 
pence  ; for  every  Dispensation  issued  to  authorize  the  Lodge  to  pro- 
ceed in  any  matter  with  other  than  the  usual  and  prescribed  formali- 
ties, the  sum  of  not  more  than  five  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  not  more  than  ten  per  cent,  ou  the  amount  of  the 
gross  receipts  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge — those  to  the  Widows’  and 
Orphans'  Fund  excepted. 

[ Clause  1. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  its 
Subordinates  as  follows  : not  less  than  8 per  cent,  on  the  gross 

amount  received  for  Degrees  and  Initiations,  and  when  the  Quarterly 
dues  amount  to  $4  per  annum,  12  per  cent.  ; |5  per  annum,  10  per 
cent.  ; .86  or  over  per  annum,  8 per  cent,  on  amount  received  for  such 
dues,  except  on  the  proportion  thereof  set  apart  for  the  Widows’  and 
Orphans’  Fund.  Adopted  1870.] 

[This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  each  Subordi- 
nate the  sum  of  fifty  cents  a year,  payable  half  yearly,  for  each  unsus- 
pended member  on  its  books,  as  shown  by  its  Semi-Annual  Return. — 
Adopted  1872.] 

Clause  2. — In  case  of  failure  or  deficiency  in  the  funds  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  the  sum  may  be  supplied  by  an  assessment  upon  the 
Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  apportioned  according  to  the  number  of 
votes  to  which  each  Lodge  is  entitled  under  Article  II.,  Section  II, 
Clause  1,  of  this  Constitution. 

[In  case  of  failure  or  deficiency  in  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
thp  sum  may  be  supplied  by  an  assessment  upon  the  Lodges  under  its 
jurisdiction,  apportioned  according  to  the  number  of  members  in  good 
standing  in  each  Lodge,  according  to  its  last  semi-annual  Report. — 
Adopted  1870.] 

SECTION  II. — EXPENDITURE. 

Clause  1. — All  claims  again.!  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  first  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  be  by  him  submitted  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  who  shall  examine  and  report  on  the  correctness 
of  the  same. 

Clause  2. — Claims  reported  correct  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  at  a regular  session,  and  if  then  approved,  the  Grand  Master 
shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  account,  on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  which 
shall  be  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  shall  be  duly  entered  in 
the  Books  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  Grand  Treasurer. 
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Clause  3. — In  cases  of  urgency,  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  may,  in  his  discretion,  issue  such  warrant, 
making  report  thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  regular  session. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

BY-LAWS,  ETC. 

SECTION  I. — BY-LAWS. 

Clause  1. — This  Grand  Lodge  shall  stand  fully  invested  with  the 
power  to  adopt  from  time  to  time,  such  By-Laws  and  Resolutions  as  it 
may  deem  expedient ; provided  they  do  not,  in  any  wise,  contravene 
anypart  of  this  Constitution,  or  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of 
the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  general  laws,  principles,  or  customs 
of  the  Order. 

Clause  2. — Copies  of  all  such  By-Laws  shall  be  immediately  for- 
warded m duplicate,  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  authenticated  by 
the  Seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  signatures  of  its  Grand  Master 
and  Grand  Secretary,  one  of  such  duplicate  copies  to  he  retained  by 
the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  other  to  be  returned  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  certified  as  approved,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Clause  3. — All  By-Laws  and  Resolutions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  provisionally  m force  from  the  time  of  their  enactment ; but  any 
portion  thereof  not  conforming  to  Clause  1 of  this  Section,  may  be  an- 
nulled by  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  and  such  annulment  may  also 
have  retro-active  effect. 

SECTION  II. — AMENDMENTS. 

Clause  l.--This  Constitution, or  any  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended  or  annulled,  unless  by  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
at  its  Annual  Communication,  and  upon  notice  being  given  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  three  months  previous  thereto,  to  each  of  the  Subor- 
dinate Lodges,  of  the  proposed  alteration. 

The  following  was  added  to  this  at  session  of  1870  : Except  in  a 

case  where  a Committee  has  been  regularly  appointed  to  report  altera- 
tions of  any  kind,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  lawful  to  take  immediate 
action  upon  the  changes  proposed  by  said  Committee.

ARTICLE  X.  * 

EFFECTS  OF  DEFUNCT  LODGES. 

Clause  l.--The  funds  and  properties  of  Subordinate  Lodges  are  by  the 
provisions  of  their  Charters  and  the  Laws  of  the  Order,  held  only  in  trust 
for  charitable  purposes,  and  must  be  applied  solely  to  these  purposes, 
and  the  donating  or  in  any  manner  dividing  them  among  the  members 
individually  is  a violation  of  the  trust  and  the  law,  the  penalty  of 
which  is  expulsion.  And  if  a Subordinate  Lodge  shall  fail  from  any 
cause  to  work,  all  moneys  and  properties,  together  with  the  Charter, 
shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  held  in  trust  and  ap- 
plied as  hereinafter  provided. — Adopted  1870. 

Clause  l.-Upon  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a Lodge, or  surrender,  or 
forfeiture  of  its  Charter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  its  last  installed  Officers 
*nd  Members  having  the  custody  of  the  Charter,  books,  papers,  pro- 
perties and  funds  of  the  Lodge  to  assign,  transfer,  and  deliver  the 
same  on  demand  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  the  D.  D.  Grand  Master  of 
the  District,  or  to  such  Past  Grand  as  may  be  specially  deputed  by  the 
Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  to  receive  the  same,  and  the  same  shall 
be  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Any  Officer  or 
Member  having  such  properties  in  custody,  refusing  such  demand, 
shall  be  forever  excluded  from  membership  or  fellowship  in  the  Order, 
notwithstanding  such  Lodge  should  afterwards  be  restored  to  good 
standing. 

Clause  1.--A11  effects  or  funds  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  any 
Subordinate  or  Degree  Lodge  under  the  previous  Clauses,  shall  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  the  property  and  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
such  funds  shall  not  be  estimated  as  part  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
but  shall  be  held  in  trust ; first,  for  the  benefit  of  any  Brother  and 
Widow  or  Orphans  entitled  to  benefits  in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws 
of  such  Lodge  at  the  time  of  the  dissolution  or  suspension  of  the  same, 
and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  restored  should  such  Subordinate  Lodge 
ever  be  reinstated,  or  upon  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  its  suspen- 
sion ; provided,  however,  that  m the  event  said  Lodge  should  not  be 
restored  to  fellowship  within  three  years,  the  funds  and  properties  of 
said  Lodge  shall  be  disposed  of  or  used  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  aiding  or  assisting  any  working  Lodge  or  proposed 
Lodge  needing  assistance,  or  to  such  other  charitable  purpose  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

Clause  4. --Upon  the  application  of  five  or  more  members  of  an  extinct 
Lodge, to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  restoration  of  such  Lodge  to  fellowship, 
such  applicants  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  approve,  may  be  restored  to 
fellowship  in  said  Lodge,  together  with  the  Charter  and  effects  belong- 
ing to  such  Lodge  at  the  time  of  its  extinction,  unless  such  effects 
shall  have  been  disposed  of  as  provided  in  Clause  of  this  Constitu- 
tion.

1st. — The  members  will  clothe  themselves  in  their  appropriate  Re- 
galia. 

2nd.— The  Guardian  will  close  the  door. 

3rd. — The  Officers  will  take  their  respective  Chairs. 

41h. — The  Grand  Master  will  make  pro  tern  appointments  if  needed. 

5th, — The  Grand  Marshall  and  Grand  Conductor  will  examine  all 
present  in  the  G.  L.  and  Semi-Annual  Pass- Word. 

6th. — The  Grand  Chaplain  will  offer  prayer. 

7th. — The  Grand  Lodge  will  rise  according  to  usage,  and  the  Grand 
Marshall  will  declare  the  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

8th. — The  Grand  Secretary  will  read  the  Credentials  of  Represen- 
tatives and  new  members. 

9th. — The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  the  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, which  shall  report  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

10th. — The  Reception  and  adoption  of  the  Report  of  the  Creden- 
tial Committee. 

11th. — The  Reception  of  new  Members  and  Representatives,  and 
the  calling  of  the  Roll  of  Officers  and  Representatives. 

12th. — The  reading  and  adoption  of  the  Minntes  of  the  last  An- 
nual Session,  and  of  all  Special  Meetings  of  the  year  past. 

13th. — The  Reading  and  Reference  to  Appropriate  Committees  of 
the  Reports  of  the  Grand  Officers. 

14tli. — The  Appointment  of  all  Regular  Committees. 

15th. — The  Reception  of  Petitions,  Communications  and  Appeals, 
and  the  reference  of  the  same  to  Committees. 

16th, — -The  Roll  of  Lodges  shall  be  called  for  the  presentation  of 
Questions  and  Business,  and  proper  reference  of  the  same. 

17th. — The  Nomination  and  Election  of  Officers. 

18th. — Unfinished  business  in  order  of  its  priority. 

19th. — The  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  read  and  considered. 

20th. — The  Installation  of  Officers. 

21st.— The  presentation  and  disposal  of  miscellaneous  business. 

22nd. — The  closing  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Rule  /. — The  Presiding  Grand  Officer,  having  assumed  the  Chair, 
shall  direct  the  Grand  Officers  and  Members  to  take  their  respective 
stations,  and,  calling  up  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  request  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  if  present,  to  address  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  in 
prayer,  and  shall  thereafter  direct  proclamation  to  be  made  by  the 
Grand  Marshall  of  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Rule  1st. — After  each  adjournment,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
opened  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Order  of  Business,  and  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  sitting  shall  be  read  and  approved.— Adopted 
1870. 

Rule  2nd. — During  the  continuance  of  the  Session  the  most  decor- 
ous order  shall  be  observed,  no  one  leaving  the  room  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  Grand  Master,  nor  entering  without  the  consent  of  the 
Grand  Warden. — Adopted  1870. 

Rule  If. — The  order  of  Procedure,  after  opening,  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1. — The  calling  of  the  Roll  of  Officers  and  Members. 

2.  — The  consideration  of  any  excuses  which  may  he  offered  by 
Absentees  from  previous  meetings. 

8. — The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  Report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  or  claims  for  admission  as  Representatives. 

4.  — The  admission  and  instruction  (when  requisite)  of  new 
Members. 

5.  — The  reading  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Minutes  of  last 
meeting,  the  consideration  of  any  objections  which  may  be  made  to 
any  part  thereof,  and  their  approval,  with  or  without  amendment,  as 
the  case  may  require. 

6.  — The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  Report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Returns,  relative  to  the  returns  from  Subordinate  Lodges, 
and  the  reading  of  such  Returns  as  may  be  reported  correct. 

7.  — The  reading  and  referring  of  Accounts  presented. 

8.  — The  reading,  consideration  and  disposal  of  Petitions  from  Sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  or  from  Members  thereof. 

9.  — The  reading  and  referring  of  Appeals  from  Subordinate  Lodges, 
or  from  Members  thereof. 

10.  — The  reading,  consideration  and  disposal  of  other  Communica- 
tions. 

11.  — The  receiving  of  any  Reports  from  the  other  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  following  order  : — Committee  on 
Finance  ; Committee  on  Grievances  ; Committee  on  Laws  of  Subordi- 
nates. 

12.  — The  receiving  of  any  Reports  from  Special  Committees,  in  the 
order  of  their  seniority.

13.  — Unfinisned  Business,  in  order  of  priority  at  previous  meetings. 

14.  — New  Business. 

15.  — Closing,  or  Adjournment,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Rule  1 1 I. — Any  Member  offering  a motion  must  do  so  in  writing,  if 
a request  to  that  effect  be  made  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  Presiding 
Officer,  or  a majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Rule  3rd. — All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  writing. — Adopted 
1870. 

Rule  IV. — No  question,  unless  regularly  moved  and  seconded,  shall 
be  put  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Presiding  Officer. 

Rule  V. — No  question  shall  be  open  for  consideration  until  regu- 
larly put  from  the  Chair  ; and  when  so  put,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
receivable,  unless  it  be  a motion — 

1.  — To  adjourn  ; 

2.  — To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

3.  — To  put  the  previous  question  ; 

4.  — To  postpone  ; 

5.  — To  refer  ; or 

6.  — To  amend. 

These  several  motions,  if  made,  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
above  stated,  and  the  first,  second  and  third  thereof,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  VI. — The  Previous  Question  shall  be  put  from  the  Chair, 
only  after  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  call  therefor  is  sustained 
by  a majority  of  the  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  present,  and  shall 
then  always  be  put  in  the  words  following  : — “ Shall  the  question  be  now 
put?"  which  words  shall  be  understood  to  have  reference  to  whatever 
question  may  be  pending,  immediately  before  such  call  for  the  pre- 
vious question  may  have  been  made. 

Rule  VII. — If  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  taken  pursuant  to 
such  call  for  the  Previous  Question,  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  Presiding 
Officer  shall  thereupon  put  forthwith  to  vote  the  question  so  pending, 
immediately  before  such  call,  and  shall  not  allow  any  amendment  or 
debate  thereon  ; and  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  vote  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  be  in  the  negative,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  be  thereby  pre- 
cluded from- putting  to  vote,  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  Ses- 
sion, the  question  so  pending  as  aforesaid. 

Rule  7th. — If  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  taken  pursuant  to 
such  call  for  the  previous  question,  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  Presiding 
Officer  shall  thereupon  put  forthwith  to  vote  the  question  so  pending, 
immediately  before  such  call,  and  shall  not  allow  any  amendment  or 
debate  thereon.— Adopted  1870. 

Rule  VIII. — Before  taking  to  vote  on  any  motion  the  Presiding 
Officer  shall  ask,  “ Is  the  Grand  Lodge  ready  for  the  question  ?"  and, 
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should  no  member  stand  up  to  speak,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  rise  to 
take  the  vote,  after  which  no  member  shall  have  a right  to  speak' on 
the  question. 

Rule  IX. — After  any  question,  except  that  of  indefinite  postpone- 
ment or  the  previous  question,  may  have  been  decided,  any  two  mem- 
bers, having  voted  in  the  majority,  may,  at  the  same  or  next  meeting 
of  the  then  Session,  move  for  a re-consideration,  but  no  discussion  of 
the  main  question  shall  be  allowed  upon  such  motion. 

Rale  X. — Any  member  may  require  the  division  of  a question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rale  XI. — When  a blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  shall  first  be 
taken  on  the  highest  sum  or  number,  or  in  the  longest  or  latest  time 
proposed. 

Rule  XI I. — The  Ayes  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  on 
the  call  of  any  three  members. 

Rale  XIII. — Every  member  present  may  be  required  to  vote  on 
any  question,  unless  excused  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  personally  interested 
in  the  result,  or  otherwise  incapacitated. 

Rule  XI  V. — Any  member,  intending  to  speak  on  a question,  shall 
rise  in  his  place,  and  respectfully  address  the  Presiding  Officer,  confin- 
ing himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  avoiding  all  personality  and 
indecorous  language,  as  well  as  any  reflection  on  the  Grand  Lodge  or 
its  members. 

Rale  XV. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same 
question,  until  every  member  desirous  of  speaking  shall  had  have  an  op- 
portunity of  doing  so — nor  more  than  twice,  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Presiding  Officer. 

Rale  X VI. — Should  more  than  one  member  rise  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  determine  which  is  entitled  to 
the  floor,  and  no  member  shall  interrupt  the  business  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  in  any  manner  disturb  another  in  his  speech,  unless  to  call 
him  to  order  for  words  spoken,  or  rules  infringed.. 

Rale  XVII. — Any  member  called  to  order  while  speaking,  shall 
resume  his  seat,  and  the  debate  shall  forthwith  be  suspended  until  the 
point  of  order  thus  raised  be  determined  ; nor  shall  such  member 
speak  upon  such  point  of  order,  unless  it  be  to  make  necessary  ex- 
planations, or  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Rale  XV lit  — The  decision  of  the  Presiding  Officer  on  questions 
of  order  shall  be  without  debate,  unless,  entertaining  doubts  on  the 
point,  he  should  invite  it ; and  on  such  questions  alone  shall  he  have 
the  privilege  of  speaking  from  the  Chair. 

Rule  XIX.—  In  all  cases  where  a member  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Chair,  he  shall  use  the  words  following,  and  none  other, 
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unless  it  be  for  necessary  explanation  : — “ Most  Worthy  Grand  Mauler, 
/ respectfully  appeal  tram  the  decision  of  the  Chair  to  the  Grand  Lodge," 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  shall,  after  such  explanation  as  the  Presiding 
Officer  may  deem  necessary,  proceed  forthwith  to  consider  and  vote 
upon  the  question  : — “ Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Grand  Lodge 

Rule  XX. — Any  member  who  may  have  been  ruled  out  of  order 
for  manifestation  of  temper,  or  improper  feeling,  must  apologize  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  or  to  any  aggrieved  party,  if  required  so  to  do  by  the 
Presiding  Officer  ; and  shall  not  speak  again  on  the  pending  question? 
except  to  explain  and  apologize,  unless  specially  permitted  so  to  do  by 
the  Presiding  Officer. 

Rule  XXI. — Visiting  Past  Grands,  not  members  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  may  address  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  receiving  permission  to  that 
effect  from  the  Presiding  Officer. 

Rule  XXII. — During  the  continuance  of  a meeting,  the  utmost 
decorum  shall  be  observed  ; and  no  one  shall  retire  from  the  room 
without  the  permission  of  the  Presiding  Officer, 

Rule  XXIII. — A motion  to  alter  or  suspend  the  Order  of  Pro- 
cedure, as  contained  in  ltnle  II.,  for  the  remainder  of  a meeting,  may? 
at  any  time,  be  carried  bj7  a unanimous  vote,  or,  if  as  many  as  five 
members  call  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  to  sustain  it,  by  a vote  of  not  less 
than  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting  thereon  ; but  no 
motion  to  suspend  or  alter  such  Order  of  Procedure  for  a longer  term, 
shall  at  any  time  be  put  to  vote. 

A motion  to  alter  or  suspend  the  Order  of  Business  for 
the  remainder  of  a meeting  may  at  any  time  be  carried  by  a two- 
third  vote,  but  no  motion  to  suspend  or  alter  any  such  order  of  busi- 
ness for  a longer  term  shall  at  any  time  be  put  to  vote. — Adopted  1870. 

Rule  XXIV. — These  Rules  of  Order,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
only  be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  annulled,  (except  in  the  case 
provided  for  by  Rule  XXIII.),  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
West,  in  the  same  mode  as  required  in  Article  IX.,  of  the  foregoing 
Constitution. 
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PREAMBLE. 

For  tlie  purpose  of  ensuring,  as  much  as  possible,  uniformity  in  the 
administration  of  tlie  privileges,  honors  and  benefits  of  the  Independ- 
ent Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  within  its  Jurisdiction,  the  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West — the  Superior  Tribunal  of  all  Lodges 
within  the  limits  of  the  Province  of  Canada  West — doth  hereby  ordain 
the  following  Articles,  as  the  Constitution  of  all  Subordinate  Lodges 
working  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE  AND  POWERS. 

This  Lodge  will  be  constituted  of  at  least  Five  Members  of  the 

Scarlet  Degree,  and  shall  be  hailed  and  entitled,  “ 

Lodge,  No. , I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Canada  West,”* 

and  shall  possess  the  full  powers  and  privileges  of  a Subordinate  Lodge, 
holding  a legal,  unreclaimed  and  valid  Charter,  duly  granted,  and  for- 
mally presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 


ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

SECTION  I. — ADMISSION. 

Clause  1.— Candidates  for  Membership  in  this  Lodge  must  be  more 
han  21,  and  not  over  50  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  in 
sound  health. 

* This  was  changed  to  the.  Province  of  Ontario  at  Session  1868. 
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[Candidates  for  Membership  by  Initiation  in  this  Lodge  must  be  21 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  in  sound  health,  aud  resi- 
dents -within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge  at  least  six  months.— Adop- 
ted 1870.] 

Clause  2. — Every  proposition  for  Membership  must  be  submitted  in 
writing  by  a Brother  of  this  Lodge,  and  must  state  the  name  of  the 
Applicant,  and  his  residence,  age,  and  occupation,  supported  by  a refer- 
ence to  at  least  one  other  Member  of  the  Lodge. 

Clause  3. — The  proposition  so  made  shall  be  referred  to  a Com- 
mittee of  three  Brothers,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  N.  G., 
and  one  by  the  Y.  G.,  and  who  shall  report  thereon  at  the  next  Meet- 
ing. 

Clause  4. — A ballot  shall  be  taken  on  the  proposition,  immediately 
after  the  presentation  of  such  report ; when,  if  less  than  three  black 
balls  be  found,  the  candidate  shall  be  accepted  ; if  three  or  more,  he 
shall  be  rejected,  and  so  declared. 

Clause  5. — Any  Brother  or  Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  desirous  of  joining 
this  Lodge,  must  present  a Card  of  Clearance,  from  the  Lodge  of 
which  he  was  previously  a Member  ; and  his  application  shall  then  be 
disposed  of  according  to  the  above  regulations. 

[Any  Brother  or  Ancient  Odd  Fellow,  desirous  of  joining 
this  Lodge  must  present  a Card  of  Clearance  or  Dismissal  Certifi- 
cate from  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  previously  a member  ; and  his 
application  shall  then  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  above  regulations. 
— Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  6. — Every  Member,  on  his  admission,  shall  sign  a promise 
to  support  and  abide  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge, 
and  to  pay  all  legal  demands  against  him,  so  long  as  he  shall  remain 
a Member. 

Clause  7. — Any  Candidate  requiring  admission,  more  than  eight 
weeks  after  his  election,  must  be  again  proposed  and  ballotted  for,  as 
in  the  case  of  a new  candidate. 

[Any  Candidate  requiring  admission,  more  than  thirteen  weeks 
after  liis  election  must  be  again  proposed  and  balloted  for,  as  in  the 
case  of  a new  Candidate.— Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  8. — The  rejection  of  any  Candidate  for  Membership  shall 
be  immediately  intimated  to  every  Subordinate  Lodge  within  this  Pro- 
vince, and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West. 

[The  rejection  of  any  Candidate  for  membership  shall  be  immedi- 
ately intimated  to  every  Subordinate  Eodge  in  the  City,  Town  or  Vil- 
lage, in  which  such  rejection  takes  place. — Adopted  1870  ] 

[The  rejection  of  any  candidate  for  membership  shall  be 
intimated  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario 
at  the  end  of  each  month  during  which  the  rejection  takes  place,  and, 
that  in  cities  and  towns  where  there  are  two  or  more  Lodges,  notice 
shall  also  be  sent  to  each  of  them  during  the  week  of  such  rejection. — 
Adopted  1872.] 
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[The  rejection  of  any  Candidate  for  membership  shall  be 
immediately  'intimated  to  every  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  City, 
town  or  Village  in  which  such  rejection  takes  place,  and  to  the  R.'W. 
Grand  Secretary,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  monthly. — Adopted 
1874.] 

Clause  9. — No  Candidate  who  has  been  rejected  can  be  again  pro- 
posed for  Membership,  until,  at  least,  six  months  after  such  rejection  ; 
and  no  person  who  has  been  twice  rejected  on  application  for  Member- 
ship in  the  Order,  shall  be  again  proposed  as  a Candidate. 

[No  Candidate  who  has  been  rejected  can  be  again  pro- 
posed for  Membership,  until,  at  least,  six  months  after  such  rejec- 
tion.— Adopted  1870.] 

SECTION  II. — DEGREES. 

Clause  1. — Every  Brother,  previous  to  his  receiving  any  of  the 
Five  Degrees,  shall  present  a certificate  from  the  P,  S.  that  he  is  not 
m arrears  to  the  Lodge,  and  that  he  has  paid  all  charges  for  the  said 
Degrees,  and  shall  then  be  ballotted  for. 

Clause  2. — If,  on  such  ballot,  his  application  be  opposed  by  more 
than  three  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  be  rejected;  otherwise,  he 
shall  be  considered  eligible,  and  shall  be  admitted  to  tbe  Degree  or  De- 
grees in  question. 

Clause  8. — No  certificate  for  Degree  shall  be  granted  until  after  the 
Candidate  shall  have  paid  the  amount  required  therefor. 

Clause  4. — No  Brother,  having  been  less  than  one  month  in  Mem- 
bership, shall  be  eligible  for  Degrees  ; and  not  more  than  three  De- 
grees shall  be  conferred  on  any  Brother  at  one  and  the  same  meeting. 

[No  Brother  having  been  less  than  one  month  in  membership,  shall 
be  eligible  for  Degrees  ; and  not  more  than  three  Degrees  shall  be  con- 
ferred on  any  Brother  at  one  and  the  same  meeting,  except  by  dispen- 
sation.— Adopted  1874.] 

SECTION  III.— CLEARANCE. 

Clause  1. — Any  Brother  desiring  to  withdraw  from  this  Lodge, 
may  signify  such  desire,  either  personally  in  open  Lodge,  or  by  letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  ; and  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  his 
Card  of  Clearance,  provided  he  be  in  good  standing,  and  clear  of  the 
books . 

[Any  Brother  in  good  standing  and  clear  of  the  books,  desiring  to 
withdraw  from  a Lodge,  may  signify  such  desire  either  personally  in 
open  Lodge,  or  by  a letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  whereupon  the 
Lodge  will  proceed  to  a ballot,  with  ball  ballots  and  a majority  vote  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  the  granting  a Card  of  With- 
drawal. If  a majority  of  the  members  present  refuse  to  grant  such  card, 
the  applicant  therefor  may  tender  a written  resignation  of  his  member- 
ship, and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Secretary,  under  the  Seal 
of  the  Lodge,  a Certificate  that  he  has  resigned  membership,  and  such 
Certificate  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  that  the  Brother  was  in  good 
standing  at  the  time  of  his  resignation ; Provided,  that  upon  the  re- 
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fusal  ot‘  tlie  Card,  the  member  applying  for  the  same  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge. — Adopted  1870.] 

| Should  any  Brother,  receiving  a Card  of  Clearance  from 
this  Lodge,  apply  within  twelve  months  thereafter  to  be  again  admitted 
a Member  of  this  Lodge  and  be  accepted,  the  Lodge  may  remit  in  his 
favor  the  Entrance  Fee,  or  such  proportion  thereof  as  it  may  think  lit. 
— Adopted  1874.] 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

SECTION  I.— ELECTIVE  OFFICERS. 

Clause  1. — The  Elective  Officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  Noble 
Grand,  Vice  Grand,  Secretary,  P.  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  ; and  the 
Lodge  may  also  provide,  by  its  By-Laws,  for  the  election  of  a Degree 
Master  and  a Physician. 

Clause  2. — Any  Brother  to  be  nominated  for  the  office  of  D.  M., 
must  bo  a P.  G.,  having  the  three  P.  O.  Degrees  ; for  the  office  of  N. 
G.,  a Y.  G.,  or  P.  Y.  G.,  for  the  office  of  Y.  G,,  a Secretary,  Past  Secre- 
tary, or  a Brother  who  has  completed,  or  is  then  serving,  a second 
term  in  some  inferior  office  or  offices  in  this  Lodge  ; and  no  Brother 
shall  be  eligible  to  any  of  tlie  other  elective  offices,  unless  he  shall 
have  served  at  least  two  terms  in  some  appointed  office,  and  shall  have 
attained  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

[Any  Brother  to  be  nominated  for  the  office  of  D,  M.,  must 
be  a P.  G.,  having  the  three  P.  O.  Degrees  ; for  the  office  of  N. 
G.,  a V.  G..  or  P.  V.  G.;  and  all  other  Elective  Officers,  except  Physi- 
cian, a Brother  who  has  served  at  least  tweuty-six  nights  in  some  in- 
ferior office,  and  has  attained  to  the  Scarlet  Degree.— Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  3. — No  Officer  except  the  P.  S.,  Treasurer,  or  Physician, 
shall  be  proposed  for  re-election  to  the  same  office,  if  any  other  quali- 
fied Brother  be  in  nomination  therefor,  until  two  terms  after  passing 
through  the  chair  in  question. 

[All  officers  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.— Adopted  1870,] 

Clause  4. — Nominations  for  tlie  Elective  Offices  shall  be  made  only 
at  the  two  meetings  next  preceding  that  fixed  for  the  Elections  thereto, 
except  when  the  nominees  for  an  office  are  all  absent  without  excuse, 
or  decline  serving. 

Clause  5. — No  Brother  shall  be  nominated  who  has  not  signified  his 
willingness  to  accept  the  office  for  which  he  has  been  named  ; and  no 
nomination  shall  be  held  to  be  in  force,  on  proceeding  to  election,  unless 
the  Brother  so  nominated  be  then  present,  or  have  sent  to  the  Lodge  a 
sufficient  excuse  in  writing. 

Clause  G. — The  Election  of  Officers  shall  take  place  at  the  last  re- 
gular meeting  in  each  term,  except  in  the  case  of  the  D.  M.,  P.  S.,  and 
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Physician,  who  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a term  of  six  or  twelve 
months,  as  the  Lodge  by  its  By-Laws  determines. 

Clause  7. — If,  for  any  Elective  Office,  only  one  Brother  shall  be  in 
nomination,  such  brother  shall  be  declared  elected  by  acclamation  ; 
should  there  be  two  or  more  candidates  duly  nominated,  the  members 
present  shall  proceed  to  elect  one  of  such  candidates  by  ballot. 

[If,  for  any  elective  office,  only  one  Brother  shall  be  in  nom- 
ination, such  Brother  shall  be  ballotted  for  by  some  member,  and 
declared  elected  unanimously  ; should  there  be  two  or  more  candidates 
duly  nominated,  the  members  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  one  of  such 
candidates  by  ballot. — Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  8. — A majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast,  shall  be  necessary 
to  election  ; should  there  be  no  choice  of  an  officer  at  any  ballot,  a 
new  ballot  shall  forthwith  take  place,  and  after  each  ballot,  the  name 
of  the  candidate  who  may  have  received  the  smallest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  withdrawn. 

SECTION  II. — APPOINTED  OFFICERS. 

Clause  1.— The  appointed  Officers  of  this  Lodge'  shall  be  W,  C., 
O.  G.,  I.  G-,  R.  S.  N.  G.,  L.  S.  N.  G.,  R.  S.  V.  G.,  L.  S.  V.  G.,  and  R- 
and  L.  S.  S ; and  the  Lodge  may,  at  its  option,  add  a Chaplain. 

Clause  2.— These  Officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  N.  G.,  imme- 
diately after  his  installation  ; except  the  R.  and  L.  S.  V.  G.,  who  shall 
be  nominated  at  the  same  period  by  the  Y.  G. 

[These  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  N.  G.,  immediately  after 
his  installation,  except  the  R.  and  L.  S.  Y.  G.,  who  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  sa  me  period  by  the  Y.  G. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  8. — All  Brothers  appointed  as  Officers  must  be  in  good 
standing,  and  the  W.  and  O.  G.  must  have  attained  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

[All  Brothers  appointed  as  Officers  must  be  in  good  standing  and 
the  W.  O.  G.,  and  I.  G.,  must  have  attained  the  Scarlet  Degree. — 
Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  4. — The  N.  G.,  with  the  consent  of  the  Lodge,  mav  appoint 
as  O.  G.,  a Brother  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  belonging  to  any  other  Lodge. 

SECTION  III, — VACANCIES. 

Clause  1.— Any  office,  the  occupant  of  which  may  have  been  absent 
without  satisfactory  excuse  for  four  successive  regular  meetings,  mav 
be  declared  vacant  by  vote  of  the  Lodge,  on  a motion  to  that  effect  ; 
provided  notice  of  such  motion  has  been  given  at  the  regular  meeting 
previous  to  that  at  which  the  vote  is  taken. 

[Any  office,  the  occupant  of  which  may  have  been  absent  without 
satisfactory  excuse  “from  three  successive  regular  meetings,  may  be  de- 
clared vacant  by  vote  of  the  Lodge,  on  motion  to  that  effect ; provided 
notice  of 'such  motion  has  been  given  at  the  regular  meeting  previous 
to  that  at  which  the  vote  is  taken. — Adopted  1870.] 
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Clause  2. — Any  Vacancy  in  Office  shall  be  filled  by  election  or  ap- 
pointment as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  manner  as  provided  for  in  the 
previous  Sections ; and  Brothers,  so  elected  or  appointed,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  privileges  of  the  office,  provided  they  complete  the 
Term. 

SECTION  IV. — DUTIES  AND  POWERS. 

Clause  1. — The  Officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  perform  such  duties, 
and  be  invested  with  such  powers,  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Charge- 
Books  and  Usages  of  the  Order,  and  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Clause  2. — This  Lodge  shall  have  authority  to  add  thereto  such 
duties  and  powers  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  clause  of  this  Section. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

SESSIONS,  TERMS  AND  RETURNS. 

SECTION  I. — SESSIONS. 

Clause  1. — This  Lodge  shall  hold  its  Meetings  weekly,  on  such 
evening  and  at  such  hour  as  may  be  provided  by  its  By-Laws. 

[This  Lodge  shall  hold  its  meetings  weekly  or  semi-monthly,  on 
such  evening  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  provided  by  its  By-Laws  ; 
provided  always,  that  as  decided  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  twenty-six  nights  service  be  required  as  the  term  of  office. — 
Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  2. — Special  Sessions  may  be  called  by  the  N.  G.,  such  no- 
tice thereof  being  given  as  may  be  required  by  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Lodge. 

[Special  Sessions  may  be  called  by  the  N.  G.,  such  notice  thereof 
being  given  as  may  be  required  by  the  Bv-Laws  of  the  Lodge.  The 
notice  shall  contain  the  particular  reason  for  calling  the  same,  and  no 
business  but  that  expressed  in  such  notice  shall  be  entered  upon  at  such 
special  meeting.  —Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  8. — No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  regular  or  spe- 
cial meeting  unless  at  least  five  members  of  this  Lodge  be  then  pre- 
sent ; nor  otherwise  than  according  to  the  Rules  of  Order  annexed  to 
this  Constitution. 

Clause  4. — Members  of  other  Lodges  may  be  admitted  as  visitors, 
provided  they  give  the  Pass-word  for  the  term,  or  are  introduced  by  an 
Officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

[Members  of  the  Order  may  be  admitted  as  visitors,  pro- 
vided they  give  the  Pass-Word  for  the  current  Term,  upon  presen- 
tation of  a proper  Card,  or  are  introduced  by  an  Elective  Officer  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. — Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  5. — This  Lodge  shall  have  no  power  to  resolve  itself,  at  any 
time,  into  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
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SECTION  II. — TERMS. 

Clause  1. — The  Terms  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  Semi-Annual,  and 
shall  commence  on  the  first  regular  meetings  in  July  and  January 
respectively ; should  the  D.  M.,  P.  S.,  or  Physician,  be  elected  semi- 
annually, their  Terms  shall  commence  at  the  first  regular  meetings  in 
July  and  January  respectively  ; and,  if  annually,  then  at  the  first  re- 
gular meeting  in  July. 

[The  Terms  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  Semi-Annual  or  Annual,  as 
provided  by  its  By-Laws,  and  shall  commence  on  the  first  regular 
meetings  in  July  and  January  respectively  if  semi-annual ; and  on  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  July,  if  annual.  Should  the  D.  JVL,  P.  S.,  or 
Physician,  be  elected  semi-annually,  theii;  Terms  shall  commence  at 
the  first  regular  meetings  in  July  and  January  respectively;  and,  if 
annually,  then  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  July. — Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  2. — Every  Term  shall  be  held  to  close  on  the  day  on  which 
the  succeeding  one  may  commence. 

SECTION  III. — RETURNS. 

Clause  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  last  Past  Officers  to  prepare 
and  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  C.  W.,  immediately  on  the  ex- 
piry of  their  Term  of  Office,  a regular  return  of  the  work  of  such 
Term,  with  the  result  of  the  Election  of  Officers,  &c.,  in  accordance 
with  such  blank  form  of  Quarterly  Return,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may 
from  time  to  time  direct  to  be  used. 

[It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  last  Past  Officers  to  prepare 
and  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Ontario  immediately  on 
the  expiry  of  their  Term  of  Office,  a regular  return  of  the  work  of 
such  Term,  with  the  result  of  the  Election  of  Officers,  &c.,  in  accord- 
ance with  such  blank  form  of  Semi-Annual  Return,  as  the  Graud  Lodge 
may  from  time  to  time  direct  to  be  used. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  2. — Such  Semi-Annual  Return  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge,  not  being  more  than  10  per  cent,  on  the 
Receipts  of  this  Lodge,  as  shown  by  the  Return,  exclusive  of  the 
amount  received  on  account  of  the  W.  and  O.  Fund. 

[Such  semi-annual  return  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  amount 
due  the  Grand  Lodge  : the  same  being  25  cents  for  each  unsuspen- 
ded Member  on  said  return. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  3.  —It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Officers  for  the  Term 
ending  on  the  30th  June  in  every  jrear,  to  forward  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
a Return  of  the  Relief  granted  during  the  year  cndiug  as  above,  with 
such  other  particulars  as  may  be  contained  in  such  blank  form  of  An- 
nual Return,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Clause  4. — A fine  of  ten  shillings  shall  be  payable  by  this  Lodge 
for  every  month  that  may  elapse  after  the  close  of  auy  Semi-Annual 
Term  previous  to  the  Returns  required  by  this  Section  being  placed  in 
possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

E 
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[A  lino  of  two  dollars  sliall  be  payable  by  this  Lodge 
every  month  that  may  elapse  after  the  close  of  any  Semi-Annu 
term  previous  to  the  Returns  required  by  Clause  3 being  placed  in  th 
possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge. — Adopted  1870.] 

Glume  5. — Should  this  Lodge  or  the  Officers  thereof,  fail  to  make 
the  Returns  required  by  the  preceding  Clauses,  for  twelve  months,  it 
shall  thereby  become  liable  to  the  forfeiture  of  its  Charter  ; and  it  shal^ 
be  the  duty  of  the  last  installed  Officers  to  transmit  or  surrender  to  the 
Grand  Master,  on  requisition  from  him  to  that  effect,  (or  to  such  other 
Brother  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master, 
to  receive  the  same,)  the  Charter,  books,  papers,  furniture  and  funds  of^ 
the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

FUNDS. 

SECTION  II. — CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Clause  1. — There  shall  be  two  regular  Funds  of  this  Lodge,  to  be 
known  respectively  as  the  Widows  and  Orphans’  Fund  and  the  General 
Benefit  Fund  ; and  the  Lodge  may  provide,  by  its  By-Laws,  for  the 
institution  of  a Special  Fund  or  Funds  for  any  of  the  benevolent  pur- 
poses contemplated  by  the  Order  : provided  always  that  in  the  case 
of  every  such  Special  Fund,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account 
thereof  shall  be  kept  altogether  distinct  from  the  Regular  Funds  here- 
by established. 

Clause  2. — The  Entrance  Fee  of  this  Lodge  must  be  paid  in  every 
case  previous  to  the  admission  of  the  Candidate,  and  shall  not  be  less 
than  One  Pound  Five  Shillings. 

[The  Entrance  Fee  of  this  Lodge  must  be  paid  in  every  case 
previous  to  the  admission  of  the  Candidate,  and  shall  not  be  less 
than  Five  Dollars. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  3, — The  Charges  for  Degrees  shall  not  be  at  a less  rate 
than  Five  Shillings  for  each  of  the  five  Degrees  ; and  all  monies  receiv- 
ed on  account  of  Degree  Charges  shall  be  applied  to  the  General  Benefit 
Fund. 

[The  Charges  for  Degrees  shall  not  be  at  a less  rate  than 
One  Dollar  for  each  of  the  five  Degrees  ; and  all  monies  received 
on  account  of  Degree  Charges  shall  be  applied  to  the  General  Benefit 
Fund.— Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  4. — The  Contributions  of  each  Member  to  the  Regular 
Benefit  Fuuds  of  this  Lodge,  shall  be  determined  bjT  the  By-Laws, 
but  shall  not  be  at  a less  rate  than  Seven  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per 
Quarter  ; one  third  of  whatever  may  be  the  Quarterly  Contribution  to 
the  Benefit  Funds  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans’  Fund,  and  the  remaining  two-tliirds  to  the  credit  of  the  Gen- 
eral Benefit  Fund. 
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Amended  so  as  to  read,  one-fifth  of  whatever  may  be  the 
quarterly  contribution  to  the  Benefit  Funds,  shall  be  placed  to  ,tho 
credit  of  the  Widow  and  Orphans’  Fund,  and  the  remaining  four-fifths 
to  the  credit  of  the  General  Benefit  Fund. — 1882. 

[The  contributions  of  each  member  to  the  regular  Bene- 
fit Funds  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  determined  by  the  By-Laws,  but 
shall  not  bo  at  less  rate  than  One  Dollar  per  Quarter.  This  Lodge 
shall  place  such  portion  of  its  general,  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  W. 
and  O.  Fund,  as  it  may  see  fit,  provided  it  be  not  less  than  one-fifth 
nor  more  than  one-third,  the  remainder  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  general  benefit  fund. — Adopted  1872.] 

[The  Contributions  of  each  Member  to  the  regular  Bene- 
fit Funds  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  determiued  by  the  By-Laws,  but 
shall  not  bo  at  a less  rate  than  One  Dollar  per  Quarter.  This  Lodge 
shall  place  such  portion  of  its  Quarterly  Dues  to  the  credit  of  the  W. 
and  0.  Fund  as  it  may  see  fit,  provided  it  be  not  less  than  one-fifth  nor 
more  than  one-third,  the  remainder  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
General  Benefit  Fund. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  5. — The  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  of  enacting  such  Fee3 
for  Visiting  and  Clearance  Cards,  (to  be  applied  to  the  General  Fund) 
and  such  Fines  for  neglect  of  duty,  &c.,  (to  be  applied  to  the  Widows 
and  Orphans’  Fund,)  as  may  be  determined  by  the  By  Law3. 

SECTION  II. — DISBURSEMENTS. 

Clause  1. — Every  member,  qualified  as  required  by  the  By-Laws, 
if  rendered  incapable  of  following  his  usual  occupation,  by  sickness  or 
other  disability,  not  occasioned  by  immoral  conduct  on  his  part,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  General  Fund,  such  weekly  Sick  Bene- 
fit as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws  ; Provided  always  that  such  weekly 
Benefit  shall  in  no  case  exceed  three  times  the  quarterly  contribution 
required  from  each  member  to  the  General  Benefit  Fund,  and  that  this 
Lodge  shall  not  be  held  to  pay  such  Benefit  for  any  term  of  sickness 
shorter  than  one  week,  unless  specially  so  provided  by  its  By-Laws. 

[Every  member,  qualified  as  required  by  the  By  laws,  if  rendered 
incapable  of  following  his  usual  occupation,  by  sickness  or  disability 
not  occasioned  by  immoral  conduct  on  his  part,  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  General  Fund  such  weekly  Sick  Benefit  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  By-Laws  ; and  that  this  Lodge  shall  not  be  held  to  pay  such 
benefit  for  any  term  of  sickness  shorter  than  one  week,  unless  specially 
so  provided  by  its  By-Laws. — Adopted  1874] . 

Clause  2. — In  case  of  the  death  of  a Brother,  qualified  as  required 
by  the  By-Laws,  there  shall  be  paid  to  his  nearest  of  kin  or  other  legal 
representative,  from  the  General  Fund,  towards  defraying  the  funeral 
expenses,  such  sum,  not  being  less  than  Five  Pounds,  nor  more  than 
Twelve  Pounds  Ten  Shillings,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Lodge. 

[In  case  of  the  death  of  a Brother,  qualified  as  required  by  the 
By-Laws,  there  shall  be  paid  to  his  nearest  of  kin  or  other  legal  repre-  ■ 
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sentative,  from  the  General  Fund,  towards  defraying  the  funeral  ex- 
penses. such  sum,  not  being  less  than  Twenty  Dollars,  nor  more  than 
Fifty  Dollars,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge. — Adopted 
1870.] 

Clause  8. — The  Lodge  may  provide  by  its  By-Laws  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a Funeral  Benefit  to  a duly  qualified  Brother,  on  the  demise 
of  his  wile,  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  her  funeral  : Provided 
such  Funeral  Benefit  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  amount  payable 
by  the  Lodge  for  a Funeral  Benefit  under  Clause  2 of  this  Section. 

Clause  4. — The  Lodge  shall,  by  its  By-Baws,  make  such  provisions 
as  shall  seem  meet  for  the  relief  of  Brothers  in  a state  of  pecuniary 
distress  ; Provided  that  such  relief  shall  be  applied  from  no  other  than 
the  General  Fund,  and  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  Twelve  Pounds 
Ten  Shillings. 

[The  Lodge  shall,  by  its  By-Laws,  make  such  provisions  as 
as  shall  seem  meet  for  the  relief  of  Brothers  in  a state  of  pecuniary 
distress : Provided  such  relief  be  applied  from  no  other  than  the 
General  Funds,  and  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars. — 
Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  5. — The  Lodge  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans’  Fund,  for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Brothers  of  this  Lodge,  by  annuity  or  otherwise, 
as  it  shall  see  fit  ; Provided  always  that  no  annuity  shall  exceed  the 
amount  that  would  be  contributed  by  any  one  member,  to  such  Widows 
and  Orphans’  Fund  within  the  space  of  twenty  years,  under  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Lodge  ; and  that,  if  relief  be  otherwise  given,  the  amount 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  four  times  the  limit  thus  fixed  for  annuities. 

[The  Lodge  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans’  Fund,  for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Brothers  of  this  Lodge,  by  annuity  or  otherwise, 
as  it  shall  see  fit  ; Provided  always  that  no  annuity  shall  exceed  the 
amount  that  would  be  contributed,  by  any  one  member,  to  such  Widows 
and  Orphans’  Fund,  within  the  space  of  twenty-five  years,  under  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  ; and  that,  if  relief  be  otherwise  given,  the 
amount  3liall  in  no  case  exceed  four  times  the  limit  thus  fixed  for 
annuities. — Adopted  1870.] 

[The  Lodge  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphan’s  Fund,  for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  deceased  Brothers  of  this  Lodge,  by  annuity  or  other- 
wise, as  it  shall  see  fit. — Adopted  1874.] 

ARTICLE  VI. 

PENALTIES  AND  TRIAL. 

SECTION  I. — PENALTIES. 

Clause  1.— Any  Brother  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  principles  of 
the  Order,  or  infringe  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws,  of  this  Lodge  shall 
be  subject  to  be  fined,  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled,  as  the  By- 
Laws  may  direct,  ancient  usage  require  or  the  Lodge  determine. 
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Clause  2. — Every  Brother  charged  with  any  offence  involving  re- 
primand, suspension  or  expulsion,  (unless  for  non-payment  of  dues,) 
shall  be  entitled  to  a fair  trial,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  II.  of  this  Article. 

[Every  Brother  charged  with  any  offence  involving  repri- 
mand, suspension  or  expulsion,  (unless  for  non-payment  of  dues,) 
shall  be  entitled  to  a fair  trial,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Clause  2,  of  Sec.  II.,  of  this  Article. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  3. — When  any  Brother,  suspended  for  an  indefinite  period, 
for  any  other  cause  than  non-payment  of  dues,  desires  to  be  re-mstated, 
his  case  shall  be  referred  to  a Committee  of  five  Brothers,  who,  after 
due  investigation,  shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  ; and  if  a 
majority  of  the  members  then  present  shall  vote  in  his  favor,  he  shall 
thereupon  be  declared  eligible  for  re-instatement. 

[When  any  Brother,  suspended  for  a definite  period,  desires 
to  be  reinstated,  his  case  may  be  referred  to  a Committee  of 
five  Brothers,  who,  after  due  investig  ition,  shall  report  at  the  next  re- 
gular meeting  ; and  if  a majority  of  the  members  then  present  shall 
vote  in  his  favor,  he  shall  thereupon  be  declared  eligible  for  re-instate- 
ment.— Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  4. — No  Brother  shall  be  re-instated,  until  he  shall  have 
paid  all  arrearages  against  him  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  and  all 
dues  that  may  have  accrued  since  then. 

The  above  was  struck  out  entirely  in  1874. 

Clause  5 to  become  Clause  4,  and  the  rest  of  the  Clauses  re-num- 
bered.— Adopted  1874, 

Clause  5. — Notice  of  every  suspension,  expulsion,  or  re  instate- 
ment, shall  forthwith  be  transmitted  to  every  Subordinate  Lodge 
within  this  Province. 

[At  the  end  of  every  month,  the  Recording  Secretary  shall 
fill  out  and  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  a list  containing  the 
names  of  members  reinstated  during  the  month,  also  of  those  who 
have  ceased  membership  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  the  names  of 
members  suspended  and  expelled  during  the  same  time,  in  each  case 
giving  date  and  cause  of  suspension  and  expulsion. — Adopted  1873.] 

Clause  6. — No  Brother  who  has  been  legally  expelled  shall  be  again 
admitted  to  Membership,  until  after  the  s^me  procedure  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  Clause  3 of  this  Section,  and  the  obtaining  of  the  consent 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.' 

[No  Brother  who  has  been  legally  expelled,  or  who  has 
ceased  to  be  a member  for  non-payment  of  dues,  except  members  of 
defunct  Lodges  shall  be  again  admitted  to  membership  in  any  Lodge 
of  this  Order  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was  ex- 
pelled or  dropped,  and  in  no  case  shall  he  be  re-admitted  without  com- 
pliance with  all  the  forms  for  new  applicants,  except  the  ceremony  of 
initiation. — Adopted  1870.] 
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SECTION  II.— TRIALS 

Clause  1. — No  Member  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  put  on  trial,  unless 
charges  duly  specifying  his  alleged  offense  shall  first  be  submitted  to 
the  Lodge  in  writing,  by  one  or  more  Brothers  of  the  Order  in  good 
standing. 

Clause  2. — Any  charge  or  charges,  so  preferred,  shall  be  referred 
to  a Committee  of  five  Members,  of  whom  three  shall  be  a quorum,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot ; which  Committee  shall,  with  as  little  delay  as  the 
case  will  admit,  summon  the  parties,  and  examine  and  determine  the 
matter  in  question. 

[Any  charge  or  charges  so  preferred,  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  five  Members,  of  whom  three  shall  be  a quorum,  to 
be  chosen  by  ballot ; which  Committee  shall,  with  as  little  delay  as  the 
case  will  admit,  furnish  the  accused  with  a copy  of  the  charge  or 
charges,  summon  the  parties,  and  examine  and  determine  the  matter 
in  question.  In  selecting  this  Committee,  only  one  name  shall  be 
written  upon  any  ballot. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  3. — Should  the  decision  of  the  Committee  not  involve  the 
suspension  or  expulsion  of  a Member,  and  should  no  appeal  be  made 
therefrom,  it  shall  be  final,  without  further  action  from  the  Lodge. 

Clause  4. — Should  the  Committee  be  convinced  of  the  necessity  of 
suspending  or  expelling  a Member,  a motion  to  that  effect  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Lodge  by  three  of  their  number,  in  their  name. 

[Should  the  Committee  be  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  suspend- 
ing or  expelling  a member,  a motion  to  that  effect  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Lodge  by  three  or  more  of  their  number,  in  their  name. — 
Adopted  1874.] 

Clause  5. — Any  motion  for  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a Mem- 
ber shall  be  announced  at  the  two  regular  meetings  previous  to  that  on 
which  it  is  to  be  decided,  which  last  meeting  the  Brother  under  charges 
shall  be  summoned  to  attend  ; and  at  the  time  so  appointed,  whether 
the  implicated  Brother  be  present  or  not,  the  Lodge  may  proceed  to 
consider  and  determine  the  question. 

Clause  6. — The  Lodge  shall  have  the  power,  at  the  meeting  ap- 
pointed for  the  decision,  to  vary  the  penalty  to  one  less  severe  than 
that  contained  in  the  motion  submitted  by  the  Committee. 

[The  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  at  the  meeting  appointed  for  the 
decision,  to  vary  the  penalty  to  one  more  or  less  severe  than  that  con- 
tained in  the  motion  submitted  by  the  Committee. — Adopted  1874,] 

SECTION  III. — APPEALS. 

Clause  1. — Any  party  interested  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Lodge,  from  the  decision  of  a Committee,  given  under  Clause  3 of 
the  preceding  section  ; and  notice  of  the  meeting  appointed  for  trying 
the  appeal,  shall  be  given  at  least  one  regular  meeting  previous. 
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Clause  2. — On  the  evening  appointed,  the  Committee  shall  present 
to  the  Lodge,  in  writing,  the  grounds  on  which  their  decision  was 
founded,  and  the  parties  interested  shall  have  the  privilege  of  being 
heard  before  the  Lodge  ; and  the  decision  shall  then  be  confirmed,  an- 
nulled, or  modified,  as  a majority  of  the  members  present  shall  deter- 
mine. 

Clause  3, — Any  party  interested  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  West  on  the  ground  of  informality  or  want  of  fairness  ; and 
if  such  informality  or  want  of  fairness  be  proved — but  not  otherwise — 
the  Lodge  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  a new  trial  on 
the  same  charges,  in  the  mode  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section. 

[Any  party  interested  may  appeal  te  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario, 
on  the  ground  of  informality  or  want  of  fairness ; and  if  such  infor- 
mality or  want  of  fairness  be  proved — but  not  otherwise — the  Lodge 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  a new  trial  on  the  same 
charges,  in  the  mode  provided  for  in  Clauses  1 to  6,  of  Sec.  II.,  of  this 
Article. — Adopted  1870.] 

[Any  party  interested  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario, 
on  the  ground  of  informality  or  want  of  fairness;  and  if  such  infor- 
mality or  want  of  fairness  be  proved,  but  not  otherwise,  the  Lodge 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  a new  trial  on  the  same 
charges,  in  the  mode  provided  for  in  Clauses  7 to  12  of  this  Article; 
Provided  always  that  such  appeal  be  forwarded  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  final  action  of  the 
Lodge  in  the  matter  to  be  appealed  against. — Adoptod  1874.] 


ARTICLE  VII. 

REGALIA  AND  JEWELS. 

SECTION  I. — REGALIA. 

Clause  1. — The  Regalia  of  Members  belonging  to  this  Lodge  shall 
be  as  follows  : — For  the  Initiatory  Degree,  a plain  white  apron  ; for  the 
higher  Degrees,  white  aprons  and  collars  trimmed  with  the  emblematic 
color  of  each  Degree — i.  e.,  first,  white ; second,  pink  ; third,  blue  ; 
fourth,  green  ; fifth,  scarlet ; rosettes  of  the  appropriate  colors  may  be 
worn  on  the  collars. 

[The  regalia  of  the  Order  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit : Col- 

lars of  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  white,  trimmed  with  the  em- 
blematic color  of  the  degree  intended  to  be  represented,  namely  . — 
First  degree,  white  ; second  degree,  pink  ; third  degree,  blue  ; fourth 
degree,  green  ; fifth  degree,  scarlet  ; rosettes  of  the  appropriate  colors 
may  be  worn  on  the  collars.  Among  those  who  may  have  attained  the 
Royal  Purple  Degree,  rosettes  composed  of  black,  yellow  and  purple, 
may  be  worn  on  the  collar  either  in  connection  with  the  other  colors  or 
as  a separate  rosette,  The  Noble  Grand  shall  wear  a scarlet  collar  ; 
Vice  Grand,  blue  collar ; Secretary,  Green  collar ; Treasurer,  green 
collar,  each  of  them  trimmed  with  white  or  silver.  Supporters  of  the 
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Noble  Grand,  scarlet  sashes  ; of  the  Vice  Grand,  bine  sashes  ; Warden 
and  Conductor,  black  sashes  ; scene  Supporters,  white  sashes  • Chap- 
lain, white  sash  ; Outside  Guardian,  red  sash  ; Inside  Guardian,  blue 
sash. — Adopted  1870.] 

• Clause  2. — The  Officers’  Regalia  shall  be  as  follows  : — For  Degree 
Master,  Past  Grand’s  Regalia;  Noble  Grand,  scarlet  collar  ; Vice  Grand 
blue  collar  ; Secretary,  Financial  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  green 
collar  ; Physician,  Pink  collar  ; Chaplain,  White  collar  ; (each  of  them 
trimmed  with  white  or  silver  :)  for  Warden  and  Conductor,  black  sash- 
es ; O.  G.  and  Supporters  of  N.  G.  Scarlet  sashes  ; I.  G.  and  Sup- 
porters of  V.  G.  blue  sashes  ; and  Scene  Supporters,  White  sashes  : 
aprons  of  all  Officers  to  be  white,  edged  with  the  color  of  the  collar  or 
sash  indicated  for  the  office,  aad  those  of  the  Elective  Officers  and 
Chaplain  may  also  be  trimmed  with  white  or  silver  ; the  caps  and 
robes  of  Officers  to  correspond  in  color  with  the  collar  or  sash  of  their 
office. 

Clause  8. — All  Officers  shall  wear  the  Regalia  of  their  respective 
offices  while  present  in  the  Lodge,  and  all  members  must  appear  m the 
Regalia  of  the  highest  Degree  they  have  received. 

Clause  4— The  Regalia  of  P.  G.  shall  be  a scarlet  collar  or  sash, 
either  white  edged  with  scarlet  or  scarlet  edged  with  white  ; such 
collar  or  sash  may  be  trimmed  with  silver  lace  or  fringe,  or  where  the 
Brother  has  attained  the  R.  P.  Degree,  with  yellow  metal. 

SECTION  II. — FUNERAL  REGALIA. 

Clause  1. — All  Members  of  this  Lodge,  when  attending,  as  such,  the 
Funeral  of  a deceased  Brother,  shall  wear  on  the  left  breast  a black 
crape  rosette,  having  a centre  of  the  color  of  the  highest  Degree  to 
which  they  may  have  attained,  with  a sprig  of  evergreen  above,  and, 
below,  any  jewel  they  may  be  entitled  to  wear. 

[Funeral  Regalia  consists  of  a black  crape  rosette,  having  a 
centre  of  the  color  of  the  highest  Degree  to  which  the  wearer  has  at- 
tained, to  be  worn  on  the  left  breast,  with  a sprig  of  evergreen  above, 
and  such  jewel  or  jewels  as  the  Brother  may  be  entitled  to  wear,  sus- 
pended below.  Grand  Lodges  may  at  tiieir  discretion,  permit  the 
ordinary  Regalia  to  be  worn  at  funerals,  either  in  connection  with,  or 
as  a substitute  for  this  simple  regalia. — Adopted  1870.] 

Clause  2. — The  ordinary  mourning  badge,  to  be  worn  in  memory  of 
a deceased  Brother  for  one  month  after  his  funeral,  shall  be  a strip 
of  black  crape  or  silk,  passed  through  two  button  holes  of  the  left  lap- 
pel  of  coat. 

[The  ordinary  mourning  badge  to  be  worn  by  Brothers  in  memory 
of  a deceased  Brother,  is  a strip  of  black  crape  passed  through  one 
button  hole  of  the  left  lapp  d of  the  coat  tied  with  a narrow  nbbon  of 
the  color  of  the  highest  degree  the  wearer  has  attained. — Adopted  1870.] 
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[Past  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Encampment  Degrees,  and  all 
other  Members  of  the  Order,  when  visiting  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Lodges  or  Encampments,  are  entitled  to  wear  the  Regalia~and  Jewels 
pertaining  to  the  highest  Degree  they  have  taken.

[The  Encampment  Regalia  (except  by  visitors)  can  only  be  worn 
in  an  Encampment;  but  members  of  a Grand  Lodge  who  have  received 
the  Royal  Purple  Degree  may  wear  colors  of  the  Encampment  in  a 
Grand  Lodge.  —Adopted  1870.] 

SECTION  III. — JEWESS. 

Clause  1. — The  Jewels  of  the  Officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  as 
follows: — For  D.  M.,  a five-pointed  open  star,  with  breastplate  in 
centre;  for  N.  G.,  crossed  gavils  ; for  Y.  G , hour  glass  ; for  Secretary, 
crossed  pens  ; for  Financial  Secretary,  pen  and  key  crossed  ; for  Trea- 
surer, crossed  keys  ; for  Warden,  crossed  axes  ; for  Conductor,  crossed 
staves  ; for  Guardians  crossed  swords  ; the  whole  to  be  of  white  metal. 
Clause  2. — Past  Elective  Officers  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  the 
Jewels  of  the  offices  they  have  passed  respectively,  - together  with  the 
regalia  appertaining  to  the  same,  except  P.  G’s.,  whose  Jewel  shall  be 
a five-pointed  open  star  with  crossed  gavils  in  centre — to  be  of  yellow 
metal,  when  the  P.  G.  has  attained  the  R,  P.  Degree,  otherwise  of 
white  metal. 

[The  Jewel  of  a P.  G.  is  a five-pointed  star , of  Noble  Grand 
Grand,  crossed  gavils ; of  Vice  Grand,  hour  glass  ; of  Secretary,  crossed 
pens  ; of  Treasurer,  crossed  keys  ; of  Warden,  crossed  wands  ; of  Con. 
ductor,  crossed  axes  ; of  Guardian,  crossed  swords  ; all  to  be  of  white 
metal. — Adopted  1870.] 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

BY-LAWS, : ETC. 

SECTION  I. — BY-LAWS. 

Clause  1. — This  Lodge  shall  stand  fully  invested  with  power  to 
adopt,  from  time  to  time,  such  By-laws  and  resolutions  as  may  be 
deemed  expedieut ; Provided  they  do  not  in  any  wise  contravene  any 
part  of  this  Constitution,  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  C.  W..*  or  the  principles  or  custom  of  the  Order. 

Clause  2. — All  such  By-Laws  shall  be  immediately  forwarded  in 
duplicate  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  authenticated  by  the  Seal  of  the 
Lodge,  and  the  signature  of  its  N.  G.  and  Secretary  ; one  copy  to  be  re- 
tained by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  other  to  be  returned  to  the  Lodge, 
certified  as  approved,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be.

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SECTION  II. — DISPENSATIONS. 

Glume  1 . — The  Grand  Lodge,  or,  in  its  recess,  the  Grand  Master, 
shall  have  power  to  grant  Dispensations  to  any  Lodge,  to  exempt  it, 
in  any  particular  case  from  the  operation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  Re- 
gulations, other  than  financial,  whenever  the  said  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Master  may  deem  it  for  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the  Order 
so  to  do. 

Qltiusc  2. — Such  charge  shall  be  made  for  Dispensations  issued 
under  this  Section,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

SECTION  III. AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended  or  annulled,  unless  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  West.* 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Rule  1. — As  soon  as  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  have  taken  the 
Chair,  the  Officers  and  Brothers  present  shall  take  their  respective  sta- 
tions, and  the  Lodge  shall  then  be  opened  in  ancient  form. 

Rule  //. — The  order  of  Procedure,  after  opening,  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  — The  calling  of  the  Roll  of  Officers. 

2.  — The  consideration  of  any  excuses  which  may  be  offered  by 
Absentees  from  previous  meetings. 

3.  — The  reading  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Lodge 
night : the  consideration  of  any  objections  which  may  be  made  to  any 
part  thereof,  and  their  approval,  with  or  without  amendment,  as  the 
case  may  require. 

4.  — The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  Reports  from  the  Visit- 
ing Committee,  or  from  other  Brothers  who  may  have  to  report  the 
fact  of  any  Brother  being  sick  or  in  distress. 

5.  — The  Nomination  or  Election  of  Officers  on  the  evenings  desig- 
nated for  such  Nomination  or  Election. 

6.  — The  receiving  and  consideration  of  Reports  of  Committees  on 
Character,  and  balloting  thereon. 

7.  — The  Initiation  of  Candidates  for  Membership. 

8.  — The  receiving  of  Propositions  for  Membership,  and  their  refer- 
ence te  Committees  on  Character. 

9.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  Reports  of  Officers  or 
Standing  Committees,  which  may  require  to  be  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  By-Laws.

10.  — The  receiving  and  consideration  of  any  Reports  of  Special 
Committees,  in  the  order  of  their  seniority. 

11.  — The  reading  and  consideration  of  Accounts  and  other  Com- 
munications in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary. 

12.  — Good  and  Welfare  : being  first,  Unfinished  business,  in  order, 
of  priority  at  former  Meetings  ; and,  secondly,  New  Business. 

13.  — The  closing  of  the  Lodge. 

Rule  II I. — Any  Member  offering  a motion  must  do  so  in  writing, 
if  a request  to  that  effect  be  made  by  the  Secretary,  the  Presiding  Of- 
ficer, or  the  Lodge. 

Rule  I V. — No  question  shall  be  put  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  unless 
regularly  moved  and  seconded  ; nor  be  open  for  consideration  until  so 
put , and,  when  put,  no  other  motion  shall  be  receivable,  unless  it  be 
a motion — 

1.  — To  adjourn  ; 

2.  — To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

3.  — To  put  the  previous  question 

4.  — To  postpone  ; 

5.  — To  refer  ; or 

6.  — To  amend. 

These  several  motions,  if  made,  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
above  stated,  and  the  first,  second  and  third  thereof,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  V. — The  Previous  Question  shall  be  put  from  the  Chair,  only 
after  it  shall  have  been  ascertained  that  the  call  therefor  is  sustained 
by  a majority  of  the  Members  of  the  Lodge  present,  and  shall  then  al- 
ways be  put  m the  words  following  : — “ Shall  the  question  he  now  put.  /” 
which  words  shall  be  understood  to  have  reference  to  whatever  ques- 
tion may  be  pending,  immediately  before  such  call  for  the  previous 
question  may  have  been  so  made. 

Rule  VI . — If  the  vote  of  the  Lodge,  taken  pursuant  to  such  call  for 
the  previous  question,  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall 
thereupon  forthwith  put  to  vote  the  question  so  pending,  immediately 
beforp  such  call,  and  shall  allow  no  amendment  or  further  debate 
thereon  ; and  if,  on  the  other  hand,  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  be  in  the 
negative,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  be  thereby  precluded  from  putting 
to  vote,  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  term,  the  question  so  pend- 
ing as  aforesaid. 

Rule  VII. — Any  member  may  require  the  division  of  a question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VIII. — When  a blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  shall  first 
be  taken  on  the  highest  sum  or  number,  and  longest  or  latest  time, 
proposed. 
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Rule  IX. — The  Ayes  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  on  the 
call  of  any  member,  duly  seconded. 

Rule  X. — After  any  question,  except  that  of  indefinite  postpone- 
ment or  the  previous  question,  may  have  been  deeided,  any  two  mem- 
•bers,  having  voted  in  the  majority,  may  at  the  same  or  next  regular 
meeting,  move  for  a re-consideration  thereof  ; but  no  discussion  of  the 
main  question  shall  be  allowed  upon  such  motion. 

Rule  XI. — Any  question  decided  by  the  Lodge  shall  not  again  he 
brought  before  it,  otherwise  than  by  re-consideration,  as  provided  in 
the  foregoing  Rule,  unless  notice  thereof  shall  iiave  been  given  at  the 
meeting  immediately  preceding  ; and  such  notice  shall  not  be  received 
during  the  term  in  which  the  question  has  been  decided. 

Rule  XII. — Every  Member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  speaking 
twice  on  any  question,  but  not  oftener,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Pre- 
siding Officer. 

Rule  XIII. — Any  Brother  intending  to  speak  on  a question,  shall 
rise  in  his  place  and  respectfully  address  the  Presiding  Officer,  confin- 
ing himself  to  the  question,  and  avoiding  personalities  ; and  should 
more  than  one  Brother  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Presiding 
Officer  shall  determine  which  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  XIY. — The  Presiding  Officer  or  any  Member,  may  call  a Bro- 
ther to  order  while  speaking  ; and,  in  such  case,  the  debate  shall  be 
forthwith  suspended,  and  the  Brother  so  called  to  order  shall  not  pro- 
ceed, until  the  point  of  order  thus  raised  be  determined,  nor  speak  upon 
such  point  of  order,  unless  it  be  to  make  necessary  explanation,  or  ap  ■ 
peal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Rule  XY. — In  all  cases  where  a Member  may  appeal  from  any  de- 
cision of  the  Chair,  he  shall  use  the  words  following,  and  none  other, 
unless  it  be  for  necessary  explanation  M.  M.,  I respectfully  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  to  the  Rndye  and  the  Lodge  shall,  after 
such  explanation  from  the  Presiding  Officer,  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary, proceed  forthwith  to  consider  and  vote  upon  the  question  : — “ Will 
the  Lilys  sustain  the  decision  of  the  Chair 

Rule  XVI. — Any  Brother  who  may  have  been  called  to  order  for 
manifestation  of  temper,  or  improper  feeling,  must  apologize  to  the 
Lodge  or  to  any  aggrieved  party,  if  required  so  to  do  by  the  Presiding 
Officer  ; and  shall  not  speak  again  on  the  pending  question,  except  to 
explain  or  apologize,  unless  specially  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  Presid- 
ing Officer. 

Rule  XVII. — The  Presiding  Officer,  or  the  Lodge,  may,  at  any 
time,  require  all  members  present  to  vote  upon  any  pending  question, 
or  may  excuse  any  Member  or  Members  from  so  doing. 

Rule  XVIII. — Brothers,  not  Members  of  this  Lodge,  may  address 
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the  Lodge,  on  receiving  permission  to  that  effect  from  the  Presiding  Of- 
ficer. 

Rule  XIX. — No  Brother  shall  retire,  while  the  Lodge  is  open,  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  Presiding  Officer. 

Rule  XX. — A motion  to  suspend  or  alter  the  Order  of  Procedure,  as 
contained  m Rule  II.,  for  the  remainder  of  a meeting,  may,  at  any 
time,  be  carried  by  a unanimous  vote,  or,  if  as  many  as  seven  Members 
call  upon  the  Lodge  to  sustain  it,  by  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  the  Members  present  and  voting  thereon ; but  no  motion  to  suspend 
or  alter  such  Order  of  Procedure  for  a longer  term,  shall  at  any  time  be 
put  to  vote. 

Rule  XXI.— These  Rules,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  only  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  annulled,  (except  in  the  case  provided  for  by 
Rule  XX.)  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West.* 


CONSTITUTION  AND  GENERAL  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE 
FORMATION  AND  GOVERNMENT  OF  DEGREE  LODGES. 


1.  Whenever  it  may  appear  to  the  brethren  of  any  Lodge  or  Lodges 
in  any  District  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  On- 
tario, that  it  would  be  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  Order  to  es- 
tablish a Degree  Lodge  in  such  District,  it  shall  be  proper  for  them  to 
authorize  ten  brothers  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  to  make  a written  appli- 
cation to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  that  effect. 

2.  Such  application  shall  be  signed  by  the  full  number  of  the 
brethren  so  authorized ; and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  Charter  Fee; 
$5;  by  a certificate  from  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  that  the  petitioners  are  pro- 
perly qualified,  and  by  a certificate  over  the  seal  of  the  Lodge  or 
Lodges  with  which  they  are  connected,  that  they  are  members  in  good 
standing,  and  that  they  have  been  duly  authorized  by  their  Lodge  or 
Lodges  to  apply  for  such  Charter. 

3.  On  receipt  of  a formal  application  for  a Charter  as  above  re- 
quired, the  Grand  Master  may  issue  a Warrant  for  the  immediate  es- 
tablishment of  a Degree  Lodge. 

4.  As  soon  as  the  necessary  authority  shall  have  been  obtained 
from  the  Gnand  Master,  the  brethren  petitioning  shall  summon  all 
Scarlet  Degree  members  in  good  standing  in  their  Lodge  or  Lodges 
and  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers  ; after  which  the  D.  D.  G.  M.

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shall  duly  institute  the  Degree  Lodge  and  install  the  officers  elect’ 
after  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  for  the  same. 

5.  A Degree  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  members  in  good  stand- 
ing in  the  Order  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  resident  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Degree  Lodge,  and  all  business  (except  that  of  conferring  the 
1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  Degrees  of  this  Order),  shall  be  transacted  when 
open  in  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

6.  The  Elective  Officers  of  a Degree  Lodge  shall  be  a Degree  Mas- 
Master,  Deputy  Degree  Master,  1st  Assistant  Deputy  Degree  Master, 
2nd  Assistant  Deputy  Degree  Master,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  elected  semi-annually  by  a majority  of  the  votes  polled  for 
that  purpose. 

7.  Nominations  for  Elective  Officers  shall  be  made  upon  the  last 
two  meetings  in  the  months  of  June  and  December  in  each  year. 

8.  Elections  for  the  Elective  Officers  shall  be  held  upon  the  last  re- 
gular meetings  in  the  months  of  June  and  December  in  each  year,  and 
the  installation  of  Officers  shall  take  place  on  the  first  regular  meet- 
ings in  the  months  of  July  and  January  in  each  year. 

9.  The  Appointed  Officers  shall  be  a Warden,  Conductor,  and  Out- 
side and  Inside  Guardians,  to  be  appointed  be  the  Degree  Master,  upon 
the  night  of  his  installation. 

10.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Degree  Master  who 
has  not  received  the  Past  Official  Degree  of  the  Order,  aud  who  is  pot 
a P.  G.  in  good  standing  in  some  Subordinate  Lodge  of  this  Order  in 
Ontario. 

11.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Deputy  Degree 
Master,  who  is  not  a Past  Grand  in  good  standing  in  some  Subordm- 
ato  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 

12.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  the  Degree  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend  or 
expel  a member  when  his  conduct  shall  render  it  necessary,  such  sus- 
pension or  expulsion  to  be  decided  upon  in  accordance  with  the  usages 
of  the  Order  in  Ontario. 

13.  Loss  of  good  standing,  or  suspension  or  expulsion  from  mem- 
bership in  a Subordinate  Lodge,  shall  at  once  similiarly  effect  the  mem- 
ber’s standing  in  the  Degree  Lodge,  and  reinstatement  in  the  Sub- 
ordinate shall  work  reinstatement  in  the  Degree  Lodge. 

14.  The  Degree  Master  shall  preside,  and  shall  have  power  to 
convene  special  meetings,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  pre- 
scribed by  the  official  obligations,  and  the  usages  of  the  Order. 

15.  The  Deputy  Degree  Master  shall  occupy  the  usual  position  of 
V.  G.  ; assist  the  Degree  Master  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  in 
his  absence  shall  preside. 
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1G.  The  1st  A.  D.  D.  Master,  2nd  A.  D.  D.  Master,  Treasurer,  War- 
den, Conductor,  Inside  Guardian  and  Outside  Guardian,  shall  perform 
the  duties  assigned  to  them  at  their  installation,  and  by  the  usages  of 
the  Order. 

17.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  accurate  minutes  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Degree  Lodge,  he  shall  conduct  all  correspondence,  and  report 
promptly  to  their  respective  Lodges,  the  names  of  brothers  upon  whom 
Degrees  are  conferred,  and  also  the  date  and  the  names,  or  numbers  of 
the  Degrees  conferred.  He  shall  make  out  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  in  each  term,  a Report  of  the  Officers  for  the 
current  term,  and  the  numbers  of  each  Degree  conferred,  and  also  of 
the  funds  of  the  Degree  Lodge,  particularizing  the  sources’whence  such 
funds  have  been  derived.  He  shall  enter  in  a separate  book  or  record, 
the  name  or  every  brother  receiving  Degrees,  together  with  the  name 
of  his  Lodge,  and  date  of  receiving  the  said  Degrees,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  his  charge  of  office,  and  the  laws  and 
usages  of  the  Order. 

18.  The  application  of  a brother  for  any  Degree-,  with  the  fee  for 
the  same,  must  be  received  by  his  Subordinate  Lodge,  in  which  Lodge 
he  shall  be  balloted  for  by  the  members  of  the  Degree  for  which  he  ap- 
plies, when  opened  in  that  Degree.  If  he  be  not  opposed  by  more 
than  three  black  balls,  he  shall  be  deemed  eligible,  and  a certificate  to 
that  effect  shall  be  granted  him,  which  certificate,  on  being  presented 
to  the  Degree  Lodge,  shall  be  its  authority  for  conferring  the  Degree  or 
Degrees  applied  for. 

19.  — A Degree  Lodge  may,  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds‘'of  the 
members  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges  connected  with  it,  pre- 
sent and  voting  at  a regular  meeting  of  such  Subordinate  Lodge  or 
Lodges,  charge  its  members  an  entrance  fee  and  stated  dues.  Should 
no  fees  or  dues  be  charged,  the  expenses  of  the  Degree  Lodge  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges  to  which  the  Degree  mem- 
bers belong. 

20.  A Subordinate  Lodge  may  provide  by  its  By-Laws  for  the  pay- 
ment to  the  Degree  Lodge  of  a part  or  the  whole  of  the  regular  charge 
for  the  Degrees,  in  which  case  the  Degree  Lodge  shall  pay  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  8 per  cent,  of  the  amount  so  received. 

21.  Any  Degree  Lodge  failing  to  comply  with  Clause  17  of  these 
Laws,  shall  pay  to  this  Grand  Lodge  a fine  of  two  dollars  for  every 
month  that  may  elapse  before  its  semi-annual  return  shall  be  placed  in 
the  possession  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

22.  Any  Degree  Lodge  failing  to  make  a Return  as  above,  for 
twelve  months,  shall  become  liable  to  a forfeiture  of  its  Charter,  which 
may  be  recalled  by  the  Grand  Master  or  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  any 
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Degree  Lodge  failing  to  meet  for  three  months  shall  become  extinct, 
and  it  shall  become  the  duty  of  the  Officers  last  installed,  to  transmit 
to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  Charter,  Books,  Funds  and  other  property  of 
said  Degree  Lodge. 

23.  Any  Degree  Lodge  shall  have  power  to  adopt  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  for  its  government,  conformable  to  this  constitution, 
and  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and 
the  laws  and  usages  of  this  Order. 

24.  All  prior  decisions  and  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  con- 
flict with  the  foregoing  Constitution,  are  hereby  repealed. 
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Resolved, — That  a short  and  concise  form  of  Charge  and  Appeal  be 
prepared  by  the  It.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  and  printed  with  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

(Report  of  Committee  on  Legislation,  Jour.  1874.) 

1st. — All  charges  against  members  of  this  Order  shall  be  drawn 
substantially  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  '‘Form  A.”  and  be  submitted 
direct  to  the  Lodge  of  which  the  accused  is  a member,  in  duplicate, 
signed  by  a member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing.  The  general 
charge  shall  be  an  averment  of  “ Conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,” 
followed  by  specification  or  specifications,  stating  the  time,  place  and 
circumstances  of  the  offence  or  offences. 

2nd. — The  Lodge  shall,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  charge 
choose  by  ballot  a Committee  of  five,  as  near  as  possible  from  among 
the  peers  of  the  accused,  three  of  whom  shall  be  a quorum,  to  whom 
the  charge  shall  be  referred.  In  selecting  this  Committee  only  one 
name  shall  be  written  upon  any  ballot,  and  the  first  elected  shall  be 
the  convener  thereof. 

3rd. — The  accused  or  accuser,  or  any  member  of  the  Lodge  acting 
for  either  of  them,  may  challenge,  for  cause,  any  name  appearing  cn  a 
ballot.  The  grounds  of  challenge  shall  be  stated,  and  considered  by 
the  Lodge,  and  a majority  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  sustain  the  objec- 
tion made. 

4th. — The  Secretary  shall  affix  the  Seal  of  the  Lodge  to  one  copy 
of  the  charge  and  specifications,  and  certify  it  substantially  according 
to  “ Form  B.,”  and  serve  or  cause  the  same  to  be  served  upon  the  ac- 
cused, either  personally  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  usual  place  of  residence. 
The  Secretary  shall  also  certify  under  Seal  the  duphcate  charge,  and 
deliver  it  to  the  Convener  of  the  Committee,  with  the  notice,  according 
to  “ Form  C.,”  of  these  rules. 

5th. — The  accused  shall  within  one  week  from  the  receipt  by  him 
of  the  charge  and  specifications,  serve  his  plea  or  answer  to  the  same 
upon  the  Convener  of  the  Committee,  by  either  or  several  of  the  an- 
swers shown  in  “ Form  E.”

7tli. — At  the  meeting  a Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  be  appointed, 
and  the  trial  proceed  by  examination  of  the  parties  and  witnesses  on 
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tlicir  behalf.  Either  party  may  amend  their  proceedings,  by  leave  o 
the  Committee. 

8th. — The  report  of  the  Committee  shall  state  their  finding  on 
each  specification  of  the  charge,  according  to  “ Form  F.,”  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  an  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings,  rulings  and 
d unions,  together  with  Cie  original  evidence  taken  during  the  trial, 
w lich  shill  be  subnittel  t>  the  Lodge  within  a reasonable  time  after 
the  case  lias  been  submitted  to  them.  Should  there  be  a, ‘'minority  re- 
port, it  m ly  be  presented  iu  a similar  manner  at  the  same  time.  The 
minutes  of  the  Committee  should  show — 

I.  Che  date  and  place  of  each  meeting,  and  the  parties  present. 

II.  The  exceptions  taken  by  either  party,  and  the  decisions 
thereon . 

III.  Parol  evidence  in  full,  subscribed  by  the  witnesses. 

IV.  All  documentary  evidence  marked  as  exhibits. 

9th.  The  filling  of  the  committee  shall  be  entered  in  the  Lodge 
minutes  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall  forthwith  notify  bothjparties'that 
the  report  has  been  submitted,  and  all  parties  shall  be  entitled  toTmake 
a copy  thereof. 

10th. — The  Lodge  shall  take  up  the  report  for  consideration  at” the 
regular  meeting  to  be  held  two  weeks  after  it  has  been  submitted,  and 
may  amend,  affirm,  or  reverse  the  finding  of  the  Committee  upon  any 
one  or  all  of  the  allegations  in  the  charge  or  their  ruling  thereon.

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ODD  FELLOWS  HALL,  STRATFORD. 

Avon  Lodge, No.  41, 1.  0.  O.  F.,  Stratford,  was  instituted  by  G.  M , S.  G. 
Dolson,  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  1861.  The  building  as  shown  in  cut  was 
erected  in  1872,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  on  Monday,  the  17th  day  of 
June,  1872,  with  the  usual  ceremonies.  The  hall  was  dedicated  on  the  8th  day 
of  July,  1873,  and  on  the  6tli  day  of  August  the  session  of  the  B.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ontario  was  held  therein.  The  building  is  built  of  brick  with  iron  front, 
size  35x80.  Cost  of  land  and  building  $21,000.  First  flat  occupied  by  Bank  of 
Montreal  and  store,  second  flat  contains  4 offices,  third  flat,  the  Lodge  Room, 
three  ante-rooms,  and  the  Encampment-room,  and  fourth  flat  library  and  reading 
room. 

ODD  FELLOWS’  HALL,  WHITBY. 

Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  72,  was  Instituted  by  W.  N.  Ford,  M.  W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter, 11th  May  1871.  Property  purchased  and  building  erected  1874-75,  cost  of  land 
and  building  $14,000.  The  Lodge  Boom  was  dedicated  on  the  24th  May  1875,  by 
Wm.  Fitzsimmons,  M.W.  Grand  Master  assisted  by  the  other  Executive  Officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  supported  on  the  right  by  M.  J.  Durham  of  Kentucky,  U.  S.,  M. 
W.  Grand  Sire,  on  the  left  by  J.  W.  Stebbins,P.G.M.  of  N.  Y.,  P.  G.  Master,  H. McA- 
fee,Grand  Marshal,  P.G  Master  John  Murray  of  Clifton,  Grand  Herald;  P.G.  Mas- 
ter John  Gibson  of  Stratford,  Grand  Herald  ; Past  Grand  Master  James  Woodyatt 
of  Brantford,  Grand  Herald  ; P.  G.  Patriarch,  A.  Purvis  of  St.  Catharines,  Grand 
Herald;  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Cayley  of  St-  George’s,  Toronto,  Grand  Chaplain.  The 
dedication  Oration  was  delivered  by  P.  G.  Master,  J.  W.  Stebbins  of  N.  Y.,  U.  S. 
A special  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  was  held  in  the  Lodge  Boom 
same  day  to  present  an  address  of  welcome  to  M.  J.  Durham,  of  Kentucky,  U.  S., 
Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire.  In  the  afternoon  a monster  procession  was  formed, 
and  an  open  air  meeting  held  in  the  public  sqirare.  The' Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax, 
of  Indiana,  U.  S.,  ex-Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  and  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  delivered  the  public  Oration,  followed  by  addresses  from  Hon.  M.  J.  Dur- 
ham, M.  W.  Grand  Sire  ; Hon.  M.  C.  Cameron,  M.  P.,  Toronto  ; Dr.  Lyon,  P.G. 
Master,  Rochester,  N.  Y..  This  demonstration  of  the  Order  of  Odd-Fellows,  was 
the  most  important  ever  held  in  the  province  ; and  Eastern  Star  Lodge  in  its 
happy  conception,  and  successful  carrying  out,  has  largely  contributed  to  the  pro- 
gress and  stability  of  Odd-Fellowship  in  Ontario. 

ODD  FELLOWS’  HALL,  WELLAND. 

The  beautiful  Hall  of  Orient  Lodge,  No.  134,  Welland,  was  erected  in  1877 
at  a cost  of  $15,000  for  land  and  building.  The  cornerstone  was  laid  on  Tuesday 
August  the  14th,  1877  with  imposing  ceremonies,  and  a suitable  oration  delivered 
by  Bro.  J.  Ham  Perry,  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  on  Wednesday  24th  of  Decem- 
ber 1877,  Bro.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  dedicated  the  Hall  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Order  with  impressive  ceremonies  and  delivered  an  eloquent 
oration.  This  beautiful  building  is  situated  on  Main  Street.  The  first  story 
contains  two  large  stores.  The  second  a capacious  Music  Hall,  having  a seating 
capacity  of  six  hundred,  while  the  third  story  is  divided  into  two  handsome  lodge 
rooms.  The  Public  Music  Hall  is  fitted  with  every  modern  improvement  in  seats 
ventilation,  fire  escapes,  &c.,  and  the  ceiling  and  walls  are  beautifully  frescoed. 
It  is  illuminated  with  over  fifty  lights,  not  including  the  foot  and  head  lights  on 
the  stage,  which  latter  is  large,  and  provided  with  good  scenery,  dressing  rooms, 
&c.  First-class  piano  in  connection. 

ODD  FELLOWS  HALL,  LONDON, 

The  Odd  Fellows  Temple  in  Lonflon,  as  shown  in  the  cut,  is  the  largest 
structure  owned  by  the  Order  in  Ontario.  It  is  situated  on  the  corner  of  Dundas 
and  Clarence  Streets,  having  a frontage  of  55  feet  on  Dundas  and  100  on  Clarence. 
The  tower  on  the  front  is  about  80  feet  in  height  from  the  sidewalk.  The  struc- 
ture is  four  stories  in  height,  and  is  built  of  iron  and  brick.  On  the  lower  flat 
are  two  large  stores,  the  second  consists  of  offices,  while  the  remainder  of  the 
building  is  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Order.  The  main  hall  is  67  feet  by  52 
feet,  with  a ceiling  25  feet  6 inches  high.  On  the  same  floor  there  is  a large 
library  room,  and  4 ante-rooms.  Above  the  ante-rooms  is  the  Encampment 
Boom.  The  entire  cost  of  land  and  buildings  was  over  $50,000. 

The  hall  was  dedicated  on  the  2nd  August,  1875,  by  Gmnd  Master  W.  Fitz' 
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Bimmons  assisted  by  J.  W.  Stokes,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  J.  W. 
Ingersoll,  Grand  Master  of  Michigan  ; and  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario.  The  building  is  controlled  by  a Board  of  Directors 
elected  bjr  Eureka,  Forest  City  and  Dominion  Lodges.  The  first  Board  consist- 
ed of  J.  j.  Dyas,  President  ; Robt.  Kirkpatrick,  Vice  President ; H.  E.  Buttery, 
Sec.-Treas  , and  James  Bell,  J.  R.  Flock,  H.  L.  Abbott,  E.  R.  Robinson,  W.  F. 
Howell  and  IVm,  Joanes. 

ODD  FELLOWS’  TEMPLE,  ST.  MARYS. 

This  magnificent  building  was  erected  in  the  summer  of  1879,  on  Water 
Street,  in  the  town  of  St.  Marys,  Co.  Perth  ; is  built  of  St.  Mary’s  Blue  Stone, 
trimmed  with  while  stone  from  Guelph  Quarries,  rock  faced  work.  The  building 
is  90  feet  by  60 — front  elevation,  70  feet.  On  the  first  flat  are  three  Stores  and 
two  offices,  fitted  in  modern  style.  Cellars  under  the  whole  building.  The  sec- 
ond flat  is  fitted  up  as  an  opera  house,  with  gallery  around  the  whole  circumfer- 
ence, intended  to  seat  1,200  persons.  Windows  are  of  stained  glass.  The  upper 
flat  contains  spacious  Lodge  Rooms.  The  style  of  architecture  is  unique,  par- 
taking of  Gothic.  Elizabethan  and  Greek,  giving  the  building  an  attractive  ap- 
pearance. Lighted  with  gas.  It  is  built  and  owned  by  St.  Marys  Lodge,  No.  36, 
at  a cost,  complete,  of  $19,000.  The  Temple  will  be  dedicated  soon.  The  Build- 
ing Committee  are,  W.  N.  Fold,  P.G.M.;  Past  Grands  John  McLean,  S.  S.  Myers, 
W.  C.  Moscrip,  R.  B.  Harstone,  D.  Dewar,  W.  Box  and  J.  J.  Crabbe.  Architect, 
L.  H.  Weeks,  London.
